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Joyfully  Serve  Him 


I  had  crossed  that  bridge  manv 
times.  In  fact,  mv  wife  and  I  crossed 
it  without  incident  in  1967.  But  one 
evening  just  before  Christmas  last 
year  the  bridge  joining  Point  Pleas- 
ant, West  Virginia  and  Kanauga, 
Ohio,  sudden!)'  tilted  and  fell  100 
feet  into  the  icv  water  of  the  Ohio 
River.  It  carried  many  tra\'elers,  com- 
muters, and  Christmas  shoppers  to 
their  death  in  a  matter  of  seconds. 

As  mv  wife  and  I  sat  at  the  break- 
fast table  in  the  comfort  of  our  home 
discussing  this  traoedv,  we  x^'ere 
caused  to  wonder  whv  those  people 
were  taken  and  we  were  spared. 
Followins  this  thought,  we  considered 
our  1967  stewardship  and  whether 
we  had  done  our  \'erv  best  for  our 
Lord. 

I  ha\e  never  seen  much  merit  in 
New  Year's  "resolutions."  But  I  ha^'e 
alwavs  felt  that  it  is  good  to  evaluate 
one's  accomplishments  in  life.  The 
best  way  to  evaluate  our  accomplish- 
ments is  to  have  a  plan  for  our  work. 
Then  it  is  easy  to  see  how  well  we  are 
carrying  out  our  plans. 

Early  in  1967  many  people  thought 
they  v\'ould  read  the  Bible  through 
during  the  year.  Or,  they  had  plans 
for  daily  systematic  devotions.  Some 
did  both;  some  did  one  or  the  other; 
still  others  to  their  own  spiritual  harm 
did  neither.  There  were  those  who 
had  high  hopes  of  consistentlv  wit- 
nessing for  the  Lord  in  an  effort  to 
win  the  lost  to  Christ,  A  few  did; 
most  didn't,  or  else  there  would  have 
been  revival  in  the  church  such  as 
we  have  not  seen  in  our  generation! 

There  were  those  in  the  church 
who  vowed  to  reallv  get  down  to 
business  for  the  Lord  and  do  the  job 
for  which  they  are  capable:  the  job 
that  the  Lord,  who  gave  them  tal- 
ent in  the  first  place,  expected  them 


to  do.  There  were  those  who  "aimed" 
to  gi\-e  more,  who  "aimed"  to  help 
others,  who  "aimed"  to  be  what  they 
as  Christians  should  be.  But  the 
trouble  was  that  the\'  spent  all  their 
time  aiming,  but  never  firing!  In 
fact,  there  were  some  who  even  came 
up  on  the  negative  side  of  the  ledger 
and  caused  difficultv  in  the  church 
to  the  shame  of  the  cause  of  Christ. 

The  greatest  accomplishments  of 
the  most  successful  Christians  in  1967 
are  too  little.  No  one  has  the  right 
to  appear  self-righteous;  none  can 
rightfulh'  boast,  nor  can  one  "preach" 
to  his  fellow  Christians.  But  we  can 
all  determine  to  praverfullv  seek 
God's  will  for  our  lives  in  1968.  We 
can  ask  Him  to  live  through  us  and 
make  us  what  He  would  have  us  to 
be. 

First  of  all,  we  can  ask  Him  to  so 
control  our  lives  that  we  will  not  harm 
the  cause  of  Christ.  We  have  abso- 
lutelv  no  right  to  harm  His  body, 
the  church,  or  to  hurt  our  fellow  be- 
lievers—the members  of  that  bodv. 
Even  if  we  think  we  are  getting  bv 
with  it,  we  aren't.  God  will  not  hold 
us  guiltless  if  we  do  injury  to  His 
bodv. 

Then,  we  can  manifest  a  true  spirit 
of  Christian  love.  How  different 
things  might  have  been  in  1967  if  all 
of  us  would  have  manifested  a  real 
spirit  of  selflessness  and  Christian 
love.  Could  it  be  that  quick  words  of 
hast\'  retort  broke  the  harmony  of  the 
church  and  hurt  that  btxly?  It  could 
be.  iMav  God  show  us  in  1968  that 
it  is  more  important  to  be  a  har- 
monious member  of  His  body  than 
to  be  chairman  of  the  committee. 

Then  finally,  let  us  ask  God  to 
build  a  spiritual  fire  under  us  to  the 
extent  that  we  will  aggressively  do 
the  work  that  He  has  for  us  to  do. 


And,  mav  He  gi\e  us  grace  and  dis- 
cernment to  sift  through  the  many 
activities  and  come  up  with  those 
necessary  and  essential  jobs.  Let  us 
ask  Him  to  make  us  willing,  if  neces- 
sary, to  slow  down  so  we  might  see 
that  the  urgent  things  are  not  always 
the  most  important  things,  and  to  see 
that  the  important  thing  is  to  do  what 
He  would  have  us  to  do. 

May  we  not  forget  that  He  spared 
us  through  1967  and  brought  us  into 
1968  for  a  purpose.  God  grant  that 
we  may  joyfully  serve  Him  through- 
out the  year,  not  being  moved  from 
the  path  on  which  He  has  fixed  our 
feet.  Let  us  plan  our  work  for  1968, 
and  let  us  work  that  plan  as  the  Holy 
Spirit  leads  us.  1968  may  be  the 
\'ear  that   He  will   take   some  of  us 

through  death,  or  He  may  even  come 
- 

to  rapture  the  church.  Let  us  be 
ready  to  give  a  oo(jd  account  of  our 
stewardship   to   Him.  ▼

The  heat  was,  as  usual,  unbearable 
in  the  Brazilian  town  of  Capanema. 
An  hour  before,  the  daily  bus  had 
gorged  itself  with  passengers,  pigs, 
chickens,  and  an  assortment  of  cargo, 
and  now  was  well  on  its  way  to  the 
citv  of  Belem.  The  local  bar,  which 
also  served  as  the  waiting  room  for 
the  buses,  trucks,  and  trains  that 
passed  through  the  town,  at  this  mo- 
ment had  only  a  few  customers  sittino 

o 

around  its  little  wooden  tables. 


Among  those  quenching  their 
thirst  on  that  hot,  humid  dav  were 
two  men  who  began  to  raise  their 
\'oices  in  anoer.    Soon  the  alcohol  in 

o 

their  systems  heated  their  emotions  to 
such  a  point  that  thev  began  to  fight. 
Tables  were  overturned  and  chairs 
scattered  in  disarray  as  the  men  strug- 
gled back  and  forth  in  bodily  con- 
tact. They  jockeyed  for  position,  each 
seeking  an  ad\'antaoe  over  the  other, 
and  soon  found  themselves  facing  one 


another  in  the  dusty  street  outside. 
Each  surveyed  his  opponent,  gasped 
for  breath,  and  longed  for  the  return 
of  strength  to  his  tired  muscles  before 
he  made  the  lunge  to  clash  in  mortal 
combat  once  again.  Suddenly,  one  of 
the  men  jerked  his  knife  from  its 
hiding  place  under  his  belt;  bystand- 
ers scurried  for  cover.  The  Brazilian's 
coordination  dulled  by  the  "cachaca" 
(cheap  alcoholic  drink)  made  him  re- 
act clumsily.    As  he  made  an  under-

hand  swing  to  stab  his  opponent,  the 
blade  tore  through  his  own  pants  into 
his  leg  and  severed  an  artery. 

Thus  ended  a  foolish  brawl.  And, 
thus  ended  that  man's  life.  Right  in 
the  middle  of  a  busy  street,  with  a 
crowd  of  people  watching,  a  man  bled 
to  death.  No  one  raised  a  hand  to 
help.  No  one  so  much  as  touched 
him.  No  one  tried  to  stop  the  flow  of 
blood  by  giving  him  the  needed  first 
aid.  This  was  a  matter  for  the  police, 
and  no  one  wanted  to  get  involved. 
So  a  man  died.  A  father's  corpse  was 
carried  home  to  five  children.  A  hus- 
band was  returned  dead  to  his  widow, 
and  a  few  hours  later  a  lifeless  body 
was  carried  in  a  crude  wooden  coffin 
to  a  damp  grave. 

Tragic? 

Yes.  But,  was  it  more  tragic  than 
the  drama  of  life  and  death  that  takes 
place  before  us  day  after  day?  We, 
too,  are  spectators  to  the  tragedy  of 
human  sin  around  us.  Yet  many  of 
us  refuse  to  get  involved.  We  look 
at  the  thin  veneer  of  respectability,  or 
at  the  prosperity  that  hides  the  true 
condition  of  the  human  heart,  and 
see  no  need  around  us.  We  throw 
crumbs  of  charity  to  those  less  for- 
tunate in  foreign  lands  and  think  that 
we  have  fulfilled  our  Christian  obli- 
gation. And  all  the  time  we  are  really 
watching  humanity  bleed  to  death 
spiritually. 

Jesus  said,  "Except  ye  eat  the 
flesh  of  the  Son  of  man,  and  drink  his 
blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  you"  (John 
6:53).  The  peoples  of  this  world  can- 
not eat  of  His  flesh  or  drink  of  His 
blood  if  they  are  unacquainted  with 
Him.  Christ  expects  us  to  become 
involved— yes,  involved  in  the  tragedy 
all  about  us.  For  everywhere  we  turn, 
there  is  conflict  just  as  tragic  and 
often  as  senseless  as  the  brawl  of  the 
two  drunken  men  on  the  streets  of  an 
Amazon  town. 

There  is  conflict  in  the  American 
home:  one  out  of  three  marriages 
ends  in  divorce.  There  is  conflict  in 
the  souls  of  little  children:  we  are 
told  that  the  real  tragedy  of  divorce 
is  the  turmoil  and  uncertainty  that 
develops  in  the  life  of  the  children 
from  broken  homes.  There  is  con- 
flict in  the  ranks  of  teen-agers  and 
young  people:  they  seem  to  be  at  war, 
not  only  with  society  but  with  them- 
selves in  their  inconsistent,  illogical 
approach  to  life. 
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A  Moment  with  Missions

Our  jails  are  filled  bevond  capacity; 
our  hospitals  are  overcrowded;  our 
mental  institutions  are  bursting  at  the 
seams.  There  is  racial  conflict,  politi- 
cal conflict,  and  religious  conflict,  as 
well  as  open  warfare  in  Vietnam.  Re- 
cent news  analysts  and  political  ob- 
servers warn  us  that  we  are  on  the 
verge  of  anarchy. 

But  still  the  vast  majority  of  Chris- 
tians go  about  their  daily  aff^airs  with 
little  concern  for  the  world  around 
them,  perhaps  pausing  occasionallv  to 
observe  and  even  comment  on  the 
drama  of  life  that  thev  can  no  longer 
avoid— visibly  disturbed  that  this  par- 
ticular event  would  dare  to  interfere 
with  their  "pursuit  of  happiness." 

There  was  never  a  time  in  history 


when  the  voice  of  Christians  was 
needed  more  than  it  is  needed  today. 
As  Christians  we  must  become  in- 
volved. Our  light  is  to  be  set  on  a 
hill  where  it  is  to  shine  brightly  and 
illuminate  the  darkness  of  doubt  and 
despair.  We  dare  not  stand  by  and 
watch  \vhile  society  bleeds  to  death 
emotionally,  morally,  and  spiritually. 
Christ  is  the  answer;  and  the  only 
way  that  peoples  of  the  world  will 
know  this  is  for  every  Christian  to  be- 
come personally  involved  in  the  plight 
of  humanity,  to  live  and  witness  for 
Christ  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  can  do  His  work  in  the 
hearts  and  lives  of  others,  and  to  20 
to  them  and  present  Him  as  the  One 
to  solve  our  problems  as  well  as  to 
redeem  us  from  sin. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Brethren  Church  is  involved,  and 
through  its  commitment  on  seven  dif- 
ferent fields  it  enables  every  member 
to  become  personally  involved  in  the 
greatest  task  this  side  of  heaven. 

On  the  part  of  each  one  of  us,  let 
us  make  1968  the  year  of  our  greater 
involvement  in  Brethren  Foreign  Mis-

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Many  centuries  ago  God  chal- 
lenged a  man  named  Joshua  with 
these  words:  "There  remaineth  yet 
very  much  land  to  be  possessed. " 

To  be  sure,  Israel  had  entered  the 
land,  had  smitten  many  kings,  and 
had  possessed  their  land.  Yet,  the  task 
had  only  begun. 

Across  the  years  this  has  been  the 
repeated  experience  of  those  engaged 
in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  It  is  true  in 
Argentina.  The  land  has  been  en- 
tered. Souls  have  been  saved.  A  na- 
tional church  has  been  established. 
Many  victories  have  been  won. 

However,  in  the  midst  of  it  all, 
God  comes  with  the  same  challenge: 
"There  remaineth  ^'et  very  much  land 
to  be  possessed." 

Will  you  permit  God  to  challenge 
you  as  we  briefly  relate  the  urgent 
need  for  missionaries  to  complete  this 
unfinished  task  in  Argentina? 

No  matter  in  which  direction  one 
travels  in  this  land,  there  are  scores  of 
villages,  towns,  and  sections  of  cities 
where  there  is  no  established  gospel 
witness. 

We  are  constantly  burdened  as  we 
see  new  housing  projects  mushroom- 
ing in  the  suburbs  surrounding 
Buenos  Aires,  and  we  ask  ourselves 
who  will  take  the  message  of  salvation 
to  the  people  living  here.  Over  seven 
million  people  are  concentrated  in 
this  one  area  of  the  country,  every  one 
of  whom  is  heading  toward  eternity. 
Who  will  tell  them  of  the  Saviour? 
True,  there  are  many  groups  besides 
our  own  working  here.  But  what  are 
all  of  them  put  together  when  we 
consider  reaching  such  a  multitude? 
Our  own  force  is  insignificant  in  the 
face  of  such  need:  three  national  pas- 


tors and  two  missionar\'  couples. 

To  the  south,  new  cities  are  being 
established.  Older  cities  and  smaller 
towns  are  experiencing  real  growth 
due  to  the  exploitation  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  region.  The  present 
government  is  pushing  the  develop- 
ment of  vast  sections.  All  this  is  at- 
tracting an  influx  of  people.  Who 
will  tell  them  of  Christ? 

We  can  go  to  the  interior  of  the 
countr\'  to  the  section  where  our 
church  has  been  laboring  for  manv 
years,  and  where  most  of  our  work  is 
located,  and  find- there  are  still  many 
places  where  no  testimony  for  Christ 
is  to  be  found.  Even  in  some  towns 
where  there  is  a  congresation,  there  is 
no  pastor  to  lead  the  flock.  What 
would  vour  church  be  if  it  uere  con- 
tinuallv  \\'ithout  a  pastor?  Can  you 
not  see  the  need  for  men  to  enter 
these  needv  fields,  to  win  souls  and 
establish  new  churches? 

Letters  come  constantly  from  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  countrv  in  response 
to  our  church's  radio  programs.   Some

people,  who  have  been  saved  as  a  re- 
sult, write  to  us  asking  us  to  send 
someone  to  tell  them  more.  To  the 
present  time,  people  from  five  differ- 
ent provinces  have  written  in  re- 
sponse to  our  gospel  programs.  Let- 
ters to  these  listeners,  answering  their 
questions  and  problems,  seeking  to 
establish  them  in  Christ,  are  of  some 
help.  But  how  much  better  it  would 
be  if  someone  could  go  personally  and 
visit  them.  How  manv  new  testi- 
monies might  be  established  in  this 
way!    Do  vou  not  see  the  need? 

Correspondence  courses  offered  on 
our  radio  programs  and  through  news- 
paper advertisements  have  brought 
such  a  response  that  the  one  mission- 
ary handling  these  is  already  calling 
for  help.  Marvelous  opportunities 
have  been  afforded  to  point  souls  to 
the  Saviour  and  to  counsel  and  help 
those  in  need.  Can  vou  not  see  the 
need  for  strengthening  this  most  im- 
portant  phase  of  the  work  with  added 
missionary  personnel? 

Our  Bible  Institute  is  seeking  to 
meet  some  of  this  need  through  the 
training  of  national  workers  and  pas- 
tors. At  the  present  there  are  twenty 
)'oung  men  and  women  enrolled, 
among  whom  are  two  from  Spain, 
one  from  the  United  States,  and  one 
recent  arrival  from  Lima,  Peru.  What 
a  challenge  to  teach  these  the  Word 
of  God!  Two  missionaries,  together 
with  several  nationals,  compose  the 
staff.  One,  however,  will  soon  be  due 
for  furlough.  Who  will  take  his  place? 

My  friend,  has  God  challenged  you 
as  you  have  read  about  this  need  for 
more  missionaries  in  Argentina?  If 
so,  ask  Him  whether  He  would  have 
you  help  meet  this  need.  ▼

Hello!  Won't  you  stop  in  For  just 
a  few  minutes  and  get  acquainted 
with  our  family  in  the  offices  of  Breth- 
ren Foreign  Missions?  We  live  in  a 
wonderful  neighborhood  here  at  Wi- 
nona  Lake,  Indiana,  surrounded  by 
gracious  neighbors  with  whom  we 
have  fine  fellowship  and  cooperation. 
Their  names?  Grace  Schools,  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions,  Christian  Educa- 
tion Department,  Herald  Company, 
and  Board  of  Evangelism.  All  of  us 
are  busier  than  ever  these  days  as  the 
Lord  has  abundantlv  blessed  our  fel- 
lowship of  churches. 

In  May,  1956,  we  moved  to  our 
present  quarters  in  the  Herald  build- 
ing, which  had  been  newly  con- 
structed. For  several  years  previous 
our  offices  had  been  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  Grace  Seminary  building. 
But  foreign  missions  needed  more 
space  and  so  did  the  seminary,  and 
our  move  worked  to  mutual  advan- 
taoe.  At  the  time  of  the  move,  we  had 
a  full-time  staff  of  five  members;  now 
there  are  nine  of  us. 

The  past  year  has  seen  a  change  of 
personnel  in  our  two  top  administra- 
tive offices.  Always  when  there  is  a 
need  for  new  personnel  in  the  FMS 
office,  the  Lord  sends  the  right  ones 
into    the   work.    It    is   wonderful    to

know  that  it  is  His  work  and  that  He 
supplies  the  workers,  and  the  workers 
serve  as  unto  Him. 

Let  us  introduce  you  to  our  famih' 
here  in  the  foreign  missions  office. 

Rev.  John  W.  Zielasko  was  called 
to  his  position  as  foreign  secretary  at 
the  annual  board  meeting  in  1965. 
He  came  into  the  office  in  June,  1966, 
and  took  over  the  administration  the 
first  of  January,  1967.  Born  in  Penn- 
sylvania, a  graduate  of  the  State 
Teachers  College  at  Millersville, 
Pennsylvania,  and  also  a  graduate  of 
Grace  Seminary,  Rev.  Zielasko  was  in 
the  Brethren  pastorate  at  South  Bend, 
Indiana,  for  two  years  prior  to  1952. 
Then  he  and  his  family  left  for  the 
mission  field  in  Brazil,  where  thev 
served  until  1965. 

Rev.  Raymond  W.  Thompson 
came  to  his  position  as  administrati\'e

assistant  this  past  June.  He  and  his 
family  moved  to  Winona  Lake  from 
Bellflower,  California,  where  he  had 
been  pastor  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Bellflower  for  five  years. 
Before  that,  after  graduation  from 
Whittier  College  and  Grace  Semi- 
nary,  this  native  Californian  had 
served  in  the  pastorate  of  the  Mc- 
Henry  Avenue  Grace  Brethren 
Church  at  Modesto,  California,  and 
also  taught  at  Brethren  High  School 
at  Long  Beach,  California. 

The  division  of  responsibilities  be- 
tween these  two  men  is  sometimes 
hard  to  distinguish.  However,  affairs 
of  the  missions  and  missionaries  on 
the  foreign  field  are  cared  for  by  the 
foreign  secretary,  and  missionary  af- 
fairs in  the  homeland  are  the  work 
of  the  administrative  assistant.  One 
of  Rev.  Thompson's  main  responsi- 
bilities is  the  scheduling  of  deputa- 
tion.   He  is  also  the  office  manager,

and  to  him  fall  innumerable  duties 
which  are  \ital  to  keep  the  FMS 
home  affairs  running  smoothly. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Moeller  assumed  the 
duties  of  the  financial  secretary  in 
February,  1956,  and  has  done  a 
highly  commendable  job  in  this  work. 
It  probably  does  not  need  to  be  said 
that  there  is  nothing  more  important 
than  maintaining  communication 
with  the  supporters  of  Brethren  For- 
eign Missions  at  home,  and  chan- 
neling funds  to  the  missionaries. 
Through  the  years  the  financial  work 
has  become  increasingly  complex,  and 
in  December,  1965,  a  new  office  of 
assistant  financial  secretary  was  cre- 
ated. Miss  Georgia  Eikenberry  came 
into  this  position.  Miss  Eikenberry 's 
main  division  of  the  financial  work 
includes  issuing  receipts  and  keeping 
the  records  of  donors,  gifts,  and  mis- 
sionary support. 

Mr.  Moeller,  from  Johnstown, 
Pennsvh'ania,  is  a  graduate  of  Bryan 
LIniversity  and  had  studied  for  a  year 
and  a  half  in  Grace  Seminary  before 
assuming  his  FMS  duties.

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Recent  letters  from  Jean-Louis 
Steadier,  director  of  the  James 
Gribble  High  School,  and  the  Gilbert 
Aellias  tell  of  their  work  for  the  Lord 

o 

in  Africa.  Mr.  Steadier  returned  to 
the  field  in  mid-October  following  his 
visit  to  the  United  States,  during 
which  it  was  possible  for  many  Ameri- 
can Brethren  to  become  acquainted 
with  him. 

From  Mr.  Steadier: 

It  has  been  exactly  four  weeks 
since  I  left  your  country  after  haying 
spent  two  unforgettable  months 
there.  In  fact,  I  shall  always  remem- 
ber those  weeks  spent  in  America: 
the  experience  of  national  conference, 


which  permitted  me  to  visit  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Scheidegger,  who  are  the  two 
new  missionaries  coming  to  take  the 
place  of  the  Aelligs  at  Yaloke. 

I  left  our  older  daughter,  Chantal, 
in  Switzerland,  v\'here  she  will  begin 
her  nursing  studies  in  the  spring.  Our 
younger  daughter,  Nicole  (12  years), 
accompanied  me.  Leaving  Paris  at 
1 1  p.m.,  we  arrived  in  Bangui  the 
next  morning  at  7:45.  All  the  Bangui 
missionaries  —  Goodmans,  Snyders, 
and  Aelligs— were  at  the  airport,  as 
well  as  my  wife,  Colette,  who,  nat- 
urally, after  two  months  was  happy 
to  see  me  again! 

The  next  morning  we  took  the 
bumpy  road  which   leads  to  Yaloke. 


first    two   weeks    assumed    by    them- 
selves the   teaching  of  our    120  stu- 

o 

dents. 

Although  I  arrived  two  weeks  late, 
I  noticed  that  some  of  the  students 
were  not  yet  here.  It  is  so  difficult  at 
the  end  of  the  rainy  season  to  make 
a  trip  of  500  kilometers.  There  are 
often  roadblocks;  sometimes  the  week- 
ly autocars  do  not  arrive,  and  v\'hen 
they  do  arri\'e  they  are  more  than 
full.  Not  a  single  place  is  empty.  It 
is  necessary  to  wait  for  a  new  week. 
Moreover,  to  find  $16  for  tuition,  plus 
a  certain  amount  for  food  isn't  always 
an  easv  thing,  especially  in  a  countr^■ 
where  the  rural  people  receive  their 
money  once  a  \'ear  for  the  sale  of  their

which  vyas  inspiring  and  blessed  for 
me,  and  then  the  privilege  of  being  in 
a  total  of  thirty  churches  in  Indi- 
ana, Michigan,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania, 
Maryland,  and  Washington,  D.  C. 
In    thinking    back    over    the    time 

o 

spent  in  your  country,  I  am  reminded 
of  the  words  of  the  apostle  Paul  in 
Philippians  1:3  to  6:  "I  thank  my  God 
upon  every  remembrance  of  you,  al- 
ways in  every  prayer  of  mine  for  you 
all  making  request  with  joy,  for  your 
fellowship  in  the  gospel  from  the  first 
day  until  now;  being  confident  of  this 
very  thing,  that  He  which  hath  be- 
gun a  good  work  in  you  will  perform 
it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ." 

After  leaving  Chicago  on  October 
12,  I  spent  one  yveek  in  Switzerland, 


(Ah!  How  beautiful  the  American 
highyvays  were  in  my  little  Japanese 
car!)  It  is  always  nice  to  come  back 
to  our  prettv  station  of  Yaloke.  The 
trees  have  grown  a  lot;  the  dormi- 
tories  have  been  nicely  whitewashed; 
and  more  and  more  the  school  center 
resembles  a  little  village.  If  I  could 
judge  by  the  shouts  and  the  smiles, 
the  students  were  very  happy  to  see 
their  director  again. 

It  was,  of  course,  necessary  to 
plunge  right  into  the  administrative 
affairs  which  alyvays  accompany  a 
new  school  3'ear;  then,  to  take  again 
my  part  of  the  teaching  load  and  lift 
the  added  burden  from  my  four  fel- 
low laborers— the  Waridels,  Eddie 
Mensinger,  and  my  yyife,  who  for  the 


cotton,  millet,  coffee,  or  peanuts. 

Several  students  spent  their  vaca- 
tions searching  for  diamonds.  This  is 
hard  work,  especially  in  an  atmos- 
phere comparable  to  that  which 
America  knew  in  the  past  century 
among  the  seekers  for  gold  in  Cali- 
fornia  and  the  great  north.  Certain 
ones  yyere  rewarded  for  their  efforts 
and  are  very  proud  to  wear  neyv 
clothes  and  to  deposit  an  important 
sum  at  the  office,  which  will  keep 
them  from  want  during  the  whole 
school  year. 

Others  helped  their  parents  to  cul- 
tivate a  garden,  and  now  with  hope 
they  are  waiting  the  fruits  of  their 
labors.  But  all  were  happy  to  come 
back    to    Yaloke.     One    would    have 
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thought  that  the  students  might  profit 
from  the  absence  of  the  director  and 
the  departure  of  the  Aelligs  to  Bangui 
to  act  up  to  their  heart's  content.  But 
to  the  contrary,  realizing  that  the  four 
professors  were  truh  o\'erloaded  and 
were  tr\'ing  very  hard  to  help  the  stu- 
dents get  started  in  their  classes,  all 
showed  themselves  to  be  very  coopera- 
tive and  made  work  and  discipline 
easier.  The  older  ones  have  always 
been  a  help  whenever  we  call  on 
them. 

School  life  has,  therefore,  returned 
to  routine  —  classes,  preparation  of 
meals,  distribution  of  dailv  allow- 
ances, agricultural  work,  and  taking 
care  of  the  chickens.   After  the  rainv 


beginning,  prav  with  us.  Let's  be  on 
our  guard  because  the  devil  knows 
about  this  and  is  always  ready  to 
attack. 

In  addition  to  the  high  school 
teachers  at  Yaloke,  there  are  two 
nurses,  Lois  Miller  and  Linda  Men- 
singer.  Linda  is  helping  with  an 
English  class  while  we  wait  for  the 
arrival  of  the  Scheideggers  (due  in 
Bangui  on  Nov.  25).  Then  there  are 
two  families  who  are  learning  French 
—the  Johnsons  and  the  McDairmants, 
who  will  sta\'  at  Yaloke  until  field 
council,  w  hich  starts  on  Ian.  3. 

From  the  Aelligs: 

For  a  month  we  have  been  living 


a  place  for  everything.  However,  the 
roof  does  not  leak;  the  termites  aren't 
eating  things;  and  we  have  the  con- 
veniences of  the  city  (electricity, 
stores,  and  so  forth). 

As  soon  as  v\e  arrived,  Marvin 
Goodman  and  Gilbert  contacted  those 
in  authority  to  arrange  to  teach  Bible 
classes  in  the  high  schools.  When 
permission  was  received,  Gilbert  vis- 
ited each  school  to  arrange  the  time 
for  the  classes.  Because  of  full  sched- 
ules for  the  students,  we  have  classes 
in  the  early  morning,  and  between 
ele\'en  and  one,  and  then  later  in  the 
afternoons  (when  it's  hot!).  An  Afri- 
can pastor  and  two  other  missionaries 
share  in  the  classes.    We  are  havino 
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Steudler    and    a    high    school    student.

season  the  grass  is  very  high,  and  it  is 
necessary  to  hoe  a  lot  in  order  to  find 
the  150  orange  trees  planted  in  the 
spring. 

The  Bible  section  has  a  little  group 
of  five.  We  were  hoping  for  more; 
but  this  is  new,  and  it  will  take  time 
for  them  to  realize  what  they  will 
learn  in  this  course.  That  reminds  me 
that  when  we  began  the  high  school 
seven  \'ears  ago,  there  were  only  26 
students;  and  now  we  are  able  to 
accept  only  a  small  percentage  of 
those  who  would  like  to  come.  With 
these  five  students  Eddie  Mensinger 
has  begun  a  church  history  course 
and  another  on  New  Testament  In- 
troduction. 

Now  that  school  has  had  a  good 


here  in  the  capital  city,  Bangui.  Our 
fellow  missionaries  decided  that  it 
was  necessary  to  ha\'e  a  French-speak- 
ing couple  to  work  among  the  vouth 
in  the  high  schools.  The  board  was 
in  agreement.  It  wasn't  easy  to  leave 
our  work  in  Yaloke  (at  the  James 
Gribble  High  School),  our  friends, 
and  our  life  in  the  bush;  but  the  Lord 
wanted  us  in  Bangui.  In  several  days 
we  were  packed  and  ready  to  leave. 
Everyone  helped  us.  In  spite  of  the 
bad  roads,  nothing  was  broken  in 
travel.  Surprisingly  so,  because  the 
small  Mercedes  truck  was  not  espe- 
cially padded!  We  have  a  nice  house, 
but  small  (living  room,  kitchen,  bed- 
room, and  office  for  Gilbert).  It  took 
a  lot  of  thought  and  arranging  to  find 


classes  in  nine  different  schools.  For 
Francine's  part,  she  has  classes  in  four 
girl's  schools.  The  beginning  days 
were  difficult.  Some  classes  were 
emtpy;  the  students  did  not  know 
about  them.  We  put  announcements 
on  the  bulletin  boards,  and  the  next 
week  we  were  happy  because  more 
students  began  to  come.  The  youth 
of  Bangui  are  exposed  to  many  dan- 
gers—all kinds  of  temptation  and  false 
cults.  Because  of  this,  we  feel  it  is 
important  that  they  be  established  on 
a  solid  foundation,  which  is  Christ. 
On  Saturday  afternoons  we  have  ex- 
tra classes  for  the  fellows  and  girls. 
Gilbert  is  also  planning  to  have  an 
evening  class  for  the  government 
workers.  ▼

It  was  startling  to  see  old 
Jerusalem  in  control  of  Israel,  since 
the  Bible  tells  us  that  "Jerusalem  shall 
be  trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles,  un- 
til the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  ful- 
filled" (Luke  21:24).

Do  these 
events   mean   that   the   times   of   the

these  questions  is  negative. 

Times  of  the  Gentiles  Not 
Completed 

The  Gentile  nations  have  not  fin- 
ished their  dealings  with  Jerusalem. 
The  times  of  the  Gentiles  will  not 
end  until  the  close  of  the  great  tribu- 
lation. Luke  21:24  has  not  been  ful- 
filled, although  it  may  be  in  the  pro- 
cess. Events  are  moving  rapidly 
toward  the  culmination  of  the  times 
of  the  Gentiles;  but  since  no  Scrip- 
ture is  of  any  private  or  isolated  in- 
terpretation, we  must  blend  all  pro- 
phetic truth  together.

Your  Expectations 

What  can  Bible-believing  Chris- 
tians expect? 

Expect  increasing  tension  against 
the  nation  of  Israel.  God's  hand  is 
seen  in  the  formation  of  Israel,  but 
the  nation  is  still  in  unbelief  and  not 
ready  for  God's  great  future  blessing. 

Expect  increasing  pressures  for  a 
world  government.  Communism  will 
be  pushing  this.  In  so  doing,  all  the 
forces  which  oppose  world  govern- 
ment will  be  slandered,  infiltrated, 
and  ridiculed.  Some  churches,  not 
knowing  God's  prophetic  plan,  will 
aid  the  Communists  to  produce  a 
world  government.  Have  you  heard 
about  the  world  monetary  system? 
Are  you  aware  of  the  progress  of  a 
world  church?  Do  you  understand 
the  world  program  for  education  un- 
der UNESCO?  Do  you  see  how  all 
these  pa\'e  the  way  for  world  govern- 
ment? These  things  all  sound  so  logi- 
cal in  the  godless  classrooms  of  our 
universities  and  colleges!  Such  educa- 
tion concerning  world  government  is 
becoming  more  and  more  popular  in 
our  society. 

Expect  a  great  surprise  from  God's 
overruling  Providence.  When  Russia 


gets  what  seems  to  be  the  lead  in  so- 
cial control,  political  strength  as  is 
seen  in  the  UN,  and  superior  military 
strength  as  now  announced  in  the 
news,  she  will  decide  to  get  rid  of 
Israel.  But  Russia  will  be  utterly  de- 
feated in  that  nefarious  attempt.  How 
much  damage  Russia  can  do  before 
God  calls  a  halt,  we  do  not  know. 

Expect  a  world  government  not 
controlled  by  Russia,  but  controlled 
bv  the  powers  spoken  of  by  Daniel 
the  Prophet.  His  inspired  message 
reveals  there  will  be  ten  kings  or  na- 
tions joined  together  over  which  the 
coming  Antichrist  will  rule.  These 
will  not  include  Russia,  the  King  of 
the  North,  which  will  be  destroyed 
before  the  end  of  the  times  of  the 
Gentiles. 

Expect  the  world  ruler  to  appear 
on  the  pages  of  events  at  anv  time. 
The  church  will  not  know  him  as  the 
first  beast  of  Revelation  13,  but  he 
might  appear  as  a  great  statesman 
even  while  the  church  is  still  on 
earth.  No  one  expects  Russia  to  be 
destroyed,  except  those  who  know 
God's  Word.  No  one  expects  a  world 
government  made  up  of  the  western 
powers  except  those  who  know  God's 
Word.    And  no  one  knows  of  God's 


deliverance    for    His    people    except 
those  who  know  God's  Word. 

Expect  the  coming  of  the  Lord  for 
His  people.  The  "Rapture"  of  the 
church  (all  true  believers)  is  the 
blessed  hope  for  which  we  are  taught 
to  watch.  It  appears  to  be  the  next 
great  event  on  God's  calendar. 

The  Heavenly  Hope 

For  the  believers  the  answer  is  not 
in  political  movements,  social  changes, 
or  religious  unity.  The  answer  is  in 
the  return  of  Christ.  It  will  be  a 
great  moment,  when  we  can  leave  this 
old  world  behind.  Let  us  read  about 
it  again,  "For  the  Lord  himself  shall 
descend  from  heaven  with  a  shout, 
with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and 
with  the  trump  of  God:  and  the  dead 
in  Christ  shall  rise  first:  Then  we 
which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be 
caught  up  together  with  them  in  the 
clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air: 
and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the 
Lord"  (I  Thess.  4:16-17). 

Those  who  properly  interpret  pro- 
phetic truth  will  not  be  dominated  by 
this  condemned  world.  It  will  neither 
be  converted  nor  corrected  in  this  age. 
Earthly  hopes  have  already  vanished. 
Ours  is  a  heavenly  hope.  T

"If  anyone  had  told  me 
ten  years  ago  that  I  would 
be  serving  as  a  mission- 
ary here  in  Argentina,  I 
would  have  told  him  he 
was  dreaming,"  my  hus- 
band has  laughingly  re- 
lated many  times.  But, 
upon  reflecting  back,  it 
doesn't  actually  seem  so 
strange  that  the  Lord  led 
us  to  Argentina. 

I  was  born  near 
Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania,  the  fifth 
in  a  family  of  six  children,  and  our 
Christian  parents  faithfully  took  us  to 
church  and  all  the  related  meetings. 
At  the  age  of  ten,  I  accepted  the  Lord 
as  my  Saviour,  sincerely  desiring  to 
know  Him  better  and  to  serine  Him. 
The  Lord  used  home  influences  and 
faithful  teachers  and  preachers  to  in- 
fluence my  life  and  to  prepare  me  to 
accept  me  the  challenge  of  Argen- 
tina. 

When  still  a  teen-ager,  I  married 
my  childhood  sweetheart  while  he 
was  on  furlough  before  being  shipped 
to  the  South  Pacific  for  twenty-seven 
months.  Needless  to  say,  I  did  some 
growing  up,  some  serious  thinking, 
and  some  heavy  leaning  upon  the 
Lord  in  those  days. 

Several  years  later,  when  we  felt 
a  bit  "settled,"  we  came  to  the  place 
where  we  honestly  prayed  that  the 
Lord  would  have  His  way  and  lead  us 
definitely  in  His  will.  In  the  mean- 
time we  kept  busy  in  the  general  ac- 
tivities of  the  church,  trying  to  be 
there  when  needed.  Since  we  really 
wanted  to  know  the  Word  better  and 
to  be  more  effective  and  efficient 
servants,  the  idea  came  to  study  to 
prepare  ourselves  for  the  Lord's  ser- 
vice. 

We  have  always  been  thankful  to 
the  Lord  for  the  years  which  followed 
at  Grace,  for  the  lessons  learned,  and 
for  the  Christian  friends  and  fellow- 
ship. We  were  happy  there.  It  was 
the  place  the  Lord  wanted  us  to  be, 
and  we  were  doing  what  He  wanted 
us  to  do. 

Then  came  the  senior  year  when 
we  should  plan  for  our  future.  The 
Lord  always  times  everything  right.

When  we  heard  a  plea  for  help  in 
Argentina,  He  used  it  to  sf>eak  to 
both  of  us.  Of  course,  He  worked  out 
all  the  details,  too. 

Almost  immediately  we  were  off  to 
Texas  to  study  Spanish  for  a  year. 
We  have  continued  to  be  thankful 
for  the  fine  basis  received  there. 

Then,  in  October  of  1961,  we 
sailed  for  Argentina.  Our  first  term 
was  spent  in  Huinca  Renanco,  where 
our  church  is  the  only  evangelical 
testimonv  in  the  town,  and  also  in  the 
area.  As  a  mission  field,  the  pos- 
sibilities are  unlimited;  only  the  mis- 
sionary is  limited.  We  were  just 
two  people  and  there  was  so  much 
to  do. 

We  do  praise  God  for  the  many 
victories,  for  some  heartbreaking  ex- 
periences, for  all  that  He  allowed  to 
enter  our  lives  that  helped  to  make 
us  more  conformable  and  usable.

Of 
course,  the  ultimate  goal  is  for  the 
missionary  pastor  to  be  able  to  leave

First 
of  all,  if  it  had  not  been  for  this  dedi- 
cated group  of  women  (nationally), 
the  Brethren  Messianic  Testimony 
misht  not  have  become  a  realitv.   For 


His  message.  Please,  don't  ever  stop 
praying  for  us  as  well  as  for  the  Jew- 
ish people.  We  need  it  just  as  much 
as  thev.  How  we  do  thank  you  for 
those  prayers!  And  remember,  those 
of  vou  who  pray  for  us  mav  not  be 
able  to  contact  Jewish  people  in  per- 
son, but  you  are  just  as  much  a  mis- 
sionary as  those  of  us  who  are  doing 
the  contacting! 

Suppose  you  had  never  heard  John 
3:16  before.  Someone  quotes  it  for 
vou,  "For  God  so  loved  the  world, 
that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 
that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlast- 
ing life." 

Almost  any  Gentile  person  can  un- 
derstand this  simple  little  verse,  but  a 
Jewish  person  is  surprised  at  the  very 
first  part.  "For  God  so  loved  the 
world."  Well,  now,  God  doesn't 
bother  with  his  creatures.   God  is  an 


eighteen  years  the  Women's  Mission- 
ary Council  has  backed  this  work 
with  their  gifts  (through  the  medium 
of  the  little  "thank  offering"  banks) 
and  through  their  prayers.  Ladies, 
have  you  any  idea  of  what  this  has 
meant  to  us? 

Jewish  people  are  somewhat  of  an 
enigma  to  those  who  have  not  had 
much  contact  with  them.  They  con- 
firm something  and  the  next  day  they 
deny  what  thev  have  confirmed.  They 
will  admit  thev  are  sinners,  but  refuse 
to  accept  the  salvation  offered  through 
Jesus  Christ.  They  may  say  they  be- 
lieve in  the  Messiah  and  deny  that 
Messiah  is  God.  In  dealing  with  them 
we  become  depressed  and  discour- 
aged. But— just  when  we  are  the 
most  discouraged,  your  prayers  are 
answered,  and  we  snap  back  to  our 
work  because  we  are  certain  the  next 
Jewish  person  we  contact  will  accept 


austere  being  far  removed  from  the 
world's  problems  and  sorrows.  And 
certainly  He  does  not  care  for  an  in- 
dividual human  being. 

Then,  "he  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son."  Son?  How  ridiculous!  God 
never  had  a  son.  God  is  One!  Anyone 
who  has  ever  been  educated  knows 
the  myths  concerning  virgin  births; 
there  are  hundreds  of  them  from  all 
sorts  of  cultures.  So  what  is  so  special 
about  this  story?  Someone  probably 
dreamed  it  up  just  to  "con\ert"  Jews. 

And,  "whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  {>erish";  anyone  knows 
death  is  perfectly  natural  and  befalls 
every  creature.  So  make  the  best  of 
life  while  you  may.  Eat,  drink,  and 
be  merry  for  tomorrow  you  may  die. 

"Have  everlasting  life?"  Fairy 
stories!  There  isn't  such  a  thing.  It 
would  be  nice  to  have  the  faith  to 
believe  something  like  that,  but  it  just 


isn't  so.  How  do  I  know?  I  just  do, 
that's  all.  I'm  Jewish. 

So,  little  by  little,  a  Jewish  person 
learns  (if  he  so  desires)  about  God.  It 
takes  a  long  time.  Remember  how 
long  it  took  yoii,  and  you  were  pre- 
viously "exposed"  to  the  Bible  in 
some  way. 

Even  after  a  Jewish  person  accepts 
Jesus  as  his  Messiah  and  even  after  he 
admits  he  is  a  sinner  in  need  of  a  sac- 
rifice for  that  sin,  he  has  a  long  way  to 
g(5  before  he  can  see  the  realitv  of 
Jesus  being  God.  There  is  a  great 
gulf  in  his  mind  between  Jesus  as  a 
man  and  Jesus  as  God.  Your  prayers 
can  help. 

Then,  there  is  a  longer  time  in 
which  he  debates  baptism.  Your 
prayers  can  help. 

So,  ladies,  your  prayers  and  your 
gifts  mean  so  much  to  us.  You  are 
really  "Women  Manifesting  Christ." 
But  I  can  also  see  this  slogan  as  a 

o 

great  challenge  for  1968,  can't  you? 

First  of  all,  let  us  look  closely  at 
ourselves.  This  world  of  ours  is  in  a 
sorry  mess.  Have  we  fallen  down 
somewhere?  Is  our  flame  burning 
only  feebly  in  this  needy  world?  Do 
we  take  too  much  for  granted?  Are 
we  too  satisfied  with  our  own  salva- 
tion and  with  our  efforts  in  our  local 
WMC  groups? 

I  think  we  will  all  agree  we  could 
do  more.  The  other  night  we  drove 
to  the  Sunset  Strip  in  Los  Angeles,  a 
street  about  a  mile  or  two  in  length 
connecting  Beverly  Flills  and  Holly- 
wood. It  was  thronged  with  young 
people  who  have  never  heard  our 
Lord's  name  except  as  profanity  upon 
someone's  lips.  Why  are  they  using 
drugs,  rebelling  against  life,  believing 
in  free  love,  standing  on  corners? 
This  scene  could  be  repeated,  I'm  cer- 
tain, throughout  the  United  States  in 
large  cities  and  small  towns.  Ladies, 
somewhere  we  have  failed.  We  can 
say  it  is  Satan's  fault,  or  the  fault  of 
parents,  or  the  fault  of  the  troubled 
times— but  is  it? 

Let's  make  1968  a  year  of  victory 
for  Christ!  Let's  honestly  evaluate  our 
efforts  for  the  One  whom  we  claim 
we  love!  T

The  first-year  program  includes  Four  Marv  and  four 
Martha  goals.  Our  girls  earn  a  shoulder  sash  and  em- 
broidered emblems  a  little  larger  than  a  silver  dollar.  For 
learning  the  points  oF  the  merit  s\'Stem,  there  is  the  SMM 
emblem;  a  church  for  regular  church  attendance;  a  lamp 
for  Scripture  memorization;  and  an  open  Bible  for  reading 
the  assigned  portions.  The  Martha  goals  are  sewing 
(hemming,  button  holes,  mending),  hand  embroidery, 
knitting,  crochetino,  and  a  nutrition  notebook.  The  latter 
was  prepared  by  our  nurse,  Barbara  Hulse.  Mimeo- 
graphed sheets  of  fruits,  vegetables,  meats,  milk,  and  so 
on,  are  given  to  them  to  color,  cut  out,  and  paste  on 
appropriate  pages  in  a  paper-back  notebook.  Then  a 
simple  explanation  uF  the  value  of  each  food  is  copied 
onto  that  page.  For  example,  all  the  citrus  fruits  are 
pasted  on  one  page  with  information  about  the  value  of 
vitamin  C  Thev  get  this  information  in  school,  but  we 
felt  that  an  extra  emphasis  in  this  way  might  make  it  more

meaningful.  iMalnutrition  is  a  serious 
problem  in  many  homes.  Part  of  it  is 
caused  by  poyerty,  but  ignorance 
causes  a  lot  of  it,  too. 

As  can  be  seen,  this  program  does 
not  have  the  missionary  emphasis  as 
the  programs  in  the  United  States  do. 
Our  present  emphasis  is  on  their 
practical  needs. 

However,  there  are  many  oppor- 
tunities in  each  local  SiMiM  for  scry- 


ing others,  such  as  assisting  the  pas- 
tor's family  when  the  pastor  is  a  na- 
tional and  not  a  missionary,  helping 
a  Bible  Institute  student,  making 
baby  clothes,  and  so  on. 

In  their  weekly  meetings  the  girls 
lead  all  the  devotional  part.  Each 
week  a  different  girl  is  appointed  to 
lead  the  music,  lead  in  prayer,  and 
gi\e  the  Bible  lesson. 

Thus  the  girls  learn  practical  things 
for  the  household  and  also  practical 
spiritual  things.  ▼

only  the  sacrifice,  but  the  water  and  even  the  stones. 

I  smugly  wondered  to  myself,  how  Elijah  could  so 
soon  after  such  an  incredible  experience  be  running  into 
the  wilderness  from  a  mere  woman.  Then  I  realized 
that  I,  at  that  very  moment,  was  doing  the  same  thing. 
However,  I  rationalized  that  this  v\'as  the  twentieth 
centurv  and  mv  problem  was  different.  God  had  never 
rained  fire  for  me.  I  quickly  discounted  the  manv  mir- 
acles that  flashed  through  mv  mind,  not  the  least  of 
which  was  my  only  son,  whom  medical  science  had 
unequivocally  denied  me.  I  just  as  promptly  filed  back 
into  my  memory  all  of  the  "lion's  dens"  from  which  I 
had  been  extricated,  as  well  as  the  manv  mountains  He 
had  tunneled  through  for  me. 

That  I  saw  it.   That  hot  loaf  of  bread! 

I  had  read  this  account  many  times  and  found  com- 
fort in  the  fact  that  God  did  not  lecture  Elijah  nor 
rebuke  him,  but  rather  allowed  him  refreshing  rest 
and  fed  him.  1  v\'as  also  aware  of  the  deeper  spiritual 
significance  of  the  bread,  which  prefigured  the  One 
who  would  become  the  Bread  of  Life;  as  well  as  the 
cruse  of  water,  symbol  of  the  Holv  Spirit  who  was  not 
yet  given. 

Nevertheless,  todav  the  "gem"  that  sparkled  from 
the  page  for  me  suddenly  took  on  a  twentieth  century 
application.  How  could  I  have  overlooked  it.  I  had 
read  often  of  the  nourishment  God  provided  for  His 
servant;  but  it  had  never  before  occurred  to  me  that  it 
was  not  just  ordinary  bread,  but  a  fresh  loaf  of  hot  bread 
still  baking  on  the  coals. 

My  dull  senses  came  alive!  Call  it  imagination,  if  you 
like,  but  it  seemed  as  if  the  room  was  filled  with  the 
delightful  aroma  of  freshly  baked  bread. 

To  me,  a  busy  mother  and  homemaker,  fresh  home- 
made bread  is  a  real  luxury  and  a  very  special  treat; 
and  suddenly  that  hot  loaf  of  bread  became  not  just  a 
meal  for  sustenance,  but  a  banquet  of  God's  promises. 
My  thoughts  were  racing  now  as  I  observed  God's 
private  "catering  service"  ministering  to  His  servant, 
touching  him  ever  so  gently  to  summon  him  (and  me) 
to  the  Bread  of  Life. 


"Why,  of  course,"  I  thought.  "God  is  always  like 
that." 

He  had  not  led  Elijah  into  that  wilderness,  but  neith- 
er had  he  left  him  because  of  it;  instead  He  continued 
to  supply  the  "exceedingly  abundant"  in  spite  of  Elijah's 
questioning. 

Perhaps  my  imagination  ran  away  with  me  at  this 
point,  but  I  was  \'ery  sure  there  was  butter  on  the  bread, 
honey  to  go  with  it,  and  surely  there  was  ice  in  the  cruse 
of  \^'ater.  My  heart  literally  danced,  my  spirit  took  wings, 
and  the  problem  that  had  loomed  so  large  moments  ago 
became  rather  obscure. 

It  v\'as  now  so  very  clear! 

The  Bread  of  Life  was  mine  already  (John  6:35),  and 
the  cruse  of  water  was  even  now  "rivers  of  living  water" 
springing  up  within  (John  7:38).  It  was  only  my  anxiety 
that  had  blocked  the  flow  for  the  moment.  I  should 
have  known  that  the  problem  with  which  God  had 
trusted  me  was  for  my  own  good. 

So,  I  quietly  broke  from  the  loaf  once  more  and  re- 
called with  thanksgiving  the  words  of  the  Psalmist,  "O 
taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good:  blessed  is  the  man 
that  trusteth  in  him"  (Ps.  34:8). 

No  words  could  adequately  describe  what  took  place 
in  my  heart  that  day.  Let  it  suflice  to  say  there  were 
no  cataclysmic  changes,  but  rather  a  quiet  realization 
that  He  was  all  I  needed  and  that  now  I  was  totally  His. 
His  love  truly  permeated  my  whole  being,  and  in  per- 
fect peace  I  could  rest  in  Him. 

With  a  deep  sense  of  shame  I  looked  again  at  the 
worn  and  marked  pages  that  I  had  turned  so  reluctantly 
earlier.  Yet,  God  in  His  compassion  did  not  deny  me 
that  hot  loaf  of  bread  even  though  mv  appetite  had  been 
dulled  by  fear  and  frustration. 

This  precious  experience  was  mine  more  than  a  year 
ago  now,  and  the  problem  which  took  me  to  the  "juni- 
per tree"  has  not  been  resolved.  However,  the  fragrance 
of  the  hot  loaf  of  bread  is  very  prevalent  and  the  supply, 
as  always,  inexhaustible.  The  moment  by  moment  re- 
freshment of  the  Living  Water  is  continually  mine,  and 
the  problem  is  His.  ▼ 
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It  was  Monda\"  morning,  and  I  sighed  wearily  as  I 
picked  up  my  Bible  and  a  cup  of  coffee  for  my  usual 
morning  devotional  time.    However,  if  I  were  to  be  ab- 
solutely honest,  I  would  have  to  admit  that  instead  of 
desiring  devotions,  I  found  myself  under  the  "juniper! 
tree"  demanding  an  answer  from  God  for  a  distressing, 
rather  serious   problem  that   perplexed   me.    The  pro- 1 
verbial  rug  had  been  pulled  out  from  under  me,  and  F 
was  daring  to  ask  why.    How  often   I  had  counseled; 
others  not  to  question,  but  to  fly  to  the  Word  of  God  for 
help;   and  so  today  I  would  literally   force   myself  to 
practice   what   I   preached.    Ordinarily,    I   would   have! 
turned  to  the  New  Testament,  or  perhaps  the  Psalms  or 
Proverbs;  but  somehov\',  almost  without  my  knowledge, 
I  found  myself  in  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  chap- 
ters of  I  Kings,  identifying  v\'ith  Elijah. 

I  read  the  familiar  account  of  Elijah's  contest  on 
Mount  Carmel  with  the  prophets  of  Baal.  I  smiled  at! 
his  chiding  them  to  pray  louder  and  teasing  that  their 
God  might  be  asleep  or  away.  Then  again,  I  noted  the 
phenomenal  manifestation  of  God's  power  as  He  an- 
swered Elijah  with  fire  from  heaven,  consuming  not

"Bring  your  grandma,  bring  your 
grandpa,  bring  your  mother  and  dad." 

It  makes  us  smile  as  we  sing  this 
chorus,  but  the  people  in  the  Chris- 
tian Education  Department  are  100 
percent  serious  as  thev  stress  this  and 
other  themes  in  an  efFort  to  get  the 
job  done  in  Sunday  school  and  other 
areas  of  their  sphere  of  service. 

All  of  which  reminds  us  of  the  suc- 
cessful Christian  Education  Conven- 
tion with  its  well-planned  and  well- 
executed  program  at  the  last  national 
conference.  This  convention  was  a 
real  boost  in  tuning  the  hearts  of  the 
delegates  to  sing  God's  praise  through 
the  week  of  national  conference. 
This,  coupled  with  the  line  youth 
conference  with  its  great  climactic 
Saturday  night  youth  service,  bears 
testimony  to  the  fact  that  things  are 
happening  in  the  Christian  Educa- 
tion Department.  There  was  evidence 
aplenty  of  the  fact  that  the  combining 
of  the  Sunday  School  Board  and  the 
National  Youth  Board  into  the  De- 
partment of  Christian  Education  was 
a  good  move. 


In  combining  the  two  boards,  na- 
tional  conference  handed  to  the  new 
department  a  "king-size"  package  of 
responsibilities.  Theirs  is  indeed  a 
big  job.  But  the  Lord  will  guide  their 
staff,  and  we  look  for  good  things  in 
the  future. 

It  is  encouraging  to  see  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Education  getting 
under  way  with  the  responsibility  for 
the  Christian  day-school  movement  so 
soon.  For  too  long  we  have  failed  to 
come  up  with  a  plan  to  effectivelv 
promote  this  very  important  ministry! 
We  dare  not  neglect  the  training  of 
our  children  in  schools  that  are  Chris- 
tian. The  new  department  is  to  be 
congratulated  for  their  efforts  in  this 
direction,  and  we  wish  them  success 
in  the  work.  However,  we  of  the  de- 
nominational membership  must  not 
leave  all  the  work  to  this  department 
of  the  church.  In  addition  to  putting 
our  children  into  Christian  schools, 
v\'e  should  work  toward  starting  more 
Christian  schools.  We  need  to  en- 
courage our  young  people  to  train  for 
service   as  teachers   in   such   schools. 


And  we  need  to  work  with  Grace 
College  in  training  them  in  this  high 
calling.  Furthermore,  we  should 
stand  with  The  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  Company  in  efforts  to  produce 
textbooks  for  Christian  schools. 

A  warning  needs  to  be  sounded  at 
this  point.  It  is  fine  to  sav,  "You  are 
doing  a  good  job,"  but  we  must  go 
on  and  say,  "and  we  are  v\'ith  you 
m  it."  Let  us  not  forget  that  success 
for  the  Christian  Education  Depart- 
ment will  depend  upon  how  well 
we  carry  out  our  responsibility  on 
the  local  level.  Sunday  school,  youth 
work,  camps.  Christian  schools,  and 
all  the  rest  must  involve  people  on  the 
local  church  level.  We  can  be  tauoht, 
we  can  be  encouraged,  and  we  can 
be  helped  by  the  Christian  Education 
Department.  But  there  comes  a  point 
at  which  we  must  do  our  share  of 
the  job.  And  one  final  word:  We 
should  joyfully  enter  into  the  pro- 
gram of  support  of  the.  department  as 
we  are  instructed.  There  is  a  plan  for 
giving  to  that  support.  Mav  the  Lord 
keep  us  faithful  in  doing  our  part.    T 
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Our  faith  was  small,  but  it  grew— 
and  so  did  the  Gay  Street  Breth- 
ren Church  at  Hagerstown,  Mary- 
land. God  has  challenged  us  from  His 
Word  that  He  is  able  and  that  He 
delights  in  people  walking  by  faith. 
To  be  sure,  this  faith  of  ours  has  not 
always  been  as  strong  as  it  should 
have  been,  and  at  times  we  could  al- 
most hear  the  Lord  saying,  "How  lit- 
tle faith  you  have!  Why  did  you 
doubt?"   However,  every  step  of  faith 


taken  bv  this  consregation,  God  has 
honored;  and  v\'e  are  confident  that  if 
more  such  steps  had  been  taken,  the 
self-supporting  victory  could  have 
been  realized  much  earlier. 

The  "mustard  seed"  faith  began 
with  the  first  service  of  the  congrega- 
tion in  the  home  of  one  of  our  mem- 
bers on  July  29,  1956.  As  the  "seed" 
began  to  swell,  other  homes  were  con- 
tacted to  house  the  Sunday-school 
classes,  and  soon  the  group  purchased 


a  business  building  for  a  meeting 
place.  At  the  district  conference  of 
the  Mid-Atlantic  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  in  May  of  the  follow- 
ing year,  a  new  church  was  accepted 
—the  Gay  Street  Brethren  Church. 

Soon  the  "mustard  seed"  had  grown 
into  production,  and  by  faith  the  con- 
gregation called  William  E.  Howard 
for  their  first  pastor.  Rev.  Howard 
served  for  a  period  of  five  years,  and 
under  his  leadership  many  fruits  of 
the  faith  of  the  congregation  were 
manifested.  In  May,  1961,  ground 
was  broken  for  a  new  building;  and 
less  than  one  year  later,  on  March  1 1, 
1962,  a  new  building  was  dedicated 
to  the  Lord. 

The  new  building  was  erected  bv 
the  Brethren  Construction  Crew  and 
supervised  by  Mr.  Don  Sellers.  A 
number  of  the  men  of  the  congrega- 
tion joined  the  Crew  members  in 
helping  to  expedite  completion  of  the 
building  and  to  further  help  in  keep- 
ing the  cost  of  the  building  down  to  a 
minimum.  It  was  a  time  of  great 
blessing  and  fellowship  during  the 
construction  days. 

Rev.  Jerry  Young,  while  a  student 
in  Grace  Seminarv,  ministered  to  the 
church  in  the  summer  of  1963;  and 
Rev.  William  Wiles  also  assisted  in 
the  church's  early  davs. 

It  was  November,  1963,  when  we 
arrived  on  the  field  here  and  began 
our  ministry.  We  have  seen  the  con- 
gregation continuing  in  a  gradual 
growth  pattern.  Taking  forward  steps 
of  faith  and  seeing  the  Lord  uphold 
the  congregation  has  been  a  challenge 
and  has  resulted  in  larger  steps  from 
time  to  time. 

One  such  time  was  when  the  steady 
growth  placed  a  demand  upon  the 
church  to  increase  its  facilities.  The 
financial  picture  did  not  warrant 
further  indebtedness,  and  the  church 
went  to  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  for  help.  The  help 
that  came  was  advice  that  the  church 


add  to  their  building  as  they  were 
able  to  "pay  as  vou  build."  This  I  am ; 
sure  shook  the  faith  of  our  people, 
for  it  was  comparable  to  a  "Red  Sea" 
before  them.  But  God  had  prepared 
our  people  for  this  very  time.  He  had 
seen  us  through  before,  and  they 
were  willing  to  step  forth.  This  step 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  spiri- 
tual blessings  we  have  experienced  to 
date.  We  knew  God  was  directing, 
and  plans  were  made  to  add  to  our 
building  on  a  "pay  as  you  build"  basis. 

It  probably  took  a  little  longer  to 
build  this  new  unit,  but  God  blessed 
abundantly,  and  we  were  able  to  dedi- 
cate this  new  unit  debt  free  and  at  a 
cost  of  less  than  $10  per  square  foot. 
The  Lord  provided  all  the  various 
skills  needed  through  our  men  who 
volunteered  their  time. 

Thus  the  faith  that  started  out  the 
size  of  a  "mustard  seed"  was  growing  I, 
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larger.     One    big    step    successfully 
taken  led  to  another,  and  to  go  "self- 1 
supporting"  was  the  biggest  one  left.  '• 
The  church  voted  to  take  this  step; ;

Winona   Lake,   Indiana 
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Omaha,  Nebraska,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  "mighty  Missouri"  river,  is  hailed 
proudly  by  its  inhabitants  as  the  place  where  the  West  begins.  It  is  not  uncommon 
to  see  members  of  the  Indian  race  on  its  streets,  and  people  wearing  cowboy  hats 
and  boots  in  its  restaurants.  Omaha  also  boasts  of  the  largest  livestock  market  in 
the  world,  and  Nebraska  has  earned  the  title  of  "The  Beef  State." 

Paradoxically,  Omaha  is  quite  sophisticated,  with  a  well-known  art  museum  and 
its  own  symphony  orchestra.  Omaha  University,  Creighton  University,  Bellevue 
College,  and  Grace  Bible  Institute  are  among  its  schools  of  higher  learning.  A 
considerable  amount  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  city,  and  nearby  is  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Strategic  Air  Command.  It  is  the  largest  and  probably  the  fastest- 
growing  city  in  the  state. 

Since  the  first  Brethren  organizational  meeting  in  Germantown,  Pennsylvania, 
in  1723,  our  fellowship,  due  to  bountiful  blessing  from  God,  has  developed  in  such 
a  way  that  Brethren  congregations  are  found  in  towns  and  cities  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific. 

On  September  13,  1967,  a  small  group  of  believers  united  in  Omaha  to  form 
another  church.  This  "beginning"  of  a  new  Brethren  group  in  a  city  in  the  Mid- 
west will  serve  as  another  link  in  the  chain  of  churches  which  stretches  from  coast 
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to  coast. 

In  His  good  providence,  the  Lord 
provided  a  church  building  (which 
had  been  closed  by  another  denomi- 
nation), located  in  a  heavily  populated 
metropolitan  area,  one  block  from  an 
urban  artery  on  which  an  estimated 
24,000  cars  pass  daily,  and  four  blocks 
from  a  high  school  where  2,500  stu-

move  in  August,  1966,  when  two 
families  then  unknown  to  each  other 
moved  into  the  area.  By  means  of  a 
long  series  of  circumstances,  God  led 
His  people  together,  and  others 
moved  in  to  join  them.  A  part  of  the 
process  was  the  beginning  of  a  Bible 
class  in  the  Fogle  home  in  February, 
1967.   This  class  has  produced  much 


dents  attend.  On  the  other  end  of 
the  school  property  is  a  junior  high 
school. 

The  building,  now  being  used  by 
the  Omaha  Brethren,  was  contructed 
in  1928  on  a  good-sized  lot  and  can 
hold  about  200  people  in  the  main 
auditorium. 

The   wheels   of   activity   began    to 


fruit. 

There  are  good  prospects  for  addi- 
tional members,  and  the  Omaha 
Brethren  are  looking  forward  to  ofh- 
cial  recognition  by  the  Iowa  District 
of  Brethren  Churches  at  their  confer- 
ence in  June,  1968,  and  b\'  national 
conference  this  coming  August.

Council  and  the  Iowa  District  Mis- 
sion Board  have  been  behind  this 
effort  from  the  outset  and  have  given 
appreciable  encouragement.  Accept- 
ance as  a  home  mission  point  by  this 
arm  of  our  denomination  has  already 
been  granted. 

Your  prayers  are  solicited  for  this 
new  work,  and  if  any  Brethren  in 
other  parts  of  the  USA  would  feel  led 
to  move  to  our  area  in  order  to  "get 
in  on  the  ground  floor"  of  a  new 
church,  they  would  receive  a  warm 
welcome— Western-style.

The  Grace  Brethren  church  of  Wi- 
nona, Minnesota,  has  a  new  look. 
The  project  of  remodeling  the  ex- 
terior and  interior  of  the  church, 
started  more  than  a  year  ago,  is  now 
completed. 

Most  of  the  construction  work  was 
done  by  the  Reverend  Donald  W. 
Earner,  pastor  of  this  home-missions 
church,  and  by  volunteer  workers. 

During  the  last  two  months  of 
1967,  Pastor  Earner  took  a  leave  of 
absence    from    his   job,    trusting   the 


Lord  for  support,  so  that  he  could 
spend  full  time  in  the  final  stages  of 
construction. 

Aiding  Rev.  Earner  in  the  work 
were  members  of  the  church,  pastors 
and  laymen  from  the  Iowa  District  of 
Brethren  Churches,  and  Rev.  Earner's 
two  sons,  who  are  also  pastors.  Don- 
ald G.  Earner  is  pastor  of  the  Op- 
portunity Brethren  Church,  Spokane, 
Washington,  and  Timothv  Earner  is 
assistant  pastor  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

Included  in  the  new  look  are  addi-

The  remodeling  of  the  sanctuary 
includes  pews,  pulpit,  carpet,  new 
ceiling,  baptistry,  sound  system,  new 
lighting  fixtures,  and  panelled  front.

"Tsoros"  is  the  Jewish  word  for 
troubles.  As  you  well  know,  troubles 
are  not  peculiar  to  the  Jewish  people. 
In  Job  5:7  we  find  this  statement: 
"Yet  man  is  born  unto  trouble,  as  the 
sparks  fly  upward."  We  each  have 
our  own  bag  of  troubles  to  carry- 
However,  the  blessing  on  our  part  is 
that  we  have  accepted  the  Burden- 
bearer.  "Casting  all  your  care  upon 
him;  for  he  careth  for  vou"  (I  Peter 
5:7). 

Through  times  of  "tsoros"  we  have 
opportunity  to  present  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  answer  to  the  needs. 
Hearts  are  often  more  open  to  coun- 
seling. In  fact,  this  is  when  we  are 
called  upon  to  come  and  give  comfort 
rather  than  having  to  seek  oppor- 
tunity to  present  the  gospel. 

One  morning  Mrs.  W—  phoned. 
She  felt  that  life  was  worthless;  she 
was  miserable.  Could  I  come?  Be- 
cause of  previous  commitments  I 
could  not  go  right  then,  but  I  made 
arrangements  to  go  at  noon. 

Though  Mrs.  W—  is  a  widow, 
from  a  worldly  standpoint  she  is  com- 
fortably situated.  She  does  not  have 
to  work,  but  wants  to  do  so  because 
time  hangs  heavily  on  her  hands. 
That  day  she  confessed  the  lack  of 
satisfaction  in  material  things  and  in 
social  afFairs.  Several  months  previ- 
ously she  had  taken  a  trip  to  the 
Orient— only  to  see  Buddhist  shrines! 
What  she  wanted  was  peace  of  heart. 

To  have  this  peace  of  heart  that 
only  God  can  give,  she  needed  first 
to  have  peace  with  God.  From  the 
Scriptures,  both  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments, God's  requirements  were 
pointed  out  to  her.  Sin  was  the  prob- 
lem, but  God  had  the  remedv  in 
Christ  Jesus,  who  is  the  Messiah.  His 
substitutionary  death  and  His  deitv 
were  shown.  She  has  been  influenced 


somewhat  bv  Christian  Science  which 
adds  to  her  spiritual  blindness.  She 
was  very  receptive  to  the  Word  and 
permitted  me  to  have  praver  with  her. 
I  tried  to  encourage  her  to  read  the 
Bible  without  the  Christian  Science 
meditations  and  permit  the  Lord  to 
speak  to  her  heart. 

Previously  Mrs.  W—  had  attended 
our  luncheon  discussion  meetings, 
but  her  new  job  now  prevents  this. 
Last  week  I  invited  her  to  our 
Wednesdav  night  Bible  class.  She 
hesitated  but  promised  to  give  it  con- 
sideration. I  feel  that  the  main  ob- 
stacle is  fear  of  what  others  will  think; 
for  even  as  we  discussed  the  Bible  in 
her  apartment,  she  asked  that  we  not 
let  others  hear  us. 

Mrs.  S—  expressed  a  desire  to  talk 
with  me.  Because  of  a  personal  inci- 
dent, she  felt  puiltv.  In  our  talk  I 
explained  that  our  sin  against  people 
is  also  a  sin  against  God.  His  judg- 
ment upon  sin  is  death,  but  in  His 
love  and  mercv  He  has  paid  the  pen- 
alty. Isaiah  53  was  read.  The  deity 
of  Christ,  which  made  it  possible  for 
Him  to  be  our  substitute,  w^as  shown 
from  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 
The  means  of  receiving  forgiveness 
through  accepting  Christ  and  the  re- 
sultant new  birth  were  considered 
from  the  Gospel  of  John.  She  said 
that  she  understood  what  was  shown 
to  her  from  the  Word. 

On  the  basis  of  her  understanding, 
I  asked  her  if  she  would  be  willing 
to  accept  Christ  as  Saviour  and  God. 
She  said  that  she  was  not  readv  to  do 
so  yet.  I  am  particularly  concerned 
for  her,  as  she  has  alreadv  had  several 
operations  for  cancer. 

Mrs.  E—  began  attending  our  meet- 
ings last  spring.  Eleven  years  ago  she 
was  in  an  automobile  accident  which 
put  her  in  the  hospital  for  three  years 
and  left  her  permanently  misshapen 
and  physically  weak.  She  asked  me 
to  come  and  talk  with  her. 

That  evening  we  spent  three  hours 
together.  Mrs.  E—  readilv  listened 
to  the  scriptural  presentation.  This 
was  all  new  to  her.  She  was  not  ready 
to  make  any  decision,  but  the  seed 
had  been  sown  and  future  watering 
needs  to  be  done. 

Mrs.  I—,  the  sister-in-law  of  one  of 
our  Hebrew  Christians,  has  been  in- 
volved in  Christian  Science  for  over 
forty  years.   Her  husband  follows  this 


false  teaching  too,  but  is  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  church.  Recently  her  hus- 
band had  an  infection,  but  would  not 
accept  medical  help.  The  infection 
broke  out  into  a  running  sore,  and  he 
deteriorated  physically  to  skin  and 
bones. 

Ann  and  her  husband  tried  to  en- 
courage Mrs.  I— 's  husband  to  go  to  a 
doctor.  Rev.  Button  also  called  on 
him.  Finallv  in  desperation  Mrs.  I— 
put  him  in  the  hospital. 

Ann  and  I  visited  Mr.  I—  in  the 
hospital.  We  were  unable  to  sav 
much  to  him,  though  we  were  al- 
lowed to  have  a  word  of  praver  for 
him.  We  took  Mrs.  I—  home  with 
us;  and  as  we  drove  along,  we  had  a 
wonderful  opportunity  to  witness. 

Mrs.  I—  wondered  why  her  belief 
satisfied  her  when  things  went  well, 
but  in  times  of  trouble,  it  did  not. 
This  is  the  real  test  of  one's  belief. 
Man  may  have  his  own  ideas  regard- 
ing God;  but  to  be  acceptable  before 
Him,  we  must  meet  His  require- 
ments. If  we  want  God's  help,  we 
must  come  to  Him  on  His  terms! 

The  sin  problem  was  presented  to 
her  and  the  pavment  for  sin  through 
the  death  of  the  Messiah,  who  had  to 
be  God  himself.  She  said  that  if  her 
husband  regained  his  health,  she 
would  give  further  consideration  to 
these  things.  Since  then  her  husband 
has  improved  enough  to  leave  the 
hospital.  We  are  praving  that  God 
will  deal  and  that  she  will  keep  her 
promise. 

"Tsoros!"  "Tsoros!"  These  are  just 
a  few  whose  troubles  have  opened  the 
door  to  the  ministering  of  the  Word. 
In  the  future  mav  each  of  these  pre- 
cious souls  be  able  to  testify  as  did 
David,  "It  is  good  for  me  that  I  have 
been  afflicted;  that  I  might  learn  thy 
statutes"  (Ps.  119:71).  ▼

Your  Faith  Is  Showing 


Abraham,  the  man  of  God,  was 
characterized  by  his  faith.  The 
Bible  declares  in  the  eleventh  chapter 
of  Hebrews  that  Abraham  answered 
the  call  of  God  by  faith.  He  obeyed 
the  beckoning  hand  of  God  by  faith 
not  knowing  where  he  would  go.  He 
dwelt  in  a  strange  land  by  faith.  He 
looked  for  a  city  which  had  founda- 
tions, whose  builder  and  maker  is 
God.  Through  faith  Sarah,  his  wife, 
conceived  and  bore  him  a  child,  a 
miracle  of  God  at  her  age.  Abraham 
trusted  God  and  believed  that  a  na- 
tion which  would  be  numbered  as  the 
sands  of  the  sea  or  as  the  stars  of  the 
heaven  would  one  dav  be  a  reality. 

One  of  the  finest  compliments  that 
could  ever  be  paid  to  a  man  of  God 
was  ordered  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
through  the  pen  of  the  apostle  Paul; 
"He  staggered  not  at  the  promise  of 
God  throuoh  unbelief;  but  was  strong 
in  faith,  giving  glory  to  God;  and  be- 
ing fullv  persuaded  that,  what  he  had 
promised,  he  was  able  also  to  per- 
form" (Rom.  4:20-21). 

There  is  a  striking  parallel  between 


the  ministry  of  Abraham  and  that  of 
the  pastor  of  a  church.  The  pastor, 
like  Abraham,  must  also  have  his 
heart  tuned  to  the  call  of  God.  By 
faith  he  must  ansv\'er  and  obey  the 
call  of  Gcxl  and  go  to  a  "strange 
land."  He  must  trust  God  for  the 
minute  as  well  as  for  the  major  needs 
along  the  way,  expecting  God  to  per- 
form the  miracle.  He  must  believe 
that  God  will  build  the  "citv"  or 
Christian  communitv  wherein  he 
shall  minister  and  experience  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  his  people. 

There  are  some  dangerous  pitfalls 
in  the  ministry.  A  man  may  feel  that 
no  other  minister  has  as  difficult  a 
situation  or  so  little  help.  Utter  lone- 
liness may  almost  overwhelm  the  soul 
because   his   faith   is   lacking   in   the 

o 

presence  of  God.  There  was  no  ques- 
tion about  the  reality  of  God  in  Abra- 
ham's mind.  The  alacrity  with  which 
he  responded  gives  evidence  of  Abra- 
ham's faith  in  the  direction  of  God. 
The  Bible  says,  "But  without  faith  it 
is  impossible  to  please  him:  for  he 
that  Cometh  to  God  must  believe  that 


he  is,  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  of 
them  that  diligentlv  seek  him"  (Heb. 
1 1:6).  The  man  of  God  must  believe 
that  He  is.  The  realitv  and  presence 
of  God  is  vital  to  the  establishment 
of  an  abiding  faith  in  the  heart. 
Herein  lies  the  greatest  antidote  to 
the  maladav  of  loneliness. 

Limiting  God  to  our  human  re- 
sources is  another  frequent  pitfall  of 
the  servant  of  God.  We  are  so  prone 
to  think  in  terms  of  our  wisdom,  our 
energy,  our  talent,  and  our  potential 
that  we  fail  to  believe  in  a  God  of 
the  impossible.  Coupled  along  with 
the  acceptance  of  the  presence  of  God 
is  the  vital  truth  "that  he  is  a  re- 
warder  of  them  that  diligently  seek 
him."  Elsewhere  in  Hebrews  we  read, 
"Be  not  slothful  but  followers  of  them 
who  through  faith  and  patience  in- 
herit the  promises."  We  must  face 
the  fact  that  Satan  is  determined  to 
keep  our  eyes  off  God  and  upon  men. 
Abraham  was  not  so  thwarted,  for  "he 
staggered  not  at  the  promises  of  God." 
God's  servants  must  be  on  the  front 
line  of  the  battle  of  faith,  leading  the 
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way,  claiming  the  promises  oF  God, 
and  accepting  the  revelation  of  God's 
ability  as  the  grounds  of  faith. 

A  third  pitfall  is  the  sin  of  latency. 
This  is  the  quality  or  condition  of  al- 
lowing something  to  be  hidden  or 
concealed  within  a  person  or  thing— a 
quality  of  power  yet  unreyealed. 
Abraham's  faith  was  manifested  in 
every  phase  of  his  life  and  ministry. 
His  life  radiated  with  expectancy 
from  God.  He  believed  God.  He  laid 
hold  upon  the  promises  of  God.  He 
became  a  pioneer  by  faith.  "He 
looked  for  a  city  .  .  .  whose  builder 
and  maker  is  God"  (Heb.  1 1:10).  Em- 
bodied in  our  salvation  and  Christian 
life  is  the  dynamic  of  faith,  the  power 
of  God.  The  apostle  Peter  proclaims, 
"Grace  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto 
you  through  the  knowledge  of  God, 
and  of  Tesus  our  Lord,  according  as 
his  divine  power  hath  given  unto  us 
all  things  that  pertain  unto  life  and 
godliness,  through  the  knowledge  of 
him  that  hath  called  us  to  glory  and 
virtue:  whereby  are  given  unto  us 
exceeding  great   and  precious  prom- 


ises" (II  Pet.  1:2-4).  One  of  the  ma- 
jor fruits  of  the  Spirit  is  faith.  Is  this 
not  the  realm  of  our  sin  of  latency? 
Where  is  our  faith  in  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  accomplish  God's 
will  in  our  ministry? 

People  of  this  modern  day  are 
ready  for  a  challenge.  They  want  to 
follow  a  leader  who  has  high  aims 
and  goals.  The  minister  of  the  gospel 
must  have  his  soul  anchored  to  God 
in  faith.  He  must  believe  that  God 
"is  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly 
above  all  that  we  ask  or  think."  He 
must  convey  to  his  constituency  that 
he  is  a  man  of  faith.  God  is  ready  to 
reward  such  faith  with  the  bestowal 
of  His  blessing  as  promised.  Pastor, 
your  faith  will  he  shown  to  a  congre- 
gation that  will  delight  to  follow  your 
pathway  of  fruitfulnessl 

The  Gay  Street  Brethren  Church 
of  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  going  self- 
supporting  is  a  fine  illustration  of 
faith  on  the  part  of  pastor  and  con- 
gregation. This  congregation  has 
been  faithful  in  its  witness  and  soul- 
year  these  people  de- 


winning.    Last 


sired  to  build  a  new  addition  to  their 
Sunday-school  facilities.  The  direc- 
tors of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  did  not  favor  additional  in- 
debtedness and  turned  down  the  re- 
quest. They  were  challenged  to  keep 
up  regular  payments  on  their  present 
facilities,  to  launch  out  by  faith  and 
build  their  own  annex,  and  to  pay  for 
it  over  and  above  their  regular  giving. 

o  o  o 

Discouragement  claimed  no  victory, 
but  faith  triumphed  and  an  annex 
resulted  through  the  work  of  a  united 
people  who  trusted  God. 

This  congregation  was  blessed  by 
God.  They  passed  the  hurdle  of  a 
building  campaign,  and  are  now  able 
to  assume  the  role  of  a  self-supporting 
church  along  v\'ith  the  additional  ex- 
pense involved.  Rev.  Gerald  Teeter, 
the  pastor,  played  a  major  role  in 
leading  this  congregation  on  to  great- 
er heights  by  faith.  The  rewards  of  a 
congregation  in  spiritual  maturity, 
numerical  growth,  and  financial  sta- 
bility are  wonderful.  May  God  give 
us  more  Abrahams  in  the  pastoral

Clark  H.  Pinnock  (Nutley,  New 
Jersey:  The  Croig  Press,  1967),  pa- 
per, 93  pages,  $1.50. 

What  do  George  Orwell,  textual 
criticism  of  the  New  Testament, 
Mantovani,  psychedelic  art,  the  Hux- 
ley family,  tongue-speaking,  Jean- 
Paul  Sartre,  and  the  First  Amend- 
ment have  in  common?  One  thing  at 
least,  for  Clark  Pinnock  presents  them 
all  as  contributing  to  an  understand- 
ing of  the  Christian's  present  task  of 
apologetics. 

This  is  the  finest  popular  presenta- 
tion of  contemporary  defense  of  the 
faith  to  appear  in  many  years.  It  is 
vitally  important  reading  for  college 
students,  seminary  students,  and  all 
laymen  with  any  training  or  reading 
background  in  theological  issues. 

Dr.  Pinnock's  book  is  not  a  review 
or  critique  of  various  Christian  sys- 
tems of  apologetics,  as,  for  example, 
those  of  Van  Til,  Carnell,  or  C.  S. 
Lewis.  Neither  is  it  a  source  book  of 
apologetical  materials  or  arguments  in 
which  evidences  for  the  truth  of 
Christianity  are  catalogued  or  com- 
piled from  prophecy,  archaeology,  and 
so  forth.  Nor  is  the  book  itself  a  di- 
rect essay  in  apologetics,  addressing 
the  unbeliever  in  an  effort  to  per- 
suade him  to  see  the  truth  of  the 
gospel.  It  is  a  little  of  all  of  these, 
however,  in  the  course  of  setting  forth 
to  Christians  the  need  for  and  the 
basic  character  of  apologetics  as  it 
must  be  practiced  today. 


"A  sound  grasp  of  apologetics  is  an 
indispensable  tool  for  evangelism. 
From  philosopher  to  peasant  the  same 
questions  are  asked  which  differ  only 
in  the  degree  of  sophistication.  An 
intellisent  Christian  ought  to  be  able 
to  point  up  the  flaws  in  a  non-Chris- 
tian position  and  to  present  facts  and 
arguments  which  tell  in  favor  of  the 
gospel. "  Following  this  quote  from 
page  7,  Pinnock  accurately  and  excit- 
ingly presents  the  fundamental  ques- 
tions which  men  are  asking  today  and 
then  just  as  effectively  shows  the 
framework  within  which  the  Biblical 
answers  may  best  be  offered.— /o/in

Can  a  God  whose  essence  is  love 
justly  condemn  to  eternal  lostness 
those  who  have  never  heard  the  mes- 
sage of  His  grace?  An  outstanding 
missionary  seeks  to  answer  this  ques- 
tion. Finding  that  reason  alone  raises 
more  problems  than  it  solves,  he  di- 
rects the  reader  to  the  teaching  of 
God's  Word.

Though  the  Biblical  word  "hea- 
then" designates  all  who  are  not  Jews, 
and  though  the  heathen  of  America 
are  no  more  righteous  than  those  of 
Africa,  the  word  "heathen"  refers  in 
popular  usage  to  those  who  have 
never  been  exposed  to  the  gospel. 

Are  they  lost? 

First,  in  spite  of  the  spiritual  dark- 
ness of  their  existence,  they  are  not 
totally  without  light.  God's  invisible 
perfections  are  revealed  through  His 
visible  creation;  moreover,  the  hea- 
then's conscience  places  a  moral  value 
on  his  misdeeds,  so  that  he  has  no 
excuse  when  he  sins. 

Further,  men  are  lost  by  personal 
choice.  No  man  really  seeks  God, 
even  though  God's  pardon  is  for  all 
men,  and  God  gives  all  men  some 
kind  of  a  witness  of  His  existence. 
Because  of  man's  depravity,  true  sal- 
vation must  originate  from  God. 
Though  many  of  the  problems  raised 
baffle  the  human  intellect,  we  must 
not  question  God's  purposes,  for  we 
can  be  sure  of  two  things:  God  is 
love,  and  God  is  just. 

Finally,  if  we  should  say  that  the 
heathen  are  not  lost,  much  of  the 
New  Testament  would  be  senseless: 
the  coming  of  Christ,  His  teachings. 
His  death  and  resurrection,  and  espe- 
cially His  great  command  that  the 
Good  News  be  proclaimed  to  every 
man.  Lostness  is  man  left  to  himself. 
It  is,  in  the  words  of  Voltaire,  to  be 
"abandoned  by  God  and  men." 

Some  readers  seeking  a  more  tech- 
nical treatment  of  this  subject  will  be 
disappointed— many  of  their  questions 
will  remain  unanswered.  Further, 
others  will  feel  that  the  author  never 
really  comes  to  grips  with  the  impor- 
tant passages  of  Romans  1  to  3  con- 
cerning the  heathen.  Many  would 
not  infer  from  Romans  1:18  that  God 
"has  planted  in  the  heart  of  every 
man  the  germ  of  spiritual  truth." 

Few  Christians,  however,  would 
dare  disagree  with  the  conclusions  of 
this  booklet.  The  heathen  are  lost, 
and  we  are  to  tell  them  how  to  be 
saved.  I  believe  the  purpose  of  the 
author  is  ably  achieved— to  stir  Chris- 
tians who  are  frightfully  immune  to 
the  true  spiritual  condition  of  the 
heathen  to  a  deeper  consciousness  of 
their  obligations  to  missions.— Tow

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^  ^  LJ  ere  I  am  standing  in  front  of  a 

I  I  stranger's  door.  What  am  I 
doing  here?  I'm  scared  to  death,  and 
I  can  think  of  a  dozen  good  reasons 
for  letting  someone  else  do  this  door- 
to-door  witnessing.  Lord  Jesus,  help 
me  now  to  know  what  to  say  and  how 
to  say  it.  Quiet  my  heart.  Lord,  and 
use  your  Word  to  reach  these  people 
with  your  good  news  of  salvation." 
As  the  doorbell  rings,  these  are  the 
thoughts  that  race  through  my  mind 
along  with  a  silent  prayer.  It  is  of 
some  comfort  to  know  that  four  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine  other  students 
and  faculty  members  are  doing  the 
same  thing  I  am  doing.  "Man,  if 
everybody  does  his  job,  the  city  of 
Portland,  Oregon,  will  receive  some- 
thing like  25,000  gospel  tracts  this 
week." 

My  thoughts  are  interrupted  as  the 
door  opens  and  a  housewife  asks, 
"Yes?"  "My  name  is  Bill  Thomas  and 
this  is  Nancy  Callahan.  We  are  stu- 
dents at  Multnomah  School  of  the 
Bible  and  are  calling  in  your  neigh- 
borhood as  a  part  of  our  school's  an- 
nual 'tract  week.'  Have  you  heard 
about  God's  wonderful  gift?" 

"I'm  very  busy  this  morning,  and 
besides,  we  have  our  own  church." 

"We  aren't  here  to  represent  any 
church,  but  we  would  like  to  share 
with  you  what  Jesus  Christ  means  to 
us.  Do  you  have  a  few  minutes  so 
that  we  could  talk  to  you  about 
Him?" 

"Well,  I  guess  so.  But  like  I  said, 
we  have  our  own  church  and  we  are 
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not  interested  in  changing." 

"That's  fine.  Many  people  today 
are  not  as  fortunate  as  you  are  and 
are  Hvino  as  iF  God  did  not  exist. 

o 

Let  me  show  vou  something  that  may 
be  of  real  interest  to  vou." 

As  this  last  statement  is  made,  the 
student  begins  to  share  a  copy  of  the 
tract,  "Have  You  Heard  About  God's 
Gift?"  In  this  particular  case  the 
young  housewife  was  most  recepti\'e 
to  the  Word  of  God  and  placed  her 
trust  in  Christ  when  she  was  asked  if 
she  would  like  to  do  so. 

In  the  course  of  "tract  week "  thou- 
sands of  similar  conversations  were 
initiated.  Some  resulted  in  salvation, 
others  were  terminated  v\ithout  any 
visible  decision.  The  Word  was  sown 
in  some  25,000  homes  in  the  City  of 
Roses,  and  we  believe  there  will  be 
eternal  results. 

Is  this  tract  ministry  reallv  worth 
the  effort?  This  question  was  asked 
by  some  of  the  students  and  has  been 
unconsciously  asked  by  many  church 
members.  Our  Saviour  used  the  illus- 
tration of  the  sower  in  the  fourth 
chapter  of  A4ark  not  onlv  to  illustrate 
the  responsiveness  of  various  types  of 
soil,  but  also  to  remind  His  disciples 
of  the  need  for  the  sower  to  be  about 
his  business  of  sowing  the  Word.  If 
vou  expect  a  crop,  vou  must  sow  the 
seed. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  in  recent 
years  that  evanoelical  churches  have 

o 
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fallen  into  the  snare  of  institutional- 
ism.  Christians  in  these  churches 
have  come  to  think  only  in  terms  of 
running  the  machinery  of  the  church, 
and  occasionally  inviting  a  non-Chris- 
tian to  church  where  the  pastor  is 
expected  to  be  the  evangelist  and 
bring  him  to  Christ,  It  is  even  pos- 
sible for  the  pastor  of  a  church  to  take 
on  this  same  mental  attitude.  His 
chief  concerns  then  become  member- 
ship, program,  edifice,  and  finances. 


In  his  book,  "Manual  of  the  Name- 
less Movement,"  Dr.  Masumi  Toyo- 
tome  describes  what  he  calls,  "para- 
troop  evangelism."  The  principle  is 
a  simple  one,  vet  there  is  a  price  to 
pay,  also.  Paratroop  evangelism  calls 
for  key  men  in  the  church  to  be 
trained  as  dedicated  soul  winners  and 
then  for  these  men  to  go  out  into  the 
world  outside  the  church  walls  and 
win  men.  They,  in  turn,  train  new 
converts  to  do  as  they  are  doing  and 
thus  keep  alive  the  evangelistic  fervor 
of  the  church. 

At  Multnomah  we  are  seeking  to 
train  soldiers  for  the  conflict— men 
and  women  who  have  learned  how  to 
confront  the  non-Christian  world 
w'ith  the  gospel  by  bringing  it  to  them 
where  they  are.  To  accomplish  this 
there  are  not  only  two  "tract  weeks" 
every  school  year,  but  there  are  spe- 
cial courses  offered  where  actual  lab 
experience  in  personal  soul-winning 
is  a  part  of  the  course. 

Is  it  worthwhile  to  distribute  God's 
Word  in  the  form  of  tracts?  We  must 
answer  with  a  resounding,  "Yes!" 
Men  and  women  are  not  only  won  to 
Christ  in  this  way,  but  the  printed 
message  continues  to  do  its  work  long 
after  the  messenoer  leaves. 

We  are  reminded  by  the  apostle 
Paul  that  evangelism  is  the  sum  total 
of  believers  working  together  in  their 
place  of  witness  and  God  giving  the 
increase  (I  Cor.  3:6-7).  T

There  were  a  couple  of  characters 
in  Bunvan's  "Pilgrim's  Progress" 
who  fell  into  the  trap.  Their  names 
were  Christian  and  Hopeful,  and 
they  were  walking  along  the  King's 
Highway,  following  their  guidebook 
(the  Word  of  God)  when  they 
spotted  a  delightful  little  stile  that  led 
over  the  fence  and  into  a  meadow. 
And  what  a  meadow!  Grass  like  a 
putting  green,  a  little  brook,  flowers 
and  shade— birds  and  butterflies— it 
looked  perfect! 

"Let's  go  over,"  said  Christian. 
"But  it  takes  us  off  the  road"— Hope- 
ful was  not  too  sure.  "But,"  said 
Christian,  "it  goes  right  alongside  the 
main  highwav  as  far  as  you  can  see— 
and  it  looks  like  ever  so  much  more 
fun."  So  they  scrambled  over  the  stile. 

It  did  seem  harmless  enough.  And 
it  was  verv  pleasant.  Just  as  pleasant 
as  it  had  looked,  and  more  so. 

After  thev'd  walked  along  awhile 
the  meadow  veered  a  bit,  just  slightly 
off^  course,  very  subtly.  Thev  did  not 
notice.  They  were  too  happy.  Then 
the  grass  began  to  get  tough  and 
sparse.  The  brook  had  disappeared 
sometime  before.  There  were  no  more 
birds  or  butterflies.  And  they  began 
to  stumble  over  stones  at  first,  then 
rocks.  They  did  not  notice.  They 
were  too  busy.  Then  the  sun  went 
doun  and  it  got  dark— and  great  pits 
began  to  appear  and  it  began  to  rain.

"Local  Teen-ager  Honored 
for  Bravery" 

This  was  the  headHne  that  splashed 
across  the  morning  newspaper  in  rec- 
ognition of  a  young  man  who  had 
defended  some  of  his  friends  bv  kill- 
ing the  leader  of  a  mob  of  hoods. 

In  an  exclusive  interview  shortly 
after  the  incident,  the  teen-ager  was 
asked  to  explain  what  had  happened. 
He  replied,  "Well  these  guvs  from 
across  town  come  over  looking  for  a 
tight.  As  they  jumped  out  of  their 
rods  and  started  for  us,  one  of  them 
yelled  at  us  that  he  would  take  on 
any  one  of  us.  They  stopped,  and  he 
stepped  out  in  front.  He  was  really 
big!  We  all  started  looking  at  each 
other,  but  nobody  said  a  word.  All  of 
us  knew  what  would  happen  if  we 
tried  to  tight  him.  We  could  see  that 
big  switchblade   in   his  hand.    After 


what  seemed  like  hours,  I  spoke  up 
and  said  that  I  would  take  him  on. 
My  friends  thought  I  was  out  of  my 
head,  because  I  was  about  the  small- 
est one  of  us.  They  tried  to  talk  me 
out  of  it,  but  I  didn't  listen  to  them. 
I  stepped  out,  and  he  began  to  laugh. 
I  was  ready  for  him;  and  before  he 
knew  what  was  happening,  I  let  him 
have  it.  He  went  down  like  a  ton  of 
bricks.  When  the  rest  of  them  saw 
what  happened,  thev  took  off.  And 
that's  about  all  there  was  to  it." 

This  incident  could  have  taken 
place  in  almost  anv  citv  in  the  United 
States,  but  it  did  not.  It  could  have 
been  an  article  in  the  "Bethlehem 
Journal"  about  3,000  years  ago.

•avid  could  hardly  believe  his  eves 


and  ears.  Here  was  this  blasphemer 
of  God  standing  there  defving  God's 
people,  and  no  one  was  doing  any- 
thing about  it.  His  deep  trust  in  God 
made  him  unafraid  in  the  face  of 
overwhelming  odds.  To  the  human 
eve  this  must  have  been  a  pretty  silly 
picture.  A  teen-age  shepherd  boy 
with  a  bag,  a  wooden  rod,  and  a  slino 
standing  up  to  a  nine-foot  warrior 
whose  armor  weighed  200  pounds  and 
who  was  carrying  a  spear  with  a  head 
that  weighed  twenty-five  pounds. 
David  told  this  Philistine,  "Today 
the  Lord  is  going  to  hand  you  over  to 
me  and  I  will  cut  off  your  head  and 
feed  you  to  the  birds  toeether  with 
your  entire  army  so  that  everyone  will 
know  there  is  a  God  of  Israel."  You 
will  also  remember  that  Saul  tried  to 
get  David  to  take  his  armor,  but 
David   discarded   it   because   he   had 


never  tried  it  or  tested  it  before.  He 
told  Saul,  "The  Lord  has  delivered 
me  before  and  He  will  deliver  me  out 
of  the  hand  of  this  Philistine." 

One  last  observation  of  the  teen- 
ager, David.  His  victory  was  not  just 
a  "flash-in-the-pan"  type  of  thing. 
The  obedience  to  his  father,  his  con- 
cern for  others,  and  his  deep  trust  in 
God  for  victory  was  a  result  of  his 
constant  and  close  fello^vshif  with  his 
Lord.  His  praise  and  worshipful 
meditations  are  recorded  in  the 
Psalms.  When  David  found  himself 
in  difficulty  or  facing  a  problem,  he 
did  not  frantically  push  the  "spiri- 
tuality button."  He  lived  with  his 
finger  on  the  "spirituality  button"  all 
the  time. 

You  too  can  make  an  impact  on 
the  world!  David  did.  And  he  had 
to  stand  alone  to  do  it.  T

I  find  that  I  have  a  real  problem, 
young  people;  it  is  simply  this; 
How  can  a  "square"  like  I  am,  com- 
municate to  a  group  of  "swingers" 
like  you?  Believe  it  or  not,  this  occu- 
pies a  lot  of  my  thinking  time.

a  record  player  in  case  you  wondered), 
and  they  heard,  "And  the  music  goes 
down  and  round,  wo-ee  wo-ee-wo  and 
it  comes  out  here.  .  .  ."  Yes,  they 
thought  our  generation  had  gone  to 
the  dogs.  Really,  we  were  just  ex- 
pressing what  we  were  in  a  new  way. 
When  my  parents  sang,  "Jeanie  with 
the  Light  Brown  Hair,"  it  was  prob- 
ably risque  to  their  parents— and  so  it 
goes. 

No,  young  people,  you  are  not 
really  worse  than  we  were;  we  were 
not  worse  than  our  parents,  and  they 
weren't  worse  than  theirs.  The  diffi- 
culty has  arisen  because  you  have  a 
freedom  and  the  means  to  express 
what  you  are  in  more  overt  and  often 
more  destructive  ways  than  we  ever 
had.  The  disciplines  that  held  us  in 
check  have,  in  many  cases,  been  re- 
moved; and  you,  like  us,  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  broken  fences  of  dis- 
cipline and  have  feasted  in  new  fields. 
We  ate  of  the  forbidden  things  in  our

Time  changes  things.  Our  societv 
is  different;  there  are  more  things  to 
attract  and  occupy  us,  and  there  are 
greater  possibilities  for  good  and 
greater  possibilities  for  evil.

When 
David,  or  Daniel,  or  Isaiah  were  teen- 
agers, the  chariot  speed  limit  was  dif- 
ferent from  the  speed  limit  for  our 
chariots,  but  the  underlving  principle 
was  the  same.  Many  things  in  your 
generation    must    be   controlled   that

didn't  exist  in  mine,  but  the  princi- 
ples of  control  are  the  same. 

I,  like  vou,  found  that  mv  appetite 
for  things  soon  controlled  me  instead 
of  me  controlling  it.  And  trv  as  I 
might,  in  the  end  I  always  lost  the 
battle.  When  I  was  a  young  man,  I 
knew  that  somehow  the  control  of  my 
life  had  to  be  given  over  to  another 
if  I  were  to  know  peace  and  joy.  It 
was  then  that  I  turned  mv  life  over 
to  Christ  who,  I  learned,  had  pur- 
chased it  with  His  own  life.  It  was 
then  that  those  principles  of  control 
were  applied  to  mv  life  through  a 
knowledge  of  His  Word  and  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  That  first 
summer  I  read  the  New  Testament 
through  seven  times.  I  have  found 
that  each  day  I  must  turn  the  control 
of  this  life  over  to  Him. 

Have  you  relinquished  the  control 
of  your  life?  Try  it.  And  don't  forget 
—most  of  us  pastors  are  still  seeking 
better  wavs  to  communicate  to  you.

Do  the  youth  of  Argentina  play 
and  exchange  phonograph  records 
like  the  teens  in  the  USA?  A  group 
at  the  Argentina  Bible  Institute  said 
that  they  do,  but  perhaps  not  to  the 
same  extent.  Thev  were  quick  to 
state,  however,  that  there  are  basic 
things  that  all  youth  have  in  com- 
mon. A  missionarv  joined  the  inter-

pretty  much  the  same  the  world  over. 
Youth  in  Argentina  need  the  gospel 
as  much  as  the  youth  in  the  USA. 

"Is  there  an  interest  among  voung 
people  in  the  things  of  the  Lord?" 
The  answer  was  that  the  situation  is 
about  the  same  as  in  the  USA.  Some 
show  an  interest  and  some  do  not. 
There  is  the  continuing  need  to  pre- 
sent the  claims  of  Christ  to  them. 
One  person  stated  that  there  seems 
to  be  a  good  percentage  of  voung 
people  in  Argentina  who  stand  true 
once  thev  have  made  a  decision  for 
Christ.  There  seems  to  be  interest 
among  Christian  voung  people  in  go- 
ing out  in  evangelistic  endeavors.  Sev- 
eral groups  are  regular  in  this  minis- 
try. 

When  one  voung  man  was  asked 
if  it  is  difficult  to  get  other  young 
people  to  join  him  in  the  Christian 
life,  he  answered,  "At  times  it  is  verv 
difficult.   But  when  we  preach  Christ 


with  our  lives,  it  is  not."  Then  he 
was  asked,  "How  do  you  feel  when 
you  stand  up  to  present  Christ?  What 
is  your  desire?  Your  expectation?" 
Without  hesitation  he  said,  "That  the 
Lord  will  speak  through  me." 

It  is  interesting  and  worthwhile  to 
know  what  others  are  doing  and  sav- 
ing around  the  world.  The  "traveling 
mike"  will  continue  to  interview  peo- 
ple and  bring  their  reactions  to  our 
readers.  In  the  future  vou  will  be 
hearing  from  chaplains  and  service- 
men in  Vietnam,  from  people  in  the 
Holy  Land,  and  from  missionaries  in 
Hawaii  and  France. 

In  the  meantime,  let  us  prav  faith- 
fully for  the  youth  of  Latin  America. 
Pray  that  thev  will  come  to  know 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  live  for  Him, 
and  that  there  will  continue  to  be  a 
good  spirit  of  communication  be- 
tween them  and  the  vouth  of  the 
USA.  T

Christian 

Discipline

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"Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go:  and  when  he  is  old,  he 
will  not  depart  From  it."  Here  in 
Proverbs  22:6,  parents  are  given  the 
task  of  charting  a  course  for  their 
children  that  will  lead  them  from 
babies  to  happy,  adjusted  adults.  Dis- 
cipline is  the  kev  factor  in  this  train- 
ing. And  as  future  parents  and  future 
educators,  we  as  Christians  need  to  be 
^  oware  of  what  the  Christian  philoso- 
phy of  discipline  involves. 

All  activities  in  life  exist  within 
limits.  Businesses  establish  policies 
for  their  personnel,  sport  activities 
have  rules  for  the  players,  and  civic 
authorities  establish  laws  for  the  citi- 
zens. Everything  in  life  has  limits, 
and  everyone  must  learn  to  obey  rules 
and  regulations.  So  it  is  in  the  life 
of  the  child.  Because  he  is  basically 
imperfect  and  sinful,  if  left  on  his 
own  he  has  a  tendency  to  not  always 
do  what  is  right.  He  is  continually 
reaching  out  to  feel  these  limits  and 
to  see  how  far  he  can  go  and  still  get 
away  with  it.  Rules  and  regulations, 
therefore,  in  order  to  be  effective, 
must  be  enforced.  To  "discipline"  a 
child  is  not  to  punish  him  for  step- 
ping out  of  line,  but  to  teach  that 
child  the  way  he  ought  to  go.  Disci- 
pline  therefore  includes  everything 
that  you  do  in  order  to  help  children 
learn. 

A  child  is  disobedient  by  nature; 
therefore,  to  disobey  is  normal  and 
natural.   And  when  a  child  is  disobe- 
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dient,  he  must  be  corrected  even  as 
the  Lord  corrects  His  children.  "For 
whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  correcteth; 
even  as  a  father  the  son  in  whom  he 
delighteth"  (Prov.  3:12).  All  our  lives 
we  learn  through  the  penalties  of  our 
mistakes,  but  punishment  does  not 
cure  everything.  It  does  not  find  the 
causes  of  disobedience  nor  does  it  do 
away  with  them.  Therefore,  parents 
should  seek  other  avenues  in  which 
to  influence  their  children  to  obedi- 
ence of  rules  and  regulations  rather 
than  having  the  whole  discipline  pro- 
cess involve  the  setting  of  limits,  and 
punishing  if  these  limits  are  broken. 
Parents  should  avoid  unnecessary 
clashes  of  will  with  their  children. 
Continual  conflict  and  strife  only 
bring  out  the  worst  in  a  child. 
Parents  should  substitute  acceptable 
activities  in  place  of  undesirable  ac- 
tivities. Parents  should  give  their 
children  responsibility,  because  noth- 
ing can  challenge  and  mature  a  per- 
son more  than  this.  Parents  should 
avoid  excessive  criticism  by  sprinkling 
in  praise  with  criticism.  Parents 
should  spend  time  with  their  chil- 
dren. This  is  one  of  the  best  ways  to 
shape  the  life  of  a  child,  because  it 
enables  the  parent  to  influence  as  well 
as  understand  him.  Most  important 
of  all,  parents  should  help  their  chil- 
dren work  toward  self-discipline 
which  enables  them  to  put  aside  im- 
mediate, immature  demands  in  the 
interest   of   delayed   but   more    adult 


goals.  And  children  learn  self-disci- 
pline is  actually  Christ-discipline,  or 
being  brought  into  conformity  with 
Christ. 

Any  discipline  to  be  successful 
must  be  based  on  the  foundation  of 
love.  This  love  is  something  within 
you  and  something  which  is  constant. 
In  love  you  help  your  child  to  repeat 
acceptable  behavior,  and  in  love  you 
restrain  him,  if  necessary,  from  re- 
peating unacceptable  behavior.  This 
is  a  Biblical  principle,  for  it  is  said  of 
God  that  He  chastens  whom  He 
loves.  And  nothing  fosters  good  dis- 
cipline more  than  the  security  that 
the  child  is  loved  regardless  of  be- 
havior.  This  same  principle  applies 
to  God's  love.  He  loves  the  sinner, 
but  hates  the  sin. 

The  parents  need  to  be  living  ex- 
amples of  what  they  teach.  We  can 
only  hope  to  discipline  and  train  as 
we  ourselves  are  disciplined  and 
yielded  to  Christ.  It  is  important  for 
the  child  to  see  that  the  parents  are 
foUovyers  of  Christ  and  that  they  them- 
selves need  Christ  as  their  Saviour 
and  need  Him  continually  in  the 
center  of  their  lives.  Discipline  then 
is  not  the  result  of  a  lot  of  do's  and 
don'ts,  but  it  is  a  way  of  life,  unself- 
ishness, and  maturity.  ▼

Review  of  the  Year  1967 

The  year  1967  is  now  history.  A 
year  ago  we  could  only  imagine  what 
would  take  place.  And  even  now, 
though  we  are  in  possession  of  the 
facts,  we  still  do  not  know  all  their 
implications. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  months, 
we  see  the  continuation  of  war  in 
Vietnam.  Our  country  has  felt  the 
rising  tide  of  crime,  violence,  lawless- 
ness, and  anarchy.  Sexual  immorality 
and  its  public  exhibition  has  broken 
across  the  boundaries  to  new  excesses 
in  television  and  the  movies,  to  say 
nothing  about  its  practice  almost 
without  restraint  in  society  in  general. 
The  new  and  liberal  Presbyterian 
Confession  was  ratified  and  went  into 
effect  within  that  communion.  Ro- 
man Catholicism  continued  to  crum- 
ble at  its  foundation  and  to  feel  the 
strong  currents  of  division  within  its 
own  fold.  The  aggravating  tension 
between  church  and  state  continued 
to  grow  in  strength  and  importance. 
The  financial  foundations  of  the 
world  were  trembling.  A  devaluated 
pound  in  Britain  was  just  a  straw  in 
the  wind  of  tottering  empires  and 
kingdoms.  And  Israel  was  back  in 
Old  Jerusalem. 

Predictions  for  the  Year  1968 

No  one  knows  what  a  day  will 
bring  forth.  But  God  knows  the  fu- 
ture, and  in  many  respects  He  has 
made  known  the  course  of  the  world 
for  1968.  This  may  be  the  year  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  will  return  for  His 
Church,  and  with  that  event  will 
usher  in  the  final  span  of  years  before 
the  Millennium. 

Barring  unforeseen  events,  the  fol- 
lowing things  will  continue  to  orow 
worse  during  the  year  1968:  The  war 
in  Vietnam  will  enlarge  and  spread. 
The   race   problems   of   this   country 


will  become  more  intense  and  will 
threaten  to  turn  the  summer  into  one 
of  violence  and  bloodshed  on  a  larger 
scale  than  in  1967.  Crime,  lawless- 
ness, and  anarchy  will  continue  to  in- 
crease. The  atmosphere  of  society  will 
be  polluted  with  the  moral  filth  being 
spewed  out  by  the  radio,  television, 
movies,  and  publishing  industries  of 
the  land.  The  unrest  due  to  financial 
insecurity  will  grow  despite  the  hercu- 
lean efforts  of  statesmen  to  prevent 
catastrophe.  International  crises  grow- 
ing out  of  the  situation  in  the  Middle 
East  will  erupt  in  succession.  A  presi- 
dential election  will  produce  its  own 
peculiar  problems  for  the  nation. 

Bible  Predictions  of  Long  Ago 

"And  there  shall  be  signs  .  .  .  and 
upon  the  earth  distress  of  nations, 
with  perplexity.  .  .  .  Men's  hearts 
failing  them  for  fear,  and  for  looking 
after  those  things  which  are  coming 
on  the  earth"  (Luke  21:25-26). 

"This  know  also,  that  in  the  last 
days  perilous  times  shall  come.  For 
men  shall  be  lovers  of  their  own 
selves,  covetous,  boasters,  proud,  blas- 
phemers, disobedient  to  parents,  un- 
thankful, unholy,  without  natural  af- 
fection, trucebreakers,  false  accusers, 
incontinent,  fierce,  despisers  of  those 
that  are  good,  traitors,  heady,  high- 
minded,  lovers  of  pleasures  more  than 
lovers  of  God;  having  a  form  of  god- 
liness,  but  denying  the  power  thereof: 
.  .  .  Ever  learning,  and  never  able  to 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth" 
(II  Tim.  3:1-7). 

Do  not  these  predictions  of  holy 
Scripture  sound  up-to-date  and  chart 
well  the  prospect  for  the  future? 

"If  the   Foundations  Be   Destroyed" 

What  can  the  righteous  do?"  (Ps. 
11:3).  "Nevertheless  the  foundation 
of  God  standeth  sure,  having  this  seal, 


The  Lord  knoweth  them  that  are 
his"  (II  Tim.  2:19).  "Wherefore  we 
receiving  a  kingdom  which  cannot  be 
moved,  let  us  have  grace,  whereby  we 
may  serve  God  acceptably  with  rever- 
ence and  godly  fear"  (Heb.  12:28). 
"Therefore  ...  let  us  go  on  to  per- 
fection" (Heb.  6:1).  "Looking  for  that 
blessed  hope,  and  the  glorious  appear- 
ing of  the  great  God  and  our  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ"  (Titus  2:13). 

A   Tragedy  and  a  Triumph 

For  the  second  time  in  the  history 
of  Grace  Schools  a  student  was  killed 
in  a  highway  accident.  Two  French 
boys  and  a  friend  who  was  a  former 
student  at  Grace  College  were  en 
route  to  Christmas  dinner  when  their 
car  slid  on  a  wet,  snowy  road  in  south- 
ern Michigan  into  the  path  of  an  on- 
coming car.  The  accident  put  all 
occupants  into  the  hospital.  Roland 
Makeieff  died  shortly  after  entering 
surgery.  His  brother  Jean-Pierre  suf- 
fered severe  lacerations  of  the  head 
and  leg.  Steve  Wright,  the  driver,  is 
recovering  satisfactorily. 

The  Makeieff  brothers  came  under 
the  influence  of  the  Brethren  Mission 
at  Lyon,  France,  and  were  persuaded 
by  Tom  Julien  to  attend  Grace  Col- 
lege. The  parents  were  at  one  time 
attending  the  Brethren  services  at 
Lyon. 

The  parents  were  flown  to  Winona 
Lake  and  the  funeral  was  held  in  the 
Grace  Seminary  Chapel  with  Rev. 
Tom  Julien  in  charge  and  Rev.  Fred 
Fogle  bringing  the  message.  Inter- 
ment  was  in  the  Oakwood  Cemetery 
at  Warsaw,  with  Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent, 
Sr.,  in  charge.  ▼

Still  in  the  glow  of  the  year-long 
celebration  of  the  birth  of  Grace 
Seminary,  during  which  time  we  re- 
fleeted  upon  the  seminary's  thirty 
years  of  service,  we  want  to  again 
thank  Him  whose  birth  made  this 
possible.  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ  has  been  demonstrated  over 
and  over  again.  I'm  reminded  of  His 
glorious  promise  in  Joshua  1:9— "Have 
not  I  commanded  thee?  Be  strong 
and  of  a  good  courage;  be  not  afraid, 
neither  be  thou  dismayed:  for  the 
Lord  thv  God  is  with  thee  whither- 
soever thou  goest." 

As  we  enter  1968  He  offers  us  the 
challenge  of  an  even  brighter  and 
more  rewarding  future.  But  what 
really  lies  in  the  future— tomorrow, 
next  week,  next  month,  next  year,  or 
in  the  next  twenty-five  years?  We 
can  only  be  certain  that  it  will  be  dif- 
ferent, difficult,  and  that  our  wonder- 
ful Lord  will  be  with  us. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  wise  to  crystal- 
lize some  of  the  problems  that  con- 
front Grace  Seminary  as  the  new  year 
begins. 

One  of  our  ever  present  problems 
is  the  tendency  to  become  sfiritually 
lethargic  as  xve  fursue  academic  ex- 
cellence. The  seeds  of  decay  grow 
best  in  a  Laodicean  atmosphere  of 
lukewarmness.  Pray  with  us  that  God 


will  keep  Grace  Seminary  spiritually 
vigorous  while  minds  are  being  honed 
razor  sharp  for  His  use.  A  keen  mind 
coupled  with  a  heart  aglow  with  the 
love  of  God  is  absolutely  essential  for 
every  Grace  graduate.  We  want  our 
students  to  know  God  so  well  that 
holy  living  and  personal  witnessing 
are  natural  by-products  of  their 
knowledge. 

It  is  good  to  refresh  our  minds  con- 
cerning the  original  objectives  of 
Grace  Seminary.  Back  in  1937,  it  was 
decided  that  a  school  should  be  start- 
ed for  the  following  reasons:

(1)  To  provide  Biblical  and  theo- 
logical education  for  worthy  and 
properly  qualified  students  who  pur- 
posed to  enter  the  Ghristian  ministry, 
foreign  missionary  work,  or  other 
types  of  Christian  service. 

(2)  To  inaugurate  and  bring  into 
effect  a  type  of  Christian  education 
which  would  have  for  its  chief  spiri- 
tual goal:  To  know  Christ  and  make 
Him  known  as  the  only  Saviour  and 
Lord  of  life. 

Another  problem  is  teaching  our 
students  to  communicate  Sfiritual 
concepts  to  people  who  think  exclu- 
sively in  material  concepts.  What  a 
challenge! 

I  cannot  help  but  think  of  the  apos- 
tle Paul  and  the  age  in  which  he 
lived.  He  lived  in  a  rich,  corrupt,  and 
decadent  society,  among  people  dedi- 
cated to  the  pursuit  of  pleasure  and 
self-indulgence.  How  did  he  com- 
municate effectively  with  his  culture? 

He  had  the  mind  of  Christ;  he  pro- 
claimed the  lordship  of  the  crucified 
and  risen  Christ;  he  demonstrated  the 


power  of  Christ;  he  depended  on  the 
Holy  Spirit;  and  he  was  absolutely 
sincere. 

With  God's  help  we  want  to  con- 
tinue preparing  young  men  and 
women  who  can  convey  eternal  val- 
ues to  a  world  in  which  the  "natural 
man  receiveth  not  the  things  of  the 
Spirit  of  God:  for  they  are  foolishness 
unto  him." 

Problem  three  is  the  widening  gap 
between  07ir  aperational  costs  and  our 
gift  income.  We  must— we  simply 
ML/ST— stir  our  people  to  an  accele- 
rated giving  program.  We  cannot  ex- 
pect unsaved  people  to  support  Chris- 
tian higher  education.  This  is  the 
glorious  privilege  and  obligation  of 
those  who  have  accepted  freely  the 
grace  of  God  in  the  person  of  His 
Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Less  than  10  percent  of  our  total 
operating  budget  in  1967  (both  col- 
lege and  seminary)  came  from  gift 
income.  Student  tuition  and  fees  car- 
ried over  90  percent  of  the  load.  Ac- 
tually the  students  should  provide  no 
more  than  about  60  to  65  percent  of 
the  budget— but  our  giving  has  not 
kept  pace  with  our  escalating  costs. 

In  1966  there  were  3,804  donors 
who  gave  $5  or  more  to  Grace 
Schools.  This  is  in  light  of  the  29,000 
members  in  the  National  Fellowship 
of  Brethren  Churches.  We're  trusting 
that  the  year  1967  brought  a  sub- 
stantial increase  from  our  donors.  In 
fact,  we're  praying  that  our  corpora- 
tion membership  will  run  between 
6,000  and  8,000  in  1968. 

Remember  that  Grace  Seminary 
will  live  and  prosper  or  decline  and  die 
on  the  basis  of  the  spiritual  life  and 
power  of  its  students  and  the  finan- 
cial support  of  God's  people.  We're 
looking  to  God  and  His  people  for  a 
strengthened  and  more  effective  semi- 
nary  in  1968.

"Ten  cents  lays  the  path  and  grass;  $3.70  adds  a 
square."  In  January  of  1967,  the  junior  department  of 
the  Bellflower  Brethren  Church  of  Bellflower,  California, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  department  superintendent, 
Mrs.  Steve  Cziraki,  set  a  "faith  goal"  of  $100  to  be  met 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  This  money  was  to  be  given  to 
the  Grace  College  and  Seminary  library-building  fund. 

To  keep  the  goal  before  the  thirty  to  thirty-five  chil- 
dren, the  junior  department  pianist,  Beverly  Cower,  wrote 
the  words  and  music  to  a  chorus  entitled  "Building  for 
the  Lord,"  which  the  children  sang  each  Sunday  as  they 
presented  their  offering  for  the  fund. 

In  addition,  a  large  poster-size  watercolor  picture  of  the 
completed  library  was  posted,  with  twenty-eight  small 
squares  to  be  pasted  in  as  intermediate  goals  were  reached, 
as  indicated  in  the  picture  caption,  "ten  cents  lays  the 
path  and  grass;  $3.70  adds  a  square." 

On  December  11,  with  three  weeks  yet  to  go  in  the 
year,  the  Grace  development  department  received  a  check 
for  $100  along  with  pictures,  the  library  poster,  and  a  tape 
recording  of  the  children  singing  "Building  for  the  Lord." 

An  accompanying  letter  by  Mrs.  Cziraki  explains  well 
the  "unmeasurable"  value  of  the  project:

'World-Winning:''  A  Report  Card 


God  has  given  His  church  the  com- 
mission to  reach  the  world.  We  in 
the  Brethren  denomination  are  a  part 
of  that  church,  and  share  proportion- 
ately the  responsibility  of  getting  the 
job  done. 

In  1900  our  church  launched  out 
into  the  program  of  reaching  people 
for  Christ  in  foreign  lands.  God's 
hand  of  power  has  been  upon  the 
work.    The  history  of  that   thrilling 

o 

endeavor  is  interesting  to  read;  the 
dedication  of  those  who  have  taken 
the  gospel  to  foreign  fields  is  exem- 
plary. And,  progress  on  the  part  of 
national    workers   in   assuming   their 

o 

responsibilities  is  encouraging. 

As  the  work  has  grown,  God  has 
given  wisdom  in  soh'ing  problems  as- 
sociated with  growth.  He  has  moved 
in  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  supply 
prayer,  workers,  and  financial  needs. 
And  He  has  given  wisdom  to  adapt 
the  policy  of  the  mission  to  changing 
times. 

As  we  enter  another  annual  "For- 
eign Missions  emphasis  season,"  let  us 
make  it  the  occasion  for  greater  dedi- 

o 

cation  to  this  task.  We  should  dedi- 
cate ourselves  to  the  goal  of  knowing 
more  about  the  work  in  order  that  we 
might  do  more  to  assist  in  it.  In- 
creased knowledge  of  the  work  should 

o 

bring  greater  participation  in  it  and 
increased  prayer  for  it. 

Our  mid-20th  century  era  presents 
a  great  foreign  missionary  challenge. 
It  also  presents  many  new  problems. 
The  era  of  the  "mission  compound" 
from  which  the  mission  "talks  down" 
to  the  national  church  is  passed.  Ours 
is  an  age  demanding  more  and  more 
cooperation  with  the  national  worker 


and  more  participation  in  the  work. 
It  is  an  age  in  which  the  national 
must  take  the  lead  in  reaching  his 
own  people.  The  identity  of  the  mis- 
sion must  be  maintained,  but  more 
in  the  field  of  assisting  rather  than 
directing  the  church  in  foreign  lands. 
This  demands  a  continuing  high 
caliber  missionary  recruit  and  a  con- 
tinuing and  expanded  teaching  pro- 
gram for  national  workers. 

Increased  literacy  presents  new 
challenges  in  literature.  We  must 
keep  abreast  of  needs  in  the  field  of 
literature  creation,  production,  and 
distribution,  and  stand  ready  to  sup- 
ply trained  young  people  who  will 
enter  this  work. 

Nationalism  is  a  problem  that  must 
be  dealt  with.  As  we  insist  on  wider 
participation  by  nationals,  our  train- 
ing must  be  such  as  to  guard  against 
nationalism-type  conflicts.  This  de- 
mands greater  mastery  of  languages, 
better  understanding  of  the  thinking 
of  nationals,  and  greater  knowledge 
of  the  customs  of  the  people.  Under- 
standing the  people  and  their  needs 
is  a  constant  problem. 

It  is  not  enough  for  us  to  say,  "Our 
church  is  'foreign-mission  minded.' " 
We  must  know  more  about  the  pro- 
gram in  order  that  we  may  really  pray 
for  and  support  it.  Our  church  doors 
should  be  open  to  the  missionaries. 
We  need  to  "hear  out"  these  workers 
so  that  we  may  better  understand  the 
program  and  its  problems.  Thus  we 
will  better  come  to  grips  with  our  re- 
sponsibility, which,  in  turn,  will  re- 
sult in  greater  accomplishments  in 
reaching  the  lost  in  other  countries.

In  1917  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Breth- 
ren Church  sent  forth  its  first  missionaries  to  the 
continent  of  Africa.  The  pioneer  party  consisted  of 
four. 

Late  in  1967,  fifty  years  later,  we  took  a  look  at  the 
roster.  The  results  are  encouraging  and  should  call 
forth  sincere  thanksgiving  and  hearty  praise  to  God. 

With  the  arrival  in  Africa  of  Hans  and  Liliane' 
Scheidegger,  the  new  Swiss  couple,  the  total  has 
reached   100. 

A  second  look  at  the  roster  reveals  some  interesting 
observations.  Of  the  100  sent  forth,  nine  died  in  ac- 
tive service,  eight  of  whom  are  buried  in  Africa. 

Nine  others  served  to  the  age  of  retirement  and  now 
live  in  the  United  States,  carrying  on  a  ministry  of 
intercession. 

Twenty-three  are  no  longer  on  the  active  roll.  Some 
of  these  withdrew  after  one  or  more  terms  and  are  now 
serving  the  Lord  in  other  areas. 

That  leaves  a  balance  of  only  fifty-nine  on  the  roll. 
This  is  a  very  small  number  indeed  to  care  for  the

The  urgent  need  of  African  churches  is  trained 
leaders— spiritual  leaders,  who  are  apt  to  teach,  and 
who  are  filled  with  a  knowledge  of  the  Word.  Such 
training  must  be  given  priority. 

Pictured  on  the  cover  of  this  issue  are  the  nineteen 
couples  comprising  the  most  recent  graduating  class  of 
the  "Institut  Biblique"  in  the  Central  African  Repub- 
lic. They  were  photographed  on  graduation  day,  No- 
vember 19,  1967. 

These  men  had  undergone  three  vears  of  intensive 
training  under  competent  and  devoted  teachers.  Their 
wives  had  completed  the  women's  Bible  course  and 
stood  ready  to  help  their  husbands.  Thus,  as  qualified 
families  they  are  going  out  to  serve  the  African 
churches  as  the  Lord  may  direct.  Preceding  these  have 
been  260  families,  who  are  now  ministering  to  250 
church  groups. 

Several  missionaries  and  qualified  graduates  had  the 
privilege  of  teaching  these  nineteen  men  from  March, 
1965,  to  November,   1967. 

Many  of  the  graduates  have  a  Christian  background, 
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many  and  varied  missionary  tasks  in  the 
Central  African  Republic.  Even  so,  there 
are  always  some  of  these  on  furlough, 
'and  the  total  number  on  the  field  is  rare- 
ly adequate.  Missionaries  still  assist  the 
prowins  African  churches  in  a  ministrv 
of  church  founding  and  building,  teach- 
ing, translating,  writing,  printing,  litera- 
ture distribution,  vouth  activities,  wom- 
en's organizations,  the  operation  of  a 
hospital,  and  training  of  medical  and 
dental  evangelists. 

A  third  look  at  the  roster  discloses  that 
we  sent  out  only  two  missionaries  a  year 
during  the  half  a  century.  A  very  small 
contribution  to  the  evangelization  of  the 
great  heart  of  Africa.  What  will  the 
next  fifty  years  disclose,  if  the  Lord  Je- 
sus tarries? 

"Pray  ve  therefore  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  labourers 
into  his  harvest"  (Matt.  9;38).  T

and  at  least  one  is 
Christian.  Three  are  from  the  tribe 
which  was  most  recently  evangelized  b-\' 
African  evangelists  and  missionaries.  Al- 
together they  represent  eight  different 
tribes,  all  united  in  the  studv  of  the 
Word.  This  in  itself  is  a  miracle  amid 
the  deep-seated  tribalism  of  Africa. 

Some  of  these  men  have  a  trade,  but 
all  are  also  part-time  farmers.  Their 
churches  gave  some  financial  aid,  but  in 
a  very  real  sense  these  students  worked 
their  way  through  school. 

In  this  ministry,  missionaries  repro- 
duce themselves  and  thus  fulfill  the 
ipostolic  injunction:  "The  things  that 
thou  hast  heard  of  me  among  manv  wit- 

o 

nesses,  the  same  commit  thou  to  faithful 
men,  who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others 
also"  (II  Tim.  2:2).-Dr.  Orville  D.  ]oh- 
son  ▼

to  a  lost  world.  ' 

Surely  the  local  church  has  a  defi- 
nite ministry  for  the  believer.  It 
should  be  a  sort  of  training  school  to 
prepare  and  equip  him  to  do  the  work 
of  the  ministry.  The  Christian's  at- 
tendance at  the  services  of  the  church 
should  not  be  necessarily  for  his  own 
blessing  and  growth  as  much  as  for 
his  preparation,  which  will  enable 
him  to  serve  and  testify  effectively. 

Try  to  picture  yourself  in  a  small 
congregation  of  twenty-six  members,  j 
with  thirty-five  or  forty  people  who 
attend  the  church  services,  in  a  city 
which  has  a  population  of  600,000 
people.  This  church  is  surrounded 
by  some  seven  different  sections  (bar- 
rios) of  the  city.    What  a  challenge 
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this  is  for  The  Brethren  Church  here 
in  Cordoba  citv,  Argentina! 

"Evangehsm"  is  the  crvino  need 
and  should  be  the  main  ministry  of 
such  a  church.  It  is  not  sufficient  just 
to  open  the  doors  so  that  people  can 
come  in  and  hear  the  Gospel.  It  is 
essential  to  go  and  find  the  unsaved 
and  give  them  the  message  where 
they  are. 

Likewise,  it  is  not  sufficient  simply 
to  teach  Christians  the  truths  of  the 
Word.  There  must  also  be  developed 
in  them  an  urgency  to  carry  these 
truths  to  others. 

Evangelism  should  be  a  continuous 
effort  week  after  week,  as  well  as  a 
special  effort  in  campaigns.  The  lat- 
"  ter  is  not  so  difficult  as  the  first.  We 
have  six  open-air  campaigns  planned 
for  the  summer  months  ahead.  These 
will  be  held  in  empty  lots  or  parks  in 
the  various  sections  of  the  citv.  Each 
campaign  will  last  for  three  nights. 
Last  summer  the  enthusiasm  and  co- 
operation was  excellent  in  the  three 
or  four  campaigns  we  had. 

The  continuous  evangelism  is  more 
difficult.  A  constant  program  of  visi- 
tation is  not  easy,  for  so  many  things 
interrupt.  But  it  should  be  the  "never- 
lost-sight-of"  goal. 

A  visitation  night  works  well  in 
some  places.  Here  it  is  not  very  prac- 
tical, as  people  may  be  eating  at  any 
time  from  8  p.m.  to  10  p.m.  There- 
fore, afternoon  visiting  is  better,  espe- 
cially on  Saturdays  or  holidays.  But 
even  this  is  not  a  sure  thing,  as  so 
many  people  have  cars  and  go  out 
(paseando)  on  such  days. 

I  have  found  that  afternoon  calling 
from  house  to  house  with  young  men 
of  the  congregation  has  proved  to  be 
a  blessing.  We  always  carry  New 
Testaments,  tracts,  and  the  "Dr.  Van 
Dusen"  letters.  This  literature  opens 
opportunities  to  talk,  when  there  is 
interest.  The  new  Popular  Version  of 
the  New  Testament  is  especially  good 
for  those  people  who  are  interested  to 
purchase. 

These  are  some  of  the  mechanics  of 
"The  Local  Church  in  Evangelism." 
But  all  is  of  no  avail  if  we  do  not  feel 
the  burning  desire  and  challenge  in 
our  hearts  to  reach  souls  with  the 
Gospel.  We  must  feel  the  urgency  of 
the  Apostle's  words  in  our  own  lives: 
"Woe  is  unto  me,  if  I  preach  not  the 
gospel!"  ▼

Yes,  we  praise  the 
Lord  for  closing  and  opening 
doors  in  His  time.  Our 
prayer  is  that  we  will  be  used 
for  His  glory  in  this  term, 
which  might  be  our  last  on 
the  field  of  Africa.  We  think 
it  would  be  wonderful  if  be- 
fore our  present  term  ends,  a 
young  man  would  fully  pre- 
pare himself  and  then  spend 
some  time  with  us  here  in 
Africa. 

We  are  so  very  grateful  to 
the  Lord  for  the  privilege  of 
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having  a  part  in  His  fruitful 
vineyard  here  in  Africa. 

One  of  the  joys  of  coming 
back  from  furlough  is  seeing 
our  African  brethren  once 
again.  The  greetings  are 
many,  and  we  feel  as  if  our 
labors  are  appreciated.  And, 
too,  since  we  love  the  Afri- 
cans, we  are  glad  that  our 
love  is  returned. 

We  can  truly  say,  "Blest 
be  the  tie  that  binds  our 
hearts  in  Christian  love.  The 
fellowship  of  kindred  minds 
is  like  to  that  above."         T

Need:  A  Printer  to  Fill  the  Gap 


Solution:  The  George  Peters  Family 


The  ministry  of  printing  is  vital  to 
the  work  of  the  Brethren  mission  in 
Africa,  and  the  Lord  has  wonderfully 
provided  excellent  facilities  in  the 
form  of  a  well-equipped  print  shop 
at  the  Bible  Center  station.  Yet, 
through  the  past  vear  there  has  been 
no  full-time  printer  on  the  field.  Mis- 
sionary Don  Hocking— who  is  a  busy 
missionary  indeed  with  other  numer- 
ous duties— has  been  supervising  the 
print  shop  work  and  the  Africans  who 
are  employed  there. 

Now  God  has  brought  into  view  a 
family  willing  to  go  to  the  Central 
African  Republic  to  fill  this  need. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Peters  were  ap- 
pointed to  missionary  service  at  the 
FMS  annual  meeting  this  past  Au- 
gust and  have  been  working  toward 
the  goal  of  departing  for  the  field  in 


the  early  months  of  1968. 

George  and  Jane  Peters  are  mem- 
bers of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Wooster,  Ohio,  and  both  have  been 
very  active  in  the  work  of  their 
church. 

Both  George  and  Jane  are  natives 
of  Ohio,  and  both  came  to  know  the 
Lord  as  Saviour  at  the  early  age  of 
six.  George's  first  introduction  to 
printing  came  in  his  early  youth, 
when  his  parents  were  in  rescue  mis- 
sion work  in  Charleston,  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  printing  was  one  of  the 
mission's  ministries,  f^e  dedicated  his 
life  to  the  Lord's  service  at  a  camp 
fagot  service  after  a  challenging  mes- 
sage  brought  bv  Mrs.  Rose  Foster. 
Jane,  who  is  a  sister  of  George  John- 
son, Brethren  missionary  in  Brazil, 
has  been  interested  in  foreign  mission 


service  since  she  was  very  young.  For 
some  years  she  and  her  husband  have 
felt  the  Lord  leading  them  into  His 
work  in  foreign  lands.  Both  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Peters  have  studied  at  the  Akron 
Bible  Institute.  God  has  blessed  their 
home  with  four  sons:  Daniel,  David, 
Thomas,  and  Philip,  who  range  in 
age  from  ele\'en  down  to  five  years. 
An  outfit  appeal  for  the  Peters 
family  has  been  sent  to  all  Brethren 
churches  to  enlist  help,  especially 
from  the  Missionary  Outfit  Club 
members  and  others  who  are  vyilling 
to  gi\e  at  least  one  dollar  toward  the 
outfitting  of  this  family.  A  fine  slide- 
tape  set  presenting  the  Peters  family 
is  available  from  the  FMS  office. 
This  is  an  excellent  way  for  church 
groups  to  become  acquainted  with 
these  new  missionaries.  T

"Do  today's  youth  feel  that  the 
cause  of  missions  is  a  dead  issue?"

Are  voung  people  interested  in  for- 
eign missions?  Is  it  possible  to  attract 
college  students  to  a  missionary  con- 
ference? Manv  think  that  the  answer 
to  these  questions  is  an  emphatic, 
"No!"  Thev  also  think  that  the  day 
of  missions  is  over  and  that  today's 
youth  cannot  be  challenged  with  a 
subject  which  they  feel  is  a  dead  is- 
sue. This  opinion  was  again  dealt  a 
crushing  blow,  when  some  nine  thou- 
sand students  from  colleges  and  uni- 
versities all  over  the  United  States, 
Canada,  and  foreign  countries  took 
time  out  from  their  Christmas  vaca- 
tion to  attend  the  Eighth  Inter- 
Varsity  Missionary  Convention  on 
the  campus  of  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois, December  27  through  31. 

The  last  convention  in  1964  drew 
an  attendance  of  some  seven  thou- 
sand, so  it  is  ob\'ious  that  interest  is 
growing.  One  voung  ladv  told  us 
that  she  had  never  heard  of  Inter- 
Varsity.  Her  pastor  asked  her  if  she 
\\'anted  to  attend  the  convention,  and 
she  accepted  the  in\itation.  She  was 
quite  surprised  to  find  that  the  meet- 
ings were  not  a  series  of  church  ser- 
vices, and  thrilled  to  meet  new  Chris- 
tian friends. 

Over  three  hundred  missionaries 
and  mission  executives,  representing 
ninety-five  mission  boards,  were  on 
hand.  Around  the  lower  concourse  of 
the  circular  assembly  hall,  students 
had  opportunity  to  talk  individually 
with  these  representatives;  and  with- 
out doubt  many  found  in  what  area 
of  ser\'ice,   and   with   which   mission 
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board  their  particular  talents  could  be 
most  profitably  used  for  God.  How- 
ever, throuohout  the  convention  it 
was  stressed  that  God  was  interested 
first  of  all  in  the  individual  and  then 
jn  his  talents  and  abilities.  It  was  evi- 
dent in  talks  with  students  that  many 
were  not  at  all  sure  that  their  present 
course  of  studv  was  the  field  that  God 
wanted  them  to  pursue,  and  some  re- 
turned to  their  campuses  with  a  great- 
er determination  to  know  and  do 
God's  will  for  their  lives. 

Several  things  about  this  con\-en- 
tion  stand  out. 

First,  in  a  dav  when  vouth  has  been 
characterized  bv  rebellion  against  au- 
thority and  self-discipline,  it  was  im- 
pressive to  observe  the  behavior, 
Christian  conduct,  and  courteous  at- 
tention paid  to  speakers  bv  these  dele- 
gates. If  this  had  been  a  conference 
of  nine  thousand  hippies  or  demon- 
strators, you  can  be  sure  that  news 
media  would  have  been  there  in  force 
to  give  global  coverage  to  the  happen- 
ings. Since  these  students  did  not 
smoke  pot,  carry  placards,  dress  like 
tramps,  condemn  the  government,  or 
destroy  propertx',  it  will  be  interesting 
to  see  just  how  much  space  is  given 
by  the  secular  news  agencies  to  what 
was  evidently  the  largest  missionary 
conference  ever  held. 

Second,  the  forthright  stand  of  the 
conference  directors  and  speakers  on 
the  Scriptures  as  the  infallible  Word 
of  God  was  cause  for  rejoicing  in  a 
day  when  large  segments  of  Christen- 
dom no  longer  look  to  the  Bible  as 
the  final  authority  of  our  faith. 

Third,  an  excellent  spiritual  atmos- 
phere was  maintained  b\'  speakers, 
Bible  study  leaders,  and  dorm  devo- 
tion leaders  throughout  the  conven- 
tion. There  was  no  theatrical  play 
upon  the  emotions  but  a  consistent 
emphasis  upon  the  individual's  re- 
sponsibility to  be  honest  with  God  in 
the  light  of  His  inspired  Word. 
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Fourth,  particularly  oratifyino  was 
the  emphasis  placed  upon  the  impor- 
tance of  the  local  church.  One  speak- 
er reminded  the  conference  that  all 
of  the  various  methods  used  to  spread 
the  Gospel  must  ultimately  ser\'e  the 
purpose  of  planting  the  church 
around  the  world,  for  this  is  God's 
objecti\'e. 

During  four  full  davs  the  students 
were  brouoht  face  to  face  with  the 
heart  of  missions,  its  \'ictories,  and  its 
problems.  When  opportunity  was 
given  to  question  or  challenge  the 
statements  of  speakers,  the  questions 
put  to  the  panel  raembers  proved  that 
these  students  could  not  be  accused 
of  shallow  thinking.  The  following 
are  some  of  the  questions  that  faced 
panel  members: 

In  the  work  of  missions  today, 
should  we  be  concerned  only  in  those 
areas  where  we  know  the  Gospel  will 
be  successful? 

What  effect  does  the  devaluation 
of  the  pound  have  on  missions? 

Since  many  Christians  today  have 
faced  the  draft,  what  should  be  the 
Christian's  attitude  toward  military 
service? 

Would  you  advise  a  candidate  to 
serve  with  a  board  which  has  a  differ- 
ent  view   from   his   own   concerning 

o 

the  inspiration  of  the  Scriptures? 

It  was  estimated  that  the  mission 
boards  represented  in  this  conference 
were  asking  for  a  total  of  about  eight 
thousand  mission  candidates.  In  re- 
ality, would  the  mission  fields  of  the 
world  today  be  able  to  absorb  this 
number  of  missionaries;  that  is,  if 
eight  thousand  volunteered  this  year? 


(By  the  way,  in  this  connection  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  Spanish 
priests  have  suggested  they  need  ten 
thousand  more  priests  for  ser\'ice  in 
Latin  America.) 

What  about  Roman  Catholicism- 
is  it  Christian?  What  about  the  re- 
cent trends  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church? 

Two  of  the  speakers  presented  con- 
flicting views  concerning  missions  in 
the  world  today;  one  man  presented 
a  bright  picture  and  the  other  a  dis- 
mal one.   Which  is  correct? 

Are  gospel  songs  a  symptom  of  shal- 
low spiritual  life? 

Is  race  prejudice  in  the  United 
States  a  hindrance  to  missionarv  out- 
reach? 

The  presence  in  one  place  of  nine 
thousand  young  people,  most  of 
whom  claim  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour, 
is  a  sight  that  cannot  help  but  stir 
the  emoti(jns  and  rekindle  the  flame 
of  hope  for  the  future  of  Christen- 
dom. One  girl  wept  tears  of  jov  as 
she  walked  into  the  assembly  hall 
and  saw  the  multitudes  of  Christian 
young  people.  She  did  not  think 
there  were  that  manv  in  the  United 
States.  She,  like  Elijah,  was  begin- 
ning to  think  that  she  was  the  only 
one  left  who  had  not  bowed  the  knee 
to  Baal.  Others  were  observed  taking 
copious  notes  on  the  lectures  and  Bi- 
ble studies.  As  missionaries  and  mis- 
sion executives  conversed  with  young 
people  in  the  dining  halls,  they  dis- 
co\'ered  those  who  are  not  only  inter- 
ested in  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ, 
but  who  want  to  be  actively  involved 
in  the  task  of  worldwide  Christian 
missions. 

May  God  grant  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  v\'ill  continue  to  challenge  these 
voung  people  long  after  the  spiritual 
glow  of  the  convention  subsides,  and 

o 

that  He  will  lead  these  potential 
Christian  leaders  into  the  mission 
fields  of  the  world.  T 
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One  of  the  curious  features  of  our 
time  is  the  proliferation  of  new  trans- 
lations of  the  Bible  in  English;  several 
dozen  have  appeared  in  this  century 
alone.  If  you,  along  with  the  majority 
of  Christians,  do  not  know  Greek  and 
Hebrew,  you  may  feel  quite  helpless 
in     evaluating    these     versions     and 


choosing  one  for  your  own  use.  After 
all,  how  can  one  judge  a  translation 
if  he  cannot  compare  it  with  the 
original  texts? 

But,  believe  it  or  not,  you  are  per- 
fectly capable  of  choosing  among  all 
of  these  versions  the  best  one  or  ones 
for  vou.  I  challenge  vou,  the  next 
time  vou  confront  that  impressive  row 
in  the  bookstore,  to  ask  about  each 
translation  two  simple  questions. 

The  first  sounds  ridiculously  obvi- 
ous, vet  it  is  crucial,  and  so  often  for- 
gotten that  it  must  be  asked:  Do  vou 
understand  the  translation?  I'm  not 
talking  about  getting  everv  profound 
detail,  but  simplv  of  knowing  that  the 
language  is  intelligible  to  you,  that 
it  will  not  as  such  hinder  vour  under- 
standing. If  you  do  not  understand 
a  version,  no  matter  how  highlv  it  is 
recommended  and  no  matter  how 
good  it  may  be  for  someone  else,  it  is 
of  no  use  to  you.  For  God  is  inter- 
ested in  one  thing:  namely,  that  peo- 
ple widerstmid  his  Word.  When  the 
original  texts  were  written,  thev  were 
cast  in  a  form  of  lanouaoe  that  for 
the  most  part  sacrificed  everv  other 
consideration,  including  literarv 
beauty  and  even  at  times  grammatical 
correctness,  to  the  overriding  neces- 
sity of  making  clear  sense  to  ordinary 
people.  In  the  first  century,  for  ex- 
ample, when  the  New  Testament  was 
written,  there  were  people  who  knew 
and  loved  classical  Greek,  which  had 
flourished  as  the  vehicle  of  master- 
pieces about  400  years  earlier;  but  the 
New  Testament  was  not  written  in 
this  obsolete  language,  however  beau- 
tiful, because  plain  people  did  not 
know  it  (nor,  for  that  matter,  did  most 
of  the  human  authors);  rather,  it  was 
written  in  plain,  evervday,  pots-and- 
pans  Koine  Greek,  the  kind  that  peo- 
ple used  all  the  time.   It  is  no  detrac- 


tion upon  the  monumental  worth  ol 
the  King  James  Version  to  point  oui 
that  it  is  written  in  a  form  of  English 
over  350  years  old  and  just  as  difficuli 
for  the  ordinary  reader  as  Shake 
speare's  plavs.  It  is  not  being  faithfuij 
to  the  spirit  of  the  original  to  insist 
that  people  make  an  effort  to  take  a 
language-learnins  course  before  un- 
derstanding  the  Bible.  Of  course,  ii 
vou  understand  and  appreciate  Eliza- 
bethan English,  fine!  But  if  you 
don't,  it  is  no  reflection  on  your  spiri- 
tuality; and  there  are  modern  versions! 
that  you  can  understand.  In  fact,j 
there  are  so  many  good  versions  that| 
it  is  simplv  not  worth  vour  while  to 
bother  with  a  version  that  you  can't, 
understand,  whichever  it  is.  On  thel 
other  hand,  don't  knock  people  who; 
do  understand  it!  This  first  criterion 
of  intelligibilitv  is  a  completely  indi- 
vidual one  that  each  person  must 
answer  for  himself. 

The  second  question  is— Is  this  ver- 
sion in  ordinarv,  natural  English?  Is 
it  the  kind  of  English  I  can  read  with- 
out a  mental  strain,  the  kind  that  does 
not  obtrusively  call  attention  to  its 
oddness?   One  of  the  axioms  of  mod-1 

ern    linguistics,   which    has  been   re- 
el ' 

peatedlv  demonstrated  in  the  experi- 
ence of  the  Bible  Societies  with  over 
a  thousand  languages,  is  that  any- 
thing that  can  be  said  in  one  lan- 
guage can  be  said,  naturallv,  in  an- 
other. The  onlv  exceptions  are  cases; 
where  the  actual  form  of  the  original! 
is  part  of  its  message,  as  in  puns. 
After  all,  what  God  wants  vou  to, 
know  is  not  Greek  and  F^ebrew  gram- 
mar and  stvlistics,  but  the  meaning  of 
the  message.  And  by  and  large,  thej 
best  way  to  get  the  meaning  across  is 
bv  using  language  that  calls  attention' 
to  itself  as  little  as  possible. 

The   interesting  thing  about  both 
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of  these  questions  is  that  there  is  no 
one  in  the  whole  world  better  quali- 
fied to  answer  them  than  you  are. 
You  are  the  world's  leading  expert  on 
what  vou  can  understand  and  what 
sounds  natural  to  vou. 

But,  vou  mav  object,  what  about 
faithfulness  to  the  original?  Surely  I 
am  not  qualified  to  judge  that,  and  I 
am  still  at  the  mercy  of  the  scholars. 
The  answer  is  in  three  parts.  First, 
intelligibilitv  and  naturalness  are  in 
themselves,  as  we  have  seen,  essential 
aspects  of  faithfulness  to  the  original. 
It  is  just  as  much  a  distortion  of  the 
original  to  make  obscure  and  strange 
what  was  meant  to  be  clear  and  nat- 
ural as  it  is  to  put  in  the  wrong  noun 
or  verb  tense.  So  any  translation  vou 
cannot  understand  is,  for  yoii,  not 
faithful  to  the  original.  Second,  no 
version  is  free  from  errors,  but  all  of 
the  better  known  translations  are 
basicallv  sound.  True,  Bible  scholar 
:A  can  point  out  that  version  X  trans- 
lates his  pet  verse  wrong,  so  he  prefers 
version  Y  which  has  it  right.  But 
scholar  B  can  turn  right  around  and 
point  out  that  versionY  translates  his 
pet  verse  wrong,  so  he  prefers  version 
X.  The  questions  over  which  scholars 
;argue  are  often,  at  the  level  of  their 
technical  interests,  of  great  impor- 
tance. But  there  is  no  conceivable 
overall  way  to  compare  the  faithful- 
ness of  two  versions  in  the  abstract. 
You  are  not  going  to  be  led  into  doc- 
trinal error  if  vou  prefer  Phillips,  or 
Todav's  Enslish  Version,  or  King 
James,  provided  that  you  understand 
the  version  you  choose  and  studv  it 
intelligently.  You  would  be  in  much 
greater  danger  of  developing  wrong 
attitudes  and  misunderstandings  bv 
using  a  version,  however  good,  that 
you  do  not  understand.  Third,  be- 
cause all  versions  have  some  errors. 


it  is  wise  to  use  several  versions  as 
vou  studv. 

In  other  words,  you  need  not  be 
dismayed  by  that  loaded  shelf  in  the 
bookstore.  Plunge  in  boldly,  ask 
these  two  basic  questions  ruthlessly, 
and  choose  the  versions  that  meet 
your  needs.  And  then,  in  prayerful 
dependence  upon  the  Holv  Spirit, 
study  hard  and  expect  God  to  speak 
to  you. 

Appendix 

Here,  for  a  start,  is  my  own  per- 
sonal evaluation  of  several  of  the  ver- 
sions which  I  consider  to  be  the  best 
available.  Omission  from  the  list  may 
mean  either  that  I  am  not  familiar 
with  a  given  version  or  that  I  do  not 
care  for  it.  But  you  will  have  to  guess 
v\'hich  is  v\'hich! 

1.  Phillips  (both  the  New  Testa- 
ment and  Four  Prophets).  Very  con- 
temporary and  strikingly  idiomatic, 
sometimes  quite  breezy  in  stvle. 
Highlv  readable,  very  responsible,  in 
spite  of  the  criticisms  some  have 
aimed  at  it.  Excellent  for  campus 
evangelism. 

2.  New  English  Bible  (New  Testa- 
ment only,  so  far).  Completely  mod- 
ern; grammar  and  stvle  usually  sood, 
though  sometimes  distinctly  British. 
Vocabulary  sometimes  on  a  rkther 
hioh  literary  level.  A  few  anachron- 
isms,  but  on  the  whole  an  excellent 
job. 

3.  Revised  Standard  Version.  Not 
completely  contemporary;  vocabulary 
rather  easy,  but  grammar  sometimes 
very  complex,  and  style  rather  fre- 
quently strained.  A  responsible  ver- 
sion. 

4.  Good  News  for  Modern  Man: 
The  New  Testavtent  in  Today's  En- 


glish. Published  in  1966  by  the 
American  Bible  Society,  paperback  at 
35  cents.  Combines  a  high  level  of 
Biblical  scholarship  with  a  very  seri- 
ous approach  to  somewhat  simplified 
language.  Originally  designed  for 
people  who  either  do  not  read  well  or 
do  not  know  English  well,  it  has  ac- 
tually sold  over  6  million  copies  in 
the  United  States  with  no  promo- 
tional effort.  It  is  in  my  judgment 
the  outstanding  version  for  use  in 
evangelism  and  with  young  people 
and  children.  Typical  child's  reac- 
tion: "This  can't  be  the  Bible,  I  can 
understand  it! " 

5.  The  Jerusalem  Bihle.  A  Cath- 
olic version,  in  general  contemporary 
and  well  done.  Recommended  for  dis- 
cussion with  Catholics  who  would  not 
accept  a  Protestant  translation, 
though  it  is  an  expensive  volume  (the 
New  Testament  alone  has  recently 
become  available,  but  it  is  also  rather 
expensive). 

6.  The  Torah.  A  completely  mod- 
ern translation,  b\'  first-rate  Jewish 
scholars,  of  the  Pentateuch,  published 
in  a  beautiful  and  rather  expensive 
volume.  Just  the  thing  for  the  rather 
thoughtful  and  intelligent  Jewish  per- 
son \'ou  are  befriending. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to 
emphasize  that  I  do  not  endorse  every 
rendering  of  ever\'  passage  in  any  of 
these  versions,  any  more  than  I  accept 
every  rendering  in  the  King  James 
Version.  No  version  is  good  in  all 
places,  and  none  is  bad  everywhere. 
These  are,  to  the  best  of  my  knowl- 
edge, the  ones  I  would  recommend 
most  highh".  But  there  are  plenty 
more  for  \'ou  to  examine  and  perhaps 
to  prefer.  The  main  thing  is— don't 
neglect  the  Bible  with  the  excuse  that 
you  can't  understand  it!  T

Moody:  A 
Biographical  Portrait 

J.  C.  Pollock  (Grand  Rapids,  Michi- 
gan: Zondervan  Publishing  House, 
1967),  paper,  336  pages,  $1.95. 

He  was  born  on  February  5,  1837. 
He  died  on  Friday,  December  22, 
1899.  During  those  scant  sixty-two 
years,  Moody,  the  man  from  a  Uni- 
tarian backoround,  was  God's  instru- 
ment  to  lead  countless  thousands  of 
persons  to  faith  in  Jesus  as  the 
Christ.  His  campaigns  significantly 
akered  English  reUoious  life  on  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic.  He  founded 
three  schools,  sponsored  the  growing 
YMCA  movement,  and  was  bene- 
factor to  manv  Christian  social  en- 
deavors. 

Despite  his  other  high  accomplish- 
ments, possibly  one  of  Moody's  great- 
est contributions  was  his  influence  on 
the  university  students  of  his  day.  All 
of  "the  Cambridge  Seven,"  of  whom 
C.  T.  Studd  is  the  most  famous,  were 
indebted  to  his  spiritual  impact. 
These  men  gave  the  impetus  to  a  mis- 
sionary surge  some  parts  of  which 
continue  to  this  day. 

Besides  adoration,  any  biography 
should  include  some  contrary  evi- 
dence to  achieve  balance.  Unfor- 
tunately, too  many  people  are  quite 
sure  that  Moody  sprang  from  the  shoe 
sales  shop  to  the  leadership  of  mass 
evangelistic  campaigns,  if  not  in  one 
afternoon,  at  least  overnight.  Pollock 
does  well  to  include  some  of  the  er- 
ratic and  gauche  antics  by  which 
Moody  first  tried  to  sweep  Chicago 
into  the  Kingdom  and  instead  earned 
himself  the  title  "Crazy  Moody."  This 
sketch  of  the  growth  of  Moody  the 
man  of  God  is  well  worth  reading. 


Buddhism  and  the 
Claims  of  Christ 

D.  T.  Niles  (Richmond,  Virginia: 
John  Knox  Press,  1967),  paper,  88 
pages,  $1.75. 

This  excellent  book  is  a  tract  to 
Buddhists.  It  is  constructed  along  the 
dimensions  of  the  tracts  written  by 
John  Milton  and  Martin  Luther 
which  frequenth'  ran  50  to  1 50  pages. 

Niles  does  not  attempt  an  extensive 
exposition  of  either  Buddhism  or 
Christianitv.  Just  enough  Buddhist 
thought  is  discussed  to  make  his  sub- 
sequent  presentation  of  Christianity 
intelligible.  Using  Buddhist  termi- 
nology,  Niles  shows  how  the  two  reli- 
gions' answers  to  life's  deepest  prob- 
lems differ.  For  example,  both  recog- 
nize the  transitoriness  of  life  and  the 
need  for  meaning  if  life  is  not  to  de- 
\olve  into  Shakespeare's  tale  told  by 
an  idiot.  Buddhism  answers  that  the 
true  boundary  of  life  is  death.  The 
man  who  comes  to  death  untainted  by 
lust  for  life  and  earthly  things  may 
expect  to  escape  "sansara,  life's  mean- 
ingless round."  In  direct  opposition 
Christianity  asserts  that  eternity  has 
entered  time.  God  in  Christ  has  en- 
tered the  human  situation  and  given 
meaning  to  life.  The  best  that  Bud- 
dha  offers  is  a  ceasation  from  mean- 
inglessness;  Christ  holds  forth  mean- 
ing,  purpose,  and  fulfillment.

The  content  of  this  book  could  be 
faulted  at  various  points.  Apologet 
icallv,  "the  adequacy  of  truth  in  one 
religion  as  against  another,  therefore, 
is  judged  according  as  the  circle  oh 
explanation  of  that  religion  includes! 
the  largest  number  of  significant 
facts"  (p.  26).  This  is  as  silly  as  the 
statement  on  page  28  that  "truth 
cannot  be  a  teaching:  it  has  to  be  a 
person."  Also  the  human  craving  fori 
meaning  in  life  is  hardly  a  proof  that 
meaning  actually  exists,  as  Niles  as-' 
sumes  (p.  46).  Christianity  is  ground- 
ed on  e\idences  much  more  secure 
than  the  aspirations  of  man;  it  is 
based  on  the  objective  historical  facts 
of  Jesus  Christ's  life,  death,  and  resur- 
rection. 

The  great  value  of  this  book  lies  in 
its  methodology.  First,  Niles  has  no 
misconception  that  a  two-page  pam- 
phlet is  capable  of  presenting  Christ's 
claims  to  someone  who  is  completely 
unacquainted  with  Christianity.  Sec- 
ond, Niles  makes  a  serious  effort  to  do 
for  the  Buddhists  what  the  writer  of 
Hebrews  did  for  the  first  century 
Jews.  That  writer  explained  how 
Christ  provided  the  answers  to  the  S 
questions  raised  by  the  Old  Testa- 
ment and  Judaism.  In  doing  this  he 
used  the  concepts  and  terminology 
which  were  familiar  to  his  readers. 
Just  so  we  must  explicate  God's  mes- 
sage to  men  in  the  vocabulary  they 
understand,  be  they  Buddhist,  Hin- 
du, or  American  pagan. 


letters  to  an 
American  lady 

C.  S.  Lewis,  ed.  by  Clyde  S.  Kilby 
(Grand  Rapids,  Michigan:  Eerdmans 
Publishing  Company,  1967),  121 
pages,  $3.95. 

From  1950  to  his  death,  Lewis 
maintained  a  correspondence  with  an 
American  lady  (whose  identity  is  not 
disclosed).  During  this  period  he 
wrote  her  over  125  letters  of  spiritual 
advice,  encouragement,  and  chit-chat. 
Lewis'  efforts  were  focused  on  easing 
his  correspondent's  depression  during 
successive  physical,  financial,  and 
family  woes.  As  the  editor  notes  in 
his  Preface,  there  is  very  little  in  this 
collection  that  is  new  and  distinctive.

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That  Sunday  in  June  of  1961  was 
certainly  the  beginning  ol:  a  new 
life  for  my  husband  and  me.  In  the 
brief  six  years  since  that  day  so  much 
has  happened  to  us  that  it  seems  al- 
most unbelievable.  We  were  in  our 
late  twenties  when  we  received  Christ 
as  Saviour,  neither  having  been  raised 
in  a  Christian  home.  We  had  only 
been  saved  about  a  year  when  my 
husband  surprised  me  by  telling  me 
that  he  believed  the  Lord  was  calling 
him  into  full-time  service.  I  couldn't 
quite  see  mvself  as  a  pastor's  wife,  so 
I  tried  to  discourage  him.  Believing 
that  the  wife  as  well  as  the  husband 
must  be  called  by  the  Lord,  he  didn't 
push  the  matter.  Nothing  more  was 
said,  at  least  aloud,  for  a  number  of 
months,  but  I  sure  did  a  lot  of  talking 
to  myself.  Finally  the  Lord  showed 
me  in  a  very  special  way  that  He 
wanted  both  of  us  in  full-time  service 
for  Him. 

Frank  enrolled  at  Biola  College, 
and  the  Lord  began  to  show  us  that 
we  had  taken  the  right  step.  A  num- 
ber of  problems  in,  the  area  of  fi- 
nances, housing,  and  a  part-time  job, 
which  seemed  almost  insurmount- 
able to  us,  were  cared  for  almost  im- 
mediately. 

Some  years  before,  I  had  a  severe 
bout  with  rheumatic  fever  and  it  left 
me  with  considerable  heart  damage. 
As  time  went  by,  the  condition  be- 
came increasingly  worse.  My  doctor 
told  me  a  number  of  times  to  consider 
open  heart  surgery,  but  I  refused  even 
to  think  about  it,  much  less  consider 
it. 

When  Frank  was  in  his  sophomore 
year  in  college,  he  was  called  to  pastor 
the  small  church  here  in  the  Hacien- 
da Heights  area  of  La  Puente,  Cali- 
fornia. It  was  a  new  work  with  all 
the  problems  of  a  new  work,  but  a 
great  challenge  for  a  new  pastor  and 
his  wife.  The  Lord  was  very  good  to 
us.  But  I'm  afraid  I  wasn't  much  help 
to  mv  husband.  If  I  attended  both 
services  on  Sunday,  I  could  look  for- 
ward to  being  in  bed  for  the  next  two 
days.  I  realized  that  this  was  no  life 
for  a  pastor's  wife.  After  talking  with 
my  doctor,  and  after  much  prayer, 
my  husband  and  I  decided  to  go 
ahead  with  the  needed  surgery.  The 
three  months  of  preparatory  work  be- 
fore surgery  were  agonizing  ones,  but 
ones  in  which  the   Lord  was  doing 
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some  preparatory  work  himself.  Dur- 
ing that  time  I  learned  what  it  reallv 
means  to  trust  in  the  Lord.  He  really 
did  a  work  in  mv  life.  The  verse  that 
came  to  mean  so  much  to  me  was 
Isaiah  40:31,  "But  they  that  wait  upon 
the  Lord  shall  renew  their  strength; 
they  shall  mount  up  with  wings  as 
eagles;  they  shall  run,  and  not  be 
weary;  and  they  shall  walk,  and  not 
faint."  We  called  on  many  churches 
for  praver  on  my  behalf.  I  know  that 
Christians  in  many  states  were  pray- 
ino  for  me.  And  God  heard  those 
prayers.  On  June  7,  1966,  my  heart 
was  opened  and  the  mitral  valve  was 
replaced  with  one  of  plastic  (Teflon, 
I  might  add).  I  can  truthfully  say 
that  I  had  no  fear.  God  had  given 
me  complete  rest  in  Him.    The  sur-

geon  commented  that  I  was  the  only 
patient  he  had  ever  seen  going  into 
the  operating  room  with  a  smile.  Six- 
teen days  after  surgery  I  was  home. 
Today  I  feel  better  than  I  can  ever 
remember.  I  can  do  all  my  work  at 
home  as  well  as  at  the  church.  How 
I  praise  God!  It  is  a  shame  that  some- 
times God  has  to  put  us  in  a  position 
of  helplessness  in  order  for  us  to  learn 
to  trust  fully  in  Him. 

The  Lord  has  blessed  the  work  here 
in  Hacienda  Heights.  We  have  seen 
several  families  come  to  know  the 
Lord  as  Saviour  this  past  year.  We 
have  purchased  property,  and  are 
looking  forward  to  starting  our  build- 
ing. Although  sometimes  the  discour- 
agements come,  the  Lord  has  been 
faithful  and  seems  to  know  when  we 
need  the  touch  of  the  Master's  hand. 
A  verse  that  means  a  great  deal  to 
Frank  and  me  is  Psalm  37:5,  "Com- 
mit thy  way  unto  the  Lord;  trust  also 
in  him,  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass." 

We  have  also  started  a  WMC 
group  which  has  proved  most  reward- 
ino.  Five  of  our  ladies  are  new  Chris- 
tians, and  they  seem  very  interested 
in  the  work.  Our  group  is  growing; 
we  started  with  six  women,  now  we 
have  eleven.  I'm  sure  God  has  great 
things  in  store  for  us. 

There  are  many  lessons  yet  to  learn, 
many  disappointments  yet  to  endure, 
but  one  lesson  the  Lord  has  imprinted 
indelibly  on  my  heart  is  Romans  8:28, 
"And  we  know  that  all  things  work 
tooether  for  good  to  them  that  love 
God,  to  them  who  are  the  called  ac- 
cording to  his  purpose."  ▼ 
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At  least  one  advantage  oF  writing 
an  autobiography  is  that  one 
knows  where  to  start.  So,  to  begin,  I 
was  born  into  a  very  fine  family  on 
the  twenty-third  of  September,  1929, 
in  Des  Moines,  Iowa— the  onlv  girl, 
tucked  in  between  two  brothers.  I 
was  one  of  those  "depression"  babies, 
but  from  the  fat-faced  appearance  of 
mv  pictures,  I  didn't  suffer. 

Spiritual  impressions  came  to  me 
very  young,  as  I  was  privileged  to 
grow  up  in  an  active  evangelical 
church.  We  youngsters  always  sat  on 
the  front  row.  One  night  we  all  went 
forward  and  publicly  accepted  Christ 
as  Saviour.  Whether  or  not  this  was 
a  personal  experience  or  a  group  ex- 
perience, I  do  not  know,  but  from 
that  time  the  Lord  had  His  hand  on 
me. 

My  first  memorable  spiritual  expe- 
rience came  the  summer  I  was  six- 
teen, when  my  girl  friend  and  I  went 
with  her  parents  to  an  S.I.M.  camp. 
There  were  about  sixty  missionaries 
there,  and  I  thrilled  at  the  atmosphere 
and  drank  in  the  messages  day  after 
day.  The  last  night  an  appeal  was 
given  for  missionary  volunteers.  First, 
the  speaker  asked  for  parents  to  stand 
if  they  were  willing  to  let  their  chil- 
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dren  so  to  the  mission  field.  Seeing 
that  her  parents  stood,  my  friend 
punched  me  and  said,  "Let's  go! " 
Unspiritual  as  my  prompting  was,  I 
have  forever  been  thankful  for  that 
"punch."  From  then  on  I  thought 
only  of  Africa.  Later,  as  I  realized 
that  I  was  no  stronger  or  better  than 
the  other  young  people  about  me  who 
forsook  their  promises  to  God,  I  clung 
to  Philippians  1:6:  "F^e  which  hath 
begun  a  good  work  in  you  will  per- 
form it  until  the  dav  of  Jesus  Christ." 
How  God  brought  me  through  the 
perils  of  youth  will  never  cease  to  im- 
press me  as  a  miracle.  I  owe  much  to 
a  godlv  mother  and  her  prayers.  Col- 
lege and  boys  came  on  the  scene,  and 
how  to  get  through  college  without 
getting  married  first  was  a  vital  prob- 
lem. I  actually  prayed  that  I  wouldn't 
fall  in  love  until  I  was  well  on  my 
way  toward  graduation.  Before  be- 
coming serious  about  a  young  man,  I 
wanted  to  be  sure  he  was  not  only  a 
Christian,  but  also  interested  in  mis- 
sionary service— in  Africa  particularly. 
When  I  think  back,  I  am  amazed  at 
how  many  of  my  young  men  ac- 
quaintances went  to  the  mission  field, 
and  especially  to  Africa.  God  is  very 
good  to  young  people  who  trust  Him! 


I  attended  Bryan  College  for  two 
vears  and  then  transferred  to  Whea- 
ton  College.  Both  institutions  were  a 
tremendous  blessing  to  me.  Perhaps 
my  most  significant  college  experience 
was  the  great  Wheaton  revival  in  the 
fall  of  1950,  when  even  skeptical 
newspaper  reporters  from  Chicago 
stood  in  av\'e  at  the  Holy  Spirit's 
work. 

God  timed  my  change  to  Wheaton 
to  just  when  a  certain  Bryan  graduate 
named  George  Cone  entered  Grace 
Seminary.  Our  friendship,  barelv  be- 
gun at  Bryan,  continued  through 
Wheaton  days;  and  ten  days  after  my 
graduation  we  were  married. 

For  two  vears  I  taught  high  school 
while  George  finished  his  seminary 
work  and  received  his  master's  de- 
gree. Then  we  spent  fifteen  months 
studying  French  in  France;  and  in 
March,  1956,  we  finally  arrived  at  our 
destination,  Africa.  We  feel  that  our 
biggest  single  accomplishment  on  the 
field  has  been  preparing  a  unified  pro- 
gram, and  training  African  teachers 
for  the  elementary  Bible  schools  so 
that  this  work  could  be  completely 
indigenous.  These  schools  have  flour- 
ished in  spite  of  the  dearth  of  mission- 
ary   help    these   last    five   years.    Al-

though  Still  in  charge  of  this  program, 
we  are  actually  engaged  in  teaching 
here  at  the  Bible  Institute. 

What  do  I  do?  I  am  in  charge  of 
the  elementary  Bible  schools,  the 
^■omen's  programs  for  the  Bible  Insti- 
tute, and  teach  six  hours  of  Bible  a 
week  to  African  women,  teach  five 
hours  of  French  to  missionary  chil- 
dren, am  station  hostess,  prepare  my 
page  for  our  monthly  magazine,  write 
lesson  books  in  Sango  (four  this  last 
year),  and  take  care  of  a  famih'  of  five 
children.

Life  at  Camp 


Each  summer  it  was  my  privilege  as 
a  pastor's  wife  to  go  to  youth  camp 
for  either  junior  week  or  senior  week. 
There  was  such  a  difference! 

Junior  week  always  had  its  home- 
sick campers  who  needed  "mother- 
ing." What  a  challenge  it  was  to  this 
"camp  counselor"  to  point  each  little, 
lonely,  tearful  child  to  the  Lord  Jesus, 
who  alone  could  comfort  and  help 
him  "over  the  hump."  Sometimes 
the  suggestion  of  how  happy  Mother 
and  Daddy  would  be  to  know  that  he 
had  prayed  and  had  won  victory  over 
being  homesick  would  encourage  a 
junior  camper  to  "stick  it  out"  for  the 
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week.  But  if  there  had  been  any 
homesick  heart  battles  when  a  wor- 
ried Mother  or  Father  came  to  camp 
during  the  week  to  "check  up"  or  to 
visit  their  first-time  camper,  the  child 
seldom  finished  the  week.  His  battle 
was  lost.  But  there  were  those  who 
overcame,  finished  their  junior  week, 
and  wouldn't  miss  camp  for  many 
years  to  follow.  These  were  victories. 
I  remember  a  little,  junior  boy 
camper,  whose  way  had  been  paid  to 
camp  by  an  interested  Christian  fam- 
ily back  home.  He  was  a  thoughtful, 
quiet  little  fellow  from  a  broken 
home.    He   was   the   oldest  of  three 
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boys.  The  Father  had  left  their 
Mother  for  another  woman.  This 
particular  day  I  was  working  in  hand- 
craft, helping  the  children  choose 
plaques  to  paint.  Mv  husband  had 
given  this  boy  a  dollar,  for  he  had  no 
spending  money  like  the  other  camp- 
ers. I  thought  he  would  probably  buy 
candy  or  ice  cream,  but  instead,  he 
picked  out  two  plaques  to  paint.  One 
read,  "God  Bless  Our  Home."  He 
smiled  at  me  and  said,  "I  want  to 
paint  this  and  take  it  to  my  mother." 
The  other  one,  he  told  me,  was  for 
his  father.  Tears  came  to  my  eyes 
when  I  read,  'Trayer  Changes 
Things."  I  realized  this  little  first-year 
camper  with  difficult  problems  in  his 
life  had  much  more  understanding  of 
the    things   of    the    Lord    than    most 
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Christians.  The  little  bov  and  his 
mother  prayed  much  in  the  days  that 
followed.  News  came  one  day  that 
his  Daddy  had  moved  back  home. 
Years  have  passed,  and  that  Daddy  is 
still  there  todaw 

Juniors  are  active.  They  never  run 
down.  They  always  need  a  coun- 
selor. This  gave  excellent  opportunity 
to  ouide  their  young  lives.  An  argu- 
ment  between  girls  in  the  cabin,  or 
some  obnoxious  personality  for  the 
whole  cabin  to  cope  with,  or  even  a 
flashlight  flasher  after  the  "lights  out" 
signal,  pro\'ided  circumstances  for 
Christian  training  by  word  or  life. 

Senior  camp  v\'as  altogether  differ- 
ent. Seniors  have  no  need  for  a  coun- 
selor—they think!  They  feel  quite  ma- 
ture and  want  to  be  "on  their  own." 
Yet  their  frustrations  are  many,  and 
their  problems  are  great— often  out  of 
proportion. 

There  was  the  girl  who  was  being 
courted  by  a  young  man  back  home. 
Her  parents  were  pushing  her  toward 
marriage;  yet  she  had  another  year  of 
high  school  to  complete.  She  was 
quite  withdrawn,  but  near  the  close 
of  the  v\'eek  she  burst  out  with, 
"Sometimes  I  think  my  mother  is  the 
one  in  love  with  him!"  Living  with 
other  Christian  girls  that  week,  hear- 
ing them  express  their  opinions  and 
problems,  helped  her  to  express  what 
was  heavy  upon  her  heart. 

I  remember  well  the  lovely  viva- 
cious senior  girl  who  came  to  our 
Christian  camp  for  her  first  time.  She 
was  genuinely  born  again,  with 
wholesome  attitudes,  and  regularly  at- 


tended a  Brethren  church.  Her  par- 
ents never  attended  any  church,  and 
her  father  was  a  bartender.  A  junior 
in  high  school,  her  goal  in  life  was  to 
become  a  lawver.  This  counselor 
spoke  to  her  about  determining  to  be 
a  "Christian"  lawyer.  After  the  week 
of  Bible  classes,  cabin  devotions,  and 
living  with  other  Christian  girls,  she 
was  deeply  moved.  When  she  put 
her  fagot  on  the  fire  during  the  clos- 
ing service,  she  gave  herself  to  the 
Lord  for  full-time  Christian  service. 
I  remember  her  dilemma  then,  as  she 
poured  out  her  heart  to  her  counselor. 
What  would  her  parents  think  when 
she  told  them  she  was  not  going  to  be 
a  lawyer,  but  might  even  become  a 
missionary?  Cabin  devotions  that 
night  closed  with  earnest  prayer  for 
her.  Today  she  is  at  Grace  College. 
That  camp  decision  was  a  lasting  one. 

Cabin  devotions  each  night  not 
only  served  to  quiet  the  cabin,  but 
also  to  give  opportunity  for  prayer 
over  problems  back  home  as  well  as 
those  at  camp. 

I  shall  not  forget  the  timid  little 
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deacon's  daughter  who  asked,  "What 
is  an  'unspoken  request'?"  as  though 
it  were  some  great  moral  sin.  She 
seemed  so  relieved  to  hear  the  ex- 
planation. This  same  little  girl  has 
grown  to  be  a  lovely  Christian.  In 
recent  months  her  comments  on  her 
camp  days  were,  "The  thing  about 
camp  that  I  remember  most  was  cabin 
devotions.  I  believe  the  Lord  used 
this  most  of  all  in  my  own  life." 
What  a  blessing  to  know  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  was  working  and  that 
lives  were  being  permanently  influ- 
enced for  the  Lord  Jesus  during  our 
cabin  devotions! 

The  opportunity  to  teach  Christian 
conduct  to  senior  girls  at  camp  is  in- 
valuable. A  class  to  guide  their  dis- 
cussion and  their  questions  will  in- 
evitably end  with  the  girls  themselves 
setting  a  standard  for  behavior  on 
dates.  My  memory  goes  back  to  tv\'o 
girls  from  leading  Brethren  families 
who  were  very  loose  in  their  conduct 
with  the  young  men  at  camp.  Even 
their  dining  hall  conduct  while  sitting 
and  eating  with  the  young  men  re- 
vealed unreserved  familiarity.  After 
five  days  of  classes  for  girls,  when  the 
closing  invitation  was  given  on  Friday 
night,  these  two  girls  came  with  tear- 
filled  eyes  and  asked,  "Can  we  talk 


to  you?"  Their  broken  confession 
was,  "No  one  in  high  school  would 
know  we  are  Christians.  We  haven't 
lived  it."  After  prayer  to  God  for  vic- 
tory and  a  closer  walk  with  Him,  real 
peace  shone  in  their  eyes.  Enough 
time  has  gone  by  to  see  that  those 
two  girls  made  lasting  decisions  at 
camp. 

Daily  staff  meetings,  where  prob- 
lems were  heard  and  prayed  for,  al- 
ways proved  profitable.  The  late  Dr. 
R.  Paul  Miller,  though  up  in  years, 
had  such  a  burden  for  souls  that  his 
prayers  were  sufficiently  effective  to 
change  the  whole  camp.  I  can  still 
hear  him  plead  for  the  souls  of  the 
campers  in  praver:  "Now  Lord,  we 
have  no  idea  v\'hat  kind  of  back- 
grounds these  young  people  come 
from;  save  them  from  a  life  of  sin. 
Some  of  their  parents  have  made  tre- 
mendous sacrifices  to  send  them  to 
camp,  and  they  are  counting  on  us 
counselors.  Lord,  help  us  not  to  fail 
them.  Give  us  a  break  tonight,  and 
touch  their  hearts  and  lives  for  Jesus' 
sake." 

The  vvav  Dr.  Miller  conducted  the 
camp  fire  service  one  summer  made 
an  indelible  impression  upon  my 
mind.  He  spoke  of  the  apostle  Paul 
being  stoned,  being  beaten,  being  put 
in  prison,  being  let  down  over  a  wall 
in  a  basket  to  escape  for  his  life.  He 
imagined  the  Apostle's  friends  asking 
him  11'/?}'  he  had  gotten  himself  into 
such  a  predicament.  "Oh,  just  paving 
my  debt  to  Jesus,"  was  Paul's  answer. 
Then,  Dr.  Miller  pressed  the  campers 
with  the  question,  "When  are  you 
going  to  pay  your  debt  to  the  Saviour? 
Are  you  going  to?"  Many  gave  them- 
selves for  full-time  service,  and  tears 
floy\'ed  freely. 

Praise  the  Lord  for  Brethren  Youth 
Camps.  These  are  evil  days;  Satan 
is  making  a  bid  for  the  hearts  of  our 
young  people  through  the  "hippy" 
movement,  drugs,  and  even  through 
"another  language,"  as  words  take  on 
new  meanings,  and  active  minds  soak 
it  all  in.  What  a  challenge  to  go  to 
camp  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and 
win  victories  in  the  hearts  of  boys  and 
girls  and  teen-agers  for  all  eternity!  ▼

There  was  an  ominous  quiet  in 
South  Vietnam  during  the  visit  to 
that  land  by  the  NFBC's  chaplain  en- 
dorsing agent  Clyde  Landrum,  Janu- 
ary 13  to  18.  Everyone  was  sure  there 
was  to  be  a  move  by  the  enemy  soon, 
but  no  one  knew  just  where  he  would 
strike.  This  quiet  made  it  possible  to 
carry  out  the  detailed  schedule  that 
the  Military  Assistance  Command 
had  planned  so  well— a  schedule  that 
took  us  to  places  that  have  since  come 
under  vicious  attack  by  the  enemy. 
One  night  was  spent  near  Da  Nang 
with  Chaplain  Dale  Brock  and  his 
U.  S.  Marine  battalion.  As  can  be 
imagined,  there  was  talking  well  into 


the  night.  The  jets  overhead,  the 
noise  from  the  outdoor  theater,  the 
strong  voice  of  a  man  trying  to  get 
through  on  a  weak  telephone  line- 
none  of  these  could  stop  the  three 
Brethren  from  working  the  "traveling 
mike"  overtime!  There  were  three 
because  Chaplain  John  Talley  had 
been  selected  to  be  the  official  "escort" 
for  the  entire  visit.  And  what  times 
of  fellowship  there  were  in  moving 
from  place  to  place  together  bv  sedan, 
jeep,  helicopter,  and  plane! 

The  high  point  of  the  visit  was  an 
interview    with    General    Westmore- 


land. Not  only  is  he  a  great  man,  but 
he  is  a  humble  man  who  feels  keenly 
the  tremendous  responsibility  that 
rests  upon  his  shoulders.  As  the  in- 
terview was  closed,  prayer  was  offered 
for  him  in  his  work  in  this  responsible 
position.  He  expressed  his  deep  ap- 
preciation for  the  prayer.  Further- 
more, he  made  the  specific  request, 
"Please  thank  your  people  for  me, 
especiallv  vour  pastors."  The  general 
spoke  highly  of  the  chaplains  serving 
in  Vietnam.  He  stated  emphatically, 
"This  is  the  finest  group  of  chaplains 
I  have  had  anywhere  in  the  world!"

In  answer  to  the  question,  "How 
can  we  in  our  churches  better  counsel 
our  young  men  entering  the  service?" 
General  Westmoreland  had  several 
su22estions.  First  of  all  that  we  urge 
them  to  enter  with  the  positive  atti- 
tude of  expecting  to  benefit  from  the 
experience.  He  stated  that  he  knew 
of  no  place  where  a  young  man  can 
better  invest  two  years  of  his  life. 
Among  the  benefits,  he  mentioned 
the  voung  man  s  coming  into  rapid 
maturity,  getting  a  true  picture  of 
communism  in  action,  getting  a  true 
picture  of  and  participation  in  a  na- 
tion's struggle  for  self-government 
without  outside  domination,  and  ob- 
taining a  better  view  of  the  world. 
He  stated  further  that  officers  in  Viet- 
nam are  to  make  the  welfare  of  their 
men  their  primary  concern. 

Chaplains  Brock  and  Talley  re- 
ported a  continuing  number  of  deci- 
sions for  Christ.  Not  only  are  they 
grateful  for  these  decisions,  but  they 
are  encouraged  for  the  future  in  deal- 
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ing  with  their  men.  The  men  respect 
the  chaplain  who  is  faithful  in  preach- 
ing the  Word.  As  they  live  with  the 
men  day  bv  day  and  try  to  help  them 
meet  the  problems  as  they  arise,  they 
find  the  men  willing  to  talk  about 
spiritual  things.  Our  chaplains  ex- 
pressed appreciation  to  national  con-

ference  for  officiallv  approving  the 
privately-financed  trip  of  the  endors- 
ing agent  to  visit  them  in  Vietnam. 
Thev  also  expressed  sincere  thanks  for 
the  faithful  prayer  support  of  our 
people,  and  asked  that  even  more 
prayer  be  offered  for  their  ministrv. 
They  stated  that  there  were  times 
that  they  could  actuallv  feel  this 
praver  support. 

Two  other  chaplains— Cecil  Lewis 
and  Richard  Pfaff,  Grace  Seminarv 
graduates  affiliated  with  the  General 
Association  of  Regular  Baptists,  were 
also  visited.  This  gratifying  visit  with 
them  was  set  up  in  the  schedule  by 
the  Military  Assistance  Command  in 
Saigon.  These  men  expressed  a  con- 
tinuing appreciation  for  Grace  Semi- 
narv, and  asked  to  be  remembered  to 
friends.  They  spoke  of  rich  blessing 
from  the  Lord  in  their  work  as  chap- 
lains in  Vietnam. 

Another  thrilling  part  of  the  visit 
was  seeing  the  national  church  carrv- 
ing  on  its  ministry  and  even  expand- 
ing under  extremelv  difficult  condi- 
tions.  The  Christian  and  Missionary 
Alliance  is  the  main  protestant  group 
v\'orking  in  the  country.  They  have 
over  320  churches  in  the  country,  with 
about  fourteen  in  Saigon  and  nine  in 
Da  Nang.  Thev  are  in  constant  con- 
tact with  Christians  in  villages  that 
are  being  harrassed  bv  the  enemy. 
They  are  branching  out  from  estab- 
lished churches  to  form  new  groups, 
and   thev  are  very  active   in   service

centers  for  Vietnamese  and  U.S.  sol- 
diers. Last  year  thev  spent  over  $5,- 
000  per  month  in  Vietnam  for  litera- 
ture alone!  How  we  need  to  pray  for 
the  church  in  that  land. 

The  trip  was  very  worthwhile  in 
that  our  chaplains  were  encouraged 
and  v\'ere  assured  of  our  prayer  sup- 
port and  our  desire  to  keep  in  touch 
with  them.

Churcn"State 
Principle  Tnreatenea

Our  precious  liberty  of  separation 
of  church  and  state  is  again  chal- 
lenged by  Bishop  Ernest  J.  Primeau 
of  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  in 
the  column,  Views  of  the  People,  in 
the  National  Reoister  dated  October 
19,  1967: 

"An  increasing  number  of  Catholic 
schools  will  close  over  the  next  five 
years  'if  no  concern  is  demonstrated 
for  their  existence.'  Where  constitu- 
tional roadblocks  to  aid  for  parochial 
education  exists,  Catholics  should 
work  through  the  democratic  pro- 
cesses for  their  removal.  'It  is  the 
right  and  duty  of  every  Catholic  to 
see  that  the  injustice  now  existing 
which  prevents  financial  help  to  chil- 
dren in  Catholic  schools  should  be  re- 
dressed by  a  change  in  the  constitu- 
tion, if  need  be,  to  bring  it  in  line 
with  the  times.' " 

In  the  same  issue  of  the  National 
Register,  the  sympathetic  tendencies 
of  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson 
toward  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
are  enhanced  by  his  words  of  com- 
ment in  favor  of  the  contribution  of 
Catholic  schools  to  the  total  American 
education  effort. 

In  his  letter  saluting  the  observance 
of  Catholic  Education  Week,  Presi- 
dent Johnson  wrote: 

"Catholic  Education  Week  calls  to 
mind  the  significant  contribution  of 
Catholic  schools  to  the  total  Ameri- 
can educational  effort.  This  effort 
will  measure  the  greatness  of  tomor- 
row's America. 

"The  distinguished  list  of  Catholic 
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graduates,"  continued  the  president, 
"who  have  been  of  service  to  our 
country  attests  to  the  splendid  accom- 
plishments of  your  schools.  It  is  most 
encouragino  to  see  that  you  are  ear- 

o      o 

nestlv  searching  for  improved  ways  to 
meet  the  educational  challenges  of 
our  modern  society. 

'The  schooling  of  our  young,"  he 
continued,  "is  indeed  a  precious 
charge.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  your 
schools  unselfishly  sharing  this  re- 
sponsibility with  the  other  educa- 
tional institutions  of  this  land  in  the 
great  American  tradition.  Let  me  ex- 
tend my  warmest  best  wishes  to  you." 

With  these  observations  we  can  see 
the  present  efforts  being  put  forth  un- 
der present  political  arrangements. 
We  need  to  stand  firm  in  our  efforts 
to  keep  our  religious  and  educational 
liberties,  which  our  forefathers  ob- 
tained with  their  sweat,  blood,  and 
tears.  By  whatever  means,  Rome  is 
dedicated  to  gain  control  of  nations 
not  yet  under  her  rule.  Getting  gov- 
ernment  support  is  an  underlying  mo- 
tive, and  she  will  use  our  liberties  to 
remove  the  same  liberties  we  are 
now  enjoying.  These  liberties  were 
wrought  by  faithful  believers  in  the 
authority  of  the  Word  of  God  in  lay- 
ing the  foundation  stones  of  liberty 
emodied  in  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States.  Let's  not  be  confused 
by  the  new  face  being  worn  by  this 
great  system,  showing  it  is  but  a  sur- 
face current,  when  the  undercurrents 
are  not  changing  in  her  basic  doc- 
trines  and  policy.  T

A  few  weeks  ago  I  stood  bv  the 
Sea  of  Galilee  where  Jesus  taught  His 
disciples  so  many  illustrative  lessons. 
I  fullv  realized  that  the  ground  is  not 

-  o 

sacred;  yet  there  was  a  special 
warmth  and  joy  in  mv  heart  as  I 
realized  that  it  was  somewhere  around 
this  beautiful  lake  that  He  encour- 
aged them  to  cast  their  nets  on  the 
other  side  of  the  ship  for  a  catch  that 
strained  their  nets  as  thev  drew  them 
in.  And  it  was  here  that  He  had  ex- 
tended the  invitation,  "Follow  me, 
and  I  will  make  vou  fishers  of  men." 

As  I  ate  a  fish  dinner  almost  at  the 
lake's  edge,  I  was  constantly  meditat- 
ing upon  this  particular  phase  of  Je- 
sus' ministry  to  His  disciples.  I  was 
rejoicing  that  they  had  followed  Him 
and  had  learned  not  only  how  to 
draw  the  net  to  catch  fish,  but  also  to 
win  men  to  Him.  It  was  only  natural 
to  project  my  thinking  to  my  own 
"fishing  for  men,"  and  to  the  church's 
"drawing  the  net"  in  our  evangelistic 
efforts.  It  was  indeed  a  time  of  evalu- 
ation and  of  taking  inventory. 

The  last  Sunday  of  February  is 
"Evangelism  Sunday."  It  is  not  more 
sacred  than  any  other  Sunday.  And 
it  is  not  to  be  thought  of  as  the  Sun- 


day on  which  we  stress  the  winning 
of  the  lost  to  Christ.  Indeed  this  is  a 
ministry  for  every  day  of  the  year. 
However,  this  can  be  a  time  when  we 
can  remind  ourselves  of  the  impor- 
tance—yes, the  urgency— of  this  one 
job  that  Christ  has  asked  us  to  do. 
It  can  be  a  time  of  heart-searching 
and  evaluating  our  efforts  in  evan- 
gclism  and  a  time  of  dedication  to  the 
task  that  will  result  in  greater  accom- 
plishments. God  grant  that  it  might 
be  all  this  and  more. 

In  a  survey  of  all  Brethren  pastors 
in  the  spring  of  1967  some  very  inter- 
esting opinions  on  evangelism  were 
expressed.  It  was  the  opinion  of  most 
that  the  pastor  of  the  local  church 
must  lead  out  in  the  evangelism  pro- 
gram, but  64.5%  of  those  responding 
felt  that  he  cannot  do  the  job  alone 
and  that  he  needs  an  outside  evange- 
list to  help.  Yet  65%  felt  that  the 
full-time  evangelist  is  not  being  used 
as  much  as  previously,  and  73%  said 
they  do  not  feel  that  the  average 
church  evangelistic  campaign  has  an 
adequate  amount  of  preparation. 
These  opinions  should  lead  us  to  re- 
evaluate our  evangelistic  efforts.  Are 
our  pastors  doing  their  part  in  leading 


their  people  in  e\-angelism?  Are  evan- 
gelists sufficienth-  prepared  and  spiri- 
tually ready  to  make  their  ser\'ices  at- 
tractive to  the  churches?  And,  are  our 
people  doing  their  part  to  plan  and 
pray  for  meetings  that  are  scheduled? 
Campus  Crusade  and  other  organi- 
zations have  demonstrated  that  people 
can  be  taught  to  witness.  Perhaps  we 
need  to  do  more  to  teach  our  people 
the  "how  to"  of  evangelism.  VVe  must 
be  careful  to  stress  it  not  just  as  a 
course  to  be  studied,  but  also  as  a 
calling  to  be  followed.  Rather  than 
looking  upon  it  as  a  dutv,  it  must  be- 
come a  passion.  The  R.  Paul  Miller 
Lectures  in  Grace  Seminary  were 
established  as  a  memorial  to  this  out- 
standing Brethren  evangelist,  with 
the  purpose  of  stressing  the  ministry 
of  evangelism.  Thev  have  been  profit- 
able and  well-received.  The  lectures 
of  Evangelist  Dean  Fetterhoff  have 
been  printed  in  the  booklet  Dynamics 
of  Erangelisiu  and  widely  distributed 
in  our  denomination.  A  vision  of  Dr. 
R.  Paul  Miller  was  to  have  a  Chair 
of  Evangelism  at  Grace  Seminary. 
Would  it  be  profitable  to  the  cause  of 
evangelism  to  work  toward  such  a 
goal? 

o 

The  Board  of  Evangelism  is  doing 
a  good  job.  The  appointment  of  a 
full-time  director  was  a  good  move. 
Bill  Smith  and  his  staff  are  moving 
forward  with  plans  for  wider  coverage 
of  our  churches.  They  are  doing  a 
good  job  of  using  literature  in  their 
meetings.  Reports  from  their  work 
are  encouraging.  The  outlook  is 
bright.  With  adequate  prayer  sup- 
port and  financial  backing  they  will 
be  able  to  continue  and  to  expand 
their  outreach. 

On  Evangelism  Sunday  and 
throughout  the  year  let  us  work  at 
the  ministry  of  evangelism.  Let  us 
constantly  be  reminded  that  the  invi- 
tation to  the  disciples.  "Follow  me, 
and  I  will  make  you  fishers  of  men," 
is  also  His  invitation  to  us.  Let  us 
follow  Him  in  the  drawing  of  the 
net  for  souls!  ▼ 


February  24,  1968 


Sunday  morning  broke  bright  and 
clear  over  the  Los  Angeles  basin. 
The  sun  tinged  the  snow-capped 
mountains  with  brilHant  hues  of  gold, 
and  the  promise  of  a  beautiful  day 
was  a  reality.  The  freeways  leading 
from  the  greater  Los  Angeles  area 
were  crowded  with  the  exodus  of  city 
dwellers   trekking   to   the   myriad   of

A    full    church    .    .    .    and    crowded    parking    lot. 

resort  areas  that  abound  in  Southern 
California.  Campers,  boats,  and  trail- 
ers, laden  with  recreational  equip- 
ment, made  driving  hazardous  on 
the  second  weekend  of  the  new  year. 
Along  this  serpentine  highway  be- 
tween Los  Angeles  and  San  Bernar- 
dino are  many  small  cities  with  boun- 
daries no  longer  distinctly  defined. 
The  "no-man's  land"  that  once  separ- 
ated these  suburban  towns  has  long 
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since  been  occupied  by  those  residents 
who  preferred  commuting  rather  than 
Hving  in  the  down-town  area  of  Los 
Angeles.  One  such  community  is  the 
city  of  Montclair.  Originally  it  was 
just  a  typical,  small  college  town  but 
now,  like  all  those  others  along  the 
Freeway,  is  caught  up  in  the  frenzy  of 
actiyity  of  suburban  America. 

On  the  Sunday  morning  of  January 
S.  1968,  hovyeyer,  not  all  the  people 
who  were  tra\'eling  were  headed  for 
the  mountains.  Some  turned  off  the 
freevyay  and  into  the  parking  lot  of 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Mont- 
clair—one  hundred  and  fifty  of  them 
to  be  exact!  To  one  notina  the  arrival 
of  those  coming  to  church  on  this 
morning,  it  was  apparent  that  some- 
thing special  was  afoot.  In  addition  to 
the  air  of  excitement  that  prevailed, 


Brethren  Church  of  Montclair  had 
undergone  all  the  vicissitudes  of 
church  development— heartaches,  joy, 
disappointment,  anticipation,  and  so 
on.  But  with  the  arrival  of  a  new 
pastor  this  last  year,  Rev.  Allen  Herr, 
the  progress  in  the  church  took  on  a 
ne\v  and  consistent  pattern  of  growth. 
For  several  consecutive  months  prior 
to  the  decision  to  go  "self-supporting," 
there  were  decisions  and  baptisms 
nearly  every  Sunday.  These  facts 
stood  out  as  an  indication  of  God's 
blessing  and  direction  for  this  group 
of  believers.  On  hand  to  celebrate 
with  them  on  this  memorable  dav  was 
the  western  field  secretary  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
Rev.  Robert  Thompson.  He  com- 
mended them  for  their  faithful  service 
in  this  corner  of  God's  vineyard,  and 


for  Christ  were  recorded  at  the  close 
of  the  service,  and  this  was  taken  as  a 
further  token  of  God's  approval  on 
this  step  of  faith. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  list  all 
those  individuals  who,  under  the  di- 
rection and  blessing  of  the  Lord, 
made  this  occasion  possible.  Each  pas- 
tor and  layman  who  had  served  here 
in  the  past  had  a  definite  part  in  the 
development  of  the  home-mission 
church.  In  addition  there  were  those 
countless  friends,  who,  through  faith- 
ful prayers  and  financial  support,  had 
really  supplied  the  vital  ingredients 
to  such  an  effort.  Building  churches, 
as  in  so  much  of  the  Lord's  work,  is 
not  a  matter  of  individual  or  personal 
achievement  but  is  the  result  of  manv 
people  pulling  together  to  accomplish 
the  task.

the  many  savory  dishes  of  food  that 
dissappeared  into  the  kitchen  gave 
further  evidence  that  this  day  was 
something  special. 

In  the  life  and  development  of  any 
Brethren  Home  Mission  Church 
there  are  some  days  that  stand  out  as 
memorable  events.  There  is,  first  of 
all,  the  day  that  marks  the  very  be- 
ginning of  a  new  church;  then  there  is 
the  day  when  property  is  acquired, 
the  day  when  ground  is  broken  for  a 
new  building,  the  dedication  of  that 
new  building,  and  perhaps  some 
others  which  might  be  mentioned. 
Chief  among  them,  though,  in  home- 
mission  churches  is  that  day  when  a 
church  takes  the  step  of  faith  and  de- 
clares its  financial  independence  from 
the  home  missions  council.  It  was 
that  day  for  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Montclair,  California. 

Begun  ten  years  before,  the  Grace 


in  a  challenging  message  he  exhorted 
them  to  be  alert  to  the  certain  at- 
tempts of  Satan  to  thwart  them  in 
their  recent  decision.  He  further 
pointed  out  for  them  that  in  their 
"declaration  of  independence'  from 
the  home  missions  council  they  were 
in  a  very  real  sense  reaffirming  their 
"dependence"  in  God's  ability  to  sup- 
ply their  needs. 

In  Sunday  school  each  class  with 
100  percent  attendance  had  its  pic- 
ture taken,  and  each  pupil  was  prom- 
ised an  enlarged  black  and  white  por- 
trait of  his  particular  group.  Visitors 
were  properly  recognized,  and  they 
received  a  warm  invitation  to  return 
again.  The  choir  director,  Mr.  Ralph 
Kemmerer,  led  the  congregation  in 
singing  several  great  hymns  of  the 
church,  and  the  melody  created  bv  the 
singing  of  thankful  voices  added  to 
the  moving  occasion.  Seven  decisions 


That  the  Grace  Brethren  Church 

of  Montclair  recognized  this  day  as 
simply  a  milestone  in  their  program, 
rather  than  an  end  in  itself,  was  evi- 
denced in  the  meeting  of  the  trustees 
in  the  afternoon.  These  men  met  to 
discuss  plans  for  a  Sunday-school  an- 
nex to  be  constructed  soon  to  accom- 
modate the  many  new  people  who  are 
beginning  to  come.  It  was  perfectly 
clear  that  the  Grace  Brethren  Church 
of  Montclair  had  no  intention  of  rest- 
ing on  its  oars  at  this  stage  of  its  devel- 
opment, but  was  setting  its  course  for 
greater  victories  in  the  days  to  come.--

On  Monday  evenings  a  meeting  is  held  for  blind 
Jewish  people  at  the  Brethren  Messianic  Testi- 
mony, better  known  as  the  Mission.  These  folk  are 
transported  by  Mr.  Bruce  Button,  Miss  Isobel  Fraser 
and  Air.  lohn  Neelv.  Mrs.  Button  and  Mrs.  Neely 
are  left  at  the  Mission  to  get  chairs  arranged,  and 
so  on. 

When  the  cars  return  to  the  Mission,  the  horns 
are  sounded,  and  Mrs.  Button  jumps  up  and  opens 
the  doors.  Then  we  are  all  pressed  into  service  as 
we  lead  these  people  inside  and  find  them  seats. 
After  speaking  with  them  for  a  week  or  two,  they 
come  to  know  who  we  are  by  our  voices.  Oh  how 
precious  some  of  these  have  become  to  us!  They  are 
very  affectionate,  and  all  the  ladies  have  to  kiss  our 
ladies.  As  they  are  seated,  thev  ask  questions  like 
the  following:  "Is  Rose  here?";  "Where's  Dorothy? 
I  want  to  sit  by  her.";  or  "Did  Sam  make  it  tonight?" 
It  is  sad,  when  one  stands  by  with  two  good  eyes  and 
can  see  that  Rose  is  not  present,  and  that  Dorothy 
is  sitting  on  the  sreen  chair,  and  also  that  Sam  is 
sitting  on  the  couch  happily  chatting  with  the  one 
beside  him. 

At  eight  o'clock  Mr.  Button  calls  the  meeting  to 
order  and  everyone  gets  very  quiet.  Should  there 
be  one  who  has  not  heard  the  meeting  called  to 
order,  the  others  really  get  perturbed  and  shush 
that  one  in  a  hurry.  They  do  not  care  who  it  might 
be  either— one  of  the  questionable  blessings  of  not 
being  able  to  see.  After  an  opening  prayer,  we  have 
roll  call  with  each  one  giving  his  name.  This  gives 
these  dear  ones  a  general  idea  of  who  is  present. 
Then,  we  have  singing.  Mr.  Button  and  Mr.  Neely 
take  care  of  this,  teaching  some  choruses.  At  our 
first  meeting  thev  sang,  "There's  a  Welcome  Here," 
led  by  Isobel  Fraser.  Our  hearts  were  really  warmed 
as  we  realized  that  all  this  had  to  be  memorized, 
and  we  also  felt  that  thev  meant  it.  These  folks 
know  no  stranger,  so  we  feel  we  have  been  accepted. 
They  really  try  to  sing  and  learn  the  words.  I  heard 
them  sing,  "Safe  Am  I,  Safe  Am  I,  In  the  Hollow 
of  His  Hand,"  and  I  felt  thev  knew  what  thev  were 
singing.  After  this,  we  usually  have  a  special  num- 
ber. Dianne  Button  Ballard  has  played  a  major  part 
in  the  special  numbers  with  her  accordion;  and  now 
her  husband,  Paige,  has  entered  the  picture,  and 
they  sing  together.  Paige  also  plavs  the  guitar.  Mr. 
Neely  plays  a  trumpet,  so  he  also  presents  special 
numbers.  Following  the  music,  Mr.  Button  opens 
the  Word  of  God  and  faithfully  teaches  these  who 
have  two  strikes  against  them  already— no  sight  and 
blinded  by  Jewish  traditions.  We  close  with  praver, 
and  there  are  always  those  who  ha^■e  questions. 
While  the  men  seek  to  answer  these  questions,  the 
women  proceed  to  put  up  travs,  give  out  napkins 
and  spoons,  and  then  pass  the  refreshments.  As  they 
have  this  time  of  fellowship,  we  go  among  them 
and  talk.  There  are  always  some  who  desire  to  know 
more  about  the  One,  Jesus  our  Messiah.  We  walk 
around  filling  cups  and  helping  in  whatever  wav  we 
can.  After  all  ha\'e  eaten,  the  dishes  removed,  and 
travs  taken  down,  Mrs.  Button  comes  out  with  their 
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sweaters,  coats,  and  a  very  important 
item  to  them,  their  canes.  Good-byes 
are  said,  and  thev  are  all  led  out  to 
the  cars  and  driven  to  their  homes. 

These  people  have  a  handicap,  but 
some  have  accepted  their  blindness 
and  appear  very  happv.  Others  have 
never  accepted  it,  and  thev  are  miser- 
able. If  we  would  tell  them  that  thev 
would  be  healed  if  they  accepted 
Christ  as  their  own  personal  Saviour, 
I  believe  thev  all  would.  But,  we  can- 
not promise  them  this.  We  can  only 
present  the  Messiah  Jesus  to  them  as 
their  Saviour  and  Hope,  and  it  is  up 
to  each  one  to  make  this  very  personal 
decision  for  himself. 


We  feel  that  some  might  come  to 
this  meeting  just  so  thev  can  have 
fellowship  with  others,  and  one  can- 
not blame  them  for  this.  Then  some 
may  come  for  the  cake  and  coffee. 
Remember,  Christ  fed  5,000  men  be- 
sides women  and  children  with  the 
five  loaves  and  two  fishes,  and  there 
were  not  5,000  saved  that  dav.  Even 
then,  with  our  Lord  in  the  midst, 
some  came  for  the  material  feedina. 

o 

But  our  point  is  this:  these  blind 
people  come— and  thev  hear!  And  our 
hope  is  that  the  Holv  Spirit  will  take 
the  message  to  their  hearts.  It  is  a  sad 
thing  to  see  blind  people  groping  their 


way  through  life.  Physical  blindness 
—what  a  pity— but  how  much  worse 
is  spiritual  blindness!  If  they  could 
only  say,  "Once  I  was  spiritually 
blind,  but  now  I  see,"  our  shouts  of 
praise  from  overflowing  hearts  would 
rock  the  Mission. 

Pray  for  these  as  thev  come,  also  for 
others  who  do  not  attend,  and  for  all 
of  us  that  we  might  have  the  wisdom 
which  comes  onlv  from  above.  Also, 
remember  this  class  as  it  meets  for  a 
noon  meeting  once  a  month  instead 
of  at  night.  There  are  a  few  people 
who  are  not  blind,  who  attend  only 
this  special  event.  ▼

It  was  a  disappointing  dav.  The 
reason?  Apparently  insurmountable 
circumstances  had  forced  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council  to  put  a 
"for  sale"  sign  on  the  front  lawn  of 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Ber- 
rien Springs,  Michigan.  The  council, 
burdened  with  a  need  for  a  witness 
in  the  city,  tried  to  sell  the  property 
to  some  other  evangelical  group. 
Nothing  happened.  They  received  no 
reasonable  offers.  The  expense  on  the 
property  began  to  mount.  The  coun- 
cil did  its  best  to  sell  the  church,  but 
soon  it  became  apparent  this  was  not 
the  will  of  God.  The  property  wasn't 
supposed  to  be  sold.  The  church  was 
refusing  to  be  closed! 

In  June,  1966,  the  Michigan  Dis- 
trict Mission  Board  met  with  Rev. 
Lester  E.  Pifer,  executive  secretary  of 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil. Burdened  about  Berrien  Springs, 
they  decided  to  reopen  the  work. 
Present  at  the  meeting  was  Mr.  Rob- 
ert Poirier,  a  student  at  the  Grand 
Rapids  School  of  the  Bible  and  Music. 
Rev.  Pifer  presented  the  need  of  a 
minister  to  Robert  Poirier.  Mr. 
Poirier  presented  the  obstacles  in  his 
way.  He  had  six  months  of  schooling 
left,  a  wife  and  six  children  to  sup- 
port, and  add  to  this  the  110  mile 
driving  distance  between  Berrien 
Springs  and  Grand  Rapids.  The  ap- 
parent answer  was,  "No."  Two 
months  of  daily  prayer  later,  the  an- 
swer was,  "Yes." 


October  1,  1966,  found  laymen 
from  the  district  arriving  at  Berrien 
Springs  for  a  work  day.  Fifteen  days 
later,  fifteen  people,  including  the 
Poirier  familv,  traveled  the  1 10  miles 
from  Grand  Rapids.  Two  people 
from  the  Berrien  Springs  community 
joined  them  for  the  four  opening 
Sunday-school  classes  and  the  first 
worship  service  in  the  church. 

Discouraged  but  not  defeated,  the 
small  congregation  began  to  feel 
God's  blessing  on  their  work.  Inter- 
ested  individuals  throughout  the  dis- 
trict helped  the  Berrien  Springs  be- 
lievers financially.  The  church  re- 
ceived a  gift  of  $500  from  the  estate 
of  a  lady  who  passed  away  shortly 
after  the  work  was  reopened. 

Two  goals  v\'ere  set  at  their  first 
service.  The  congregation  determined 
to  give  a  $100  Thanksgiving  offering 
to  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  and  have  forty  people  in 
Sunday  school  by  Christmas.  God 
saw  fit  to  meet  the  first  goal;  the  con- 
gregation had  to  wait  for  the  second. 

God  blessed  in  other  ways.  On  De- 
cember 18  the  first  spiritual  babies 
were  born  in  the  new  Berrien  Springs 
Grace  Brethren  Church. 

As  the  work  grew,  so  did  the  re- 
sponsibilities.  Soon  Rev.  Poirier 
needed  help.  It  came  in  the  form  of 
Grace  Seminary  student  Mike  Os- 
trander  and  his  wife,  Judy,  who  came 
to  Berrien  Springs  for  a  summer  min- 
istry. Before  they  left,  the  church  also 


welcomed  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Harold 
Mason  and  his  family,  missionaries 
from  Africa. 

October  22  \\'as  a  very  special  day 
for  the  Berrien  Springs  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church.  It  was  the  day  when 
thev  had  fiftv-eight  people  in  Sunday 
school  and  si.xtv-three  in  the  morning 
worship  service.  They  had  prayed 
about  this  goal  for  over  six  months. 
It  couldn't  have  happened  on  a  better 
day,  for  October  22  was  the  day  the 
Berrien  Springs  believers  were  enjoy- 
ing the  church's  first  anniversary. 

October  29  was  the  final  day  of  a 
Sundav-school  contest  that  included 
seventeen  fundamental  churches. 
The  winner?  Berrien  Springs  Grace 
Brethren  Church.  They  finished  first 
with  a  67  percent  gain  for  the  first 
five  weeks  over  last  year's  average,  and 
a  120  percent  gain  on  the  last  Sunday 
of  the  contest.  On  the  same  Sunday 
God  gave  the  church  four  public  de- 
cisions. Two  were  for  salvation  and 
two  for  rededication. 

It  seems  as  if  the  Lord  has  an  even 
greater  year  of  blessing  in  store  for 
the  determined  Berrien  Springs 
Brethren.

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A  Painful  Subject

In  Southern  California  there  is  a 
dentist  who  advertises  "painless  den- 
tistry." However,  those  who  visit  his 
office  report  that  his  advertising  is  not 
entirely  true.  Oh,  the  anesthetic  ren- 
ders one  unconscious  during  the  ex- 
traction, but  when  consciousness  re- 
turns, there  is  a  throbbing  reminder 
of  his  work.  In  the  same  wav  manv 
preachers  have  been  promoting  a 
propaganda  of  "painless  giving."  In 
their  effort  to  desensitize  the  "pain" 
of  giving,  the  great  Biblical  term 
tithe  has  taken  on  a  certain  theologi- 

o 

cal  onus  that  practically  puts  it  in  the 


same  categorv  as  profanity.  But  tith- 
ing is  a  very  proper  term  for  a  Chris- 
tian's vocabularv;  and  in  spite  of  its 
painful  connotation,  it  is  a  very  prac- 
tical solution  to  the  economic  ills  of 
our  modern-day  church. 

We  should  remember,  however, 
that  not  all  pain  is,  in  itself,  a  bad 
thing.  Out  of  some  suffering  comes 
some  verv  wonderful  things.  What 
woman  would  denv  the  blessed 
worthwhileness  of  the  excruciating 
agony  of  childbirth?  The  wonderful 
fl(K)d  of  jov  that  fills  her  heart  as  she 
holds  in  her  arms  that  newborn  infant 


is  reward  enough  for  those  hours  of 

o 

suffering.  Although  it  is  possible  in 
this  twentieth  centurv  to  totallv  elimi- 
nate the  pains  of  childbirth,  medical 
authorities  urge  voung  mothers  to  use 
a  minimum  of  these  drugs  in  order  to 
escape  their  detrimental  side  effects. 
It  is  possible  that  in  the  efforts  to 
eliminate  the  distress  which  some 
Christians  evidently  experience  at  the 
thought  of  giving,  there  has  devel- 
oped some  serious  complications  with- 
in the  body  of  Christ.  Among  the 
many  devices  that  have  been  used  to 
alleviate  the  pains  of  giving,  the  most 
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common  is  the  propaganda  that  tith- 
ing is  no  longer  necessary  for  New 
Testament  believers.  Such  a  practice 
is  a  serious  mistake  and  is  resulting 
in  a  group  of  believers  who  refuse  to 
accept  their  responsibility  in  financ- 
ing God's  program.  It  has  the  same 
effect  on  Christians'  giving  as  arsenic 
has  as  a  remedy  for  headaches.  It 
kills  the  pain,  but  the  cure  is  fatal. 

There  is  a  unanimity  of  thinking 
concerning  the  necessity  of  giving, 
but  little  agreement  as  to  the  method. 
Knowing  full  well  that  we  are  moving 
into  a  raging  sea  of  controversv,  we 
would,  nevertheless,  like  to  launch 
our  ship  of  protest  against  those  who 
decry  tithing  as  the  proper  modus 
operandi  of  Christians'  giving  in  our 
churches.  The  chief  argument,  of 
course,  is  that  we  are  under  grace  and 
not  under  law.  They  insist  that  tith- 
ing is  an  integral  part  of  the  law  and 
has  no  place  in  the  church  program. 
The  proponents  of  this  theory  have 
ignored  the  fact  that  the  law  contains 
many  principles  for  life  that  extend 
beyond  any  one  period  of  history.  In 
their  enthusiasm  to  refute  this  "legal- 
istic  practice,"  they  have  created  a  fi- 
nancial Frankenstein  that  now  threat- 
ens the  verv  welfare  of  the  church. 
It  is  true  that  the  Mosaic  Law  spelled 
out  many  distinctive  aspects  of  tith- 
ing that  were  unique  to  that  period, 
but  the  general  concepts  of  tithing 
cannot  be  circumscribed  by  dispensa- 
tional  boundaries. 

The  term  tithe  means  literally  a 
tenth,  but  specifically  it  has  reference 
to  that  portion  of  one's  possessions 
that  is  returned  to  the  Lord  in  dem- 
onstration of  obedience  and  recogni- 
tion of  divine  authority.  Secular  his- 
tory records  the  fact  that  even  pagan 
religions  incorporated  tithing  as  a 
vital  part  of  religious  life.  Evidence 
of  this  practice  was  discovered  among 
the  Babylonians  as  early  as  2100  B.C. 
and  among  the  Greeks  around  1300 
B.C.  In  the  days  of  Abraham,  he 
paid  tithes  to  the  mysterious  Mel- 
chesidec,  and  also  Jacob  is  shown 
"pledging  a  tithe  unto  the  Lord." 

Jesus  was  not  suggesting  in  the  pas- 
sage of  Matthew  23:23  that  tithing 
was  unimportant,  nor  was  He  inti- 
mating any  imminant  obsolescence. 
Instead  He  was  pointing  out  that  any 
purely  mechanical  religious  act  apart 
from  a  proper  motive  was  the  worse 
kind  of  hypocrisy.  Those  who  oppose 
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tithing  quote  the  familiar  passage  of 
II  Corinthians  9:7  as  their  chief  text; 
but,  here  again,  Paul  was  not  refer- 
ring to  the  amount  of  one's  gift,  but 
rather  to  the  attitude  with  which  one 
gives  it.  No  single  text  in  the  New 
Testament  can  possiblv  be  construed 
as  an  abrogation  of  the  historical  prin- 
ciple of  tithing  any  more  than  one 
can  find  a  New  Testament  text  to  dis- 
credit the  moral  truths  of  the  Mosaic 
Law.  In  fact,  the  weight  of  evidence 
is  to  the  contrary,  as  indicated  in 
I  Corinthians  16:2  where  Paul  makes 
it  clear  that  proportionate  giving  is 
still  in  vogue.  He  saw  no  particular 
need  of  a  lengthy  description  of  tith- 
ing to  a  people  who  had  never  ques- 
tioned its  validitv.  We  had  to  wait 
until  the  twentieth  century  for  this 
sophistocated  and  intellectual  society 
to  question  such  a  practice. 

Having  considered  the  Biblical 
basis  for  tithing,  let  us  now  consider 
some  logical  reasons  for  continuing  its 
practice  today.  What  better  way  can 
one  demonstrate  the  meaning  of  stew- 
ardship and  man's  recognition  of 
God's  provision?  In  a  world  that  is 
overcome  with  greed  and  selfishness, 
believers  should  manifest  their  devo- 
tion to  God  in  some  concrete  fashion. 
Tithing  allows  no  room  for  specta- 
tors, but  it  involves  every  single  indi- 
vidual. Our  income  tax  laws  make 
provision  for  a  graduated  scale  of  com- 
mitment, but  in  the  rules  of  tithing 
there  are  no  exemptions.  The  distinc- 
tion between  now  and  Moses'  day  is 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  collect- 
ed. Then,  the  tithe  was  a  mandatory 
obligation  and  was  legally  extracted 
from  the  individual.  Today  our  privi- 
lege is  to  give  voluntarily. 

Not  to  be  ignored  is  the  evidence 
that  those  churches  which  practice 
this  method  of  giving  enjoy  a  greater 
degree  of  financial  "success"  than 
those  which  don't.  In  his  book  en- 
titled Creative  Giving,  Mr.  Harley 
C.  Ward  reports  that  "there  is  hardly 
a  church  in  this  country  who  suffers 
financially  after  adopting  this  [an- 
tiqued] practice  of  tithing."  Some  re- 
pudiate tithing  by  contending  that  it 
violates  the  principles  of  faith.  On 
the  contrary,  the  regular  and  con- 
sistent giving  of  a  tenth  of  one's  in- 
come calls  for  a  robust  faith  not  only 
in  the  reality  of  God  but  in  His  pro- 
visionary  ability  as  well.  There  is  very 
little    need    of   faith    for   those    who 


arbitrarily  determine  the  amount  of 
their  contribution,  which  generally  is 
determined  on  the  basis  of  "what  is 
left  after  all  else  is  paid."  Faith  is 
much  more  integrally  involved  when 
one  gives  to  the  Lord  His  portion 
even  before  other  matters  arc  cared 
for. 

We  should  not  overlook  the  fact 
that  to  tithe  is  to  evidence  one's  con- 
fidence in  God's  infinite  wisdom.  An 
omnipotent  and  omniscient  God  can 
be  expected  to  alwa\'S  use  the  "best" 
means  to  an  end.  Finite  creatures 
often  arrive  at  the  best  method  by 
trial  and  error.  Historically  God  has 
used  the  principles  of  tithing  as  the 
best  way  to  receive  His  rightful  por- 
tion from  His  people.  It  appears  that 
the  "end"  today  is  much  the  same  as 
it  was  centuries  ago.  True,  the  setting 
is  quite  different  in  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury, but  all  else  seems  to  be  quite  the 
same.  However,  instead  of  using 
God's  pattern  for  achieving  this  end, 
we  have  resorted  to  the  ridiculous 
methods  of  the  world  to  do  the  work 
of  the  Lord— begging,  pleading,  ca- 
joling, promoting,  and  so  on.  We 
quote  endless  reams  of  statistics  con- 
cerning the  devaluating  dollar  but  fail 
to  see  that  tithing  can  best  stabilize 
the  economic  predicament  of  the 
church.  Regardless  of  the  inflation- 
ary  trends,  God's  portion  will  always 
be  in  the  proper  perspective. 

Without  a  doubt  the  most  sensi- 
tive uncharted  nerve  in  our  body  is 
the  one  between  our  hearts  and  wal- 
lets. In  our  tireless  efforts  to  sedate 
this  part  of  our  being,  we  have  been 
guilty  of  that  sin  which  Malachi  cried 
out  against  so  long  ago:  the  sin  of 
"robbing  God."  Some  have  described 
the  third  chapter  of  Malachi  as  the 
"swan  song"  of  the  Old  Testament; 
1  think  it  is  the  prelude  to  the  New 
Testament.  This  great  prophet  of  a 
past  era  has  given  us  a  blueprint  for 
prosperity  if  we  will  give  heed  to  his 
words.  In  a  day  when  the  need  for 
revival  is  more  acute  than  ever  be- 
fore, let's  not  overlook  this  simple 
little  remedy  even  though  it  may  call 
for  some  personal  suft'ering  on  our 
part.  We  have  not  been  assured  of 
an  easy  way.  In  fact,  the  contrary  is 
true,  for  it  is  said,  "It  is  given  unto 
you,  not  only  to  believe  on  him  but 
also  to  suffer  for  his  sake."  Let's  not 
look  just  for  an  easy  way,  or  a  pain- 
less way,  but  let  us  go  God's  way!    T

While  the  fire 
was  still  smouldering  on  that  sad  Sundav  mornino,  ser- 
vices  were  transferred  nine  miles  north  to  the  buildings 
known  as  Brethren  High  School.   The  new  building  in- 


cludes a  sanctuary  seating  1 ,450  people,  a  secondary  audi- 
torium seating  1,050,  Benson  Chapel  seating  235,  and 
several  auditoriums  seating  100.  There  are  also  Sunday- 
school  facilities  for  2,000  people,  two  Moller  pipe  organs, 
ramps  for  wheel  chairs  for  all  buildings,  and  a  13-office 
administration  area.  The  gym  is  available  for  church 
groups,  the  sanctuary  is  completely  air  conditioned,  and 
there  is  off-street  parking  for  240  cars.

There  is  an  academic  revolution  in  progress  within 
the  area  of  education  all  across  the  world.  So- 
ciety in  general  is  scarcely  conscious  of  the  trend. 
Even  educators  have  been  so  much  a  part  of  the 
total  scheme  that  they  scarcely  recognize  its  move- 
ment. Sputnik  was  the  first  public  indication  of  its 
existence,  though  to  the  world  of  men  and  women 
even  this  did  not  carry  with  it  a  significant  inter- 
pretation of  meaning.  Accumulating  evidence  of 
this  trend  is  to  be  found  in  the  massive  increase  in 
enrollment  in  institutions  of  higher  learning.  A  few 
years  ago  there  were  just  two  and  one-half  million 
students  enrolled  in  colleges  and  universities.  In 
ten  years  time  this  has  increased  to  seven  and  one- 
half  million.  And  all  the  evidence  points  to  the 
fact  that  in  five  years  this  number  will  exceed  ten 
million.  This  sisantic  surse  in  the  direction  of  edu-

cation  is  not  accidental.  There  are  facts  to  explain 
why  the  trend  is  moving  into  such  astronomical 
dimensions. 

The  Knowledge  Explosion 

For  one  thing,  this  is  the  era  of  the  knowledge 
explosion.  In  the  last  twenty  years  there  has  been 
more  progress  in  unlocking  the  secrets  of  the  uni- 
verse than  in  all  the  history  of  the  world  up  to 
this  time.  From  the  beginning  of  mankind  until 
the  time  of  Christ,  knowledge  doubled.  From  the 
time  of  Christ  to  1700,  knowledge  doubled  again. 
From  1700  to  1900  knowledge  doubled  yet  again. 
From  1900  to  1950  knowledge  doubled  again.  From 
1950  to  1960  knowledge  doubled  again.  And  from 
1960  to  1968,  it  is  a  fair  conclusion  that  knowledge 
has  doubled  yet  again.  What  the  future  holds  ts 
beyond  the  human  mind  to  imagine. 

Parents  are  made  conscious  of  the  vast  increase 
of  knowledge  and  its  accessibility  by  what  they 
see  happening  to  their  children  in  school.  Where 
they  were  once  able  to  help  their  children  with 
schoolwork  by  the  assistance  they  were  able  to  give 
at  home,  they  are  now  discovering  it  is  impossible, 
because  their  children  are  being  instructed  in  areas 
where  parents  have  never  been.  Not  only  is  this 
true  in  the  area  of  increased  information,  but  even 
in  the  methods  of  the  acquisition  of  information. 

The  Changing  Operation 

A  population  explosion  has  forced  humankind 
into  the  field  of  exploration.  Research  and  investi- 
gation have  turned  up  an  almost  unfathomable  body 
of  facts,  devices,  methods,  and  instruments  to 
achieve  even  greater  advances.  This  was  absolutely 
necessary  to  cope  with  the  ever-enlarging  problems 
of  a  swiftly  increasing  population.  And  as  is  only 
too  well  known,  the  problems  are  running  at 
greater  speed  than  are  the  discoveries  of  solutions 
to  the  problems. 
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"...to  meet  the  new 
demands  by  exacting 
preparation." 


Increased  population  demands 
greater  food  production.  This  is  being 
met  in  some  parts  of  the  world  by 
amazing  discoveries  in  increasing  food 
production:  the  fertilization  of  the 
soil  to  unlock  plant  food,  the  manipu- 
lation of  plant  growth  to  respond  to 
fertility,  and  the  breeding  of  animals 
to  yield  more  substantial  food  prod- 
ucts. But  since  this  is  hardlv  meeting 
the  need  even  in  a  small  way,  phar- 
maceutical research  is  seeking  to  de- 
velop  drugs  by  which  the  population 
growth  can  be  controlled.  This  last  is 
not  the  real  answer  to  the  problem, 
it  is  just  a  desperate  expedient. 

Nevertheless,  an  increasing  popu- 
lation, with  a  shrinking  world  be- 
cause of  the  scientific  development 
of  new  and  faster  methods  of  trans- 
portation and  communication,  is  forc- 
ing changes  on  a  vast  and  swiftly 
moving  scale.  This  produces  compe- 
tition for  survival. 

The  Challenging  Competition 

It  was  Sputnik  that  heralded  a  new 
era  in  academic  circles  in  Russia  and 
across  the  world.  When  this  device 
was  sent  hurtling  through  space,  sud- 
denly men  awoke  to  some  of  the  im- 
plications involved.  This  meant  that 
an  enemy  nation  was  in  possession  of 
information  that  could  be  developed 
to  the  point  of  spelling  out  the  end 
of  American  freedom  and  plenty.  It 
was  then  that  the  space  race  began. 
That  race  was  felt  immediately  in  the 
field  of  education  in  this  country  and 
in  countries  around  the  world. 

Sputnik  announced  to  the  world 
that  there  was  a  portion  of  the  world 
that  had  been  almost  totally  ignored 
in  the  field  of  education.  Russia, 
stretching  across  Europe  and  Asia  to 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  China,  Japan,  In- 
dia, Indonesia,  and  Africa  suddenly 
loomed  up  as  important  for  study: 
language,  culture,  peoples,  govern- 
ments, and  so  on.  This  was  impor- 
tant if  for  no  other  reason  than  to  be 
prepared    for    the    day    when    those 
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realms  could  threat- 
en the  existence  of 
other  nations. 

But  the  area  of 
competition  has 
been  intensified  by 
internal  develop- 
ments. Increasing 
population  has  en- 
larged the  area  of 
need  in  every  realm 
of  life.  Manage- 
ment and  labor  in 
the  field  of  industry 
have  been  brought 
into  serious  confron- 
tation. Management 

o 

employs  automation 
to  protect  its  inter- 
ests, while  labor 
brings  collective  bar- 
gaining to  the  front 
lines.  Racism  has  developed.  Colored 
people  feel  that  the  Whites  are  em- 
ploving  discrimination  against  them, 
so  the  Colored  resort  to  demonstration 
to  protect  themselves. 

The  Exacting  Preparation 

All  this  points  up  the  fact  that  one 
gigantic  effort  is  being  made  to  meet 
the  new  demands  bv  an  exacting  prep- 
aration in  the  field  of  education.  This 
is  not  the  final,  nor  the  only,  solution. 
But  it  is  one  solution  to  the  changing 
pattern  of  life  in  a  world  where  there 
is  a  population  explosion,  knowledge 
explosion,  and  a  problem  explosion. 

Education  will  play  a  vital  role  in 
the  history  of  mankind  in  the  years 
just  ahead.  Campuses  will  enlarge, 
student    bodies    will    grow,    faculties 


will  multiply,  knowledge  will  in- 
crease. And  the  academic  standards 
must  inevitably  rise  higher  and  high- 
er. This  is  an  essential  ingredient  of 
an  increasingly  competitive  society  for 
the  sake  of  survival. 

The  highly  trained  man  and  wom- 
an will  have  a  better  opportunity  of 
surviving  in  the  midst  of  this  chang- 
ing society.  Such  an  individual  will 
be  better  able  to  adapt  to  the  changes 
that  are  moving  swiftly  into  the  pic- 
ture. It  is  therefore  important  that 
Christian  parents  do  their  best  to  see 
that  their  children  have  the  privilege 
of  attending  a  school  that  is  keeping 
abreast  of  rising  standards.  This  we 
are  trying  to  accomplish  at  Grace 
for  the  Lord.  And  to  succeed,  we  need 
the  support  of  God's  people.  T

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Publications 
and  the 
Academic 
Atmosphere

The  academic  atmosphere  of  a 
school  is  not  an  isolated  thing.  It 
is  not  something  that  is  shut  up  in  the 
classroom  for  special  distribution  at 
special  hours.  It  is  one  part  of  school 
spirit  and  unity  that  is  essential  to  a 
thriving  institution.  Academic  atmos- 
phere contributes  to  the  whole  just  as 
individual  activities  on  the  campus 
help  foster  the  academic  climate. 

Stimulation  of  thought,  and  prac- 
tice in  communication  are  important 
to  any  educational  program.  Both  of 
these  are  aided  by  the  campus  pub- 
lications. To  thwart  the  voice  of  the 
students  is  to  thwart  practice  in  think- 
ing and  expression.  The  result  is  a 
blighted  education.  If  students  don't 
think  about  and  comment  on  what 
they  see  around  them  now,  they  will 
be  unlikely  to  respond  to  what  lies  be- 
yond, to  what  will  be  major  problems 
of  the  society  in  which  they  will  be 
living.  The  Christian  cannot  isolate 
himself  or  permit  himself  to  become 
indolent  and  unconcerned  if  he  is  to 
accomplish  his  best  for  the  Lord. 

Grace  College  students  edit  two 
publications:  The  Sounding  Board, 
which  is  the  bi-monthly  newspaper, 
and  the  Heritage,  which  is  the  school 
yearbook.  The  newspaper,  because  of 
its  frequent  publication  and  variety 
of  content,  provides  the  greater 
amount  of  student  expression.  It  also 
provides  training  for  students  in  writ- 
ing and  teaches  the  procedures  in- 
volved in  the  distribution  of  news  and 
opinion.  The  editorial  board  gains  in- 
valuable experience  in  planning  for 
the  editions  of  the  paper.  Few  realize 
the  hours  that  students  spend  to  pro- 
duce a  paper.  So  much  of  their  work 
goes  unappreciated.  But  through  it 
all  they  are  cultivating  dedication  to 
an  important  responsibility.  There  is 
no  better  training  for  life. 

In  addition,  there  is  the  challenge 
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of  looking  at  school  life  and  finding 
areas  for  editorial  comment  and  ac- 
tion. Board  members  have  the  op- 
portunity to  write  for  the  editorial 
page.  Columns  are  another  avenue  of 
self-expression.  At  the  present  time 
the  Sounding  Board  includes  a  col- 
umn "Continental  Comment"  which 
discusses  manv  topics,  often  those  that 
deal   with    cultural    differences. 

Academically,  the  paper  provides 
opportunity  for  articles  of  interpreta- 
tion and  information.  Sometimes  this 
is  in  the  form  of  a  guest  editorial. 
Subjects  range  from  the  area  of  cur- 
rent events  to  campus  problems.  In 
recent  issues  Professor  Wayne  Snider 
and  Dr.  James  Boyer  contributed  ar- 
ticles on  the  Russian  revolution  and 
the  Egyptian/Israeli  war  respectively. 
A  seminary  student  provided  his  opin- 
ion on  the  subject  of  moral  rearma- 
ment. One  editorial  commemorated 
the  Reformation.  The  paper  also 
acquaints  students  with  faculty  mem- 
bers and  other  students  who  are  ex- 
celling in  numerous  areas.  This  is 
extended  to  include  emphasis  on 
classroom  and  departmental  efforts. 

Letters  to  the  editor  also  provide  a 
vehicle  for  self-expression.  Students 
and  faculty  members  are  invited  to 
express  their  opinions  concerning  the 
content  of  the  paper  as  well  as  to 
voice  complaints  and/or  suggestions 
concerning  any  number  of  areas  of 
discussion.  Such  letters  serve  a  two- 
fold purpose.  First,  they  give  the  stu- 
dent a  chance  to  express  himself  and 
to  practice  communicating  with 
others.  In  addition,  the  letters  stir  con- 
troversy on  campus.  A  campus  that 
does  not  have  student  discussion  is  a 
dead  campus.  The  chances  of  learn- 
ing taking  place  are  doubtful  when 
students  are  not  concerned  with  what 
is  going  on  around  them.  Such  a  situ- 
ation is  similar  to  the  person  who 
wants  to  get  to  the  mission  field,  but 
who,  somehow,  never  pets  around 
to  being  a  missionary  right  where  he 
is.  The  probability  of  students  doing 
anything  "out  there"  is  slight  when 
they  aren't  doing  anything  "right 
here." 

Yes,  stimulation  of  thought,  and 
practice  in  communication  are  im- 
portant factors  for  a  healthy  academic 
atmosphere;  and  these  are  aided  by 
the  presence  of  school  publications  on 
the  campus.  ▼

People  who  know  little  of  the  pur- 
pose or  function  of  a  theological 
seminary  tend  to  think  of  seminaries 
as  being  cloisters,  isolated  from  the 
world,  in  which  introverts  revel  in 
"unscrewing  the  inscrutable."  While 
this  may  have  characterized  the  sem- 
inary of  the  Middle  Ages,  it  does  not 
characterize  today's  seminary  —  and 
certainly  not  Grace  Theological  Sem- 
inary! 

For  the  past  three  years  the  Chris- 
tian Education  Department  of  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  has  presented  a 
Christian  education  workshop,  deal- 
ing with  teaching  methods  and  ma- 
terials.  The  workshop  is  planned  and 
produced  by  the  students  enrolled  in 
the  Christian  education  methods  and 
materials  course.  How  does  this  Chris- 
tian education  workshop  contribute  to 
the  academic  climate  on  the  seminary 
campus?  The  following  testimonials 
from  two  of  this  year's  participants  at 
least  partially  answer  that  question. 
The  first  is  from  Mr.  Richard  Jensen, 
graduating  senior  from  Harrah, 
Washington: 

"During  the  month  of  January, 
1968,  it  was  mv  privilege  to  partici- 
pate in  two  Christian  education  work- 
shops. The  value  of  these  workshops 
cannot  be  measured  in  time  spent  in 
preparation  or  money  used  in  the 
buying  of  materials  for  its  presenta- 
tion, but  the  value  lies  in  the  chal- 
lenge to  help  teachers  and  Christian 
educators  overcome  the  problems  of 
the  transfer  of  learning. 

"Perhaps  you  have  attended  Sun- 
day schools  where  the  teacher  did 
nothing  more  than  lecture.  Any 
chance  for  class  participation  was 
ruled  out,  due  to  the  failure  of  the 
teacher  to  realize  that  teaching  is 
more  than  a  one-way  conversation.  In 
our  workshop,  we  presented  this 
problem  and  many  others  just  like  it; 
then  by  demonstrating  different  meth- 
ods   of    teaching,    we    proceeded    to 
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show  how  these  problems  could  be 
best  overcome. 

"Putting  on  a  workshop  of  this  na- 
ture is  of  great  value  to  the  seminary 
student.  It  shows  him  that  there  is 
more  to  education  than  learning  "gro- 
eery  lists"  of  facts.  Factual  knowledge 
is  good,  but  knowing  how  to  transfer 
this  knowledge  to  others  is  better  and 
is  absolutely  essential  if  one  desires  to 
be  more  than  the  'one-way  conversa- 
tional'  teacher. 

"The  preparation  for  presenting 
such  a  workshop  involves  many  man- 
hours.  Academic  credit  is  given  but  is 
an  inadequate  reward  for  such  an 
experience.   The   real   reward   comes

when  you  as  a  teacher  become  aware 
of  the  problems  in  your  teaching  and 
try  to  overcome  them  by  putting  into 
practice  those  methods  you  have 
learned  in  the  Christian  education 
workshop.  By  the  way,  how  long  has 
it  been  since  you  tried  a  panel  dis- 
cussion in  your  classroom  situation?" 

The  second  testimonial  is  from  Mr. 
Bill  Pierson,  graduating  senior  from 
Collingsvvood,  New  Jersey:

Each  member  found  him- 
self actualh'  incorporating  the  book 
knowledge  that  he  had  gained  in  the 
Christian  education  methods  and  ma- 
terials course  by  constructing  a  realis- 
tic situation.  Not  only  did  we  learn 
how  drama  could  be  used  to  teach  a 
Sunday-school  class,  but  also  we  dem- 
onstrated its  use;  and  the  methods  of 
demonstration  had  to  be  those  which 
would  make  it  attractive  and  realistic 
to  the  Christian  education  leaders  of 
the  local  churches. 

"Mr.  Leadership  was  also  on  hand. 
Cooperation  betv\een  the  students  was 
absolutely  essential,  as  each  aspect  of 
organization  was  carried  out.  We  all 
learned  how  to  work  more  efficiently 
as  a  unit. 

"Webster  says  that  academic  means 
'very  learned  but  inexperienced  in 
the  world  of  practical  reality.'  It  is 
my  conviction,  having  better  learned 
and  retained  the  course  material 
given  to  me  through  Prof.  Experi- 
ence, that  we  should  make  better  use 
of  him  to  supplement  our  academic 
situations." 

What  contribution  does  the  Chris- 
tian education  workshop  make  to  the 
academic  climate  of  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary?  It  provides  a  real  labo- 
ratory in  which  the  participating  stu- 
dents accomplish  two  things;  (1)  They 
confirm  in  their  own  experience  the 
things  that  ha\'e  been  committed  into 
their  hands  through  classroom  instruc- 
tion, and  (2)  they  have  the  privilege 
of  passing  their  learning  on  to  others, 
who  will  go  forth  into  their  various 
teaching  situations  and  teach  others 
to  put  them  into  practice,  too!  This 
is  New  Testament  Christian  educa- 
tion (see  II  Tim.  2:2).  Yau  can  par- 
ticipate in  the  seminary's  academic 
climate!  The  next  time  the  sem- 
inary sponsors  a  workshop  on  its 
campus  or  in  your  district,  be  sure 
to  take  part  in  it  if  you  possibly  can. 
Then  you  will  understand  firsthand 
how  the  Christian  education  work- 
shop contributes  to  the  academic  cli- 
mate on  Grace  Theological  Seminary 
campus.  ▼ 
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Physical  Facilities  Aid  Academic  Excellence

In  a  recent  document  published 
by  the  Government  Printing  Of- 
fice, Equality  of  Educational  Op- 
yortunity,  bv  James  S.  Coleman, 
there  appears  this  statement: 

"Differences  in  school  facilities 
and  curriculum  .  .  .  are  so  little 
related  to  differences  in  achieve- 
ment levels  of  students,  that,  with 
few  exceptions,  their  effects  fail  to 
appear  even  in  a  survev  of  this 
magnitude." 

This  conclusion  mioht  lead  one 
to  imagine  that  there  is  no  value 
in  improving  school  facilities. 
Certainlv  a  school  is  more  depen- 
dent for  its  qualitv  on  its  faculty 
and  student  body  than  on  the  com- 
plexity of  its  buildings  and  equip- 
ment. The  traditional  I02  with  a 
master  teacher  on  one  end  and  a 
student  on  the  other  is  not  com- 
pletely an  anachronism. 

But,  just  as  the  automobile  has 
replaced  the  horse-drawn  carriage, 
and  the  supermarket  has  replaced 
the  backyard  garden  and  orchard, 
so  the  external  trappings  of  educa- 
tion have  become  more  and  more 
complex.  The  writer  was  a  student 
in  the  early  days  of  another  col- 
lege, and  has  been  on  the  facultv 
of  Grace  College  from  the  earliest 
days,  when  there  was  not  a  build- 
ing the  college  could  claim  as  its 
own.  He  found,  fortunately,  that 
it  was  possible  to  compete  with 
graduates  from  richly  endowed  in- 
stitutions when  he  studied  with 
them  in  the  Navy  and  in  graduate 
school.  But,  a  school  without  ade- 
quate facilities  cannot  meet  the 
needs  of  students  in  many  ways 
which  should  be  a  normal  part  of 
one's  educational  experience. 

Grace  College  existed  for  some 
years  without  a  dormitorv  or  din- 
ing facility  on  the  campus.  It  is 
almost  self-evident  that  the  devel- 
opment of  a  "Grace"  spirit  in  the 
present,  larger  student  bod)'  neces- 


sitated such  facilities.  While  the 
student  bodv  was  small,  the  motel 
court,  the  Inn,  and  the  hotel  ac- 
commodations were  greatlv  appre- 
ciated, but  semi-public  surround- 
ings were  recognized  as  temporary 
and  emergencv  accommodations. 

The  College  has  for  about  fif- 
teen vears  enjoyed  the  librarv  fa- 
cilities planned  for  a  small  semi- 
nary student  body.  The  student 
body  of  the  two  schools  is  four  or 
five  times  as  large  as  the  early 
plans  projected,  and  the  extension 
of  librarv  holdings  in  both  the  col- 
lege and  seminary  has  resulted  in 
an  over-crowded  and  difficult  situa- 
tion. Dailv  the  students  can  eye 
with  pleasure  the  construction  tak- 
ing place  on  the  new  three-storv 
library  facility.  This  building  will 
become  a  learning  center  in  which 
students  can  find  studv  conditions 
second  to  none.  The  books  which 
are  now  boxed  awav  in  storase  will 
be  available  for  use,  and  tables  and 
chairs  will  be  of  sufficient  number 
to  invite  enlarged  librarv  activity. 
Nothing  can  take  the  place  of  an 
adequate  and  accessible  librarv  in 
any  program  of  higher  education. 

The  improvement  of  facilities  in 
special  areas  is  equallv  desirable 
for  those  who  wish  to  specialize. 
Music  teaching  and  practice  areas, 
physical  education  facilities,  sci- 
ence laboratories,  audio-visual 
equipment,  and  general  classroom 
areas  need  to  be  provided  if  one's 
education  is  to  be  genuinely  a  col- 
lege education. 

Maintenance  of  buildings  and 
grounds  to  provide  warm,  comfort- 
able, surroundings  is  vital  to  aca- 
demic excellence.  A  student  com- 
ing to  Grace  College  expects  that 
his  church  has  provided  a  place  to 
live,  a  place  to  eat,  a  place  to  study, 
a  place  to  worship,  and  a  place  to 
grow  socially. 


The  Lord  has  been  most  gra- 
cious in  providing  the  location  and 
the  present  campus  acreage  and 
buildings.  Each  vear  sees  great 
strides  being  made  to  improve  as 
much  as  is  possible  the  efficient 
use  of  these  facilities.  As  the  stu- 
dent bodv  has  continued  to  grow, 
it  has  been  difficult  to  meet  the 
double  requirement  of  providing 
for  the  larger  number  and  of  im- 
proving conditions  bevond  what 
thev  have  been  in  the  past. 

Grace  College  does  not  seek  to 
improve  physical  facilities  merely 
because  everyone  else  is  doing  it. 
It  is  possible  that  some  are  over- 
doing it,  and  a  small  school  could 
soon  be  over  its  head  in  difficulty 
if  it  attempted  to  compete  in  every 
wav  with  a  large  public  university. 
However,  if  one  is  to  advertise 
that  he  is  in  the  business  of  pro- 
viding qualitv  higher  education, 
he  is  in  competition  with  schools 
of  nearlv  unlimited  resources.  He 
must  pick  and  choose  carefully 
what  he  can  and  cannot  do,  and 
with  wisdom  from  above,  advance 
on  all  fronts  as  rapidlv  as  possible. 
If  this  cannot  be  done,  he  should 
not  claim  to  be  providing  for  the 
young  people  of  this  generation  a 
higher  education  which  will  pre- 
pare them  for  their  own  times. 

Grace  College  has  been  chosen 
by  hundreds  of  earnest  Christian 
students,  and  bv  the  grace  of  God, 
has  been  able  to  provide  an  educa- 
tion sufficient  to  enable  them  to 
excel  in  many  areas  of  service  to 
God  and  humanitv.  The  facilities 
have  been  stretched  often  to  their 
limits,  but  they  have  stretched. 
Pray  that  they  will  continue  to 
enlarge  physically,  and  that  they 
will  be  adequate  to  meet  the  needs 
of  those  hundreds  of  students  who 
will  look  to  Grace  College  for  their 
college  education  in  the  years 
ahead.  ^ 
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Why  study  foreign  languages? 
Here  at  Grace  Collese  and 
Seminary,  the  rationale  for  the  study 
of  Greek  and  Hebrew  is  quite  clearly 
defined  by  simply  stating  that  the 
study  of  these  classical  lansuages  is  a 
prerequisite  for  a  thorough  under- 
standing of  the  Scriptures.  But  ra- 
tionale, and  consequently  motivation 
on  the  part  of  the  student,  is  a  bit 
more  difficult  for  the  average  layman 
to  understand. 

There  is  the  student  who  enrolls  in 
a  foreign  language  course  fully  moti- 
vated to  study  the  language  of  his 
choice  by  a  call  to  the  mission  field 
or  some  other  stronglv  motivating  fac- 
tor that  makes  him  want  to  learn  to 
speak  and  to  communicate  in  that 
language.  Another  will  enroll  in  a 
modern  language  course  simply  be- 
cause the  state  law  or  the  educational 
institution  requires  a  certain  number 
of  credit  hours  in  foreign  language 


the  one  irrevocably  influences  the 
other.  What  American  citizen  of  our 
day  does  not  feel  the  extreme  import- 
ance of  understanding  other  peoples? 
Many  opportunities  exist  for  both 
high  school  and  college  students  and 
teachers  to  participate  in  some  kind 
of  overseas  program.  The  Council  on 
Student  Travel  has  estimated  that 
more  than  5,000  high  school  students 
alone  traveled  abroad  under  various 
programs  in  1962  (recent  figures  are 
not  available).  This  does  not  include 
in  any  way  the  many  missionaries  and 
service  groups  abroad.  Nor  does  it  in- 
clude the  hundreds  of  college  stu- 
dents who  go  overseas  each  year  on 
short  term  missionary  programs,  to 
say  nothing  of  our  armed  forces  over- 
seas. 

To  narrow  the  use  of  knowledoe  of 
a  foreign  language  to  that  within  our 
own  shores,  we  need  only  to  look  into 
such  publications  as  A  Handbook  for 


in  the  fields  of  publishing,  journalism, 
advertising,  transportation,  travel,  ho- 
tels, banking,  import-export,  manu- 
facturing and  mining. 

In  a  recent  study  conducted  of 
graduates  of  DePauw  University,  106 
out  of  187  respondents  to  the  ques- 
tionnaire were  in  gainful  employment 
involving  the  use  of  a  foreign  lan- 
guage. 

Many  times  other  cultures  do  have 
something  to  offer— even  to  us.  This 
is  especially  true  in  the  area  of  medi- 
cal, surgical,  and  scientific  research. 
This  writer,  within  two  weeks'  time, 
translated  two  technical  reports  taken 
from  French  professional  journals  of 
medicine  and  surgery  for  a  surgical 
and  hospital  supply  firm  in  this  area. 
One  of  these  articles  was  over  ten 
years  old,  and  the  equipment  being 
described  had  been  in  wide  use  by 
surgeons  in  France  for  the  past  ten 


study  for  the  granting  of  a  liberal  arts 
degree.  The  student  of  the  first  des- 
cription has  no  problem  with  ra- 
tionale or  motivation;  the  latter  many 
times  has  problems  with  both.  Par- 
ents sometimes  embrace  this  same 
problem  and  ask  the  question:  "Why 
spend  money  and  time  to  study  a 
modern    foreign    language?" 

Americans,  with  their  heads  in  the 
sand,  can  no  longer  feel  complacent 
regarding  the  challenge  of  modern 
foreign  language  study.  Our  shrink- 
ing world,  international  problems,  and 
cultural  appreciation  creates  a  volume 
of  challenging  criteria  for  the  master- 
ing of  languages  other  than  our  own. 
Even  if  one  is  quite  thoroughly  con- 
vinced that  life's  destinies  will  never 
draw  him  into  international  affairs, 
there  is  sufficient  reason  for  the  aver- 
age stay-at-home  American  citizen  to 
be  interested  in  the  language  and 
culture  of  another  people.  Culture 
and  language  are  interdependent,  and 
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Guiding  Students  in  Modern  Foreign 
Languages,  which  is  published  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare,  or  Translat- 
ing Foreign  Language  into  Careers, 
published  by  the  Indiana  Language 
Program,  to  see  the  vast  number  of 
vocational  opportunities  for  people 
with  a  knowledge  of  some  modern 
foreign  language.  The  federal  govern- 
ment  alone  lists  needs  for  translators, 
interpreters,  librarians,  school  teach- 
ers, reporters,  and  secretaries,  all  of 
whom  need  a  knowledge  of  some 
foreign  language.  They  also  list  the 
need  for  personnel  with  the  knowl- 
edge of  a  foreign  language  in  the  area 
of  immigration  patrol,  research  and 
science  information,  foreign  affairs, 
agency  of  international  development, 
peace  corps.  United  States  informa- 
tion agency  and  intelligence  opera- 
tions (CIA  and  NSA).  In  the  area  of 
private  business,  personnel  with  for- 
eign language  competency  is  needed 


years.  Yet  this  same  equipment  is 
only  now  receiving  wide  recognition 
in  this  country. 

But  there  is  still  the  student  who 
must  study  that  foreign  language  in 
order  to  receive  his  degree  at  the  end 
of  his  four  years  of  college,  who  will 
never  use  it  overseas,  nor  on  the  job, 
nor  in  a  vocation.  Whv  must  he  study 
a  foreign  language?  With  modern 
emphases  on  the  aural-oral  approach, 
this  student  will  suddenly  realize  that 
in  his  contact  with  life,  he  constantly 
meets  up  with  phrases  he  has  learned, 
words  he  has  studied,  and  cultural 
implications  which  he  has  absorbed 
that  would  completely  pass  him  by 
meaninglessly  had  he  not  been  ex- 
posed to  a  foreign  language.  He  can- 
not read  a  book,  eat  in  a  restaurant, 
listen  to  the  radio,  or  view  television 
without  being  constantly  reminded 
that  his  study  of  a  foreign  language 
has  enriched  his  life  and  expanded 
this  capacity  for  appreciation.  T 
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While  numerous  advances  have  al- 
ready been  made  at  Grace  Colleoe  in 
the  areas  of  facultv,  buildings,  and 
academic  curriculum,  there  is  one 
aspect  oF  the  teaching  program  at 
Grace  which  deserves  further  recogni- 
tion. This  has  to  do  with  recent 
teaching  innovations  which  afford  our 
students  with  an  opportunity  to  be- 
come involved  with  the  practical  prob- 
lems of  teaching  and  working  in  their 
chosen  areas  of  specialization. 

As  a  Christian  liberal  arts  c<i]lege 
which  also  prepares  young  men  and 
women  for  the  teaching  profession  in 
the  public  schools,  Grace  College  can- 
not afford  to  lag  behind  in  introduc- 
ing and  offering  practical  educational 
experiences  which  will  equip  the 
fledgling  teacher  to  give  leadership 
and  quality  instruction  when  he  en- 
ters his  profession.  Let's  take  a  look 
at  v\'hat  is  being  done  right  no\y  to 
accomplish  this  goal. 

Members  of  Professor  Charles 
Henry's  abnormal  psychology  class 
engage  in  "volunteer"  service  at  the 
Cardinal  Learning  Center  and  Indus- 
trial Workshop  in  Warsaw,  where  the 
mentally  retarded  receive  special  edu- 
cation and  job  training.  The  Grace 
students  spend  ten  hours  in  service  at 
the  school-observing  classes,  helpino 
the  children  read  and  learn  number 
facts,  and  supervising  playground  ac- 
tivities. As  a  follow-up  assignment 
the  college  students  write  a  case  his- 
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torv  of  one  of  the  \oungsters. 

In  the  field  of  music,  Grace  stu- 
dents share  the  responsibility  for  the 
music  program  at  the  Warsaw  Chris- 
tian School.  During  the  first  semester 
of  Mr.  Franks'  public  school  music 
course,  students  spent  a  part  of  one 
dav  a  week  at  the  school,  teaching  the 
children  basic  music  knowledge  and 
leading  them  into  an  appreciation  of 
good  music  by  special  presentations 
and  the  singing  of  songs.  Now  during 
the  second  semester  some  of  Mr. 
White's  students  in  elementary  school 
music  have  taken  over  and  are  con- 
tinuing the  program,  while  the  second 
semester  public  school  music  class 
moves  on  to  receive  exposure  in  sec- 
ondary music  education.  These  stu- 
dents will  now  visit  high  schools  and 
band  clinics  within  traveling  distance, 
and  in  addition  will  teach  high  school 
students  everything  from  general 
music  to  chorus  to  band. 

English  majors  at  Grace  gain  expe- 
rience in  a  new  tutorial  internship 
program  held  in  cooperation  with  the 
Warsaw  Community  School  system. 
Members  of  the  methods  in  teaching 
high  school  English  class,  taught  by 
Mr.  Lovelady,  commute  regularly  to 
Warsaw  High  School  to  spend  a  total 
of  ten  hours  tutoring  two  different 
type  of  students:  either  those  who  are 
having  difficulty  with  specific  prob- 
lems such  as  reading  for  comprehen- 
sion, writing,  and  spelling,  or  those 
who  are  in  advanced  high  school 
classes  and  wish  to  improve  their  skill 
in  composition.  In  this  experience 
Grace  students  are  exposed  realistic- 
ally to  the  needs  and  problems  of  high 
school  English  students  on  an  indi- 
vidual basis,  and  hopefully  the  chal- 
lenge to  communicate  on  this  elemen- 
tal level  will  strengthen  their  ability

to  cope  with  the  student  teaching  ex- 
perience which  follows. 

Although  archaeology  students  at 
Grace  College  are  not  being  specific- 
ally trained  to  teach  the  subject,  the 
course  is  far  from  a  textbook  study. 
After  basic  techniques  have  been  dis- 
cussed, Dr.  Davis'  students  locate  an 
untouched  Indian  mound  and  ap- 
proach it  with  the  same  careful  zest 
as  they  would  if  they  were  digging 
up  Jericho!  All  important  aspects  of 
gridding  and  probing  a  site  are  han- 
dled on  the  spot,  with  the  students 
rotating  their  various  responsibilities 
to  obtain  a  general  grasp  of  what  is 
in\olyed  in  conducting  a  "dig." 

Dr.  Humberd  has  overcome  the 
lack  of  a  computer  on  the  Grace 
campus  by  taking  his  math  majors 
who  are  in  a  computer  course  to  a 
local  accounting  office  in  order  to 
acquaint  them  with  the  IBM  1401 
computer.  The  students  have  learned 
how  to  program  it,  how  to  set  up  prob- 
lems, and  how  to  key  punch  the  IBM 
cards  with  the  proper  information. 
Here  again,  Grace  students  are  learn- 
ing to  extend  theory  into  practice. 

An  important  resource  innovation 
this  year  at  Grace  is  the  curriculum 
librar\',  supervised  by  Mrs.  Fink.  One 
of  the  College  classrooms  has  been 
adapted,  stocked  with  materials,  and 
staffed  so  that  elementary  and  secon- 
dary education  majors  are  able  to  ex- 
amine and  evaluate  textbooks  and 
curriculum  guides  which  are  used  in 
the  schools  today. 

Much  more  could  be  said  about  the 
exciting  practical  innovations  in 
Grace's  student  education  program. 
If  you  really  want  to  know  the  full 
story  of  what  progress  is  being  made 
in  relating  academic  instruction  to 
practical  encounter,  come  to  the  cam- 
pus—either as  a  student  or  as  an  inter- 
ested supporter  of  the  school.  You'll 
undoubtedly  discover  for  yourself  that 
we  are  closing  the  "experience  gap" 
at  Grace.  ▼ 
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Smarter  Freshmen 


Admission  to  Grace  is  not  as 
easy  as  falling  off  the  proverbial 
log.  At  least  today  it  isn't.  Some 
of  our  ancient  alumni  (circa  1950) 
may  be  able  to  recall  when  en- 
trance was  contingent  on  filling 
out  a  one-page  questionnaire  in  the 
back  of  the  catalog.  Time  and  our 
admissions  officers  have  changed 
things  a  bit;  however,  not  everv- 
thing  has  changed. 

Grace  still  requires  all  regular 
students  to  write  a  statement  of 
their  Christian  faith.  On  this  point 
Grace  is  rapidly  becoming  unique 
among  Christian  colleges.  While 
the  spiritual  standards  remain  un- 
changed, the  academic  require- 
ments are  much  more  stringent. 
All  prospective  freshmen  are  re- 
quired to  participate  in  the  Ameri- 
can College  Testing  Program 
(ACT).  This  is  a  series  of  tests 
(English,  mathematics,  social  stud- 
ies, and  natural  science)  and  a 
group  of  questions  concerning  the 
student's   background   and    future 


plans.  In  order  to  be  uncondition- 
ally accepted,  the  prospective  stu- 
dent must  obtain  a  composite  score 
above  the  25th  percentile.  In  other 
words,  he  must  score  in  the  top 
three-fourths  of  all  students  taking 
the  exam.  But  this  is  not  the  only 
academic  requirement. 

Entrance  exams  are  not  infall- 
ible as  predictors  of  college  success. 
Other  factors  are  important.  Mo- 
tivation is  a  prime  example.  Un- 
fortunately, motivation  is  a  multi- 
faceted  abstraction  which  is  diffi- 
cult to  define  and  nearly  impos- 
sible to  measure.  However,  a  stu- 
dent's past  performance  is  probably 
a  partial  measure  of  his  motivation 
to  achieve.  This  is  one  reason  why 
most  colleges  look  at  a  student's 
high  school  grades  or  his  rank  in 
class  before  admitting  him  to  col- 
lege.  Here  Grace  is  no  exception. 
For  unconditional  acceptance  a 
prospective  freshman  must  rank  in 
the  top  half  of  his  high  school 
graduating  class. 


What  if  a  student  does  not  quite 
measure  up  to  one  or  both  of  these 
requirements?  Conditional  accept- 
ance is  a  possibilitv.  Each  vear  a 
small  and  fixed  percentage  of  the 
entering  class  is  accepted  as  "con- 
ditional students."  These  students 
have  a  semester  or  two  to  prove 
their  ability  to  do  college-level 
work.  Sometimes  students  are  also 
encouraged  to  enroll  in  summer 
school  and  demonstrate  their  aca- 
demic potential  before  the  regular 
fall  semester  gets  started. 

These  academic  standards  have 
resulted  in  smarter  freshmen.  For 
the  past  few  years  the  academic  po- 
tential of  Grace  freshmen  has  been 
steadily  improving.  This  vear  a 
majority  of  our  incoming  students 
scored  above  the  average  for  all 
colleges  (450)  participating  in  the 
ACT  program.  Furthermore,  a 
high  percentage  of  them  scored 
above  the  90th  percentile  on  the 
ACT  .—Charles  E.  Henry,  assistmit 
professor  of  psychology  T

Makeieff,  20,  of  Marseilles,  France, 
was  killed  on  Christmas  Dav,  1967, 
when  a  car  in  which  he  was  riding 
went  out  of  control  on  an  ice-slick 
pavement  and  slammed  broadside  into 
an  oncoming  car  three  miles  south  of 
Berrien  Springs,  Michigan.  Injured 
in  the  crash  were  Roland's  brother, 
Jean-Pierre,  22,  a  Grace  College  se- 
nior, and  W.  Steve  Wright,  23,  the 
driver  of  the  car  and  a  former  Grace 
student. 

The  accident  occurred  at  about 
1:35  p.m.  as  the  boys  were  on  their 
way  to  Christmas  dinner  with 
Wright's  relatives.  The  French  stu- 
dents had  been  spending  the  Christ- 


mas holidays  in  Berrien  Springs  and 
were  planning  to  travel  to  Urbana, 
Illinois,  the  following  Tuesday  to  at- 
tend an  Inter- Varsity  Missionary  Con- 
ference with  Brethren  missionary 
Tom  Julien. 

The  MakeiefT  family  first  became 
acquainted  with  The  Brethren 
Church  through  the  influence  of  the 

o 

p.  Fred  Fogle  missionary  family, 
workino  at  that  time  in  Lvon,  France. 
A  unique  bilingual  funeral  service 
was  held  in  McClain  Hall  Chapel  on 
December  30  with  Roland's  parents 
present.  The  service  consisted  of  trib- 
utes by  Grace  president  Herman  A. 
Hoyt  and  college  student-body  presi- 
dent Steve  Young;  the  message  was

brought  by  Rev.  Fogle.  Each  part  of 
the  service  was  given  in  English,  with 
a  free  translation  into  French  immedi- 
atelv  following. 

A  most  unusual  and  moving  part 
of  the  service  was  a  request  by  Mr. 
George  Makeieff,  Roland's  father,  to 
give  a  word  of  personal  testimony. 
Speaking  for  approximately  fifteen 
minutes,  with  Rev.  Tom  Julien 
translating,  Mr.  Makeieff  told  a  mov- 
ing storv  of  Roland's  life.  He  told 
how  Roland  had  known  the  Lord  but 
had  had  "spiritual  troubles,"  how  he 
had  often  praved  with  his  father 
about  the  Lord's  will  for  his  life,  how 
he  had  worked  with  a  group  of 
French  young  people  and  how  he  had 
led  several  of  them  to  the  Lord,  and 
finallv  how  Roland  had  reached  "spiri- 
tual victory"  in  his  life  which  led  to 
his  ultimate  decision  to  come  to 
America  to  prepare  for  the  Lord's  ser- 
vice. 

A  memorial  service  for  Roland  was 
held  in  the  college  chapel  service  on 
Thursday,  January  4,  after  the  college 
students  had  returned  from  vacation. 
A  portion  of  the  funeral  service  was 
replayed  on  video  tape,  and  Mr. 
Makeieff,  a  plumber-electrician  by 
trade,  again  gave  an  outstanding  testi- 
mony  of  the  Lord's  goodness  and 
grace.  "Although  we  shall  never  see 
our  son  again  on  this  earth,"  he  said, 
"we  know  we  shall  see  him  again  in 
heaven— not  as  a  son,  but  as  a  brother 
in  the  Lord!" 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  service, 
twenty-two  college  students  indicated 
a  desire  to  consecrate  themselves  com- 
pletely to  the  Lord's  will  for  their 
lives.  ▼

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The  tragic  death  of  six  Christian 
and  Missionary  AlHance  missionaries 
in  Vietnam  recently  at  a  place  called 
Ban  Me  Thout  dramatizes  anew  the 
price  that  is  being  paid  around  the 
world  to  get  the  work  of  the  Lord 
done.  Christ  said  to  Peter,  "I  will 
build  my  church, "  and  He  is  doing 
just  that  today.  He  is  using  those  who 
are  willing  to  be  used  to  accomplish 
this  work.  These  are  six  among  the 
multitude  of  those  who  have  proved 
with  their  lives  the  statement,  "The 
blood  of  the  martyrs  is  the  seed  of  the 
church."  Another  missionary  was 
seriously  wounded  in  the  attack  by 
the  Viet  Cong  in  which  the  six  were 
killed.  Still  another  was  taken  pris- 
oner. 

To  say  that  the  Ban  Me  Thout 
missionaries  were  dedicated  does  not 
tell  the  whole  story— nor  even  to  say 
that  they  were  willing  to  die  for  a 
cause— for  were  not  the  nineteen  Viet 
Cong  who  stormed  the  American 
Embassy  in  Saigon  in  a  suicidal  at- 
tack dedicated?  Willing  to  die  for 
their  cause?  The  whole  story  is  told 
in  the  fact  that  the  missionaries  died 
for  Christ's  cause:  the  building  of  the 
true  church  of  Jesus  Christ.  They 
had  accepted  the  challenge  given  by 
Christ  himself,  "Go  ye  into  all  the 
world  and  preach  the  gospel."  They 
had  said  to  Him,  "Lead  on  O  King 
Eternal  .  .  ."  and  He  led  them  to 
Vietnam  where  they  willingly  gave 
their  lives  for  His  cause. 

Our  sympathies  go  out  to  families 
and  friends  of  these  who  have  paid 
with  their  lives.  Our  word  of  encour- 
agement to  the  approximately  130 
other  C  &  M  A  missionaries  in  Viet- 
nam is,  "We  are  praying  for  you.  We 


stand  with  you  in  these  trying  times." 
But  we  also  go  further  and  sav,  "We 
mourn  not  as  those  who  have  no 
hope.  We  have  a  hope,  and  we  move 
forward  with  vou  in  that  hope."  The 
cause  of  Christ  did  not  die  at  Ban 
Me  Thout,  or  in  the  Congo,  or  in 
Ecuador.  It  is  a  winning  cause;  it 
is  succeeding  today. 

For  Daniel  there  was  the  den  of 
lions.  Paul  suffered  in  a  prison  in 
Rome.  Today  we  have  Ban  Me 
Thout.  Rather  than  being  discourage- 
ments,  such  trials  can  help  the  cause 
of  Christ  if  we  accept  them  under 
the  direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  We 
must  in  patience  and  endurance  keep 
in  mind  that  even  if  all  the  world  be 
against  us,  Christ  is  for  us.  If  the 
world  hates  us,  this  in  no  sense  mini- 
mizes the  great  love  of  our  God.  If 
man's  power  seems  great,  remember 
that  God's  is  greater. 

An  army  chaplain  in  Vietnam  told 
me  recently  that  the  morale  of  the 
men  in  his  outfit  is  highest  when 
they  are  in  combat.  They  accept  the 
battle  as  a  challenge  to  push  the 
enemy  back,  and  move  forward  them- 
selves. Perhaps  God  is  now,  through 
the  Ban  Me  Thout  tragedy,  challeng- 
ing the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  to 
move  forv\'ard  in  a  greater  way  than 
before.  We  are  in  a  battle;  we  will 
face  problems.  But  as  we  move  united 
in  Christ,  standing  together  in  prayer, 
we  shall  see  even  greater  accomplish- 
ments. To  the  old  and  to  the  young, 
we  will  communicate  the  message 
that  there  is  help  in  the  eternal  God. 

The  real  vindication  of  such  an 
outlook  will  come  in  a  moving  for- 
ward of  young  people  in  dedication 
of  life  for  service,  when  the  appeal

is  made  for  replacements  for  the  six 
who  have  been  taken.  God  buries 
His  workers,  but  His  work  always 
goes  on.  Such  tragedies  as  we  now 
have  before  us  have  always  stirred 
Christian  young  people  to  action  in 
the  past.  Will  it  be  any  different  to- 
day? God  grant  that  there  shall  be 
ten  times  six— and  even  more— who 
will  step  forward  to  take  the  place  of 
the  six  who  paid  with  their  lives  for 
the  Lord  and  His  work  at  Ban  Me 
Thout!  ▼

The  Great  Commission  is  not  just 
for  the  United  States  and  a  few  other 
countries.  No,  it  was  given  for  all 
Christians  everywhere.  The  Argen- 
tine National  Church,  which  has 
been  reaching  out  from  home  base 
to  new  places  and  extending  its  wit- 
ness, has  also  had  a  burden  for  a  very 
neglected  held  right  in  the  same 
country— although  quite  a  distance 
away.  This  burden  became  a  project, 
which  stretched  out  over  about  four 
years. 

In  the  province  of  Formosa,  just 
below  Paraguay,  is  an  Indian  settle- 
ment called  Navagan.  Around  noon, 
this  past  May  23,  Victor  Wagner  (son 
of  national  Pastor  and  Mrs.  Ricardo 
Wagner),  his  wife.  Dory,  and  their 
little  son,  Eduardo,  arrived  in  Nava- 
gan. In  this  settlement  there  are  no 
stores  or  trading  posts;  in  fact,  there 
aren't  any  even  close  by.  From  a  ma- 
terial standpoint  there  is  nothing  ap- 
pealing in  the  sight  of  Navagan,  but 
to  the  Victor  Wagners  it  meant  they 
were  "home"  at  last!  This  was  the 
field  to  which  God  had  called  them 
and  for  which  their  hearts  had  lonped 
for  several  years.  An  Indian,  who  had 
heard  that  the  jeep  and  truck  were 
coming  up  the  road,  was  waiting  to 
meet  them.  In  very  broken  Spanish 
he  greeted  them:  "Hola— Victor— 
Todos  contentos— llegar  Victor— espo- 
sa."  ("Hello— Victor— Everyone  happy 


—come  Victor— wife.")  And  this  ex- 
pressed the  feelings  of  the  entire  In- 
dian group. 

But  in  Navagan,  where  the  Indi- 
ans  live  in  little  huts  or  lean-to's, 
there  are  no  dwelling  places  to  rent 
or  buy.  So,  the  first  task  was  to  build 
some  sort  of  house  for  the  new  mis- 
sionaries. Two  laymen  had  come 
along  not  only  to  bring  the  furniture, 
trunks,  boxes,  buildino  materials,  and 
such  in  the  trailer-truck,  but  also  to 
help  with  the  building.  That  very 
afternoon  the  chief  had  seven  or  eight 
of  the  Indian  men  clear  the  ground 
on  the  site  where  the  house  would 
be,  and  then  three  of  them  continued 
to  help  with  the  construction.  The 
main  supports  for  the  "house"  are 
poles  made  from  a  tree  known  for  its 
hard  wood.  The  walls  are  plastered 
with  mud,  made  from  the  dirt  of  ant 
hills.  (Since  Argentina  abounds  with 
ants,  there  is  no  scarcity  of  this  ma- 
terial, and  Victor  says  it  is  just  the 
thing  for  making  firm  mud.)  The 
roof  consists  of  pieces  of  aluminum 
sheeting.  The  blessing  of  the  Lord 
on  this  new  venture  was  evidenced 
by  His  control  of  the  weather  during 
the  time  the  house  was  being  built. 
It  was  dry  the  entire  time,  but  when 
the  last  piece  of  aluminum  sheeting 
was  fastened  in  place,  the  skies  sud- 
denly opened  and  sent  down  a  heavy 
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Seventeen  miles  away— between 
Navagan  and  the  nearest  town— the 
government  maintains  a  sort  of  dis- 
pensary. When  Miss  Eunice  Sic- 
cardi,  who  is  a  graduate  nurse  as  well 
as  a  graduate  of  our  Bible  Institute, 
learned  that  Navaoan  had  been 
chosen  as  the  place  for  the  church's 
missionary  endeavor,  she  applied  for 
the  position  of  nurse  at  this  dispen- 
sary. Humanlv  speaking,  there  was 
very  little  possibility  of  her  get- 
ting it.  But  here  again  the  Lord 
blessed  by  enabling  her  to  receive  the 
government  authorization  for  this 
post.  With  the  position  she  receives 
a  salary  from  the  government,  and 
she  is  also  able  to  help  on  a  part-time 
basis  in  the  work  at  Navagan.  Miss 
Siccardi  was  the  first  to  receive  the 
Lord's  call  to  work  among  the  Indi- 
ans,  and  during  the  intervening  years 
she  had  been  faithfully  working 
among  them  in  other  places  with 
other  mission  groups. 

Even  though  the  Wagners  are  busy 
now  studying  the  language  of  this 
tribe  of  Indians  (Toba  Pilaga),  they 
are  also  working  with  them  as  much 
as  possible  in  spiritual  things.  Victor 
plays  the  accordion  for  the  singing 
(the  accordion  is  something  new  for 
the  Indians,  and  its  music  really  de- 
lights them),  and  then  he  gives  the 
message  through  an  interpreter.  Dur- 
ing the  rest  of  the  time  he  tries  to 


give  spiritual  help  individually  as  he 
has  contact  with  various  ones.  This 
group  of  Indians  is  very  hungry  to 
hear  God's  Word  and  is  really  re- 
sponding to  the  Gospel.  Two  chiefs 
are  among  those  who  have  responded. 
On  an  exploratorv  trip  that  Victor 
had  made  earlier,  a  witch  doctor  ac- 
cepted Christ  as  Saviour.  Victor  is 
rejoicing  in  finding  the  man  entirely 


changed,  having  completelv  put  away 
his  enchantments,  and  now  the 
Lord's  peace  can  be  seen  reflected  on 
his  face. 

So,  rejoice  with  the  Argentine 
church  in  these  manifestations  of 
God's  blessing  on  this  new  work!  And 
pray  that  His  blessing  will  continue 
as  souls  are  saved  and  lives  are 
changed.  T

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Thank  God  for  the  Light  which  He 
sent  into  the  world.  Even  here, 
in  "dark  Africa,"  that  Light  has  shone 
into  individual  hearts  and  it  has 
made  a  difference. 

Out  here  light  is  important.  One 
is  afraid  to  walk  at  night  without  a 
light.  The  lights  in  the  sky  are  im- 
portant, too.  A  day  is  known  as  one 
sun;  a  month  is  one  moon.  And  we 
watch  the  stars.  I  often  think  that  if 
the  star  of  Bethlehem  were  to  shine 
at  home  today,  many  people  would 
miss  it,  because  they  are  too  busy  to 
look  up,  and  their  artificial  lights 
misht  even  outshine  the  star.  But  out 

o 

here  in  the  dark,  we  would  see  that 
star. 

N'Zoro  is  our  northernmost  station 
in  the  Central  African  Republic, 
practically  on  the  Chad  border.  I 
heard  a  thrilling  testimony  when  1 
was  there  recently.  The  N'Zoro  pas- 
tor told  of  his  conversion,  now  twenty 
years  ago.  He  told  how  an  African 
came  to  his  village  and  gave  the  gos- 
pel story.  He  tried  to  resist  the  invi- 
tation to  believe,  but  something  com- 
pelled him  to  go  back  to  the  house 
where  the  man  with  the  Gospel  was 
staying,  compelled  him  to  listen  to 
the  Gospel  again,  compelled  him  to 
listen  and  believe.  He  said,  "Prob- 
ably if  the  same  things  were  to  hap- 
pen to  me  today  because  I  am  a 
Christian,  as  happened  to  me  then, 
I  would  turn  back  from  the  way. 
But  then  my  faith  was  very  strong." 
I  thought  of  the  apostle  Paul,  as  Pas- 
tor Joseph  told  how  he  was  beaten 
and  left  for  dead,  how  he  was  thrown 
in  jail  for  ten  days,  how  his  wife  was 


persecuted.  Why?  Because  the  peo- 
ple in  that  village  did  not  want  the 
Light.  The  witch  doctors  did  not 
want  to  lose  their  powers. 

But  the  Light  penetrated.  Pastor 
Joseph  is  one  of  the  most  faithful  and 
most  fearless  pastors  in  our  church  in 
Africa.  At  the  N'Zoro  dispensary 
every  week  there  are  decisions  for 
Christ.  Practically  every  Sunday 
there  are  decisions  in  church.  And 
on  the  "hill"  side  of  the  village 
where  most  of  the  Christians  live, 
vou  can  hear  singing  and  laughter 
late  into  the  night  many  nights.  But 
the  father  of  darkness  is  still  opposing 
the  Light.  On  the  downhill  side  of 
the  village  you  can  hear  drums  and 
dancing  many  nights.  There  is  drink- 
ing and  much  looseness  of  living— 
darkness   opposing  the   Light. 

Yesterday  I  was  called  to  the  vil- 
lage on  an  emergency.  A  woman  was 
having  her  baby  on  the  road.  I  ar- 
rived in  time  to  finish  delivering  the 
baby,  head  last.  His  heart  was  beat- 
ing, but  he  was  not  breathing.  I 
worked  on  him  a  bit  bv  the  side  of 
the  road;  and  when  the  mother  was 
able  to  be  moved,  two  men  standing 
by  helped  me  put  her  in  the  car.  I 
wanted  to  rush  the  baby  to  the  hos- 
pital, for  I  thought  medicine  and 
oxygen  would  help  him  breathe.  I 
looked  around  for  a  woman  to  hold 
the  baby  while  I  drove.  The  pastor's 
wife,  a  deacon's  wife,  another  Chris- 
tian lady  were  all  there.  Yet  not  one 
of  them  made  a  move  to  touch  the 
baby.  Fears  and  superstitions,  how 
strong  they  are! 

Almost  a  year  ago  Anne  was  born 


here  at  the  hospital.  Her  mother  died 
the  day  after  delivery,  and  her  twin 
sister  died  about  a  week  later.  Again, 
because  of  the  fear  of  death  and  su- 
perstition concerning  multiple  births, 
the  family  would  not  touch  the  ba- 
bies. The  father  would  not  claim 
them.  What  could  we  do?  Finally 
the  head  nurse  said  if  no  one  else 
wanted  Anne,  he  would  take  her  and 
adopt  her  for  his  own.  Recently 
Anne  came  to  visit.  She  is  a  strong, 
healthy  baby.  She  has  two  teeth.  Her 
adopted  mother  is  very  proud  of  her. 
Perhaps  this  does  not  sound  spectacu- 
lar to  you.  But  Anne  is  of  a  different 
tribe  than  the  head  nurse,  a  tribe 
which  is  considered  inferior  bv  them. 
Tribal  feelings  are  still  strong.  Very 
rarely  is  there  intermarriage  between 
tribes.  We  have  marveled  and 
thanked  the  Lord  many  times  for 
the  example  of  love  which  this  nurse 
has  given.  One  missionary  remarked, 
"Why,  he's  just  like  a  white  person." 
"No,"  someone  answered,  "not  like 
a  white  man,  but  like  a  Christian. 
He  is  behaving  the  way  a  Christian 
would  be  expected  to  behave."  The 
deeds  tell  the  tale. 

Lm  thankful  for  the  Light— this 
great  Light  which  has  truly  warmed 
mv  heart  and  which  I  hope  is  shining 
through.  It  will  soon  be  three  years 
that  I  have  been  in  Africa.  I  have 
not  seen  spectacular  results  from  my 
being  here.  But  I  do  believe  His  love 
has  shone  through  and  that  others 
have  been  v\'armed  by  it.  The  love  is 
there  because  the  Light  is  there.  Pray 
that  I  may  be  His  light,  shining  the 
way  He  wants.  T

ANYTHING 

MUCH  LESS? 

By  Raymond  Thompson 


How  ridiculous  to  think  that  God 
would  be  bound  by  the  little  we 
expected  of  Him.  He  is  the  God  of 
the  unexpected,  vet  we  persist  in 
binding  Him  with  the  shackles  of 
our  present  circumstances.  God's 
Word  certainly  is  filled  with  the  un- 
expected as,  for  example,  the  prom- 
ise of  Jesus:  "Seek  ye  first  the  king- 
dom of  God  and  his  righteousness, 
and  all  these  things  [food  and  cloth- 
ing] shall  be  added  unto  vou."  Most 
people,  even  Christian  people,  have 
difficulty  with  that  promise.  Self- 
centered  human  experience  has  con- 
ditioned us  to  expect  to  receive  onh' 
what  we  go  after.  The  idea  that  if 
we  become  more  concerned  about 
God's  interests  than  about  our  own. 
He  will  assure  that  we  do  not  lack 
anvthing,  seems  too  visionarv  for  our 
hard-headed  practical  logic. 

It  is  in  the  ordinary  circumstances 
of  plain  people,  with  whom  we  can 
personally  relate,  that  often  the  une.x- 
pected  becomes  most  vividly  outlined 
in  the  Word  of  God.  For  example, 
look  at  Paul's  choice  of  the  poverty- 
stricken  Macedonians  as  an  illustra- 
tion to  the  people  of  Gorinth  of  real 
Christian  liberalit\'.  These  people 
were  hardlv  the  human  ideal  of  the 
wealthy  philanthropist  honored  by 
our  society!  In  the  six  verses  of  this 
brief  account  (II  Cor.  8:1-6)  there  are 
at  least  five  ideas  which  stand  out  in 
bold  contrast  to  our  expectations.  To 
see  them  more  clearly,  permit  me  to 
summarize  the  story  as  a  reporter 
biased  by  natural  experience  might 
write  it.  The  words  v\'ill  be  accurate, 
and  the  impressions  conveyed  will  be 
realistic  and  totally  unexpected,  but 
the  conclusions  drawn  are  completely 
false,  because  the  unexpected  opera- 
tion of  God's  grace  is  not  seen; 

1.  The  Macedonians  were  suffer- 
ing terrible  affliction. 

2.  They  were  in  deep  poverty. 

3.  Paul  was  limited  in  what  he  ex- 
pected of  them  because  of  their  des- 
perate condition. 

4.  They  were  reduced  to  begging. 

Therefore,  the  logic  of  our  natural 
human  experience  demands  the  con- 
clusion that  these  young  Christians 
in  a  new  mission  church  were  disillu- 
sioned, frustrated,  and  bitter  because 
of  God's  failure  to  supply  their  needs. 


By  devastating  contrast,  God  blasts 
our  expectancy -and  at  the  same  time 
demonstrates  the  infinite  sufficiency 
of  His  grace  to  meet  our  need.  Fur- 
ther, He  demonstrates  how  His  work 
will  not  be  dependent  upon  the 
wealth  of  those  who  are  rich  in  the 
material  possessions  of  this  world,  but 
upon  the  riches  of  His  grace  which 
is  active  in  the  hearts  of  His  children. 
Properly  summarized,  notice  the  five 
amazing  paradoxes  of  this  short  story: 

1.  Paul  is  about  to  illustrate  the 
abundance  of  God's  grace  upon  a 
people— /nit  he  chooses  the  poor 
Macedonians  as  an  example. 

2.  They  experienced  a  great  trial 
of  affliction— JjMt  in  the  trial  there 
was  an  abundance  of  joy. 

3.  Thev  were  in  deep  pox'erty— fciit 
they  abounded  in  the  riches  of  liber- 
ality. 

4.  Paul  had  certain  expectations  of 
them  as  befitted  their  poor  abilitv  to 
give— hilt  they  "gave  their  own  selves 
to  the  Lord." 

5.  They  were  beggars— tu;  their 
begging  was  an  urgent  plea  that  the) 
be  permitted  to  share  in  the  fellow- 
ship of  giving. 

Chapter  1967  of  the  acts  of  the 
saints  of  God  has  been  completed, 
and  we  are  still  being  reminded  that 
our  God  is  not  limited  by  what  men 
might  expect  to  happen.  The  year 
of  1966  had  been  the  greatest  year 
thus  far  in  the  financial  support  of 
the  work  of  Brethren  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. Naturally,  some  might  have 
reasoned:  we  can  expect  a  drop  from 
this  half-million  dollar  high,  for  this 
is  the  way  financial  curves  are  con- 
structed, and  our  month-by-month 
accounting  indicates  this  probability. 
But  God  overruled  the  expected,  and 
moving  in  His  great  love  within  the 
hearts  of  His  people,  the  overwhelm- 
ing response  is  now  a  matter  of  record 
-$528,000  was  given  in  1967. 

We  can  only  bow  before  Him  in 
thanksgiving.  Then,  taking  our  di- 
rection from  His  operation  in  the 
past,  let  us  first  present  ourselves  to 
Him  and  claim  the  unexjiected  in  be- 
half of  our  missionaries  in  1968  to 
the  glory  of  our  blessed  Lord  who 
save  himself  for  us.  ▼

Army,  describes  the  situation  of  the 
men  to  whom  he  ministers  on  the 
missile  sites  in  Germany.  Therefore, 
there  are  many  good  opportunities  to 
counsel  with  the  men  individually 
and  to  speak  to  them  in  small  groups. 

Chaplain  Lindberg  includes  the 
use  of  literature  in  programming  his 
dealing  with  the  men  about  the  Lord. 
There  are  good  opportunities  to  get 
them  to  read  books  and  other  Chris- 
tian literature.

I  found  the  men  friendly  and  will- 
ing to  talk.  One  soldier  told  of  being 
on  this  assignment  longer  than  any- 
one else  in  his  outfit.  While  there 
had  been  times  of  loneliness,  he  had 
profited  greatly  by  applying  himself 
to  learning  new  things  and  to  making 
advancements  in  his  work.  He  con- 
cerned himself  with  the  immediate 
situation,  rather  than  spending  his 
time  wishing  his  term  would  end.  As 
a  result  he  is  making  the  U.  S.  Armv 
his  career. 


Chaplain  and  Mrs.  Lindberg  are 
very  happy  in  their  assignment  in 
Pirmasens,  Germany,  near  the 
French  border.  Mrs.  Lindberg  has 
adapted  well  to  moving  with  her  hus- 
band. She  says  that  her  work  is  to  be 
with  her  husband  and  to  support  him 
in  his  work.  Jean,  their  seven-vear- 
old  daughter  said  that  she  misses 
friends  whom  she  left  behind  but 
that  she  has  found  new  ones.  Chap- 
lain Lindberg  stated  that  he  is  happy 
in  his  work.  He  hastened  to  add  that 
this  could  not  be  the  case  if  his  fam- 
ily were  not  behind  him  so  solidly. 

It  was  good  to  hear  Chaplain  Lind- 
berg's  commanding  officer  speak  fa- 
vorably of  the  work  of  his  chaplain. 
He  said,  "We  waited  for  over  a  year 
for  Chaplain  Lindberg  to  come  to  our 
outfit,  and  we  are  very  happy  with 
him  and  his  work."  It  was  a  joy  to 
visit  with  other  chaplains  with  whom 
Chaplain  Lindberg  is  associated  and 
to  see  the  good  relationship  between

The  baby  cried  all  night.  By  morning  I  was  almost  too 
exhausted  to  cook  breakfast.  Then  my  two-year-old 
spilled  his  egg  on  the  dining  room  carpet.  In  the  midst 
of  my  frustration  I  remembered  it  was  visitation  day.  The 
last  thing  I  felt  like  doing  was  talking  to  anyone  about 
anything!  "Maybe  I'll  just  call  the  church  office  and 
tell  them  I  can't  go,"  I  told  myself.  "I'm  tired  and  have 
been  so  busy  with  church  activities  that  I've  scarcely  had 
a  day  at  home  in  weeks."  But  that  afternoon  when  Mrs. 
Wilson  trusted  Christ  to  be  her  Saviour  as  I  talked  with 
her  in  her  home,  I  knew  it  was  worth  the  effort  I  had 
made  to  go  out.  And  suddenly  I  wasn't  tired  after  all. 

This  is  a  short  excerpt  from  my  own  life,  and  I  know 
many  have  had  similar  experiences.  The  devil  does  not 
want  us  to  win  souls.  He  will  cause  everything  to  happen 
when  we  get  serious  about  soul-winning.  As  many  know, 
we  have  had  a  surge  of  growth  in  our  church  here  in 
Westminster,  California,  during  the  last  year  and  a  half. 
The  main  reason  for  this  has  been  that  a  number  of 
our  members  have  become  serious  about  winning  people 
to  Christ.  They  have  promised  the  Lord  they  would  not 
let  a  week  go  by  without  endeavoring  to  win  someone  to 
Him. 

Why  should  we  win  souls?  Because  God  has  com- 
manded it  in  Matthew  28  and  other  passages.  Christ 
said,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature."  If  we  do  not  obey  God,  we  are  disobedi- 
ent Christians.  Often  people  come  to  my  husband  and 
ask  him  to  pray  for  them,  so  that  they  will  have  a  burden 
for  lost  men.  He  tells  them  he  will  pray  that  they  will 
become  obedient  to  Christ's  commission,  and  then  they 
will  get  a  burden  for  lost  souls.  If  we  really  believe  there 
is  a  hell  and  those  who  do  not  accept  Christ  will  go  there, 
can  we  not  help  but  have  a  concern  for  those  around  us 
who  do  not  believe  in  Christ?

How  should  we  win  souls'?  Acts  1:8  tells  us,  "But  ye 
shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
upon  you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  of  me."  We  should 
ask  God  to  fill  us  with  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
then  go  believing.  He  wants  us  to  win  people  more  than 
we  do. 

We  should  have  a  definite  plan  to  lead  a  person  to 
Christ.  This  does   not  mean  we   cannot   give   our  own 

o 

testimony,  too,  but  it  is  very  helpful  to  know  a  definite 
plan  of  salvation  in  Scripture  references  to  show  a  person 
how  to  become  a  Christian.  In  our  church  we  give  a 
soul-winning  course  periodically  during  the  5:45  to  6:45 
hour  on  Sundav  evenings.  We  have  asked  all  our  church 
officers  and  Sunday-school  teachers  to  take  this  course. 
We  also  encourage  new  Christians  to  take  it.  As  a  new 
Christian  in  high  school  I  wanted  so  much  to  lead  mv 
friends  to  Him.  I  did  not  know  where  to  turn  in  my  Bible, 
so  I  was  caught  up  in  their  arguments  rather  than  show- 
ing them  the  plan  of  salvation.  We  teach  what  is  called 
the  Roman  Road,  published  bv  Dr.  Jack  Hvles,  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hammond,  Indiana.  We 
have  found  this  plan  to  be  very  effective.  The  important 
thing  is  to  have  a  plan  and  use  it. 

Set  a  definite  time  to  go  soul-winning  every  week.  We 
should  be  soul  conscious  at  all  times  and  witness  wher- 
ever we  go.  I  have  found  that  soul-winning  is  like  giving 
our  tithe— if  we  wait  until  all  our  bills  are  paid  to  give 
the  Lord  His  portion,  the  Lord  is  left  out.  So  it  is  with 
soul-winning.  I  feel  that  the  church  visitation  program 
is  an  excellent  means  of  effective  witnessing.  It  is  at  a 
definite  time  each  week.  We  have  a  baby-sitter,  so  there 
is  no  child-care  problem.  We  have  names  and  addresses 
of  people  to  call  on  who  have  shown  some  interest  in  our 
church.  We  also  have  a  specific  plan  of  visitation.  First 
of  all,  we  use  what  we  call  "aggressive"  rather  than 
"passive"  evangelism.  We  go  into  each  home  with  the 


guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
telling  that  family  about  Christ.  We  do  not  make  "church 
calls,"  as  such,  just  to  tell  people  that  it  was  nice  to  have 
them  in  our  service,  or  just  to  invite  them  to  our  service, 
and  then  if  the  opportunity  should  arise,  to  tell  them  of 
Christ.  We  make  a  specific  effort  to  get  the  gospel  into 
every  home  we  visit,  for  this  may  be  our  only  opportun- 
ity. Also,  we  have  found  if  they're  not  won  to  Christ,  they 
rarely  come  back  to  our  church  consistently  anyway.  If 
they  find  Christ,  they're  much  more  likely  to  become 
regular  church  attenders. 

Another  thing  we  do  is  seek  to  send  a  "trained"  soul 
winner  with  an  "untrained"  one.  We  have  "on  the  job 
training"  so  to  speak.  One  who  has  taken  the  soul-win- 
ning course  and  is  experienced  in  visitation  takes  another 
who  is  a  new  Christian  or  who  has  not  been  soul-winning 
before.  These  two  work  as  a  team  for  several  weeks  until 
the  "newer"  soul  winner  feels  he  can  do  the  talking.  He 
does  all  of  the  talking  the  last  few  visits.  When  he  feels 
he  is  ready,  the  team  splits,  and  each  takes  a  new  person. 
This  works  very  well,  because  no  one  feels  they  will  be 
put  on  the  spot  without  being  prepared. 

Does  it  work?  I  can  testify  that  after  one  year  of 
weekly  soul-winning  it  has  changed  my  life.  I  have  a  new 
vision  for  lost  men  and  a  new  love  for  the  Lord.  I  still 
find  it  hard  to  get  out  of  the  house  on  visitation  dav, 
and  I  still  get  humanlv  frightened,  especially  on  the  first 
call.  However,  as  I  have  seen  those  I  have  visited  come 
down  our  aisle,  be  baptized,  and  grow  in  Him,  I  cannot 
help  but  thank  the  Lord  that  I  have  had  a  part  in  this.  As 
decisions  are  made  weekly,  our  church  is  kept  alive  with 
enthusiasm  from  these  new  Christians.  It  is  thrilling  to 
see  them  in  turn  win  their  friends  to  Him. 

Any  Christian  can  experience  this  joy.  Many  are  talk- 
ing about  it,  but  so  few  are  doing  it.  It  is  a  matter  of  our 
willingness  to  be  obedient.  Are  you?  T

Maybe 
not— except  for  the  fact  that  this 
young  lass  had  never  accepted  Jesus 
Christ  as  her  Saviour.  Yes,  it's  true; 
even  before  she  was  a  Christian, 
Evelyn  Johnson  wanted  to  be  a  mis- 
sionary. 

Evelyn  was  born  in  Shelby,  Ohio, 
the  first  in  a  family  of  five  children. 
When  she  was  seven,  the  family 
moved  to  Mansfield,  Ohio.  She  had 
attended  first  grade  at  Shelby:  the 
next  eleven  years  of  her  education 
were  gained  at  Mansfield. 

The  time  came  when  Evelyn  did 
accept  the  Lord  as  her  personal  Sav- 
iour. It  happened  in  July  before  her 
fifteenth  birthday  (in  August).  Camp 
was  a  highlight  of  her  summer  days, 
for  she  thoroughly  enjoyed  camp  life. 
In  fact,  she  met  her  husband-to-be 
while  working  in  the  kitchen  at 
Camp  Buckeye. 

Their  marriage,  however,  was  not 
to  take  place  for  a  few  years,  for 
God  had  His  own  plan  for  the  two 
young  people.  After  going  together 
for  some  time,  the  couple  stopped 
dating,  and  soon  George  was  study- 
ing at  Bob  Jones  LIniversity.  Evelyn 
graduated  from  high  school  with  the 
thought  of  entering  nurse's  training 
at   Mansfield.    But   this   was   not   in 


Evelyn's  interest  in  nursing  did  not 
diminish,  however,  and  the  following 
fail  she  enrolled  in  the  Lutheran 
Hospital  of  Nursing  at  Fort  Wayne— 
still  determined  to  go  to  Brazil. 

God's  perfect  plan  was  progressing, 
for  Evelyn  once  again  met  her  hus- 
band-to-be (this  time  at  Winona 
Lake),  and  the  old  romance  was  re- 
newed. George  graduated  from  Bob 
Jones  University  and  then  entered 
Grace  Seminary.  For  what  was  he 
preparing?  Missionary  service  in  Bra- 


zil! Yes!  God  gave  both  young  peo- 
ple the  same  desire,  and  then  He 
gave  them  each  other. 

After  George's  first  year  of  semi- 
nary, he  and  Evelyn  were  married. 
Two  and  one-half  months  later,  Ev- 
elyn finished  her  nurse's  training,  and 
they  returned  to  Winona  Lake, 
where  they  lived  until  George  fin- 
ished his  seminary  training.  By  the 
time  of  George's  graduation,  the  fam- 
ily numbered  four.  They  moved  to 
Peru,  Indiana,  where  George  pas- 
tored  the  Peru  Brethren  Church  for 
two  and  one-half  years. 

Then  came  their  appointment  to 
missionary  service;  and  in  February, 
1960,  they  arrived  in  Brazil.

One  of  the  most  difficult  things 
about  being  on  the  mission  field,  ac- 
cording to  the  Johnsons,  is  being  so 
far  away  from  home  when  a  death  oc- 
curs. Both  George  and  Evelyn  have 
lost  loved  ones  during  their  time  in 
Brazil.  However,  there  have  been 
many  joys,  and  they  have  truly  en- 
joyed their  work  in  Brazil.  Praise  the 
Lord  for  His  faithfulness  and  for  the 
working  of  His  perfect  plan.

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As  the  world  (including  many  born-again  Christians) 
looks  upon  a  small  church,  they  seem  to  feel  that  not 
much  can  be  accomplished  for  the  Lord;  but  as  this 
pastor's  wife  has  experienced,  there  is  a  tremendous 
work  to  be  done  for  Him.  With  this  work  comes  many 
blessings  from  the  Lord. 

Through  the  years  the  Lord  has  allowed  her  to  serve 
Him  in  several  small  churches,  and  the  joys  have  been 
many. 

One  of  the  happiest  jovs  is  the  enthusiasm  found 
especially  in  the  newer  church.  It  is  a  thrill  to  watch 
and  work  with  people  who  are  enthusiastically  serving 
the  Lord,  those  who  are  really  showing  enthusiasm  as 
they  endeavor  to  reach  new  people  for  the  Lord  and  for 
the  church.  It  is  also  thrilling  to  watch  them  depend 
upon  the  Lord  to  supply  the  financial  need  of  the 
church  and  to  hear  the  shouts  of  praise  as  the  Lord  sup- 
plies.

Another  joy  is  working  with  new  Christians.  These 
are  the  ones  who  want  to  do  something  for  the  Lord 
and  are  so  willing  to  serve  Him  in  any  way  they  can.

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My  Teacher 


I  knew  we  would  enjoy  the  class. 
But  none  of  us  realized  the  fullness 
of  the  rich  experience  that  was  to  be 
ours  in  having  Ah'a  J.  McClain  as 
our  professor.  He  had  stature  and 
poise.  He  was  so  thorough  in  his 
presentations.  We  liked  and  admired 
him.  His  gracious  and  attracti\'e  man- 
ner  drew  his  students  to  him.  He 
had  the  ability  to  communicate  to 
youth.  He  was  athletic.  I  still  re- 
member how  impressed  we  were  as 
we  watched  him  officiate  at  the  fall 
football  game.  This  reminded  us  of 
his  earlier  years  about  which  we  had 
heard.  He  had  plaved  first  base  on 
the  baseball  team,  and  he  was  an 
excellent  field-goal  kicker.  He  was  a 
young  man's  man!  And  there  he  was, 
calling  the  plavs  up  and  down  the 
field,  alertly  keeping  up  with  the 
youthful  players.  He  identified  with 
us! 

But  most  of  all  he  was  a  teacher— 
our  teacher— mv  teacher;  my  teacher 
in  my  youth.  He  had  a  message,  and 
he  had  a  unique  way  of  imparting  it. 
His  brilliance  inspired  us.  Though 
short  of  stature,  vye  recognized  in  him 
a  mental  and  spiritual  giant.  He  M'as 
one  of  the  "greats"  on  a  great  faculty.

Over  the  years  he  became  the 
teacher  of  many  more.  He  moved  to 
another  school.  Though  he  at  times 
paid  a  price  for  his  stand,  he  was  rec- 
ognized as  an  outstanding  theologian. 
He  was  sending  out  students  well- 
prepared  to  take  their  places  of  leader- 
ship in  the  pastorate,  in  missionary 
service,  and  in  teaching.  But  ever  and

always  he  was  the  student's  ideal— a 
real  teacher. 


The  years  passed,  and  he  became 
mv  teacher  again.    Even  though   he 

o  o 

was  at  that  time  older  in  years,  and 
more  appropriately  known  as  Dr.  Mc- 
Clain, he  still  identified  with  his  stu- 
dents. The  alertness  of  youth  was 
still  there.  God  had  prepared  him  to 
be  the  great  teacher  that  he  was;  He 
was  still  using  him  to  stir  and  chal- 
lenge students  to  active  service  for 
the  Lord. 

I  saw  him  recently.  Now  he  is  a 
retired  teacher.  Or  is  there  such  a 
person?  If  one  has  been  such  a  suc- 
cess as  a  teacher,  will  not  his  teaching 
continue  to  live  and  work  in  his  stu- 
dents? In  retirement  he  is  almost  a 
patriarch.  No  longer  can  he  kick  the 
field  goal,  or  make  the  close  play  at 
first  base,  or  even  actively  teach  in 
the  classroom.  But  he  is  still  alert 
mentally.  And  he  still  identifies  with 
his  students.  As  we  talked  and  remi- 
nisced, he  reminded  me  that  I  was 
one  of  the  students  in  the  early  phase 
of  his  teaching  ministry.  He  told  mc 
of  the  work  of  some  of  his  other  stu- 
dents, and  of  how  he  had  received 
letters  from  some.  He  loves  and  ad- 
mires all,  rejoicing  in  the  successful 
service  of  his  students. 

He  is  still  my  teacher.  In  my  mind 
I  can  still  hear  him,  in  his  quiet  way, 
making  so  plain  the  deep  truths  of 
God's  Word.  And  I  am  still  learning 
from  his  writings  and  his  example 
how  to  better  study  that  Word  and 
to  serve  the  Lord  of  The  Book.  And 
in  mv  mind  I  can  still  see  him  mov- 
ing about,  making  the  calls  in  that 
football  game.  I  am  convinced  that 
he  can  never  really  retire.  He  will 
alwavs  be  mv  teacher.  T

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Have  you  aver  walked  up  to  a  little  \ 
white  church  building  nestled 
alongside  a  giant  mountain,  miles 
back  in  the  heart  of  the  Appala- 
chians? Have  you  ever  been  greeted 
by  six  young  teens,  Bibles  in  arms, 
anxiously  waiting  for  Sunday  school 
to  begin?  Have  you  ever  stepped  into 
a  mountain  mission,  conscious  of  the 
staring  eves  scanning  your  person 
from  head  to  foot,  and  wondered 
from  where  the  many  people  came? 
In  utter  amazement  one  sits  and  lis- 
tens to  wonderful  songs,  quoting  of 
scripture,  simple  prayer  and  testi- 
mony. 

Such  is  the  experience  of  a  visitor 
at  one  of  the  Brethren  missions  in 
the  heart  of  the  great  State  of  Ken- 
tucky.  Areas  that  v\'ere  once  remote 
are  now  reached  by  beautiful  new 
divided  highways,  bordered  by  a  huge 
new  conservation  dam  at  Buckhorn. 
Where  cars  once  moved  slowlv  on 
winding,  twisting,  dirt  roads,  now 
gleaming  concrete  roadbeds  cut 
through  mountains  like  a  S'ant  rib- 
bon  of  blue  and  green.  Funds  made 
available  through  the  Appalachian 
bill  have  literally  opened  wide  these 
mission  fields  to  new  communities, 
housing  subdivisions,  and  recreational 
areas. 

Our  Brethren  mission  work  began 

o 

in     1939     at     Clayhole,     Kentucky, 
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where  belie\'ers  led  by  Rev.  Sewell 
Landrum  spearheaded  a  new  work. 
Friends  and  members  from  far  and 
near  banded  together  and  built  the 
church  and  parsonage.  Visitation, 
Sunday-school  contests,  daily  vacation 
Bible  schools,  xouth  work,  camps, 
and  revival  meetings  brought  souls  to 
.  Christ;  and  the  testimony  of  the 
Brethren  Bible  ministry  was  estab- 
lished. Today,  the  Clayhole  church, 
located  just  two  miles  from  a  beauti- 
ful modern  park^vay,  is  a  self-support- 
ing indigenous  church.  Pastor  Lan- 
drum points  to  a  stack  of  cards  bear- 
ing the  names  of  hundreds  of  people 
who  have  been  saved.  Many  of  the 
young  couples  have  moved  to  the 
cities  or  to  other  states,  but  thev  still 
keep  in  touch  with  the  home  church 
at  Clayhole.  Out  of  this  ministry 
have  come  young  men  into  the  min- 
istry, into  prominent  places  in  the 
educational  field,  and  into  many 
other  useful  occupations.  Through 
the  years  this  church  and  its  pastors 
have  left  their  mark  upon  thousands 
of  youngsters  in  the  schoolrooms 
through  a  Bible-teaching  ministry.  In 
the  minds  of  these  dear  people  there 
is  no  question  about  the  solidity  of 
the  "Bible  message,"  the  interest  and 
purpose  of  this  mission. 

In  1950  the  Kentucky  mountain 
ministry  was  extended  to  another 
remote  area  50  miles  deeper  into  the 
mountains  at  Dryhill.  Leaving  Hy- 
den  one  travels  approximately  12 
miles  to  reach  the  little  one-room  post 
office  of  Dryhill.  Three  miles  further 
at  Hell-for-Certain  Creek  the  Breth- 
ren Chapel  was  built.  Evelyn  Fuqua 
and  Elaine  Polman,  burdened  by  the 
great  spiritual  needs  of  these  people, 
launched  this  Vi'ork.  Girls  of  the  Sis- 
terhood of  Mary  and  Martha  rose  to 
the  need  and  furnished  the  mission- 
ary funds  to  build  the  chapel.  Later, 
the  ladies  of  the  Women's  Mission- 
ary Council  furnished  the  offerings 
to  build  the  modern  parsonage  and 
youth  center.  The  Brethren  Con- 
struction Crew  did  the  actual  con- 
struction. Laymen's  groups,  youth 
classes,  and  many  other  individuals 
supplied  needed  equipment,  labor, 
and  funds  to  aid  in  this  ministry. 

When  God  led  Elaine  Polman  to 
Other  fields,  Evelyn  Fuqua  continued 
to  make  a  tremendous  impact  upon 
this  community  with  her  missionary 


^S4  blacktopped  highway  has 
now  reached  this  mission.

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endeavors.  These  long  years  of  sac- 
rifice vi'ill  never  be  forgotten  by  these 
dear  folk.  Miss  Fuqua  became  in- 
creasingly aware  of  the  need  for  a 
pastor  to  be  brought  to  the  field  to 
build  this  work  into  maturity.  To- 
day, Rev.  Marvin  Lowerv  and  his 
wife  Dixie  are  reaping  the  fruits  of 
years  of  sowing  the  seed  of  the  gos- 
pel. 

A  blacktopped  highway  has  now 
reached  this  mission.  The  govern- 
ment  dam  at  Buckhorn  backs  up  past 
the  chapel.  New  homes  are  begin- 
ning to  appear.  The  field  is  growing. 
There  are  still  dirt  roads,  muddy 
roads,  creeks  to  cross,  and  paths  to 
follow  in  visitation.  Transportation 
is  needed  to  reach  these  people  with 
the  gospel  ministry.  More  and  more 
they  are  responding  to  the  chapel  in 
their  community. 

Can  this  church  be  self-supporting? 
"Yes,"  answers  Pastor  Lowerv.  "E\'ery 
year  these  folks  increase  their  giving. 
Gradually  they  will  assume  full  fi- 
nancial responsibility  for  the  pastor's 


salary,  the  maintenance  of  the  build- 
ings, and  operational  expenses.  Con- 
tinue to  pray  for  us— God  is  blessing." 
Mrs.  Begley,  teacher  of  the  young- 
people's  class,  said  to  me,  'The  other 
day  our  pastor  brought  a  wonderful 
message  at  a  funeral.  One  of  the 
ladies  came  up  to  me  and  said,  'How 
did  you  get  such  a  good  preacher?' " 
Mrs.  Begley  answered,  'The  Lord 
sent  him  to  us." 

Our  prayers,  gifts,  labors,  and  con- 
tributions have  been  used  by  God. 
Our  missionaries  have  laborouslv,  sac- 
rificially,  and  willingly  served  as 
God's  shepherds.  The  Holy  Spirit 
has  used  the  witness,  the  message, 
and  the  gracious  love  of  Brethren 
people  to  build  two  fine  testimonies 
for  Christ.  The  transformations  of 
lives,  the  dedication  of  talent,  and 
the  consecration  of  Christian  homes 
will  continue  as  long  as  our  Lord 
tarries  His  coming.  May  our  hearts 
yearn  for  more  and  more  of  God's 
work  in  these  remote  mountain  areas 
of  God's  vineyard.  T 
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Some 
Rain 
Fell  on 
Dryhill 
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"Into  every  life  some  rain  must  fall,"  someone 
has  said;  and  this  has  been  our  experience  at  Dry- 
hill,  the  rain  symbolizing  some  difficult  times. 

One  of  the  difficult  times  was  this  past  summer 
when  we  experienced  the  tragedy  of  an  accidental 
drowning  near  the  station.  Out  of  this  tragedy  we 
saw  some  500  Kentucky  men  respond  to  the  need 
for  help  in  searching  for  the  body.  A  great  host  of 
women  supplied  an  immeasurable  amount  of  food 
for  the  searchers,  but  only  a  small  number  of  souls 
were  saved  through  the  incident.  The  greatest 
tragedy  of  1967  was  the  hundreds  of  people  who 
heard  the  precious  Gospel  of  Christ  in  Kentucky 
and  refused  to  accept  this  salvation. 

With  gratitude  and  joy  we  are  able  to  report  that 
the  sunshine  of  God's  love  fell  on  many  people  and 
that  not  all  experienced  the  "rain."  At  the  sum- 
mer Bible  camp,  operated  by  five  missions  here  in 
Kentucky,  we  know  of  only  one  person  who  left 
the  camp  wdthout  making  a  decision  for  Christ 
either  before  or  during  camp.  In  the  camp  one  ten- 
year-old  boy  stands  out  in  my  memory.  He  ac- 
cepted Christ  as  his  Saviour,  and  he  was  observed 
many  times  lying  on  a  rock  under  which  he  could 
hide  his  Bible  when  not  reading  it.  The  transfor- 
mation in  his  life  is  the  talk  of  many  who  knew 
him.  Even  his  school  grades  improved  since  his  de- 
cision. 

Some  ten  or  more  decisions  were  made  in  our 
Vacation  Bible  School.  A  school  teacher,  who  re- 
dedicated  her  life  to  Christ,  has  been  thrilled  by  the 
decisions  in  her  Bible  school  class.  Other  decisions 
include  a  young  man  who  stopped  by  while  I  was 
working  in  my  garden  one  day  to  tell  me  that  God 
had  spoken  to  him.  "He  wanted  me  to  be  saved," 
he  said.  And  beside  his  car  he  had  bowed  his  head 
in  prayer,  accepting  Christ  as  his  Saviour.  On 
another  occasion  during  a  pre-funeral  service  an  in- 
vitation was  given,  and  four  people  stepped  out  to 
accept  Christ.  One  was  a  teen-ager  who  is  now 
active  in  Sunday  school. 

We  praise  God  for  his  goodness  to  us  here  at 
Dryhill.  At  the  same  time  when  the  "rain"  does 
fall,  how  thankful  we  are  for  such  promises  as,  "I 
wall  never  leave  thee  nor  forsake  thee,"  and  "There 
is  a  friend  that  sticketh  closer  than  a  brother"! 
Pray  for  us,  as  the  day  is  far  spent  and  the  night  is 
coming  when  man's  work  will  be  done.  T 
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I  he   McHenry  Avenue 
Grace    Brethren    Church 
of    Modesto,     California, 
was  meeting  for  the  last 
time.    In  the  quiet  room 
the     congregation,      now 
numbering  only  three,  sat 
quietly,    listening   to    the 
representative      of      The 
Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council.    As   he   finished 
speaking,    the    moderator 
solemnly   took   the   legal- 
looking     document      and 
with    solid   determination 
pressed  firmly  the  corpor- 
ation seal  over  the  signa- 
tures    inscribed     on     the 
page.    With  this  last  offi- 
cial act  the  properties  and 
assets    of    the    McHenry 
Avenue    Grace    Brethren 
Church    had    been    com- 
mitted  to  others   for   dis- 
position.      A      Brethren 
church  was  closed! 

It  would  be  unfair  if 
the  reader  were  not  in- 
formed as  to  the  events 
that  led  to  this  dramatic 
occasion.  Almost  from  its 
inception,  this  small  strug- 
gling church  had  been 
harassed  by  adversity  and 
hardship.  In  spite  of  the 
several  attempts  to  re- 
group and  strengthen  its 
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council. 


forces,  the  congregation  continued  to  dwindle  m  num- 
ber until  only  a  handful  of  members  remained.  With 
such  a  few  to  carry  the  responsibilities,  the  burden  be- 
came too  great;  and  to  continue  would  have  been  to  risk 
the  Christian  testimony  and  the  name  of  the  Brethren 
church  itself.  For  those  who  would  ask  how  or  why 
these  things  happen,  there  can  be  only  one  answer;  no 
one  knows!  However,  we  do  know  that  decisions  must 
be  made  on  the  basis  of  how  things  are  and  not  on  how 
things  ought  to  be.  Thus  began  the  search  for  the  best 
possible  solution  for  the  dilemma. 

It  was  decided  that  since  Brethren  dollars  had  gone 
into  the  project,  it  was  imperative  that  as  much  as 
possible  be  preserved  for  Brethren  interest.  But  how 
does  one  go  about  the  dissolution  of  a  church?  It  must 
be  remembered  that  a  church  is  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  and  as  such  must  adhere  to  the  statutes

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involving  any  change  in 
status.  Furthermore,  of 
great  concern  was  the  de- 
sire to  bring  honor  to  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  even  in 
the  closing  of  the  church. 
What,  then,  should  be 
their  course  of  action? 
Should  they  turn  to  oth- 
ers for  help?  To  whom 
should  they  turn? 

There  were   any  num- 
ber  of    recommendations, 
but    through    a    series    of 
providential  circumstances 
they  were  directed  to  The 
Brethren   Home  Missions 
Council  for  a  possible  an- 
swer   to    their    problem. 
Of  course  they 
quainted    with 
mary     emphasis 
home     missions 
that   of  establishing   new 
Brethren    churches 
throushout  America,   but 
they  were  pleasantly  sur- 
prised   to    learn    that    it 
could   also  help  them  in 
their  current  need.    Here 
was  an  organization  that 
was  not  only  qualified  to 
oive     them    the     counsel 
which    they    needed    but 
was  also,  in  itself,  an  ave- 
nue   for    the    proper   dis- 
position of  its  assets.    In 
what  better  way  could  they  keep  faith  with  all  those 
fine  people  who  had  served  with   them  at   McHenry 
than  to  place  its  final  assets  in  a  corporation  that  would 
assure  a  continued  testimony  for  years  to  come?   It  was 
comforting  to  know  that  even  though  their  own  church 
would  no  longer  be  a  geographical  reality,  its  basic  mes- 
sage would  reverberate  throughout  America  m  count  ess 
home-mission  churches  vet  to  be  established.    By  plac- 
ina  their  assets  in  the  Brethren   Home   Missions  pro- 
aram,  they  were  assuring  a  continued  How  of  dividends 
fnto  every  single  phase  of  activity  within  The  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches. 

It  was  this  knowledge  that  brought  a  note  of  optim- 
ism into  the  meeting  of  January  6,  1968.  What  might 
have  been  an  event  of  sadness  and  defeat  was  actu- 
ally an  event  of  promising  encouragement  and  hope. 
Minaled  with  the  nostalgic  reminiscence  of  yesterday 
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there  was  manifested  a  confidence  in 
the  promise  that  what  they  were  do- 
ing was  right.  Certainly,  all  of  us 
could  hope  that  every  Brethren 
church  started  in  America  would  de- 
velop and  flourish  into  a  robust  con- 
gregation, but  history  tells  us  that 
this  is  not  the  case.  We  can  only  con- 
jecture what  some  of  the  reasons  for 
these  failures  might  be  and  try  very 
hard  to  eliminate  them  in  future  pro- 
grams. In  the  meantime  we  can  draw 
some  comfort  in  knowing  that  there 
are  ways  of  turning  what  mav  appear 
to  be  a  defeat  into  victorv.  Such  is 
the  case  with  the  McHenry  Avenue 
Grace  Brethren  Church. 

In  the  Gospel  of  John  on  one  occa- 
sion our  Lord  referred  to  His  death 
as  a  grain  of  wheat  falling  into  the 
ground.      He    further    likened     His 

resurrection   to   the    growth    and   de- 
ft 

velopment  of  this  single  grain  into  a 
great  harvest.  I  like  to  think  that 
there  is  a  truth  here  that  can  be  ap- 
plied, in  principle,  to  the  closing  of 
this  Brethren  church  in  Modesto, 
California.  Certainly  none  of  us 
would  rejoice  at  the  "death"  of  any 
church    anymore   than   we   might   at 


The  McHenry 
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the  loss  of  a  loved  one  or  friend.  It 
is  true,  thouoh,  that  on  some  occa- 
sions  such  a  "loss"  brings  benefits  to 
others.  Even  on  the  battlefield  we 
have  circumstances  where  one  soldier 
dies  in  order  that  others  might  live. 
We  have  been  reading  much  of  this 
sort  of  thing  in  the  modern  miracle 
of  medicine,  where  one  person  in 
death  provides  extended  life  for  oth- 
ers in  the  gift  of  various  anatomical 
parts.  For  those  dear  Brethren  in 
Modesto,  who,  of  necessity,  have 
been  placed  in  a  position  of  decision 
concerning     the     destinv     of     their 


church,  it  should  be  noted  that  it 
takes  courage  and  faith  to  carry  out 
such  responsibilities.  They  should 
not  look  back  with  regret  to  "what 
might  have  been"  but  should  now 
look  forward  with  the  assurance  that 
thev  have  provided  a  means  of  help- 
ing other  churches  to  develop  in 
America.  The  closing  of  the  Mc- 
Henry Avenue  Grace  Brethren 
Church  should  not  be  thought  of  as 
an  end  but  rather  as  a  "grain  of 
wheat"  that  will  assure  an  unlimited 
harvest  of  souls  in  the  days  to  come.

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Earlv  in  mv  ministry  I  learned  that 
the  Lord  works  His  works  in  un- 
usual ways  and  at  unexpected  times. 
Plans  can  be  laid,  decisions  can  be 
made,  but  in  the  final  analysis  it  is 
the  Lord  who  causes  the  situation  to 
come  to  a  proper  conclusion.  When 
Mrs.  Button  and  I  entered  the  work 
of  Jewish  evangelism  and  arrived  on 
the  field  here  in  Los  Angeles,  Cali- 
fornia, we  were  very  conscious  of  the 
tremendous  and  difficult  job  facing 
us.  There  were  900  city  blocks  of 
Jewish  homes  with  125,000  Jewish 
people  to  be  reached  with  the  gospel 
of  salvation  (since  that  time  the  popu- 
lation of  our  district  has  grown  to 
over  300,000  people,  and  99%  of 
them  are  Jewish).  It  is  one  thing  to 
contact  the  Gentile,  for  there  is  some

rapport  between  him  and  the  things 
of  Christ,  but  with  the  Jewish  person 
it  is  different.  The  Jew's  relationship 
to  the  church  has  been  anything  but 
attractive,  and  the  unsaved  anti-Sem- 
ite has  not  helped  this  relationship. 
Mrs.  Button  and  I  recognized  that 
we  had  a  difficult  job  facing  us.  We 
began  to  prav  for  two  things.  First  we 
praved  that  the  Lord  would  begin  to 
use  us  to  reach  this  community.  Next 
we  prayed  that  He  would  lay  the 
challenge  of  Jewish  missions  on  the 
heart  of  another  person  and  bring 
that  one  to  this  field. 

Part  of  my  work  also  consisted  of 
contacting  churches  and  presenting 
the  need  of  this  new  Brethren  mis- 
sionary endeavor.  It  was  for  this  rea- 
son that  I  found  myself  in  the  Ohio 
and  Indiana  churches 
in  the  summer  of  1950 
telling  of  the  opportu- 
'  nities  here  in  Fairfax.

was  well-filled,  but  I 
was  totally  unprepared 
for  what  happened  at 
the  close  of  the  ser- 
vice. ...  I  was  greet- 
ing people  at  the  front 
of  the  church  when  a 
young  lady  came  up 
and  introduced  herself. 
Her  name:  Isobel  C. 
Fraser;  her  home 
church:  First  Brethren, 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana; 
her  qualifications:  col- 
lege graduate,  experi- 
ence in  Jewish  mis,sion 
work,  a  deep  love  for 
the  Jewish  people,  and 
the  deep  conviction 
that  God  had  called 
her  to  a  life  of  witness- 
ing to  Jews.  God  had 
now  answered  our  sec- 
ond prayer  as  He  had 
answered  our  first! 
That  day  we  talked 
with  Miss  Fraser.  We 
discussed  our  work  and 
told  her  some  experi- 
ences we  had  each  had. 
Then  we  went  our 
separate  ways  to  await 


...a  hostess/ 

the  Lord's  will  to  be  done  in  His  own 
good  time.  The  next  year  (April, 
1951)  Miss  Fraser  arrived  on  the 
field.  She  located  near  the  mission 
and  proceeded  to  enter  into  the  work. 
Since  that  time  she  has  been  a  faith- 
ful witness  to  the  Jewish  people  of 
our  district.  She  is  known  as  Isobel, 
Elizabeth,  Betty,  and  Miss  Fraser. 
But  regardless  of  what  she  is  called, 
she  does  her  work  very  well. 

Isobel  drives  one  of  the  mission 
buses.  And  this  is  quite  a  job  in  city 
traffic  and  especially  in  Los  Angeles 
traffic.  But  each  time  we  have  a 
meeting,  she  drives  all  over  the  south- 
ern end  of  our  district,  picking  up 
people  and  bringing  them  in.  Some- 
times this  is  further  complicated  by 
the  fact  that  many  of  these  people 
are  blind.  (We  have  a  Bible  class  for 
Jews  who  are  blind  each  Monday 
evening.)  This  means  that  Isobel 
must  call  for  the  person,  go  to  the 
door  of  the  house,  escort  the  person 
to  the  bus  and  see  him  safely  seated, 
bring  him  to  the  mission,  and  see  that 
he  gets  inside  and  finds  a  seat.  Her 
concern  for  and  devotion  to  these 
people  is  to  be  highly  commended. 

But  Isobel  has  another  ministry  to 
these  people  which  is  far  superior  to 
this.  It  is  the  ministry  of  spiritual 
things.  She  is  an  ardent  house-to- 
house  caller;  and  when  she  is  assigned 
an  area  which  is  to  be  reached  with 
the  gospel,  you  can  be  sure  that 
there  will  be  no  homes  passed  by,  nor 
will  there  be  those  who  do  not  re- 
ceive the  gospel  if  they  answer  the 
door.  She  is  also  faithful  in  the  mat- 
ter of  calling  back  at  the  homes  when 
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a  more  convenient  time  is  suogested. 

oo 

Many  are  the  people  she  has  minis- 
tered to  in  this  way. 

Still  Isobel  has  another  ministry 
here  in  Fairfax.  It  is  the  "trouble" 
ministry.  Should  any  of  our  people 
get  involved  in  a  diflficulty,  often  thev 
will  call  Isobel  and  let  her  know  of 
it.  An  attempt  is  always  made  to 
work  out  a  solution  for  the  problem. 

Isobel  teaches  our  Monday  girls' 
group.  Here,  too,  she  does  a  fine  job. 
Her  messages  illustrated  with  visual 


aids  are  clear  and  concise  and  present 
the  message  of  salvation  in  an  entic- 
ing  way.  Our  Monday  girls  always 
give  good  attention,  and  from  this 
group  we  have  had  many  come  into 
the  Wednesday  e\'ening  Bible  class. 
,'\lso,  Isobel  has  been  given  a  spe- 
cial ministry  by  the  Lord.  This  con- 
sists of  a  group  of  blind  Jewish  people 
called  "The  Pincus  Club."  Once  a 
month  she  devotes  a  day  to  this  or- 
ganization. It  is  not  a  Christian  or- 
ganization. Rather  it  is  an  organiza- 
tion  sponsored  by  a  group  of  Jewish 
women.  Here  she  has  opportunity  to 
witness  of  the  Lord  from  time  to  time,

No  Rift  in  the  Clouds  of  Pessimism 

Under  the  caption  "Tomorrow" 
the  February  5  issue  of  U.  S.  News 
and  World  Report  opens  a  two-page 
discussion  on  conditions  in  the 
United  States  and  the  world  with  this 
statement:  "It  is  amazing  to  watch 
how  troubles  keep  piling  up  for 
the  LInited  States.  People  vearn  for 
calm  and  a  chance  to  be  optimistic. 
All  that  people  get  is  one  uncomfort- 
able jolt  after  another,  none  generat- 
ing optimism.  There  is  nothing  in 
the  trends  to  suggest  early  change." 

After  enumerating  situation  after 
situation  at  home  and  across  the 
world  that  bodes  ill,  the  writer  sums 
up  bv  saving,  "It  is  little  wonder  that 
the  public  is  in  its  present  mood. 
People  want  to  be  optimistic,  to  have 
some  relief  from  problems,  but  the 
chances  for  this  anv  time  soon  appear 
to  be  not  too  bright." 

On  a  backoround  of  things  such  as 
this,  as  set  forth  in  the  prophetic 
Scriptures,  when  there  is  "upon  the 
earth  distress  of  nations,  with  per- 
plexity .  .  .  men's  hearts  failing  them 
for  fear  and  for  looking  after  those 
things  which  are  coming  upon  the 
earth,"  the  people  of  God  are  given 
special  encouragement.  "When  these 
things  begin  to  come  to  pass,  then 
look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads;  for 
vour  redemption  draweth  nigh" 
(Luke  21:25-26,  28). 

There  is  hope.  But  that  ho{5e  does 
not  reside  in  men,  nor  does  it  come 
from  the  human  and  natural  level. 
It  comes  from  above.  There  cannot 
be  the  restoration  of  happv  earthly 
and  social  order,  marked  bv  peace 
and  prosperity  and  safety,  until  the 
Messiah  returns. 

Higher  Education  Is  a  Part 
of  the  Scene 

"The  Chronicle  of  Higher  Educa- 


tion," a  publication  for  the  purpose 
of  reporting  the  issues  on  the  aca- 
demic scene,  follows  the  same  pattern 
of  turmoil,  problems,  and  unrest. 

An  authoritv  representing  the  Car- 
negie fund  sounds  out  loud  and  clear 
that  "higher  education  must  accept 
the  federal  government  as  its  main 
source  of  financial  support  ...  it 
[federal  aid]  could  be  50  percent  of 
all  higher  education  budgets  bv 
1975." 

In  an  escalating  financial  economy, 
with  costs  soaring  precipitously  to  as- 
tronomical heights,  and  colleges 
evervwhere  faltering,  stumbling,  and 
failing  in  the  struggle  to  meet  the 
financial  demands,  it  is  not  hard  to 
see  what  the  future  may  hold. 

Chaos  within  the  business  area  of 
higher  education  is  matched  by  chaos 
within  the  academic  field.  The 
American  Association  of  Universitv 
Professors  are  moving  to  strengthen 
the  right  of  academic  freedom  for  the 
individual  teacher  in  all  institutitms 
of  higher  learning,  including  church- 
related  institutions.  This  bodes  ill  for 
every  institution  seeking  to  hold  the 
line  of  dedication  to  doctrinal  and 
moral  standards.  There  are  very  few 
of  such  institutions  where  the  tradi- 
tional stands  have  not  alreadv  been 
largelv  eroded. 

To  add  to  the  confusion  on  the 
academic  scene,  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges,  meeting  recentlv 
in  Minneapolis,  endorsed  in  principle 
a  "Joint  Statement  on  the  Rights  and 
Freedoms  of  Students."  Ten  clarifi- 
cations were  added  to  tone  it  down. 
But  in  substance  it  goes  into  opera- 
tion and  guarantees  students  freedom 
of  expression  in  the  classroom,  pro- 
vides "procedural  safeguards  in  dis- 
ciplinary cases,"  and  assures  them  a 
role  "in  the  formulation  and  applica- 
tion of  institutional   policy  affecting 


academic  and  student  affairs." 

Grace  Students  Need  Your 
Financial  Help 

No  person  in  the  LInited  States, 
except  perhaps  one  who  is  living  in 
total  isolation  from  society,  is  without 
information  concerning  the  most  co- 
lossal annual  budget  in  the  history 
of  the  LInited  States  government.  But 
even  this  budget  has  given  some  con- 
sideration  to  the  veil  that  is  rising 
from  millions  of  throats  against  the 
rising  tax  burden.  And  of  all  places, 
the  blow  fell  in  the  area  of  aid  to 
students  in  higher  education,  among 
others.  Twenty-one  million  dollars 
was  cut  from  the  budget  as  a  total; 
nine  million  from  the  educational  op- 
portunity grants,  six  million  from  the 
work-study  program,  and  six  million 
from  the  National  Defense  Student 
Loan  program. 

All  three  of  these  will  affect  stu- 
dents at  Grace  College.  When  the 
allocation  is  made  to  institutions, 
Grace  College  will  receive  a  share 
that  is  appreciably  lower  than  in 
former  years.  This  means  one  of  two 
things,  and  perhaps  both.  The 
amount  granted  to  students  making 
application  will  be  reduced,  and 
fewer  students  will  recei\e  help. 

This  could  be  disastrous  both  to 
students  and  school.  Though  the 
help  goes  to  the  student  primarily, 
through  him  it  reaches  the  school  and 
enables  the  school  to  continue  its 
ministr\'.  Since  there  are  so  many 
students  in  Grace  College  who  must 
receive  some  sort  of  assistance  to  con- 
tinue in  school,  it  is  now  time  to  give 
careful  attention  to  meeting  this 
need. 

Grace  College  and  Grace  Seminary 
do  not  create  financial  funds.  It  can 
dispense  the  funds  that  it  receives 
from  some  outside  source,  but  it  is 
not  in  itself  a  profit-making  institu- 
tion. This  means  that  God's  people 
who  count  this  school  dear  must 
make  funds  available  to  the  school  for 
helping  students. 

The  best  wav  would  be  the  giving 
of  thousands  oF  dollars  as  a  rotating 
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loan  fund  for  students.  Funds  that 
can  be  given  to  students  are  fine,  ex- 
cept such  funds  arc  so  quickly  dissi- 
pated and  nothing  remains  to  help 
other  students.  Please  prav  for  this 
matter  and  use  your  influence  to  help 
meet  this  need.  T 
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Today  a  great  deal  is  being  said 
about  modern  art.  This  reference 
does  not  mean  the  traditional-type 
work  of  great  artists  like  Andrew 
Wyeth  (who  is  certainly  contem- 
porary) but  the  recent,  nonobjec- 
tive-type  art  that  does  not  portray 
realism  and  is  not  easily  and 
clearly  understood.  It  is  occasion- 
ally called  abstract.  This  art  is 
usually  the  personal  expression  of 
the  artist  himself  and  is  engen- 
dered by  his  personal  emotions  and 
special  feelings.  It  often  causes 
comments  such  as,  "A  six-year-old 
could  do  better,"  or  "This  work 
has  no  rhyme  or  reason."  The 
work  is  sometimes  full  of  bright, 
seemingly  unrelated  colors,  and 
natural  forms  are  reduced  to  geo- 
metric images  and  distortions. 

This  type  of  art,  however,  is 
very  popular  today.  It  is  being 
shown  around  the  world  and  is 
winning  prizes  in  art  competition. 
In  defense  of  modern  art,  it  can  be 
said  that  it  is  not  without  form  or 
thought  but  that  it  is  the  very 
essence  of  the  artist's  personal 
thoughts,  values,  standards,  and 
his  philosophy  of  life. 

Roots  of  Modern  Art 

Social  movements  and  economic 
factors  have  had  a  direct  and  in- 
direct relationship  to  the  stylistic 
evolution  of  art.  From  the  eco- 
nomic standpoint  the  decline  of 
private  patronage  allowed  the  art- 
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ist  the  freedom  to  paint  what  he 
wished  and  not  to  be  bound  by 
the  cathedral,  court,  or  guild.  Also, 
scientific  progress  and  invention 
enabled  the  artist  to  choose  from  a 
wide  range  of  brilliant  colors  and 
varied  media.  The  invention  of 
the  camera  provided  an  inexpen- 
sive substitute  for  traditional  and 
realistic  art;  illustration  became 
interpretation,  and  image  became 
symbol. 

In  general,  social  trends  impose 
their  fluctuating  shades  of  mean- 
ino  on  the  expressions  of  every 
aoe.  The  arts  cannot  escape;  taste 
and  fashion  are  shaped  by  social 
context.  Man,  without  the  limits 
of  order,  poise  and  serenity,  and 
traditional  forms,  becomes  fiercely 
individualistic  and  seeks  a  man- 
ner of  expression  that  is  personal 
and  subjective. 

In  my  opinion  modern  art  re- 
flects: 

1.  The  importance  of  the  indi- 
vidual; he  is  the  ultimate  author- 
ity, and  he  struggles  against  disci- 
pline and  develops  the  inner  ten- 
sion and  sense  of  strain  that  is 
alien  to  the  classical  spirit. 

2.  The  ability  of  the  individual 
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to  practice  complete  freedom  and 
to  express  himself  in  any  fashion, 
regardless  of  the  eff^ect.  He  is 
able  to  rebel  against  traditional 
forms  and  enthrone  in  their  place 
the  irrational  and  infinite. 

3.  The  desire  of  the  individual 
to  abandon  all  that  is  traditional, 
to  revolt  against  the  old,  and  to 
substitute  the  new.  In  effect,  the 
artist  is  desiring  to  find  himself, 
and,  in  a  sense,  to  be  at  peace  with 
himself. 

Fruits  of  Modern  Art 

If  a  work  of  art  communicates 
a  philosophy,  it  is  sure  to  affect  as 
well  as  reflect.  The  reflections  of 
modern  art  do  carry  over  into  so- 
ciety today  and  are  responsible  for 
some  of  the  evidence  we  see  of  ( 1 ) 
rebellion  against  authority,  (2)  the 
hue  and  cry  for  freedom  without 
responsibility,  as  we  see  on  every 
hand  today,  and  (3)  the  great 
surge  of  the  relativistic  theory  and 
the  accompanying  philosophy  of 
situational  ethics.  Time  magazine 
puts  it  succinctly: 

"PAVING  THE  WAY.  The 
arowing  mass  audience  has  been 
prepared  for  change  and  experi- 
ment both  by  life  and  art.  It  has 
seen-and  accepted-the  question- 
ino  of  moral  traditions,  the  de- 
mythologizing  of  ideals,  the  ptdver- 
izing  of  esthetic  principles  in  ab- 
stract painting,  atonal  music  and 
the  experimental  novel."  ▼ 
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(Editor's  note:  Warren  Wiershe, 
pastor  of  the  Calvary  Bapist  Church 
in  Covington,  Kentucky,  was  erne  of 
the  speakers  for  the  annual  Grace 
Bible  Conference,  January  iO  to  Feh- 
riiary  2.  He  spoke  to  the  comhined 
college  and  seminary  student  bodies 
in  the  gym  at  9:30  a.m.  each  day, 
and  the  foUoiving  message  is  cme  of 
a  series  which  he  presented  on  varicnis 
parables  in  the  New  Testament.) 

It  would  be  interesting  to  see  the 
reaction  of  a  labor  convention  to 
the  parable  of  the  laborers  and  the 
vineyard  in  Matthew  20.  I  can  see 
a  delegate  standing  to  his  feet  and 
shouting,  "That's  unfair!  That  man 
ran  an  open  shop!"  And  somebody 
else  would  cry,  "The  wage  scales 
aren't  honest!"  A  third  would  com- 
plain, "Those  workers  had  no  bar- 
gaining power!" 

Didn't  Jesus  understand  econom- 
ics? Doesn't  He  know  that  men  want 
fair  wages  and  honest  agreements? 
Of  course  He  knows!  He  knows  the 
hearts  of  men— something  that  could 
never  be  said  of  a  union  arbitration 
board.  He  was  a  carpenter  himself; 
He  knew  how  men  would  haggle  for 
wages  and  try  to  get  as  much  extra 
as  possible. 


But  this  parable  does  not  deal  with 
economics;  it  deals  with  the  human 
heart.  Of  course,  our  Lord  is  not 
talking  about  salvation  in  this  story. 
No  man  can  work  for  salvation,  and 
if  he  could,  he  would  not  complain 
when  he  received  it.  We  are  saved 
by  grace,  through  faith,  and  not  by 
our  own  v\'orks. 

Nor  is  our  Lord  talking  about  re- 
wards. Certainly  there  will  be  re- 
wards when  we  meet  the  Lord,  but 
each  man  will  receive  his  oum  reward 
(I  Cor.  3:8).  In  this  story,  each  man 
received  the  same  amount. 

If  Jesus  is  not  talking  about  salva- 
tion or  rewards,  then  what  is  He 
talking  about?  To  answer  this  ques- 
tion, we  must  go  back  to  Matthew 
19:16  to  30.  It's  a  familiar  story.  The 
rich  ruler  comes  running  to  Jesus, 
asking  about  eternal  life,  and  Jesus 
commands  him  to  sell  his  goods  and 
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e   man    goes   away 


sorrowful,  because  he  is  covetous. 
Then  Jesus  makes  an  amazing  state- 
ment: "A  rich  man  shall  hardly  (or, 
with  difficulty)  enter  into  the  kino- 
dom  of  heaven"  (19:23).  This  state- 
ment shocks  the  disciples,  because 
(like  good  Jews)  they  thought  that 
God  especially  blessed  the  rich  and 
not  the  poor.   "If  rich  people  can't  be 


saved,  what  hope  is  there  for  poor 
people  like  us?"  they  exclaim.  Then 
Peter  speaks  up  as  he  watches  the 
rich  ruler  disappear  down  the  road, 
"Behold,  we  have  forsaken  all,  and 
followed  thee;  what  shall  we  have 
therefore?" 

There  it  is!  "What  are  we  going 
to  get?"  It  was  this  statement  that 
led  Jesus  to  give  this  parable.  He 
saw  in  Peter's  heart  a  wrong  attitude 
toward  his  Christian  calling  and  min- 
istry.    Of    course,    Jesus    answered

Peter's  question  by  promising  him 
and  his  associates  future  thrones  and 
present  blessings,  but  He  also  an- 
swered the  sinful  attitude  of  Peter's 
heart  by  telling  a  strange  story  in 
Matthew  20:1  to  16. 

In  this  parable,  then,  our  Lord  is 
seeking  to  warn  us  against  a  selfish 
attitude  in  Christian  living  and 
Christian  service.  He  is  dealing  with 
this  "what-am-I-going-to-get"  attitude 
that  often  lies  hidden  in  the  heart. 
Note  in  this  parable  at  least  three 
warnings  for  us  to  heed. 

First,  beware  of  bargaining  with 
God.  Did  you  notice  that  there  were 
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iivo  classes  of  laborers?  The  men 
hired  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morning 
insisted  on  a  contract.  The  owner 
agreed  with  them  for  a  penny  a  day 
(verses  2  and  13).  But  the  men  hired 
during  the  rest  of  the  day  were  will- 
ing to  work  for  "whatever  is  right" 
(verses  4  and  7).  What  a  difference! 
And  we  have  these  same  two  classes 
of  believers  today:  there  are  those 
who  obey  the  Lord  regardless  of  what 
the  rewards  might  be,  and  there  are 
others  who  insist  on  writing  a  con- 
tract  first. 

Our  God  is  the  God  of  the  "much 
more."  Five  times  in  the  fifth  chap- 
ter of  Romans  Paul  tells  us  that  God 
has  done  "much  more"  for  us  in  Je- 
sus Christ.  Don't  write  your  own 
contract  and  bargain  with  God;  yield 
to  His  will  and  let  Him  handle  the 
blessing. 

There  is  a  second  warning  here: 
beware  of  watching  other  Christians. 
Can't  you  see  those  laborers  standing 
in  line  to  be  paid?  The  owner  in- 
sisted that  the  men  hired  first  be  paid 
last;  he  wanted  them  to  see  his  gen- 
erosity.  Had  he  paid  them  first,  they 
would  never  have  known  how  much 
the  other  laborers  received.  Of  course, 
when  the  men  saw  the  one-hour 
workers  receive  a  penny,  they  auto- 


matically supposed  that  they  would 
receive  more  because  they  had 
worked  longer.  But  they  received  ex- 
actly what  they  bargained  for!  And 
then  they  began  to  complain! 

Whenever  you  find  a  complaining 
Christian,  you  can  be  fairly  certain 
that  he  watches  other  believers  and 
is  envious  of  their  blessings.  This  is 
the  "evil  eye"  Jesus  mentions  in  verse 
15.  In  Psalm  73,  the  writer  was  en- 
vious of  the  wicked;  but  most  Chris- 
tians today  are  envious  of  the  righ- 
teous! Sunday-school  teachers  envy 
the  growth  of  other  classes;  pastors 
envy  the  growth  of  neighboring 
churches.  "Why  is  God  blessing  him? 
I'm  a  better  preacher  than  he  is!  I 
was  at  the  head  of  my  graduating 
class,  yet  I  have  the  smallest  church 
in  the  district."  Keep  your  eyes  on 
Christ  and  off  other  men. 

There  is  a  third  warning:  beware 
of  overconfidence.  "What  are  we 
going  to  get?"  asked  Peter;  and  Jesus 
might  have  replied,  "How  do  you 
know  you  will  get  anything?"  Peter 
thought  he  would  be  first,  but  Jesus 
warned  him  that  he  might  be  last! 
The  si,x  o'clock  workers  supposed 
presumptuously  that  they  would  get 
more.  Overconfidence!  Pride!  How 
guilty    we    are    of    wondering    how 


much  we  will  get  instead  of  asking 
how  much  we  can  give. 

In  the  judgment,  the  last  shall  be 
first  and  the  first  last— not  all  of  them, 
but  some.  Some  Christians  who  are 
first  in  their  own  eyes  will  be  last 
when  they  face  Christ;  some  who  are 
last  in  the  eyes  of  men  will  be  first 
in  the  e3?es  of  God.  Beware  of  over- 
confidence  and  "spiritual  pride." 

Is  the  important  thing  that  we  do 
the  will  of  God?  All  of  these  workers 
did  the  master's  will— but  not  all  of 
them  had  the  right  attitude  of  heart. 
It's  possible  for  Christians  to  do  God's 
v\'ork  but  not  to  share  the  love  of 
God's  heart.  Like  the  elder  brother 
in  Luke  15,  we  can  toil  faithfully  and 
yet  have  a  grasping,  selfish  attitude. 
Like  Peter,  we  can  be  asking,  "How 
much  am  I  going  to  get?" 

Peter  won  the  victory  over  this 
secret  sin.  In  Acts  3,  when  Peter  saw 
the  lame  man,  he  said,  "Such  as  I 
have  give  I  thee!"  It  was  not  a  matter 
of  getting,  but  giving.  Peter  was  no 
longer  writing  contracts  with  the 
Lord!  He  knew  that  his  Lord  would 
give  him  "much  more"  than  he  de- 
served or  that  he  could  ever  ask  or 
think! 

Have  you  come  to  that  place  in 
your  life?  ▼

If  there  is  any  church  which 
should  be  interested  in  Christian 
higher  education,  it  is  The  Breth- 
ren   Church.

With  re- 
gard to  Christian  living,  Paul  ex- 
horts us  to  be  "transformed  by  the 
renewing  of  vour  minds. "  Jesus 
himself  emphasized  this  truth  in 
His  Great  Commission,  when  He 
commands  us  to  go  and  teach  all 
nations,  or  better,  make  disciples 
of  all  nations,  make  learners  of 
them,  enroll  them  in  His  school. 
That  is  salvation.  And  Christian 
growth  and  nurture  follow  in  His 
words,  "Go  ye  therefore  .  .  .  teach-

Christianity  is  said  to  have  the 
answer  to  all  of  life's  problems.  But 
why  are  there  so  many  nervous  Chris- 
tians? Christ  said,  "Let  not  your 
heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be 
afraid"  (John  14:27).  The  Christian 
has  worries  and  fears  the  same  as  any 
other  human  being,  but  he  has  Some- 
one who  can  help  him  with  the 
psvchological  aspect  as  well  as  the 
physical. 

The  nervous  Christian  has  not  ob- 
tained his  present  position  overnight. 
It  has  taken  years  of  tension  and 
worry.  As  a  result,  the  patient  has 
migraine  headaches,  tension  in  the 
neck,  a  nervous  stomach,  or  other 
bodily  symptoms  that  are  real  and 
that  create  severe  discomfort.  Relief 
is  sought  for  the  discomfort,  but  the 
psychological  aspect  is  many  times 
overlooked;  and  the  problem  will 
either  recur,  or  it  will  affect  some 
other  part  of  the  body. 

Adam  was  the  first  man  to  have  a 
phobia.  "I  was  afraid,  because  I  was 
naked;  and  I  hid  myself"  (Gen.  3:10). 
Up  until  this  time  Adam  had  been 
naked,  and  it  \\as  natural  to  him,  but 
now  he  was  attempting  to  cover 
something  more  than  himself.  Ke 
was  trying  to  cover  his  sin,  and,  of 
course,  God  could  see  through  to  his 
heart  and  see  the  real  problem.  There 
is  often  sin  in  a  person's  life  which 
he  is  trving  to  cover;  and  because  he 
cannot  successfully  cover  it,  he  be- 
comes nervous,  and  the  nervousness 
often  interrupts  his  life. 

A  worldly  Christian  tries  to  make 
excuses  to  cover  his  nervousness  and 
uses  any  number  of  methods  as  well 
as  his  "willpower"  to  overcome  his 
symptoms.  The  real  cause  is  the 
struesle  between  the  old  nature  and 
the  new  nature.  The  new  nature 
came  into  the  Christian  when  he  ac- 
cepted Christ,  but  the  old  nature  is 
still  there,  and  strife  continues  until 
the  old  nature  is  brought  under  the 
subjection  of  the  new. 

Christians  are  to  be  "lights  in  the 
world."  They  are  to  tell  others  about 
the  plan  of  salvation  and  the  peace 
and  joy  it  can  bring,  but  if  the  un- 
saved do  not  see  the  fruits  of  Chris- 
tianity,   they    will    not    want   Chris- 
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tianity.  From  a  state  of  progression 
the  nervous  Christian  starts  the  trip 
of  regression  into  himself.  When  he 
is  nervous,  he  thinks  of  himself  and 
what  others  must  think  of  him  in  his 
awful  condition.  This  makes  him 
self-conscious  and  the  big  "I"  is  the 
only  one  of  whom  he  can  think. 
Eventually  God  is  left  out  of  his 
thinkinp.  Doubts  of  God's  goodness, 
mercy,  salvation,  and  provision  tor 
His  saints  creep  in  and  undermine 
his  basic  belief.  Satan  cleverly  re- 
places God's  blessings  with  his  lust- 
fulBlling  desires.  This  occurs  not  too 
stronaly  at  first,  because  the  Chris- 
tian  would  notice,  but  very  slowly. 

L.  Gilbert  Little  in  his  book  Ner- 
vous Cliristimis  gives  five  rules  the 
Christian  can  follow  as  a  cure: 

First:  Go  back  to  the  cross  of  Cal- 
vary where  you  first  saw  the  light. 

Second:  The  "I"  (self)  must  be 
crucified  with  Christ  in  order  to  get 
rid  of  the  "old  man"— self-will,  self- 
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trust,  and  self-sufficiency— which 
makes  you  rebel  against  God's  plan 
for  your  life.  "And  they  that  are 
Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh  with 
the  affections  and  lusts"  (Gal.  5:24). 

Third:  Meditate  on  what  Christ 
did  on  Calvary  for  you.  Study  the 
Bible  diligently  until  you  grasp  the 
complete  picture  of  Calvary.  If  you 
do  this,  the  love  of  God  will  dawn 
upon  you. 

Foiirth:  If  you  have  been  nervous 
and  fearful  for  many  years,  the 
doubts,  the  guilty  feelings,  and  the 
past  sins  will  return  to  trouble  you 
by  sheer  force  of  habit.  Turn  to 
I  John  1:9.  Study  this  verse  carefully 
until  you  get  the  full  impact.  Read 
this  verse  in  relation  to  its  context. 

Fifth:  Meditate  on  God's  Word 
daily,  moment  by  moment,  so  that 
you  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the 
wiles  of  Satan  who  will  attempt  to 
brincr  you  into  bondage  again. 


If  the  nervous  Christian  can  take 
his  eyes  off  his  own  situation  long 
enough  to  see  what  God  is  offering 
him,  he  will  see  that  God  is  offering 
peace  and  provision  for  every  situa- 
tion of  life.    The  neurotic  Christian 
begins  his   suffering  when  he   takes 
his   eves   off   of    God   and   looks    to 
something    else.     Things    begin    to 
bother  him.  Guilt  enters  into  his  life, 
because  God  is  convicting  him  and 
trying  to  alter  his  direction   for  the 
Christian's  own  good.   Problems  that 
lono  before  had   been   forgiven   and 
forgotten  appear  again  on  the  scene. 
As  "the  guilt  of  these  past  experiences 
builds,  the  power  of  God  and  his  re- 
demption is  repressed  until  the  per- 
son sees  only  his  past  condition. 

God  had  an  answer  to  this  situation 
before  the  perplexed  person  was  even 
born.  The  answer  does  not  consist 
of  worldlv  pleasures  or  worldly 
amusements.  God  gave  the  promise 
that  he  would  send  a  "Comforter." 
He  accomplished  this  by  sending  the 
FIolv  Spirit  not  only  to  comfort  us, 
but  to  guide  us  through  every  phase 
of  our  lives,  if  we  will  let  Him. 

If  a  person  is  suffering  from  some 
disorder,  he  is  wise  to  accept  it,  rec- 
ognize it,  and  confess  it.  It  could  very 
\ve\\  be  that  God  in  His  infinite  plan 
will  use  this  disorder  to  keep  the 
Christian  close  to  himself  and  to  show 
him  that  he  is  not  self-sufficient.  God 
deals  with  each  individual  in  the 
manner  best  suited  for  that  person. 

A  self-evaluation  of  the  situation 
can  be  made  by  the  neurotic  person. 
Self-evaluations  are  necessary  as  a 
means  of  checking  one's  spiritual 
growth  and  needs.  However,  caution 
should  be  taken  that  self-evaluation 
is  not  the  only  thing  that  a  person  has 
time  for.  Everyone  has  sinned,  and 
God  is  ready  to  forgive  sin;  but  once 
sin  is  forgiven,  it  should  be  forgotten. 
God  forgets  forgiven  sin  and  so 
should  we.  Meditating  on  past  mis- 
takes and  sins  is  a  waste  of  time  as 
well  as  damaging  to  one's  mental 
health. 

The  solution  for  the  Christian  is  to 
draw  closer  to  His  Lord  and  see  His 
power,  holiness,  and  love.  When  this 
has  been  accomplished,  the  neurosis 
will  fade  into  the  background,  and 
Christ  will  shine  forth.  The  most  im- 
portant thing  in  the  world  is  the  rela- 
tionship between  the  Christian  and 
his  Lord.  ^

A  unique  and  rare  expression  of  student  loyal- 
ty was  culminated  recently  on  the  Grace  College 
campus,  as  student  council  president  Steve 
Young  presented  a  gift  of  $9,410  for  the  library- 
learning  center  now  under  construction  on  the 
campus  to  Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  president  of  the 
college.  The  student  body  voted  last  year  to 
assess  itself  $10  per  student  each  semester  as  an 
expression  of  loyalty  and  support  to  the  col- 
lege's building  program. 

In  response  to  the  gift,  Dr.  Hoyt  stressed  that 
the  project  was  entirely  student-initiated  and 
stated,  "If  you  could  sit  in  my  chair  and  face 
the  critical  financial  issues  as  we  do,  you  would 
know  how  truly  grateful  we  are." 

Referring  to  John  4:37,  "One  soweth,  another 
reapeth,"  Dr.  Hoyt  pointed  out,  "Everything  we 
are  reaping  today,  our  predecessors  have  sown." 
He  told  the  students,  "You  may  not  reap  direct- 
ly the  benefits  of  this  gift,  but  perhaps  your 
children  or  others  close  to  you  will." 

Originally  designed  as  a  two-year  project  to 
total  nearly  $20,000,  the  project  was  initiated

by  the  student  council  last  year  and  voted  on 
by  the  student  body.  The  $9,410  represents  the 
first  installment  of  the  total  gift.  For  ease  in 
handling,  the  $10  assessment  was  added  to  the 
fees  in  the  registration  line  at  the  beginning  of 
each  semester. 

A  committee  composed  of  the  presidents  and 
secretaries  of  the  four  college  classes  is  currently 
working  on  recommendations  for  the  specific 
designation  of  the  gift.

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The  Editor  Speaks . . .

"I  have  a  verv  deep  conviction  that 
being  the  pastor  of  a  church  is  a  full- 
time  job."  These  are  the  words  of  the 
late  Dr.  Miles  Taber,  former  Editor 
and  Business  Manager  of  the  Breth- 
ren Missionary  Herald  Companv,  and 
long-time  pastor.  His  statement 
breathes  the  conviction  and  dedica- 
tion for  a  cause  so  characteristic  of 
this  man  of  God.  When  he  made  this 
statement,  he  was  presenting  the 
negative  position  on  the  subject  of 
whether  a  pastor  should  become  a 
writer.  His  conviction  was  that  if 
a  man  spends  verv  much  time  in 
writing,  he  is  neglecting  his  pastoral 
work.  And  for  Dr.  Taber  this  was 
not  right.  Manv  disagreed  with  him, 
but  this  did  not  disturb  Dr.  Taber. 
If  he  believed  a  thing,  he  stood 
for  it  no  matter  if  he  had  to  stand 
alone. 

A  fellow  pastor  who  knew  him 
over  a  long  period  of  years  said  of 
Dr.  Taber,  "He  was  an  excellent 
editor.  He  was  actually  the  first  full- 
time  editor  of  the  Brethren  Mission- 
ary Herald.  As  a  pioneer  in  the  true 
editorial  position,  he  did  much  for  the 
Herald." 

This  brother  stated  further:  "His 
comments  were  concise  and  to  the 
point.  He  had  an  investigative  na- 
ture. When  he  said  something,  you 
knew  what  he  meant.  He  was  a  stu- 
dent while  he  v\'as  editor,  reading  his 
wa\'  completeh'  through  Matthew 
Henrv's  Commentary.  He  did  much 
to  promote  the  book  ministry,  putting 
good  books  in  the  hands  of  pastors. 
He  read  the  books  which  he  pushed! 
He  was  not  always  appreciated.  He 
was  an  honest  critic." 

Another  associate  said  of  him,  "He 
was  a  man  devoted  to  the  Word  of 


God  and  The  Brethren  Church.  He 
alwavs  left  a  church  better  than  it 
was  when  he  came  to  it.  He  rarelv 
preached  longer  than  thirtv  minutes, 
but  what  sermons  he  preached!  There 
v\as  a  freshness,  depth,  and  compre- 
hensiveness to  his  sermons  which 
made  you  realize  that  you  had  heard 
a  great  message  every  time.  The  ser- 
mons were  well-packed." 

Still  another  pastor  said  of  him,  "I 
was  impressed  by  his  love  and  gentle- 
ness. I  never  heard  him  raise  his 
voice." 

As  one  of  his  successors  in  the  edi- 
torship of  the  Herald  I  can  say  that 
he  has  always  stood  out  as  a  man  of 
conviction  and  dedication,  and  a  man 
who  was  a  successful  pastor,  even 
though  he  served  sacrificiallv  through- 
out  much  of  his  ministry.  But 
"things"  were  not  of  primary  concern 
to  him;  his  aim  was  to  serve  and  to 
please  his  Lord.  And  this  I  am  sure 
he  did.  I  never  heard  him  preach  a 
sermon  with  which  I  was  disap- 
pointed. One  could  tell  that  he  had 
been  with  the  Lord  and  the  Word 
long  hours  as  the  message  was  being 
prepared.  His  presentation  reflected 
this  very  clearly. 

We  shall  miss  such  a  man  in  our 
fellowship.  But  we  dare  not  mourn 
his  loss  as  those  who  have  no  hope. 
We  cannot  begrudge  him  the  meet- 
ing with  his  Lord,  and  the  sweet  fel-

lowship  with  Him  that  he  now  en- 
joys. But  we  can  praise  God  for  him 
and  for  his  rich  and  dedicated  minis- 
try among  us.  And,  we  can  pray  that 
God  will  warm  the  hearts  of  those  of 
us  who  are  left  behind  so  that  our 
ministry  will  be  richer  and  fuller  be- 
cause of  his  example.  ▼

These  negative  opinions 
voiced  by  clergymen  concerning  foreign  missions  were 
recorded  by  a  leading  news  agency  (L7.  S.  News  & 
World  Report  for  Feb.  26,  1968)  just  a  week  before  the 
board  of  trustees  met  in  their  midyear  sessions  to  con- 
sider the  foreign  missionary  program  of  The  Brethren 
Church. 

Needless  to  say,  this  attitude  found  no  spokesman 
among  the  eleven  men  chosen  by  the  FMS  to  direct  its 
program.  Their  approach  was  positive;  indeed,  it  could 
hardly  be  otherwise  for  a  church  that  believes  in  the 
authority  of  the  infallible  Word  of  God  and  in  a  resur- 
rected Saviour  who  has  commissioned  her  to  keep  at 
the  task  until  this  age  closes. 

The  FMS,  with  over  one  hundred  missionaries,  has 
no  intention  of  giving  up  or  of  planning  to  "voluntarily 
dismantle  our  present  missionary  organization,"  as  a 
lecturer  on  missions  recently  suggested  (Rev.  Ronan 
Hoffman,  Catholic  University  professor).  Just  as  long 
as  this  age  of  grace  continues— just  as  long  as  the  rap- 
ture of  the  church  is  delayed,  the  Brethren  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  will  be  in  business.  In  fact,  not 
only  is  there  no  thought  of  retreat,  but  actually  it  is 
felt  very  strongly  that  we  must  escalate  and  intensify 
the  battle  for  the  souls  of  men.

Candidates.  Brethren  Foreign 
Missions  is  not  experiencing 
the  great  dearth  of  candidates 
that  we  hear  much  about  today. 
It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  find 
the  right  person  for  the  immedi- 
ate need  on  a  field,  but  we  are 
greatly  encouraged  by  the  very 
capable  candidates  who  sought 
interviews  with  the  board.  It  is 
with  thankseivino  to  God  that 
we  announce  the  approval  of 
the  following  candidates: 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tim  Farner 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernie  Bear- 
inger  for  Brazil.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dave  Shargel  and  Miss 
Evelyn  Tschetter  for  the  Central  African  Republic. 

All  of  these  will  be  released  shortly  after  this  com- 
ing national  conference  and  will  enter  language  schools 
about  the  middle  of  September,  providing  they  have 
their  total  support. 

The  applications  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dan  Hammers 
for  France,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roger  Peugh  for  Ger- 
many  were  also  approved.  These  couples  are  to  finish 
their  present  courses  of  study  and  then  begin  definite 
preparations  for  foreign  service. 

Cadet  and  simnner  missionaries.  A  team  of  young 
people  led  by  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Tom  Julien  will  serve  as 
summer  missionaries  in  France  this  year.  Enthusiasm 
is  already  running  high  among  young  people  who  have 
applied  for  this  program. 

Rev.  Scott  Weaver  will  lead  a  team  to  Brazil  in 
June  and  will  conduct  evangelistic  campaigns  among 
the  various  Brethren  churches  of  the  Amazon  Valley 
for  a  six-  to  eight-week  period. 

Personnel  needs.  The  Africa  Field  Council  has  re- 
quested a  total  of  nineteen  missionaries,  ranging  from 
a  teacher  of  missionary  children  to  church-planting 
missionaries.  Argentina  needs  at  least  five  more  mis- 
sionaries as  soon  as  possible.  Mexico  City  needs  an 
additional  family.  In  fact,  every  one  of  our  fields 
would  welcome  additional  personnel. 

Projects.  A  list  of  projects  along  with  personnel 
needs  will  appear  in  the  foreign- 
mission  section  of  the  Missionary 
Herald  next  month. 

New  fields.  Perhaps  the  biggest 
item  to  come  out  of  the  board 
meetings  is  the  plan  to  enter  Ger- 
many as  our  next  field.  Investiga- 
tion and  planning  are  beginning 
immediately.  Several  candidates 
are  now  preparing  themselves  for

The  prophet  Jonah  sat  upon  a  hill  east  of  the  great  city  of 
Nineveh,  very  much  displeased  because  the  Ninevehites  had  re- 
pented, and  rather  hoping  that  even  yet  God  would  destroy  the 
city,  which,  as  a  patriotic  Jew,  he  hated. 

But  the  eastern  sun  was  hot,  and  God,  taking  pity  on  the 
pouting  prophet,  made  a  gourd  grow  up  quickly  to  shade  the 
little  booth  under  which  he  sat.  "So  Jonah,"  we  read,  "was 
exceedingly  glad  for  the  gourd." 

On  the  second  day,  as  Jonah  watched,  God  "prepared  a 
worm"  which  smote  the  gourd  so  that  it  withered.  As  the  sun 
arose  and  beat  upon  his  unprotected  head,  Jonah  became  very 
uncomfortable  and  very  angry.  And  God  said  to  Jonah,  "Doest 
thou  well  to  be  angry  for  the  gourd?"  And  Jonah  answered,  "I 
do  well  to  be  angry,  even  unto  death." 

Then  said  God  to  Jonah,  "Thou  hast  had  pity  on  the  gourd, 
for  the  which  thou  hast  not  labored,  neither  madest  it  to  grow, 
which  came  up  in  a  night,  and  perished  in  a  night.  And  should 
not  I  spare  Nineveh  wherein  are  more  than  six  score  thousand 
persons  that  cannot  discern  between  their  right  hand  and  their 
left  hand  (children)?" 

Jonah  was  more  concerned  about  the  death  of  a  gourd  than 
about  the  death  of  thousands  of'human  souls;  more  concerned 
about  his  own  bodily  comfort  than  about  the  eternal  destiny  of 
helpless  children.  He  could  see  a  great  city  perish  without  dis- 
comfort, but  the  loss  of  his  shelter  makes  him  angry! 

Are  we  better  than  Jonah?  How  many  of  us  are  more  con- 
cerned in  an  Easter  hat  than  in  all  the  lost  millions  in  Africa  and 
South  America?  How  many  of  us  are  more  distressed  over  the 
puncture  of  an  automobile  tire  than  we  are  over  the  dying  of 
men  and  women  wdthout  Christ?

We  live  in  a  day  when  even  the 
half-awake  Christian  knows 
2  there  is  an  area  of  church  life  which 
is  categorized  as  missions.  The  term 
may  be  ambiguous;  he  may  emplov  it 
glibly  or  ignorantly,  but  he  knows  it 
exists. 

Our  Brethren  Church  comes  to  an- 
other Easter  season  facing  the  chal- 
et 

lenge  of  missions,  be  it  home  or  for- 
eign, in  all  its  enormity  and  with  all 
our  impotence.  I  have  personally 
asked  for  and  received  from  the  Lord 
a  heart-opening,  eye-seeing  view  of 
missions  such  as  I've  never  before  ex- 
perienced. May  I  share  this  "Mission- 
ary Imperative"  with  you  as  I  see  it 


obey  the  Biblical  injunction  to  bear 
fruit.  The  only  way  the  church,  the 
body  of  Christ,  can  obey  its  Head  and 
be  soul  winners  is  through  its  mem- 
bers. Both  the  Old  Testament  (Prov. 
11:30)  and  the  New  (John  15:2) 
make  this  clear. 

It  is  at  this  point  that  we  run  into 
the  greatest  deterrent  to  missions.  As 
no  chain  is  stronger  than  its  weakest 
link,  so  no  church  is  stronger  than  its 
weakest  member.  This  is  a  sobering 
fact.  If  you  and  I  are  not  about  our 
Father's  business  in  dailv  witnessing 
and  a  consistent  outreach  and  dia- 
logue with  our  neighbors  whom  we 
know,    how,    dear    believer,    can    we 


collective.  But  there  is  a  third  dimen- 
sion which  we  cannot  escape.  It  is 
the  specific.  This  is  the  very  personal 
aspect  of  missions. 

Believers  in  Christ  are  instruments 
chosen  by  God  to  fulfill  His  command 
to  take  the  Gospel  to  all  men  every- 
where. Saturate  your  thinking  with 
the  message  of  I  Corinthians  1:27, 
and  you'll  see  the  imperative  and 
your  part  in  proper  perspective. 

The  Christian  who  complains 
about  this  command  as  unreasonable 
and/or  impossible,  either  does  not 
know  the  power  of  God,  or  he  denies 
it.  God  never  asks  anvthins  unrea- 
sonable,  as  Paul  reminds  us  in  Ro- 
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in  three  dimensions:  the  general;  the 
collective;  the  specific. 

Worldwide  evangelism  is  certainly 
an  aspect  of  the  general  dimension  in 
which  we  should  be  interested.  All 
believers  are  obligated  by  love  for 
their  Lord  and  in  obedience  to  Him 
to  be  concerned  that  the  Gospel  get 
to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Read  Mark 
13:10  and  16:15  in  this  connection. 
Because  this  aspect  seems  to  be  a 
sweeping  generality,  many  careless 
believers  whose  early  fen'or  for  Christ 
has  cooled,  shrug  off  the  imperative 
with  comments  which  go  something 
like  this:  "The  Lord  knows  I  can't 
go";  or,  "I'm  not  missionary  timber"— 
as  though  this  settles  the  matter. 
[  What  if  our  churches  were  filled 

with  that  deadly  attitude?  You  well 
know  that  not  only  would  missions 
die,  but  the  church  would  also.  The 
Bible  reminds  us  that  "where  there  is 
no  vision,  the  people  (or  cause  or  pro- 
gram) perish"  (Prov.  29:18). 

This  brings  us  to  the  second  di- 
mension, the  collective.  As  a  body  we 
are  to  be  a  soul-winning  church,  a 
fruit-bearing  church.  If  we  have  a 
wrong  slant  concerning  the  church— 
if  we  believe  that  it  is  an  organized 
heap  of  stones,  wood,  mortar,  and 
equipment,  it  is  immediately  evident 
that  nothing  we  plan  or  do  will  be 
worth  its  salt.   The  inanimate  cannot 


effectively  pray  or  give  for  the  so- 
called  heathen  across  the  seas?  There 
is  an  old  proverb  to  which  we  suc- 
cumb too  readily:  "Everybody's  busi- 
ness is  nobody's  business"— and  the 
work  doesn't  get  done.  When  this 
attitude  grips  the  collective  body  of 
Christ,  missions  die  first,  then  the  cor- 
porate church. 

If  in  this  year  of  1968  we  conscien- 
tiously accept  our  responsibility  to  the 
Great  Commission  in  this  denomina- 
tion of  v\'hich  we  are  a  part,  we  will 
be  fulfilling  the  purpose,  the  destiny 
of  the  collective  body,  as  God  in- 
tended. 

It  is  still  possible  to  have  a  super- 
ficial concept  of  missions  when  we 
think  only  in  terms  of  the  general  or

mans  12:L  Yielding  ourselves  as  His 
instruments  is  our  "reasonable  ser- 
vice." Besides  this,  God  promises  His 
faithfulness  to  us  (I  Thess.  5:24). 

It  is  right  for  us  to  know  and  admit 
that  we  are  not  indispensable  to  God's 
work.  "God  buries  His  workmen  but 
His  work  goes  on."  But  when  we 
fail  in  the  specific,  personal  dimen- 
sion, God  is  forced  to  turn  to  another 
to  do  the  job,  and  we  miss  the  bless- 
ings. 

Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  regard- 
less of  whether  it  strikes  our  fancy, 
we  are  specifically  involved  in  God's 
Missionary  Imperative.  We  have  no 
message  of  our  own.  We  are  "am- 
bassadors for  Christ,  as  though  God 
did  beseech  you  by  us:  we  pray  you 
in  Christ's  stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to 
God"  (II  Cor.  5:20).  ' 

Past  performances  in  the  mission- 
ary programs  by  the  Brethren  have 
been  tremendous  and  have  borne 
fruit  for  eternity.  But  we  cannot  live 
in  the  past  or  rest  on  our  laurels.  Our 
greatest  passion  must  be  that  always, 
at  all  times,  we  will  give  ourselves  un- 
stintingly  to  the  Missionary  Impera- 
tive proclaimed  by  the  Lord  Jesus 
himself:  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  dis- 
ciple all  nations  .  .  .  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I 
have  commanded  you.  .  .  ."

Journey  to  Calvary 

Bernie  Smith  (Grand  Rapids,  Mich- 
igan: Baker  Book  House,  1966),  88 
pages,  $1.95. 

Smith's  account  is  an  expanded  ver- 
sion of  a  sermon  "preached  three  hun- 
dred times  in  three  hundred  different 
places"  (page  7).  (One  might  hope 
that  all  three  hundred  renditions  were 
not  delivered  to  the  same  audience.) 
In  brief  compass,  Smith  sketches  the 
course  of  God's  redemptive  activity 
from  His  purposing  in  eternity  past 
through  the  earthly  life  of  Christ  to 
the  Resurrection.  Unfortunately, 
most  of  the  expansion  takes  the  form 
of  glib,  cloying  alliteration. 

Along  with  "the  masterful  master- 
piece  of  the  Master"  (page  39)  and, 
of  course,  "the  despairing,  defeated, 
dejected  disciples"  (page  82),  one 
finds  some  real  gems.  Witness  page 
35:  "Ah,  during  these  holy  hours  of 
this  holy  week  of  wonders,  we  hear 
the  bells  of  Heaven  ringing— and 
at  other  times  we  hear  the  hissing  of 
hardened  and  hideous  hatred  hatched 
in  the  horrors  of  hell!"  Or  page  77: 
"And  now  men  could  come  out  of 
sin's  night  and  into  the  Light  and  be 
made  free  from  sin's  blight  with  the 
heart  made  right  and  the  soul  washed 
white  that  with  all  their  might  they 
could  fight  the  good  fight!"  Charge 
on! 

The  Week  That 
Changed  the  World 

Herbert  Lockyer  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Zondervan  Publishing 
House,  1968),  128  pages,  $2.95. 

Lockyer  accords  a  homily  per  day 
to  the  last  week  in  the  life  of  our 
Lord.  At  the  end  of  each  he  provides 
several  sermon  outlines. 

It  is  commonly  held  that  when 
Christ  prayed,  "Let  this  cup  pass  from 
me,"  He  was  asking  to  be  released 
from  the  death  on  the  cross.  Lockyer 
is  to  be  commended  for  countering 
this  common  view.  He  proposes  that 
due  to  the  rigors  He  had  undergone, 
Christ  was  on  the  verge  of  physical 
collapse  and  death.  In  the  garden 
Christ  prayed  for  deliverance  from  "a 
premature  death"  (page  54).  He 
asked,  "Let   this  cup— the  possibility 
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of  a  death  that  would  not  be  the  tast- 
ing of  death  for  every  man— pass  from 
me"  (page  55).  (This  interpretation 
of  the  "cup"  is  developed  at  greater 
length  in  J.  O.  Buswell's  excellent 
work,  A  Systematic  Theology  of  the 
Christian  Religion  [Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Zondervan  Publishing 
House,  1963],  Vol.  II,  pp.  61ff.)  Loc- 
kver's  insistence  that  the  crucifixion 
"must  be  laid  at  the  feet  of  the  Jews, 
not  the  Gentiles"  (page  80)  is  much 
more  dubious. 

This  book  draws  on  some  magazine 
articles  the  author  had  written  several 
years  earlier.  Unfortunately,  this  fact 
glares  at  the  reader  due  to  the  patch- 
work, and  even  at  times  chaotic,  or- 
ganization of  the  material. 

Once  Upon  a  Tree 

Calvin  Miller  (Grand  Rapids,  Mich- 
igan: Baker  Book  House,  1967),  127 
pages,  $2.95. 

This  is  the  most  deliberately  "liter- 
ate" of  the  four  books.  At  times  the 
strain  after  originality  and  sponta- 
neity shows  through  painfully.  But 
in  the  main  the  writing  is  good,  and 
the  labor  put  into  writing  teaches  a 
lesson  sorely  needed  by  Christians  in 
the  free  church  tradition:  namely, 
worship  deserves  to  be  worked  at. 
The  public  demonstration  of  our  de- 
votion (be  it  a  testimony,  a  solo,  a 
speech,  or  a  book)  demands  labor. 
That  which  we  offer  to  God  as  a  work 
of  love  done  before  men  should  be 
the  very  best  of  which  we  are  cap- 
able. 

Miller's  criticisms  of  America's  lust 
for  the  spectacular  are  well  taken. 
Any  movie  of  the  life  of  Christ  that 
depicts  the  crucifixion  and  the  empty 
tomb  is  certain  to  be  a  box  office  hit. 
It  is  also  certain  to  be  a  travesty  of  the 
gospel  record.  "When  the  picture  is 
finally  released,  there  is  a  thirty-five- 
minute    passion    scene    and    a    five- 


minute  resurrection  that  seems  drab 
bv  comparison"  (page  125).  He  also 
has  some  well-aimed  barbs  for  the  in- 
sistence on  spectacular  conversions 
and  phenomenal  disclosures  of  God's 
will  in  evangelical  church  life. 

Our  Risen  lord 

Marcus  L.  Loane  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Zondervan  Publishing 
House,  1965),  119  pages,  $2.95. 

The  Gospels  record  only  ten  post- 
Resurrection  appearances.  "There 
may  have  been  other  occasions  as  well 
when  He  met  the  disciples  in  order 
to  instruct  them  in  the  things  of  the 
Kingdom;  but  these  ten  are  enough 
as  proof  of  His  resurrection  reality" 
(page  13).  For  all  who  might  be  in- 
clined to  doubt  that  the  Resurrection 
was  both  literal  and  physical,  the 
wounds  of  the  cross  which  He  bore 
"were  indelible  testimony  to  the  effect 
that  His  bodv  was  real  and  that  it 
was  the  same"  (page  18). 

Our  Lord's  public  restoration  of 
Peter  has  always  had  a  prominent 
place  in  Easter  devotional  thought. 
Loane  devotes  six  of  his  ten  chapters 
to  it.  There  is  considerable  room  for 
doubt  that  his  distinction  between 
the  Greek  words  for  love  is  that 
which  is  found  in  Biblical  usage;  yet 
his  treatment  of  this  incident  is  still 
excellent. 

Loane  provides  a  reverent,  illumi- 
nating, and  enriching  view  of  our 
Lord's  post-Easter  ministry.  Written 
in  a  direct  and  unaffected  manner, 
his  work  is  permeated  with  an  unos- 
tentatious scholarship.  This  is  bv  far 
the  best  of  the  four  books.

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On  every  hand  we  see  new  transla- 
tions of  the  New  Testament  and  of 
the  entire  Bible.  Twelve  of  those  in 
print  today  appeared  before  1930, 
some  as  early  as  1872.  Since  1930 
between  twenty  and  twenty-five  of 
the  better-known  translations  have 
been  made  available.  And  no  end  to 
the  appearance  of  new  versions  is  in 
sight. 

With  so  many  versions  calling  for 
the  attention  of  the  Christian  public, 
questions  naturally  arise.  Why  do  we 
need  all  these  translations?  Are  they 
all  trustworthy?  How  can  I  determine 
their  accuracy?  Which  are  the  easiest 
to  understand?  Which  are  best  for 
Bible  study  and  which  shall  I  use? 

We  do  need  modern  translations. 
The  Bible  must  be  in  the  language 
of  the  people  if  its  message  is  to  be 
understood.  Today,  especially,  when 
vast  segments  of  the  population  have 
been  reared  in  a  non-Christian  at- 
mosphere it  is  important  that  God's 
Word  be  easy  to  read  and  compre- 
hend. When  the  Church  has  made 
efforts  to  put  the  Scriptures  into  the 
language  of  the  people,  it  has  made 
its  greatest  evangelistic  and  mission- 
ary advances.   The  Church's  greatest 
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Editor's  note:  Within  the  past  year 
three  articles  on  "Versions"  and  "Para- 
phrases" have  appeared  in  the  Her- 
ald. We  present  hereivith  the  first  of 
two  installments  of  an  article  that 
appeared  in  Moody  Monthly.  This 
is  one  of  the  finest  and  most  compre- 
hensive that  1  have  read,  and  I  recmn- 
mend  it  highly  to  oiir  readers.  One 
of  the  coauthors,  Dr.  Louis  Goldberg, 
received  his  doctorate  at  Grace  Semi- 
nary. 


losses,  on  the  other  hand,  have  come 
when  the  people  have  not  had  access 
to  the  Bible. 

There  is  another  reason  for  modern 
translations.  Discoveries  of  ancient 
manuscripts  and  literary  documents 
have  increased  our  knowledge  of  the 
languages  in  which  the  Bible  was 
written.  Hence,  many  recent  transla- 
tions, based  on  a  better  understand- 
ing of  these  languages,  more  accu- 
rately reflect  fine  shadings  of  mean- 
ing. Hebrew  usages  and  Greek  tenses 
are  translated  by  idioms  and  expres- 
sions more  nearly  their  English  equiv- 
alents. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  manu- 
script discoveries  have  generally  con- 
firmed the  recognized  texts;  in  no  case 
have  they  raised  questions  about  any 
cardinal  doctrine. 

Of  the  many  versions  available, 
which  shall  I  use?  This  is  like  ask- 
ing, "What  shall  I  have  for  dinner?" 
The  answer  depends  on  what  you 
want.  Personal  tastes  vary,  as  do  the 
purposes  of  the  translations. 

In  evaluating  a  number  of  the 
more  important  versions,  from  the 
standpoint  of  purpose  and  use,  four 
distinct   types  become  apparent:    lit- 
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eral  versions,  paraphrases,  simpler  ver- 
sions and  expanded  versions  (see  H. 
Dennett,  A  Guide  to  Modern  Ver- 
sions of  the  New  Testament). 

Literal  translations  adhere  to  the 
Greek  or  Hebrew  word  order  and 
sacrifice  the  equivalent  English  idi- 
oms. In  a  slavishly  literal  translation 
the  style  will  be  unnatural,  the  full 
sense  of  the  original  will  be  missing 
and  the  public  reading  unintelligible. 
Of  course,  the  effective  literal  transla- 
tor avoids  this  slavish  literalism  and 
provides  a  translation  in  the  language 
of  the  people  which  is  faithful  to  the 
original  text.  The  chief  advantage  of 
the  literal  versions  is  that  they  pro- 
vide a  groundwork  for  good  exegesis, 
showing  just  what  the  Biblical  text 
says  and  what  is  emphasized  in  the 
sentence  order. 

A  yarafhrase  is  just  the  opposite  of 
a  literal  translation.  Its  purpose  is  to 
convey  the  sense  of  the  Biblical  lan- 
guage in  colloquial  expression.  How- 
ever, in  so  doing,  the  translator  often 
becomes  an  interpreter.  Thus,  the 
paraphrases  vary  widely  according  to 
the  extent  to  which  the  translators 
indulge  in  interpretation. 

Some  of  the  earliest  paraphrases, 
such  as  Weymouth  and  Twentieth 
Centurv,  merelv  substituted  collo- 
quial language  for  out-of-date  expres- 
sions. Later  paraphrases  such  as  Liv- 
ing Letters  and  the  ].  B.  Phillips 
translations  introduced  additional  ma- 
terial into  the  text. 

The  goal  of  anv  paraphrase  is  to 
make  the  text  more  intelligible  to 
people  today,  but  in  overstressing  the 
twentieth  centurv  idiom  there  is  a 
danger  that  readers  will  not  see  the 
Biblical  world  for  what  it  was.  Bible 
translation  should  faithfully  present 
eternal  Biblical  truths  in  their  histori- 
cal context— and  this  is  important  be- 
cause many  times  the  historical  con- 
text sharpens  the  doctrinal  truth  be- 
ing expressed.  A  good  paraphrase  is 
a  work  of  art,  stating  the  translation 
of  Scripture  intelligibly,  reading 
smoothly  and  presenting  faithfully 
the  culture  of  the  Biblical  world. 

Simpler  versions,  \yith  the  goal  of 
effective  communication,  are  pro- 
duced in  simplified  English.  Some 
have  reduced  the  Enplish  word  usage 
to  about  1000  words  (e.g..  The  Bible 
in  Basic  English,  Cambridge  LIni\-er- 
sity  Press,  1949).  Others,  in  addition 
to    limiting    vocabulary,    also    break 


down  longer  sentences  into  shorter 
ones  (e.g.,  Frank  Laubach,  Inspired 
Letters  of  the  New  Testament  in 
Clearest  English,  Nelson,  1956). 

Naturally,  these  translations  with 
fewer  synonyms  and  verb  forms  can- 
not provide  for  rich  idiomatic  expres- 
sions or  full  Biblical  meanings.  The 
simplified  versions  do  have  definite 
value,  however,  for  people  who  are 
limited  in  their  vocabulary  or  Chris- 
tian background.  They  are  especially 
valuable  to  folk  with  little  education, 
persons  with  poor  reading  habits  or 
those  for  which  English  is  a  second 
languase. 

Amplified  or  expanded  versions 
proceed  on  the  basis  that  certain 
words  in  the  Biblical  languages  can 
be  expressed  by  several  English  syno- 


nyms. Manv  literal  versions,  of 
course,  have  some  forms  of  amplifica- 
tion already,  suggesting  alternate  ren- 
derinps  of  a  given  word  either  in  the 
margin  or  in  a  footnote.  The  ampli- 
fied versions,  however,  specialize  in 
providing  alternate  possibilities  for 
many  of  the  words,  usually  in  brack- 
ets or  parentheses  with  the  word  it- 
self. 

The  expanded  version  allows  the 
reader  to  choose  for  himself  the  best 
rendering,  while  in  the  paraphrase 
the  translator  has  already  made  the 
choice.  Of  course,  the  translator  of 
an  amplified  version  must  provide  the 
correct  synonyms  from  which  to 
choose. 

The  amplified  version  can  guide 
the  reader  in  understanding  difficult 


passages  and  it  can  enrich  the  trans- 
lation. However,  the  reader  must 
apply  good  principles  of  interpreta- 
tion in  order  to  select  the  correct  syno- 
nyms for  the  particular  passages.  Nor 
can  all  the  suggested  synonyms  be 
combined  and  regarded  as  the  full 
meaning  of  the  word.  If  readers  are 
not  careful  in  these  areas,  differences 
of  opinion  can  arise  that  will  lead  to 
various  interpretations. 

We  have  examined  nineteen  wide- 
ly-known versions  other  than  the  Au- 
thorized Version  or  the  American 
Standard  of  1901.  The  evaluations 
are  presented  here  under  the  first 
three  classifications  indicated,  though 
there  mav  be  some  overlap. 

LITERAL  VERSIONS 
Little  or  no  paraphrase 

New  American  Standard  Bible,  New 
Testament,  Moodv  Press,  Chicago, 
1960. 

The  ASV,  a  work  of  international 
collaboration,  for  a  half  century  has 
enjoyed  endorsement  as  a  trustworthy 
translation  of  the  original  text.  Be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  the  American 
Standard  Version  of  1901  was  disap- 
pearing from  usage,  an  editorial  board 
of  linguists,  Greek  scholars  and  pas- 
tors undertook  a  revision  of  this  trans- 
lation in  the  1950's. 

On  the  revision  helpful  marginal 
notes  and  cross  references  are  found: 
paragraphs  are  designated;  quotations 
and  punctuation  marks  follow  the 
modern  practice.  "Thou,"  "Thy"  and 
"Thee"  are  changed  to  "you"  except 
in  the  language  of  prayer  when  speak- 
ing to  Deity.  The  number  of  the  word 
"you"  is  designated  "you""  or  "you"''" 
when  it  cannot  be  determined  from 
the  context.  Italics  indicate  words 
not  present  in  the  Greek  text  but  jus- 
tified in  the  translation.  The  transla- 
tors indicate  that,  while  giving  atten- 
tion to  the  latest  available  Greek 
manuscripts,  the  attempt  is  made  ".  .  . 
to  render  the  grammar  and  terminol- 
ogy  of  the  ASV  in  contemporary  En- 
glish." Where  the  literalness  of  the 
ASV  is  not  possible,  a  more  current 
English  expression  is  used,  but  the 
literal  rendering  is  indicated  in  the 
margin.  Where  necessary,  the  mar- 
gins include  alternate  readings  from 
different  manuscripts  with  explana- 
tions. In  one  instance  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  a  needed  clarification  in 
II  Timothy  3:16,  "All  Scripture  is  in- 
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spired  .  .  ." 

This  version  is  an  accurate  transla- 
tion free  from  archaic  expressions  and 
suitable  for  Scripture  memorization, 
which  is  not  always  the  case  with 
paraphrases  or  amplified  versions. 
The  Holy  Bible,  The  Catholic  Book 
Publishers,  New  York,  1962;  and 
other  publishers. 

The  New  Testament  of  this  Bible 
is  the  Confraternity  Version  (first 
published  in  1941  by  the  Episcopal 
Confraternitv  of  Christian  Doctrine 
and  which  can  still  be  obtained  sepa- 
rately), which  is  a  revision  of  the 
Rheims-Challoner  New  Testament 
translated  from  the  Latin  Vulgate. 
The  latest  evidence  for  the  Vulgate 
text  is  followed,  but  it  is  indicated 
that  ".  .  .  if  the  Latin  disagrees  from 
the  Greek  to  such  an  extent  to  affect 
the  meaning,  attention  is  given  in  the 
footnotes"  and  the  Greek  is  followed. 
The  text  is  divided  in  paragraph  style 
but  with  the  verses  numbered  in  the 
paragraphs. 

There  is  a  colloquialness  in  this 
translation  that  lends  itself  to  a  good 
understanding  of  the  Scripture.  The 
footnotes,  however,  contain  Roman 
Catholic  dogma,  as  in  I  Timothy  2:5 
where  this  is  said  to  mean  "mediator- 
ship  as  a  man,"  or  in  Matthew  1:25 
which  is  said  to  mean  that  "Mary's 
perpetual  virginity"  is  not  impaired 
in  the  least.  (Yet  in  Galatians  1:19 
where  James  is  referred  to  as  "the 
brother  of  the  Lord"  there  is  no  ex- 
planation!) 

In  1948,  a  new  translation  of  Gene- 
sis appeared  and  therefore  a  start  was 
made  on  a  translation  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament based  on  the  Hebrew  rather 
than  the  Latin.  As  of  1966,  the  Bibli- 
cal material.  Genesis  to  Ruth,  the 
Wisdom  Books,  Song  of  Songs,  Major 
and  Minor  Prophets,  have  been  trans- 
lated. The  rest  of  the  Biblical  mate- 
rial is  the  older  Douai  version.  Of 
course,  the  Apocryphal  books  are  in- 
cluded and  some  of  these  have  been 
translated  also  (e.g.,  Ecclesiasticus, 
Wisdom  of  Solomon,  Baruch).  Foot- 
notes again  guide  the  reader  in  accor- 
dance with  Roman  Catholic  princi- 
ples. 

The  translation  has  an  easy  reading 
style  and  follows  the  text  quite 
closely,  though  in  the  introductions 
there  are  evidences  of  higher  critical 
scholarship.

LITERAL  VERSIONS 
W/'t/)  some  paraphrase 

Revised  Standard  Version,  T.  Nelson, 
New  York,  1952. 

This  version  can  be  considered  as 
a  committee  revision  of  the  Author- 
ized Version  and  the  American  Stan- 
dard Version,  but  it  also  mav  be  re- 
garded as  a  new  translation  in  view 
of  the  discovery  of  materials  which 
help  in  the  understanding  of  the  Bib- 
lical text.  The  Revised  Standard  Ver- 
sion has  many  points  to  commend  it. 
For  the  most  part  it  reads  smoothly, 
and  archaic  expressions  are  set  aside. 
However,  this  translation  is  given 
more  to  paraphrase  than  the  older 
standard  versions,  even  though  some 
of  the  Authorized  Version  expres- 
sions are  still  retained.  The  transla- 
tion also  manifests  decidedly  Uni- 
tarian tendencies  when  the  pronouns 
"thee,  thou,  thv,"  usually  reserved  for 
Deity,  are  withheld  when  they  refer 
to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Still  another 
consideration  are  the  multiple  uses  of 
emendations,  or  alterations,  based  on 
conjecture  in  the  Old  Testament  text. 
Many  times  Old  Testament  manu- 
scripts of  secondary  importance  are 
used  to  substantiate  these  alterations. 
Such  changes  should  always  be  a 
"last-ditch"  resort  to  clarify  the  text. 
In  manv  instances  archeological  dis- 
coveries have  shown  former  emenda- 
tions unnecessary. 

There  are  decided  New  Testament 
alterations.  In  Mathew  7:14  the  Lord 
Jesus  said,  "Broad  is  the  way  that 
leadeth  to  destruction"  (AV;  ASV), 
but  RSV  has,  "The  way  is  easy  that 
leads  to  destruction."  In  I  Corin- 
thians 1:21,  "not  many  wise  men  after 
the  flesh"  reads  ".  .  .  not  many  of 
you  were  wise  according  to  worldly 
standards."  These  paraphrases  decid- 
edly interpret  and  are  not  mere  trans- 
lations. In  the  Old  Testament  in  ad- 
dition to  Isaiah  7:14,  Psalm  45:6, 
"Thv  throne,  O  God,  is  forever,  and 


ever  .  .  ."  is  made  to  read,  "Thy 
di\ine  throne  .  .  ."  which  clearly 
does  not  do  justice  to  the  Old  Testa- 
ment text. 

These  are  onlv  a  few  instances  out 
of  many.  While  it  may  be  felt  in 
some  quarters  that  exactness  in  lan- 
guage is  not  important,  we  can  only 
say  that  a  "God-breathed"  Scripture 
means  consideration  of  the  very 
words,  usages,  tenses,  etc.,  and  ex- 
cludes free  translation  that  gives  an 
erroneous  interpretation. 

Therefore,  even  though  the  RSV 
has  enjoyed  a  wide  popularity,  there 
are  sufficient  drawbacks  to  this  ver- 
sion to  make  its  unqualified  use  ques- 
tionable. 

Revised  Standard  Version,  Roman 
Catholic  Edition,  T.  Nelson,  New 
York,  1966. 

The  Catholic  Bible  Association  of 
Great  Britain  has  been  responsible  for 
a  Roman  Catholic  edition  of  the  RSV. 
Their  statement  in  the  foreword  to 
the  edition  has  been  that  the  different 
religious  branches— Protestant,  Cath- 
olic  and  otherwise— can  use  just  about 
the  same  Bible.  However,  the  New 
Testament  RSV  Catholic  editions, 
while  not  changing  the  bulk  of  the 
New  Testament  RSV,  does  incorpo- 
rate some  sixty-seven  changes  that  re- 
flect Roman  Catholic  dogma. 

But  in  the  Old  Testament,  "it  was 
not  thought  necessary  to  make  anv 
changes  at  all."  The  usual  amount 
of  footnotes  are  carried.  Of  course, 
the  Apocrypha  books  are  included 
along  with  the  Old  Testament  text. 
Thus  the  objections  already  indicated 
concerning  the  regular  RSV  apply  to 
the  Roman  Catholic  edition  as  well. 

The  Holy  Bible:  The  Berkeley  Ver- 
sion in  Modern  English,  Zondervan, 
Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  1959. 

The  New  Testament  portion  is  a 
private  version  by  Gerrit  Verkuyl, 
whose  desire  was  to  produce  a  trans- 
lation less  interpretative  than  Moffatt, 
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more  American  than  Weymouth  and 
less  tied  to  the  King  James  than  the 
RSV.  Working  from  the  best  Greek 
manuscripts,  Verkuvl  did  produce  a 
version  with  clear  idiomatic  English. 
The  archaic  expressions  with  obscuri- 
ties of  speech  are  minimized.  Yet 
there  are  a  number  of  stiff  expres- 
sions. 

Much  the  same  is  true  of  the  Old 
Testament.  Many  scholars,  each  re- 
sponsible for  his  own  work,  did  the 
translation  work  on  portions  assigned 
to  them,  but  the  whole  Berkeley  Ver- 
sion is  essentially  a  private  venture 
with    no   formal    committee    revision

C<oncernmg  some 
Testament  observations,  it  is  noted 
that  messianic  prophecies  with  regard 
to  Christ  are  carefully  preserved,  al- 
though a  passage  like  Daniel  9:24-27 
is  translated  in  such  a  manner  so  as 
to  interpret  the  "seventy  weeks." 

The  version  carries  chronological 
notations  at  the  headings  of  manv  of 
the  chapters  v\'hile  the  footnotes  along 
with  the  other  explanatory  remarks 
have  moral  and  ethical  suggestions. 
F.  F.  Bruce  has  regarded  this  work  as 
the  conservative  counterpart  of  the 
RSV.  While  there  is  some  free  para- 
phrase and  loose  colloquial  expression 
in  the  New  Testament  work,  the 
version  as  a  whole  commends  itself  in 
many  respects. 

The    New    English    Bible,    Oxford, 
1961. 

This  version  stems  from  an  inter- 
denominational joint  committee  of 
English  Protestants  under  the  direc- 
tion of  C.  H.  Dodd,  commissioned  in 
1946  to  make  a  "complete! v  new 
translation"  of  the  Bible  "rather  than 
a  revision  of  any  earlier  version."  It 
was  to  be  a  "faithful  rendering  of  the 
best  available  Greek  text  into  the  cur- 
rent speech  of  our  time  and  a  render- 
ing which  should  harvest  the  gains  of 
recent  Biblical  scholarship."  The 
New  Testament  appeared  in  March, 
1961,  and  has  been  widely  adopted  by 
many  British  and  American  groups. 
Since  a  new  Greek  text  has  been  con- 
structed for  this  project,  it  marks  an 
innovation  in  committee  translations 
where  formerly  standard  critical  edi- 
tions of  the  Greek  text  were  used. 
Hov\ever,  in  a  number  of  cases,  in 
our  judgment,  this  new  text  follows 
questionable  and  slender  manuscript 
evidence  in  the  readings  it  adopts 
(e.g.,  John   13:10;   19:21;  Mark  8:26; 
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Phil.  2:16).  Work  still  continues  with 
the  Old  Testament. 

Many  attractive  features  and  quali- 
ties ranging  from  a  pleasing  format 
and  attractive  style  to  clarity  and 
forcefulness  have  contributed  to  the 
New  English  Bible's  present  popu- 
larity. Though  we  cannot  give  a  care- 
ful analysis  of  the  translation  here,  a 
number  of  general  weaknesses  in  the 
NEB  can  be  cited.  It  falls  prey  to  ex- 
cessive interpreti\e  paraphrases  and 
free  translations  in  manv  instances 
(e.g.,  John  16:8-11,  Rom.' 5:15).  For 
this  reason,  it  is  difficult  to  classify 
the  NEB  as  either  a  literal  translation 
with  some  paraphrase  or  as  a  true 
paraphrase.  Furthermore,  there  are 
no  italics  to  indicate  where  words  and 
phrases  are  added  in  English  in  order 
to  complete  the  Greek  sense.  Paren- 
theses are  used  ambiguouslv  for  both 
the  added  words  and  parenthetical 
thought. 

We  concur  with  Culbertson's  con- 
clusion: "It  is  a  volume  for  the  reader 
who  wants  a  sense  of  the  sweep  of 
Scripture  in  modern  speech;  it  is  not 
a  basic  text  for  the  student  (though 
it  undoubtedly  has  supplemental 
\alue).  The  student  will  want  to  use 
it  in  comparison  with  the  older  ver- 
sions." Its  chief  merit,  in  our  opinion, 
is  its  good  English  style  and  forceful- 
ness of  expression.  The  NEB's  free- 
dom with  the  text  will  surely  hinder 
its  widespread  adoption  by  evangeli- 
cals as  a  wholly  reliable  and  authori- 
tative version. 

The  Anchor  Bible,  Doubleday,  Gene- 
sis, Vol.  I;  other  volumes  follow. 

This  project  is  included  here  only 
by  way  of  special  mention  since  there 
has  been  a  tremendous  amount  of 
publicity  given  to  it  in  many  maga- 
zines. It  is  known  as  an  ecumenical 
venture  and  is  under  the  editorial  su- 
pervision of  William  F.  Albright  and 
David  N.  Freedman.  For  each  book 
of  the  Bible  there  is  to  be  an  English 
translation  conveying  an  accurate 
translation  and  meaning  of  the  He- 
brew and  Greek  texts  and  yet  adapt- 
ing the  translation  to  modern  Ameri- 
can English.  Yet  in  many  instances 
the  translation  follows  the  Biblical 
text  quite  literally  (e.g.,  Ps.  1,  John 
1).  There  are  some  curious  collo- 
quialisms (e.g.,  in  John  3:1  where 
Nicodemus  is  "a  member  of  Jewish 
Sanhedrin"). 


With  the  translation  there  are  ex- 
planatory notes  and  a  commentary 
considering  historical  and  critical 
matters.  The  work  is  international 
and  interfaith  since  Catholic,  Protes- 
tant and  Jewish  scholars  from  many 
parts  of  the  world  contribute  to  indi- 
vidual volumes.  TTiere  is  no  ecclesi- 
astical organization  behind  the  proj- 
ect, and  each  Bible  book  is  the  work 
of  one  scholar  who  is  an  expert  in 
the  field.  It  should  be  noted  that  most 
scholars  hold  the  theologically  liberal 
view. 

Although  there  are  commendable 
features,  Wilbur  M.  Smith  said  of 
Vol.  I,  Genesis,  as  well  as  of  the  other 
volumes,  "I  do  not  commend  it  but 
wish  to  inform  evangelicals  that  they 
will  find  very,  verv  little  in  this  vol- 
ume (not  to  mention  the  other  vol- 
umes) that  will  help  them  in  under- 
standing the  ways  of  God,  or  nourish 
their  own  souls,  or  give  them  mate- 
rial  for  preaching  the  Word  of  God 
from  the  pulpit.  .  .  ." 

The  Torah,  The  Five  Books  of 
Aloses,  The  Jewish  Publication  So- 
ciety of  America,  Phila.,  1963. 

This  is  the  first  phase  of  a  Jewish 
translation  of  the  entire  Old  Testa- 
ment, of  which  the  other  books  are 
still  in  process  of  translation.  There 
is  an  English  translation  of  the  He- 
brew Old  Testament  dating  from 
1917,  largely  modeled  on  the  idiom 
of  the  Authorized  Version,  but  the 
present  version  is  a  new  translation 
into  modern  English.  The  text  reads 
smoothly  and  is  free  from  expressions 
difficult  to  understand  while  at  the 
same  time  it  follows  the  Hebrew  text 
fairly  well.  The  print  is  easy  to  read 
and  the  translation  is  in  paragraph 
form.  In  instances  where  the  context 
demands  extra  words  that  are  not  in 
the  Hebrew  text,  paraphrase  is  used, 
but  the  additional  words  are  bracket- 
ed. Where  the  text  is  controversial, 
there  are  variant  readings  in  the  foot- 
notes, thus  allowing  some  choice  for 
the  reader.  It  is  noted  that  in  Exodus 
3:14,  the  holy  name  for  God  is  left 
untranslated.  The  reading  is,  "Thus 
shall  you  say  to  the  Israelites,  Eheyeh 
sent  me." 

The  version  does  seem  to  have 
some  doctrinal  bias.  In  Genesis  3,  the 
tree,  of  which  Adam  and  Eve  ate,  is 
called  "the  tree  of  knowledge  of  good 
and  bad."  One  wonders  concerning

Rejoice  with  us  in  the  conversion  of  Bob  Tabor.  How 
his  salvation  came  to  pass  has  been  a  real  encouragement 
to  our  church  in  the  preaching  of  the  Word  and  the 
practice  of  personal  witnessing. 

It  all  began  last  spring  when  a  voung  couple  moved 
into  the  Middlebranch  (Ohio)  community.  They  rea- 
soned that  Easter  was  a  time  to  go  to  church.  Since  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  was  in  view  from  their  apart- 
ment, they  came  for  the  first  time  on  Resurrection  Sun- 
day. And  they  heard  a  message  that  was  new  to  them— 
the  Gospel  of  how  Christ  died,  and  was  buried,  and  rose 
again.  They  attended  Sunday  after  Sunday.  A  personal 
contact  by  several  young,  married  Christian  couples 
backed  up  what  they  were  hearing  in  God's  house.  One 
Sunday  morning  early  in  the  summer,  they  publicly  de- 
clared their  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  as  personal  Saviour. 

At  approximately  the  same  time,  the  Lord  provided  an 
item  missing  from  the  physical  property  of  the  church: 
that  is,  a  new  baptistery.  Gifts  for  this  baptistery  came 
from  several  families,  with  the  major  portion  coming  from 
a  mother  and  daughter  who  several   months  previously 
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had  made  first-time  decisions.  Three 
days  after  their  decisions,  a  telegram 
informed  them  of  the  supreme  sacri- 
fice of  the  son  and  brother  of  that 
family  in  Vietnam.  When  the  need 
of  a  baptistery  v\'as  mentioned  from 
the  pulpit  bv  the  pastor,  a  sizable  gift 
was  gi\'en  in  memory  of  that  loved 
one.  And  this  mother  and  daughter 
were  the  first,  along  with  the  young 
couple  already  mentioned,  to  be  bap- 
tized in  the  new  pool. 

However,  one  phase  of  the  project 
was  not  complete.  A  suitable  back- 
ground painting  was  needed.  The 
young  couple  suggested  the  husband's 
brother,  Bob  Tabor.  At  that  time,  he 
was  serving  in  the  United  States  Air 
Force  at  Blytheville,  Arkansas,  paint- 
ing murals  in  the  buildings  on  the 
base.  When  contacted  bv  letter,  he 
agreed  to  paint  a  picture  compatible 


to  a  baptistery. 

Upon  his  release  from  the  Air 
Force  in  December,  Bob  fulfilled  his 
promise  bv  securing  a  black  and  white 
photograph  of  a  Jordan  River  scene 
from  a  book  in  the  public  library.  As 
he  began  to  paint,  his  brother  and 
others  spoke  to  him  of  the  necessitv 
of  the  new  birth.  He  carae  to  the  ser- 
\'ices  and  listened  intentlv  as  the 
Word  was  preached.  Praise  the  Lord, 
one  Sundav  evening,  e\'en  before  the 
painting  was  finished,  after  the  invi- 
tation hymn  had  been  sung,  he 
walked  to  the  front  of  the  church 
while  the  pastor  was  leading  in  the 
closing  praver.  When  the  pastor  pro- 
nounced the  "Amen,"  there  stood 
Bob,  desiring  to  confess  the  Lord  as 
his  Saviour. 

With  new  life  and  new  jo\'  in  his 
heart,  it  seemed  Bob  blended  the  col- 


ors of  that  painting  with  new  skill. 
What  a  climax  it  was  to  1967  at  the 
watch-night  service  to  baptize  Bob 
Tabor,  the  artist  (along  with  four  oth- 
ers), as  his  painting  was  unveiled. 

Now  Bob  has  gone  to  California 
to  continue  his  study  of  art.  He  wor- 
ships with  one  of  our  Brethren  con- 
gregations there  (South  Pasadena). 
They  share  now  in  the  responsibility 
of  his  growth  in  Christ.  At  last  re- 
port. Bob  has  found  an  opportunity, 
too,  to  serve  the  Lord  with  his  talent 
through  a  Christian  organization. 

Such  experiences  as  these  can  hap- 
pen, we  realize,  and  are  happening 
in  other  Brethren  congregations.  Our 
desire  in  sharing  this  experience  is  to 
encourage  all  of  us  to  "keep  on  keep- 
ing on"  in  the  matter  of  personal  wit- 
nessing and  in  the  preaching  of  God's 
Word.'  ▼

the  doctrinal  implications  of  "bad" 
and  notes  that  the  doctrine  of  sin  in 
Jewish  tradition  (good  and  bad  hu- 
man impulses,  no  original  sin)  is  not 
the  same  as  in  Biblical  theology. 
Again,  Deuteronomv  6:4,  Israel's 
great  confession,  is  "Hear,  O  Israel! 
The  Lord  is  our  God,  the  Lord 
alone."  Through  this,  one  sees  here 
an  interpretation  of  the  Jewish  em- 
phasis concerning  the  absolute  unity 
of  God  when  the  Biblical  text  uses  a 
word  expressing  composite  unity. 
Some  other  translation  deviations  are 
seen  in  Numbers  24:17  and  Genesis 
3:15. 

The  translation  is  basically  the 
work  of  one  man,  H.  Orlinskv,  noted 
Jewish  scholar,  although  two  other 
scholars  and  three  rabbis  acted  as 
board  of  supervision.  The  three  rab- 
bis represented  the  three  branches  of 
the  Jewish  communitv.  Besides  pro- 
viding a  modern  version  for  Jewish 
people,  the  translation  is  recommend- 
ed for  those  who  want  something  of 
the  Jewish  outlook. 

The  New  World  Translation,  Watch- 
tower  Bible  and  Tract  Society,  New 
York,   1953. 

This  version  is  included  only  to 
indicate  how  a  distinctive  cult  (le- 
ho\'ah's  Witnesses)  can  translate  the 


Bible  to  suit  its  own  purposes,  often 
without  the  substantiation  of  an\' 
kind  of  good  Biblical  exegesis.  Of 
course,  where  no  theological  bias  is 
involved,  the  translation  can  be  a 
fairly  good  idiom.  Yet,  this  cult  de- 
nies the  equality  of  the  Son  with  the 
Father,  and  thus  John  1:1  is  trans- 
lated ".  .  .  and  the  word  was  a  god." 
Also,  the  word  "Jehovah"  is  often 
substituted  in  the  New  Testament 
for  the  word  "Lord"  although  "Je- 
hovah"  is  not  used  when  referring  to 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  personallv. 
Thus  there  is  an  inconsistency  to  sup- 
port a  particular  bias.  Since  this  ver- 
sion denies  the  deity  of  Christ,  it  will 
not  have  much  value  for  the  evan- 
gelical Christian.  ▼

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP).  A  Georgia  man,  convicted  of  a  perjury  charge  after  the  trial 
judge  read  from  the  Bible  to  the  jury,  has  asked  the  Supreme  Court  to  review  his  case  and  re- 
verse the  verdict.  The  judge  read  excerpts  from  the  Bible  when  giving  instructions  to  the  jury 
and  discussed  the  religious  aspects  of  oath  taking,  thereby  unduly  influencing  the  jurors  says 
the  defendant,  Robert  Eugene  Franklin.  A  three-year  prison  sentence  was  given  to  Franklin 
after  his  perjury  conviction  by  the  U.S.  District  Court  in  the  middle  district  of  Georgia.  When 
he  appealed  to  the  5th  Circuit  Court,  the  appeals  court  upheld  the  verdict. 


MONTPELIER,  Vt.  (EP).  Vermont's  House  ways  and  means  committee  has  en- 
dorsed a  bill  which  would  tax  all  land  owned  by  churches  and  schools  and  state-owned 
property.  Following  the  committee's  approval  of  the  measure.  Gov.  Philip  Hoff  re- 
ported he  had  received  telephone  calls  and  letters  from  persons  who  were  "agitated" 
by  the  action,  but  commented:  "I  think  the  theory  is  sound.  Churches  and  schools  re- 
ceive certain  essential  services  that  should  be  borne  by  these  organizations."  The  gover- 
nor said  he  was  not  too  concerned  about  taxation  of  land  under  the  churches,  because 
"it  is  a  small  amount  of  money  involved." 

KHE  SANH,  Vietnam  (EP).  Take  any  dug-in  battalion  and  you'll  find  that  there  are  just  as  many  athe- 
ists there  as  there  are  on  any  peaceful  street  in  the  United  States,  says  a  chaplain  ministering  tc)  bombard- 
ed marines  here.  "I  know  the  old  saying  that  there  are  no  atheists  in  foxholes,"  Chaplain  Ray  Stubbe  of 
Milwaukee  declared.  "Maybe  that  was  true  once,  but  it  isn't  now.  Perhaps  the  world  has  changed,  I  don't 
know."  Five  thousand  U.S.  marines  holding  Khe  Sanh  already  have  suffered  more  than  10  percent  cas- 
ualties. The  leathernecks  know  the  battle  may  yield  many  more.  Said  the  39-year-old  Lutheran  chaplain, 
"The  shelling  isn't  bringing  in  any  more  men.  I  am  getting  the  normal  calls  from  men  with  family  prob- 
lems, and  I  talked  with  one  conscientious  objector.  Their  religious  attitude  hasn't  changed  much.  But 
those  who  already  were  moderately  religious  tend  to  be  more  so.  When  the  incoming  artillery  begins  ex- 
ploding they  say  they  pray  and  pray  hard."  Blind  luck,  according  to  many  marines,  often  determines  who 
hves  and  who  dies. 

JERUSALEM  (EP).  The  Hebrew  language,  dormant  since  the  days  of  the  Bible,  has  come  back 
to  full  flower  as  the  common  language  of  Israel  today.  Approximately  a  million  Jews  in  other 
lands  also  now  regard  it  as  their  mother  tongue.  Until  1 900,  Hebrew  was  reserved  for  scholarly 
writings  and  exchanges  between  learned  Jews. 

CEDAR  GLEN,  Canada  (EP).  A  veteran  missionary  journalist  warned  here  at  Canada's  first-ever  Re- 
gional Conference  of  Evangehcal  Literature  Overseas  Feb.  12-15  that  evangelicals  must  not  lag  behind 
in  using  graphic  arts  to  get  the  attention  of  readers.  Harold  Fuller,  Director  of  Literature  for  the  Sudan 
Interior  Mission,  added  in  his  keynote  address  before  some  90  delegates  representing  30  mission  organi- 
zations that  "the  most  deeply  spiritual  content  won't  do  people  any  good  if  they  won't  look  at  it  in  the 
first  place." 

SEATTLE,  Wash.  (EP).  The  24th  annual  Teen  Valentine  Banquet  sponsored  by  King's 
Garden  drew  a  record  crowd  of  3,552  youth,  with  500  turned  away  from  the  jammed 
quarters  at  Exhibition  Hall  of  the  Seattle  Center.  Evangehst  Merv  Rosell  spoke  to  the  teens 
and  afterward  saw  every  chair  filled  in  the  inquiry  room  as  the  young  people  sought  help 
in  spiritual  matters  or  salvation  for  their  souls. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP).  Victoria  Catanzaro  of  Chicago  is  scheduled  to  sail  for  Naples  to 
serve  as  a  bookkeeper  with  the  Conservative  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Society.    Miss  Catanzaro 
thus  becomes  the  1 7th  Christian  Corpsman  placed  by  the  Christian  Service  Corps  here,  a  missions- 
oriented  employment  agency.  She  is  also  the  first  to  be  assigned  to  Italy.

CHAPLAIN  TALLEY  AWARDED  THE  SILVER  STAR 

On  March  6,  1968,  Chaplain  (Capt.)  John  D.  Talley  was  awarded 
the  Silver  Star  at  Lai  Kai,  Vietnam,  by  General  Hay. 

The  award  was  given  for  gallantry  in  action  against  a  hostile  force. 
On  November  7,  1967,  Chaplain  Talley  was  serving  as  a  battalion 
chaplain.  While  accompanying  elements  of  the  battalion  on  a  search- 
and-destroy  operation  in  a  rubber  plantation  near  Loc  Ninh,  the  unit 
suddenly  received  intensive  automatic-weapons,  small-arms,  claymore- 
mine,  and  grenade  fire  from  a  numerically  superior  Viet  Cong  force. 
Chaplain  Talley  unhesitatingly  left  his  relatively  secure  position  in  the 
rear  and  moved  into  the  thick  of  the  fighting  to  give  first  aid  and  words 
of  comfort  to  the  wounded.  He  then  assisted  in  organizing  an  aid  sta- 
tion in  a  thickly  wooded  area  slightly  to  the  rear  of  the  main  battle  site, 
and  personally  carried  several  wounded  men  to  the  station  while  re- 
ceiving intensive  hostile  fire.  His  actions  enabled  the  wounded  to  be 
cared  for  away  from  the  area  of  heaviest  fire.  His  actions  undoubtedly 
prevented  many  of  them  from  being  killed.  A  medical  evacuation  heli- 
copter was  called  for,  and  a  nearby  clearing  was  designated  as  a  landing 
zone.  This  clearing,  however,  was  receiving  heavy  small-arms  fire,  en- 
dangering both  the  aircraft  and  the  wounded  men.  With  complete  dis- 
regard for  his  personal  safety.  Chaplain  Talley  moved  out  into  the  land- 
ing zone  to  help  deploy  a  security  force  in  order  to  suppress  the  hostile 
fire.  He  then  remained  exposed  to  sniper  fire  as  he  helped  place  the 
casualties  in  the  helicopter.  His  courage  under  fire,  and  his  regard  for 
the  welfare  of  his  men  served  as  an  inspiration  to  those  around  him  and 
undoubtedly  saved  many  lives.  Chaplain  Talley's  unquestionable  valor 
in  close  combat  against  numerically  superior  hostile  forces  is  in  keeping 
with  the  finest  traditions  of  the  military  service  and  reflects  great  credit 
upon  himself,  the  1st  Infantry  Division,  and  the  United  States  Army.

No  Nail  Holes  .  .  .

God  has  promised  an  abundant  life 
now— rich  and  free  in  Christ— the  fact 
remains  that  "if  in  this  life  only  we 
have  hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all 
men  most  miserable"  (I  Cor.  15:19). 
People  who  are  ill  speak  of  the  long 
nights,  and  must  be  given  sedatives. 
Why?  To  induce  sleep  which  helps 
to  heal?  Yes,  but  also  to  help  them 
escape  the  night.  Children,  so  gay 
and  cheerful  all  day  long,  without 
known  reason  become  anxious  and 
tearful  at  night.  The  Alaskans  up  in 
the  tundra  terrain  have  been  known 
to  deprive  themselves  of  food  to  save 
money  to  buy  oil  for  their  lamps,  be- 
cause the  long  nights  become  so 
wearisome.  Dr.  Hubertus  Strughold, 
pioneer  aerospace  medic  at  the  United 


come  tantamount  to  a  threat  against 
safety. 

Matthew  records  that  darkness 
serves  to  punish:  "And  cast  ye  the  un- 
profitable servant  into  outer  darkness" 
(25:30).  One  of  the  ten  plagues  sent 
to  Pharoah  and  the  people  of  Egypt 
was  darkness.  In  correctional  institu- 
tions today,  darkness  is  part  of  the 
punishment  used  in  solitary  confine- 
ment. 

Knowing  the  human  heart,  God 
has  promised  the  eternal  home  of  the 
righteous  to  be  gloriously  radiant  with 
Christ  as  the  Light.  "And  the  city 
has  no  need  of  the  sun  nor  of  the 
moon  to  give  light  to  it,  for  the  splen- 
dor and  radiance  of  God  illuminate 
it,  and  the  Lamb  is  its  lamp.  The  na- 


abominations  .  .  .  but  only  those 
whose  names  are  recorded  in  the 
Lamb's  Book  of  Life"  (Rev.  21:27, 
Amplified). 

If  in  this  life  only  we  have  hope 
.  .  .  but  there  is  no  "if." 

"Life  is  real.   Life  is  earnest. 
And  the  grave  is  not  its  goal. 
Dust  thou  art  to  dust  returnest 
Was  not  spoken  of  the  soul." 

What  is  the  hope  of  the  one  who 
personally  accepts  God's  way  to  eter- 
nal life  through  Christ?  The  hope  is 
that  because  He  lives,  we  too  shall 
live.  Death  was  conquered  on  that 
first  resurrection  morning  when  tri- 
umphantly Christ  arose!  What  is  the 
guarantee?  The  Mosaic  law  required: 
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"At  the  mouth  of  two  witnesses,  or  at 
the  mouth  of  three  witnesses,  shall 
the  matter  be  established"  (Deut.  19: 
15).  Here  are  some  of  the  witnesses 
who  saw  Christ  the  Lord  as  a  man 
after  His  resurrection  as  recorded  in 
the  fifteenth  chapter  of  I  Corinthi- 
ans: "He  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then 
of  the  twelve:  after  that,  he  was  seen 
of  above  five  hundred  brethren  .  .  . 
after  that,  he  was  seen  of  James;  then 
of  all  the  apostles."  And  Paul  adds, 
"He  was  seen  of  me  also."  The  resur- 
rection of  Christ  is  a  fully  accredited 
fact. 

No  Nail  Holes 

Not  only  will  all  Christians  live 
forever  in  God's  family,  but  also  thev 
will  all  be  changed  in  a  moment,  in 
the  twinkling  of  an  eye  (I  Cor.  15: 
51-52).  For  those  who  accept  His  vi- 
carious atonement,  the  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  cleanses  from  all  sin.  But  be- 
cause natural  laws  still  prevail  in  this 
life,  vestiges  of  sin  must  be  borne.  As 
Dr.  Warren  Wiersbe  puts  it:  "The 
nails  are  removed,  but  God  doesn't 
pull  out  the  nail  holes— not  in  this 
life.  But  at  the  resurrection  all  the 
imperfections— even  the  nail  holes 
will  be  gone." 

But  wait,  will  there  be  no  nail 
prints?   "And  one  shall  say  unto  him 
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[Christ],  What  are  these  wounds  in 
thine  hands?  Then  he  shall  answer. 
Those  with  which  I  was  wounded  in 
the  house  of  my  friends"  (Zech.  13:6). 
He  was  wounded  for  our  transgres- 
sions. Christ  will  bear  the  print  of 
the  nails  forever. 

What  is  the  answer  to  the  young 
man's  "why  of  his  existence"?  The 
Resurrection  is  the  guarantee  that 
death  is  utterly  vanquished  forever 
.  .  .  and  thanks  be  to  God  who  makes 


us  conquerors  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Therefore,  be  firm,  always 
abounding  in  the  vi'ork  of  the  Lord- 
doing  more  than  enough,  being  con- 
tinually aware  that  your  labor  in  the 
Lord  is  never  wasted  or  to  no  purpose 
(I  Cor.  15:54-58).  "And  there  shall 
be  no  more  night  .  .  .  for  the  Lord 
God  will  ...  be  their  light,  and  they 
shall  reign  (as  kings)  forever  and  ever 
—through  eternities  of  the  eternities" 
(Rev.  22:5  Amplified).  T 
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^^We  are  not  your  own  ...  for  ye  are  bought  with 
I  a  price:  therel^ore  glorify  God"  (I  Cor.  6:19-20). 
Teen-age  June's  thoughts  turned  to  this  passage  when 
she  recalled  the  Lord's  protecting  hand  over  her  in  two 
different  precarious  situations  within  a  short  time.  First, 
there  had  been  an  attack  of  acute 
appendicitis,  when  she  had  been 
brought  right  to  death's  door,  but

Fie  had  kept  her  alive.  Later, 
when  riding  her  bicycle,  she  was 
hit  by  a  car;  and  again  it  was  a 
miracle  that  kept  her  from  death. 
The  impact  of  the  realization  that 
twice  God  had  preserved  her  life 
caused  her  to  ask  Him  what  He 
would  have  her  do  to  serve  Him. 
June  Dickson  says  her  childhood 
was  a  normal  one.  Born  to  Chris- 
tian parents  in  Mishawaka,  Indi- 
ana, she  was  the  youngest  of  their 
seven  children.  She  attended 
church  regularlv,  and  at  the  age 
of  twelve  she  decided  it  was  time 
that  she  joined  the  church  ("be- 
cause everyone  else  was  doing  it"). 
But  it  was  "without  a  heartfelt 
realization  of  what  Christ  had  done  and  would  do  for 


Jim  and  June  Dickson  and  their  family. 
The  children  (oldest  to  youngest)  are: 
John,   Jacqueline,   Joel,   and  Jill. 


"Several  years  later,"  she  says,  "I  was  finding  excuses 
for  not  going  to  church,  but  the  Lord  brought  events 
into  my  life  which  caused  me  to  turn  my  eves  upon 
Him."  It  was  then  that  the  appendicitis  attack  occurred 
—on  the  very  day  that  a  new  pastor  had  come  to  her 
church.  This  pastor  was  to  prove  very  influential  in 
June's  life.  Because  of  his  daily  visits  with  her  in  the 
hospital,  she  felt  obligated  later  to  attend  church. 
"Through  this  I  heard  the  Gospel  preached  as  I  never 
had  before,  and  the  Lord  was  dealing  with  me."  Then 
came  the  other  incident  which  might  have  claimed  her 
life.  Some  months  later,  while  she  was  attending  camp 
at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  she  gave  her  whole  heart  to 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Her  pastor's  heart  was  burdened  for  missions,  and  he 
kept  the  missionary  cause  before  his  congregation.  "One 
day,  after  hearing  a  woman  missionarv  from  India,  the 
Lord  laid  it  upon  mv  heart  to  give  my  life  for  service 
on  the  mission  field  wherever  He  led." 

June  graduated  from  high  school  with  a  commercial 
major  in  bookkeeping,  and  the  next  vear  she  worked  in 
an  office.  Then  came  a  year  in  the  local  Bethel  College, 
and  the  followipg  year  she  transferred  to  Bryan  College 


at  Dayton,  Tennessee.  At  Bryan,  "my  joys,  sorrows,  and 
new  experiences  were  abundant."  She  had  taken  part 
in  musical  activities  at  her  church  in  earlier  years,  and 
at  Bryan  she  sang  in  the  college  choir.  In  her  junior 
year,  she  made  the  gospel  team  as  a  member  of  a  quartet; 
"this  was  an  unforgettable  experi- 
ence." She  had  enjoyed  art  train- 
ing in  high  school,  and  showed  a 
special  aptitude  for  it.  In  college 
she  took  more  art  classes,  including 
one  in  chalk  drawing,  which  has 
proved  most  helpful  in  her  mis- 
sionary service. 

At  Brvan  June  met  Jim  Dickson. 
Their  marriage  occurred  in  Sep- 
tember, 1953,  after  June's  gradua- 
tion. Jim  finished  college  and 
went  through  Grace  Seminary, 
"not  knowing  where  the  Lord 
wanted  him."  Then,  "through 
several  events  and  Dr.  John  Whit- 
comb's  testimony,  the  Lord  gave 
us  a  burden  and  a  love  for  Puerto 
Rico.  Almost  miraculously  He  sup- 
plied our  needs  for  coming  to 
Puerto  Rico,  and  within  a  year 
and  a  half  we  were  on  the  field."  She  adds,  "Since  we 
came  as  self-supporting  missionaries,  work  had  to  be 
found.  And,  the  language  had  to  be  learned.  I  remem- 
ber  one  time  when  there  was  no  milk  and  no  money  to 
buy  any,  and  the  Lord  sent  us  ten  dollars  in  the  after- 
noon mail.  There  were  other  times  when  the  cupboard 
was  bare  and  the  monev  gone,  but  He  graciously  sup- 
plied." After  several  years  of  being  self-supporting,  they 
were  taken  under  full  support  of  the  mission  board. 

"The  Lord  has  provided  me  opportunities  to  serve 
Him  here  on  the  field  as  a  wife,  mother  of  four  children, 
Sundav-school  teacher,  SMM  patroness,  chalk  artist, 
sign  painter,  and  organist  (pump  organ).  The  national 
WMC  sent  us  a  mimeograph,  so  this  enabled  us  to  start 
making  bulletins.    My  job  is  to  design  the  covers. 

"When  problems  arise,  I  am  reminded  of  the  verse, 
'Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen  you,  that  ye 
should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit'  (John  15:16).  As  the 
Lord  has  led  so  definitely  in  the  past  and  supplied  our 
needs,  I  know  He  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future 
as  we  wait  for  His  return." 

June  Dickson  adds  a  "thank  vou"  to  the  WMC  con- 
cerning her  being  one  of  this  \ear's  "birthday  mission- 
aries": "I  want  to  express  a  deep  gratitude  for  having 
been  one  of  those  chosen  for  this  honor."  ▼

Why  am  I  in  Puerto  Rico?  Because  God  opened  the 
door  of  missionary  service  to  us  here. 

Where  did  I  learn  of  missions?  First,  at  home  where 
all  our  missionaries  were  most  welcome  guests.  Second, 
at  church  where  I  made  it  a  point  to  meet  and  talk  with 
every  missionary  who  came.  Third,  and  I  believe  the 
most  influential  in  my  life,  was  in  SMM. 

In  our  monthly  meetings  in  SMM,  I  was  challenged 
by  our  missionary  program.  It  was  fun  to  roll  those 
"umpteen"  bandages  and  pray  that  each  bandage  might 
heal  a  wound  just  as  God  could  heal  a  sin-sick  soul. 

After  participating  as  a  member,  I  was  elected  to  a 
local  office.    This  enabled  me  to  learn  the  duties  and 
responsibilities    involved    in    SMM 
along  with  helping  to  complete  our 
missionary  projects. 

At  one  national  conference  the 
Lord  gave  me  a  mission  field;  it  was 
that  of  being  a  national  SMM  offi- 
cer. (Many  a  missionary  lady  today 
was  once  a  national  SMM  officer!) 
One  of  my  privileges  was  to  teach 
SMM  in  our  district  summer  camps. 
Really,  I  couldn't  teach  SMM  with- 
out teaching  missions.  For  SMM  is 
first  a  missionary  organization  for  girls  in  our  Brethren 
church.  This  in  itself  was  preparing  me  for  the  future. 
I  knew  every  missionary,  their  field,  and  learned  of 
the  problems  and  work  of  the  fields. 

But  did  I  personally  want  to  become  a  vital  part  of 
missions?   Did  I  want  to  go? 

To  this  question  my  answer  was  "yes."  For  outside 
of  my  wonderful  parents,  our  Brethren  missionaries 
opened  my  eyes  to  service  for  Christ.  Even  when  I  was 
a  wee  little  girl  I  prayed  and  was  concerned  for  our 
"missionaries  in  the  corn  fields,"  for  "foreign"  and  "corn" 
sounded  the  same  to  me.  But  the  Lord  understood  my 
childish  prayer,  I'm  sure. 

As  a  member  of  SMM  I  gave  my  whole  life  to  Christ 
for  service— either  home  or  foreign.  The  Lord  save  me 
many  wonderful  years  of  serving  Him  in  home  missions. 
Even  in  seminary  I  took  French  and  Sango  just  in  case 
the  Lord  would  send  me  to  Africa.  For  if  I  had  my 
"rathers,"  I  told  the  Lord  that  I'd  rather  go  to  Africa  as 
a  missionary.  But  the  Lord  had  His  rathers  and  here  I 
am  in  Puerto  Rico. 

One  verse  I  remember  telHno  many  SMM  girls  in 
summer  camps  was:  "In  whatever  state  I  am,  therewith 
to  be  content."  I'm  thankful  to  the  faithful  patronesses 
and  missionaries  who  in  SMM  helped  form  my  "state 
of  mind"  to  the  thrill  of  missions  and  to  be  content  in 
serving  Christ  wherever  He  leads.— Elaiwe  C.  Brenne-

Schwartz  away  from  the  towns  and  eke  out  an 

existence  from  their  land  and  from 

what  they  can  gather  from  the  surrounding  jungle  and 

rivers.    The  majority  of  Brazilians  are  poor  and  needy, 

and  few  have  the  privilege  of  being  properly  educated. 

We  as  Christian  missionaries  feel  sorry  that  these 
people  lack  some  of  the  conveniences  and  provisions 
which  most  of  us  as  Americans  have  and  take  for 
granted,  but  above  this  we  experience  deep  concern  for 
the  desperate  spiritual  condition  which  exists.  The 
name  of  Christ  is  familiar  to  Brazilian  ears,  because  most 
of  them  have  been  reared  in  the  Catholic  church  and 
have  blindly  followed  its  teachings,  but  few  of  them 
know  the  joys  of  salvation.  We  hold  the  message  which 
could  free  them  from  their  sin,  and  we  have  the  longing 
to  share  it  with  them.  We  praise  God  for  those  who 
have  genuinely  been  reached  for  Christ  and  who  are 
endeavoring  to  walk  in  His  ways. 

When  one  is  on  foreign  soil,  it  is  easy  to  see  the  needs 
of  the  people  in  that  land;  but  it  is  harder  to  understand 
their  needs  when  we  are  in  our  comfortable  homes  and 
churches  in  the  LInited  States.  I  want  to  take  this  op- 
portunity to  be  thankful  for  the  Sisterhood  of  Mary  and 
Martha  which  was  an  important  means  of  making  me 
realize  that  there  are  also  people  in  other  lands  who 
have  not  heard  of  salvation  by  grace  and  that  Christ  has 
commanded  us  to  take  the  Gospel  to  them.  I  was  a 
member  of  SMM  from  the  time  I  was  nine  years  old 
until  I  went  away  to  college.  In  our  SMM  group  we 
heard  much  about  the  mission  fields  and  of  the  mission- 
aries serving  there,  and  we  learned  to  pray  for  them.  It 
was  during  those  years  that  I  dedicated  my  life  to  be  a 
missionary  if  the  Lord  would  continue  to  lead  that  way. 

The  Brethren  Church  in  Brazil  also  has  several  SMM 
groups,  and  I  trust  that  girls  there  will  also  give  their 
lives  to  Christ  for  service  in  their  land  as  well  as  perhaps 
going  forth  as  foreign  missionaries.- Mcirt/ia  Schwartz

The  most  amazing  magic 
of  all  time  is  embodied  in  the  words:  "Because  of  Calvary  I  live  in  Him." 
How  can  this  be? 

Every  time  I  think  of  what  He  did  for  me,  I  am  so  thrilled  that  1  could 
burst  (literally)!  I  remember  that  "in  the  beginning  God  created  the  heaven 
and  the  earth"  (Gen.  1:1).  He  gave  us  life.  "And  the  Lord  God  formed  man 
of  the  dust  of  the  ground,  and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life;

Everyone  has  memories— happy  ones  and  sad  ones. 
My  African-made  memories  are  all  happy.  I  can't  think 
of  one  incident  imprinted  upon  my  mind  that  doesn't 
bring  a  smile  to  my  face.  I  have  not  only  had  the  added 
advantage  of  living  in  a  foreign  land,  and  the  traveling 
this  requires,  but  I  have  not  missed  any  of  the  impor- 
tant experiences  of  living  in  the  U.S.A.  either. 

Mv  parents  were  on  the  field  in  the  C.A.R.  when  I 
was  born  on  Mav  11,  1949,  at  the  mission  station  of 
Yaloke.  I  first  saw  the  Statue  of  Liberty  when  I  was 
about  one  and  a  half  years  old,  so  I  really  don't  remem- 
ber too  much  about  mv  first  contact  with  that  great  lady 
and  the  country  she  guards. 

We  returned  back  to  Africa  when  I  was  about  three, 
and  I  spent  the  years  before  I  started  school  running  my 
parents  ragged,  as  all  mischievous  preschool  children  do. 


Believe  me,  I  got  mv  share  of  the  strap!  I  not  only 
learned  to  speak  English,  but  I  also  learned  my  second 
language,  Sango,  along  with  it. 

When  it  was  time  for  my  folks  to  take  another  fur- 
lough, the  years  had  rolled  around,  and  I  was  six  years 
of  ape.  I  could  not  begin  school  in  Africa!  I  attended 
the  Brethren  Elementary  School  in  Long  Beach,  Cali- 
fornia, for  the  first  grade  and  half  of  the  second  grade 
before  we  returned  home  to  Africa.  There  I  was  quickly 
introduced  to  all  my  classmates,  ranging  from  the  little 
first  graders  to  those  giant  eighth  graders.  The  next 
phase  of  my  "academic"  education  took  place  in  the 
Missionary  Children's  School  located  at  "B.L"  (the  sta- 
tion where  the  Bible  Institute  for  training  native  pastors 
was  located).  My  folks  were  also  living  there  while

"Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God "  (II  Tim. 
2:15). 

As  a  missionary's  kid,  who  had  the  privilege  of  being 
on  a  foreign  field  for  sixteen  years,  I  had  a  very  differ- 
ent type  of  education  than  most  children. 

When  I  was  old  enough  to  start  to  school,  the  gov- 
ernment  in  Argentina  was  taking  over  the  educational 
system.  Peron,  who  was  the  president  at  that  time,  had 
instructed  teachers  to  put  into  the  minds  of  the  children 
that  he  and  his  wife,  Eva,  were  equal  to  God  or  Mary. 
Under  these  circumstances  my  parents  did  not  send  my 
brother,  Norman,  and  me  to  school  with  the  Argentine 
children.  Instead,  they  taught  us  through  the  Calber 
correspondence  school,  and  therefore  my  first  teacher 
was  my  mother.  Later,  another  missionary  lady.  Bertha 
Abel,  helped  by  teaching  mathematics.  Miss  Abel  did 
the  bookkeeping  for  the  missionaries  at  that  time. 

(SMM  editor's  note:  The  Brethren  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  gives  scholarships  each  year  to  the  children  of 
Brethren  missionaries.  The  SMM  has  taken  as  one  of 
its  projects  the  responsibility  of  this  scholarship  for  three 
specific  inissionaries'  daughters. 

Berta  Dunning  and  Becky  Schrock  are  two  of  the  girls 
who  have  been  chosen  this  year.  They  are  both  attend- 
ing Grace  College.  Sharon  Haag,  \vho  is  attending  Biola 
College,  is  the  other  recipient.) 


I  will  explain  briefly  what  correspondence  courses  are 
like.  On  the  primary  level  the  books  which  are  used  are 
exactly  the  same  as  those  used  in  regular  schools.  The 
teacher's  book  has  a  schedule  to  follow  for  each  day. 
The  subjects  are  the  same  as  those  which  regular  schools 
have  in  their  curriculum:  English,  spelling,  math,  geog- 
raphy, history,  and  so  on.  Pencils,  crayons,  paper,  and 
any  other  needed  material  accompany  the  books  re- 
ceived. A  common  question  concerning  correspondence 
courses  is,  "How  are  tests  given  and  graded?"  In  my 
case,  my  mother  administered  the  tests,  which  she  re- 
ceived with  the  teacher's  book,  and  then  graded  them. 
However,  the  test  papers  may  be  sent  to  the  school  to 
be  graded. 

In  1957  we  came  to  the  States  on  furlough,  and  my 
brother  and  I  went  to  school  with  other  children  for  the 
first  time  in  our  lives.  This  was  really  an  experience  for 
us.  The  first  day  of  school  was  one  which  I  will  never 
forget,  for  several  embarrassing  things  happened  to  me. 
For  example,  the  first  thing  I  did  was  to  go  to  the  wrong 
homeroom!  When  the  attendance  was  taken  and  my 
name  wasn't  called,  I  had  to  leave  and  find  the  home- 
room which  I  was  supposed  to  be  in.  It  was  really  hard 
for  the  first  few  days,  because  I  couldn't  speak  English 
too  well— just  a  mixture  of  Spanish  and  English.  I  felt 
like  such  an  "oddball."  But  by  the  end  of  the  school

teaching  at  the  Bible  Institute.  Since 
the  dormitory  for  the  boarding  kids 
whose  parents  were  at  other  stations 
was  not  built  yet,  we  added  five  or  six 
girls  to  our  family,  while  other  fami- 
lies made  room  for  the  other  students. 
It  was  jolly  having  all  those  new  sis- 
ters besides  my  own  two  older  ones, 
Ruthie  and  Verna.  Three  of  us  girls, 
Nancy  (Hill)  Gilbert,  Monya  Sa- 
marin,  and  I  were  the  same  age,  so 
we  were  always  together.  We  even 
earned  the  nickname  "human  beans." 
Nancy  vvas  the  butter  bean;  I,  the 
string  bean;  and  Monya  was  the  Mex- 
ican jumping  bean  (she  was  always 
upsetting  her  milk  at  the  table). 

My  education  in  Africa  was  by  no 
means  limited.  Maybe  I  didn't  have 
a  television  or  radio,  but  I  had  the 
great  outdoors  with  beautiful  weather 
all  year  'round,  and  lots  of  good 
books.  And  maybe  I  didn't  have  ex- 
tensive libraries  at  my  disposal,  but 
for  the  age  I  was  and  the  need  I  had 
for  outside  sources,  the  little  library 
we  had  on  the  station  was  more  than 
sufficient. 

In  the  first  grade  I  learned  all  the 
things  most  first  graders  learn;  read- 
in',  'ritin',  and  'rithmetic.  So  when 
we  returned  to  the  field,  I  continued 
to  build  upon  that,  but  in  different 
surroundings.  Instead  of  being  taught 
by  a  second-grade  teacher  in  a  room 
oriented  to  the  interests  of  second 
graders,  and  having  around  thirty 
classmates  who  were  all  learning  the 
same  things  I  was,  in  Africa  I  had 
around  the  same  number  of  class- 
mates, but  they  ranged  from  the  age 
of  six  to  thirteen,  and  were  in  grades 
one  through  eight.  Miss  Ruth  Kent, 
our  teacher,  taught  all  the  grades, 
and  she  taught  us  all  in  the  same 
room.  In  my  grade  there  were  five 
other  kids:  Steve  Mason,  Nancy 
(Hill)  Gilbert,  Monya  Samarin,  and 
Jim  Beaver. 

Every  morning  our  classes  began 
at  7:45  and  continued  until  around 
noon  or  1:00  p.m.  when  we  would 
have  lunch  which  was  always  fol- 
lowed by  a  "siesta."  The  first  few 
minutes  of  the  morning  were  spent 
in  devotions.  We  would  all  sing,  and 
then  Miss  Kent  would  teach  us  from 
God's   Word.    One   of   our   projects

was  memorizing  several  of  the  Psalms 
which  we  did  as  an  entire  student 
body.  Some  of  them  I  have  never  for- 
gotten completely,  thanks  to  Miss 
Kent's  patient  drilling.  We  memo- 
rized the  23rd  Psalm,  of  course,  the 
103rd,  1st,  7th,  19th,  24th,  27th, 
32nd,  34th,  37th,  40th,  and  portions 
of  the  119th,  just  to  name  a  few. 
This  portion  of  our  education  was 
unique.  I  doubt  if  I  would  have  had 
this  sort  of  thing  in  America— even  in 
a  Christian  school.  There  seems  to 
be  too  much  to  do  in  class  to  memo- 
rize long  portions  of  Scripture. 

Life  in  Africa  is  taken  at  a  much 
slower  pace  than  life  in  America,  so 
naturally  the  educational  aspect 
would  be  slower  also.  We  hardly  ever 
had  homework  to  do,  since  all  our 
work  was  done  in  class.  While  Miss 
Kent  was  working  with  another 
grade,  Nancy,  Steve,  Jim,  Monya  and 
I  would  either  all  gather  around  one 
desk,  or  work  alone  (with  much 
whispered  collaboration)  on  the  as- 
signed pages  in  the  text  or  workbook. 
Actually,  we  worked  more  or  less  at 
our  own  speed  after  explanation  had 
been  given  by  Miss  Kent.  If  one  of 
us  had  trouble  understanding,  the 
rest  would  explain  it  in  "laymen" 
terms  until  the  slower  one  under- 
stood; then  we  would  go  on. 

One  subject  I  will  always  be  glad 
I  had  was  phonics.  I  can  remember 
Miss  Kent  teaching  me  the  various 
rules  in  the  second  and  third  grades. 
I  think  I  can  safely  attribute  to  that 
background  the  fact  that  I  have  never 
had  much  trouble  with  spelling. 

Our  science  classes  were  somewhat 
like  the  science  classes  in  the  U.S.A., 
but  there  were  some  big  differences. 
Even  though  we  lacked  some  of  the 
finer  equipment  for  lab  work,  our 
field  trips  were  probably  a  little  more 
exciting  than  those  the  kids  in  schools 
here  have.  We  had  a  more  natural 
wildlife  to  study,  because  the  majority 
of  the  country  is  still  wild.  Our  speci- 


mens were  usually  more  of  the  tropi- 
cal species  since  that  kind  were  more 
in  abundance. 

After  the  fourth  grade  was  reached, 
we  came  back  to  school  for  an  hour 
from  two  to  three  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon to  study  history.  The  little  kids 
from  kindergarten  to  third  grade  were 
not  included  in  this,  because  they  did 
not  have  history  as  part  of  their  cur- 
riculum. 

Recess  was  an  important  time  for 
us  in  Africa,  as  it  is  here.  We  had 
two  or  three  of  them  during  the 
morning  at  which  time  we  would 
play  games  and  have  fun  running 
about.  Sometimes  we  girls  would 
bring  our  dolls  with  all  their  para- 
phernalia and  play  with  them,  or  else 
we  would  join  the  boys  in  their 
games.  After  a  hurricane,  we  would 
have  several  fallen  trees  on  which  to 
play.  Before  the  leaves  fell  off,  we 
would  have  little  shelters  in  which  to 
play  house;  and  then  when  the  leaves 
were  all  dried  up  and  had  fallen  off, 
we  still  had  nature's  "jungle  gyms" 
in  which  to  climb. 

When  I  was  halfway  through  the 
sixth  grade,  it  was  time  for  my  folks 
to  return  home  on  furlough,  so  I  re- 
turned to  the  Brethren  Elementary 
School  in  Long  Beach.  After  gradua- 
tion from  the  sixth  grade,  I  went  to 
the  Brethren  Junior  High  and  High 
School  to  complete  my  secondary  edu- 
cation. I  was  glad  for  the  opportunity 
to  attend  this  institution,  not  only 
because  it  gave  me  some  more  back- 
ground in  God's  Word,  but  also  be- 
cause I  had  the  opportunity  to  further 
my  education  in  Christian  surround- 
ings. Aside  from  my  academic  activi- 
ties, I  had  the  added  enjoyment  of 
singing  in  musical  groups  all  four 
years  of  high  school.  This  meant  a 
great  deal,  because  it  gave  me  the  ex- 
perience of  being  in  front  of  people 
which  I  would  have  otherwise  lacked. 
My  two  years  singing  in  the  Breth- 
ren   High    Ninette    are    without    a 
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doubt  the  highlight  of  my  high-school 
years. 

Now  I  am  at  Grace.  It's  been  a 
long  trek,  and  I'm  not  through  learn- 
inp  what  I  need  to  learn  yet.  The 
Lord  worked  in  marvelous  ways  to 
bring  me  here  and  keep  me  here,  and 
I  will  never  cease  to  thank  Him  for 
His  provision. 

Right  now  I  am  simply  taking  a 
normal  load  of  freshman  subjects, 
such  as  General  Biology,  World  His- 
tory, and  O.  T.  Survey  (to  name  a 
few),  and  I  am  also  working  as  secre- 
tary to  the  French  teacher,  Mrs. 
Toirac.  The  Lord  was  wonderful  to 
give  me  this  job,  for  not  only  does  it 
give  me  the  income  I  need,  but  also 
it  keeps  me  around  the  French  lan- 
guage until  I  can  fit  it  into  my 
schedule. 

The  Lord  has  blessed  me  with  a 
complete  Christian  education,  some- 
thing for  which  I  will  never  cease  to 

o 

thank  Him.  Some  will  say  I  am  a 
"hot-house"  Christian,  but  I  feel  that 
if  a  child  and  then  a  teen-ager  has  a 
Christ-centered  education,  he  will 
have  a  much  more  effective  life  when 
he  is  older.  Maybe  he  won't  have  all 
the  opposition  in  a  Christian  school 
that  he  would  have  in  a  public  insti- 
tution, but,  from  experience  I  can 
say  that  Satan  doesn't  stop  working 
on  Christian  campuses,  and  the  stu- 
dents aren't  immune  to  his  wiles, 
either.  It  is  sometimes  harder  for  one 
to  keep  a  testimony  there  and  easier 
to  let  down  his  guard. 

Mv  education  has  been  varied  and 
in  different  surroundings,  for  which 
I  thank  God.  I  doubt  if  the  future 
will  be  so  varied,  but  I  know  it  will 
never  be  monotonous,  for  the  Lord 
always  has  something  wonderful  in 
store  for  His  children;  and  if  we  fol- 
low His  leading.  He  will  "bring  it  to 
pass." 

This  next  summer  my  folks  are  re- 
turning to  the  C.A.R.  for  their  fifth 
term  there.  Although  it  is  hard  to  see 
them  go,  and  I  will  miss  them  very 
much,  I  am  so  thankful  that  God 
gave  me  parents  v\'ho  love  Him  so 
much  that  they  are  willing  to  do  His 
bidding,  even  when  it  means  leaving 
all  their  children  behind.  I  am  so 
proud  and  thankful  that  God  has 
chosen  me  to  be  a  Dunning  and  an 
MK.  It's  a  wonderful  background  to 
have,  and  a  wonderful  foundation  on 
which  to  build.  ▼

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year  I  was  well  "in  the  groove"  and 
was  more  like  the  other  children. 

Just  when  I  was  well-adjusted  to 
going  to  school  and  studying  with 
others,  it  was  time  to  go  back  to  Ar- 
gentina and  begin  studying  alone 
again.  It  was  hard  to  adjust,  because 
I  had  found  studying  with  others  to 
be  easier  (and  also  more  fun). 

After  finishing  grade  school,  I  went 
on  to  high  school.  Since  I  was  too 
old  to  go  to  the  Spanish  school,  I 
continued  with  correspondence  cours- 
es. I  took  the  American  School 
course,  because  the  Calvert  school 
didn't  have  a  high  school  course  then. 
On  the  high  school  level  you  teach 
yourself  instead  of  having  someone 
else  teach  you.  But,  when  I  needed 
to,  I  asked  my  parents  for  help.  This 
type  of  correspondence  course  is  the 
same  as  the  primary  level  except  that 
there  are  electives  from  which  to 
choose.  I  took  the  business  course 
which  included  typing,  shorthand, 
and  so  on.  I  found  this  to  be  very 
interesting,  and  I  really  enjoyed 
studying. 

My  schedule  began  at  8:30  a.m. 
each  weekday,  and  I  would  spent  ap- 
proximately six  and  a  half  hours  on 
my  schoolwork.  I  took  a  "recess" 
when  the  mailman  came,  and  at  noon- 
time I  helped  with  the  dishes  before 
beginning  to  study  again.  I  was  usu- 
ally finished  by  4:30  in  the  afternoon. 

In  1964  Norman  and  I  came  to  the 
States  by  ourselves.  This  time  we 
went  to  a  public  school  to  finish  our 
twelfth  grade.  Most  seniors  are  ready 
to  leave  school  when  they  graduate, 
but  not  I.  To  me  everything  was. 
new,  and  I  would  have  rather  staved 
in  school. 

After  graduation  I  applied  at  a  col- 
lege, but  the  Lord  closed  that  door. 
Then  I  applied  at  Grace  and  was  ac- 
cepted. Since  I  had  studied  alone 
most  of  my  life,  there  was  no  compe- 


tition involved.  I  have  found  that  go- 
ing to  school  with  other  students 
brings  forth  the  competitive  side  of 
learning.  But  there  are  certain  ad- 
vantages to  correspondence  courses: 
namely,  one  learns  self-discipline  and 
learns  to  do  things  alone.  Here  at 
Grace  I  have  learned  to  get  along 
with  others,  to  become  more  depen- 
dent on  the  Lord,  and  to  really  love 
the  kids  who  compose  the  college. 

Although  I  am  majoring  in  elemen- 
tary education,  I  feel  that  the  Lord  is 
directing  me  to  go  into  business  in- 
stead  of  teaching.  As  I  look  back  over 
my  years  at  Grace,  I  can  see  why  He 
planned  for  me  to  be  here.  I  have 
had  this  time  to  find  myself,  and  to 
grow  in  Him. 

As  for  the  years  ahead,  "I  know  not 
what  the  future  holds,  but  I  know 
who  holds  the  future."  T

In  this  article  he  presents 
the  "history"  of  the  chapel) 


The  chapel  at  First  Tank  Battalion 
was  originally  at  ASP-1  and  was  used 
only  occasionally.  When  ASP-1  was 
dismanthng  their  buildings  and  moving 
to  a  new  location,  the  First  Tank  Bat- 
talion chaplain  put  in  his  bid  for  the 
building.  After  much  discussion  and 
questioning,  the  building  was  moved 
by  low-boy  trailer  to  the  First  Tank 
Battalion  the  last  part  of  December, 

1967.  Looking  at  the  building  just 
after  its  move,  one  would  have  thought 
it  was  an  extraction  from  the  prover- 
bial "Shantytown."  But  after  a  great 
deal  of  hard  work  and  patching,  the 
building  took  on  its  present  appear- 
ance: namely,  a  chapel.  There  was  a 
"makeshift"  steeple  on  the  roof  which 
came  off,  and  a  modem  looking  "pole" 
cross  was  erected  in  its  place. 

The  first  service  conducted  in  the 
new  chapel  was  on  the  first  Sunday  of 

1968,  the  seventh  day  of  January. 
Of  course,  it  was  not  completely  fin- 
ished  at   that   time.      The  chaplain, 


LCDR  J.  D.  Brock,  had  received  a  let- 
ter which  said  that  Rev.  Clyde  Lan- 
drum.  Endorsing  Agent  for  the  Nation- 
al Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  of 
which  Chaplain  Brock  is  an  ordained 
minister,  would  be  in  Da  Nang  on  Jan- 
uary 16  and  17.  With  paneling  on  the 
inside  and  painting  on  the  outside,  the 
chapel  was  ready  by  January  1 7  for  the 
dedication  service  with  Mr.  Landrum 
bringing  the  dedicatory  message. 

Other  dignitaries  present  were  Maj. 
Gen.  Donn  Robertson,  USMC,  Com- 
manding General,  1st  Marine  Division; 
Lt.  Col.  V.  J.  GentOe,  USMC,  Com- 
manding Officer,  1st  Tank  Battalion; 
Captain  Ralph  Below,  USN,  III  MAF 
Chaplain;  Captain  John  Keeley,  USN, 
1st  Division  Chaplain;  Captain  Cecil 
Lewis,  USA,  Chaplain  with  the  1/44 
Artillery  Battalion,  with  whom  Chap- 
lain Brock  attended  Grace  Seminary. 
Also  present  was  Chaplain  John  Talley, 
USA,  another  Brethren  chaplain  serv- 
ing in  Vietnam. 

At  the  0830  Dedication  Service  the 
First  Tank  Battalion  Chapel  was  dedi- 
cated the  Marine  Memorial  Chapel  in 
memory  of  the  marines  who  have 
given  their  lives  for  their  country  in 
Vietnam.-Z.CZJ7?

Futility— just  to  meditate  upon  the  word  pro- 
duces mental  frustration.  One  of  its  by-products 
is  discouragement; its  end  result  is  failure.  Nothing 
could  better  picture  futility  than  a  ruined  tank. 

Reflect  briefly  on  the  word:  f-u-t-i-1-i-t-y.  Think 
of  its  meaning.  It  is-.folly,  expressed  in  the  fool- 
ishness of  thefgambler  who  thinks  he  will  finally 
win,  or  in  the  want  of  good  sense  on  the  part  of 
the  motorist  who  races  the  train  to  the  crossing, 
but  loses.  Futility  is  hopelessness.  Consider  the 
blighted  and  dashed  hope  of  men  fighting  the 
clock  to  rescue  men  from  danger  deep  in  the 
earth,  only  to  find  their  bodies  crushed  and  life- 
less, or  the  fireman  who  laboriously  works  his 
way  up  the  ladder  to  the  fourth  floor  apartment 
to  discover  that  suffocation  beat  him  to  the 
mother  and  her  child.  Then  there's  the  false  and 
vain  desperation  of  Belshazzar  trying  to  avoid  the 
inevitable  doom  of  the  handwriting  on  the  wall, 
and  of  the  atheist  who  in  life  says  there  is  no  God, 
but  after  death  finds  that  there  is. 

Futility  waits  in  the  wings  as  false  philosophies 
and  religions  present  their  message.    Outstanding 


today  is  atheistic  communism,  with  its  assurances 
that  it  will  not  only  usher  in  a  new  social  order, 
but  will  also  eradicate  the  Bible  and  faith  in  God. 
It  is  doomed  to  failure;  futility  characterizes  its 
every  move.  Reflect  on  the  humanistic  philoso- 
phy which  says  that  man  is  self-sufficient  and 
that  he  can  achieve  all  things  apart  from  God. 
This  is  futility  personified! 

Must  we  succumb  to  futility?  Is  all  of  life 
folly  and  hopelessness?  There  are  attainable  goals 
and  some  enjoyments  for  a  season.  But  in  the 
realm  of  permanent  joy  and  lasting  peace,  on  the 
human  level  of  self-effort  there  is  only  futility.  It 
is  stated  in  Ecclesiastes  that  under  the  sun  all  is 
vanity  and  vexation  of  spirit.  But  the  writer  goes 
on  to  say,  "Fear  God,  and  keep  his  command- 
ments: for  this  is  the  whole  duty  of  man."  As 
men  are  willing  to  look  to  the  resurrected,  living 
Christ  for  salvation,  there  is  hope. 

Oh  that  men  everywhere  would  turn  from  the 
futility  of  their  own  ways  and  find  assurance  and 
peace  in  Him!  .  ▼

On  March  6,  1968,  Chaplain  John 
D.  Talley  was  awarded  the  Silver 
Star  by  the  U.  S.  Army  for  gallantry 
in  action.  This  award,  the  third  hioh- 
est  piven  in  recosnition  of  service 
rendered  in  combat,  was  in  recogni- 
tion of  going  beyond  the  call  of  duty 
to  render  service  to  his  men  under 
combat  conditions  in  a  battle  that  was 
fought  at  Loc  Ninh  by  the  "Big  Red 
One"  (1st  Infantry  Division)  on  No- 
vember 7,  1967. 

On  November  15,  1967,  Chaplain 
Lee  D.  Burris,  U.  S.  Army,  was 
awarded  the  Bronze  Star  at  Group 
Headquarters  at  Cam  Ranh  Bay  for 
meritorious  service  against  hostile 
ground  forces. 

A  similar  service  was  rendered  by 
Chaplain  James  M.  Hutchens  while 
serving  with  troops  in  combat  on  No- 
vember 8,  1965.  He  was  awarded  the 
Bronze  Star  with  "V"  for  valor.  Also, 
as  a  result  of  being  wounded  in  bat- 
tle, he  was  given  the  Purple  Heart 
award.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
within  the  period  of  two  years  high 
honors  have  come  to  three  of  our 
NFBC  chaplains. 

These  men  do  not  ask  or  expect 
recognition  from  men  for  service  that 
they  render  for  the  glory  of  God. 
They  have  their  reward  in  knowing 
that  they  have  been  a  witness  for  Him 
to  these  fine  young  men.  Another 
gratifying  thing  to  them  is  the  fact 
that  they  have  the  deep  appreciation 
of  their  men.  But,  we  would  be  amiss 
if  we  did  not  pause  to  say,  "Thank 
you,"  to  these  men.  They  have  been 
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of  service  to  their  God,  and  have  re- 
flected honor  to  the  U.  S.  Army  and 
to  the  Chaplains  Corps.  In  addition 
to  this,  they  have  brought  distinction 
to  their  families,  who  have  supported 
them,  and  to  the  denomination  which 
sent  them  forth. 

The  chaplains  of  the  Vietnam  war 
are  a  new  breed  of  chaplain.  They 
have  gone  out  of  the  chapels  into  the 
battlefields  to  minister  to  their  men 
in  a  blazing  parish.  And  they  are 
getting  results  as  they  preach  the 
Gospel  to  their  congregation  of  young 
men— young  men  who  mature  more 
in  one  year  under  such  battle  condi- 
tions than  the  average  young  man 
would  mature  in  many  years  back 
home. 

The  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches  can  rightly  praise  God 
that  nine  of  its  twelve  military  chap- 
lains have  seen  service  in  the  Viet- 
nam war  theater,  or  are  now  in  that 
area.  We  can  praise  God  that  these 
chaplains  are  there  because  thev  are 
preachers  of  the  Word  of  God,  and 
want  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  their 
men  in  order  that  thev  might  reach 
them  for  Christ.  All  of  our  chaplains 
are  serving  faithfully  and  well, 
whether  in  the  Vietnam  theater  or  in 
other  parts  of  the  world.  In  this  we 
greatly  rejoice!  So,  as  we  pay  special 
tribute  to  Chaplains  Talley,  Burris, 
and  Hutchens  for  the  high  honor  that 
has  come  to  them,  we  also  salute  the 
nine  other  Brethren  chaplains  for  the 
fine  job  they  are  doing  as  "Mission- 
aries to  the  Military."  T

WE  SALUTE  CHAPLAINS 
TALLEY,  BURRIS 
AND  HUTCHENS 


Chaplain  John  D.  Talley   (right)   with  his 
assistant. 
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Since  his  advent  to  America,  the 
Negro  has  experienced  two  levels  of 
social  existence  which  have  seriously 
impaired  his  spiritual  growth.  Ini- 
tially he  was  a  chattel  slave,  denied 
all  the  rights  of  citizenship.  He  was 
stripped  of  his  dignity  and  considered 
subhuman.  The  right  to  worship  God 
was  denied  the  slaves  except  under 
close  scrutiny  and  supervision. 

When  slaverv  was  abolished,  the 
Negro  found  himself  jerked  out  of 
slavery  overnight  and  placed  into  a 


freedom  for  which  he  was  ill-prepared 
psvchologicallv,  educationallv,  and 
spirituallv.  He  now  became  a  low 
caste  individual  possessing  limited 
rishts,  forced  to  endure  a  ghetto  ex- 
istence.  An  awareness  of  these  facts 
will  lead  us  to  a  greater  understand- 
ing  of  the  spiritual  condition  of  the 
American  Negro. 

Evangelism  for  the  slaves  was  ini- 
tially  opposed,  because  it  was  believed 
that  Negroes  could  not  be  saved; 
therefore,  their  souls  were  neglected 
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until  approximately  1700.  Under 
pressure  from  theologians  and  educa- 
tors, the  courts  declared  that  conver- 
sion to  Christianity  was  not  incom- 
patible with  the  worldly  position  of 
a  slave.  As  a  result  of  this  decision, 
Negroes  were  accepted  into  some 
white  congregations  and  given  equal 
privileges. 

Following  the  American  Revolu- 
tion, the  Negro  was  forced  to  sit  in 
the  galleries  or  back  seats  of  churches. 
This  new  situation  resulted  in  the  in- 
dependent church  movement  by  Ne- 
groes. They  desired  to  worship  in  a 
friendlier  atmosphere  where  they 
could  exercise  their  own  spiritual 
gifts  and  develop  their  own  leader- 
ship. The  Negro  church  became  the 
primary  source  of  freedom  and  self- 
expression.  On  the  plantation  the 
church  services  were  the  sole  source 
of  psychological  release  for  the  slaves. 
Here  they  worshipped  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  equality  and  were  restored  to 
a  measure  of  the  dignitv  of  which 
they  had  been  stripped. 

Although  the  slavery  svstem  has 
been  terminated,  the  Negro  church 
serves  the  same  purpose  to  this  day. 
For  many  Negroes,  especially  those 
inhabiting  the  ghettos,  it  is  the  only 
outlet  for  self-expression  and  a  sense 
of  worth.    The  ghetto  existence  en- 
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dured  by  Negroes  is  most  frustrating 
and  depressing.  A  study  ordered  last 
year  by  the  Census  Bureau  and  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  entitled 
"Social  and  Economic  Conditions  of 
Negroes  in  the  United  States"  reveals 
some  disturbing  facts.  According  to 
the  report,  a  Negro  family's  income  is 
only  58%  of  a  white  family's.  One  of 
three  Negro  families  is  classed  as 
poor,  and  one  of  seven  Negroes  is  on 
welfare.  More  Negroes  live  in  segre- 
gated  ghettos  than  ever  before.  They 
are  twice  as  likelv  to  be  jobless  as 
white  people. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  ghettos  are 
forced  to  accept  substandard  educa- 
tion, teaching,  and  facilities.  The 
average  Negro  twelfth  grader  is  three 
years  behind  the  average  white 
twelfth  grader. 

Slavery  and  caste,  being  statuses  of 
frustration  for  the  Negro,  offer  him 
little  hope  in  history.  Many  Negro 
songs,  sermons,  and  prayers  stress  life 
in  the  world  to  come  when  Jesus  will 
make  everything  right. 

Today  there  are  at  least  thirty-four 


denominations  and  sects  among  Ne- 
groes.  Worship  is  generally  emotional 
in  essence.  Emotionalism  tends  to  be 
equated  with  spirituality.  Funda- 
mental Negro  pastors  and  churches 
are  looked  upon  as  having  the  "white 
man's  religion"  and,  therefore,  not 
being  spiritual  (meaning,  of  course, 
emotional).  We  realize  that  emotion 
plays  an  important  part  in  the  life 
of  the  Christian;  however,  evangeli- 
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cal  Negro  pastors  and  churches  refuse 
to  compromise  the  full  gospel  of 
Christ  for  mere  emotionalism. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  understand- 
ing the  importance  of  Bible  school 
and  seminary  training,  as  well  as  the 
inability  to  pay  for  Bible  training,  the 
majority  of  Negro  pastors  are  ill-pre- 
pared for  the  pastorate.  Some  are 
even  unsaved!  Little  spiritual  vitality 
can  be  expected  in  the  churches  be- 
cause of  this. 

Many  Sundav-school  teachers  are 
unsaved  and  ill-prepared  to  teach  the 
Bible.  Living  a  separated,  dynamic 
life  in  Christ  is  neither  taught  nor 
widely  practiced. 

The  Negro  can  attain  to  all  of  the 
rights  to  which  he  is  entitled  by  the 
constitution  and  still  go  straight  to 
hell  if  he  does  not  know  Christ  as 
Lord  and  Saviour;  therefore,  Christ 
must  be  magnified  in  Negro  life. 

The  Bible  must  be  an  integral  part 
of  the  life  of  the  Negro.  The  average 
Negro's  knowledge  of  the  Bible  is 
very  shallow.  Negroes  like  to  talk 
about  the  Bible  and  argue  about  its 
contents;  but  their  talk  and  arguments 
are  not  based  on  personal  studv  of  the 
Bible,  but  rather  upon  their  own  neb- 
ulous opinions.  They  simply  do  not 
read  the  Scriptures. 

A  serious  deterrent  to  the  spiritual 
life  of  the  Negro  is  the  attitude  of 
white  Christianity  in  general  toward 
Negroes.  The  Negro  unbeliever  sees 
the  inconsistency  of  white  Christen- 
dom. He  realizes  that  thousands  of 
dollars  are  being  spent  annually  to 
evangelize    the   Africans  while   little 

is  being  done  to  evangelize  the  Amer- 
ce o 

ican  Negro.  He  does  not  see  how  one 
can  love  the  African  while  not  loving 
the  American  Negro.  He  sees  that 
many  churches  would  rather  relocate 
than  accept  individuals  from  minority 
groups  into  their  fellowship.  Because 
of  these  reasons,  he  rejects  the  "white 
man's  religion"  and  is  suspicious  of 
the  motives  of  white  denominations 
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which  attempt  to  evangelize  him.  He 
contemptuously  refers  to  a  Negro 
Christian  who  represents  the  denomi- 
nation as  an  "Uncle  Tom"  or  "the 
white  man's  puppet,"  who  dances  to 
the  tune  that  the  white  man  plays. 

I  have  been  told  by  many  white 
Christians  that  they  love  me  "in  the 
Lord,"  but  due  to  social  pressures,  it 
is  not  expedient  to  accept  me  and  my 
people  socially.  But  how  can  a  Chris- 
tian love  someone  in  Christ  and  seg- 
regate him  simultaneouslv?  The  love 
of  Christ  should  affect  every  area  of 
our  lives.  We  love  or  we  do  not. 
There  is  no  middle  ground.  It  mat- 
ters not  what  color  a  man  is,  or  what 
his  ethnic  origin  may  be;  he  needs 
Christ  and  must  not  be  denied  the 
opportunity  to  learn  of  Him. 

The  Negro  Christian  must  love  his 
white  brother  in  Christ.  He  has  no 
right  to  loot,  burn,  or  demonstrate. 
In  the  New  English  Bible,  1  John 
4:20  reads,  "But  if  a  man  says,  'I  love 
God,'  while  hating  his  brother,  he  is 
a  liar.  If  he  does  not  love  the  brother 
whom  he  has  seen,  it  cannot  be  that 
he  loves  God  whom  he  has  not  seen." 

Our  cities  are  teeming  with  Ne- 
groes needing  to  be  loved  and  evan- 
gelized.  Thev  are  clamoring  for  black 
power.  Please  pray  and  work  to  the 
end  that  God  will  show  them  that 
Christ  is  the  answer  to  their  problems 
and  that  the  power  in  the  blood  of 
Christ  will  save  them  from  their  sins.

An  interview  with  Dr.  L.  L  Grubb  of  Orange,  California 


Q.Dr.  Grubb,  do  you  feel  that  1968 
ofFers  distinct  opportunities  for 
Brethren  tiome  Missions? 

A.  Yes  I  do,  but  only  if  we  acquaint 
ourselves  with  the  changes  within 
our  society  and  plan  strategically. 

Q.  Then  you  would  agree  with  those 
who  say  that  church  extension  in 
America  is  undergoing  a  transi- 
tion? 

A.  Surely.  With  new  and  wonderful 
advances  being  made  in  medicine, 
science,  communications,  trans- 
portation, and  so  on,  it  would  be 
tragic  if  we  had  no  change  and 
development  within  our  outreach 
program  within  The  Brethren 
Church. 

Q.  Are  Brethren  families  aware  of 
this  transition? 

A.  I'm  sure  they  are  aware  of  the 
changing  world  about   them,   but 


perhaps  they  have  not  related  the 
advances  to  the  area  of  church  ex- 
tension. 

Q.  What  one  factor,  more  than  any 
other,  demands  a  new  modus  oper- 
andi in  home  missions? 

A.  The  great  shift  in  population  from 
rural  communities  to  urban  and 
suburban  America.  Presently  there 
is  about  65  to  70  percent  of  our 
population  concentrated  within 
the  great  metropolitan  centers  of 
America. 

Q.  Why  is  this  "transient  America" 
such  an  important  issue  in  church 
development? 

A.  As  I  have  talked  with  Brethren 
pastors— and  judging  from  my  own 
experience  in  the  ministry— I  find 
it  difficult  to  win  souls  rapidly 
enough  to  replace  those  who  leave 
and  move  to  another  area  where 


often  there  is  no  Brethren  church. 
The  only  effective  way  to  conserve 
our  Brethren  constituency  is  to 
establish  new  churches  in  strategic 
areas  across  America. 

Q.  What  other  conditions  do  you  see 
as  contributing  factors  in  a  mis- 
sions  metamorphosis  in  the  United 
States? 

A.  Minority  or  the  ethnic  groups  are 
constantly  increasing  in  population 
and  consequently  will  be  subject 
to  greater  emphasis.  Those  who 
are  on  the  front  lines  of  church 
extension  also  find  that  the  increas- 
ing red  tape  and  codes,  and  regu- 
lations and  demands  by  cities  and 
county  governments  definitely  im- 
pede the  progress  of  church  exten- 
sion. Both  of  these  factors  will  be- 
come more  important  as  time  goes 
by. 
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Q.  Can  you  tell  us  what  you  believe 
to  be  the  most  essential  ingredient 
in  the  development  of  a  new  Breth- 
ren church? 

A.  Personnel!  Both  pastor  and  lay- 
men are  essential. 

Q.  Would  you  comment  on  how  we 
can  increase  the  available  mission- 
ary pioneers  for  church  develop- 
ment? 

A.  It  has  been  a  dream  of  mine  that 
in  each  metropolitan  area  there 
would  be  some  Brethren  families 
who  would  dedicate  themselves 
with  the  approval  and  assistance 
of  their  pastors  to  form  a  "pool"  of 
leadership  and  personnel  to  move 
into  a  certain  area  under  the 
leadership  of  a  home-mission  pastor 
and  start  a  new  church.  We  must 
also  increase  our  emphasis  on 
youth  in  order  to  encourage  a 
greater  number  of  missionarv  can- 
didates. 

Q.  What  is  vour  feeling  as  to  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  local  congrega- 
tion in  the  total  program  of  home 
missions  in  America  today? 

A.  I  have  developed  a  "rule  of 
thumb."  When  an  established 
congreeation  has  reached  a  mem- 
bership  of  200,  and  perhaps  even 
before  this,  it  should  be  searching 
for  an  opportunitv  to  start  a  branch 
Brethren  church. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  a  Brethren  fam- 
ily moving  to  another  citv  in  which 
there  is  no  Brethren  church  is  jus- 
tified in  attending  and  joining  a 
church  of  another  denomination? 

A.  First,  I  have  always  encouraged 
Brethren  people  who  move  into  a 
communitv  with  no  Brethren 
church  to  immediately  become  as- 
sociated with  an  evangelical  church 
and  keep  busy  for  Christ.  Second, 
I  have  encouraged  them  to  pray 
for  a  Brethren  church  in  that  com- 
munity. Third,  I  have  strongly  en- 
couraged them  to  open  their  home 
for  a  Bible  class  with  the  purpose 
of  starting  a  Brethren  church. 
Fourth,  if  a  Brethren  pastor  moves 
in  to  start  a  Brethren  church,  I 
think  he  has  a  right  to  go  to  the 
family  with  previous  Brethren  con- 
nections and  suggest  that  they 
come  and  assist  in  establishing  the 
new  church. 

Q.  Having  been  on  the  field  in 
Orange  County  now  as  a  home- 
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mission  pastor  for  several  months, 
what  has  been  your  greatest  ob- 
stacle in  developing  this  new 
work? 

A.  The  exorbitant  cost  of  property. 
For  instance,  suitable  sites  for  a 
church  in  Orange  County  range  in 
price  from  $30,000  to  $100,000  an 
acre.  Our  own  site  was  finally  ac- 
quired for  $55,000. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  this  difficulty  is 
confined  to  Orange  County,  Cali- 
fornia? 

A.  No!  This  same  appreciation  and 
inflation  in  the  cost  of  property 
will  be  found  in  varving  degrees 
in  every  metropolitan  area  in  the 
United  States.  This  is  an  eco- 
nomic fact. 

Q.  What  idea  do  you  have  as  to  how 
The  Brethren  Church  could  over- 
come this  exorbitant  cost  of  prop- 
erty? 

A.  One  long-range  idea  is  to  establish 
a  special  department,  perhaps 
vi'ithin  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation,  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  locating  and  purchasing 
prospective  sites.  Details  for  such 
a  program  would  need  some  care- 
ful planning,  but  it  could  be  most 
effective.  This  very  program  is 
now  being  used  by  a  number  of 
religious  bodies  as  well  as  business 
organizations  in  America.  An  im- 
mediate  solution  would  be  a 
greater  involvement  of  Brethren 
people  in  the  Brethren  "Minute- 
Man"  program.  This  was  designed 
to  supply  a  large  sum  to  a  new 
church  over  and  above  the  regu- 
lar commitment  on  behalf  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council. 

Q.  Are  you  in  favor  of  all  church  ex- 
tension being  under  the  direction 
of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council? 

A.  No,  I  am  not.  I  believe  that  the 
resources  for  the  establishment  of 
new  churches  in  the  metropolitan 
areas  must  come  from  three  points: 
the  national  organization,  the  dis- 


trict mission  board,  and  the  local 
church  in  the  vicinity  of  a  new 
church. 

Q.  You  believe,  then,  that  the  district 
mission  board  should  become  more 
involved  in  the  church  extension 
program. 

A.  Yes  indeed!  The  council  and  the 
district  mission  board  should  work 
intimately  on  all  projects.  This  is 
a  very  practical  possibility.  A  num- 
ber of  years  ago,  in  fact  in  1964, 
we  sent  out  a  questionnaire  to  all 
Brethren  pastors  with  a  suggested 
working  agreement  between  the 
national  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  and  each  district  mission 
board.  All  the  details  of  this  plan 
were  clearly  spelled  out.  There 
was  no  reason  why  such  a  plan  or 
a  modified  one  similar  to  it  could 
not  be  used,  and  it  really  must 
come  to  this  if  we  are  going  to  use 
our  maximum  potential  for  church 
extension  through  Brethren  re- 
sources in  the  future. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  the  recent 
controversy  in  The  Brethren 
Church  on  the  matter  of  church 
membership  as  it  relates  to  baptism 
has  been  a  retardant  in  our  home- 
missions  program? 

A.  I  think  there  is  a  real  and  a  prac- 
tical sense  in  which  this  has  re- 
tarded our  home-missions  program 
in  certain  areas  where  this  doc- 
trinal position  has  been  taken. 

Q.  Do  vou  have  any  suggestions  or 
recommendations? 

A.  Not  particularly.  Although  I  might 
suggest  that  the  local  churches  and 
districts  be  sympathetic  with  the 
home  missions  council  since  they 
are  responsible  to  the  entire 
church.  In  areas  where  this  mat- 
ter becomes  an  impeding  force, 
the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  and  the  district  should  dis- 
cuss ways  and  means  of  resolving 
the  matter.  I'm  pleased  to  note 
that  this  has  been  done  in  some 
areas.  (Continued  on  page  8)

Q.  Do  false  religions  affect  the  church 
extension  program? 

A.  Recently  we  made  approximately 
700  calls  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
YWCA  in  Santa  Ana,  California. 
In  the  process  of  making  these 
calls  we  found  just  about  every 
type  of  religion  which  is  existing 
in  America  today.  Most  of  these 
relisionists  wouldn't  even  talk  to 
us,  and  very  few  would  allow  us 
inside  their  homes.  False  religions 
generally  have  plenty  of  money  to 
move  into  a  community  and  pay 
almost  any  price  for  their  property 
and  construct  a  beautiful  church 
building  immediately  so  that  they 
may  appeal  to  the  sophisticated 
community.  Usually  our  churches 
must  wait  until  others  have  en- 
tered the  community. 

Q.  Much  is  being  said  today  in  the 
area  of  civil  rights.  Do  you  feel 
that  The  Brethren  Church  has  an 
adequate  program  for  reaching  the 
Negro  for  Christ? 

A.  No.  There  are  approximately  21,- 
000,000   Negroes   in    the    U'nited 


States  today,  and  we  have  one 
Negro  church.  This  is  tragic.  It 
should  startle  us  to  realize  that  we 
are  ignoring  one  tenth  of  the  en- 
tire  American  population  in  our 
witnessing  program.  In  Los  An- 
geles County  we  are  told  that  by 
1970  our  population  will  be  at 
least  50  percent  Negro.  By  1970 
The  Brethren  Church  in  Los  An- 
geles County  is  going  to  find  itself 
in  a  situation  where  it  will  have 
only  half  the  county  population  for 
evangelization,  unless  we  do  some- 
thing  for  the  Negro. 

Q.  How  do  you  suggest  that  the  home 
missions  council  could  more  di- 
rectly involve  itself  in  this  issue? 

A.  There  are  some  Christian  Negro 
organizations  in  America  which 
will  give  help  to  any  evangelical 
church  desiring  to  evangelize  the 
Negro.  However,  it  seems  that  the 
churches  in  areas  where  there  is  a 
density  of  Negro  population  could 
do  this  best  by  establishing  a 
church  which  Negroes  could  at- 
tend. 


Q.  Do  you  feel  at  this  point  that  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
should  involve  itself  in  any  con- 
servative Negro  works  outside  of 

o 

the  framework  of  The  Brethren 
Church? 
A.  I  think  we  should  be  primarily 
concerned  with  establishing  our 
own  churches.  However,  it  is  pos- 
sible that  on  the  right  basis  we 
could  support  Negro  evangelical 
works  outside  the  church  and  thus 
encourage  Negro  young  men  to 
come  with  us  as  pastors  to  estab- 
lish our  own  churches. 

Q.  What  do  you  think  of  the  present 
promotional  calendar  of  The 
Brethren  Church? 

A.  If  you  are  referring  to  the  tradi- 
tional seasons  appeal,  special  times 
such  as  Thanksgiving  and  Easter 
may  be  used  effectively.  However, 
I  am  opposed  to  rigidly  limiting 
our  giving  to  a  calendar  basis.  As 
a  pastor  I  am  not  one  who  feels 
there  are  too  many  financial  ap- 
peals. As  you  might  suppose,  I 
feel  that  the  Brethren  Home  Mis-

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sions  Council  has  done  a  fine  job 
producing  calendars,  posters,  let- 
ters and  promotional  material 
which  are  in  good  taste  and  in 
keeping  with  the  high  quality  de- 
sired by  our  Brethren  pastors. 

Q.  How  do  you  account  for  the  fact 
that  so  few  of  our  Brethren  people 
across  America  are  life  members 
of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  and  other  national  cor- 
porations? 

A.  It  is  very  possible  that  many  of 
them  do  not  have  sufficient  infor- 
mation to  know  that  giving  $100 
or  more  to  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions could  make  them  life  mem- 
bers. Others  may  not  be  able  to 
give  this  much.  Such  people 
should  remember  that  the  week- 
by-week  offerings  may  total  $100 
in  a  vear  much  easier  than  siving 
this  as  a  lump  sum. 

Q.  Can  you  envision  a  time  when  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
will  have  a  budget  of  $1,000,000? 

A.  Yes  indeed.  In  fact  it  is  tanta- 
mount to  survival.  Right  now  the 
opportunities  to  start  new  churches 
are  so  fantastic  that  this  amount 
could  immediately  be  put  to  work. 
Personnel  would  be  necessary  to 
do  this,  and  we  have  already  ap- 
pealed for  this  personnel. 

Q.  How  do  you  feel  about  the  use  and 
distribution  of  the  Brethren  Home 
Mission  dollar? 

A.  The  Directors  of  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  are  men 
of  faith  and  wisdom.  It  is  mv  con- 
viction that  they  do  the  very  best 
they  can  in  the  distribution  of  the 
money.  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Board  deserves  the  confi- 
dence of  each  Brethren  pastor  and 
all  the  members  of  our  churches. 

Q.  As  things  look  right  now,  can  you 
foresee  that  church  extension  in 
America  is  going  to  grow  any 
easier? 

A.  The  answer  is  an  emphatic  no! 
First,  we  can  expect  opposition 
from  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the 
devil  to  increase.  Second,  inflation 
will  be  a  strong  deterrent  in 
church  extension.  Third,  the 
apathy  of  Christian  people  in  gen- 
eral toward  the  extension  of  the 
church  is  becoming  greater.  It  ap- 
pears that  there  are  few  pioneers 
left.  ▼ 
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A  couple  of 
stones  without 
real  conclusions.

The  Christmas  season  in  most  Christian  circles 
affords  special  opportunities  to  proclaim  Christ. 
This  is  also  true  in  our  ministry  to  the  Jewish  people. 
Let  me  tell  you  of  a  few  events  that  were  incidental 
to  our  regular  services. 

"Mazel  tov  (Good  luck) ,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George 
Bender,  on  your  fiftieth  wedding  anniversary."  This 
event  took  place  on  December  23.  Although  we 
were  unable  to  be  with  them  on  that  day,  we  shared 
the  joy  of  their  golden  wedding  anni\ersary  on  sev- 
eral other  occasions.  Oneg  Shabbat  was  another 
celebration  hosted  by  their  daughter  and  her  hus- 
band at  a  Friday  night  synagogue  service,  Decem- 
ber 15.  The  Oneg  Shabbat  is  a  time  of  refreshment 
and  fellowship  after  the  evening  worship  sen'ice. 
Rev.  Button  and  I  attended,  both  as  friends  and  also 
representatives  of  the  Mission. 

We,  of  course,  were  also  present  for  the  syna- 


gogue  service.  It  was  quite  an  inter- 
esting experience,  for  it  was  family 
night.  This  meant  that  the  service 
was  conducted  by  the  young  people 
who  were  attending  Hebrew  school 
at  the  synagogue.  They  led  the  con- 
sregation  in  the  ritual  found  in  the 
siddur  (prayer  book)  in  both  Hebrew 
and  English.  The  Benders'  grandson, 
Cory,  was  the  first  to  read  a  portion 
in  Hebrew.  You  can  imagine  how 
proud  the  grandparents  were.  Dur- 
ing the  service  the  Benders  were 
called  to  the  platform  by  the  rabbi 
to  be  congratulated  and  to  have  a 
berocheh  (blessing  or  prayer)  offered 
in  their  behalf. 

Aside  from  sharing  the  joy  of  the 
occasion  with  our  friends,  two  inci- 
dents stand  out.  As  we  followed  the 
service  in  the  siddur,  Mr.  Bender 
pointed  out  a  particular  passage  to 
me.  I  tried  to  remember  the  page 
number  so  that  I  could  find  it  again 
in  our  copv.  If  it  was  not  the  follow- 
ing portion,  it  was  a  similar  one: 

"Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 
may  our  remembrance  and  the  re- 
membrance of  our  forefathers  come 
before  Thee.  Remember  the  Messiah 
of  the  house  of  David,  Thy  servant, 
and  Jerusalem,  Thy  holy  city,  and  all 
Thv  people,  the  house  of  Israel." 

Then  in  the  car  as  we  took  the 
Benders  home,  Mr.  Bender  asked 
Rev.  Button  a  question  regarding  the 
Book  of  Isaiah.  It  dealt  with  the  cur- 
rent claim  that  more  than  one  person 


wrote  the  Book  of  Isaiah.  He  had 
asked  me  the  same  question  the  day 
before.  Our  answers  concurred  as  he 
was  told  that  this  was  man's  attempt 
to  remove  the  supernatural  element 
of  prophecy  from  this  precious  book. 

The  following  Tuesday  our  Christ- 
mas affair  for  our  monthly  ladies 
luncheon-discussion  meeting  was 
held.  Mrs.  Bender  is  a  member  of  this 
group.  To  honor  her  golden  anniver- 
sary, the  group  presented  to  her  a  box 
of  handkerchiefs.  At  this  time  I  had 
a  word  of  prayer  for  her  and  her  hus- 
band. 

This  couple  attends  our  Wednes- 
day Bible  class  occasionally.  Thev 
usually  always  attend  our  Christmas- 
Hanukkah  party.  This  year  our  at- 
tendance at  the  Oneg  Shabbat  influ- 
enced their  decision  to  come.  We 
honored  them  at  this  time,  too;  we 
presented  both  of  them  with  purple 
hearts.  The  Moody  science  film 
"Signposts  Aloft"  was  shown.  The 
Benders  were  impressed  by  it.  On 
the  way  home  in  the  car,  I  had  addi- 
tional opportunity  to  make  an  appli- 
cation, especially  to  Mr.  Bender. 

Are  vou  unobservant?  I  must  con- 
fess this  is  a  fault  of  mine— but  not  of 
mine  alone.  A  group  of  Jewish 
friends  were  in  my  home  one  evening 
before  Christmas.  As  we  played 
Password,  one  friend  commented  on 
the  "new"  picture  hanging  in  the 
living  room.  She  is  in  my  home  at 
least  once  a  month,  and  the  picture 


had  hung  there  for  several  months; 
but  she  had  never  noticed  it  before. 
An  explanation  of  the  picture  opened 
the  door  to  a  short  discussion  on  the 
Resurrection.  The  picture,  you  see, 
was  "On  the  Road  to  Emmaus."  Per- 
sonally, I  do  not  care  for  pictures  of 
the  Lord  Jesus.  Also,  because  of  Jew- 
ish attitudes,  it  is  not  usually  advis- 
able to  display  one.  In  this  scene, 
however,  the  figure  representing  the 
Lord  is  small  and  not  too  distinct. 
The  scene  is  very  beautiful,  and  it 
has  provided  several  openings  to  pre- 
sent a  testimony  for  the  Lord. 

The  following  week  a  group  again 
met  in  my  apartment.  By  then  some 
Hanukkah  decorations  had  been 
added  to  those  for  Christmas.  At  our 
refreshment  time,  the  Hanukkah  can- 
dles were  lighted  to  commemorate  the 
fourth  night.  They  questioned  the 
additional  candle  that  I  had  added  to 
the  menorah  (candlestick).  This  was 
in  memory  and  thanksgiving  for  the 
"miracle"  of  June  5,  1967,  Israel's  oc- 
cupancy of  Jerusalem  and  victory  over 
the  Arab  states.  This  I  had  learned 
from  a  neighbor  who  is  a  Sephardic 
(of  Spanish  background  through  the 
dispersion)  Jewess.  At  the  lighting  of 
the  candles,  several  repeated  the  Ha- 
nukkah berocheh  (blessing).  Then  I 
led  in  prayer  for  Israel  and  peace- 
peace  through  Israel's  Messiah. 

Incidentals?  Yes,  but  may  the  Lord 
God  make  them  pertinent  in  the  sal- 
vation of  precious  souls.  ▼ 


Two  Dedications  Scheduled 

Two  dedication  services  are  being  scheduled  for  the  month  of  April. 
The  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Beaverton,  Oregon,  has  chosen  the  date  of 
April  21  for  dedication  of  their  new  building  addition. 

The  following  week  on  April  28  the  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Kent, 
Washington,  is  planning  to  dedicate  its  new  building. 

These  two  building  projects  were  completed  under  the  supervision  of 
two  Brethren  laymen;  Mr.  Lester  Keyscr  directed  the  Kent  building  pro- 
gram, and  Mr.  Robert  Baer,  the  Beaverton  project. 
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"Preach  the  Word"  was  the  theme 
of  this  year's  home-mission  workshops.

vival," "Grammatical  Background  to 
Trine  Immersion,"  and  "Personal  Re- 
sponsibility in  Soul-Winning."  The 
workshops  were  under  the  direction 
of  Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer  and  Rev. 
Robert  Thompson.  Bible  teachers 
were  Rev.  Sumner  Wemp  from  Moody 
Bible  Institute  and  Dr.  Herbert  Noe 
from  Midwest  Baptist  College,  Pontiac, 
Michigan. 

The  pastors  were  challenged  and  in- 
spired to  lay  greater  emphasis  upon  a 
practical  soul-winning  visitation  minis- 
try. The  instruction  on  practical 
themes  was  timely  and  helpful.  The 
opportunity  to  fellowship  and  to  share 
together  in  working  out  mutual  prob- 
lems on  the  local  home-mission  church 
level  was  of  tremendous  value.

A.  Scott  Weaver  will  be  the  evangelist.  Mr.  Weaver 
has  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  in  overseas  evangelism, 
and  he  was  used  by  the  Lord  in  a  mighty  way  when  he 
held  crusade  meetings  in  Africa. 

Jim  Shipley,  a  senior  at  Grace  College,  will  aid  the 
team  through  personal  soul-winning  and  his  winsome 
personality,  and  by  providing  music  with  his  trumpet. 
Terry  Davenport,  a  sophomore  at  Grace  College, 
adds  his  ability  to  the  team  with  his  trombone  and  chalk- 
art  ministry.  He,  too,  will  assist  in  literature  distribution 
and  personal  work. 

Both  of  these  college  men  are  attempting  to  raise 
their  own  support  for  the  trip  (about  $550).

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Progress  Reported 
on  Every  Front

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board 

On  February  26  and  27  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  and  Grace  Gollege  met  for 
its  annual  appraisal  of  the  school  and 
its  directives  for  the  coming  year.  Dr. 
Kenneth  B.  Ashman,  pastor  of  the 
First  Brethren  Church  in  Wooster, 
Ohio,  president  of  the  board,  was  in 
charge.  The  following  members  of 
the  board  were  present:  John  Arm- 
strong, Wooster,  Ohio;  Harold  Bol- 
esky,  Mansfield,  Ohio;  Rev.  Paul  E. 
Dick,  Winchester,  Virginia;  Richard 
Holmes,  Wadsworth,  Ohio;  Rev. 
Clyde  K.  Landrum,  Winona  Lake, 
Indiana;  E.  M.  White,  Kittanning, 
Pennsylvania;  Dr.  Douglas  Cassel, 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania;  Owen  E. 
Hacker,  Dayton,  Ohio;  Rev.  Samuel 
Horney,  Toppenish,  Washington; 
Carl  H.  Seitz,  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania; Rev.  R.  Paul  iMiller,  Jr.,  Mans- 
field, Ohio;  Rev.  Robert  Collitt,  Hag- 
erstown,  Maryland;  Flev.  Richard  De- 
Armey,  Osceola,  Indiana;  Rev.  James 
G.  Dixon,  Washington,  D.  C;  Rev.

There  were  separate  meetings  of 
the  executive  committee  and  four 
commissions:  educational  affairs,  de- 
velopment, business,  and  student  af- 
fairs. The  fruit  of  these  discussions 
was  reported  to  the  entire  board,  and 
in  the  most  efficient  and  speedy  man- 
ner the  business  was  transacted. 

Review  of  the  Year 
Was  Encouraging 

The  spiritual  side  of  the  school 
gave  cause  for  rejoicing.  The  moral 
and  spiritual  ideals  of  the  school  have 
been  maintained  in  the  face  of  disin- 
tegration in  the  world  all  about.  Stu- 
dents have  rejoiced  in  these  standards. 


Some  students  have  come  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Christ  and  others  have 
grown  in  grace. 

The  dimensions  of  the  school  have 
increased.  The  largest  student  body 
yet  has  been  in  attendance  in  the  col- 
lege and  also  in  the  seminary.  This 
speaks  of  the  enlarging  influence  of 
the  school  and  its  growing  usefulness. 
Growth  in  the  seminary  is  encourag- 
ing. 

At  a  time  when  financial  pressures 
are  growing  heavier,  the  finances  of 
the  school  are  better  than  at  anv  time 
in  its  previous  history.  At  this  junc- 
ture it  appears  that  the  school  will 
finish  the  year  in  the  black  as  far  as 
current  operations  are  concerned. 

The  development  of  the  school  pro- 
ceeds at  a  steady  pace.  The  library  is 
gradually  going  up  according  to 
schedule,  and  it  looks  as  though 
a  year  from  now  the  use  of  the  build- 
ing will  begin.  For  this  enterprise 
there  is  real  need  for  investment 
funds  to  finance  the  project,  and  even 
more  need  for  gifts  to  liquidate  the 
building  debt. 

Few  Changes  in  the 
Faculty  and  Staff 

With  the  exception  of  some  few 
changes  the  entire  faculty  and  staff 
will  be  returning  for  the  coming  year. 
Mr.  William  Schaffer  has  tendered 
his  resignation  to  accept  a  position  as 
head  of  the  music  department  at  Mi- 
ami Bible  College.  Mr.  Ward  Krieg- 
baum  has  been  granted  leave  of  ab- 
sence to  begin  work  toward  a  doc- 
torate at  Purdue  University.  Miss 
Suzanne  Royer  has  been  granted  an 
extension  of  leave  to  continue  work 
toward  the  doctorate  in  mathematics 
at  Purdue.  Mr.  Donald  Garlock, 
though  granted  further  leave  for  work 


in  instructional  media,  will  doubtless 
be  returning  to  the  campus  this  fall. 
By  action  of  the  board,  Mrs.  Verna 
Felts  was  appointed  as  full-time  in- 
structor in  music,  Mrs.  Mary  Lou 
Fink  as  full-time  instructor  in  En- 
glish and  speech,  and  Rev.  Fred  Fogle 
as  full-time  instructor  in  anthropology 
and  missions. 

Promotions  in  rank  were  granted  to 
the  following:  to  assistant  professor- 
ship—Edgar Lovelady  in  English; 
David  Dilling  in  philosophy  and 
Greek;  Dorothy  Toirac  in  French; 
Paulette  Sauders  in  English,  and  Ger- 
ald Franks  to  artist  in  residence 
(equivalent  to  assistant  professorship). 

New  Departments  Being  Established 

Mrs.  Florence  Eagle  serving 
through  the  present  year  as  assistant 
director  of  food  service  has  been 
moved  to  full-time  director.  Mr.  Les- 
lie Moore  has  been  appointed  direc- 
tor of  housing.  To  meet  the  growing 
responsibility  in  student  aid,  a  full- 
time  office  of  financial  aid  has  been 
created,  and  a  full-time  office  of  Chris- 
tian service  is  also  being  planned. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  devel- 
opment within  this  school  since  its 
inception  is  the  creation  of  a  full  de- 
partment of  missions.  Up  to  this 
time  it  has  not  seemed  possible  to 
move  in  this  direction.  But  now  the 
school  has  grown  to  such  proportions 
that  the  need  is  acute  and  the  pro- 
vision is  at  hand.  Both  home  and 
foreign  missions  joined  with  Grace 
Schools  to  bring  this  about. 

As  a  result  there  will  be  a  full  de- 
partment of  missions  both  in  the  col- 
lege and  in  the  seminary.  Rev.  Fred 
Fogle,  pioneer  missionary  to  France 
for  The  Brethren  Church,  will  head 
this  department.  For  the  past  two 
years  he  has  been  heading  such  a  de- 
partment in  the  Grace  Bible  Institute 
at  Omaha,  Nebraska.  His  long  expe- 
rience on  the  mission  field,  his  teach- 
ing experience,  and  his  educational 
background  eminently  qualifies  him 
for  this  important  post.  It  is  expected 
that  this  new  department  will  give 
new  impetus  to  the  cause  of  foreign 
and  home  missions. 

The  new  year  is  bright  with  pros- 
pect and  with  the  promise  of  God. 
Best  of  all,  the  school  approaches  the 
future  with  the  blessed  hope  of 
Christ's  imminent  appearing  and  His 
kingdom.  ▼ 
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A  great  throng  has  quietly  gathered 
in  the  huge  arena.  There  are  no 
sounds  but  the  moving  of  feet  and 
the  murmur  of  a  multitude  of  voices. 
At  the  appointed  hour  a  man  of 
strong  character  moves  across  the 
platform  and  takes  his  place  behind 
the  pulpit,  waiting  as  a  hush  begins 
to  spread  itself  like  a  blanket  across 
the  expectant  crowd. 

The  silence  is  broken  as  the  loud- 
speakers project  the  voice  of  the  man 
of  God  who  immediately  arrests  the 
attention  of  his  audience  with  a  dy- 
namic introduction  to  a  sermon  which 
will  grip  hearts  and  change  lives  on 
this  eventful  night.  The  forcefulness 
of  his  speech,  the  weight  of  his  argu- 
ments, and  the  power  of  the  Word  of 
God-all  under  control  of  the  Holy 
Spirit— strike  a  responsive  note  in 
hundreds  of  hearts.

The  invitation  is  extended;  new- 
born babes  in  Christ  move  into  the 
aisles  and  toward  the  front,  along 
with  wayward  children  who  long  to 
find  again  the  loving  embrace  of  their 
Heavenly  Father,  whose  fellowship 
they  have  lost. 

But  wait  a  minute!  Was  not  some- 
thing left  out  of  this  description? 
What  about  the  preparation  of  hearts 
as  the  great  sea  of  voices  swelled  the 
strains  of  "Blessed  Assurance,  Jesus 
Is  Mine";  can  we  overlook  the  com- 
pelling forcefulness  of  the  thousand- 
voice  choir  as  it  asked  the  soul-search- 
ing question, 

"And  can  it  be  that  I  should  gain 

An  interest  in  the  Saviour's  blood? 

Died  He  for  me,  who  caused  His 
pain? 

For  me,  who  Him  to  death   pur- 
sued?" 


And  then  the  consecrated  voice  of 
the  soloist  and  the  calm  assurance  of 
the  lines, 

"Oh,  this  full  and  perfect  peace! 

Oh,  this  transport  all  divine! 

In  a  love  which  cannot  cease 

I  am  His  and  He  is  mine." 

And  what  was  the  word  which 
helped  the  penitent  to  move  out  in 
decision?  Oh,  yes,  it  was  sung  again 
and  again,  "O  Lamb  of  God,  I  come. 
And  men  and  women  were  coming 
to  "the  Lamb  of  God  which  taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world." 

Could  the  incomplete  description 
first  given  be  a  reality?  Certainly! 
No  one  can  prescribe  a  course  within 
the  limits  of  which  God  is  confined 
in  His  work.  Such  a  course  as  this, 
however,  will  prove  to  be  an  excep- 
tion to  the  pattern  which  God  usually 
leads  men  to  follow.   The  history  of 
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revival  has  always  been  the  story  of 
His  working  through  the  preaching 
of  His  Word  complemented  by  His 
ministry  through  the  medium  of 
music. 

A  prime  example  of  this  pattern 
comes  to  us  from  the  Word  of  God 
itself.  Israel's  apostasy  is  summarized 
in  Hezekiah's  graphic  description  of 
a  temple  with  closed  doors,  darkened 
lamps,  and  cold  altars. 

But  under  Hezekiah  the  nation  ex- 
perienced a  revival,  and  the  return  to 
worship  was  marked  by  the  musical 
preparations  as  the  Levites  were  set 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord  with  cym- 
bals, psalteries,  and  harps,  and  the 
priests  with  their  trumpets.  The  Holy 
Spirit  writes  into  the  record  that 
"when  the  burnt  offering  began,  the 
song  of  the  Lord  began  also  .  .  .  and 
all  the  congregation  worshipped,  and 
the  singers  sang,  and  the  trumpeters 
sounded  .  .  .  and  they  sang  praises 
with  gladness"  (II  Chron.  29:25-30). 

Through  the  history  of  the  Chris- 
tian church,  there  has  been  a  sisnifl- 
cant  parallel  between  evangelical  fer- 
vor and  musical  practice.  We  have 
sufficient  evidence  that  the  New  Tes- 
tament church  was  a  singing  church, 
for  both  the  writers  of  Scripture  and 
the  secular  historians  make  reference 
to  the  musical  exercises  of  early  Chris- 
tian congregations. 

As  the  church  began  to  grow  in 
popularity  and  broaden  in  its  out- 
reach, personal  experience  of  salvation 
seemed   to   diminish   proportionately. 

There  is  no  question  but  that,  for 
its  size,  the  world  church  was  a  rela- 
tively powerless  organization  through 
those  centuries  we  call  the  Dark  Ages. 
History  reveals  that  during  this  pe- 
riod, while  music  continued  to  play 
an  important  part  in  the  formal  ser- 
vice of  the  church,  its  performance 
was  restricted  to  the  trained  singers 
who  were  professionally  recognized  as 
the  lesser  clergy.  The  congregation 
knew  nothing  of  lifting  its  voice  in 
expression  of  praise  for  personal  de- 
liverance. Perhaps  it  knew  too  little 
of  personal  experience. 

The  story  of  the  Reformation, 
whether  of  Luther,  Calvin,  Knox,  or 
others,  has  been  the  story  of  revival, 
both  of  Biblical  doctrine  and  of  godly 
living.  In  every  case  there  has  been 
an  accompanying  revival  of  musical 
expression.  Among  other  great  con- 
tributions attributed  to  Luther,  he  is 


credited  with  returning  the  hymn- 
book  to  the  pew. 

Calvin,  too,  laid  great  stress  on 
congregational  singing  and  is  person- 
ally responsible  to  a  very  large  extent 
for  the  production  of  the  versification 
of  the  Psalms,  which  furnished  a 
great  segment  of  the  Christian  church 
with  its  congregational  songs. 

The  hymns  of  Isaac  Watts  lent 
tremendous  impetus  to  the  noncon- 
formist movement,  of  which  he  was 
a  part,  in  England  prior  to  the  Wes- 
leys. 

In  the  great  spiritual  awakening  in 
which  God  used  Charles  and  John 
Wesley,  both  in  America  and  in  the 
British  Isles,  songs  played  an  impor- 
tant part. 

The  Wesleys'  evaluation  of  the 
weight  of  song  may  be  reflected  in  the 
efforts  they  applied  to  the  production 
of  English  hymns,  which  adds  up  to 
more  than  6,000  original  hymns  from

the  pen  of  Charles  and  a  large  num- 
ber, mainly  translations  from  other 
languages,  by  John. 

It  is  not  without  significance  that 
the  name  of  every  great  modern-day 
evangelist  is  inseparably  linked  with 
the  name  of  one  or  more  outstanding 
gospel  musicians:  Moody  with  San- 
key,  Billy  Sunday  with  Rodeheaver 
and  Ackley,  Billy  Graham  with  Bar- 
rows and  Shea.  As  Dr.  Rodeheaver 
has  observed,  every  great  revival  has 
been  borne  on  the  wings  of  song. 

Perhaps  there  are  two  main  reasons 
for  this,  and  they  lie  in  the  dual  func- 
tion of  music  in  revival:  music  helps 
produce  revival,  and  revival  helps  pro- 
duce music. 

On  the  one  hand,  it  penetrates  the 
heart  of  steel  and  makes  as  putty  the 
heart  of  stone;  it  breaks  down  bar- 
riers; it  disarms  the  rebellious;  it  is 
often  the  only  vehicle  that  can  find 
an  entrance  through  which  to  carry 
the  Word  of  life.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  entrance  of  God's  Word  brings 
light,  and  when  the  sun  begins  to 
shine,  the  birds  begin  to  sing.  A  right 
relationship  to  God  always  produces 


joy,  and  the  most  natural  expression 
of  human  joy  seems  to  be  in  song. 

Music  as  a  means  to  spiritual  ex'pe- 
rience  is  in  view  in  the  exhortation  of 
Paul  to  the  Colossians  that  they 
should  teach  and  admonish  one  an- 
other in  Psalms  and  hymns  and  spiri- 
tual songs  (Col.  3:16). 

That  music  is  a  froduct  of  spiri- 
tual experience  is  implied  repeatedly 
in  the  Psalms,  but  especially  in 
David's  testimony,  "He  hath  set  my 
feet  upon  a  rock,  and  .  .  .  put  a  new 
song  in  my  mouth"  (Psa.  40:2-3). 

The  effectiveness  of  music  in  evan- 
gelism is  nowhere  better  illustrated  in 
history  than  in  the  lament  of  Luther's 
opponents  that  more  souls  were  con- 
verted to  his  doctrines  by  his  songs 
than  by  his  preaching. 

The  natural  employment  of  songs 
as  an  expression  of  the  heart  that  has 
experienced  the  work  of  God's  grace 
has  no  finer  illustration  than  in 
Wales,  where  it  is  reported  that  from 
the  time  of  the  great  Welsh  revival 
at  the  turn  of  this  century,  the  streets 
fairly  rang  with  hymns  that  rose  from 
the  lips  of  the  miners  as  they  returned 
each  evening  from  their  work.  Their 
reaction  to  their  spiritual  experience, 
like  that  of  Christians  in  all  genera- 
tions and  in  every  land,  can  be  ac- 
counted for  in  the  words  of  a  familiar 
hymn,  "Streams  of  mercy  never  ceas- 
ing call  for  songs  of  loudest  praise." 

Again  the  7:30  hour  is  approach- 
ing; the  majestic  sounds  of  the  great 
organ  set  an  atmosphere  of  expec- 
tancy as  latecomers  find  their  seats 
and  become  absorbed  in  the  hushed 
crowd. 

Voices  blend  in  praise  to  the  Sav- 
iour; together  men  and  women  ex- 
hort one  another  to  lives  of  consecra- 
tion and  holiness.  The  voice  of  God 
reaches  deep  into  the  inner  being  of 
saints  and  sinners  alike  through  the 
solos  and  choir  presentations,  and, 
finally,  the  evangelist  picks  up  the 
reins  to  guide  the  chariot  on  to  loftier 
heights.  God's  Spirit  is  doing  His 
work. 

The  crowd  stands  to  sing  its  deci- 
sion of  surrender. 

The  preacher  quietly  breathes  a 
prayer  of  thanksgiving  for  the  power 
of  the  gospel  and  the  faithful  working 
of  the  Spirit  of  God  through  the  sim- 
ple preaching  of  the  Word  and  the 
music  of  revival.  ▼

Pop  music  is  perhaps  the  most  important  factor  in  gauging  the 
ever-changing  moods  and  ideas  of  young  people  today. 

Three  things  determine  how  popular  a  song  usually  becomes. 
The  beat  is  the  first  consideration.  If  the  beat  is  not  persistent 
and  relatively  weO-emphasized  (preferably  with  drums  or  a  bass), 
the  chances  are  the  song  will  not  make  it.  Melody  is  next  in  con- 
sideration; the  song  should  be  appealing  to  the  ear.  Last  in  impor- 
tance are  the  lyrics.  If  the  lyrics  are  indistinct,  they  make  little 
difference.  If,  however,  the  lyrics  are  clear,  the  sentiment  must  re- 
flect what  young  people  actually  are  feeling  and  thinking. 

Recently  the  "Theme  from  the  Valley  of  the  Dolls"  has  appeared 
on  the  charts.  This  is  surprising  considering  that  the  song  has  no 
driving  beat. 

Some  of  its  popularity  is  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  popularity  of  the 
singer,  Dionne  Warwick.    But  it  is  significant  that  the  most  predomi- 
nant feature  of  the  record  is  the  lyrics. 
The  big  problem  is  the  matter  of  identity: 
"Why  am  I  lost  as  a  lamb? 
When  wiU  I  know,  where  will  I, 
How  will  I  learn  who  I  am?" 
In  answering  this  question,  the  lyrics  pose  some  of  the  basic  ques- 
tions of  philosophy. 

There's  the  question  of  doubt  and  security: 
"When  did  I  stop  feeling  sure. 
Feeling  safe,  and  start  wondering  why?" 
And  there  are  the  questions  about  reality: 
"Is  this  a  dream?  Am  I  here? 
Where  are  you?" 
And  God-"What's  in  back  of  the  sky?" 
And  the  problem  of  evil-"Why  do  we  cry?" 
And  the  problem  of  aUenation-"How  was  I  caught  in  this  game?" 
"Gotta  get  off,  gonna  get 
Out  of  this  merry-go-round. 
.  .  .  Need  to  get  on  where  I'm  bound." 
The  tone  of  the  words  speaks  of  hopelessness.   The  person  does 
not  know  when  or  where  or  how  these  questions  will  be  answered. 
The  future  is  aU  clouds.   There  is  only  the  drive  "to  get  on  where 
Fm  bound"-wherever  that  may  be. 

This  is  the  attitude  of  society  today.  Despair  for  the  past,  hope- 
lessness for  today,  and  insecurity,  fear  and  uncertainty  for  the 
future.  Young  people  today  are  wiUing  to  ask  the  important  ques- 
tions about  life.  They  are  wiUing  to  do  something  about  the  answers 
...  if  they  get  the  answers.  But  who  will  tell  them,  and  how  shall 
they  hear?  ^

Three  "Perfect"  on  College  Dean's  List 


Davis  Chosen 
for  "Dig" 

Dr.  John  J.  Davis,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  Old  Testament  and  archae- 
ology at  Grace  Schools,  has  been  se- 
lected to  serve  on  the  staff  of  an 
excavation  team  that  will  be  working 
in  Israel  this  summer.  The  team  of 
American  archaeologists  will  direct 
excavations  at  the  ancient  city  of  Te- 
koa,  the  home  of  the  prophet  Amos. 

The  work,  which  is  sponsored  in 
part  by  the  Wheaton  College  depart- 
ment of  archaeology,  will  begin  on 
June  10  and  continue  through  Au- 
gust 16.  Dr.  Davis'  responsibilities 
will  include  directing  a  part  of  the 
dig  and  lecturing  at  the  summer  in- 
stitute. 

Tekoa  had  been  in  the  hands  of 
the  Arabs  until  last  summer.  Original 
negotiations  for  working  at  the  site 
were  made  with  the  Arabs,  but  after 
last  summer's  war,  negotiations  had 
to  begin  again  with  Israel. 

The  site  has  never  been  excavated 
—thus  the  first  important  task  of  the 
team  will  be  to  identify  the  levels. 
Team  members  are  hoping  that  Tekoa 
will  help  them  to  reconstruct  the  life 
of  the  prophetic  period  and  also  the 
home  town  of  Amos. 

A  secondary  project  for  Dr.  Davis 
will  be  research  in  Iron  Age  material 
of  Palestine.  He  is  especially  con- 
cerned with  Iron  Age  II,  which  is  the 
time  of  the  divided  monarchy. 

This  makes  the  second  trip  to  Is- 
rael for  Dr.  Davis,  who  was  appointed 
to  the  Grace  faculty  in  1965.  In  1963 
he  spent  five  months  in  Jordan  doing 
archaeological  research.  ▼ 
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Three  Grace  College  students  have 
earned  top  scholastic  honors  for  the 
fall  semester  by  achieving  a  perfect 
grade  point  ratio  of  4.0.  They  are 
Mary  Ann  Dodson,  Glenn  Firebaugh, 
and  Galen  Wiley. 

Miss  Dodson  is  a  senior  and  an 
elementary  education  major.

Can  We  Run  Away  Forever? 


Did  vou  read  Robert  Dungv's  arti- 
cle on  pages  four  and  five  of  the 
April  20  Brethren  Missionary  Her- 
ald? Titled  "The  Necessity  of  Negro 
Evangelism,"  it  is  well-written, 
thought-provoking,  and  relevant.  It 
comes  at  an  appropriate  time  and  is 
worthy  of  our  consideration. 

The  church  could  well  take  this 
message  to  heart.  Nero  fiddled  while 
Rome  burned.  The  riots  of  our  times 
have  coined  a  new  phrase— "Burn, 
baby,  burn!"  And,  if  we  are  not  care- 
ful, the  church  of  our  generation  will 
hesitate  while  America  burns.  While 
it  is  not  the  church's  function  to  get 
in\olved  in  marches,  nor  in  purely 
social  progress,  we  can  enter  more 
wholeheartedly  into  gospel-preaching 
programs  related  to  the  non-white 
population.  This  type  of  action  is 
encumbent  upon  us. 

Mr.  Dungv  points  out  in  his  article 
that  even  if  the  Negro  gets  "all  the 
rights  to  which  he  is  entitled,"  he  still 
can  go  straight  to  hell  if  he  does  not 
know  Christ  as  Saviour.  The  solu- 
tion to  the  race  problem  is  to  be 
found  through  spiritual,  not  just  eco- 
nomic, educational,  and  social  change. 
Newsweek  magazine  devoted  over 
twenty-five  pages  of  its  November  20, 
1967,  issue  to  the  subject  "The  Negro 
in  America:  What  Must  Be  Done?" 
As  might  be  expected,  in  its  twelve- 
point  recommendation  for  solution, 
changing  the  heart  in  order  to  change 
the  people  was  not  mentioned.  This 
is  a  work  that  must  be  accomplished 
by  the  church  through  the  preaching 
of  the  Word  of  God. 

This  will  first  of  all  be  the  responsi- 
bility   of   the    Negro.    The   problem 


cannot  be  soh'ed  otherwise.  There  is 
a  movement  known  as  the  National 
Negro  Evangelical  Association,  an 
affiliate  of  the  National  Association 
of  Evangelicals,  that  is  working  on 
the  problem.  Field  director  Aaron  M. 
Hamlin  said  recently,  "I  believe  it  is 
imperative  that  the  Christian  church 
amass  itself  and  make  its  cause  for  ex- 
istence known.  We  read  of  Black 
Power  and  Black  Nationalist  groups 
uniting  but  nowhere  do  we  hear  of 
Black  Christians  coming  together  for 
concerted  action."  This  was  his  call 
to  action  to  his  people  to  solve  their 
own  problems. 

Yet,  there  is  a  responsibility  for  all 
Christians.  We  must  face  and  solve 
the  problem  of  how  to  get  along  to- 
gether as  Christians  of  different  races. 
Mr.  Dungy  asks  the  question,  "How 
can  a  Christian  love  someone  in 
Christ  and  segregate  him  simulta-  ' 
neously?"  He  points  out  further  that 
this  attitude  on  the  part  of  white  de- 
nominations has  caused  the  Negro  to 
speak  of  the  Negro  Christian  repre- 
senting the  denomination  as  "Uncle 
Tom"  or  "the  white  man's  puppet." 

Is  relocation  of  churches  the  only 
solution  to  the  problem?  Can  we  run 
away  fore\'er?  The  new  Civil  Rights 
bill  is  of  necessity  going  to  bring  the 
races  closer  together.  What  is  to  be 
the  attitude  of  the  church?  Must  we 
always  sell  valuable  church  property 
to  non-Brethren  groups?  Could  we 
not  begin  to  establish  Negro  Brethren 
churches  in  such  locations?  The  Ne- 
gro deserves  to  ha\'e  the  Bible  message 
and  the  Brethren  ordinances  that  we 
Brethren  hold  dear.  It  is  true  that 
there   might   need   to   be   subsidy  or 


loan  of  money  to  such  groups,  but 
the  Lord  would  bless  in  the  supply  of 
funds  if  He  led  in  the  establishment 
of  such  a  program. 

There  was  great  enthusiasm  in  the 
setting  up  of  a  Race  Relations  com- 
mittee by  national  conference.  Has 
our  enthusiasm  waned  since  that 
time?  Did  we  just  "appoint  a  com- 
mittee" and  leave  them  with  the 
problem?  Churches  and  individual 
members  of  the  NFBC  could  well 
offer  encouragement  and  suggestions 
to  the  committee.  The  committee  in 
one  of  its  reports  asked  for  sugges- 
tions. Perhaps  the  moderator  should 
offer  his  services  to  work  with  the 
committee  in  order  that  they  may 
bring  a  full  report  to  national  confer- 
ence in  August.  I  am  sure  that 
Moderator  Homer  A.  Kent,  Sr.,  or 
Race  Relations  Committee  Chairman 
Bruce  Button  would  appreciate  sug- 
gestions. And  one  thing  that  all  of 
us  can  do  is  to  pray  for  direction  from 
God  in  this  vital  matter.  ▼

for  Your 

Missionary  Dollar

John  Q.  Christian  came  home  from 
work  and  his  wife  handed  him  the 
mail.  He  slit  open  four  letters  and 
read  them  carefully. 

A  report  from  "Vietnam  Incorpo- 
rated" told  about  new  openings  for 
the  Gospel  in  that  war-torn  country. 
"Congo  Missions"  was  a  picture  sheet 
relating  the  story  of  a  mission  station 
which  had  been  fought  over  twice 
and  was  now  rebuilding.  The  next 
letter  presented  an  attractive  little 
girl— one  of  72  in  an  orphanage  main- 
tained by  the  "Inside  India  Mission." 
The  last  envelope  disgorged  a  beauti- 
ful folder  setting  forth  the  work  of  a 
Christian  college  in  the  Philippines. 
All  four  appealed  for  support. 

John  Q.  remembered  many  others, 
too.  His  congregation  had  seven  mis- 
sionaries  on  its  roster  and  his  denomi- 
nation's monthly  magazine  told  of 
many  varied  missionary  enterprises. 
To  which  should  he  give?  Good  stew- 
ardship  demanded  that  he  use  his 
common  sense  and  business  judgment 
—of  which  he  had  a  good  supply. 

In  the  parable  of  the  pounds  (Luke 
19:11)  our  Lord  commends  business 
efficiency  in  affairs  God  entrusts  to 
us.  In  missions  God  expects  us  to  get 
as  big  a  bang  as  possible.  How  does 
the  American  Christian  set  about  do- 
ing this? 

"If  I  were  buying  stocks  or  bonds, 
I'd  investigate  carefully  before  in- 
vesting," thought  John  Q.  "I'd  want 
maximum  profits.  What  are  maxi- 
mum profits  in  missions?  And  how 
does  one  investigate  missionary  enter- 
prises?" 

Two  basic  questions 

Every  responsible  Christian  facing 
the  baffling  array  of  good  mission  en- 
terprises should  ask  these  two  ques- 
tions. First,  what  are  "maximum 
profits"  in  missions?  What  are  the 
Biblical  priorities  by  which  Christians 
may  discern  which  of  many  good  en- 
terprises are  most  pleasing  to  God? 
This  is  not  a  difficult  question  to  an- 
swer. For  the  last  hundred  years, 
almost  all  boards  have  maintained 
that  Biblical  missions  were  basically 
concerned  with  just  one  thing— propa- 
gating the  Gospel.  Rufus  Anderson, 
whom  Pierce  Beaver  calls  the  "grand 
strategist  of  American  missions,"  gave 
classic  expression  to  this  position  in 
1845  when  he  wrote: 

"Mere    philosophers     have     never 
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gone  as  missionaries;  and  seldom  do 
mere  philanthropists  go  into  the  hea- 
then world,  nor  would  they  remain 
long,  should  they  happen  to  go.  Nor 
will  a  merely  impulsive  unreflecting 
piety  ever  bring  about  a  steady,  per- 
severing, laborious,  self-denying  mis- 
sion. .  .  .  Nothing  but  the  grand  ob- 
ject  of  reconciling  men  to  God,  with 
a  view  to  their  eternal  salvation,  and 
the  happiness  and  glory  thus  result- 
ins  to  Christ's  kingdom,  will  call  anv 
considerable  number  of  missionaries 
into  the  foreign  field,  and  keep  them 
cheerfullv  there.  It  is  necessary  that 
this  object  he  made  to  stand  oitt  alone, 
in  its  greatness  and  majesty,  towering 
above  all  other  objects,  as  the  hoary 
monarch  of  the  /4/ps  towers  above  the 
inferior  moiintains  arcymid  him.  .  .  . 
The  true  missionary  character  indeed 
is  based  upon  a  single  sublime  con- 
ception—that of  reconciling  immortal 
souls  to  God."  (Anderson,  Rufus; 
Bea\'er,  R.P.,  editor,  To  Advaiice  the 
Gospel,  Eerdmans,   1967,  p.  83.) 

John  Q.,  remembering  that  New 
Testament  missions  were  church- 
planting  missions,  agrees.  "Maximum 
profits"  must  mean  maximum  propa- 
gating of  the  Gospel  or  maximum  dis- 
cipling  of  the  nations.  This  is  the 
first  prioritv.  When  investigating  any 
appeal  for  missionary  funds,  ask. 
Does  this  win  men  for  Jesus  Christ 
and  multiplv  churches?  Many  other 
good  enterprises  should  no  doubt  also 
be  carried  on.  Our  Lord  on  two  occa- 
sions fed  the  hungrv  and  on  many 
healed  the  sick,  but  these  were  not 
the  chief  purpose  of  His  incarnation 
and  must  never  be  the  chief  purpose 
of  His  church's  mission.  Thev  are 
auxiliary  to  reconciling  men  to  God 
and  contribute  to  that  glorious  end. 
Their  value  is  great  when  thev  de- 
monstrably  help  men  believe  on  the 
Saviour,  but  thev  must  never  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  effective  proclamation 
of  the  Gospel. 

John  Q.  Christian  is  a  thorough 
modern.  He  knows  that  the  enormous 
progress  made  in  aviation,  steel,  plas- 
tics, medicine,  and  a  thousand  other 
businesses  would  be  impossible  with- 
out research.  Like  a  true  twentieth- 
century  man  he  believes  that  research 
is  the  key  to  tomorrow.  He  figures, 
therefore,  that  missions— a  200-mil- 
lion-dollar  enterprise  out  of  North 
America  alone— ought  to  be  devoting 
several  million  a  year  to  research  in 


church  growth.  "The  biggest  bang  I 
can  get,"  he  savs  to  himself,  "is  to 
help  the  church  find  out  how  to  rec- 
oncile men  to  God  more  effecti\ely. 
And,  since  research  in  church  growth 
best  advances  the  main  purpose  of 
missions,  it  shall  have  next  prioritv." 

Now  John  O.  comes  to  his  second 
question:  How  shall  I  investigate  the 
manv  mission  enterprises  calling  for 
mv  support?  How  shall  I  find  out 
what  God's  monev  entrusted  to  me  is 
being  spent  for?  And  how  efficient 
the  management  is?  Which  com- 
panv— John  falls  back  on  the  termi- 
nology of  the  business  world— is  likely 
to  declare  the  most  dividends?  Which 
is  actuallv  discipling  the  nations? 

Like  all  businessmen,  J.  Q.  wants 
more  than  mere  emotional  appeal  and 
thrilling  stories.  He  looks  for  a  solid 
financial  statement.  "In  business,"  he 
savs,  "we  set  down  earnings  to  the  last 
cent  and  hire  a  certified  accountant 
to  make  the  annual  audit.  I  shall  look 
for  missionary  societies  which  do  the 
same." 

Need  hard  facts 

He  is  accustomed  to  studying  hard 
facts  connected  with  business  deals. 
A  natural  gas  company  with  proved 
reserves  of  a  trillion  cubic  feet  looks 
like  a  better  thing  than  one  which 
savs  nothing  about  reserves. 

John  O.  is  accustomed  to  studying 
graphs  of  growth  and  has  a  healthy 
respect  for  companies  where  perform- 
ance matches  promise.  "Before  I  con- 
tribute to  any  mission,"  he  says,  "I 
shall  ask  it  to  send  me  graphs  of  the 
growth  of  its  church  membership, 
country  bv  countrv.  I  shall  give  after 
stud\-ing  the  graphs.  I  know  some 
countries  are  resistant  to  the  Good 
News.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  already 
give  to  one  seed-sowing  mission  in  a 
highly  resistant  land  and  shall  con- 
tinue doing  so.  In  God's  time  it  will 
turn  responsive  and  the  church  will 
begin  to  reap.  Till  then  the  job  is  to 
hang  on  and  sow  plenty  of  seed.  But 
when  grain  ripens,  getting  it  in  is  top 
prioritv.  There  is  no  use  to  sow  and 
then,  when  that  grain  ripens,  harvest 
a  tenth  of  it  while  sowing  furiously 
someplace  else.  Most  of  my  money 
and  prayer  will  go  to  discipling  mis- 
sions. Where  congregations  can  be 
multiplied,  there  my  dollars  can  do 
the  most  good. 

"Look,"  he  goes  on,  "how  clear  the 


outcome  in  missions  can  be  made  by 
graphs  of  church  growth.  These  from 
Roy  Shearer's  great  book,  Wildfire: 
ChitrcJi  Growth  in  Korea,  portray  the 
outcome  in  three  districts.  Obviouslv 
the  management  in  E  was  planting 
more  churches  than  in  D  and  F.  Of 
course,  membership  growth  is  not  the 
sole  criterion,  but  it  is  alwavs  impor- 
tant. I  want  to  know  how  much 
growth  has  occurred  before  I  give.  I 
mav  give  to  D  or  F,  but  I'll  not  do  so 
with  mv  e\'es  shut."

lohn  O.  Christian  and  his  sister 
Kathryn  know  a  great  deal  about  mis- 
sions. Thev  send  money,  prayer,  sons 
and  daughters  around  the  world.  The 
spectacular  rise  of  conservative  de- 
nominational and  interdenomination- 
al missionary  societies  (which  now 
maintain  15,000  missionaries)  repre- 
sents considered  judgment  on  the 
part  of  millions  of  devout  men  and 
women,  who  are  good  stewards  of  the 
Lord's  monev  entrusted  to  them,  that 
these  societies  give  good  return  on  the 
missionary  dollar. 

These  good  stewards,  seeking  to  get 
more  for  their  missionary  dollars,  are 
ooino  to  invest  them  increasingly  in 
missionaries  and  societies  who  are  rec- 
onciling men  to  God,  and,  in  the 
great  phrase  of  St.  Paul  in  Romans 
1:5,  "bringing  about  obedience  to  the 
Christian  faith  for  the  sake  of  his 
name  among  all  the  Gentiles."         ■▼

The  Israeli  victory  over  the  Arabs 
sparked  a  generous  benevolent 
attitude  on  the  part  of  manv.  Full- 
page  newspaper  ads  sponsored  by  the 
United  Jevs'ish  Appeal  exhorted  peo- 
ple to  "give  as  you  never  gave  before." 
So  overwhelming  was  the  response 
that  fund  raisers  were  completely 
caught  by  surprise.  Money  flowed  in 
Israel's  direction  even  from  unex- 
pected sources.  IS eivsiveek  reported 
that  one  man,  a  Gentile,  gave  over 
$100,000  to  the  Jewish  cause.  Seven 
men  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  contributed 
$500,000.  This  is  just  under  the  total 
foreign  mission  giving  for  Brethren 
churches  in  1967.  In  New  York  City 
alone,  23  million  dollars  was  raised  in 
just  four  days.  People  gave— sponta- 
neously or  with  little  urging.  Some 
were  so  captivated  by  the  military 
strategy  of  the  underdog  that  they 
wanted  to  have  a  part  in  keeping  him 
victorious.  Others  gave  willingly  and 
joyfully  because  they  believed  in  Is- 
rael's cause  and  were  proud  of  Israel's 
success  in  the  face  of  overwhelming 
odds.  Thus,  the  Israeli  did  not  lack 
funds  to  carry  forward  his  program. 

Should  not  an  even  greater  enthu- 
siasm be  engendered  by  Christians 
for  the  cause  of  Christ?  In  this  day 
of  unprecedented  prosperity,  Chris- 
tians could  give  more.  In  this  dav 
which  closely  parallels  the  Biblical 
description  of  the  end  of  the  age,  one 
would  think  that  Christians  would 
want  to  give  more.  Yet,  the  field  of 
Biblical  economics  is  largely  ignored 
by  the  Christian  population,  and  only 
a  small  percentage  designate  any  sig- 
nificant financial  contribution  to  en- 
able the  foreign-mission  program  to 
operate. 

Christian  missions  is  the  most  sig- 
nificant event  occurring  in  the  world. 
But,  other  events  make  the  headlines; 
other  items  crowd  the  work  of  Christ 
into  an  insignificant  corner.  Never- 
theless, now,  as  in  past  decades,  God 
is  bringing  His  plan  to  completion. 
The  alert  Christian  will  want  to  have 
a  part  in  this  investment  for  eternity. 

The  Bible  does  have  something  to 
say  with  respect  to  our  finances. 
Whenever  men  put  into  practice  the 
teachings  of  the  Word  of  God,  they 
are  pleasantly  surprised.  By  its  teach- 
ing, insurmountable  obstacles  have 
been  overcome;  lives  have  been  trans- 
formed,   attitudes    changed,    disposi- 


tions brightened,  horizons  broadened, 
and  visions  extended. 

When  medical  science  of  the  eigh- 
teenth  century  adopted  some  of  the 
teachings  on  hygiene  found  in  the 
Old  Testament,  the  mortality  rate 
dropped. 

When  the  teachings  of  Scripture 
were  preached  during  the  Reforma- 
tion in  Germany,  the  course  of  his- 
tory was  changed. 

When  the  "Great  Awakening"  oc- 
curred in  England,  the  sewers  of 
moral  degradation  were  plugged  up 
momentarily,  and  multitudes  were 
transformed  by  the  Gospel. 

The  Bible  gives  us  the  finest  law 
code,  the  best  form  of  government, 
the  greatest  literature,  and  the  guide- 
lines for  medicine,  as  well  as  provid- 
ing the  only  adequate  food  for  the 
soul  of  a  saint.  Most  of  us  would 
agree  that  this  is  so  and  that  we  would 
like  to  see  Biblical  teachings  honored 
in  our  nation  as  well  as  practiced  in 
the  pri\'ate  lives  of  her  citizens.  If  we 
believe— as  we  do— that  the  Bible  is 
the  inspired  Word  of  God  and  that 
we  can  depend  upon  its  teachings  to 
guide  us  in  our  walk  to  eternity,  then 
is  it  not  logical  to  apply  this  trust  to 
that  portion  of  the  Scripture  which 
speaks  of  our  finances  and  of  our  giv- 
ing to  the  Lord's  work  (II  Cor.  9)? 

The  church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  en- 
gaged in  a  battle— a  spiritual  warfare 
(Eph.  6:12),  Like  Israel,  only  a  mi- 
nority face  the  superior  odds  of  the 
enemy.  And,  they  must  do  it  on  a 
restricted  budget.  We  cannot  let 
them  down.  Financial  demands  of 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions  this  year 
will  necessitate  an  increase  of  some 
$50,000.  Within  a  few  months,  seven 
new  missionaries  will  leave  for  lan- 
guage study.  Our  eighth  field  will 
soon  be  surveyed  and  preparations 
made  to  establish  a  work.  A  new 
generator  is  needed  to  keep  the  press- 
es rolling  in  the  Central  African  Re- 
public. Africa  alone  has  requested 
nineteen  new  missionaries  to  fill  the 
various  positions  needed  to  train  the 
African  and  strengthen  the  indige- 
nous  church.  Expanding  opportuni- 
ties in  France  and  Brazil,  plus  the 
growing  list  of  project  and  personnel 
needs  on  all  fields  as  outlined  on 
other  pages  of  this  issue,  evoke  the 
appeal:

A  large  audience  of  relatives  and 
friends  was  present  for  the  closing 
program  of  the  Rio  Cuarto  Christian 
Dav  School  this  past  December  1. 
The  school  was  concludins  its  fifth

year  of  ministry,  and  graduating  its 
second  class. 

The  program  was  made  up  of  two 
parts.  The  first  had  to  do  mainly  with 
ceremonies,  recognitions,  and  presen- 
tation of  awards  (in  all  grades)  and 
symbolic  graduation  certificates  (the 
official  ones  are  never  ready  at  gradu- 
ation time).  The  second  part  was 
made  up  of  numbers  prepared  by  the 
pupils  for  entertainment.  Naturally, 
the    highlight    of    the    evening    was

when  each  of  the  eight  graduates  re- 
ceived his  certificate  and  congratula- 
tions  from  one  of  his  parents  who 
had  been  called  to  the  platform  in 
acknowledgment  of  his  or  her  part 
in  the  child's  achievement. 

This  was  the  first  time  the  school 
had  its  flag  of  ceremonies  to  use  in 
what  is  considered  the  proper  patri- 
otic emphasis  in  a  public  gathering. 

An  exercise  in  verse  and  song  by  children 


The  reason  for  delay  in  procuring 
such  a  flag,  a  part  of  necessary  equip- 
ment in  any  school,  was  because  of 
the  expense.  The  flag  must  be  stan- 
dard: correct  size;  made  of  grosgrain 
silk;  double,  to  conceal  seams;  the 
large  Argentine  sun  of  official  flags 
hand  embroidered  on  both  sides  with 
golden  floss;  the  leather  shoulder 
strap,  with  a  socket  to  hold  the  staff, 
covered  with  blue  and  white  ribbon 
of  either  grosgrain  or  velvet,  and  so 
forth.  The  flag  is  carried  by  the  sixth 
grader  with  the  highest  average,  and 
at  graduation  time  is  turned  over, 
with  some  ceremony,  to  the  fifth 
grader  with  highest  scholastic  attain- 
ments. Viki  Cover  deserved  the  hon- 
or of  receiving  the  flag,  but  not  being 
Argentine,  she  will  not  be  allowed 
to  carry  it  on  all  occasions. 

Although  the  flag  had  been  pur- 
chased in  time  to  be  used  in  the 
graduation  exercises,  it  was  not  offi- 
cially presented  to  the  school  until 
December  4.  This  ceremony  is  re- 
quired but  may  be  quite  simple.  Our 

of  the  lower  grades 


school  took  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  create  propaganda  for  the 
school  and  give  a  Christian  testimony 
as  well.  The  program  was  held  in  the 
civic  auditorium  and  included  num- 
bers b\'  our  church  choir  and  also  the 
municipal  band.  Prayer  and  singing 
of  hymns  are  not  usualK'  a  part  of 
such  programs,  so  we  are  praying  that 
the  simple  witness  of  this  occasion 
may  bear  fruit. 

We  most  earnestly  solicit  your 
prayer  support  for  this  coming  school 
year.  The  need  for  teachers  is  urgent. 
Pray  with  us  that  the  Lord  will  defi- 
nitely call  those  who  have  the  prepa- 
ration to  serve  fiim  in  this  important 
ministry.  Pray  for  patience,  love,  and 
wisdom  for  all  who  have  contacts  and 
responsibilities  with  the  children, 
many  of  whom  come  from  non-Chris- 
tian homes  and  some  of  whom  are 
problem  children.  Pray  for  the  many 
financial  needs  of  the  school;  pray 
also  for  the  physical  needs  of  those 
who  are  overloaded  with  work.       T

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Recently  I  read  a  book  recounting 
the  incidents  of  women  who 
were  manifesting  Christ.  Gladys 
Hunt,  the  author  of  the  book,  Does 
Anyone  Here  Know  God,  relates  a 
true  example  of  a  miracle  that  God 
performed  through  a  woman  whose 
motto  was  "Sow  God's  love,  and  step 
back  and  watch  the  miracle  happen." 
This  woman's  son,  who  is  a  pastor, 
shared  this  illustration  about  the  prac- 
tical implications  of  knowing  Christ 
with    a    group    of    students.     And    I 


than  to  anyone  else,  for  she  was  such 
a  loving  person. 

"On  our  land  but  close  to,  and 
shading,  their  kitchen  window  was 
the  most  miserable  skeleton  of  a 
peach  tree  that  anyone  ever  saw. 
Every  spring  the  gnarled  old  tree 
would,  with  great  effort,  gather  to- 
gether all  of  its  little  store  of  strength, 
and  produce  a  few  leaves,  a  few  blos- 
soms. In  due  season  the  blossoms 
would  develop  into  tiny,  hard  green 
peaches    that   never    matured.    They 


like  one.  .  .  .  She  said,  'Of  course,  I 
will  leave  the  tree,'  and  she  did. 

"When  spring  came  that  year, 
something  wonderful  had  happened 
to  that  tree.  Those  bony,  gaunt,  old 
limbs  disappeared  in  a  great  cloud 
of  blossoms.  The  blossoms  developed 
into  tiny,  hard,  green  peaches  that 
we  had  known  across  the  years,  and 
then,  wonder  of  wonders,  they  ma- 
tured and  became  wonderful,  sweet, 
delicious  fruit.  There  were  so  many 
peaches  that  we  had  to  prop  up  the 


would  like  to  share  this  example. 

This  pastor  knew  his  mother  was 
a  Christian  because  she  bore  the  un- 
mistakable marks  of  one  who  had  be- 
lieved and  lived  a  life  in  harmony 
with  Christ.  In  her  thinking,  one  re- 
ceived Christ  as  personal  Saviour,  and 
then  lived  with  Christ  as  the  Lord  of 
life.  That  was  the  power  of  his  moth- 
er's victorious  life.  He  uses  the  fol- 
lowing incident  to  illustrate  her  level 
of  practical  living  in  a  dramatic  way: 

"The  neighbors  in  the  little  house 
next  door  were  .  .  .  gossipy  and  mali- 
cious, noisy  and  quarrelsome.  The 
children  were  addicted  to  the  appro- 
priation of  the  property  of  others— 
which  is  a  gentle  way  of  saying  that 
they  were  a  pack  of  junior-size 
thieves.  Collectively  they  were  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh  to  the  neighbor- 
hood,   perhaps    more    to   my   mother 


were  good  for  only  one  thing— throw- 
ing. You  can  guess  who  threw  them 
where.  It  had  alwa3's  been  so;  the 
tree  was  so  completely  unproductive 
that  Mother  decided  to  have  it  cut 
down  and  put  flowers  in  its  place. 

"It  wasn't  long  before  word  of  her 
decision  reached  the  neighbors.  They 
rushed  over  to  plead  with  her  to  per- 
mit the  old  tree  to  stand  because  it 
was  the  only  shade  they  had  on  their 
kitchen.  Their  kitchen  had  a  flat  roof, 
and  it  was  exposed  to  the  merciless 
Illinois  sun.  It  was  a  tempting  pic- 
ture, those  rascals  sweltering  in  their 
doubly-heated  kitchen.  There  was 
certainly  poetic  justice  in  it;  thev  had 
turned  the  heat  on  us  often  enough, 
and  one  could  easily  be  tempted  to 
see  a  prophetic  element  in  the  situa- 
tion. But  Mother  was  a  Christian 
and  believed  that  she   ought  to  act 


branches  or  they  would  have  been 
broken. 

"We  ate  all  that  we  could.  Mother 
gave  them  away  to  the  neighbors,  in- 
eluding  the  unpleasant  ones,  and  she 
canned  enough  to  last  all  through  the 

o  o 

coming  year.  We  had  so  many 
peaches  that,  in  boy  fashion,  it  was 
many  years  before  I  could  realh'  enjo^' 
peaches  again. 

"In  a  few  months  the  neighbors 
moved.  I  do  not  mean  to  suggest  that 
there  is  any  connection  here.  But 
they  did  move;  I  am  only  reporting 
the  facts.  And  that  year,  or  the  next, 
the  tree  died.  That  was  the  end  of 
it— or  the  beginning. 

"The  tree  had  never  produced  good 
fruit  before;  it  never  produced  good 
fruit  again;  it  did  so  just  that  one 
\'ear.  I  know  what  some  of  you  are 
thinking— the   tree   would   have   pro- 
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duced  fruit  even  if  Mother  had  not 
been  so  nice;  it  was  something  about 
the  season  or  the  chemicals.  I  don't 
know  whv  it  happened,  I  do  not  claim 
to.  But  I  do  know  this,  if  she  had  re- 
turned evil  for  evil,  it  would  not  have 
happened  for  there  would  have  been 
no  tree,  and  a  small  boy  would  have 
missed  one  of  the  most  beautiful  ex- 
periences and  one  of  the  deepest  les- 
sons of  his  whole  life. 

"Mother  had  an  opportunity  to  get 


have  included  in  His  greeting  to 
these  women.  These  women  were  so 
easer  to  be  near  the  resurrected  Lord 
—so  much  so  that  they  came  and  held 
Him  bv  the  feet  and  worshiped  Him. 
Mav  we,  too,  have  held  on  to  every 
opportunity  to  serve  Him  as  suggested 
through  the  presentations  of  the  de- 
votionals  in  our  monthly  WMC 
meetings.  And  may  we,  too,  have 
taken  the  time  to  manifest  these  atti- 
tudes in  a  practical  way.

Bend,   Indiana,   and   I,   accompanied 


David  Shargel,  a  1965  Talbot 
Theological  Seminary  graduate,  was 
on  his  v\'ay  to  his  Sunday  duties  at 
Westminster  (Calif.)  Brethren 
Church.  I  le  was  looking  forward  to 
service  in  Africa  under  the  Brethren 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  but  he 
had  one  major  question:  should  he 
go  to  Africa  alone?  That  morning  he 
had  settled  in  his  mind  that  appar- 
ently it  was  the  Lord's  will  for  him 
to  go  out  single,  and  he  accepted  this. 
As  his  blue  volksv\'agon  pulled  into 
the  church  parking  Ipt  next  to  the 
Grace  College  station  waaon,  his  eves 
met  with  those  of  the  girl  in  the  front

seat.     During    Sunday    school     and 


church  he  watched  me  with  the 
thought,  "I  wonder  if  she  would  like 
to  go  to  Africa?"  I  watched  him  with 
the  thought,  "I  wonder  if  he's  mar- 
ried?" 

Durina  lunch  at  Re\'.  Robert 
Thompson's  home  we  got  to  know 
each  other  better.  A  fev\'  of  mv  scat- 
tered thoughts  through  the  meal  were 
—"He  plax's  the  flute.  That's  funny, 
1  play  the  flute,  too.  Could  we  make 
music  together?  So  he  wants  to  go  to 
Africa.  I  never  thought  I  would  find 
an  'unattached  man'  v\'ho  wanted  to 
be  a  missionary  in  Africa." 

After  lunch  the  two  of  us  sat  on 
the  couch  and  talked;  well,  he  talked 
and  I  mumbled  through  swollen  jaws. 
We  discovered  we  had  quite  a  few 
things  in  common.  He  asked  me  out 
for  the  followina  Friday  evening, 
and  I  broke  two  stitches  accepting. 

That  is  the  beginning  of  a  story 
of  ever  deepening  love.  The  Lord  did 
great  things  for  us  as  indi\'iduals  be- 
fore  August  1,  1965,  when  we  met. 
Since  our  marriage  on  July  22,  1966, 
He  has  continued  to  do  great  things 
for  us  as  a  couple. 

As  the  excitement  of  mv  com- 
mencement from  Grace  College 
mounts,  I  am  thankful  that  God  has 
allowed  us  to  prepare  for  His  service. 
Our  preparation  in  the  States  is  now 
completed,  but  in  September  we 
leave  for  language  study  in   France. 

In  June  of  1969  we  will  finally  get 
to  Africa.  I  have  already  ordered 
aroceries  for  the  months  of   June  to 

o 

November,  1969,  and  our  groceries 
for  1970  will  have  to  be  ordered  be- 
fore we  even  get  to  taste  the  ones  or- 
dered for  1969.  I  have  a  notebook 
filled  with  countless  numbers  of  items 
to  buy  and  pack  for  Africa,  such  as: 
a  three-N'car  supply  of  tissues,  paper 
towels,  hand  cream,  clothes,  yardage, 
Christmas  and  birthday  gifts,  and  so 
(in.  No  longer  will  I  be  able  to  run 
down  to  the  corner  store  for  forgotten 
items. 

Life  in  Africa  will  be  somewhat 
different  from  life  here  in  the  States, 
but  many  aspects  will  be  the  same. 
There  will  still  be  children  to  raise, 
a  house  to  clean,  meals  to  prepare, 
and  unsaved  neiahbors  to  witness  to. 
It  is  a  life  God  has  called  us  to,  and 
we  are  excited  about  the  things  He 
has  planned  for  us.  Your  interest  and 
prayers  are  appreciated.  —  Cheryl 
Sharael  T 
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Mary  Jones  helped  to  open  the  in- 
terior of  the  Sudan  to  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  yet  she  never  left  England. 
Separated  from  her  relatives,  she 
worked  for  the  same  family  for  twen- 
ty-five years.  She  lived  simply  and 
ga\'e  her  earnings  to  the  missionary 
cause.  It  could  truly  be  said  of  her, 
"She  hath  done  what  she  could."  She 
prayed  and  sacrificially  gave  so  that 
others  could  take  the  gospel  to  this 
need\'  field. 

In  the  face  of  our  great  need  for 
workers  on  the  mission  fields  as  well 
as  for  the  ministry  here  at  home,  we 
wonder  how  this  task  can  be  accom- 
plished. If  God's  people  will  faith- 
fullv  prav  for  workers,  the  Lord  will 
supph'  in  spite  of  the  critical  times 
in  which  we  live.  Many  parents  have 
been  unwilling  to  see  their  children 
go  into  the  Lord's  service,  especially 
to  the  foreign  fields.  It  should  be  the 
desire  of  all  Christian  parents  to  see 
their  young  people  give  their  lives  to 
serve  the  Lord  wherever  He  needs 
them.  Whene^'er  our  country  calls 
tlicm  into  military  service,  they  must 
respond;  and  they  are  sent  to  ser\'e 
in  the  place  or  places  where  they  are 
most  needed.  Manv  give  their  lives 
in  the  conflict. 

An  unsurmountable  crisis  existed 
\\hen  Jochabed  gave  birth  to  Moses. 
All  Hebrew  male  babies  were  to  be 
killed.  But  this  God-fearing  mother 
trusted  God  for  the  outcome  of  hid- 
ing and  planning  a  way  to  preserve 
her  little  son.  A  mother  can  do  noth- 
ing higher  than  instill  her  own  faith, 
wisdom,  and  character  into  her  chil- 
dren.

lowed  him  throughout  his  life. 

The  Good  News  Clubs  as  well  as 
other  children's  classes  are  wonderful 
opportunities  for  Christian  women  to 
help  children  to  know  Christ,  and  to 
dedicate  themselycs  to  His  service. 
Many  children  ne\'er  hear  about 
Christ  in  their  homes  but  are  still 
receptive  to  the  gospel  in  their  later 
vears.  Here  is  a  good  missionary  op- 
portunity. 

In    Matthevy   we   read   how   Jesus 


called  John  and  James,  Zebedee's 
sons,  to  become  His  disciples.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Scriptures,  their  parent  did 
not  disappro\e,  although  we  must  re- 
member that  in  many  cultures  the 
sons  are  expected  to  follow  their  fa- 
thers in  their  business.  These  grown 
sons  were  already  helping  in  their  fa- 
thers trade  but  left  all  to  serve  Jesus. 

Later  in  Matthew's  account,  we 
see  how  Salome,  the  mother  of  James 
and  John,  asked  Jesus  that  her  sons 
be  honored  with  seats  on  either  side 
of  Him  in  His  kingdom.  Jesus'  an- 
swer, although  tenderlv  spoken,  could 
be  considered  embarrassing  or  even 
discouraging.  The  other  disciples 
were  indignant.  Eugenia  Price  in  her 
book  God  Speaks  to  Wonwii  Today 
ably  describes  Salome.  "This  vyom- 
an  meant  well.  She  had  the  interest 
of  her  sons  at  heart,  and  she  acted  on 
it.  A  commendable  thing,  humanly 
speaking.  But  in  the  shame  of  that 
moment  on  the  road  to  Jerusalem, 
she  became  a  new  \'\'oman,  with  a 
new  and  true  sense  of  responsibility. 
He  showed  her,  and  she  saw  that  she 
could  serve  both  her  sons  and  Him 
in  a  deeper  way.  We  know  she  saw 
this  because  every  other  mention  of 
her  in  the  gospel  accounts  is  of  quiet 
submissi\'e  service  to  Llim  in  His  ter- 
rible need.  .  .  .  LIntil  He  spoke  to  her 
as  He  did,  on  the  e\'e  of  His  own 
sulTering,  she  simply  did  not  see  great- 
ness in  its  true  perspective.  The 
world's  concept  of  greatness  is  the 
exact  reverse  of  God's  concept  of  it." 

Our  motives  as  Christian  mothers 
and  women  must  be  prayerfully  ex- 
amined. May  we  all  be  the  mission- 
ary mothers  that  He  wants  us  to  be.

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PARAPHRASES 

R.  Wevmouth,  The  New  Testament 
in  Modern  S-peech,  Hodder  and 
Stoughton  and  others,  publishers; 
1902  and  other  editions. 

This  is  one  of  the  first  private  mod- 
ern speech  versions.  Weymouth  first 
ascertained  the  sense  of  the  Greek 
text  and  then  proceeded  to  express 
that  sense  in  twentieth  century  En- 
glish. In  other  words,  Weymouth  was 
interested  in  how  an  inspired  writer 
would  have  written  had  he  lived  in 
this  age.  The  value  of  Greek  verbs, 
shades  of  meaning  of  words  used  and 

o 

a  keen  appreciation  of  Greek  cases 
are  all  reflected  in  this  translation. 
Note  how  I  John  1:6  is  translated, 
".  .  .  while  we  are  living  in  dark- 
ness," or,  note  the  expression  in  Luke 
15:1,  "Now  the  tax-gatherers  and  the 
notorious  sinners  were  everywhere  in 
the  habit  of  coming  close  to  Him  to 
listen  to  Him." 

In  general  the  earlier  editions  were 
doctrinally  sound.  Later  editions,  re- 
vised by  Weymouth's  successors  were 
influenced  by  liberal  doctrine,  but  if 
one  is  careful,  e\'en  the  later  editions, 
can  be  helpful  in  throwing  light  on 
the  meaning  of  the  text.  Possibly  the 
waning  popularity  of  Weymouth  in 
later  years  was  due  to  competing 
translations. 

Twentieth  Century  New  Testament, 
Moody  Press,  1961. 

This  British  translation  began  in  a 
very  interesting  way.  In  1890  a 
mother  and  pastor's  wife,  Mrs.  Mary 
Higgs,  together  with  Ernest  Malan, 
an  engineer,  began  a  joint  effort  to 
produce  a  translation  in  cvervdav 
speech  that  young  people  could  un- 
derstand. They  were  joined  gradualh 
by  more  housewives,  businessmen  and 
ministers  until  the  committee  had 
grown  to  thirty-five  people,  including 
three  recognized  scholars. 

Their  work  was  done  with  meticu- 
lous care  and  a  thoroughly  sound 
procedure.  The  final  edition  of  the 
New  Testament  was  released  in  1904. 
This  was  reprinted  with  some  small 
changes  by  Moody  Press  in  1961. 
Along  with  Weymouth's  version  it 
has  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the 
first  modern-speech  \'ersion.  In  man)' 
respects  its  excellencies  have  not  been 
improved  upon  during  more  than 
sixty    years    of    further    translations.

Doubtless, 
many  of  our  readers  will  want  to  file 
this  installment  with  the  first  one 
which  appeared  in  the  April  6  issue 
of  the  Missionary  Herald.) 


TCNT  contains  a  minimum  of  para- 
phrase and  interpretation.  Notwith- 
standing the  small  and  cramped  print 
of  the  Moody  edition,  this  translation 
shows  both  accuracy  and  claritv  and 
deserves  to  be  more  widely  read. 

Charles  B,  Williams  The  New  Tes- 
tament in  the  Language  of  the  Peo- 
ple, Moody  Press,  1957. 

This  was  translated  and  first  pub- 
Hshed  in  1937  by  C.  B.  Williams, 
then  professor  of  Greek  at  Union 
University,  Jackson,  Tennessee,  and 
reprinted  by  Moody  Press  in  several 
editions.  It  is  noted  primarilv  for  its 
accuracy  in  rendering  the  tenses, 
word  pictures  and  fine  shades  of 
grammatical  meaning  in  the  Greek 
which  are  usually  passed  o\'er  in  other 
versions.  While  it  lacks  somethino  in 
literary  quality  and  smoothness,  it  re- 
wards the  careful  reader  of  the  New 
Testament  by  additional  help  from 
the  Greek  in  a  modern  speech  render- 
ing.

This  translation  is  not  to  be  con- 
fused with  the  New  Testament  in 
Plain  English  bv  Charles  Kingsley 
Williams,  1949,  reprinted  bv  Eerd- 
mans,  1963,  which  is  an  excellent 
basic  English  version  \\ith  about  a 
2,000  word  vocabular\'  suitable  for 
youngsters  or  foreigners  learning  En- 
glish. 

William  F.  Beck,  The  New  Testa- 
ment in  the  Language  of  Today,  Con- 
cordia, 1963. 

Prompted  bv  the  desire  to  put  the 
New  Testament  in  "living  language 
of  today  and  tomorrow,''  William  F. 
Beck,  aided  by  the  most  recent  manu- 
scripts and  papvri  discoveries,  in  1963 
published  a  completely  new  transla- 
tion. It  has  also  been  included  in  the 
Four  Translation  New  Testament, 
published  in  1966  by  Moody  Press. 
NTLT  is  oenerallv  free  from  inter- 
pretation  and  paraphrase.  It  does  a 
good  job  of  following  the  Greek  text 
and  at  the  same  time  does  attempt  to 
render  the  words  in  their  nearest  sin- 
gle English  equi\'alent.  For  example, 
"Behold"  in  the  AV  becomes  "look" 
in  the  NTLT;  "serpent"  in  the  AV 
is  simply  "snake"  in  Beck's  rendering. 
In  our  opinion,  Beck's  version  is  gen- 
erally accurate  and  clear  but  lacks 
oood  English  stvle  and  forcefulness.

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James  Moflfatt,  The  Bible,  Harper 
and  Row,  New  York,  1950,  1952, 
also  earlier  editions. 

The  first  complete  Bible  transla- 
tion was  published  by  James  Moffatt 
in  1926.  It  was  an  attempt  to  pro- 
vide a  completely  new  version  that 
would  produce  the  same  effect  as  the 
original  text  on  those  who  read  and 
heard  it.  Moffatt  was  a  careful  schol- 
ar especially  in  the  New  Testament 
\vhich  is  the  best  of  his  efforts.  The 
version  is  free  and  quite  vigorous.  It 
does  not  sound  like  the  familiar  AV 
(e.g.,  Gen.  1:1,  "This  is  the  story  of 
how  the  universe  was  formed").  Finer 
shades  of  meaning  in  the  Greek  tenses 
are  graphicalh'  brought  out  in  the 
New  Testament  (cf.  I  John  1:6;  Rom. 
8:13).  At  least  one  recognized  evan- 
oelical    scholar    feels    that    Moffatt's 

o 

version  is  the  best  to  read  through 
quickly  for  the  argument  of  a  book, 
especially  in  the  prophets  or  epistles 
(F.  F.  Bruce). 

In  spite  of  these  qualities,  Moftatt's 
^'ersion  has  serious  weaknesses.  He 
affirmed  that  he  found  "freedom  from 
the  theory  of  verbal  inspiration"  and 
this  view  is  reflected  in  his  renderino 

o 

of  some  of  the  great  doctrinal  passages 
of  Old  and  New  Testaments:  In  the 
Pentateuch,  in  accord  with  the  docu- 
mentary theory,  he  attempted  to  in- 
dicate the  multiple  authors  by  alter- 
nating Roman  and  italic  type.  He 
also  rearranged  the  text  as  he  thought 
best  in  some  places  (cf.  John  13-16), 
and  since  he  held  to  a  diminished 
view  of  the  deity  of  Christ,  he  re- 
duced to  a  minimum  the  great  pas- 
sages on  that  doctrine  (e.g.,  John  1:1- 
5;'Phil.  2:5-8;  Col.  1:15-18;  Heb.  1:3). 
The  virgin  birtii  of  Christ  is  ques- 
tioned by  a  decidedly  inferior  text 
reading  that  refers  to  Joseph  as  "the 
father  of  Jesus"  (Matt.  1:16);  in  an- 
other instance  the  reading,  "Thou  art 
my  son,  today  have  I  become  thy  Fa- 
ther" is  definitely  a  step  in  the  \'\ronci 
direction. 

The  reader  who  is  aware  of  these 
tendencies  may  profit  from  Moffatt, 
but  we  do  not  recommend  it  for  the 
average  person. 

J.  B.  Phillips,  TJie  New  Testaiuent 
in  Modern  English,  Macmillan  Co., 
New  York,  195'"8;  J.  B,  Phillips,  Fovr 
Prophets,  Macmillan  Co.,  New  York, 
1963. 

This  is  a  private  venture  which  has 


enjoyed  a  tremendous  response.  It 
was  the  pressure  of  a  ministry  to 
young  people  during  World  War  II 
that  encouraged  Phillips  to  produce 
a  translation  of  the  New  Testament 
epistles  which  young  people  could 
understand.  After  World  War  II,  a 
series  of  translations  covered  the 
whole  of  the  New  Testament. 

This  version  is  highly  colloquial:  a 
deliberate  presentation  of  vivid  and 
idiomatic  language,  using  praphrase 
very  freeh'  to  bring  out  the  meaning 
of  difficult  passages. 

With  the  Fonr  Prophets.  Phillips 
began  a  translation  from  the  Old  Tes- 
tament using  Amos,  Hosea,  Micah, 
and  Isaiah  1-35.  These  four  propheti- 
cal passages  were  chosen  because  of 
their  relevance  today.  Phillips  admits 
that  the  Old  Testament  cannot  be 
translated  as  quickly  and  readily  as 
the  New.  Also,  due  ti>  the  Hebrew 
language,  and  prophetic  material, 
there  is  the  indication  that  the  trans- 
lation is  not  so  "free"  as  the  New 
Testament. 

On  the  whole,  the  Old  Testament 
work  is  a  good  and  intelligible  trans- 
lation,  although  some  objectionable 
features  might  be  cited.  In  Isaiah  6:5, 
for  example,  the  prophet  is  described 
as  a  "foul  mouthed  man"  which  can 
have  an  altogether  different  doctrinal 
meaning  than  the  AV  of  a  man  of 
"unclean  lips."  Hosea  2:2  reads,  "Tell 
her  to  wash  the  paint  from  her  face," 
instead  of  "Let  her  put  away  her  har- 
lotries from  before  her  presence,"  thus 
gi\'ing  the  passage  a  different  conno- 
tation than  what  was  intended.  In 
general,  however,  many  a  difficult 
passage  has  been  clarified  while  para- 
graph headings  are  an  aid  to  under- 
standino. 

F.  F.  Bruce,  The  Letters  of  Paid, 
Eerdmans  Publishing  Co.,  Grand 
Rapids,  A4ich.,  1965. 

Here  is  an  a\-owed  extended  para- 
phrase by  one  of  England's  greatest 
evangelical  New  Testament  scholars, 
F.  F.  Bruce,  xww  Rvlands  Professor 
of  Biblical  Criticism  and  Exegesis  in 
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the  University  of  {Manchester.  These 
paraphrased  epistles  began  as  mate- 
rial prepared  by  Bruce  for  a  young 
people's  conference,  then  were  pub- 
lished in  the  Evanoelical  Quarterly 
and  now  by  Eerdmans. 

Bruce  points  out  that  in  a  para- 
phrase "the  paraphrast  includes  much 


more  of  his  own  interpretation  and 
exposition  than  a  translator  would 
deem  proper."  Therefore,  the  accu- 
racy of  such  a  rendering  hinges 
largely  on  the  scholarly  ability  of  the 
translator.  To  guard  against  false 
conclusion  from  his  paraphrase,  Bruce 
has  included  on  each  facing  page  the 
English  Re\ised  Version  which  he 
deems  the  most  accurate  literal  ren- 
dering. 

The  stature  of  Bruce's  scholarship 
in  his  breadth  of  understanding  of 
Pauline  literature  is  well  recognized. 
Consequenth',  his  work  in  the  area  of 
translation  is  one  of  the  best  and  de- 
ser\'es  a  side  reading.  Our  hope  is 
that  Bruce  might  consent  to  do  the 
whole  of  the  New  Testament. 

Kenneth  Taylor,  Living  Letters,  Tyn- 
dale  House,  Wheaton,  III.,  1962. 
Also,  Living  Prophecies,  1965;  Liv- 
ing Gospels,  1966. 

0\'er  one  million  copies  of  Living 
Letters  are  in  circulation.  Also,  we 
understand  that  one  million  copies  of 
Living  Gospels  have  been  printed. 
Living  Prophecies  includes  the  minor 
prophets,  Daniel,  and  Revelation. 

There  is  an  undeniable  freshness 
and  clarity  in  Ta\lor's  style  that 
awakens  reader  interest.  This  is 
largely  due  to  the  paraphrast's  skill  in 
using  colloquial  speech  and  free  ren- 
dering of  passages.  Another  reason 
for  the  clarity  is  interpretive  selection. 
In  practically  every  instance  where 
the  Hebrew  or  Greek  texts  are  am- 
biguous, allowing  alternatives,  Taylor 
has  adopted  one  view  and  rendered  it 
clearly. 

For  example,  the  problem  of  v\'hat 
kind  of  faith  James  is  talking  about 
is  decided  by  the  additional  interpre- 
tive word  "real"  faith  (2:20);  the 
problem  of  the  sense  of  "she  shall  be 
saved  in  childbearing"  (AV)  is  inter- 
preted in  Living  Letters  as  "He  will 
sa\'e  their  souls"  (I  Tim.  2:15);  the 
meaning  of  "Can  two  walk  together, 
except  they  be  agreed?"  is  fixed  by 
the  interpreti\'e  paraphrase,  "For  how 
can  we  walk  together  with  your  sins 
between  us?"  (Amos  3:3).  This  leads 
to  clarity,  to  be  sure,  but  it  also  fixes 
interpretation  when  et|uallv  sound 
alternate  \'iews  are  possible. 

Much  of  Taylor's  paraphrase  is 
plainly  commentary  and  should  be 
so  recognized.  Paraphrase  involves 
the    modernized    English    equivalent 
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of  what  is  in  the  text  itself,  while  the 
commentarv  introduces  something 
which  is  not  there  in  order  to  eluci- 
date the  meaning  which  is  there.  For 
example,  in  John  1:11,  Ta)'lor  adds 
the  whole  sentence,  "Only  a  few 
would  welcome  and  receive  Him." 
Besides  being  historically  inaccurate, 
this  statement  is  not  in  the  Greek 
text,  but  the  reader  is  not  informed 
of  this.  In  I  Corinthians  7:14  one 
has  onlv  to  read  the  AV  against 
Taylor's  rendering  to  percei\'e  the 
above  point.  This  is  not  to  sax  that 
this  method  does  not  have  value, 
especially  when  the  author  is  e\an- 
Selical  as  Taylor  is;  but  the  reader 
must  recognize  the  work  for  what  it 
is— a  more  or  less  free  paraphrase 
rather  than  an  accurate  translation. 

In  the  language  of  the  preface  to 
Living  Letters,  "They  communicate 
the  message  of  Christ  to  our  genera- 
tion,"  and  we  recommend  their  read- 
ing to  all  who  want  a  fresh,  sweeping 
view  of  Scripture  in  modern  English 
and  idiom. 

EXPANDED  VERSIONS 

Amplified  BihL',  Zonderx'an,  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  1965. 

The  Amplified  Bible  appeared  in 
se\eral  stages,  culminating  in  the 
whole  Bible  edition  of  1965.  Readers 
and  reviewers  will  do  well  to  consult 
this  later  edition  which  has  been  ex- 
tensively revised,  especially  in  the 
Old  Testament.  There  is  no  question 
as  to  the  popularity  of  this  transla- 
tion which  has  exceeded  the  million 
copy  mark  in  the  New  Testament 
and  will  possibly  meet  this  mark  for 
the  whole  Bible  edition  in  a  few  years. 

The  translation  is  new  and  gener- 
ally accurate  in  the  revised  edition. 
As  its  chief  feature  it  amplifies  differ- 
ent shades  of  meaning  in  the  original 
Hebrew  and  Greek  by  multiplying 
English  words.  For  example,  whereas 
in  Isaiah  7:14  the  King  James  Version 
reads,  "Behold,  a  virgin  shall  con- 
ceive,"  the  AB  has,  "Behold,  the 
young  woman  who  is  unmarried  and 
a  virgin,  shall  conceive."  Footnotes 
bring  together  a  multitude  of  con- 
servative comments  on  the  text  on 
every  page.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
many  have  found  help  and  edification 
through  the  AB  approach. 

While  in  some  instances  it  is  no 
doubt  helpful  to  have  more  than  one 
English   word   for   the   original,   one 


should  be  warned  that  out  of  the 
several  shades  of  meaning  represented 
by  the  various  word  amplifications, 
onlv  one— not  all— of  the  meanings  fit 
a  given  context.  In  other  words, 
though  a  single  English  word  seldom 
says  all  an  author  intended,  a  multi- 
plication of  words  usually  says  more 
than  he  actually  meant  to  convey. 

Some  find  that  the  excessive  word 
multiplications  produce  laborious 
reading.  Consider,  for  example,  I  Co- 
rinthians 10:13  which  has  forty-nine 
words  in  the  King  James  version,  but 
the  AB  has  nearly  one  hundred 
words!  Does  this  really  help?  Read- 
ers, however,  will  continue  to  find  en- 
richment in  the  understanding  of 
Scripture  through  the  approach  of  the 
AB.

Kenneth  S.  Wuest,  late  professor 
of  Greek  at  iMoody  Bible  Institute, 
has  pro\ided  what  he  calls  an  ex- 
panded translation  using  "as  many 
English  words  as  are  necessary  to 
bring  out  the  richness,  force,  the 
clarity  of  the  Greek  text."  The  trans- 
lation is  intended  as  "a  companion  to, 
or  commentary  on,  the  standard  trans- 
lation." 

Wuest  has  attempted  to  stay  clear 
of  paraphrase  and  interpretation.  The 
translation  is  commendable  for  at- 
tempting to  reproduce  the  feeling  of 
the  Greek  text  as  a  Greek  student 
would  read  it.  For  example,  the  AV 
of  Luke  15:20  reads,  ".  .  .  and  fell  on 


his  neck  and  kissed  him,"  while 
Wuest  translates,  ".  .  .  he  fell  on  his 
neck  and  tenderly  kissed  him  again 
and  again."  This  reproduced,  in 
Wuest's  opinion,  the  force  of  the 
Greek.  Sometimes  the  expansion  gets 
out  of  hand  as  in  Acts  17:18  where 
the  one  Greek  word  spermologos  (AV, 
"babbler")  is  rendered,  "This  ignorant 
plagiarist,  picking  up  scraps  of  infor- 
mation here  and  there,  unrelated  in 
his  own  thinking  and  passing  them 
off  as  the  result  of  his  own  mature 
thought." 

CONCLUSION 

What  translation,  then,  is  best? 
The  answer  depends  upon  what  you 
are  using  it  for.  In  our  day  the  two 
primary  criteria  for  evaluating  a  trans- 
lation are  accuracy  and  clarity.  In  the 
judgment  of  these  reviewers,  no  sin- 
gle translation  combines  both  these 
features  in  everv  detail.  We  suggest 
for  purposes  of  accuracy  the  Ameri- 
can Standard  Version  (1901)  in  the 
Old  Testament,  and  for  the  New 
Testament  the  New  American  Stan- 
dard Version  (1960)  as  well  as  the 
King  James  Version  should  be  used. 

From  the  standpoint  of  clarity,  it 
is  difficult  to  say  which  of  the  many 
good  paraphrased  and  expanded  ver- 
sions IS  best.  Compare  se\'eral  verses 
in  different  versions  and  judge  for 
yourself  which  renderings  make  the 
passage  clearest  without  altering  the 
sense  of  the  standard  versions.  Be 
alert  for  the  theological  bias. 

Finally,  do  not  limit  yourself  to  any 
one  translation,  regardless  of  its 
merits.  Augustine  was  right  in  not- 
ing, "Variety  of  translations  is  profit- 
able for  finding  out  the  sense  of  the 
Scriptures."  While  we  suggest  the 
more  literal  versions  for  reading  in 
public  worship  and  sermons  with  sup- 
plementary remarks  from  the  para- 
phrased translations,  the  alternate  use 
of  modern  translations  for  private  and 
family  devotions  is  rewarding. 

One  final  suggestion  mav  be  of- 
fered  in  the  words  of  the  late  Dr. 
H.  A.  Ironside.  When  asked  his  opin- 
ion as  to  which  translation  was  the 
best,  he  once  remarked,  "The  best 
translation  of  the  Bible  I've  ever  seen 
is  my  mother."  While  we  in  no  way 
deplore  the  multiplicity  of  new  ver- 
sions, more  than  ever  the  crying  need 
in  our  day  is  for  translations  of  the 
Word  of  God  into  human  lives.     ▼

Here  is  a  practical  little  book  writ- 
ten by  an  experienced  woman  which 
will  give  confidence  in  the  teaching 
of  God's  Word.  Covering  personal 
devotions,  family  devotions,  and 
group  devotions,  the  examples  give  a 
stimulus  for  one's  own  devotions  and 
assistance  in  the  preparation  and 
presentation  of  devotional  messages  to 
others. 

For  any  woman  who  desires  to 
speak  but  feels  her  own  inadequacv, 
this  book  contains  the  instruction  and 
encouragement  needed.  Muriel  Lar- 
son tells  where  to  get  ideas,  how  to 
prepare  them,  and  how  to  present 
them.  She  has  provided  an  invalu- 
able aid  for  the  president,  program 
chairman,  or  spiritual  life  chairman 
of  any  women's  group.— Mrs.  Thomas

C.  W.  Brister  (Nashville,  Tennes- 
see: Broadman  Press,  1967),  128 
pages,  $1.50. 

This  little  book  by  a  Southern  Bap- 
tist seminary  professor  is  one  of  a 
current  spate  of  publications  which 
call  the  Christian  to  come  out  of  his 
monastic  cell  and  become  "involved." 

It  is  directed  to  laymen,  giving  a 
brief  review  of  some  of  the  problems 
facing  us  in  this  troubled  world,  with 
practical  suggestions  as  to  how  the 
dedicated  nonprofessionally  -  trained 
Christian  can  be  a  witness  by  re- 
sponding to  need.  "Christian  con- 
cern ...  is  never  satisfactory  until  it 
becomes  personal"  (page  47).  "Your 
interest  and  comradely  care  will  prove 
more  effective  than  givinp  advice  or 
rejecting  a  worrier"  (page  67). 

Flelpful  suggestions  for  home  and 
hospital  visitation  abound. 


The  generally  good  content  of  the 
book  is  somewhat  offset  by  a  biblioo- 
raphy  which  recommends  that  for 
help  in  one's  prayer  life  he  should 
read  Barth  and  the  radical  liberals 
Fosdick  and  Buttrick  (among  others).

Gaines  S.  Dobbins  (Nashville,  Ten- 
nessee: Broadman  Press,  1968),  pa- 
per, 127  pages,  $1.95. 

A  high  point  in  this  book  is  chap- 
ter three.  It  is  a  real  measuring  stick 
for  present  leaders  as  well  as  poten- 
tial ones.  Some  of  the  questions  at  the 
end  of  the  chapters  are  potent  and 
worthy  of  attention,  but  many  are  too 
academic.  The  book's  greatest  weak- 
ness  is  that  it  treats  church  leader- 
ship problems  as  a  business  to  be 
solved  by  organization  and  formulae. 

Learning  to  Lead  is  easy,  interest- 
ing reading  and  contains  many 
thought-provoking  principles  and 
verbal  illustrations.  It  might  be  profit- 
ably used  to  encourage  potential  lay 
leaders  to  meet  the  present  need  for 
leadership.— Jo/;  H  McKay 

Tiie  Women  ol'  the  Bible 

Herbert  Lockyer  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Zondervan  Publishing 
House,  1967),  321  pages,  $4.95. 

This  IS  the  latest  addition  to  Lock- 
yer's  "All"  series.  Amono  former 
titles  in  this  series  are  All  the  Men  of 
the  Bihie  and  All  the  Prmnises  of  the 
Bible.  In  order  to  be  encyclopedic  in 
scope,  Lockyer  discusses  each  of  the 
women  named  in  the  Bible,  then  for 
safety's  sake  catalogs  the  unnamed 
women  referred  to  in  Scripture.  If 
you  have  not  recently  surveyed  the 
information  available  on  the  "Woman 
of  Tekoah,"  turn  to  page  193.  The 
longest  article,  eight  pages,  is  given, 
of  course,  to  the  Virgin  Mary. 

The  treatment  of  Rachel  analyzes 
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her  lack  of  protest  when  Leah  was 
given  to  Jacob  in  her  stead.  The  in- 
teresting conclusion  is  reached  that 
"perhaps  the  deep,  unchanging  love 
Jacob  had  for  Rachel  found  little  echo 
from  her  own  heart."  The  apocryphal 
conclusion  to  Qiio  Vadisl  is  picked 
up  as  "a  touching  legend"  in  the 
comments  on  Peter's  wife. 

Lockyer  provides  a  useful  summary 
of  all  the  Biblical  references  to  each 
woman,  very  little  additional  reliable 
information,  and  a  surplusage  of  "de- 
votional" comments.  Suggestions  for 
women's  meetings  and  sample  pro- 
grams are  included. 

Book  Notes 

The  Pilgrim's  Progress,  John  Bun- 
yan  (Grand  Rapids,  Michigan:  Baker 
Book  House,  1967),  xxii  -f  408  pages, 
$4.95.  Baker  has  reissued  a  superior 
edition  of  Bunyan's  famous  allegory. 
The  volume  is  illustrated  with  nu- 
merous engravings,  and  contains  a 
sketch  of  Bunyan's  life. 

Beloved  World,  Eugenia  Price 
(Grand  Rapids,  Michigan:  Zonder- 
van Publishing  Flouse,  reprint  1967), 
paper,  474  pages,  $1.95.  This  is  a 
reissue  in  soft  cover  of  Price's  Bible 
story  book.  The  connected,  narrative 
style  makes  it  excellent  for  older  chil- 
dren.

It  represents 
the  publication  interests  of  our 
church.  It  publishes  the  Gospel 
through  gospel  portions,  tracts,  books, 
and  Sunda\'-school  and  Vacation-Bi- 
ble-School literature,  distributing 
much  of  this  through  its  free  litera- 
ture fund.  It  works  closely  with  every 
movement  within  The  Brethren 
Church,  assisting  in  every  way  pos- 
sible to  get  the  Good  News  out  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth.  It  is  truly  a  mis- 
sionary endeavor. 

Sound  exciting?  Surelv  does!  But 
how  many  of  our  Brethren  people  are 
"stockholders"  in  this  fine  corpora- 
tion? How  many  people  are  investing 
regularly  in  it?

The  missionarv  program  of  the  aver- 
age church  reflects  onlv  the  efforts 
of  a  faithful  pastor  or  a  faithful  few 
who  give,  strive  to  promote,  or  put  on 
a  "missionarv  drix'e"  for  a  few 
months.  Our  lack  of  concentration 
throughout  the  entire  year  re\'cals 
that  missionary  interest  is  based  upon 
special  interests— drives  to  meet  a 
needed  goal  or  special  needs— rather 
than  a  systematic  program  of  mission- 
ary education. 

Too   often    local    churches    expect 
the  missionary  boards  to  educate  the 


congregation  through  propaganda, 
news  releases,  and  missionary  articles 
in  the  church  periodical;  or  the  whole 
matter  of  missionarv-  education  is  laid 
upon  the  lap  of  the  locally  supported 
missionary  or  the  few  missionaries 
attending  the  annual  missionary  con- 
ference. In  so  many  cases  missionary 
education  is  neglected  until  the  adult 
stage.  It  is  expected  that  mother  and 
dad  will  read  the  facts,  give  the  of- 
ferings, and  do  the  praying. 

Upon  whom  does  the  responsibility 
for    missionary   education   and   work 


rest?  Is  the  program  of  missions  the 
responsibility  only  of  those  individ- 
uals who  feel  a  special  interest  in 
such  a  cause?  Or  should  missions  be 
considered  the  responsibility  of  the 
church  as  a  whole?  Is  the  Christian 
family  apart  from  the  local  church's 
program  to  carry  on  a  process  of  mis- 
sionary education  as  well?  The  Bible 
gives  both  a  corporate  and  individual 
responsibility  (Alatt.  28:19-20;  II  Tim. 
2:2). 

The  fact  that  there  is  such  a  promi- 
nent individualistic  attitude  prevalent 
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reflects  in  a  large  measure  our  lack  of 
unity,  purpose,  and  missionary  cur- 
riculum. The  rapid  growth  of  inde- 
pendent missions  —  the  increasing 
number  of  indiyidual  missionaries 
launching  their  own  programs— has 
left  its  unmistakable  mark  on  our  mis- 
sion programs  of  the  National  Fellow- 
ship. It  is  heart  rending  to  see  some 
of  our  choice,  talented,  and  qualified 
young  people  going  with  indepen- 
dent boards  when  they  are  direly 
needed  on  Brethren  fields  at  home 
and  abroad.  Probably  this  is  one  of 
the  strongest  arguments  for  a  coordi- 
nated,  systematic,  missionary  educa- 
tional program  in  our  church. 

It  seems  apparent  that  such  a  pro- 
gram cannot  become  a  reality  until 
the  local  churches  see  a  need  for  it. 
Dr.  Harold  R.  Cook,  eminent  author- 
ity and  writer  on  missions  sa\'s,  "First 
is  the  responsibility  to  recognize  that 
missions  is  a  part  of  the  church's  es- 
sential ministry.  It  is  a  question  of 
whether  the  church  is  soins  to  minis- 
ter  to  its  own  little  group  or  extend 
its  ministry  to  those  who  are  outside. 
It  is  a  question  of  a  self-centered  min- 
istry or  a  ministry  that  looks  beyond 
self  to  the  needs  of  others.  We  don't 
need  to  worry  about  the  artificial  dis- 
tinction between  home  missions  and 
foreign  rrjissions.  The  church  that 
feels  keenly  the  need  to  reach  out  and 
minister  to  lost  souls  in  its  own  com- 
munity can  neyer  stop  there.   A  com- 


passionate interest  in  others  isn't  even 
stopped  by  national  boundaries.  Once 
we  turn  our  look  outward,  the  field  is 
the  world." 

The  local  leadership  must  evaluate 
its  present  program  to  see  its  inconsis- 
tency, its  weakness,  and  its  shortcom- 
ings, and  build  a  program  of  positive 
missionary  education  upon  excellen- 
cies which  we  may  have.  We  have 
willing  talent  that  can  be  designated 
for  this  leadership  responsibilit\'  in 
the  average  church.  We  have  good, 
sound  missionary  organizations  that 
need  missionaries,  financial  support, 
prayer  help,  and  most  of  all  recruits 
for  missionary  fields  now  beckoning. 
Our  pastors  are  fully  capable  of  hold- 
ing the  dynamic  challenge  before 
their  people  with  positive,  systematic 
programs  of  missionary  education 
from  the  pulpit.  The  early  church 
did  this  (Acts  13:1-5). 

For  years  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, has  raised  all  its  missionary 
funds  through  a  consistent  educa- 
tional program  in  ever^'  class  of  the 
Sunday  school.  The  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania, 
and   others  are   following   this   same 

o 

program  with  much  success.  The  suc- 
cess is  seen  in  personal  interest,  finan- 
cial support,  prayer  ministr\',  and  mis- 
sionary recruits. 

The  Christian  famih'  must  also 
evaluate     its     educational     program. 


Mother  and  dad  have  seven  days  a 
week  to  hold  the  missionary  ideal, 
missionary  needs,  and  the  scriptural 
basis  of  missions  before  their  children. 
Some  of  our  greatest  missionaries 
credit  this  training  with  their  call  to 
the  mission  field.  This  educational 
program  effectively  and  systematically 
carried  out  as  a  family-altar  program 
could  supersede  all  the  weaknesses  of 
the  local  church  (Deut.  6:7;  Prov. 
22:6). 

The  home  and  foreign  mission 
boards  are  joining  with  Grace  Schools 
in  the  appointment  and  support  of 
Rev.  Frederick  Fogle  as  head  of  the 
missions  department  at  Grace  Semi- 
nary, further  augmenting  a  program 
already  existent  in  Grace  College. 
However,  we  are  well  aware  that  this 
may  be  too  late  in  the  life  of  those 
coming  for  higher  education.  The 
dye  may  be  cast  as  far  as  life  commit- 
ment is  concerned  before  this  time. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  will  continue  to  do  its  level 
best  with  what  limited  resources  we 
ha\e  to  help  an\'  church  family  or 
missionar\'  committee  to  more  effec- 
tively educate  for  a  stronger  mission- 
arv  emphasis.  We  all  must  be  aware 
of  the  fact  that  (jur  rapidly  growing 
fellowship  of  Bible-teaching  churches 
has  a  vastly  greater  potential  in  mis- 
sionary activity  than  we  have  already 
displayed.  T 


Foith  Is  ''Alive'  in  Richland,  Washington 


'Taith  without  works  is  dead," 
but  this  is  not  for  the  Brethren  of 
Richland,  Washington.  These 
Brethren  who  do  not  have  a  build- 
ing of  their  own— nor  even  prop- 
erty on  which  to  build— have  a 
nevi'  pulpit  and  have  faith  that 
someday  they  will  have  a  building 
of  their  own  in  which  to  use  it. 

When  the  need  arose  for  a  pul- 
pit in  their  present  meeting  place 
(the  YMCA),  Mr.  Milo  Gould  of- 
fered to  supply  the  materials  for  it 
if  the  pastor.  Nelson  Hall,  who  is 
an  excellent  carpenter,  would 
build  it.    The  pastor  accepted  the 


offer,  and  on  Sunday,  March  24, 
1968,  the  new  pulpit  was  dedicated 
in  memory  of  Mr.  Gould's  mother, 
Otie  Gould. 

The  new  pulpit  was  accepted  by 
trustees  Cliflford  Shockley  and 
William  Clark.  Mr.  Gould  gave  a 
short  testimony  following  the  pre- 
sentation. He  is  a  member  of  the 
church's  visitation  team  and  has  a 
great  burden  for  the  City  of  Rich- 
land.

During  my  years  of  pastoring,  many 
Christians  have  often  said  to  me 
when  asked  to  go  on  door-to-door  visi- 
tation, "My!  Door-to-door  visitation? 
Why  I'd  die!  Ask  me  to  do  anything, 
but  not  that!  Face-to-face  in  door-to- 
door  witnessing?  TTaat's  not  for  me!" 
Since  a  large  part  of  our  work  in 
the  Brethren  Messianic  Testimony  of 
Los  Angeles  is  this  tv'pe  of  witnessing, 
we  are  often  asked  by  those  who  are 
interested  in  our  work  and  the  salva- 
tion of  souls,  "Don't  you  find  door-to 
door  calling  difficult?"  You  would 
think  after  years  of  pastoring  church- 
es, time  spent  in  full-time  evangelism, 
and  now  in  this  ministry  to  the  Jews, 
we  would  find  it  easy  to  do  door-to- 
door  evangelism.  However,  to  the 
query  of  these  interested  friends  I 
reply,  "I  sure  do."  I  confess  there 
have  been  times  I  have  been  tempted 
with  the  fleeting  wish  that  no  one 
would  answer  the  door  bell.  As  I 
reach  the  first  door  in  the  morning 
my  knees  still  quake,  and  I  feel  a 
sinking  feeling  in  the  stomach.  It  is 
then  that  I  lift  a  silent  praver  to  give 
me  holy  boldness.  It  is  then  I  re- 
member something  Paul  wrote— that 
God's  strength  is  made  perfect  in  our 
weakness.  And  so  we  20  on,  door-to- 
door,  in  His  strength.    We  are  glad

we  do,  for  we  are  more  con\'inced 
now  than  ever  before  that  this  is  the 
one  way  we  can  fulfill  the  command 
to  go  to  every  creature— and  our 
responsibility  in  the  Fairfax  District  is 
to  do  just  that! 

Many  ask  us  about  the  reaction 
of  our  Jewish  friends  when  the  door 
opens  and  we  come  face  to  face  with 
a  Mrs.  Dubin,  or  a  Mr.  Rosen,  or 
some  name  which  has  a  familiar  Gen- 
tile slant,  like  "Smith."  There  are 
times,  when  we  are  spat  upon,  or 
Jewish  imprecations  are  heaped  on 
our  goysher  (Gentile)  heads.  Of 
the  Jewish  contacts,  it  seems  to  me 


that  more  than  99  and  44/100%  treat 
us  graciously,  and  those  we  are  privi- 
leged to  have  in  our  classes  show  us 
genuine  love.  Indeed,  these  Jewish 
folks  just  creep  into  our  hearts  and 
stay  there. 

However,  there  are  the  few  who 
give  us  the  "rush."  We  have  been 
told  to  "peddle  our  papers  someplace 
else."  Let  us  relate  instances  where 
we  were  given  a  hard   time. 

Sally  and  I  had  just  \'isited  a  schule 
(synagogue)  where  we  had  heard  a 
rabbi  say  that  Jews  were  lovers  of 
all  people,  that  they  desired  peace, 
and  that  our  group  (our  staff  and 
some  people  from  a  Brethren  church 
who  had  come  to  \'isit  the  synagogue) 
were  welcome  in  the  cause  of  ecu- 
menicity. I  believe  it  was  our  first 
day  on  the  street  after  we  heard  him 
say  this,  and  we  had  had  about  two 
minutes  of  smooth  sailing  in  our 
visitation,  when  we  came  to  the  apart- 
ment house  bearing  the  sign,  "No 
agents.  No  solicitors.  No  Peddlers." 
Since  we  were  none  of  these,  we 
went  upstairs  to  No.  5,  rang  the  bell 
and  waited.  Inside  we  heard  bustling 
and  soon  the  door  opened.  The  face 
of  the  man  as  we  handed  him  our 
literature  was  dark,  scowling,  and 
foreboding.  Did  this  mean  trouble? 
I  explained  that  the  Mediator  con- 
tained the  common  beliefs  of  Jewish 
and  Gentile  men  in  Yeshua  (Jesus) 
Hamashiach    (the    Messiah).     The 


man  became  fiercely  alive,  literally 
throwing  the  literature  back  at  me. 
His  face  darkened  in  anger,  and  his 

o 

scowl  deepened.  Then  he  did  what 
I  call  "wood  cursing":  he  slammed 
the  door  in  our  faces.  Believe  me, 
it  took  some  of  the  starch  out  of  the 
backbone.  On  we  went  to  the  next 
apartment  unit.  We  thought  the  in- 
cident with  No.  5  was  closed.  It 
wasn't.  As  we  were  at  the  next  door, 
the  door  of  No.  5  burst  open  again, 
and  a  woman,  attired  in  a  dressing 
gown,  came  charging  at  us.  She  spat 
out  the  words,  "Don't  you  see  the 
sign,  'No  agents.  No  solicitors.  No 
peddlers'?  You  have  the  nerve!  And 
don't  go  to  the  other  doors,  for  they 

o  ^ 

don't  want  to  be  bothered!"  We  re- 
monstrated, but  to  no  avail.  I  had 
heard  something  about  the  deadliness 
or  ferocity  of  the  female  of  the  spe- 
cies. Well,  I  saw  some  of  that  in  the 
attitude  behind  the  ejaculation  of 
a  very  tiny  English  word,  which  said 
in  a  certain  way  needs  no  interpreta- 
tion. When  this  Jewish  lady  said, 
"Get!  Get!  Get!"  (one  "get"  would 
have  been  enough),  we  needed  no 
interpreter.  She  wanted  us  to  get— 
and  as  far  away  as  possible.  Need- 
less to  sa}',  to  her  "get,"  we  "got"! 

Again,   there  was  the  time  while 

standing  in  the  court  of  an  apartment 

house,    I    had   the   opposition   of  an 

old  Jewish  man  and  the  welcome  as-

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sistance  of  an  old  Jewish  woman.  I 
had  been  calhng  in  this  particular 
apartment  house,  speaking  to  those 
who  were  home,  and  leaving  our  lit- 
erature at  the  units  where  there  were 
no  answers.  I  was  talking  to  a  verv 
gracious  little  old  Jewish  lady  who 
was  expressing  her  gratitude  for  a 
rescue  mission  which  had  so  wonder- 
fully come  to  the  assistance  of  one 
of  her  needy  friends.  An  elderly 
Jewish  man  had  returned  home,  se- 
cured our  literature,  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  do  two  things  at  once. 
While  his  eyes  read  the  Mediator, 
his  ears  were  tuned  in  to  our  conver- 
sation. Then  came  the  time  when 
he  could  stand  it  no  longer;  he  hur- 
ried  over  to  us,  pointed  to  the  He- 
brew words  on  the  back  page  of  our 
Mediator,  which  translated  meant 
"The  Word  of  the  New  Covenant" 
or  "The  New  Testament,"  and  shot 
out  at  me,  "You'll  set  nowhere  around 
here  with  this!"  And  then  this  one- 
man  board  of  information  turned  to 
my  little  friend  with,  "He  doesn't  be- 
lieve in  our  Messiah."  I  wanted  to 
chuckle  at  what  came  next;  in  fact 
the  temptation  was  to  break  into 
heartv  laughter,  but  I  didn't  dare. 
The  litde  old  ladv  turned  on  mv  tor- 
mentor,  and   in   no  uncertain  terms 


labeled  him  no  gentleman  for  but- 
ting into  our  conversation,  and  said, 
"This  man  was  talking  to  me,  not  to 
you."  The  Lord  does  give  us  cham- 
pions in  strange  places.  However, 
I  got  the  man's  message— to  "get." 

Just  the  day  before  I  started  this 
article,  I  had  a  little  opposition  to 
our  testimony.  It  had  been  a  poor 
day  of  calling;  no  one  seemed  to  be 
home.  Occasionally  I'd  talk  to  a 
Gentile  maid.  I  had  rung  the  bell 
at  one  of  the  residences,  but  since 
no  one  had  come  to  answer,  I  left 
the  literature.  As  I  was  proceeding 
next  door,  it  seemed  that  I  heard 
someone  call  from  within  -the  house. 
I  stopped,  and  since  no  one  appeared, 
I  went  to  the  next  house.  Then  I 
heard  the  door  open.  A  woman  had 
followed  me  from  the  previous  home 
on  which  I  had  called.  I  went  back 
to  find  the  reason  why  she  wanted  to 
wake  up  the  neighborhood  as  indi- 
cated in  the  boisterous  way  she  called 
to  me.  Then  I  received  her  message. 
She  barked  at  me,  "You  have  the 
nerve  coming  into  this  neighbor- 
hood." It  always  seems  strange  to  me 
when  I  come  to  one  of  the  very  few 
in  an  area  who  sets  himself  or  herself 
up  as  a  god  for  the  entire  street  or 
neighborhood.     I    told   her   that   the 


Lord  sent  me  into  that  neighborhood. 
She  replied,  "I  don't  believe  the  Lord 
had  anything  to  do  with  it."  We 
know  better,  don't  we?  Our  Lord 
said  to  go  to  every  creature.  I  did  get 
the  lady's  message;  it  was,  "Get! ' 

So  it  goes,  and  as  Sallv  puts  it, 
"This  opposition  only  increases  the 
desire  to  keep  on  going  door-to-door." 
Not  only  that,  we  ask  ourselves  the 
question,  "Are  we  better  than  our 
Lord? "  We  remember  He  was  or- 
dered out  of  the  coasts  of  the  region 
of  Decapolis  by  the  businessmen  of 
Gadara.  He  was  told,  "Get!"  He  was 
crucified  outside  the  City  gates;  reli- 
gious leaders  not  only  told  him  to 
"get,"  but  also  arranged  for  His  re- 
moval!  In  His  death.  He  made  pro- 
vision for  those  who  now  say  that 
thev  do  not  want  to  hear  anything 
about  Him  when  thev  tell  His  mes- 
sengers to  "get."  The  tragic  thing  is, 
if  these  will  not  believe.  He  will  tell 
them  to  get  away  from  His  presence, 
these  "workers  of  iniquity."  Will  \'ou 
prav  then  for  us,  your  missionaries,  in 
your  ministry  to  the  Jews  in  the  Fair- 
fax District?  Will  you  pray  that  as  we 
bear  His  message,  our  Jewish  friends 
who  now  say,  "Get,"  will  invite, 
"Come,  tell  us  of  Messiah  and  His 
love."  ▼

The  Brethren  missions  in  the 
mountains  of  Kentucky  are  off  the 
super  highways  and  need  mobile 
equipment  geared  to  the  back  roads— 
if  road  is  the  proper  term.

A  remark  to  this  effect  was 
made,  and  the  East  District  WMC 
decided  it  would  be  nice  if  they  did 
something  about  the  problem.  Rev. 
Lowery  suggested  that  a  jeep  would 


be  a  good  vehicle  for  the  back  roads, 
and  this  became  the  district  project. 

Now  a  good  used  jeep  does  not 
come  cheap,  and  it  was  discovered 
that  a  one-year  district  project  was 
not  going  to  be  sufficient  to  buy  a 
good  one.  But  this  was  no  problem 
to  the  East  District  WMC,  for  they 
said,  "Wc  will  take  the  project  for 
another  year." 

A  1963,  four-wheel  drive,  jeep 
Wagoneer  has  been  purchased,  thanks 
to  these  women  manifesting  Christ, 
and  the  project  is  completed.

On  March  31,  1968,  fire  consumed 
the  mortgage  on  the  First  Brethren 
Church,  Grafton,  West  Virginia— in  a 
planned  service.  Througli  the  gifts  of 
the  Grafton  Brethren  and  friends,  the 
total  indebtedness  of  the  church  was 
Uquidated.  In  celebration  of  becom- 
ing debt  free  the  special  mortgage- 
burning  service  was  planned. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil and  the  Brethren  Investment  Foun- 
dation shared  in  making  the  new 
church  a  reality;  and  we  were  indeed 
grateful  for  Lester  E.  Pifer,  executive 
secretary,  who  was  with  us  for  the  day, 
speaking  both  in  the  morning  worsliip 
service  and  the  special  mortgage-burn- 
ing service. 

The  day  took  on  additional  signifi- 
cance in  that  the  main  sanctuary  had 
been  newly  decorated;  therefore,  there 
was  a  rededication  of  the  building  and 
a  rededication  of  the  congregation.  It 
was  a  day  of  fellowship  as  a  carry-in 
dinner  was  served.  Messages  and  tele- 
grams were  received  from  pastors, 
friends,  and  former  members.  Spe- 
cial music  was  furnished  by  the  "Gos- 


pelettes"  of  our  church. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  former 
pastor.  Rev.  Lee  Crist,  the  decision  was 
made  to  increase  the  facilities  of  the 
church  here.  It  was  at  this  time  that 
the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
was  caUed  in  for  some  help.  The  fol- 
lowing year,  1956,  the  present  build- 
ing was  under  construction,  and  it  was 
dedicated  on  AprU  14,  1956.  Then  in 
1958  Rev.  Crist  accepted  a  call  to 
another  field  of  service,  and  I  began 
my  ministry  on  May  8,  1958. 

The  years  from  1958  to  1968  have 
been  a  decade  of  debt  reduction  and 
the  return  of  all  obhgations  marked 
"paid  in  fuU."  In  addition,  many 
items  of  new  equipment  have  been 
added  during  this  time,  the  church  has 
been  completely  redecorated,  and  for 
the  past  two  years  we  have  sponsored 
a  gospel  radio  broadcast.  There  has 
been  spiritual  growth  in  members  and 
in  the  church. 

The  "debt-free"  period  may  be  of 
short  duration.  Now  that  we  have  a 
nice  "new  house  of  the  Lord,"  we  are 
thinking  in  terms  of  a  "new  house  for 
the  pastor."    A  parsonage  committee 


has  been  selected  and  is  already  work- 
ing on  plans  to  provide  a  new  parson- 
age for  the  pastor  and  his  family.  It 
will  either  be  located  on  the  present 
parsonage  location  or  next  to  the 
church.  This  and  many  other  decisions 
remain  to  be  decided  by  the  church. 


(BHM  editor's  note:  We  extend  our 
congratulations  to  the  pastor  and  peo- 
ple of  the  Grafton  First  Brethren 
Church.  You  have  burned  your  mort- 
gage and  thereby  have  reached  another 
goal  As  the  church  extension  depart- 
ment of  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches,  we  are  glad  that 
Brethren  people  made  it  possible  to 
give  a  church  like  yours  some  help, 
and  in  doing  so  they  helped  to  extend 
the  ministry  of  your  church.  We  com- 
mend the  Grafton  Brethren  for  their 
thoughtfulness  in  regard  to  the  need  of 
a  better  parsonage.  The  Lord  has  sup- 
plied your  needs  during  these  years 
of  church-building  payments,  and  we 
know  He  will  do  the  same  as  you 
launch   out  into   this  new  project)

The  books  are  closed  for  the  fiscal 
year  of  1967-68  and  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, missionaries  and  staff  are 
grateful  for  an  increase  of  $23,360 
for  the  work  of  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions. We  are  grateful  to  every  Breth- 
ren or  friend  of  The  Brethren  Church 
who  made  a  contribution  of  any  size 
to  make  this  increase  possible.  We 
are  grateful  for  what  the  Lord  has 
done  and  is  doing  with  vour  pifts  to 
Brethren  Home  Missions.  We  are 
grateful  for  three  self-supporting 
churches  already  this  year  and  briaht 
prospects  for  at  least  three  more  by 
January  1,  1969.  We  are  grateful  that 
the  offering  after  a  temporary  relapse 
last  year  has  again  moved  forward 
and  upward.

You  will  note  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions has  moved  from  $266,702  to

Peace  . . .  the 
Draft . . .  and 
. . .  Graduate  School

"Peace,  Peace;  When  There 
Is  No  Peace" 

One  of  the  most  coveted  states  of 
society  is  peace.  Probably  more  has 
been  written  on  this  theme  within  re- 
cent years  than  on  any  other  subject, 
and  yet  there  has  been  less  to  show 
for  it  than  in  any  period  in  history. 
The  clamor  for  peace  in  Vietnam  has 
grown  to  such  amazing  proportions 
that  a  president,  with  his  program, 
being  made  the  focal  point  of  criti- 
cism went  the  last  mile  to  satisfy  the 
clamor  for  just  and  lasting  peace.  It 
is  highly  doubtful  that  even  a  tem- 
porary and  unjust  peace  will  be 
achieved.  Nothing  of  just  and  lasting 
character  can  be  achieved  until  the 
Prince  of  Peace  comes,  whose  right  to 
rule  is  divine  and  whose  dominion 
will  be  one  of  absolute  righteousness. 

Right  Now  the  Military  Draft  Is  On 

Within  recent  months  some  new 
directives  have  been  given  to  selecti\'e 

o 

service.  Recognizing  the  importance 
of  education,  some  provisions  were 
made  to  keep  college  students  on 
course.  College  students  are  de- 
ferred over  a  period  of  four  years,  so 
that  they  may  complete  a  four-year 
college  course.  In  each  of  the  four 
years  25  percent  of  their  work  must 
be  finished,  or  else  they  become  el- 
igible for  draft  immediately.  If  that 
25  percent  is  not  finished  during  the 
regular  winter  term,  then  the  re- 
maining hours  must  be  worked  off 
during  the  summer  term.  This  means 
that  25  percent  must  be  finished  by 
the  end  of  the  first  twelve  months, 
50  percent  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  second  twelve  months,  75  percent 
by  the  end  of  the  third  twelve 
months,  and  100  percent  by  the  end 


of  the  fourth  twelve  months.  At 
the  moment  of  graduation  they  are 
eligible  for  induction  into  the  armed 

o 

services. 

Graduate  schools  will  be  hurting 
as  a  result  of  this  latest  decision  of 
the  selective  service  system.  It  is  es- 
timated that  enrollment  in  graduate 
schools  will  be  down  by  50  percent. 
Exceptions  have  been  made  for  cer- 
tain technical  areas  such  as  medicine, 
realizing  the  importance  of  these  pro- 
fessions. 

What  about  graduate  schools  that 
prepare  men  for  the  ministry  and  mis- 
sionary service?  Here  again  an  ex- 
ception has  been  made.  Students 
headed  for  the  ministry  or  missionary 
service  can  secure  military  deferment. 
But  they  must  meet  certain  rigid  re- 
quirements. Such  students  must  be 
approved  by  their  local  churches  as 
candidates  for  Christian  ministry. 
They  must  be  preregistered  in  the 
seminary  where  they  expect  to  take 
their  theological  training.  And  they 
must  be  under  the  direction  of  that 
seminary  in  their  college  training. 

This  means  that  voung  men 
should  be  givino  attention  to  their 
plans  for  the  future,  even  before 
thev  graduate  from  high  school.  And 
the  matter  should  not  be  delayed 
long,  if  at  all,  after  they  enter  col- 
lege. The  point  is  clear.  An  early 
decision  with  adequate  and  contin- 
uing plans  for  Christian  service  helps 
to  establish  their  pure  motive  in  the 
mind  of  the  selective  service  boards. 
Late  or  last  minute  decisions  for 
Christian  ser\'ice  could  be  interpreted 
as  an  effort  to  escape  the  draft.  In 
most  cases  like  this,  the  selective 
service  board  will  not  hesitate  to  class- 
ify one  as  lA,  and  induction  is  almost 
certain. 


Where  early  and  adequate  steps 
have  been  taken  ahead  of  time,  a 
young  man  graduating  from  college 
will  have  no  difficulty  in  enrolling 
in  theological  seminary  the  following 
fall.  Christian  leaders  should  go  out 
of  their  way  to  inform  young  men  of 
this  procedure  so  that  they  may  be 
conserved  for  the  Lord's  work. 

"Every  Imagination  .  .  . 
Only  Evil  Continually" 

These  words  could  be  written  of 
our  day.  But  they  were  written  of 
the  days  of  Noah.  It  was  Christ  who 
insisted  that  as  it  was  in  the  days  of 
Noah  so  shall  it  be  in  the  days  of 
the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man.  Could 
He  have  been  speaking  of  our  day? 
Students  of  the  prophetic  word  think 
so.  It  would  appear  that  society  in 
general  has  moved  into  a  jet-like,  pre- 
cipitous descent  into  moral  and  spiri- 
tual degradation.  Herein  lies  the  basic 
cause  for  the  problems  that  are 
sweeping  across  the  world. 

From  this  one  cause  there  arises 
the  secondary  issues  upon  which  men 
are  concentrating  their  attention.  As 
they  attack  the  secondary  issues,  they 
find  no  solution  for  them  except  to 
see  them  grow  even  more  acute.  In 
the  effort  to  find  peace,  wars  increase. 
In  the  effort  to  alleviate  povertv,  des- 
titution spreads.  In  the  effort  to  con- 
trol crime,  lawlessness  and  anarchy 
develop. 

Actually  there  is  but  one  answer  to 
the  ills  of  the  world.  It  is  that  mes- 
sage in  Christ  Jesus,  the  gospel,  that 
changes  the  hearts  of  men.  Is  it  not, 
therefore,  the  most  sensible  thing  in 
the  world  to  promote  the  work  of  in- 
ducting men  into  Christian  service, 
whose  message  will  help  to  arrest  the 
tide  of  degeneration  and  rescue  peo- 
ple from  the  torrent  that  sweeps  them 
toward   destruction? 

Don't  delav  in  carrying  out  your 
responsibility  to  direct  voung  men 
toward  the  ministry  and  to  see  that 
they  get  into  Christian  schools  where 
they  can  be  adequately  trained  for 
this  ministr\'.  And  don't  withhold 
your  support  from  the  schools  that 
are  struggling  to  provide  Biblical, 
Christ-centered  training  for  them.  T 
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We  congratulate  the  following  churches  which 
set  a  new  record  in  giving  for  Christian  higher  edu- 
cation at  Grace  College  and  Seminary  during  the 
1966-67  year.  On  behalf  of  our  board  of  trustees, 
administration,  faculty,  staff,  and  student  body, 
we  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  these  churches 
for  both  their  gifts  and  prayers.

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There  is  no  question  but  that  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  at  least  in 
the  Western  world  has  fallen  upon 
desperate  days  in  our  time.  Chris- 
tianity appears  to  be  struggling  for  its 
very  existence  in  the  face  of  a  tidal 
wave  of  secularism  sweeping  our 
countrv  and  the  world.  Some  already 
designate  this  as  the  post-Christian 
era. 

This  critical  situation  in  which  the 
church  finds  herself  has  led  to  one  of 
the  favorite  religious  pastimes  of  our 
day— diagnosing  the  woes  of  the 
church.  From  inside  and  outside, 
from  minister  and  layman,  advice 
streams  forth  as  to  what  ails  the 
church  and  what  must  be  done  to 
revive  her  in  our  time.  To  manv  of 
the  ecclesiastical  doctors,  the  church 
reveals  a  certain  unhealthy  detach- 
ment from  reality.  She  has  somehow 
failed  to  keep  step  with  the  time.  To 
put  it  in  the  words  of  Pierre  Burton, 
a  Canadian  layman  who  has  come  out 
of  the  Anglican  Church,  "The  church 
has  become  fossilized;  and  that  fos- 
silization  has  prevented  it  from  mov- 
ing with  the  world." 

One  finds  it  difficult  to  quarrel 
with   the  general   diagnosis  that  the 


church  is  making  little  impact  on 
modern  societv.  One  must  also  agree 
with  the  essential  prescription  for  the 
need  of  relevance  to  our  generation. 
However,  it  seems  that  often  the  cry 
of    relevance    echoes    with    the    ring 

o 

of  relativity.  And  the  attempt  to  speak 
to  the  age  becomes  a  certain  parroting 
of  the  age.  For  example,  Bishop  J.  A. 
T.  Robinson  of  Honest  to  God  fame 
calls  for  a  "radically  new  mold  and 
metamorphosis  of  Christian  belief 
and  practice."  We  must  eliminate 
the  concept  of  God  out  there  in  favor 
of  some  kind  of  a  God  down  here  in 
the  depth  of  our  being.  This  is  the 
only  God,  we  are  told,  who  can  speak 
to  our  contemporary  existential  think- 
ing. For  Bishop  Japies  Pike,  the 
church  can  become  relevant  onlv  bv 
jettisoning  the  irrational  doctrine  of 
the  Virgin  Birth  and  the  Trinity 
which  he  says  engenders  "at  best  con- 
fusion and  a  sense  of  irrelevance.  .  .  ." 
Burton  carries  this  metamorphosis  to 
its  logical  conclusion  demanding  that 
the  church  come  to  grips  with  the 
question:  "Is  it  possible  to  have  faith 
without  dogma?"  His  answer  is  in 
the  affirmative.  Moreover,  he  adds,  "I 
should  think  that  in  the  late  20th  cen- 


tury it  would  be  almost  impossible  to 
have  faith  with  dogma.  .  .  ."  It  is  not 
onlv  the  Christian  faith  which  is  to 
be  brought  in  line  with  contemporary 
mentality,  but  also  Christian  practice. 
Thus  we  have  the  New  Morality  call- 
ing for  a   "New  Look   in  Christian 

o 

Ethics." 

Admittedly,  these  are  extreme  ex- 
amples and  yet  they  are  symptomatic 
of  a  general  trend  today,  a  trend  to 
gain  popularity  by  toning  down  pe- 
culiarit\'.  Somehow,  the  church  has 
gotten  the  idea  that  if  it  becomes 
more  like  the  world,  the  world  will 
become  more  like  the  church. 

The  question  that  we  would  pose 
in  the  face  of  the  challenge  to  the 
church  is  not  so  much  whether  the 
church  is  too  peculiar  for  this  age,  but 
whether  it  is  peculiar  enough.  To  put 
it  pointedly,  does  relevancy  come 
through  conformity  or  through  non- 
conformity? 

Studying  the  life  and  ministry  of 
Jesus  one  cannot  help  but  be  struck 
with  the  peculiarity  of  Jesus  to  His 
contemporaries.  There  was  a  basic 
antagonism  between  Him  and  all 
classes  of  people  of  His  age,  from  the 
leaders  who  finally  brought  the  false

charses  leading  to  His  death,  to  the 
general  populace  who  chose  Barabbas 
instead  of  Christ  and  cried,  "Crucify 
him,  crucifv  him."  Even  those  of  His 
inner  circle  of  friends  thought  that 
His  actions  betrayed  a  lack  of  self- 
control  (Mark  3:31).  They  thought 
that  He  was  somewhat  of  a  relioious 
maniac  while  His  enemies  were  sure 
that  He  was  a  demoniac  (v.  22). 

Now  Christ  taught  that  as  He  was 
considered  to  be  very  peculiar  in  His 
day,  so  His  disciples  would  be  in  their 
day,  and  the  earh'  church  found  it  to 
be  so.  To  listen  to  Paul's  testimony 
of  his  treatment  at  the  hands  of  his 
contemporaries,  one  doesn't  get  the 
picture  of  a  well-respected  man  of  dis- 
tinction. The  religious  leaders  al- 
most killed  him  while  the  philoso- 
phers laughed  at  him. 

Has  this  situation  somehow 
changed  for  the  Christian  of  the  20th 
century,  so  that  the  Christian  can 
now  seek  and  receive  the  respect  of 
the   world?    Are   these   teachinos   of 

o 

Christ  and  the  one  who  would  live 
His  teachings  any  more  compatible 
with  the  world  today?  Or  does  the 
treatment  by  the  v\'orld  today  reflect 
upon  the  20th  century  brand  of  dis- 


cipleship? 

What  was  it  that  made  Christ  so 
out  of  step  with  His  time?  The  an- 
swer to  this  is  not  found  in  a  single 
event;  it  is  found  in  His  very  person. 
Jesus  appeared  eccentric  to  this  world 
because  He  was  eccentric.  He 
brought  a  new  center  to  life.  While 
the  man  of  the  world  revolved  around 
himself,  the  life  of  Christ  revolved 
around  God.  Man's  life  was  centered 
on  this  present  world;  Christ's  life  was 
anchored  in  eternity.  The  man  of 
the  world  says,  "First  me  and  my 
business,"  but  Jesus  said,  "Seek  ye 
first  the  kingdom  of  God." 

jesus  was  eccentric  because  He 
brouoht  a  radically  new  set  of  stan- 
dards  by  which  to  measure  men.  He 
measured  them  by  God's  standard— 
"Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit,  blessed 
are  the  meek,  blessed  are  those  that 
hunger  and  thirst  after  righteous- 
ness."  The  world  says,  however, 
"Blessed  is  the  man  who  is  strong, 
self-confident,  and  successful.  Blessed 
is  the  man  who  hungers  and  thirsts 
after  wealth,  prestige,  position,  and 
popularity." 

Jesus  was  eccentric,  furthermore, 
because  He  brousht  an  entirely  new 


ethic  of  life,  the  ethic  of  divine  love, 
which  throuoh  the  agony  of  death 
could  look  down  from  the  cross  and 
say,  "Father,  forgive  them  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do."  He  brought 
a  relationship  toward  fellow  man  so 
radically  different  than  that  of  the 
world  that  onl\'  the  supernatural  can 
explain  it. 

The  example  of  Jesus  suggests  that 
the  prescription  for  a  present-day  rele- 
\ance  for  the  church  lies  in  differ- 
ence, not  in  similarity.  Jesus  cut 
across  His  generation  and  was  con- 
sidered  "beside  himself"  by  some  and 
demoniac  by  others.  But  no  one  can 
say  that  He  was  not  relevant.  The 
same  quality  which  caused  Him  to 
be  despised  by  some  was  spiritual 
magnetism  to  others.  Wherever  jesus 
\^'ent  there  were  those  who  v\'ere  ir- 
resistibly drawn  to  Him.  As  men 
came  saying,  "We  would  see  Jesus," 
so  the  world  today  still  has  those  who 
are  attracted  to  Him,  but  they  can 
only  see  Him  through  the  belie\'er. 
The  challenge,  therefore,  comes  to 
the  church  of  the  20th  century:  are 
we  different  enough  to  be  relevant?

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WRAPS  OFF  LIBRARY  BUILDING 


With  the  advent  of  spring  the  plastic 
wraps  came  off  the  new  Ubrary-learn- 
ing  center  at  Grace  to  reveal  a  very  im- 
posing structure  taking  shape  on  the 
front  campus. 

Throughout  the  bitter  cold  winter 
months  the  thirteen-man  crew  has  laid 
thousands  of  concrete  blocks  and  at 
least  90,000  bricks,  leaving  only  30,000 
yet  to  be  laid.  Interior  and  exterior 
walls  now  clearly  define  the  modular 
contemporary  design  of  this  facility. 

Supporting  pillars  for  the  reinforced 
concrete  roof  structure  will  soon  rise 
above  the  third-floor  level.  HopefuOy, 
all  concrete  wih  be  poured  by  July. 

According  to  Max  Fluke,  superin- 
tendent of  construction,  the  first  floor 
wUl  soon  be  ready  for  paint  and  tOe, 
and  in  another  six  weeks  the  second 
floor    will    also    be    ready   for   paint. 

Installation  of  steam  Hnes,  air-condi- 
tioning ducts,  electrical  wiring  and 
other  service  facilities  are  all  on  sched- 
ule. The  new  $50,000  central-heating 
plant  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Phil- 
athea  Hall  will  furnish  the  heat. 

Library  furniture  and  waU-to-waU 
carpeting  are  under  consideration  by 
the  furnishing  committee  which  in- 
cludes E.  WUliam  Male,  chairman;  Mrs. 
Ben  Hamilton,  librarian;  Russel  Dun- 
lap,  business  manager;  and  Dr.  Homer 
A.   Kent,  Jr.,  dean  of  the  seminary. 

As  of  April  5,  $219,706  in  cash  and 
$83,556  in  faith-promises  (for  a  total 
of  $303,262)  had  been  received  toward 
the  estimated  $650,000  cost  of  con- 
struction and  furnishings. 

Construction  expenditures  already 
exceed  the  total  cash  gifts  received  by 
almost  $100,000.  Funds  must  be  bor- 
rowed constantly,  therefore,  in  order 
to  make  up  the  difference  and  main- 


tain the  construction  schedule.  With 
the  hbrary  nearly  half  completed,  it 
can  probably  be  finished  by  Febru- 
ary of  1969.

Gutenberg  Still  Lives 


Johannes  Gutenberg  met  a  deadline 
with  destiny.  He  filed  his  copy  on 
time,  and  the  story  of  the  printed  page 
continues  to  make  news  to  this  day. 

When  Gutenberg  and  his  associates 
invented  the  type  mold,  making  print- 
ing from  movable  metallic  type  practi- 
cal for  the  first  time,  they  activated  a 
movement  that  has  continued  to  accel- 
erate year  after  year  even  to  the  pres- 
ent time.  Man  has  always  had  ideas 
that  needed  to  be  expressed.  And 
from  earliest  times  he  developed  sym- 
bols, although  crude,  which  could  give 
expression  to  his  ideas.  But  he  felt  a 
need  for  some  instrument  that  could 
take  his  symbols  and  effectively  organ- 
ize them  so  that  his  ideas  could  be 
widely  disseminated.  Men  anticipated 
and  worked  toward  a  day  in  the  future 
when  ideas  and  symbols  would  meet 
the  instrument  of  effective  dissemin- 
ation. In  this  sense  they  were  setting 
a  deadline— a  deadline  with  destiny. 
Gutenberg  met  the  deadline  with  his 
invention  and  its  successful  application 
to  the  alphabet. 

His  aim  was  not  just  the  invention 
of  a  means  for  the  dissemination  of  the 
ideas  of  men,  but  for  the  transmission 
of  the  gospel  message.  He  and  his 
associates  became  well-known  for  pro- 
ducing splendid  books  at  Mainz,  Ger- 
many, during  the  mid-1 400's.  But  it 
was  their  magnificent  42-line  Bible, 
commonly  known  as  the  Mazarin  Bible, 
which  proved  that  these  pioneer  print- 
ers had  mastered  the  technical  details 
of  typography.  They  had  set  in 
motion  the  process  for  the  rapid  trans- 
mission of  the  gospel  message. 

Gutenberg  continued  to  Uve  through 
the  efforts  and  activities  of  men  who 
followed  him  in  succeeding  centuries. 
Martin  Luther  took  a  stand  that  chal- 
lenged the  rehgious  system  of  his  day. 
His  writings  were  circulated  around  the 


world  through  Gutenberg's  invention. 
Miles  Coverdale  and  others  produced 
versions  of  the  Bible  that  were  circu- 
lated widely.  William  Tyndale  dedi- 
cated his  life  to  the  task  of  getting  the 
printed  Word  into  the  hands  of  the 
common  people.  He  challenged  royal- 
ty to  do  it  and  paid  for  his  convic- 
tions with  his  life.  William  Carey,  the 
father  of  modern  missions,  went  to 
India  not  only  to  preach  the  gospel, 
but  also  to  print  it  in  the  languages  of 
the  Orient. 

Men  of  God  are  still  active  in 
sacrificial  efforts  to  get  the  message 
of  the  Book  to  lost  men  around  the 
world.  Yes,  Gutenberg  still  lives  today. 
Men  and  women  are  still  paying  with 
their  lives  to  get  the  job  done.  The 
Gribbles,  John  and  Betty  Stam,  the 
Auca  missionary  martyrs,  Paul  Carlson, 
and  the  six  who  were  killed  at  Ban  Me 
Thout,  Vietnam,  are  just  a  few  of  those 
whose  efforts  are  outstanding. 

God  is  calling  for  recruits  today.  He 
needs  those  who  will  preach  the  Gospel 
with  effectiveness  and  persistence  to 
every  creature.  Individuals  are  ex- 
pected to  be  active  and  also  to  be 
alert  to  another  effective  worker— the 
printed  page.  This  is  a  tool  that  can 
assist  everyone  who  goes  with  the 
Gospel.  May  the  Lord  help  us  to 
take  advantage  of  the  vast  amount 
of  available  printed  hterature  and  to 
share  it  with  the  world.  The  Breth- 
ren Missionary  Herald  Company  is 
dedicated  to  getting  this  job  done. 
The  active  cooperation  and  participa- 
tion in  this  work  by  all  the  members 
of  our  Fellowship  is  desired.  In  this 
way  we  can  share  in  and  foUow  up  the 
work  that  Gutenberg  and  others  have 
done.  In  this  sense  we  can  say,  "Guten- 
berg still  lives."

Christian,  Noe  pursued  advanced  stud- 
ies in  Bangui  for  two  years  after  his 
graduation  from  the  James  Gribble 
Memorial  High  School  at  Yaloke.  His 
presence  in  the  U.S.  as  a  pre-medical 
student  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
sponsorship  and  financial  help  of  the 
Christian  Medical  Society;  also,  he  is 
being  assisted  by  the  African  Brethren 
Church.  Following  the  years  of  his 
medical  study  in  the  U.S.,  he  expects 
to  return  to  his  own  country  as  a  medi- 
cal doctor. 

The  Sounding  Board,  published  by 
Grace  College,  ran  the  following  article 
in  two  parts  during  this  past  school 
year.  It  is  being  reprinted  here  by  per- 
mission of  the  Sounding  BoardJ 

I  do  not  know  what  the  word 
"Africa"  brings  to  your  mind  as  an 
Occidental.  But  I  know  a  French  boy 
who  was  my  classmate  last  year  who 
told   me  about  his  surprise  when  he 
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came  for  the  first  time  to  the  Central 
African  Republic.  While  in  France  he 
read  a  lot  of  books  about  Africa,  and 
he  expected  to  see  some  savage  tribes 
hunting  wild  beasts  in  dense  jungles  or 
some  caravans  crossing  the  hot  desert 
of  Sahara.  But  when  he  landed  on 
the  large  new  jet  airport  of  "Bangui- 
Mpoko"  and  had  to  spend  half  an  hour 
to  reach  the  ten-story  Safari  Hotel  in 
an  Opel  taxi,  you  cannot  imagine  his 
astonishment. 

That  is  to  say  that  Africa  now  pre- 
sents two  faces:  the  "old  Africa" 
which  is  that  of  little  villages  inhabited 
by  tribes  constituting  a  primitive  so- 
ciety and  the  "new  Africa"  with  its 
"pro-occidental"  civilization  offering 
almost  all  the  facihties  of  western 
civilization.  You  may  find  the  first 
one  in  rural  areas  and  the  latter  in 
some  large  cities. 

One  of  the  things  which  impressed 
me  most  when  I  arrived  in  the  United 
States  was  the  desire  of  the  folks  to 


They  hold  precious  woods  such  as 
mahogany.  Different  kinds  of  flowers 
grow  in  these  forests.  Its  savannahs 
with  their  scraggly  vegetation  must  be 
mentioned.  In  these  different  vegeta- 
tions live  all  sorts  of  wild  beasts:  the 
almighty  Hon  regarded  as  the  king  of 
animals,  the  ferocious  tiger,  the  heavy 
elephant,  the  talkative  monkey,  and 
inoffensive  gazelle.  Let  us  mention 
the  colorful  birds  and  butterflies  which 
attract  tourists  from  all  parts  of  the 
world.  But  here  is  something  which 
may  thrOl  you.  People  have  to  be  very 
careful  in  these  forests  because  of  some 
poisonous  snakes.  I  may  also  add  that 
there  are  very  few  of  them  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

Although  it  gets  too  hot  from  time 
to  time,  the  weather  is  generally  fine 
the  whole  year.  No  snow,  no  bitter 
cold!  We  never  have  to  worry  about 
winter  clothes.  Dominated  by  a  hot 
climate  with  a  continental  character, 
the  Central  African  RepubHc  possesses 
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know  about  Africa,  especially  the  cli- 
mate, the  foods,  and  the  customs.  If 
you  can  forget  your  preconceived  ideas, 
I  am  willing  to  try  to  satisfy  your 
curiosity  by  presenting  some  aspects 
of  the  way  of  life  in  my  country. 

Situated  in  the  heart  of  the  African 
continent.  Central  African  RepubHc  is 
still  ignored  by  many  people.  Unlike 
its  neighbors,  such  as  the  Democratic 
Republic  of  Congo,  this  Httle  piece  of 
earth  with  its  two  milUon  souls  has 
never  known  civil  trouble  since  its  in- 
dependence in  1960.  Talking  about 
this  country,  one  of  its  great  men  said, 
"Central  African  Republic  is  the  Afri- 
can Switzerland."  I  think  he  was  refer- 
ring to  the  peaceful,  neutral  and  stable 
character    of  the   European   country. 

Except  for  two  rising  hill  sections 
in  the  northeast  and  in  the  north,  the 
terrain  is  a  rolling  plateau.  The  flora 
and  fauna  deserve  a  Little  consideration. 
Its  vast  forests  constitute  a  splendid 
landscape   when  seen  from  a  plane. 


two  main  seasons  almost  equally  divid- 
ed into  six  months  each:  the  rainy 
season  from  May  to  October  and 
the  dry  season  from  December  to  April. 

The  way  of  life  is  very  simple  in  the 
rural  areas.  Peaceful  peasants,  fisher- 
men, and  hunters  compose  the  majori- 
ty of  the  population.  There  is  no  com- 
parison between  our  foods  and  Ameri- 
can ones  in  quality  or  quantity.  I 
think  that  everybody  knows  that  the 
food  is  very  simple,  slight  and  often  in- 
sufficient. I  can  remember  a  period 
when  I  did  not  eat  for  six  days  while 
attending  a  school  situated  ten  miles 
from  my  home.  I  took  nothing  ex- 
cept water.  Believe  me,  I  was  really 
sick  the  seventh  day,  and  I  could  not 
eat    when    they   brought    me   home. 

If  you  go  there  someday,  you  can 
eat  manioc  (a  tropical  plant  with  edible 
starchy  roots  used  to  make  bread  and 
tapioca),  vegetables,  and  meat  of  cow, 
pig,  or  chicken.  There  are  plenty  of 
mangoes  and  bananas.    I  wonder 


whether  you  can  eat  rats  and  snakes. 
But  I  did  once. 

People  always  eat  outside  except 
when  it  rains.  Those  who  eat  inside 
are  regarded  as  selfish  people  because 
from  outside  they  can  invite  anybody 
they  see  while  eating.  I  may  also  add 
that  I  have  not  eaten  much  of  this 
African  food  for  three  years  because 
when  I  went  to  high  school  in  Bangui, 
I  had  to  eat  French  food.  Now  I  have 
to  get  used  to  the  American  food. 

By  the  way,  I  may  say  language  is 
really  a  problem  in  my  life.  When  I 
went  to  school  I  had  to  speak  French, 
since  all  the  courses  were  in  French. 
Wlien  I  went  to  the  market,  I  had  to 
speak  Sango,  which  is  the  trade  lan- 
guage there.  Now  when  I  went  home 
during  the  summer  vacation,  I  had  to 
speak  Karre,  my  own  language.  And 
at  the  present  time  I  have  to  speak  . . . 
(guess  what).  Although  French  and 
Sango  are  the  two  principal  languages 
of  the  Central  African  Repubhc,  there 
are  about  ten  very  different  tribal  lan- 
guages of  which  I  know  two. 

Here  is  another  area  which  may  in- 
terest you— music.  You  can  expect  to 
find  some  Beatles  records  and  French 
ones  in  every  high  school.  Neverthe- 
less, we  have  to  mention  the  existence 
of  local  orchestras  producing  some 
"bouche"  or  some  "rumba"  music 
for  dancing.  If  you  wish  to  find  the 
Africa  of  "tam-tam"  or  "tambour," 
which  is  the  authentic  face  of  this 
continent,  you  have  to  leave  the  cities 
for  the  small  villages.  I  do  not  know 
whether  you  can  appreciate  this  simple 
primitive  music.  But  let  me  tell  you 
that  I  never  liked  Beethoven's  sympho- 
nies or  anytliing  like  that  till  I  took 
some  courses  in  appreciation  of  fine 
arts  this  year! 

It  is  at  night  that  Africa  becomes 
mysterious.  During  the  dry  season, 
after  gathering  in  all  the  harvest,  the 
peasants  organize  great  festivals  (may- 
be for  some  relaxation).  In  every 
vOlage  they  organize  dances  in  the 
moonlight.  They  play  the  violin, 
tambour,  every  kind  of  rudimentary 
instrument. 

Volumes  and  volumes  cannot  hold 
all  one  can  say  about  the  customs  of 
this  country.  May  these  few  lines  give 
you  some  adequate  ideas  of  this  coun- 
try. And  I  can  end  this  presentation 
by  asking  you  for  help.  We  would 
really  appreciate  your  help  as  mission- 
aries, doctors,  nurses,  or  teachers.      T

Jones,  a  missionary  nurse  who  is  returning 
after  several  years  in  the  U.S.  Mr.  and  Mrs.

A  great  step  of  faith  was  taken  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  their  midyear  meeting  this  past  Febru- 
ary, when  seven  candidates  were  given  final  approval  for  foreign  ser- 
vice. As  usual,  the  board  left  it  to  the  office  to  care  for  the  details 
concerning  the  candidates'  preparation  for  departure. 

Then,  several  factors  emerged: 

(1)  All  these  candidates  were  at  the  point  where  they  could  be 
prepared  to  go  to  the  field  within  a  few  months. 

(2)  There  was  no  doubt  about  the  need  for  having  these  rein- 
forcements on  the  fields  as  soon  as  possible. 

(3)  September  would  be  the  logical  time  for  all  to  begin  their  lan- 
guage study. 

But,  in  the  usual  course  of  action,  at  least  three  months  is  al- 
lowed between  presenting  the  individual  outfit  appeals  to  the 
churches.     So,  how  could  four  outfit  appeals  be  presented  when, 
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only  seven  months  from  the  time  of  ap- 
pointment, all  candidates  were  sched- 
uled to  leave  for  the  field? 

These  factors  form  the  background 
for  the  decision  to  present  all  the  can- 
didates and  their  needs  in  one  large, 
joint  appeal.  Because  of  the  usual  fine 
response  in  backing  outgoing  candi- 
dates, it  was  hoped  that  Brethren 
people  would  take  heed  of  this  particu- 
lar  situation   and   rally   to   the  need. 

Although  all  the  candidates  have 
been  presented  in  one  prayer  card, 
each  (the  three  couples,  along  with 
Miss  Tschetter)  has  prepared  a  separ- 
ate slide-tape  story.  The  presentations 
of  these  people  are  now  being  made  in 
the  churches.  Besides  sufficient  outfit 
funds,  all  candidates  must  have  their 
total  support  underwritten  in  order  to 
leave  for  the  field.  Therefore,  the  help 
of  ail  Brethren  churches  and  individ- 
uals is  urgently  requested  so  that 
these  new  missionaries  may  be  able  to 
depart  on  schedule  for  their  fields  of 
service. 


The  Christian  service  of  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Ernest  H.  Bearinger  will  be  taking 
a  very  new  direction  when  they  depart 
for  the  foreign  field.  Already  they 
have  served  in  the  roles  of  active  lay 
people;  Ernie  was  national  youth  direc- 
tor for  several  years;  he  has  worked  in 
Christian  education;  and,  most  recent- 
ly, he  has  been  a  Brethren  pastor  in 
Bell,  California.  But,  gradually,  their 
eyes  have  been  turned  toward  the 
needs  of  Brazil.  Several  missionaries 
(the  Eddie  Millers  and  Barbara  Hulse) 
from  that  land  were  used  of  God  to 
fan  the  flame  of  the  Bearingers'  inter-

Your  Laymen's  Page  Editor  would 
like  to  commend  Harold  Jones,  the 
president,  and  those  men  who  work 
with  him  for  the  vision  they  have  of 
what  can  be  accomplished  when  men 
support  the  local  church  program, 
and  join  together  to  promote  district- 


wide  evanpelism. 
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Today,  we  are  faced  with  a  clergy 
crisis.  From  the  small,  rural  com- 
munity to  the  large  bustling  metro- 
polis, there  is  a  steadily  growing 
shortage  of  ministers.  The  layman  in 
the  pew  raises  his  voice  in  amazement 
and  asks,  "Why  is  the  empty  pulpit 
becoming  such  a  common  sight  in 
thousands  of  today's  churches?" 

Consider  the  Ministry 

The  day  of  the  "hometown"  doctor 
has  faded  away  in  the  lisht  of  the

ton. 
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wise,  the  "old-fashioned"  clergy 
image  is  rapidly  disappearing  from 
the  national  scene. 

Of  course,  the  obligation  and  con- 
trading  call  for  Christ's  minister  in 
1967  is  exactly  the  same  as  in  the 
days  of  the  apostle  Paul.  "And  he 
[God]  gave  some  .  .  .  pastors  and 
teachers;  for  the  perfecting  of  the 
saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
for  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ" 
(Eph.  4:11-12).  Therefore,  the  mis- 
sion of  Christ's  church  is  still  a  pastor 
who  teaches  and  a  people  who  serve. 
Yet,  often  between  these  vital  goals, 
a  great  gulf  exists  in  many  evangelical 
churches.  As  one  layman  said  recent- 
ly, "It  is  time  that  the  minister  ceases 
to  be  the  only  active  Christian  in  the 
church." 

In  order  to  reach  the  heart  of  the 
present  clergy  crisis,  it  is  imperative 
that  the  man  in  the  pulpit  and  the 
man  in  the  pew  understand  the  role 
of  the  minister,  what  he  is,  and  the 
role  of  the  laymen,  who  they  are. 

The  Role  of  the  Clergyman 

Take  a  close  examination  of  the 
average  minister.  Here  stands  an  in- 
dividual who  is  faced  with  a  super- 
human task.  As  he  walks  the  same 
paved  streets  and  travels  the  same 
asphalt  highways  as  other  men,  he 
must  constantly  ask  himself  these 
heart-searching  questions.  "How  can 
I  as  God's  minister  and  a  man  com- 
municate to  the  seeking,  the  sinful, 
and  the  saintly  about  the  great  and 
marvelous     mysteries     of     Almighty 


God? "  "In  this  totally  commercial 
world,  how  can  I  translate  the  person 
and  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ  into  the 
emptiness  of  modern  existence?" 

The  clergyman  continually  lives 
with  a  sense  of  frustration  and  inade- 
quacy as  both  congregation  and  com- 
munity look  to  him  for  perfect  wis- 
dom, perfect  warmth,  perfect  willing- 
ness, and  perfect  zeal.  Being  com- 
posed of  the  same  human  clay  as  the 
next  man,  the  minister  realizes  that 
he  never  fully  possesses  those  absolute 
requirements. 

Today,  the  call  of  the  ministry  rep- 
resents more  excitement,  challenge, 
reward,  exhaustion,  and  frustration 
than  any  other  earthly  vocation.  No 
matter  how  hard  he  labors  or  how 
well  he  serves  the  Lord,  the  clergy- 
man remains  a  professional  target  for 
cutting  comments  and  thoughtless 
criticism. 

For  example,  one  author  said,  "If 
the  pastor  is  young,  he  lacks  expe- 
rience. But  if  his  hair  is  grey,  he's 
too  old  for  the  young  people.  If  he 
preaches  from  notes,  he  has  canned 
sermons  and  is  dry.  But  if  his  mes- 
sages are  extemporaneous,  he  is  shal- 
low. If  he  condemns  wrong,  he  is  a 
crank.  But  if  he  doesn't  preach 
against  sin,  he's  a  compromiser.  If  he 
drives  an  old  car,  he  is  a  shame  to  his 
congregation.  But  if  he  drives  a  new 
car,  he's  placing  his  interest  on  earthly 
things.  If  he  gets  a  large  salary,  he's 
not  dedicated  and  is  money  hungry. 
But  if  he  receives  a  small  salary,  well, 
it  proves  that  he   isn't  worth   much 


anyway. 

Actually,  it  makes  little  difference 
as  to  the  size  of  the  church,  the  name 
of  the  denomination  or  fellowship,  or 
the  geographical  location  of  the  town, 
the  average  minister  must  understand 
and  accept  a  barrage  of  demands  and 
verbal  attacks  as  a  part  of  his  annual 
wage. 

In  the  past  years,  the  ministerial 
vocation  has  greatly  changed  its  image. 
Since  the  layman  is  frequently  "too 
busy"  to  include  his  church  as  a  part 
of  life  except  Sundays,  the  usual  de- 
mands of  many  congregations  upon 
the  clergy  far  exceed  the  services  of 
preaching,  teaching,  and  visiting. 

As  a  professional  person,  the  minis- 
ter is  expected  to  be  skilled  in  the 
areas  of  assisting  the  dying,  the  grief- 
stricken,  the  physically  and  emotion- 
ally ill,  the  shut-in,  the  elderly,  the 
spiritually  needy,  the  alcoholic,  the 
anxiety  sufferer,  the  depressed,  and 
the  unwed  mother. 

As  weekly  routine,  the  pastor's 
work  includes  an  endless  cycle  of 
responsibilities  from  being  a  good 
friend,  sharing  parishoners'  joys  at 
birth  and  marriage,  laboring  as  the 
gentle  pastor,  holding  their  hands  in 
sickness,  comforting  people  in  sorrow, 
and  guiding  them  in  time  of  trouble 
to  being  church  administrator,  adver- 
tising chairman,  handyman,  mimeo- 
graph operator,  committee  leader, 
supper  coordinator,  errand  boy,  fund 
raiser,  building  advisor,  luncheon 
speaker,  community  public  servant, 
and    general    family    psychiatrist    on 
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problems   about   home,   church,   and 
business. 

This  serious  demand  for  such  time- 
consuming  labors  and  strength-taxing 
loads  has  caused  manv  qualified,  dedi- 
cated ministers  of  Christ  to  realize 
that  this  is  not  the  New  Testament 
blueprint,  which  stresses  involvement 
in  God's  Word  and  praver  as  para- 
mount (Acts  6:4).  Instead,  numbers 
of  born-again  pastors  have  turned  to 
specialization  in  related  fields  of 
teaching,  counseling,  chaplaincv,  and 
guidance.  Although  called  of  God,  a 
minister  must  wisely  consider  the  dif- 
ference between  the  orders  of  Christ 
and  the  endless  demands  of  man. 
Church  work  and  God's  work  can  be 
two  different  things. 

The  Clergyman  as  a  Human  Being 

In  addition  to  many  years  of  un- 
dergraduate and  graduate  study,  the 
investment  of  his  life  and  labors  to 
people  for  Christ,  the  pastor  must  also 
examine  the  price  tag  upon  his  home 
security.  The  title  of  clergyman  does 
not  shield  him  from  trials  and  testings 
which  confuse  and  upset  other  fami- 
lies. Yet,  oftentimes,  the  man  of  God 
is  forced  to  face  and  carry  his  burdens 
alone. 

The  pastor  is  deeply  concerned 
over  financial  indebtedness.  Church 
salaries  are  frequently  fifteen  to  twen- 
ty years  behind  the  normal  wage.  He 
is  burdened  about  his  children's  hap- 
piness, proper  education,  and  general 
welfare.  The  minister  is  often  per- 
plexed about  his  lack  of  rest  and  di- 
version in  the  light  of  his  exhausting 
work  schedule.  The  national  figures 
indicate  that  the  average  cleravman 


works   at  60.2  hour-a-week  with   no 
overtime  incentive. 

A  minister  is  truly  a  person  called 
of  Christ,  but  is  limited  by  the  same 
phvsical,  emotional,  and  spiritual 
needs  as  the  layman.  It  is  essential, 
therefore,  that  the  layman  under- 
stand the  pastor's  role  is  not  to  carrv 
the  church's  load,  but  to  teach  the 
congregation  how  to  do  God's  work. 
The  call  from  a  local  church  must  be 
delivered  with  the  idea  of  sharing  the 
load  and  not  with  the  intention  of 
"paving  a  clergyman  to  love  and  serve 
God  for  the  congregation." 

The  Role  of  the  Layman 

A  successful  church  is  always  the 
result  of  a  working  combination  of 
pastor  and  laymen  with  Christ  (Acts 
6:1-8).  To  insure  this  goal,  the  lay- 
man must  pray  for  the  minister.  It  is 
so  easy  to  publicize  his  faults  and 
shortcomings.  If  the  church  member 
must  talk  about  the  man  in  the  pul- 
pit, he  should  talk  over  the  matters 
with  the  Lord  and  then  leave  the  bur- 
dens with  Him.  If  anyone  needs 
praver  in  this  Space  Age,  it  is  the 
dedicated  individual  laboring  in  the 
ministry.  More  time  at  God's  throne 
and  less  time  on  the  phone  would 
solve  many  church  heartaches. 

Secondly,  the  layman  should  en- 
courage the  man  of  God.  The  aver- 
age  person  would  be  surprised  if  he 
knew  how  many  preachers  go  for 
weeks  and  months  without  the  slight- 
est bit  of  tangible  or  verbal  apprecia- 
tion. As  the  layman  desires  words  of 
human  interest  about  a  job  done  to 
the  best  of  his  ability,  the  pastor  needs 
the  honest  expressions  of  the  congre- 


gation's confidence  and  support. 

Thirdly,  the  man  in  the  pew  must 
recognize  and  assume  his  work  load 
for  Jesus  Christ.  The  layman  attends 
church  to  "take  in  God's  Word"  and 
then  goes  forth  "to  give  out  God's 
love"  to  the  unsaved.  This  is  really 
what  church  is  all  about.  There's  far 
more  to  church  membership  than  sit- 
ting in  a  pew  or  contributing  a  gen- 
erous check  in  the  offering  plate. 
Christianity  is  a  team  proposition. 
Each  layman  has  an  obligation  to  help 
carry  Christ's  load  in  the  local  com- 
munity from  Monday  to  Saturday. 
God  is  not  dead,  but  many  of  His 
laymen  appear  this  way  regarding 
service. 

When  the  appeals  come  for  dedi- 
cated workers  in  the  church,  the  man 
in  the  pew  must  stop  pushing  the  job 
onto  the  other  fellow  or  must  stop 
saying,  "Let  the  pastor  do  it."  Active 
laymen  in  any  Bible-believing  church 
will  guarantee  a  more  effective  min- 
ister in  his  study  of  God's  Word  and 
Jesus  Christ.  If  every  member  would 
"carry"  his  or  her  share  of  the  Lord's 
work,  the  church  would  run  far  more 
smoothly  and  the  "ministerial  drop- 
outs" could  become  a  situation  of  the 
past.  The  greatest  appeal  to  a  genu- 
ine minister  of  Christ  is  not  salary, 
church  size,  or  personal  benefit,  but 
rather  a  sincere,  sacrificial,  serving 
congregation. 

"Ye  are  a  chosen  generation  (Pas-

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DALLAS,  Tex.  (EP).  The  largest  merger  in  American  church  history  united  The  Methodist 
Church  and  the  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  April  23,  creating  the  biggest  Protestant 
communion  in  the  nation.  Called  the  United  Methodist  Church,  the  two  churches  both  trace 
their  origins  to  an  18th  century  AngUcan  revivalist,  John  Wesley.  The  new  church  forms  a 
communion  of  more  than  12  million  members  in  the  U.S.  and  abroad. 

SEATTLE,  Wash.  (EP).  A  sudden  upsurge  of  lay  people  offering  their  skills  and  talents  to  the  church 
has  denominational  leaders  both  happy  and  frustrated,  according  to  two  officials  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church.  The  trend  was  described  by  the  Rev.  Robert  R.  Crothers,  associate  general  secretary, 
Board  of  National  Missions,  and  Max  Browning,  executive  secretary  of  the  general  department  of  per- 
sonnel and  field  services.  Browning,  a  layman,  says  his  files  right  now  have  7,000  dossiers  of  lay  people 
seeking  work  with  the  church.  This  situation  would  not  have  been  true  half  a  decade  ago,  he  said.  Mr. 
Crothers  said  while  there  is  a  drift  away  from  the  church  because  of  the  increase  in  secularization  of  so- 
ciety, there  is  also  a  drift  toward  the  church  by  lay  people  who  want  to  become  involved  "in  something 
that  counts  personally  in  the  hfe  of  the  world."  He  said  the  church  feels  frustrated  because  of  its  inabili- 
ty to  use  all  of  the  people  capable  of  working  in  various  endeavors.  The  church  is  simply  unprepared  for 
this  sudden  interest  of  lay  people,  he  said. 

HONG  KONG  (EP).  Recent  claims  that  Scriptures  are  being  smuggled  into  the  China  mainland 
are  ridiculous,  according  to  Christian  escapees  from  the  Communist  country.  "It  is  hardly  possi- 
ble to  meet  together  for  brief  fellowship,"  one  Christian  man  formerly  imprisoned  for  his  faith  is 
quoted  in  Asia  News  Report.  "It  would  be  absolutely  irnpossible  to  distribute  Bibles  in  our 
fanatically  Communist  land."  The  report  said  that  current  claims  that  huge  quantities  of  Bibles 
and  Testaments  are  finding  their  way  into  Red  China  from  a  Hong  Kong  base  have  no  foundation 
in  fact. 


JERUSALEM  (EP).  Israeli  police  broke  up  a  march  by  Arab  women  here  protesting  a 
planned  Israel  Independence  Day  celebration  May  2.  The  Arabs  were  so  angered  by  the 
plans  to  hold  a  military  parade  in  former  Arab  areas  of  Jerusalem  that  Jordan  called  for 
an  emergency  United  Nations  Security  Council  session  to  try  to  block  what  is  called  a 
violation  of  the  cease-fire.  Palestinian  Arab  commands  warned  that  if  Israel  goes  ahead 
with  plans  for  the  parade  in  former  Arab  areas  of  Jerusalem  the  Jews  "will  face  un- 
toward consequences."  The  threat  came  from  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
and  was  broadcast  by  radio  Cairo. 

CATHOLICS  (EP).  There  were  47,468,333  Roman  Catholics  in  the  United  States  as  of 
January  1 —representing  an  increase  of  603,423  over  the  previous  year  and  accounting  for 
23.7  percent  of  the  total  polulation. 

DISSATISFACTION  (EP).  Reports  of  dissatisfaction  and  threats  of  withdrawal  by  some  conservative 
groups  arose  as  the  new  United  Methodist  Church  was  formed  by  merger  of  The  Methodist  and  Evangeli- 
cal United  Brethren  denomination.  Dissatisfaction  was  apparently  confined  to  persons  within  the  former 
EUB  Church.  Some  80  percent  of  the  EUB's  Pacific  Northwest  Conference's  1 1 ,000  members  have 
threatened  to  withdraw  from  the  new  1 2  miUion-member  church. 

EDUCATION  (EP).  Protestant  churches,  "no  longer  a  force  at  either  the  elementary  or  secon- 
dary level,"  soon  will  have  equally  Uttle  influence  at  the  college  and  university  level  if  present 
trends  continue,  said  Dr.  William  P.  Tolley,  chancellor  of  Syracuse  University.  He  told  alumni  of 
educational  institutions  related  to  the  United  Methodist  Church  that  the  percentage  of  students 
enrolled  in  church-related  and  other  private  colleges  and  universities  decHnes  each  year.  At  pres- 
ent, he  said,  private  schools  account  for  only  32.1  percent  of  the  total  enrollment  and  it  is  pre- 
dicted that  within  the  next  decade  the  enrollment  in  private  institutions  will  be  less  than  20  per- 
cent.

Last  year  when  Harold  and  I 
first  heard  of  Berrien  Springs,  Mich- 
igan, as  a  place  of  employment,  we 
were  not  at  all  enthusiastic.  Should 
we  move  there?  Our  friends  were 
all  at  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  we 
could  work  and  help  in  the  Fort 
Wayne  church.  For  some  reason, 
which  we  could  not  understand, 
our  Lord  indicated  that  we  were  to 
move  to  Berrien  Springs.  Before 
making  the  final  decision,  we  found 
that  there  was  a  struggling  home- 
missions  church  there  which  had 
been  closed  for  a  few  years  and  re- 
opened less  than  a  year  before.  We 
began  to  think  that  maybe  we  could 
help  in  some  way. 

When  one  makes  a  decision  to 
move,  there  is  always  the  need  of 
a  place  to  live;  and  when  you  have 
six  children,  it  is  sometimes  diffi- 
cult to  find  a  place  adequate  for 
aU.  In  order  for  Harold  to  start  to 
work  at  Berrien  Springs,  we  had 
about  two  weeks  to  find  a  place  to 
live,  to  get  our  things  moved,  and 
to  finish  off  an  necessary  business 
at  "home."  Was  this  possible?  We 
drove  to  Berrien  Springs  and  were 
shown  one  house,  expecting  to  have 
a  choice  of  possibly  another,  but 
there  was  no  other.  The  Lord  had 
provided.  "For  thou  art  great  and 
doest  wondrous  things"  (Psa. 
86:10). 

The  first  Sunday  we  entered  the 
church,  there  was  but  a  handful  of 
people,  about  35,  and  the  pastor 
was  sick  and  unable  to  attend.  I'm 
sure  I  had  misgivings  and  must  have 
said  in  my  heart,  "Lord,  is  this  all 
the  bigger  this  church  is?  Why  did 
we  have  to  come  here?  Where  will 
the  fellowship  be  for  our  family?" 
I  was  soon  to  find  out.  The  pas- 
tor has  a  large  family,  as  we  do, 


and  there  has  been  wonderful  fel- 
lowship. We  have  also  learned  to 
love  many  others  here. 

I  have  found  that  work  in  a 
home-missions  church  is  different 
than  in  a  church  that  is  already  es- 
tablished. It  is  rewarding  work 
when  you  are  working  for  the  Lord 
and  with  a  pastor  who  is  indeed  en- 
thusiastic and  on  fire  for  the  Lord. 

One  of  the  first  things  I  asked 
was  "Do  you  have  a  WMC  group  go- 
ing here?"  The  answer  was  nega- 
tive. 

"Well,  while  at  conference  would 
it  be  all  right  to  pick  up  the  material 
so  we  can  get  one  started?" 

"Sure,  go  ahead." 

So  I  did,  but  it  was  not  God's 
time  to  start  the  women's  group. 

The  pastor  asked  me  if  I  would 
take  charge  of  getting  a  Missionary 
Helpers  Club  started  on  prayer 
meeting  nights,  and  "here  is  the 
material." 

"Gulp!  Well,  I  guess  I  could  try, 
but  I  don't  know  anytliing  about 
it." 

So  we  started.  For  several  weeks 
Mrs.  Poirier  and  I  had  eight  mem- 
bers. You  say,  "Well,  that's  a  pret- 
ty good  start."  I  agree,  except 
that  the  fact  remained  that  they 
were  all  from  Pastor  Poirier's  fam- 
ily and  our  own.  Sometimes  it 
helps  to  have  a  big  family. 

What  a  blessing  this  group  has 
been.  We  have  seen  it  grow  from 
our  eight  to  fourteen  regular  mem- 
bers, and  this  does  not  include  two 
of  our  older  members  who  dropped 
out  to  attend  the  regular  prayer 
meeting.  We  have  an  attendance 
now  of  twelve  to  eighteen  every 
week.  We  have  a  friendly  contest 
on  to  see  who  has  the  largest  group 
out  on  Wednesday  evening,  the 
young  people  and  adults  or  the 
boys  and  girls.  So  far  the  adult 
group  has  surpassed  the  boys  and 
girls  only  once.  We  praise  the  Lord 
for  this  group  of  boys  and  girls. 
Many  of  our  group  had  never  prayed 
before  and  are  now  praying  for  our 


missionaries.  If  you  want  to  receive 
a  real  blessing,  join  a  group  of  chil- 
dren in  their  prayer  time.  It  is  in- 
deed rewarding. 

When  we  first  started  our  meet- 
ings, we  decided  to  go  through  our 
mission  field  in  alphabetical  order, 
which  meant  Africa  first.  This  was, 
of  course,  a  delight  to  me  and  a 
field  I  could  work  on  with  a  little 
background  knowledge.  It  was  a 
joy  to  me  to  teach  our  children 
about  the  various  phases  of  the 
work  in  Africa.  Upon  going  on  to 
other  mission  fields,  I  have  to  dig  a 
little  deeper  to  learn  myself;  but  it 
has  given  me  better  understanding 
of  the  other  fields  of  service. 

Wliat  about  my  first  desire  to  see 
a  WMC  group  started  here?  My 
prayers  and  the  prayers  of  others 
have  not  gone  unheard.  Last  fall 
four  ladies  attended  the  fall  WMC 
district  rally.  This  spring  five  of  us 
attended  the  spring  rally  at  the  end 
of  March.  The  enthusiasm  and  de- 
sire was  caught,  and  the  following 
Tuesday,  April  2,  a  group  of  eight 
women  got  together  to  see  about 
getting  started.  On  April  1 6  we  had 
our  first  meeting  with  the  Bible 
study  and  all.  We  had  nine  women 
present.  We  are  making  plans  to 
elect  officers  this  summer  and  to 
officially  have  an  organized  group 
by  conference  time,  so  we  can  be 
recognized,  too.  Do  pray  for  our 
group.  Pray  that  it  might  be 
organized  for  His  honor  and  glory. 

His  blessings  have  been  many 
this  past  winter.  From  our  first 
Sunday  with  thirty-five  people  in 
Sunday  school  we  have  watched 
our  group  grow  and  reach  a  peak  of 
seventy  one  Sunday.  We  are  now 
reaching  for  a  goal  of  116.  Don't 
forget  to  pray  for  this  church.  It 
needs  your  prayers.  This  is  the 
church  that  refused  to  be  closed. 
May  it  be  a  lighthouse  for  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  here  in  this  community. 
"I  will  praise  thee,  0  Lord  my  God 
with  all   my  heart"   (Psa.  86:12) 
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June  is  the  month  for  brides.  How- 
ever, in  Africa,  as  in  America,  any 
month  will  do.  (Our  own  lovely  daugh- 
ter is  an  April  bride.)  Yes,  any  month 
will  do  if  the  marriage  prerequisites 
have  been  fulfilled.  In  Africa  the  main 
prerequisite  is,  of  course,  the  dowry. 

Alas,  brides  are  going  up!  Dowries 
have  more  than  doubled.  Inflation  is 
here!  The  old  standard  asking  price- 
several  female  goats  and  chickens,  a 
few  spears,  grass  mats  and  other  vari- 
ous and  sundry  simple  household  fur- 
nishings, plus  a  few  thousand  francs  in 
cash— has    drastically    changed.      The 


traditional  animals  are  stUl  requested, 
plus  items  like  bicycles,  sewing  ma- 
chines, tools,  radios,  and  maybe  even 
a  typewriter,  plus  several  thousand 
francs.  One  prospective  son-in-law  re- 
cently offended  the  father-in-law-to-be 
by  exclaiming  over  the  bride's  price, 
"Why  that's  enough  to  buy  a  Deux 
Chevaux!"  (A  Deux  Chevaux  is  a 
small,    French,    two-horsepower  car.) 

What  is  a  young  man  to  do?  Few 
can  raise  the  price  themselves.  So,  of 
course,  they  must  continue  the  old  cus- 
tom of  letting  their  families  buy  their 
brides.  However,  not  just  their  immed- 
iate family  is  included;  all  uncles  and 
aunts,  greats  and  great-greats,  cousins- 
first,  second,  and  third— and  all  the 
shirt-taO  relatives  on  down  the  line 
have  a  bit  to  say.  And,  unfortunately, 
in  these  large  family  "cooperatives," 
there  are  often  many  relatives  still  in 
heathendom. 

We  have  heard  a  culture  such  as  this 
extolled  by  some.  They  say  there  are 
no  widows  and  orphans  in  such  a  setup 
since  the  wife  and  children  are  proper- 
ty of  the  deceased's  famOy  and  as  such 
are  always  cared  for.  But  often  this 
care— or  more  accurately,  jurisdiction- 
is  in  the  hands  of  a  heathen  head  of 
the  family  or  elder  brother.  Some  of 
our  Christian  widows  and  their  cliil- 
dren  have  to  endure  great  hardships, 
privations,  and  testings  under  the  rule 
of  their  non-Christian  in-laws. 

Pray  for  these  widows.  And  pray 
for  the  Church  in  Africa.  Pray  that  it 
will  break  with  the  old  traditions  and 
family  ties  when  such  conflict  with 
Christian  principles.  Thus  far,  the 
African  Christians  have  hesitated  to 
"offend"  their  old  culture  in  many  of 
its  rules,  especially  regarding  family 
trees.  Pray  that  they  will  dare  to  trust 
God,  and  Him  alone,  to  supply  all  their 
needs,  the  temporal  as  well  as  the 
spiritual.  Pray  that  they  wOl  seek  the 
Lord's  wisdom  in  establishing  truly 
100  percent  Christian  "family  ties"  re- 
garding the  Christian  homes  of  the  fu- 
ture. 

Too  many  of  our  Christian  widows 
have  "fallen"  neath  the  heavy  yoke  of 
bondage  that  non-Christian  in-laws  have 
placed  on  them. 

"How  is  it  with  Marie  and  her  chil- 
dren?" I  asked.  The  only  responses  I 
received  were  averted  eyes  and  sad 
shaking  of  heads.  Nobody  wanted  to 
tell  me. 

At  last  I  learned  what  my  mind  had 


ascertained,  but  my  heart  did  not  want 
to  accept.  Marie,  as  so  many  other 
widows,  was  now  living  in  the  big  capi- 
tol  city,  gaining  money  by  whatever 
means  she  could.  Two  of  her  children, 
her  teen-age  daughter  especially,  were 
running  the  streets  of  the  big  city. 

How  my  heart  hurt!  My  mind  went 
back  to  the  morning  that  the  sad  news 
of  David's  death  had  come  over  the 
radio  on  our  morning  mission  broad- 
cast. We,  with  the  local  African  pastor, 
were  holding  classes  up  in  the  north- 
west section  of  our  field.  After  we  had 
prayed  together  for  Marie  and  the  chO- 
dren,  I  turned  to  the  pastor,  who  knew 
them  well,  and  inquired,  "What  is  to 
become  of  Marie  and  the  children 
now?"  He  replied,  "Madame,  you 
know."  Yes,  I  knew.  David's  older 
brother,  a  non-Christian,  and  a  man  of 
violent  temper  in  contrast  to  mild- 
mannered  David,  would  now  be  in 
charge  of  Marie  and  her  six  children.  I 
shuddered,  for  I  remembered  the  times 
that  Marie  had  spoken  up  to  him  when 
he  had  taken  advantage  of  her  kind 
husband. 

I  protested  to  the  pastor,  "But, 
it  isn't  riglit!  You  know  it  isn't  right!" 
His  only  response  was,  "Madame,  it's 
our  way." 

Yes,  it  is  their  way.  And  Marie, 
who  was  a  good  Christian  woman,  had 
run  away  from  it  after  several  hard 
years,  and  was  now  living  questionably 
in  the  big  capitol  city.  Of  course  we 
can't  condone  her  actions,  for  God's 
grace  is  sufficient  for  every  need,  had 
she  but  appropriated  it  daOy,  hourly. 
No,  God  had  not  failed  her,  but  had 
His  people?  I  wish  I  had  prayed  more 
faithfully  for  her.  And  now  I  must 
pray  earnestly  and  consistently  con- 
cerning the  cause  of  Christian  widows 
and  orphans  in  this  dark  land.  Will 
you? 

Christian  women  in  America 
IVomen  Manifesting  Christ,  thank  God 
humbly  for  your  Christian  liberty. 
Then  pray  for  your  sisters-in-Christ  in 
Africa  and  other  heathen  lands.  Pray 
that  in  the  near  future  these  Christian 
widows  may  have  the  liberty  and 
blessed  privilege  of  bringing  up  their 
own  "bairns"  in  the  nurture  and  ad- 
monition of  the  Lord  with  the  loving 
help  of  other  Christians  within  the 
Church. 

Ask  God  to  give  His  Church  in  Afri- 
ca wisdom  to  work  this  out  in  His  way.

The  WMC  executive  board  presented  the  challenge  to  the 
ladies  at  national  conference.  In  a  period  of  four  years  $13,140.44  was 
given  toward  the  lots  and  dwelling.  In  addition  a  sufficient  amount 
was  given  to  care  for  the  equipment  of  the  new  residence. 

The  new  residence,  Philathea  House,  has  four  apartments,  two  guest 
rooms,  and  a  utility  room.  Each  apartment  was  furnished  quite  the 
same  except  each  lady  chose  a  chair  to  her  own  liking. 

It's  been  fun  and  challenging!  What  has?  Investing  the  money  that 
your  councils  have  so  generously  given  to  purchase  and  maintain  two 
missionary  residences. 

When  the  Brethren  headquarters  moved  to  Winona  Lake,  it  involved 
the  purchase  of  a  residence  for  our  missionaries  to  live  in  while  on  fur- 
lough. The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  purchased  the  dweOing  on  5th 
Street,  Bethany  House,  and  the  WMC  ladies  set  out  to  make  it  comfort- 
able. Each  floor  comprised  an  apart- 
ment; hence,  flooring,  refrigerators, 
stoves  and  furniture  were  needed  to 
make  each  apartment  comfortable. 

The  committee  searched  in  many 
stores  to  find  quahty  merchandise  at 
fair  prices.  They  were  spending  the 
Lord's  money  and  considering  the 
comfort  of  our  missionaries.  As  we 
look  over  the  hst  of  purchases,  we  read, 
rugs,  blankets,  mattresses,  pillows,  and 
many  more  items  right  down  to  the 
dust  mop,  funnel,  and  tea  strainer. 
Periodically  your  committee  con- 
sults the  missionaries  as  to  their  needs 
and  also  checks  the  supplies  in  both 
residences.

Eugenia  Price  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Zondervan  Publishing 
House,  1967),  191  pages,  $3.95. 

Eugenia  Price  is  well  known  in 
Christian  circles  for  her  more  than 
one  dozen  books.  Most  of  her  works 
stress  the  importance  of  practical 
Christianity  in  addition  to  knowing 
sound  doctrine.  The  present  volume 
has  a  similar  thrust  with  the  thesis 
that  because  God  is  love,  then  love 
should  control  every  move  of  those 
who  belong  to  God. 

iMiss  Price  is  not  a  theologian,  and 
some  of  her  conclusions  will  no  doubt 
disturb  a  few  people.  However,  for 
the  most  part  the  book  is  stimulating 
and  challenging.  Her  style  is  fresh 
and  easv  to  read.  It  reveals  that  she 
is  writing  from  her  own  personal  ex- 
perience in  relating  the  love  of  God 
to  the  everydav  issues  of  life. 

The  book  is  recommended  to  be 
read  especially  by  those  who  can  ap- 
preciate an  author  who  dares  to  step 
on  their  toes.— Mrs.  Mahel  Peek 


Adamant  and  Stone  Chips: 
A  Christian  Humanist 
Approach  to  Knowledge 

Virginia  R.  Mollenkott  (Waco, 
Texas:  Word  Books,  1967),  113 
pages,  $3.50. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  Confes- 
sions, Augustine  prayed,  "Let  thy 
works  praise  thee  that  we  may  love 
thee,  and  let  us  love  thee  that  th\' 
works  may  praise  thee"  (page  34). 
For  Augustine  it  was  a  privilege  for 
the  Christian  to  receive  the  bounties 
of  nature  and  the  benefits  of  man's 
cultural  tradition  both  as  gracious 
gifts  from  God.  To  him  all  truth  is 
one.  It  springs  from  God  as  its  source, 
no  matter  who  is  the  human  "discov- 
erer." Thus,  Augustine  holds  that  the 
belic\cr  must  be  a  Christian  human- 
ist who  with  a  generous  spirit  criti- 
cally sifts  man's  cultural  heritage  to 
appropriate  the  truth  God  has  chosen 
to  gi\'e  him  through  other  men. 

In  his  day  John  Calvin  said  the 
same  thing  in  a  striking  manner. 
"Whene\-er  .  .  .  we  meet  with  hu- 
man writers,   let  us  learn   from  that 


light  of  truth  which  is  admirably  dis- 
played in  their  works  that  the  human 
mind,  fallen  as  it  is  and  corrupted 
from  its  integrity,  is  yet  invested  and 
adorned  by  God  with  excellent  tal- 
ents. If  we  belie\e  that  the  Spirit  of 
God  is  the  onh'  fountain  of  truth,  we 
can  neither  reject  nor  despise  truth 
wherever  it  may  appear,  unless  we 
wish  to  insult  the  Spirit  of  God;  for 
the  gifts  of  the  Spirit  cannot  be  un- 
dervalued without  offering  contempt 
and  reproach  to  the  Spirit  Himself" 
(pages  36-37). 

It  is  in  this  sense  that  Dr.  Mollen- 
kott pleads  for  a  Christian  humanism. 
Her  request  that  evangelicals  inter- 
act with  their  literary  heritage  is  well 
written,  though  sometimes  didactic 
in  st\'le.  The  book  is  flavored 
throughout  with  examples  of  the  type 
of  appropriation  and  Christian  criti- 
cism recommended. 


The  living  Story  of  Jesus 

Kenneth  N.  Taylor  (Glendale, 
California:  Regal  Books,  and  Whea- 
ton,  Illinois:  Tyndale  House,  1967), 
$4.95. 

Take  the  outstanding  incidents  in 
the  life  of  Christ  from  the  Living 
Gospels,  combine  them  with  illustra- 
tions by  Merrill  Fillmore,  and— presto 
—the  result  is  a  very  attractive  Bible 
story  book  for  beginning  readers. 

The  text  is  excellently  edited.  The 
smooth  movement  of  the  story  carries 
the  reader  along,  and  the  vigorous 
renderings  of  the  Living  Gospels  sup- 
ply punch. 

A  portion  of  the  art  work  is  in 
color.  It  deserves  commendation  in 
itself.  While  the  angels  still  look 
effeminate,  the  representations  of  Je- 
sus are  definiteh'  masculine. 


The  American  Far  Ri^ht: 
A  Case  Study  of  Billy  James

In  my  mind  I  visualized  two  Kliev- 
ers  receiving  that  award— Jake  and 
Freda.

Some  of  us  remember 
them  as  far  back  as  their  courtship 
days  and  can  say  that  these  two  have 
worked  together  all  the  way.  They 
have  walked  hand  in  hand  as  one, 
dedicated  to  God  and  devoted  to  one 
another.  And  all  along  the  way  they 
have  gained  and  carried  along  with 
them  a  host  of  friends.

Jake  has  run  the  gamut  of  activi- 
ties. At  a  young  age  he  was  a  success- 
ful businessman— an  experience  that 
has  helped  him  in  his  ministry  for  the 
Lord.  He  has  served  well  as  youth 
director,  musician,  vouth  camp  work- 
er, and  has  on  occasion  assumed  pas- 
toral duties.  As  a  counselor  to  young 
and  old  he  is  outstanding.  He  is  a 
recognized  authority  in  conferences 
and  evangelistic  meetings.  He  is  al- 
ways in  demand  as  a  speaker. 

But  most  of  all  Jake  is  a  missionary 
statesman.

results.  Comparable  to  his  work  with 
pastors  is  his  work  with  youth.  Young 
people  gather  about  him  to  catch  his 
joviality,  but  more  important  to  learn 
from  him  the  things  of  God. 

His  fellow  missionaries  have  shown 
their  confidence  in  him  by  electing 
him  Field  Superintendent,  the  high- 
est honor  they  could  bestow.  In  this 
position  in  the  city  of  Bangui  he 
faced  up  to  the  task  of  working  with 
government  officials  as  well  as  with 
his  fellow  missionaries. 

However,  he  admits  that  he  is  not 
satisfied  to  be  a  city  administrator.  He 
wants  to  be  out  in  the  villages  where 
the  going  is  rough,  but  to  him  more 
enjoyable.  At  present  he  is  pioneer- 
ing a  new  work  in  the  Chad  Repub- 
lic. There,  too,  they  think  he  is  great!

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A  capacity  crowd  of  115  people  sang,  "Praise  Him! 
Praise  Him!"  as  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Beaverton, 
Oregon,  dedicated  their  new  sanctuary  and  educational 
faculties. 

The  church  began  in  the  fall  of  1964  when  a  nucleus  of 
young  believers  met  for  the  first  time  as  the  Beaverton  Bible 
Class.  The  teacher  was  Rev.  Neil  Beery,  pastor  of  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Portland.  Ten  months  later  the 
congregation  dedicated  their  new  chapel.  The  chapel  could 
comfortably  seat  sixty-five.  In  this  one  room-30'  by  30'- 
the  Sunday  school  had  to  divide  into  seven  classes.  If  a  stu- 
dent tried  hard  enough,  he  could  hear  six  different  teachers 
at  one  time.  As  a  result,  Mr.  David  Newkirk,  superinten- 
dent, often  wondered  what  it  would  be  like  if,  just  once,  he 
could  offer  his  teachers  self-contained  classrooms. 

After  Rev.  Beery  moved  to  Beaumont,  California,  the 
preaching  was  supplied  by  Rev.  Duane  Jorgens,  interim 
pastor;  and  Rev.  William  H.  Schaffer,  the  new  pastor  at 
Portland.  In  March,  1966,  Rev.  Luke  E.  Kauffman  was 
called  to  be  the  first  full-time  pastor. 

Exactly  twelve  months  later  the  congregation  voted  to 
build  again.  The  one-room  chapel  could  no  longer  accom- 
modate the  growing  Sunday  school  and  the  morning  wor- 
ship service.  A  local  architect  was  hired,  and  building  plans 
were  immediately  sent  to  the  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion. The  church  requested  $25,000  to  build  4,300  square 
feet.  The  BIF  granted  the  loan,  and  construction  began  in 
August,  1967,  with  volunteer  labor.  On  the  first  Sunday  of 
October  a  severe  coastal  storm  tore  off  the  newly  com- 
pleted roof.  The  congregation  went  back  to  the  task  of 
building  again.  Due  to  replacing  the  destroyed  roof  with 
volunteer  labor,  the  building  fund  acquired  a  profit  of 
$2,000  from  the  insurance,  after  the  cost  of  all  the  materials 
was  paid.  This  amount  in  addition  to  the' $25,000  loan  gave 
the  church  $27,000  for  their  new  buUding.  "The  Lord 
giveth,  and  the  Lord  taketh  away.  Blessed  be  the  name  of 
the  Lord." 

For  their  dedication  speaker,  the  congregation  invited 
Rev.  John  W.  Mayes.  Rev.  Mayes,  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council,  deliv-

ered  a  stimulating  message  from  Acts 
2:41  to  47.  Greetings  were  received 
from  Rev.  Robert  W.  Thompson,  West- 
ern Field  Secretary  for  the  council. 
The  church  is  extremely  grateful  to  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  for 
their  valuable  counsel  during  the  build- 
ing program.  The  work  of  home  mis- 
sions is  a  must  in  today's  twentieth 
century  America! 

Just  prior  to  our  dedication  day, 
five  individuals  made  pubhc  profes- 
sions of  faith  in  Christ  as  their  Saviour 
and  Lord.  All  are  awaiting  the  honor 
of  being  the  first  ones  to  enter  the 
water  in  the  new  baptistery.  Also,  on 
the  day  before  our  dedication  Pastor 
Kauffman  led  Mr.  Ross  Updegrave,  an 
executive  of  the  Rogers  Organ  Com- 
pany, to  the  Lord  during  a  hospital 
visit.  Mr.  Updegrave  had  visited  the 
church  for  the  first  time  on  Easter. 
The  conversion  of  precious  souls  just 
prior  to  a  church's  dedication  is  indeed 
a  heartwarming  experience. 

What  an  encouragement  it  was  to 
the  pastor  when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Hawes,  who  publicly  announced  their 
faith  in  Christ  on  Easter  Sunday, 
brought   sixteen   first-time  visitors  to 


the  dedication  service!  How  the  zeal 
of  young  believers  puts  new  momen- 
tum into  the  bloodstream  of  a  congre- 
gation! 

Someone  remarked,  "Where  are  all 
the  people  coming  from?"  The  only 
answer  that  could  be  given  was,  "This 


is  truly  the  Lord's  Day,  and  He  is  about 
His  business— the  people  business!"

The  dire  need  for  qualified  personnel  in  a 
growing  church  is  always  a  problem  of  major  im- 
portance. Proper  leadership  on  the  local  church 
level,  the  pastoral  level,  and  the  administrative 
level  will  be  a  challenge  to  our  fellowship  until 
our  Lord  returns,  if  we  continue  to  manifest  the 
spirit  of  evangelism  on  all  fronts.  A  church  mov-

ing  under  the  direction  of  the  Spirit's 
leading  wOl  have  a  perennial  need  for 
more  and  more  leaders  in  its  quest  for 
the  lost.  Our  church  needs  to  face 
three  needs:  compassion  for  the  lost; 
sight  for  the  harvest;  and  faith  for 
the  laborers.  This  formula  is  out- 
hned  by  Jesus  in  example  and  exhorta- 
tion (Matt.  9:35-38). 

Compassion  for  the  Lost 

As  Jesus  trod  the  dusty  roads  of 
Galilee,  His  eyes  could  not  miss  the 
needs  of  people.  He  saw  their  spiritual 
and  physical  needs.  The  Scripture  says, 
"But  when  he  saw  the  multitudes,  he 
was  moved  with  compassion  on  them, 
because  they  fainted,  and  were  scat- 
tered abroad,  as  sheep  having  no  shep- 
herd" (Matt.  9:36).  Dr.  G.  Campbell 
Morgan,  in  commenting  on  "he  was 
moved  with  compassion,"  says,  "We 
see  here  a  simple  lattice  window  made 
up  of  crossing  human  words.  Look 
through  it,  and  you  will  see  the  flam- 
ing glory  of  the  infinite  love  of  the 
infinite  God." 

Matthew's  Gospel,  presenting  Christ 
as  the  Messiah  King,  reveals  here  some 
of  the  outstanding  human  characteris- 
tics of  our  Lord.  He  walked  among 
people  and  saw  their  needs.  He  was 
appalled  at  the  magnanimity  of  the 
masses.  He  was  moved  with  a  heartfelt 
pity  for  their  salvation.    He  saw  them 


as  weak,  ill,  bleeding,  torn,  and  hungry 
sheep.  The  words  "scattered"  and 
"fainted"  literally  mean  that  they  were 
prostrate  upon  the  ground— torn  ex- 
ternally,  and  empty  and  wanton  within, 
desperately  in  need  of  a  shepherd  to 
protect,  direct,  and  provide  for  them. 
Alexander  McClaren  says  that  He  ap- 
proached the  multitudes  "with  the  eye 
of  God  and  the  heart  of  a  man." 
The  premise  of  this  divine  formula 
is  concern  for  humanity  and  its  spiri- 
tual needs.  Compassion  is  action  based 
upon  knowledge  of  the  conditions  of 
mankind  and  a  recognition  of  the  mes- 
sage that  will  meet  these  needs,  plus 
a  willingness  to  share  that  message 
through  our  God-given  abilities.  Avail- 
abihty  of  personnel  is  directly  corre- 
lated with  the  amount  of  compassion 
that  is  evident  for  the  lost.  The  more 
compassion  becomes  prevalent  in  all 
our  churches,  the  more  potential  lead- 
ership will  respond.  As  in  Acts  13  the 
Holy  Spirit  will  have  liberty  to  move  in 
the  hearts  of  individuals  as  well  as  in 
the    collective    body    of   the   church. 

Sight  for  the  Harvest 

The  Lord  Jesus  moves  from  the  in- 
ward revelation  of  His  compassion  to 
motivation  of  His  disciples.  "Then 
saith  he  unto  his  disciples.  The  harvest 
truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers 
are  few"  (Matt.  9:37).   The  change  of 


figure  here  is  apparently  used  to  depict 
the  magnitude  of  the  task.  The  apostle 
John  recorded  the  words  of  Jesus  as 
follows:  ".  .  .behold,  I  say  unto  you, 
Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the 
fields;  for  they  are  white  already  to 
harvest"  (John  4:35).  Having  dealt 
with  the  singular  needs  of  individuals, 
He  moves  to  the  condition  and  readi- 
ness of  the  whitened  harvest  fields.  No 
rancher  or  farmer  would  face  a  harvest 
without  considering  the  need  of  labor- 
ers for  the  reaping. 

Our  Lord  is  clearly  setting  before 
our  eyes  the  urgency  and  scope  of  the 
reaping  task.  Our  church  must  open 
her  eyes  to  the  harvest  fields;  multi- 
tudes of  souls  are  ready  for  the  reaping. 
America  is  now  a  ready  nation.  Con- 
servative Christianity,  Bible-teaching 
churches,  and  soul-winning  groups  have 
a  glorious  opportunity  in  this  hour. 
May  God  give  us  the  boldness,  willing- 
ness, and  prepared  people  to  reap  this 
harvest. 

Faith  for  the  Laborers 

Jesus  says,  "Pray  ye  therefore  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send 
forth  labourers  into  his  harvest"  (Matt. 
9:38). 

He  is  laying  the  responsibility  to 
pray  to  the  Lord  for  this  need  squarely 
upon  us.  If  He  has  been  successful  in 
conveying  to  our  minds  the  need  for 
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compassion,  and  if  He  has  caused  us  to 
recognize  the  scope  of  the  harvest  field, 
then  there  should  be  an  affirmative  re- 
sponse to  this  exhortation  to  pray.  He 
speaks  of  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  an- 
other clear  reminder  that  God  intends 
that  all  shall  be  reached  with  the  gospel. 
The  Lord  is  "not  wilhng  that  any 
should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come 
to  repentance"  (II  Pet.  3:9).  Though 
God  could  have  met  every  demand  of 
His  righteousness  and  holiness  by  hand- 
ing men  over  to  the  doom  they  brought 
upon  themselves,  it  is  clear  that  God's 
compassion  goes  out  to  reach  men  in 
such  a  state. 

Our  faith,  as  a  church  and  as  individ- 
uals, is  being  called  to  action.  We 
must  manifest  faith  in  a  God  who  is 
able  and  who  shall  thrust  forth  laborers 
into  His  harvest.  The  Greek  word  used 
indicates  that  God  shall  call  out  those 
who  are  possessed  with  a  passion,  who 


see  the  need  of  the  whitened  harvest 
fields,  and  those  who  will  be  willing  to 
place  their  lives  and  talents  at  God's 
disposal  for  the  ingathering  of  the 
harvest. 

Our  dire  need  for  personnel  at  the 
moment  may  point  up  some  pertinent 
things.  Do  we  manifest  the  passion 
that  Jesus  gave  by  example?  Are  we 
cognizant  of  the  magnitude  of  the 
multitudes  to  be  reached?  Are  we  con- 
vinced of  the  ripened  harvest?  Is  there 
a  concern  that  so  few  are  yielding 
themselves  as  laborers?  Do  we  have 
the  prayer  burden  before  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  for  personnel?  Where  is  the 
manifestation  of  our  faith  to  meet  this 
dire  need? 

Our  Lord  Jesus  clearly  spelled  out 
the  formula.  It  is  our  prayer  that  indi- 
vidually and  collectively  we  shall  see  an 
increasing  number  of  dedicated  person- 
nel, who  will  reach  the  lost  on  our  mis- 
sion fields  for  Christ.  T

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In  the  month  of  March  we,  at  the 
Brethren  Messianic  Testimony,  initi- 
ated a  monthly  prayer  Hst  to  be  sent 
to  interested  individuals.  Specific  pray- 
ers bring  specific  answers.  In  the  bal- 
ance of  this  article  I  will  expand  these 
requests  so  that  you  can  more  readily 
understand  what  is  entailed  in  each  re- 
quest. 

1.  Week-day  mornings  we  spend  in 
door-to-door  calling,  unless  otherwise 
specifically  engaged.  A  street  is  as- 
signed; and  as  each  home  or  apartment 
is  visited,  a  notation  of  response  is 
made  on  cards.  If  no  one  answers,  liter- 
ature is  left.  As  our  call  is  answered, 
we  seek  to  engage  the  party  in  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  Word.  From  these  con- 
tacts we  have  prospects  whom  we  call 
on  again  in  the  afternoons  to  water  the 
Seed  sown  and  encourage  attendance 
at  our  various  meetings. 

2.  You  might  associate  Monday  with 
the  Jewish  blind,  for  this  is  our  particu- 
lar day  to  minister  to  them.  Except  for 
the  third  Monday,  we  have  evening 
Bible  classes  geared  for  them.  We  do 
have  sighted  people  who  attend,  but 
the  blind  predominate  and  the  meetings 
are  for  their  spiritual  benefit.  On  the 
third  Monday  we  conduct  a  luncheon 
for  them.  It  is  more  informal,  and  after 
lunch  there  is  music,  interesting  arti- 
cles and  stories,  discussions,  and  a  de- 
votional. Some  attend  this  meeting 
who  would  not  attend  a  regular  Bible 
class.  Some  came  to  the  daytime 
meeting  first  and  now  attend  the  Bible 
class. 

On  Wednesday  there  is  a  Bible  class 
for  sighted  Jewish  people.  Films  have 
been  one  medium  used  to  bring  in 
those  who  shy  away  from  a  regular 
Bible  meeting.

Jews  return,  after  twenty  years,  to  the  Wailing  Wall— only  vestige  of  their  ancient  temple.

What  a  year  1967  was  for  the  one 
who  knows  his  Bible  and  the  pattern  of 
events  which  Jesus  declared  would 
bring  tliis  age  to  a  close!  It  may  prove 
to  have  been  one  of  the  most  signifi- 
cant years  in  nearly  twenty  centuries. 

In  ten  visits  to  the  Bible  lands  during 
the  past  two  decades  (two  in  1967),  I 
have  witnessed  a  veritable  parade  of 
miracles,  each  of  which  was  predicted 
by  the  prophets.  Consider  just  a  few  of 
these: 

The  Rebirth  of  a  Nation.  Israel 
lives  again!  In  1948,  a  nation,  out  of 
existence  for  nineteen  centuries  with 
its  people  scattered  into  every  land, 
suddenly  came  back  into  existence  as 
an  independent  nation.  Never  in  human 
history  had  this  occurred.  The  preser- 
vation of  the  Jewish  people  through 
all  this  time  in  the  face  of  repeated 
attempts  to  exterminate  them  is  as 
miraculous  as  the  restoration  of  the 
nation  itself.  (See  Jeremiah  30: 10,1 1 ; 
31:35-37;Ezekiel37.) 

The  Return  of  the  Exiles.  Seventy 
percent  of  Israel's  population  of 
2,500,000  people  are  immigrants,  most 
of  whom  have  returned  from  a  hun- 
dred countries  to  the  land  of  their 
fathers  during  the  past  twenty  years.

36:24.)  demonstrated  again  and  again  by  the 
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archaeologists,  and  two  hundred  buried 
cities  have  not  yet  been  touched  by  the 
spade.  After  centuries  of  desolation, 
new  cities  have  suddenly  sprung  up. 
One  of  these— Tel  Aviv— now  numbers 
a  half  million.  The  restoration  of  some 
cities  was  specially  mentioned  (e.g., 
Ashkelon).  The  ruins  of  the  old  and 
the  buOdings  of  the  new  stand  together 
as  monuments  to  the  exactness  with 
which  the  prophets  spoke.  (See  Leviti- 
cus 26:21-33;  Ezekiel  36:33-38.) 

The  Reclamation  of  the  Land.  Even 
more  impressive  than  the  building  of 
the  cities  has  been  the  reclaiming  of 
the  land.  Fifty  years  ago,  visitors  to 
Palestine  saw  only  desolation— reclama- 
tion seemed  impossible.  The  changes  I 
have  seen  during  the  past  twenty  years 
defy  description-rocky  hills  mantled 
with  forests,  highways  hned  with  fruit 
orchards,  vineyards  where  there  had 
been  notliing  but  wilderness  five  years 
before,  fertile  fields  and  gardens  that 
yield  amazingly— all  of  this  is  sufficient 
to  thrill  the  heart  and  quicken  the  pulse 
of  the  one  who  knows  his  Bible.  (See 
Ezekiel  36:8,  29-30,  33-36.) 

The  Revival  of  the  Language.  In  the 
days  of  Christ,  Hebrew  was  already  a 
dying  language.  Aramaic  had  become 
the  spoken  language,  and  writing  was 
in  Greek.  The  return  of  the  exiles  de- 
manded a  common  language  in  order 
that  people  from  many  countries  might 
understand  one  another.  The  revival 
of  the  Hebrew  language  is  unique  in 
history ,  but  it  had  been  predicted!  (See 
Zephaniah  3:9.) 

The  Unification  of  Jerusalem. 
Israel's  recent  six -day  victory  over  the 
Arab  nations  was  in  itself  a  miracle 
which  amazed  even  the  Israelis  them- 
selves since  they  were  outnumbered 
eighty  to  one!  But,  even  more  remark- 
able is  that  which  the  victory  accom- 
plished—the unification  of  Jerusalem. 

Why  was  the  capture  of  the  Old  City 
so  significant?  It  meant  that  the  Jews 
could  now  rush  to  their  WaiUng  Wall 
and  pray  there  for  the  first  time  in 
nearly  twenty  years.  It  meant  that  the 
temple  area  (the  most  sacred  spot  on 
earth  to  them)  was  in  their  hands  for 
the  first  time  in  nearly  twenty  cen- 
turies. It  meant  that  Israel  is  in  full 
possession  of  Jerusalem  as  an  indepen- 
dent and  undivided  city  for  the  first 
time  in  more  than  twenty-five  centur- 
ies! What  the  future  of  the  temple  area 
will  be  is  an  interesting  study  which  we 
cannot  pursue  here.

What  then  does  aU  this  mean  to  us? 
Jesus,  the  greatest  of  the  prophets, 
when  asked  by  His  disciples  about  the 
time  of  His  coming  and  the  end  of  the 
age,  gave  them  a  whole  series  of  signs. 
One  prediction  was:  "Jerusalem  shall 
be  trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles,  until 
the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  ful- 
fiUed"   (Luke    21:24). 

The  wise  person  will  not  attempt  to 
set  dates  for  Christ's  coming.  Indeed, 
Jesus  warned  specifically  against  that. 
However,  at  the  same  time  He  also  said, 
"When  ye  shall  see  all  these  things, 
know  that  it  is  near,  even  at  the  doors" 
(Matthew  24:32-36). 

One  thing  is  sure.  If  Israel  succeeds 
in  maintaining  its  hold  on  the  city  of 
Jerusalem,  then  what  happened  in  June 
of  1967  will  prove  to  be  a  most  signifi- 
cant event.  It  would  mark  the  phasing 
out  of  the  period  of  God's  particular 
work  among  the  Gentiles  and  the  begin- 
ning once  more  of  His  special  deahngs 
with  the  Jews. 

How  should  these  events  affect  us? 
They  should  impress  the  need  to  be 
ready  through  a  personal  relationship 
with  Christ.  They  should  strengthen 
our  faith  and  cause  us  to  so  walk  that 
we  will  be  ready.  They  should  create 
a  new  desire  to  know  God's  program 
for  this  age  through  the  study  of  His 
Word. 


As  for  me,  I  can  hardly  wait  to  re- 
turn to  the  Bible  lands  again.  There  is 
no  experience  more  fascinating  than 
that  of  seeing  what  God  is  doing,  not 
only  in  Israel,  but  in  the  other  coun- 
tries of  the  Middle  East.  T

Ninety  years  ago  faith  came  to  my 
grandfather  by  hearing  the  Word  of 
God.  He  had  been  a  headhunter  in 
Nagaland. 

Sixty  years  later  faith  came  to  me, 
his  grandson,  by  reading  the  Word  of 
God.    I  was  a  mission  schoolboy. 

During  the  last  fifteen  years  I  helped 
translate  the  Word  of  God  into  my 
tribal  language,  a  thing  I  mention  be- 
cause of  the  importance  of  the  Word 
of  God  and  the  need  of  evangelistic 
literature  in  these  days. 

One  of  the  great  German  Christians 
of  the  15th  century  was  Johann  Guten- 
berg, the  father  of  modern  printing. 
Five  hundred  and  sixty  years  ago  he 
wrote,  "God  suffers  because  of  the 
great  multitudes  whom  His  sacred  Word 
cannot  reach.  Religious  truth  is  cap- 
tive in  a  small  number  of  manuscript 
books  which  guard  the  treasures.  Let 
us  break  the  seal  which  holds  the  holy 
things,  give  wings  to  that  truth  that  by 
a  means  no  longer  written  at  great  ex- 
pense by  the  hand  that  wearies  itself, 
but  multiphed  by  an  unwearied  ma- 
chine, it  may  fly  to  every  soul  born  in- 
to the  world."  The  God-given  purpose 
and  vision  of  the  man  who  invented  the 
first  printing  press  was  world  evange- 
lism. 

The  fastest  growing  church  in  the 
world  is  in  Latin  America.  The  late 
Dr.  Kenneth  Strachan  said  that  85  per- 
cent of  all  Latins  won  to  Christ  are 
converted  as  a  result  of  reading  a 
Christian  book,  paper,  tract,  or  Bible, 
and  being  convicted  of  sin  because  of 
it. 

In  February,  1962,1  boarded  a  first- 
class  compartment  in  the  temple  city 
of  Madurai  in  South  India  on  the  way 
to  Tinnevelly.  In  the  compartment 
there  was  only  one  passenger  and  he 
was  reading  a  Bible.  I  took  for 
granted  that  he  was  a  Christian.  To 
my  great  surprise  I  discovered  he  was 
a  Hindu,  a  highly  placed  man  in  the 
Post  and  Telegraph  Department.  On 
further  inquiry  I  discovered  that  this 
Hindu  official  bought  a  copy  of  the 
Bible  from  a  friend,  another  Hindu,  in 
Jabalpur.  This  was  even  more  intrigu- 
ing. Two  years  later  I  met  this  man 
from  Jabalpur.  He  told  me  that  as  he 
read  the  Reader's  Digest  some  years 
back,  an  article  on  "Peace  of  Mind"  re- 
ferred to  a  verse  in  the  Bible.  Immedi-

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ately  tliis  Hindu  official  bought  a  copy 
of  the  Bible  and  started  to  read.  The 
Word  of  God  blessed  him  so  much  that 
he  has  since  distributed  the  Bible  to  all 
his  Hindu  friends.  I  believe  that  this 
man  is  under  grace,  a  true  follower  of 
Jesus  Christ,  made  possible  not  by  a 
missionary  or  an  evangehst  but  by 
reading  the  printed  page.  His  influ- 
ence will  no  doubt  be  great  as  he  con- 


tinues to  distribute  the  Bible. 

But  what  about  us?  How  many  Bi- 
bles or  Scripture  portions  have  we  dis- 
tributed? How  many  tracts  or  evange- 
listic literature  have  gone  out  of  our 
hands? 

We  are  told  that  the  Coca-Cola  Com- 
pany has  a  project  whereby  they  aim  in 
the  next  ten  years  to  get  every  human 
being  on  tarth  to  taste  Coca-Cola  at 
least  once.  If  this  is  the  aim  of 
businessmen  of  the  world,  can  we  who 
are  in  the  King's  business  have  a  lesser 
aim?  y

In  this  issue  of  the  Herald  you  will 
see  the  pictures  of  those  who  recently 
graduated  from  Grace  Theological  Sem- 
inary and  Grace  College.

I  am  sure  it  made 
faculty  and  administration  re-evaluate 
their  own  importance  and  contribution 
to  the  school,  and  the  high  responsibiU- 
ty  to  do  their  best  for  the  young  men 
and  women  who  entrust  their  academic 
and  spiritual  welfare  into  their  hands. 

I  am  sure  that  visiting  students  got 
a  preview  of  the  school  that  made 
them  reaUze  in  a  larger  way  what  a 
seminary  education  means,  and  espe- 
cially such  an  education  at  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

Since  this  venture  met  with  so  much 
favor,  it  is  our  purpose  to  do  even  a 
better  piece  of  work  in  planning  and 
executing  such  a  program  next  year. 
It  is  our  hope  that  the  seminary  can 
attract  a  wider  group  of  students  from 
many  colleges. 

Parent's  Day  in  the  College 

A  year  ago  in  May  the  first  Parent's 
Day  in  the  college  was  carried  through. 
For  a  beginning  it  was  a  success.  This 
year  the  day  was  even  a  greater  success. 
This  was  planned  and  directed  by  the 
Development  Department  with  the  as- 
sistance of  the  faculty  and  administra- 
tion of  the  college  and  with  the  aid  of 
many  students.  It  was  called  Operation 
Insight  1968. 

More  than  two  hundred  parents  re- 
sponded to  the  invitation,  and  we  be- 
lieve their  introduction  to  a  cross  sec- 
tion of  academic  life  and  procedure  on 
the  campus  was  a  thrill  to  them.  It  is 
our  hope  that  this  innovation  for  par- 
ents will  double  in  attendance  next 
year  as  it  did  this  year. 

This  response  on  the  part  of  par- 
ents not  only  encourages  us  here  at  the 
school,  but  we  are  certain  that  it  gives 
the  parents  a  better  idea  of  what  their 
children  are  receiving,  the  sort  of  at- 


mosphere in  which  their  children  are 
Uving,  and  the  kind  of  people  into 
whose  hands  they  have  committed  the 
welfare  of  their  children. 

We  hope  that  in  the  years  ahead  we 
can  make  Parent's  Day  the  kind  of 
event  which  wiU  be  a  highlight  of  the 
year  for  them.  Frankly,  it  was  a  high- 
light for  us  at  the  school  to  be  able  to 
meet  the  parents  as  parents  and  hear 
from  their  Hps  the  words  of  apprecia- 
tion they  had  for  what  Grace  College 
is  doing  for  their  children. 

Campus  Lawlessness  Today 

News-conscious  parents  are  aware 
of  the  tide  of  lawlessness  that  is  sweep- 
ing the  campuses  of  colleges  and  uni- 
versities across  this  nation  and  the 
world.  It.  makes  thinking  people  ask 
the  question:  "What  is  bugging  the  stu- 
dent?" The  answer  is  very  simple.  It 
is  a  type  of  philosophy  upon  which 
they  are  feeding.  It  is  a  philosophy 
which  reduces  the  realm  of  reality  to 
the  natural  and  human  level  and  leaves 
the  student  in  a  fog  of  relativism.  Left 
to  themselves,  without  any  absolute 
standards  or  set  of  morals,  they  are  fol- 
lowing the  path  of  lawlessness.  This 
path  foUows  the  course  of  rebellion, 
anarchy,  violence,  destruction. 

Having  sown  the  wind  of  false  phi- 
losophy in  the  minds  of  young  people, 
it  is  inevitable  that  there  should  be  a 
reaping  of  the  whirlwind  in  conduct. 
And  this  is  only  the  beginning;  the 
worst  is  yet  to  come.  In  the  face  of 
this  tide  of  crime,  violence,  and  im- 
moraUty,  it  is  reassuring  to  see  how  the 
absolutes  of  the  Word  of  God  bring 
sense,  and  restfulness,  and  dignity  to 
the  lives  of  students  on  the  campus 
of  Grace  Theological  Seminary  and 
Grace  College.

This  Easter  vacation  thirty-five  Grace  College  students 
spent  a  week  on  Daytona  Beach  in  Florida  working  in  beach 
evangelism  with  Campus  Crusade  for  Christ.  The  group  met 
each  morning  for  skull  sessions,  spent  the  afternoons  on  the 
beach,  then  had  mass  meetings  in  the  "Hunger  Hanger"  and 
"Divide  and  Conquer  Sessions"  in  the  evening.  .l| 

The  students  returned  with  as  much  enthusiasm  as  they 
had  sunburns.  Here  are  transcribed  cuttings  from  some 
personal  testimonies  given  in  college  chapel  upon  their  re- 
turn. In  all,  they  saw  about  thirty  first-time  decisions  for 
Christ  and  several  rededications  during  the  week. 

John  Kuhns,  a  junior  and  a  member  of  the  Huber  Heights 
Brethren  Church  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  said,  "When  we  went  to 
Daytona,  we  really  had  a  great  time.   But  what  really  made 
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it  neat  was  that  we  took  a  whole  week 
to  talk  to  others  about  Jesus  Christ. 
This  meant  spending  time  with  Him 
daily.  Sometimes  we  get  so  busy  that 
we  don't  spend  time  alone  with  God  as 
we  should.  Christianity  is  not  just  re- 
ceiving Christ— it  is  getting  to  know 
Him  better.  This,  for  me,  was  a  time 
to  get  to  know  Him  better." 

Colleen  Baum  is  a  sophomore  from 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  in  San 
Diego,  California.  She  gave  the  follow- 
ing testimony:  "As  we  went,  I'll  have 
to  admit,  I  was  pretty  scared.  I  got  lots 
of  different  reactions.  Some  thought 
we  were  a  part  of  'Up  with  People'; 
others  thought  we  were  on  a  paid  vaca- 
tion, and  one  girl  even  asked  me  how  I 
got  this  way!  The  question  I  liked 
best  was  when  people  asked  me  what 
rehgion  I  was  pushing.  This  threw  the 
door  wide  open  for  me  to  say  'I  don't 
represent  any  religion— 1  represent  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.'  " 

Describing  a  bearded  hippie  wearing 
a  long  black  cape  and  beads,  CoUeen 
commented,  "He  was  symbolic  of  all 
the  kids  down  there.  On  the  outside 
they  seemed  to  really  be  having  a  lot 
of  fun  and  a  lot  of  kicks,  boozing  it 
up  at  their  parties  and  lying  in  the  sun. 
But  down  underneath  they  really  are 
searching  and  are  open  to  the  love  we 
can  show  them  through  the  Lord." 

Sou  Tsi,  an  overseas  student  from 
Vietnam,  explained  his  hesitancy  to  go 
to  Daytona  because  he  was  afraid  he 
would  have  a  problem  communicating 
effectively.  "Many  students  have  diffi- 
culty understanding  my  English,"  he 
said,  "but  it  seemed  during  that  week 
my  English  improved."  After  relating 
experiences  of  leading  one  hippie  to 
the  Lord  right  on  the  beach  and  an- 
other in  a  hamburger  stand  in  Atlanta 
on  the  way  home,  he  said,  "After 
Easter  vacation  Jesus  Christ  was  much 
more  meaningful  to  me  and  more  real 
to  me  than  ever.  This  was  my  first  ex- 
perience to  witness  for  Christ,  but  I'd 
like  to  thank  the  Lord  that  He  gives 
me  the  knowledge  and  the  words  to 
communicate  effectively.

Carolyn  Fisher,  a  junior  from  War- 
ren, Ohio,  reported,  "The  sessions  in 
the  morning  were  very  beneficial  to 
me.  One  speaker  spoke  about  'Why 
Christians  Suffer'  and  suggested  that 
Satan  uses  suffering  in  our  lives  to 
make  us  stop  following  the  leading  of

God  and  to  make  us  stop  witnessing.

He  began,  "When  I 
first  arrived  at  the  beach,  I  was  pretty 
eager  to  get  into  the  waves  .  .  .  but  I 
was  not  so  eager  to  tell  the  kids  about 
Christ.     While  sitting  on  my  bed  the 


first  day,  I  remembered  something  Jim 
Custer  had  told  me.  He  said,  'Dan, 
every  contact  could  be  your  last  con- 
tact, and  every  witness  for  Christ  could 
be  your  last  witness  for  Him.  There's 
not  much  time,  and  there's  a  lot  of 
work  to  be  done.'  So  that  afternoon  I 
determined  to  get  out  there  and  talk 
to  some  kids."

"When  Violence  Will  Pass" 


Will  there  ever  be  a  time  when  vio- 
lence will  pass  from  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  men?  President  Johnson 
predicted  recently  that  there  would. 
Speaking  to  his  commission  appointed 
to  determine  the  cause  of  violence,  he 
stated  that  he  is  looking  forward  to 
the  timer  ^^^en  there  will  "be^io  vio- 
lence, and  when  the  very  seeds  of 
violence  will  be  removed.  His  optimism 
is  to  be  commended,  but  we  must  face 
the  fact  that  the  achievement  of  his 
goal  will  not  come  easy!  But  we  must 
also  face  the  fact  that  violence  threat- 
ens the  basic  structure  of  our  demo- 
cratic way  of  life.  Like  the  vulture  it 
sits  on  its  perch  waiting  to  swoop 
down  on  the  carnage  of  our  American 
way  of  life. 

How  has  this  violence  come  about? 
Is  it  that  people  are  more  violent  than 
in  previous  times?  We  must  not  forget 
that  in  times  other  than  our  own.  Presi- 
dents Lincoln,  Garfield,  and  McKinley 
were  assassinated,  and  an  attempt  was 
made  on  the  Ufe  of  President  Theodore 
Roosevelt.  But  there  does  seem  to  be 
wider  manifestation  of  violence  today 
than  in  previous  generations.  Witness 
the  rioting  on  our  streets  with  its  de- 
struction of  property  and  of  human 
Mfe,  and  the  assassination  of  public 
figures  including  President  Kennedy, 
Medgar  Evers,  Malcolm  X,  Martin 
Luther  King,  and  Senator  Kennedy. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  people  have 
always  been  violence-inclined,  why  is 


there  such  an  outbreak  in  our  gener- 
ation? Psychologists  tell  us  that  begin- 
ning with  the  assassination  of  Lincoln 
and  the  gun-dominated  era  of  the  Old 
West  our  country  has  become  more 
violence-oriented.  The  gun  has  become 
a  way  of  life  and  has  become  the  sym- 
bol of  a  solution  to  too  many  prob- 
lems. In  previous  generations  it  wasn't 
as  easy  to  commit  crimes  and  get  away 
with  them  as  it  seems  to  be  now.  Peo- 
ple seemed  to  have  been  deterred  by 
fear  of  punishment.  However,  today 
our  laws  and  courts  have  "bent  over 
backward"  to  protect  the  rights  of  the 
offender  to  the  extent  that  he  is  ahnost 
given  a  better  break  than  the  law-abid- 
ing citizen.  This  has  made  it  much 
easier  to  commit  crimes,  with  less  fear 
of  reprisal.  Also,  the  Hopalong  Cassidy- 
type  of  movies,  filled  with  the  "su- 
premacy of  the  gun"  phUosophy,  tends 
toward  conditioning  our  youth  to  live 
by  violence.  The  man  shot  from  his 
saddle  by  a  quick-draw  cowboy  falls  to 
the  ground,  and  no  one  cares  whether 
he  dies  of  his  wounds  or  suffocates  in 
the  desert  heat.  Life  is  cheap.  One  life 
more  or  less  does  not  matter. 

Our  President  is  to  be  commended 
for  trying  to  do  something  to  correct 
the  situation.  But  will  a  gun  law  solve 
the  problem?  The  late  Robert  F.  Ken- 
nedy fought  for  such  a  law  but  admit- 
ted that  if  a  man  really  wants  to  "get" 
a  public  figure,  he  will  find  a  way  to 
achieve   his  goal.      Will   the  appoint- 


ment of  a  commission  to  determine 
the  cause  of  violence  solve  the  prob- 
lem? It  is  quite  evident  that  it  will 
not. 

While  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  Congress  can  be  helpful,  the 
real  solution  is  going  to  come  through 
the  efforts  of  people  at  the  grass  roots 
level—parents,  church  leaders,  and 
schoolteachers.  And  even  these  peo- 
ple will  be  able  to  effect  a  solution 
only  as  they  deal  with  the  matter  on 
an  individual  basis.  It  must  come 
about  through  a  change  in  the  hearts 
of  individuals.  The  Bible  says  that 
"out  of  the  heart  proceed  evil  thoughts, 
murders,  adulteries,  fornications, 
thefts,  false  witness,  blasphemies" 
(Matt.  15:19). 

Only  the  love  of  God  in  the  heart 
can  effect  change.  This  comes  through 
a  personal  acceptance  of  Jesus  Christ 
as  Saviour.  As  He  controls  the  life, 
actions  will  be  controlled  for  good, 
and  not  for  evil,  purposes.  To  some 
this  might  seem  an  oversimphfication 
of  the  problem.  But  it  is  the  only  way 
that  a  solution  to  violence  and  other 
social  problems  will  ever  be  effected. 
Actions  cannot  be  changed  without  a 
change  in  the  heart.  This  places  a 
heavy  responsibOity  upon  every  parent, 
church  worker,  and  teacher.  But  it 
also    presents   an    exciting    challenge.

When  Larry  Jordan  attended 
Grace  College,  it  didn't 
look  like  one  day  he 
would  ride  through 
Mexico's  hills  ...      ■ 
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Larry  Jordan  started  out  as  a  paper 
boy,  making  over  $100  the  first  year 
in  Christmas  tips  alone.  Then  came 
college  and  a  successful  spare-time 
business  partnership  with  his  room- 
mate. 

After  graduation  he  started  his  own 
business.  In  just  a  few  years  his  busi- 
ness boomed.  He  sold  out.  And,  at 
26,  he  retired— his  future  assured. 

Sounds  great.  But  it  just  wasn't  that 
way  at  all  with  Larry  Jordan  of 
Wheaton,  Illinois,  except  for  one  thing. 
He  did  retire  at  26. 

Everything  else  couldn't  be  farther 
from  the  truth.  This  is  the  way  he  tells 
the  story. 

"I  have  felt  that  the  Lord  wanted 
me  to  be  a  foreign  missionary  since  I 
was  seven  years  old,  and  since  my  high 
school  days  another  factor  entered  my 
thinking,  I  wanted  to  be  a  businessman 
and  make  enough  money,  either  before 
I  went  to  the  field  or  after  I  was  on  the 
field,  so  that  I  would  be  a  self-support- 
ing missionary  like  Paul. 

"So  I  sold  everything  from  maga- 
zines to  swimming  pools  and  fell  flat 
on  my  face  in  all  of  them  to  the  extent 
that  while  attending  Grace  College  I 
had  to  work  thirty  to  thirty-five  hours 
weekly  trimming  trees  to  make  it 
financially. 

"After  college,  I  went  to  Grace 
Seminary  and  continued  to  try  selling 
as  a  means  of  self-support.  I  con- 
tinued doing  so  badly  that  I  had  to 
trim  trees.  Even  that  career  vanished 
during  my  first  year  at  seminary— my 
tree-trimming  rope  broke  when  I  was 
42  feet  in  the  air.  I  quickly  got  a  new 
job— as  a  night  watchman. 

"I  finished  seminary  and  began 
teaching  in  a  nearby  college.  At  the 
same  time  I  continued  selling— still 
badly." 

It  was  at  this  time  in  his  life  that 
Larry  Jordan  received  a  call  from  his 
brother  in  Wheaton,  Illinois,  saying 
his  dad  was  coming  out  to  tell  him 
about    a    new    business    opportunity. 

"I  pressured  him  as  to  what  it 
really  was  all  about,  and  finally  he 
admitted   that    it   was  selling  soap." 

"Soap?"  Jordan  replied.  "Tell  Dad 
to  stay  home.  I  don't  want  to  be  a 
Fuller  Brush  man!" 

"I  can't,"  came  the  reply.  "He's 
already  on  the  plane.  So  be  nice  to 
him  when  you  meet  him." 

Jordan  was.  And  on  the  way  back 
from  the  airport,  a  girl  in  the  car  said. 


"I  stuck  my  finger  with  a  needle  this 
afternoon,  and  it  sure  hurts." 

To  Jordan's  surprise,  his  dad  pulled 
out  a  bottle  of  soap  (Amway  L.O.C.) 
and  said,  "I  just  happen  to  have  some- 
thing here  that  will  make  it  feel  a  lot 
better."  When  she  tried  it,  by  applying 
a  drop  to  the  sore  spot,  she  said  that  it 
felt  better  almost  immediately. 

Jordan  thought  they'd  both  gone 
crazy. 

At  the  apartment  a  friend  of  Larry's 
—a  heavy  smoker— wondered  how  the 
liquid  soap  tasted.  So  he  put  some  on 
liis  fingertip  and  then  on  his  tongue. 
Wlien  he  opened  his  mouth  in  a  few 
seconds,  his  wife  said,  "Merle,  it  took 
the   tobacco   stains   off  your   teeth." 

"When  the  products  turned  out  to 
have  some  very  normal  everyday  uses- 


like  soaps  do-I  was  very  reheved," 
Jordan  recounts  today. 

Leery  of  all  selling,  Jordan  checked 
out  the  Amway  Company  with  Dunn 
and  Bradstreet,  the  Better  Business 
Bureau,  National  Association  of  Direct 
Selling  Companies,  and  others. 

Satisfied,  he  and  his  wife  Linda,  be- 
came Amway  distributors.  And  the 
next  two  years  were  cyclonic. 

The  Jordans  had  already  been  ac- 
cepted by  a  mission  to  do  translation 
work.  Remembering  his  goal  to  be  a 
businessman-missionary,  Jordan 
plunged  headfirst  into  his  new  re- 
sponsibilities. 

"We  lived  in  a  small  one-bedroom 
apartment  when  we  started.  And  it 
wasn't  long  before  the  apartment  was 
loaded  from  floor  to  ceiling  at  one  end

of  the  living  room  with  Amway  pro- 
ducts. Going  to  the  warehouse  where 
we  picked  up  our  products  as  many  as 
three  times  a  day,  to  keep  up  with  the 
fast-moving  products,  soon  wore  the 
living  room  rug  out  completely. 

"It  gave  my  wife  the  feeling  of  liv- 
ing in  a  warehouse,  which  is  pretty 
much  what  it  was.  However,  she  was  a 
sport  and  an  exceptional  housekeeper 
(or  warehouse  keeper),  and  she  man- 
aged to  make  it  the  nicest  warehouse 
we  have  ever  lived  in." 

After  six  weeks,  his  first  bonus 
check  came  in  the  mail  (with  Larry 
earning  well  over  $1,000.)  After  four 
months,  more  than  $19,000  worth  of 
products  were  going  in  and  out  of  the 
"living-room  warehouse"  monthly. 

Working  hard  to  estabhsh  new  distri- 
butorships, Jordan  further  multiphed 
his  earnings. 

"The  neighbors  in  the  apartments 
above,  next  to,  and  across  from  us  be- 
gan to  wonder  what  kind  of  an  oper- 
ation was  going  on. 

"Soon  parking  became  a  major 
problem,  as  many  distributors  came 
simultaneously  for  products.  Fortu- 
nately, most  of  our  apartment  neigh- 
bors were  not  at  home  in  the  daytime, 
and  the  landlord  was  very  understand- 
ing also.  Any  salesmen  who  came  to 
their  doors  were  told  to  come  to  ours. 
This  was  a  great  help,  as  we  were  able 
to  recruit  many  of  them  to  sell  Amway 
instead  of  the  product  or  item  they 
were  selling." 

After  eleven  months  as  a  distributor 
Larry  and  his  wife  went  to  a  missionary 
training  school  for  four  months. 

WhUe  in  the  training  program,  com- 
missions and  bonuses  brought  in  $800 
monthly  without  any  work  toward  the 
business  on  Jordan's  part. 

They  came  back  for  the  final  ten 
months  before  they  were  to  go  to  the 
mission  field. 

"We  had  committed  the  whole  mat- 
ter of  going  into  this  business  to  the 
Lord.  So,  when  we  came  back,  we 
went  after  it  harder  than  ever  before. 
We  figured  that  if  the  Lord  gave  us  the 
business,  we  should  do  our  best  to  de- 


velop  it,  even  if  it  meant  much  separ- 
ation. 

"I  was  gone  many  times  a  week  to 
help  distributors  in  other  states;  and 
when  I  would  get  back,  Linda— my  Am- 
way  widow— would  talk  of  our  ultimate 
retirement  to  the  mission  field  when 
we  would  do  translation  work." 

Time  came  to  go  to  the  mission 
field— which  for  the  Jordans  was  the 
town  of  Apoala,  240  miles  southeast  of 
Mexico  City ,  twenty-seven  miles  off  the 
Pan  American  highway. 

Now,  the  twenty-one  months  of 
fanatically  hard  work  really  began 
paying  off. 

"This  work  in  a  very  exciting  busi- 
ness enabled  us  to  come  to  Mexico 
self-supporting  on  a  salary  of  more 
than  $15,000  a  year.  Our  commissions 
and  bonuses  are  still  in  effect,  because 
dealers  whom  we  helped  estabUsh  are 
doing  better  than  ever.  Instead  of  di- 
minishing in  our  absence,  our  second 
year  away  from  the  business  we  saw  an 
increase  in  income  over  the  first  year. 

"Such  an  income  on  the  field  has 
enabled  us  to  do  the  kind  of  job  I  be- 
lieve is  necessary  in  these  days.  James 
2:14  to  17  (Living  Letters)  expresses 
what  is  necessary  perfectly:  'Dear 
brothers,  what's  the  use  of  saying  that 
you  have  faith  and  are  Christians  if  you 
aren't  proving  it  by  helping  others? 
Will  that  kind  of  faith  save  anyone?  If 
you  have  a  friend  who  is  in  need  of 
food  and  clothing,  and  you  say  to  him 
"Well,  goodbye  and  God  bless  you, 
stay  warm  and  eat  hearty,"  and  then 
don't  give  him  clothes  or  food,  what 
good  does  that  do?  So  you  see,  it 
isn't  enough  just  to  have  faith.  You 
must  also  do  good  to  prove  that  you 
have  faith.  Faith  without  good  deeds 
is  dead  and  useless.' 

"Our  Mexican  friends  do  not  want 
gifts.  They  just  want  an  opportunity 
to  raise  their  standard  of  living  so  they 
can  earn  more  than  56^  a  day  when 
there  is  work,  and  live  in  houses  which 
the  wind  doesn't  blow  right  through, 
and  have  enough  clothes  to  keep  warm 
in  our  cold  winters,  and  have  enough 
food  so  they  can  eat  something  besides 
just  tortillas  and  beans  twice  a  day." 

While  working  on  their  translation 
projects,  the  Jordans  have  also  aided 
in  establishing  an  improved  irrigation 
system,  better  agricultural  methods,  a 
town  credit  union,  a  cement  basket- 
ball court  so  the  children  can  play  out- 
side even  in  rainy  season,  and  an  elec- 
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Jordan  hopes  to  have 

a  portion  of  the  Scripture 

translated  soon. 


trie  grain  grinder  that  enables  grinding 
of  the  corn  for  tortillas  in  three  min- 
utes instead  of  three  hours. 

The  town  hopes  for  a  factory  here— 
for  the  people  to  weave  beautiful  wool 
sweaters,  and  thus  raise  their  income— 
as  well  as  a  50-kilowatt  hydroelectric 
plant  for  the  town  ("as  soon  as  we  can 
locate  a  used  turbine  and  generator," 
says  Jordan). 

"Also  in  the  works  for  this  year  is  a 
drinking-water  system  that  will  go  a 
long  way  toward  stopping  intestinal 
parasites  from  their  deadly  work.  For 
next  year,  we  have  a  bi-Ungual  school  as 
our  goal  in  cooperation  with  the  Indian 
affairs  department  of  the  Mexican 
government.  Also  with  their  help,  we 
hope  to  improve  the  road  into  town 
and   eventually  start  a  market  there. 

"The  road  could  well  be  described 
as  a  beautiful  double-rutted  burro 
track.  In  one  year  of  traveling  over 
this  road,  we  have  broken  twelve  uni- 
versal joints,  one  drive  shaft,  one 
transmission  housing,  one  transmission 
gear,  the  frame  in  three  places,  the 
steering  gear,  the  radiator,  the  carbure- 
tor, and  front  and  back  springs  on 
both  sides. 

"However,  the  government  is  now 
helping  us  to  improve  the  road,  and  we 
haven't  broken  anything  major  in  the 
last  three  months.  Also  we  have  gone 
through  sixteen  tires  of  the  heaviest 
duty  available. 


"In  rainy  season,  the  road  turns  into 
a  sea  of  mud.  There  is  one  particular 
spot  that  we  call  quick  mud.  Four- 
wheel  drive  doesn't  do  any  good,  as 
the  carryall  just  sinks  right  down  to  the 
frame  and  the  wheels  spin  uselessly  in 
circles. 

"One  evening  we  were  coming  back 
from  a  visit  with  the  carryall  loaded  to 
the  roof  when  we  hit  the  quick  mud. 
We  sat  for  sixteen  hours  in  the  front 
seat  in  pouring  rain.  The  only  one  who 
slept  all  that  night  was  our  two-year- 
old  daughter.  Next  morning,  some  of 
the  men  of  our  town  had  heard  about 
it  somehow,  and  about  150  of  them 
walked  seven  miles  in  the  rain  to  help 
us  get  out.  They  didn't  want  any  re- 
ward or  pay  for  their  help.  They  just 
wanted  to  help  us  because  they  want 
us  to  be  happy  in  Apoala  and  stay 
there.  And  they  wanted  to  say  thank 
you." 

Jordan  estimates  that  it  will  be  an- 
other year  or  so  until  they  are  able  to 
complete  first  stages  in  Bible  trans- 
lation—a goal  he  feels  is  made  possi- 
ble by  his  role  as  businessman. 

"The  Lord  used  my  business  career 
to  put  us  down  here  and  enable  us  to 
do  some  of  the  things  we're  doing.  We 
hope  that  the  people  will  accept  God's 
Word  as  the  book  that  governs  our  lives 
-which,  we  also  hope,  have  shown 
forth  a  love  for  the  people  of  Apoala. 

"For  we  are  talking  about  the  most 
exciting  thing  in  life-receiving  new  life 
through  Christ,  and  coming  into  the 
glorious  fellowship  of  the  children  of 

God."  ▼

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How  many  Brethren  are  thinking 
about  the  Negro  when  it  comes  to 
building  churches?  How  often  it  ap- 
pears that  the  Brethren  Church  wants 
to  evangehze  the  Negro,  but  not  inte- 
grate. Integration  is  difficult.  Inte- 
gration will  require  patience,  but' inte- 
gration is  coming.  The  time  when  inte- 
gration will  become  a  functional  reali- 
ty is  the  time  when  the  Negro  will  con- 
sider the  white  as  a  person,  and  con- 
versely when  the  white  will  consider 
the  Negro  as  a  person. 

Let's  face  it,  there  will  be  problems, 
but  when  has  church-building  ceased 
being  a  problem?  Let  us  consider  for  a 
moment  that  anyone  who  has  been 
oppressed  to  any  degree  will  inevitably 
be  defensive.  This  "putting  up  of  de- 
fenses" will  continue  until  the  Negro 
and  the  white  learn  to  sit  together 
comfortably  at  the  feet  of  the  Saviour. 
How  will  this  be  accompHshed? 

Education  will  be  a  key  factor,  but 
not  secular  education  alone.  When 
both  white  and  black  become  educated 
to  the  fact  that  souls  are  souls,  regard- 
less of  their  "earthly  tabernacles"  then 
can  we  integrate  smoothly. 

The  body  of  Christ  cannot  become 
involved  with  temporal  affairs  exces- 
sively without  suffering  loss  in  eternal 
affairs.  For  either  Negro  or  white  to 
receive  Christ  and  be  satisfied  only  at 
that  decision,  he  will  find  that  Christ 
will  not  prove  to  be  the  answer.  The 
deeper  life  in  Christ  will,  however,  be 
the  answer;  the  deeper  life  is  not 
wrought  by  magic,  but  mastery  of  our 
bodies  and  desires,  as  Paul  beheved: 
"But  I  keep  under  my  body,  and  bring 
it  into  subjection,  lest  that  by  any 
means,  when  I  have  preached  to  others, 
I  myself  should  be  a  castaway"  (I  Cor. 
9:27). 

We  are  living  in  times  that  abide  in 
a  state  of  flux.  We  must  adapt,  but  the

danger  is  that  we  shall  adapt  to  tem- 
poral causes  rather  than  eternal.  We 
should  a  hundred  times  rather  see 
someone  receive  eternal  life,  than  for 
him  to  receive  a  ten  dollar  a  month 
pay  raise  (though  that  would  help  too); 
however,  what  will  an  extra  $10  per 
month  do  for  someone  in  hell? 

This  problem  of  integration  is  not 
new  to  the  Church.  In  the  Galatian 
epistle,  Paul  rebuked  Peter  because  of 
such  an  attitude  of  being  a  "respecter 
of  persons." 

Prejudice  is  real,  and  prejudice  is 
active,  but  prejudice  has  no  place  in 
the  life  of  any  Christian.  Now,  I  am 
very  much  aware  that  just  to  make 
such  a  statement  will  not  be  a  cure  for 
the  ill.  But  where  else  are  we  going  to 
start?  We  must  make  the  start  or  we 
will  never  realize  the  goal  of  the  Chris- 
tian unity  of  which  Christ  spoke  in 
John  17:20-21. 

We  believe  that  this  start  has  been 
made.  The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Hacienda  Heights  now  has  three  bap- 
tized Negro  members,  and  Lord  will- 
ing will  soon  see  four  in  membership. 
Do  we  feel  that  we  know  all  the  an- 
swers to  problems  of  integration?  Not 
by  any  means.  However  we  will  never 
have  the  answers  until  we  become  in- 
volved. 

We  will  not  go  out  of  our  area  to 
reach  anyone  without  direct  invitation. 
God  has  enabled  this  church  to  become 
organized  in  this  community  and  this 
community  we  will  serve.  Let  every 
church  be  persuaded  in  its  mind  that  it 
is  adequately  serving  Christ,  or  that  it 
is  not. 

I  have  come  to  believe  that  churches 
can  effectively  integrate.  Until  now 
the  Uberals  have  made  the  integration 
move.  What  will  we  do?  Satan  would 
have  us  concentrate  on  civil  matters 
while  human  souls  plunge  into  hell. 


How  often  it  appears  that  the  Brethren  Church  wants  to  evangelize  the  Negro,  but  not  integrate. " 


Jesus  would  have  us  preach  the  Gos- 
pel unto  all  creation.  "Let  no  man 
think  better  of  himself  than  he  ought," 
especially  when  it  comes  to  evangelism. 
Will  we  be  evangelicals,  but  not  evange- 
hstic?  We  have  many  knots  to  untie, 
but  if  each  of  us  will  take  care  of  our 
lacks  at  home,  in  time,  we  will  realize 
a  fulfillment,  to  a  great  extent  of  the 
desires  of  the  hearts  of  many  to  be 
one  in  Christ. 

"The  night  is  far  spent,  the  day  is 
at  hand:  let  us  therefore  cast  off  the 
works  of  darkness,  and  let  us  put  on 
the  armor  of  light"  (Rom.  13:12). 
Yes,  through  Christ,  through  yielding 
ourselves  more  to  Him,  we  can  put 
Christ  ahead  of  expediency  in  this 
present  day. 

Let  us  be  aware  that  as  long  as  we 
are  in  these  bodies  of  different  colors, 
we  will  face  difficulty.  We  as  a  nation- 
al fellowship  can  take  a  stand  on  racial 
issues  or  not;  but  it  is  on  the  level  of 
the  individual  that  the  adjustment 
must  be  made.  Are  we  willing,  both 
Negro  and  white,  to  assume  the  flexi- 
bility necessary  to  integration?  You, 
the  reader,  must  provide  at  least  this 
one  answer. 


We  have  years  of  misunderstandings 
with  which  to  cope.  There  is  terminol- 
ogy that  will  have  to  be  tolerated  pa- 
tiently by  Negro  and  white  alike  until 
"the  love  of  God  is  shed  abroad  in  our 
hearts  by  the  Holy  Spirit." 

The  Negro  is  a  Negro,  the  white  is  a 
white  and  neither  has  any  claim  to 
superiority,  "For  all  have  sinned  and 
come  short  of  the  glory  of  God" 
(Rom.  3:23).  Let  us  acknowledge  this 
difference  between  us  and  seek, 
through  Christ,  to  overcome  hin- 
drances produced  by  many  recent  vio- 
lences. Every  action  produces  a  reac- 
tion. A  bad  action  produces  a  bad  re- 
action. Are  we  wiUing  to  attempt  to 
produce  good,  positive  actions  within 
the  framework  of  Biblical  Christianity? 
God  help  us  if  we  are  not! 

Bretluen,  here  is  a  practical,  neces- 
sary test  of  the  love  of  Christ  as  it 
should  be  manifested  in  true  born- 
again  believers.  Will  we  accept  the 
challenge,  or  be  spiritual  cowards  in 
this  regard? 

The  best  demonstration  is  the  dem- 
onstration of  Biblical  Christianity  every 
day.  Do  you  know  of  a  more  relevant 
application  of  Matthew  28 : 1 8-20?     ▼

To  be  truly  educated,  a  person 
should  be  able: 

To  listen  attentively.  No  one  can  be 
generously  educated  and  understanding 
without  being  able  to  be  a  good  listen- 
er. We  are  to  be  teachable  more  than 
talkative.  Solomon  made  the  observa- 
tion that  "he  that  hath  knowledge 
spareth  his  words:  and  a  man  of  under- 
standing is  of  an  excellent  spirit.  Even 
a  fool,  when  he  holdeth  his  peace,  is 
counted  wise:  and  he  that  shutteth  his 
lips  is  esteemed  a  man  of  understand- 
ing" (Prov.  17:27-28). 

To  think  clearly.  To  think  at  all  is 
one  of  life's  deepest  disciplines.  To 
think  clearly  should  be  the  evidence  of 


an  educated  person.  With  perspicacity 
and  penetration,  with  reason  and  rea- 
sonableness, with  common  sense  and 
caution,  with  instruction  and  insight, 
he  should  be  well  advised  and  not 
worldly  wise.  With  observation  and 
objectivity  he  can  sift  evidence  from 
opinions,  proof  from  propaganda,  and 
with  good  judgment  he  can  weigh  evi- 
dence. He  has  foresight,  and  is  also 
taught  by  hindsight,  and  should  be  free 
from  folly  and  frivolity.  To  every 
problem  there  is  an  answer,  and  by 
diligent  observation  and  logical  think- 
ing he  proceeds  toward  the  solution 
thereof. 

To  speak  and  to  write  accurately. 
An  educated  person  should  be  concise 
and  not  clumsy,  precise  and  not  pon- 
derous. Good  grammar  is  a  godsend  to 
him  and  correct  spelling  is  evidence  of 
his  education.  He  has  both  clarity  of 
thought  and  fehcity  of  expression  so  as 
to  communicate  cogently  and  not  to 
confuse  himself  or  others.  To  be 
effective  in  communicating  to  others, 
he   is  unaffected  and  unostentatious. 

To  read  widely.  It  was  Sir  Francis 
Bacon  who  wrote:  "Reading  maketh  a 
full  man,  conference  a  ready  man,  and 
writing  an  exact  man."  He  added: 
"Read  not  to  contradict,  nor  to  be- 
Heve,  but  to  weigh  and  to  consider." 
To  be  educated  is  to  be  interested, 
inquisitive,  industrious,  informed.  It  is 
to  be  intrigued  with  learning,  to  be  in- 
dependent of  the  opinions  of  others 
and  yet  not  to  be  opinionated. 

To  live  honestly  and  heartily.  Wliile 
preparing  for  life  during  college  years, 
one  should  not  forget  to  live!  Educa- 
tion should  cultivate  integrity  and  up- 
rightness, probity  and  high  principles. 
One  is  to  be  both  trustful  and  trust- 
worthy, open-minded  and  open- 
hearted,  courageous  and  constant,  con- 
scientious and  consistent.  Life  is  the 
great  adventure  entrusted  to  us  by  the 
Almighty,  to  be  followed  by  eternal 
hfe  whose  duties  and  delights  we  can 
only  faintly  discern.  Life  is  an  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  Jesus  Christ  and  our 
fellow  men,  an  apprenticeship  to  learn 
the  gladness  of  giving  and  the  triumph 
of  trusting,  and  the  discipline  to  over- 
come obstacles  that  develop  Christian 
character.  Life,  I  repeat,  can  and 
should  be  an  adventure  with  God  into 
each  untrodden  day. 

To  move  purposefully  and  prayer- 
fully. To  be  liberally  educated  is  to 
have  aims  and  goals,  and  the  earnest 


endeavor  to  reach  them.  One  is  to  be 
a  pilgrim  on  his  way  to  the  City  of 
the  Great  King,  and  not  merely  a 
purposeless,  wandering  hobo  through- 
out life.  He  makes  decisions  and 
with  determination  pursues  the  chosen 
pathway.  He  has  perseverance,  pa- 
tience, and  old-fashioned  pluck.  He  has 
both  spontaneity  and  originality,  and  is 
responsible  in  the  performance  of  Ufe's 
profession. 

To  have  convictions  and  stand  for 
them.  The  educated  person  is  tolerant 
of  others  and  wOling  to  evaluate  their 
opinions.  He  is,  however,  intolerant  of 
error  and  untruthfulness.  He  has  come 
to  convictions  of  his  own,  achieved  by 
study  and  thought,  and  in  matters 
spiritual  (and  others  as  well)  he  is 
"ready  always  to  give  an  answer  to 
every  man  that  asketh  a  reason  of  the 
hope"  that  he  has. 

To  experience  the  freedom  that  is 
in  Christ  and  to  live  triumphantly 
therein.  The  Lord  Jesus  declared 
plainly:  "If  the  Son  therefore  shall 
make  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free  in- 
deed" (John  8:36).  That  freedom  in- 
cludes forgiveness  of  sins  to  the  peni- 
tent who  accepts  the  Saviour's  offer 
of  pardon.  He  said,  "Him  that  cometh 
to  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out"  (John 
6:37). 

The  Bible  further  states  that: 
"As  many  as  received  him,  to  them 
gave  he  power  to  become  the  sons  of 
God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his 
name"  (John  1:12).  There  is  freedom 
from  the  penalty  of  sin  by  the  death 
of  the  Saviour,  and  freedom  from  the 
domination  of  the  old  Hfe  because  of 
His  indwelling  presence.  The  Scrip- 
tures give  that  assurance,  saying:  "For 
if,  when  we  were  enemies,  we  were 
reconciled  to  God  by  the  death  of  his 
Son,  much  more,  being  reconciled,  we 
shall  be  saved  by  his  life"  (Rom.  5:10). 

True  education  causes  us  to  be  in- 
creasingly aware  of  our  utter  depen- 
dence upon  God.  It  makes  us  sensi- 
tive of  heart  toward  Him  and  swift  of 
action  to  do  His  bidding.  Worship  and 
work  are  alike  our  duty  and  delight. 

Sensitive  to  the  Word  and  will  of 
God,  solicitous  for  the  welfare  of 
one's  fellow  men,  sensible  in  thought 
and  sound  in  speech;  such  are  the 
marks  of  an  educated  man.

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Many  Jewish  people  wonder:  "Is  the  name 
'Jesus'  in  our  Hebrew  Bible?"  It  is  a  blessed 
experience  to  show  our  Jewish  friends  the  di- 
vine titles  of  the  Messiah  in  their  own  Bible. 

The  Messiah  is  Immanuel  in  Isaiah  7:14; 
Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The  Mighty  God,  The 
Everlasting  Father  and  The  Prince  of  Peace  in 
Isaiah  9:6.  In  Jeremiah  23:6  He  is  the  Lord 
our  Righteousness  (Jahweh  Tsidkenu).  We 
recognize  Him  in  the  second  Psalm  as  the 
Anointed,    the    King,    and   twice   the   Son. 

But  the  question  remains,  is  the  Hebrew 
name  which  is  equal  to  Jesus  to  be  found  in 
the  Hebrew  Scriptures? 

First  of  all,  every  time  the  word  "salva- 
tion" occurs,  especially  with  the  Hebrew  suf- 
fix meaning  "my,"  "thy,"  "his,"  or  with 
other  personal  pronouns,  it  is  exactly  the 
same  word  used  in  Matthew  1:21.  The  word 
is  JESHUA  (pronounced  Yah-shu'a).  The 
English  equivalent  is  the  familiar  name 
Jesus,  which  means  salvation  or  Saviour. 

This  is  the  significance  of  the  angel's 
word  to  Joseph  concerning  his  virgin  wife, 
Mary:  "And  she  shall  bring  forth  a  Son,  and 
thou  shalt  call  his  name  Yeshua,  for  He  shall 
save  His  people  from  their  sins." 

Where  is  this  Hebrew  name,  Jeshua  (Greek 
is  lesus;  English  is  Jesus)  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment? 

When  the  ancient  patriarch  Jacob  was  on 
his  death-bed,  he  blessed  his  sons  individually 
(Gen.  49)  and  thereby  foretold  their  future. 
In  verse,  18  he  said:  "I  have  waited  for  thy 
salvation,  O  Lord."  The  literal  Hebrew  is, 
"To  thy  Jeshua,  I  am  looking,  O  Lord";  or 
even  better,  "In  thy  Jeshua  I  am  hoping,  0 
Lord." 
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is  in 

Your  Bible! 


When  the  Psalmist  David  explains,  "I  will 
rejoice  in  thy  salvation,"  he  is  saying  in  He- 
brew: "I  will  rejoice  in  (with)  thy  JESHUA." 
Then  in  Psalm  91:16;  "With  long  life  will  I 
satisfy  him,  and  show  him  my  salvation."  In 
the  Hebrew  rendering  a  clearer  translation 
would  be;  "With  length  of  days  (eternal  life) 
will  I  satisfy  him,  and  I  will  cause  him  to 
look  upon  my  JESHUA." 

When  we  turn  to  Isaiah  12:2-3,  we  dis- 
cover this  holy  and  blessed  name  men- 
tioned three  times.  And  again  in  Isaiah  62: 1 1 
JESHUA  occurs  with  pronouns  to  clearly 
prove  a  Person  is  in  mind. 

Going  to  the  briefer  prophets  we  see  in  ' 
Habakkuk  3:13  perhaps  the  greatest  exhibit 
of  the  Name  in  the  Hebrew  Bible:  "Thou 
wentest  forth  with  JESHA  (a  variant  of 
JESHUA)  of  (or  for)  thy  people;  with 
JESHUA  the  Messiah." 

How  utterly  soul-thrilling  then,  to  hear 
the  aged  Simeon,  when  he  took  the  baby 
Jesus  in  his  arms,  declare  in  the  Temple  that 
day:  "Lord,  now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  de- 
part in  peace,  according  to  thy  Word;  for 
mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  JESHUA"  (Luke 
2:29-30).  Not  only  did  he  see  God's  sal- 
vation, God's  JESHUA,  but  he  felt  Him  and 
touched  Him!  Simeon's  old  believing  heart 
throbbed  with  joy  and  assurance  as  he  felt 
the  pulsating  heart  of  divine  love  in  the 
holy  infant,  JESHUA. 

And  so  will  every  heart  throb  as  it  re- 
ceives the  LORD  YESHUA,  in  both  Old 
and  New  Testaments— ".o.  .  the  Lamb  of 
God,  who  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world" 
(John  1:29).  ▼

"The  mock  election  was  so  very  exciting,"  were  the 
comments  of  others. 

This  turned  out  to  be  one  of  those  youth  rallies 
with  a  proper  balance  between  having  a  good  time 
socially,  and  a  profitable  time  spiritually.  There 
was  much  good  food,  and  plenty  of  action.  Yet, 
the  kids  sat  for  a  couple  hours  and  listened  to 
"Sketch"  Erickson  as  he  stirred  them  with  draw- 
ings, recordings,  and  messages  on  themes  so  very 
practical  and  familiar  to  all  of  them.  He  caught 
their  attention  with  statements  that  they  clearly 
understood  and  liked.  "Teenagers  are  in  a  wonder- 
ful age.  Girls  give  up  dolls  and  take  up  serious  mat- 
ters, and  boys  give  up  serious  matters  and  take  up 
dolls,"  brought  a  hearty  laugh.  A  more  sobering 
thought  was,  "Teens  want  respect  from  their  elders. 
But  they  should  give  respect  to  their  parents.  Re- 
spect is  a  two-way  street,  you  get  back  the  respect 
that  you  deserve."

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it  by  inducing  anarchy  through  a  moral 
breakdown.  The  kids  were  discussing 
these  things  throughout  the  day. 

It  takes  a  lot  to  really  interest  teen- 
agers, but  it  was  accomplished  through 
a  mock  presidential  election  campaign. 
It  occupied  their  minds  for  an  evening 
and  most  of  a  day.  Pressure  buOt  up 
with  each  passing  hour.  Strategy  ses- 
sions were  action-packed,  with  the  dif- 
ferent platforms  scurrying  around  in 
search  of  votes.  What  a  climax  as  the 
winning  party  members  carried  success- 
ful candidate  Neal  DeArmey  outside 
on  their  shoulders  to  a  waiting  auto- 
mobile! An  adult  reaction  was,  "I 
thought  that  election  idea  was  over  the 
heads  of  these  kids,  but  it  worked!" 
A  teenager  said,  "That  election  was  ex- 
citing. I  liked  that!" 

The  cUmactic  Saturday  evening  ban- 
quet was  outstanding.  Steak  was  the 
featured  food  item,  and  Chaplain  Jim 
Hutchens,  purple  heart  and  bronze  star 
with  "V  for  Valor"  winner,  was  the 
featured  speaker.  Both  were  a  real  suc- 
cess! Jim  thrilled  those  present  with 
his  life  testimony,  including  soulwin- 
ning  on  the  battlefields  of  Vietnam. 
The  kids  took  it  all  in.  They  had  great 
respect  for  this  chaplain  who  wears 
the  green  beret  of  the  Special  Forces 
group,  and  shares  in  the  daring  experi- 
ences of  his  men,  including  parachuting 
with   them  from  very  high  altitudes. 

The  big  story  was  the  great  success 
of  the  whole  rally.  The  burden  of  or- 
ganizing it  fell  on  six  to  eight  teenagers 
who  were  encouraged  by  energetic 
youth  sponsors,  a  loyal  pastor  and  liis 
wife,  and  faithful  people  from  the 
church  and  community.  How  thrilling 
it  was  to  hear  one  of  the  young  people 
say,  "We  faced  a  lot  of  problems, 
but  we  believed  God  would  overcome 
them,  and  He  did."  Another  said, 
"We  felt  God  would  help  us  do  it,  and 
He  did." 

These  six  to  eight  teenagers  were 
amply  rewarded  when  they  saw  how 
much  the  rally  meant  to  all  who  at- 
tended. They  themselves  came  to  have 
a  greater  appreciation  for  faithful  lead- 
ers. Also  they  were  pleased  that  the 
officials  of  Wheaton,  lUinois,  "The  AU 
American  City,"  had  enough  faith  in 
its  youth— Christian  youth— to  permit 
a  police-escorted,  decorated-automo- 
bile parade  through  the  city  with  sirens 
and  all  the  other  extras. 

All  in  all  it  was  a  great  youth  raDy! 
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In  the  past  century  and  a  half  mod- 
ern man  has  been  thoroughly  indoctrin- 
ated with  the  notion  that  natural  law, 
not  a  personal  God,  controls  the  world. 
The  apostle  Peter  stated  that  "there 
shall  come  in  the  last  days  scoffers, 
walking  after  their  own  lusts,  and  say- 
ing, Where  is  the  promise  of  his  com- 
ing?" (II  Pet.  3:4).  Such  men  secretly, 
if  not  openly,  scoff  at  the  idea  of  a 
sudden,  divine  intervention  into  this 
world,  whereby  every  unbeliever  will 
be  judged  by  his  Maker,  and  the  king- 
doms of  this  world  will  be  swept  away 
and  replaced  by  the  kingdom  of  God's 
own  Son.  But  the  reason  for  this  scoff- 
ing attitude  is  highly  significant:  "... 
for  since  the  fathers  fell  asleep,  all 
things  continue  as  they  were  from  the 
beginning  of  the  creation."  Thus,  the 
apparent  uniformity  of  nature's  laws 
and   processes  becomes  the  lever  by 
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which  man  removed  God  from  His  own 
universe. 

But  the  entire  Word  of  God  cries 
out  against  such  a  concept.  The  apostle 
Peter  says  that  scoffers  are  willingly 
ignorant  of  two  stupendous  events  in 
past  history:  the  fact  of  a  direct,  dy- 
namic creation  of  the  earth  by  God, 
and  the  fact  of  a  universal  flood  (II 
Pet.  3:5-6). 

Such  willful  ignorance  stems  from 
the  fact  that  the  natural  man  "re- 
ceiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit  of 
God:  for  they  are  foolishness  unto  him; 
and  he  cannot  know  them,  because 
they  are  spiritually  judged"  (I  Cor. 
2:14).  The  Scriptures  further  assert 
that  the  doctrine  of  supernatural,  di- 
rect creation  is  beyond  the  grasp  of 
the  natural  mind,  for  it  is  "by  faith" 
that  "we  understand  that  the  worlds 
have  been  framed  by  the  word  of 
God,  so  that  what  is  seen  hath  not 
been  made  out  of  things  which  ap- 
pear" (Heb.  11:3). 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
Christians  discern  these  issues  clearly, 
lest  they  fall  prey  to  the  naturalistic 
philosophy  of  origins  which  permeates 
our  scientific  world  today.  Because 
they  are  limited,  basically,  to  an  anal- 
ysis of  the  present  processes  and  laws 
of  nature,  the  most  refined  scientific 
methods  and  the  most  delicate  scientif- 
ic instruments  can  never  explain  how 
the  earth  was  created.    Only  by  God's

special  revelation  in  Scripture  can  we 
know  that  "in  six  days  Jehovah  made 
heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that 
is  in  them"  (Exod.  20:11).  In  line 
with  Hebrews  11:3,  this  involves  the 
concept  of  creation  with  appearance 
of  age— a  concept  that  far  surpasses  the 
realm  and  scope  of  unaided  human 
reasoning,  but  harmonizes  perfectly 
with  the  wisdom  and  power  of  God  as 
revealed  in  Scripture. 

On  the  third  day  of  creation,  God 
commanded:  "Let  the  earth  put  forth 
.  .  .  fruit  trees  bearing  fruit  after  their 
kind,  wherein  is  the  seed  thereof 
(Gen.  1:11).  Modern  evolutionary 
theory  insists  that  all  plants  and  ani- 
mals developed  over  hundreds  of  mil- 
lions of  years  from  a  single  speck  of 
hfe  in  the  ocean,  and  theistic  evolution- 
ists claim  that  the  Bible  allows  for  such 
processes  by  the  use  of  such  phrases  as 
"let  the  earth  put  forth  .  .  ."  How- 
ever, Genesis  not  only  contradicts  this 
by  dating  the  creation  of  marine  life 
after  the  creation  of  plants  and  fruit 
trees  (1 :20),  but  also  reveals  that  fruit 
trees  were  created  already  bearing  fruit 
with  seed  in  them.  In  other  words,  so 
far  from  allowing  the  idea  that  fruit 
trees  developed  from  marine  organisms, 
the  Scriptures  indicate  that  the  first 
fruit  trees  did  not  even  grow  from 
seeds.  They  were  created  full-grown, 
as  "mature"  and  "adult"  organisms, 
with  a  superficial  appearance  of  age 
(superficial  in  the  sense  that  they  out- 
wardly appeared  to  have  grown,  but 
did  not  necessarily  have  growth  rings 
within). 

Can  such  an  interpretation  of  Gene- 


sis be  correct?  The  phrase  "after  its 
kind"  (which  appears  ten  times  in 
Genesis  1)  demands  such  an  interpre- 
tation, especially  in  the  case  of  mam- 
mals; for  such  creatures  could  not  have 
existed  as  mere  "seeds"  (or  fertihzed 
eggs)  outside  of  a  mother's  womb.  In 
the  second  place,  there  is  a  clear  bibli- 
cal analogy  in  the  creation  of  Adam 
and  Eve.  Nothing  could  be  clearer  in 
Scripture  than  the  fact  that  our  first 
parents  neither  evolved  from  animals 
nor  did  they  experience  birth  and 
growth.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  they 
were  adults,  their  superficial  appear- 
ance of  age  was  only  apparent,  not  real. 
Not  until  God  breathed  into  him  the 
breath  of  life  did  Adam  become  "a  liv- 
ing soul"  (literally,  "a  living  creature" 
—same  Hebrew  words  as  in  1:21).  Un- 
til that  moment,  he  had  no  life  at  all, 
and  thus  no  previous  history.  Eve, 
Ukewise,  had  no  mother  or  childhood. 
She  was  created  as  an  adult  from  a  por- 
tion of  Adam's  body  (cf.  I  Cor.  1 1 :8 ;  I 
Tim.  2:13).  They  both  appeared  ma- 
ture when  God  created  them  and  yet 
by  our  understanding  of  age,  they  were 
not  over  a  day  "old." 

What  about  the  work  of  the  Son  of 
God  in  the  New  Testament?  When 
Christ  began  His  public  ministry,  the 
very  first  miracle  He  performed  was 
intended  to  "manifest  his  glory"  (John 
2:11)  as  the  Creator  of  the  world. 
How  did  He  accompUsh  this?  By  in- 
stantly transforming  about  150  gallons 
of  water  into  delicious  wine.  Now  wine 
is  the  end  product  of  a  long  series  of 
complex  natural  processes  involving 
the  drawing  of  water  from  the  soil  into 
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the  fruit  of  a  grape  vine,  and  the  grad- 
ual transforming  of  this  water  into  the 
juice  of  grapes.  Even  then,  the  grapes 
must  be  picked,  the  juice  squeezed  out 
and  the  sediments  allowed  to  settle 
down.  But  Jesus,  the  Lord  of  creation 
(cf.  John  1:3),  bypassed  all  these  nat- 
ural and  human  processes  and  created 
the  end  product  with  an  appearance  of 
age. 

This  event  sheds  important  light  on 
the  events  of  Genesis  1  and  2,  for  it 
shows  us  that  Christ  the  Creator  was 
not  limited  by  time  or  processes  when 
He  brought  a  complex  world  into  exis- 
tence. And  the  perplexity  of  the  ruler 
of  the  feast,  who  "knew  not  whence  it 
was"  and  mistakenly  assumed  that  this 
"good  wine"  had  been  somewhere 
"kept  .  .  .  until  now"  (John  2:10), 
parallels  the  perplexity  of  modern 
scientists  who  ignore  the  biblical  doc- 
trine of  supernatural  creation  and  as- 
sume that  mankind,  animals,  plants, 
and  even  the  earth  itself,  must  have 
developed  from  previous  forms  of  ex- 
istence. 

By  means  of  these  and  other  biblical 
passages  that  teach  the  doctrine  of  crea- 
tion with  an  appearance  of  age  (such  as 
the  creation  of  loaves  and  fishes  to  feed 
thousands  of  people),  we  may  assume 
that  this  was  God's  method  of  creating 
the  world  in  six  days.  The  apostle 
Peter  wrote:  "Forget  not  this  one 
thing,  beloved,  that  one  day  is  with  the 
Lord  as  a  thousand  years"  (II  Pet. 3: 8). 
In  other  words,  God  could  accomplish 
in  one  day  of  creation  what  men  would 
have  to  explain  in  terms  of  vast  periods 
of  time. 


Since  the  creation  week,  no  new 
kinds  of  living  things  have  appeared, 
for  the  Bible  states  that  "the  heavens 
and  the  earth  were  finished,  and  all  the 
host  of  them.  And  on  the  seventh  day 
God  finished  his  work  which  he  had 
made;  and  he  rested  on  the  seventh  day 
from  all  his  work  which  he  had  made" 
(Gen.  2:1,2). 

AH  true  discoveries  in  the  realm  of 
paleontology  and  genetics  tend  to 
confirm  the  biblical  record  of  creation 
and  the  flood.  The  fossUs  themselves 
call  for  a  catastrophic  interpretation. 
There  is  no  evidence  that  evolution  is 
occurring  anywhere  in  the  earth  today 
(Henry  M.  Morris,  The  Twilight  of 
Evolution,  Baker  Book  House,  1963). 

The  loss  or  serious  modification  of 
the  biblical  doctrine  of  creation  can 
only  serve  to  prepare  the  way  of  man's 
ultimate  self-deification. 

Having  nearly  conquered  the  earth 
and  reaching  out  for  worlds  beyond, 
modern  man  is  beginning  to  feel  that 
he  has  no  further  need  for  God. 
Apparent  obstacles  to  his  relentless 
progress  toward  mastery  of  the  earth 
have  disappeared  with  the  magic  wand 
of  scientific  genius  and  technology, 
and  breathtaking  new  possibilities  of 
exploration  and  conquest  continually 
unfold    before    his    astonished    eyes. 

After  centuries  of  painful  and  cost- 
ly experimentation,  man  considers  him- 
self to  be  at  the  threshold  of  complete 
self-sufficiency.  All  he  needs  is  the 
formula  for  creating  hfe,  and  more 
advanced  techniques  for  indefinitely 
postponing  death-and  the  universe  will 
be  his! 


This,  however,  is  only  the  begin- 
ning of  blasphemies.  Self-sufficiency 
is  only  a  first  step.  The  ultimate  climax 
is  self-worsliip.  To  the  extent  that  the 
doctrine  of  God  as  Creator  is  aban- 
doned, to  that  same  extent  man's 
awareness  of  God's  power  and  sover- 
eignty will  fade  away.  Worship  of  the 
one  true  God  is  then  replaced  by  a  deifi- 
cation of  nature,  for  this  is  the  only 
"god"  that  remains.  But  since  nature, 
through  vast  ages  of  blind  struggle  and 
groping,  has  finally  evolved  into  self- 
consciousness  in  the  human  brain,  man 
liimself  becomes  the  only  valid  object 
of  worship. 

But  aD  of  this  is  a  vain  delusion. 
For  when  sinful  man  approaches  the 
day  of  liis  supposed  independence  from 
the  "God-concept,"  it  will  so  happen 
that  "He  that  sitteth  in  the  heavens 
shall  laugh:  the  Lord  shall  have  them 
m  derision.  Then  shall  he  speak  unto 
them  in  his  wrath,  and  vex  them  in  his 
sore  displeasure"  (Psa.  2:4,5).  At  the 
climax  of  human  history,  at  the  end  of 
man's  day,  God  will  forcibly  remind 
the  human  race  of  His  absolute  sover- 
eignty in  the  world,  by  virtue  of  the 
astounding  fact  that  He  created  it  out 
of  nothing  (ex  nihilo)  by  a  mere  act  of 
His  omnipotent  will.  Thus,  the  apoca- 
lyptic warning  will  resound  from  heav- 
en: "Fear  God,  and  give  glory  to  him; 
for  the  hour  of  his  judgment  is  come: 
and  worship  him  that  made  heaven,  and 
earth,  and  the  sea,  and  the  fountains 
of  waters"  (Rev.  14:7).  Man  must  sur- 
render to  God  on  His  terms,  because

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Letter  From  Vietnam

Dear  Dr.  Hoyt: 

How  long  or  short  this  turns  out  to  be  does  not  really  matter. 
The  thing  that  really  matters  to  me  is  this: 

I  want  to  show  someone  a  wonderful  discovery  I  have  made. 
This  discovery  I  have  made  is  something  which  existed  for  two  thousand 
years.  This  discovery  has  saved  my  Hfe !  Yet  wliile  this  discovery  is  as 
old  as  man,  milhons  failed  to  claim  it.  I  have  claimed  the  discovery. 
Twenty  years  after  hearing  of  Christ,  I  finally  accepted  who  He  is,  what 
He  did  for  me,  and  how  I  can  benefit  from  it.  The  reason  so  many  go 
through  Ufe  blind  to  the  hfe-saving  discovery  is  because  it  is  so  simple, 
yet  so  complete.  It  appears  that  there  must  be  something  needed  in 
addition. 

How  did  I  make  the  discovery?  Well,  while  here  in  Vietnam  I 
made  friends  with  some  Christians.  Among  them  were  several  chap- 
lains. The  names  of  two  are  Chaplain  George  Norton,  who  showed  me 
the  four  spiritual  laws,  and  a  Chaplain  John  Talley  who  showed  me 
John  3:16. 

So  I  come  to  this:  My  letter  is  about  a  man  called  John.  Not 
John  in  John  3:16,  but  rather  Chaplain  John  Talley. 

While  I  was  reading  the  Truth  (the  Holy  Bible)  there  were 
many  puzzling  things  I  didn't  quite  grasp.  Whether  it  was  forced  about 
by  God,  or  fate,  or  whatever,  I  chanced  to  meet  a  man  who  changed  my 
life.  To  make  a  long  story  short,  Chaplain  Talley  offered  to  show  me 
the  way  to  salvation.  Chaplain  Talley  and  I  started  prayer  meetings  and 
Bible-study  periods.  Gradually  I  came  to  know  Jesus  Christ  as  my 
Saviour. 

He  always  insisted  that  I  would  read  the  Bible  and  make  my 
decision.  I  had  discovered  before  in  my  reading  of  Ephesians  2:8  and  9 
and  John  3:16  that  I  wasn't  a  Christian.  And  yet  something  more  sad, 
my  folks  aren't  Christians.  They  love  God,  go  to  church  and  are  in- 
volved in  church  work.  Yet  they  aren't  yet  saved.  I  plan  to  enter  the 
ministry  and  at  the  same  time  get  my  folks  to  read  Ephesians  and  John. 

In  my  opinion,  the  most  friglitening  thing  in  death  is  not  pain, 
or  where  or  when  it  happens,  but  ARE  YOU  READY? 

Thanks  to  Chaplain  Norton  and  Chaplain  Talley,  I'm  a  new 
person  and  a  saved  soul! 

I  can't  really  say  enough  good  things  about  the  Army 
Chaplains;  I  don't  have  enough  paper.  Chaplains  don't  have  to  come 
to  the  battlefield  with  us,  yet  with  us  now  at  Tu  Duk,  Vietnam,  just  out- 
side Saigon,  is  Chaplain  Talley.  Several  chaplains  have  been  wounded, 
others  have  died  aiding  wounded  soldiers  and  giving  last  rites.  These  are 
just  a  few  highlights  of  some  of  the  things  the  chaplains  do  when 
they're  not  visiting  the  hospitals,  or  on  a  patrol  which  they're  not  sup- 
posed to  be  on,  or,  as  in  my  case,  preparing  one  for  salvation! 

My  hat  is  off  to  Chaplain  Talley,  and  my  heart  and  prayers  go 
out  to  him  for  a  job  well  done. 

This  is  my  testimony,  a  G.I.  who  became  a  Christian.

"I'm  too  busy  to  go!"  "I  can't 
afford  to  make  the  trip." 

Time  after  time  these  and  other 
reasons  are  given  for  not  attending 
national  conference.  All  of  which 
causes  us  to  reflect  on  the  importance 
of  attending  this  year's  conference. 
A  few  moments'  reflection  could 
prove  profitable  to  both  pastor  and 
people. 

First,  let's  consider  the  people  of 
the  churches.  Important  business  of 
concern  to  the  local  church  is  trans- 
acted at  national  conference.  No 
church  can  afford  the  false  economy 
of  saving  money  by  keeping  the  pas- 
tor at  home.  Nor  can  the  church  af- 
ford to  have  him  stay  at  home,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  dire  emergency.  Every 
church  needs  to  be  represented  in 
sessions  where  business  of  general  con- 
cern to  all  churches  is  transacted.  By 
having  its  representative  there,  each 
church  will  keep  informed,  and  each 
church  will  have  a  vote  in  the  trans- 
actions. And  having  lay  delegates  at 
the  conference  strengthens  the  voice 
of  the  church  in  the  actions  taken 
and  makes  for  a  fuller  report  upon  re- 
turn from  conference. 

Reports  of  the  denominational 
boards  are  of  great  importance  to  the 
churches.  Throughout  the  year  peo- 
ple are  challenged  by  the  boards  to 
pray  for  and  give  to  the  various  minis- 
tries.    Thus,  the  churches'  duly  ap- 


pointed representatives  should  be 
there  when  annual  reports  are  given 
so  that  they  can  bring  back  an  evalu- 
ation of  the  work  being  done  by  the 
boards.  It  is  just  good  business  to  do 
this!  Copies  of  written  reports  should 
be  taken  back  home  so  that  all  the 
people  of  the  churches  may  see  first- 
hand what  is  being  done. 

For  his  own  good,  the  pastor 
should  be  at  national  conference.  The 
gospel  ministry  is  his  very  life.  Any- 
thing that  will  assist  him  in  this  life- 
time calling  will  be  of  great  help  and 
blessing  to  him.  To  be  with  fellow 
ministers  and  to  be  in  the  national 
ministerium  meetings  should  be  re- 
freshing and  instructive  to  him.  He 
wUl  learn  much  from  Christian  educa- 
tion conferences  and  from  messages 
by  outstanding  speakers,  and  he  will 
be  strengthened  by  fellowship  with 
liis  brethren.  He  will  come  home  re- 
freshed and  blessed. 

Many  churches  are  seeing  to  it  that 
their  minister  and  lay  delegates  are 
present  at  every  national  conference. 
This  is  as  it  should  be.  Yet  there  are 
still  those  churches  which  say:  "We 
help  our  pastor  with  his  conference 
expenses,"  or  "We  give  our  pastor  a 
vacation  by  sending  him  to  national 
conference."  The  expenses  of  the 
pastor  to  conference  should  not  be 
considered  his,  but  ours.  Actually, 
the  pastor  at  conference  is  doing  the 


business  of  the  church  which  he  rep- 
resents. And  the  church  should 
underwrite  the  expenses.  Further- 
more, national  conference  is  not  to 
be  considered  a  vacation  for  the 
pastor.  Far  from  it.  He  will  enjoy  it, 
yes;  but  it  is  work;  hard  work.  Yet  it 
is  the  kind  of  work  that  can  be  chal- 
lenging, informative,  and  inspiring. 
The  pastor  should  be  in  there  plugging 
in  all  of  the  sessions;  yet  he  should  be 
able  to  return  home  with  encouraged 
and  refreshed  reports  that  would  thrill 
the  people.  And  he  should  be  an 
"alpha"  and  "omega"  delegate— pres- 
ent for  the  first  session  and  the  last. 
Too  many  people  get  into  the  habit 
of  coming  late  or  leaving  early.  They 
profess  to  be  the  busy  ones,  but  I 
sometimes  wonder  if  they  are  as  busy 
as  some  who  are  present  all  the  way 
through! 

Planning  is  necessary  to  achieve 
best  results.  The  church  should  de- 
cide early  that  the  pastor  is  going  to 
conference  and  that  there  will  be  lay 
delegates  to  accompany  him,  and 
should  make  arrangements  according- 
ly. Good  planning-and  early-often 
makes  the  difference  between  attend- 
ing and  not  attending,  and  between 
good  and  poor  results. 

Perhaps  we  could  come  up  with  a 
slogan  such  as  "Let's  All  Participate, 
In  Conference  '68!"  Without  doubt 
great  blessing  would  result.  ▼ 
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High  on  the  Hst  of  today's  non- 
heroes  is  the  iconoclast.  He  seems  to 
delight  in  exposing  to  the  irreverent 
gaze  of  factual  analysis  the  cherished 
images  whose  features  we  had  not 
thought  to  question.  It  is  not  the  de- 
structive spirit  of  the  iconoclast,  but 
the  need  of  the  hour  for  genuine  in- 
volvement in  today's  mission  opportun- 
ity which  suggests  we  look  behind  the 
mask  formed  by  the  accretions  of  time, 
to  see  the  true  face  of  missions.  That 
face  as  seen  by  many  Christians  is  a 
tragic  caricature  of  the  real  appearance 
of  missions  in  today's  world.  It  may 
resemble  the  impractical,  pith-helmet- 
ed,  romantic,  colonial  "Dr.  Worvis"  of 
World  Vision  magazine;  or  it  may  ap- 
pear in  the  form  of  an  invincible 
though  suffering  David  Livingstone, 
pressing  on  through  uncharted  jungles 
to  those  never  before  touched  by 
civilization,  that  they  might  have  at 
least  one  opportunity  to  hear  the  Gos- 
pel. 

It  may  be  that  masking  the  true 
identity  of  foreign  missions  has  served 
a  good  purpose  in  arousing  the  interest 
of  those  who  are  otherwise  apathetic 
and  awaken  only  to  the  sensational 
and  exotic.  There  is  no  doubt,  how- 
ever, that  much  harm  has  been  done  in 
giving  a  sense  of  unreality  and  dis- 
tance to  that  in  which  we  are  all  re- 
sponsibly involved  by  the  mandate  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The  only  dis- 
tance between  each  of  us  and  the  work 
of  missions  is  that  distance  between 
one's  heart  and  his  knees.  Any  bar- 
rier which  blocks  or  distorts  our  per- 
ception of  that  which  is  our  first  re- 
sponsibility is  an  enemy  which  must 
be  pulled  down. 

Harmon  Aldon  Johnson,  in  an  arti- 
cle appearing  in  a  recent  issue  of  Evan- 
gelical Missions  Quarterly,  causes  us  to 
squirm  a  little  as  he  places  his  finger  on 
a  sensitive  spot:  "The  'elective'  nature 
of  mission  as  it  has  been  conceived  by 
the  church  has  made  fund-raising  one 
of  the  most  important  activities  of 
boards  and  societies.  Missions  have 
tended  to  emphasize  those  aspects  of 
missionary  activity  which  loosen  purse 
strings.  .  .  .  The  existence  of  urban 
churches  on  the  mission  field  that  may 
be  in  need  of  mission  help  is  somehow 
less  romantic,  less  adventurous,  and 
therefore  less  apt  to  attract  contribu- 
tors, than  more  exotic  specialized  min- 
istries, such  as  to  unreached  tribes  or 
in  some  types  of  institutions." 


This  catering  to  an  unreal  image  of 
missions  has  led  to  the  kind  of  think- 
ing demonstrated  by  a  "missionary- 
minded"  church  which  recently  as- 
sumed the  support  of  a  missionary  to 
Africa  on  the  condition  that  he  go  into 
completely  virgin  territory  previously 
untouched  by  the  Gospel.  It  was  only 
after  the  expenditure  of  much  time 
and  effort  that  he  finally  located  an 
area  which  would  satisfy  this  demand. 
Such  restrictions  upon  missionary 
work,  dictated  by  the  need  to  appeal 
to  the  naive  interests  of  contributors, 
may  seriously  delay  the  development 
of  effective  strategy  and  the  efficient 
establishment  of  a  strong  indigenous 
church. 

Some  recent  voices  have  been  heard 
to  exclaim,  "The  day  of  foreign  mis- 
sions is  past!"  Nothing  could  be  fur- 
ther from  the  truth,  unless  by  "foreign 
missions"  is  meant  this  unreal,  roman- 
tic image.  In  truth,  the  need  for  im- 
mediate action  and  the  opportunity  to 
work  have  never  been  greater  than  in 
the  volatile  day  in  which  we  live,  but 
the   nineteenth-century   fugitive  from

the  cannibal  stew  pot  is  not  equipped 
to  do  the  job. 

Harold  Fife,  writing  on  this  theme 
in  the  June  7,  1968,  Christianity  To- 
day, reminds  us  that  "in  the  back- 
ground is  a  world  in  flux,  a  world  made 
smaller  by  fast  travel,  radio  and  tele- 
vision. People  are  more  aware  of  polit- 
ical events,  scientific  achievements,  and 
cultures  other  than  their  own.  No 
country  today  lives  to  itself,  and  often 
the  'natives'  are  more  alert  to  modern 
world  trends  than  are  some  of  the  mis- 
sionaries who  carry  the  everlasting  gos- 
pel to  them.  Young  and  sometimes 
immature  churches  will  not  take  mis- 
sion leadership  for  granted  and  will 
certainly,  and  perhaps  rightly,  resist 
mission  control;  adolescent  churches, 
like  young  people,  are  restless  and 
sometimes  irresponsible." 

Against  this  background  we  see  this 
struggling  adolescent  church  faced  with 
a  many-sided  attack  to  divide  and  de- 


stroy it  before  it  becomes  strong  and 
stable.  A  few  of  the  subtle  guises  of 
the  attack  are  seen  in  the  super-spiritu- 
al facade  of  pseudo-Pentecostal  experi- 
ence; the  sensual  appeal  of  materialism 
to  the  newly  literate  enjoying  his  first 
taste  of  affluence;  the  emotional  ap- 
peal of  a  resurgent  traditionalism;  the 
religious  appeal  of  an  easy  ritualism. 
Each  of  these  finds  a  response  in  an 
awakening  desire  for  improvement,  and 
each  is  destructive  to  the  growth  of 
the  church. 

The  effective  missionary  of  today's 
world  must  possess  an  infinite  mixture 
of  wisdom  and  humility.  His  big  task 
is  that  of  nurturing  stumbling,  strug- 
gling believers  until,  in  the  strength  of 
an  unshakable  commitment  to  Christ, 
they  are  carrying  the  burden  of  evan- 
gelizing and  teaching  their  own  people. 
All  of  the  missionary's  energies  and 
programs  must  be  directed  toward 
strengthening  the  local  church,  which 
will  belong  to  and  function  through 
the  individual  believer,  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  any  outside  management 
or  support.  This  means  that  the  mis- 
sionary and,  beyond  him,  his  sending 
agency  must  have  goals  which  are  met, 
not  as  power,  influence,  and  holdings 
are  increased  in  a  given  location,  but 
only  as  the  need  for  the  mission  de- 
creases through  the  ability  of  the  ma- 
turing church  to  assume  its  total  pro- 
gram. The  missionary,  while  he  may 
be  loved  by  the  people  among  whom 
he  has  worked,  will  often  go  un- 
heralded if  he  has  been  truly  effective, 
as  the  print  of  his  hand  will  become  in- 
distinguishable from  the  prints  left  by 
the  national  believers  who  have  taken 
the  raw  materials  and  have  buUt  a 
structure  which  is  totally  theirs. 

May  we  look  behind  the  mask  to 
the  true  face  of  missions  today  and, 
seeing  all  the  complexities  of  the  ma- 
terializing, educating,  urbanizing,  so- 
phisticating process  at  work  through- 
out our  world,  cast  aside  our  innocent 
missionary  daydreams  of  curios  and 
monkey  meat  in  a  land  of  adventure. 

World  mission  is  not  an  elective:  it 
is  the  job  of  each  member  of  the 
church.  It  is  deadly  serious  business. 
It  cannot  be  accomplished  without  the 
understanding  participation  of  every 
one  of  us  who,  in  submission  to  the 
sovereign  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
is  willing  to  deny  self  and  follow  Him 
in  a  victorious  storming  of  the  doors 
of  opportunity,  for  His  glory.  T 
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Many  of  you  have  heard  that  we 
have  been  having  difficulties  here  in 
the  Brethren  mission  in  Argentina,  and 
many  of  you  have  prayed.  It  was  due 
to  these  problems  that  it  seemed  wise 
not  to  have  the  regular  camps  and  con- 
ference this  summer.  This  was  a  dis- 
appointment to  many  of  us,  as  the 
camps  and  conference  are  always  a 
blessing. 

However,  much  prayer  was  raised 
to  the  Lord  in  this  time  of  trouble, 
and  we  have  no  doubt  but  that  He 
heard  and  is  working  all  this  out  for 
good. 

No  doubt  others  in  the  mission,  as 
well  as  we  here  in  Cordoba,  would  be 
able  to  testify  to  the  blessings  received 
this  summer.  The  reason  is  that  our 
summer  camps  and  conference  usually 
take  up  much  of  our  time  during  the 
summer  months,  and  consequently  we 
are  unable  to  get  many  things  done 
that  we  would  like  to  do  in  the  way 
of  evangelism.  But  this  summer  it  was 
different!  Without  camps  and  con- 
ference we  were  able  to  dedicate  our- 
selves to  a  very  definite  effort  of  get- 
ting out  the  Gospel.  We  want  to  tell 
you  about  what  the  church  here  in 
Cordoba  did  with  the  help  of  the 
Lord. 

The  story  is  simple.  An  empty  lot, 
an  installation  of  liglits,  a  screen  for 
the  showing  of  slides,  a  platform,  a 
few  chairs,  a  loudspeaker  system— 
and  we  were  ready  to  go.  It  was  all 
quite  simple  as  compared  to  setting 
up  a  tent.  Yet  this  is  the  way  we 
worked  during  the  summer  in  seven 
sections  of  Cordoba. 

Last  summer  we  had  done  this  in 
three  sections  of  the  city  after  camps 
and  conference  were  over.  Such  was 
the  apparent  blessing  of  the  Lord  that 
others  of  the  congregation  insisted 
that  we  have  open-air  campaigns  in 
their  neighborhoods  this  summer. 

In  each  case  we  printed  announce- 


ments that  we  passed  out  from  house 
to  house  or  distributed  from  the  car 
as  we  went  through  the  streets  an- 
nouncing the  campaign  with  an  elec- 
tronic megaphone. 

In  these  troublous  days  it  seemed 
more  important  than  ever  that  this  ef- 
fort have  every  mark  of  being  Argen- 
tine. So  the  missionary's  voice  was 
not  heard  over  the  megaphone  or  in 
the  reading  and  preaching  of  the  Word. 
As  far  as  the  public  could  determine, 
the  effort  was  Argentine. 

The  results  were  varying  according 
to  the  type  of  neigliborhood.  Each 
campaign  was  held  on  Friday,  Satur- 
day, and  Sunday  nights.  And  the 
Lord  permitted  us  to  have  each  meet- 
ing, though  on  an  occasion  or  two  it 
looked  as  though  rain  would  make  it 
impossible.  One  night  the  preacher 
gave  his  message  with  lightning  flash- 
ing every  few  seconds.  But  no  rain  fell, 
and  we  were  able  to  complete  the 
meeting  with  good  attendance  and 
good  attention. 

During  the  message  of  each  meet- 
ing we  provided  a  special  lesson  for 
children  who'were  in  attendance. 
Young  ladies  of  the  church  took  charge 
of  this  with  flannelgraph  lessons  and 
choruses. 

Results?  These  are  always  interest- 
ing and  important,  even  though  all  is 
done  for  Him.  As  is  generally  the 
case,  a  good  number  of  children  made 
professions  of  faith,  and  some  of 
these  are  now  attending  our  Sunday 
school.  And  some  fifteen  adults  and 
young  people  made  decisions  for  Christ 
in  the  meetings;  some  of  them  are  now 
attending  regularly  in  Parque  Velez 
Sarsfield. 

"Beauty  for  ashes"  seems  to  apply 
somewhat  to  our  mission  here  in 
Argentina,  as  to  the  summer  activities, 
and  we  thank  God  for  it.  It  is  His  do- 
ing, and  it  is  marvelous  in  our  eyes.- 
Rev.  Lynn  D.  Schrock  ▼ 
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(FMS  editor's  note:  Rita  Hoyt,  eldest  of  the  five  chil- 
dren of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Solon  Hoyt,  missionaries  to  Argen- 
tina, was  graduated  from  Grace  College  in  1966  and 
then  spent  about  a  year  and  a  half  working  in  Spain  with 
Operation  Mobilization,  which  gave  her  an  excellent 
background  for  the  literature  campaign  in  Argentina.) 


"Who  are  those  people  next  to  the  Commer- 
cial School?      They  have  a  truck  and  a  tent." 

"Yes,  they  came  to  my  house  today  selling 
books.  And  they  say  the  priest  has  authorized 
their  books." 

The  young  people  of  the  Evangelistic  Crusade 
have  been  the  talk  of  sixteen  towns  this  summer. 
The  truck  was  the  girls'  bedroom,  kitchen,  dining 
room  if  the  weather  was  not  nice,  and  book 
room;  and  the  fellows  slept  in  the  tent.  The 
Lord  provided  a  special  place  in  each  town  to  set 
up  the  camp:  a  large  lot  with  an  abandoned 
house  and  a  horse,  a  barn,  the  playground  of  a 
primary  school,  the  trees  next  to  a  railroad,  and 


a  high  school. 


Each  morning  and  afternoon  the  team  mem- 
bers left  with  book  bags  full  of  Bibles,  New  Tes- 
taments, Billy  Graham  booklets,  children's  books, 
and  tracts.  And  each  time  they  came  back  filled 
with  joy  and  many  interesting  experiences.  One 
fellow  returned  loaded  with  a  huge  bao;  of 
squashes  received  in  payment  for  a  Bible.  About 
$300  worth  of  gospel  literature  was  sold  in  this 
house-to-house,  town-to-town  effort. 

Some  nights  the  team  held  special  meetings 
presenting  vocal  and  instrumental  music  and  a 
short  salvation  message.  In  one  town  more  than 
a  hundred  gathered  in  the  main  square,  mostly 
young  people.  Ten  or  twelve  remained  after- 
wards till  2  a.m.  to  talk  with  two  of  the  fellows 
about  how  to  receive  Christ.  One  of  them  had 
prayed  accepting  Christ  a  few  moments  before 
the  meeting. 

Other  activities  included  informal  gatherings 
with  the  neighbors  and  interested  ones.  In 
Chanar  Ladeado  they  were  invited  to  a  barbecue 
with  the  priest  and  several  Catholic  Action  young 
people— a  wonderful  opportunity  to  share  the 
good  news  of  eternal  life  in  Jesus.  In  Camilo 
Aldao  the  only  two  believers  and  their  families 
had  a  farewell  meal  for  them. 

Many  good  contacts  and  wonderful  conversa- 
tions developed.  One  sixteen-year-old  boy, 
who  belongs  to  a  Catholic  youth  movement, 
spent  much  time  with  the  team.  His  mother 
bought  him  a  Bible;  he  wants  to  consider  his  re- 
lationship with  God.  In  one  small  town  almost 
everyone  was  open  and  interested.  Two  women 
read  the  Bible  daily  and  sometimes  get  together 
to  discuss  it.  One  has  already  understood  and 
accepted  Christ  on  her  own. 

But  this  is  only  the  slight  beginning  of  what 
God  wants  to  do.  Will  you  pray?  ▼ 
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The  children  who  were  crowned  "King"  and 
"Queen"  at  the  Missionary  Helpers  Club  meet- 
ings at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  last  year,  were 
brother  and  sister.  In  the  picture,  "King" 
Doug  Russell  is  standing  beside  tall  missionary 
Walter  Haag  in  his  Mexican  costume.  "Queen" 
Becky  Russell  is  standing  by  Mrs.  Haag,  who  is 
better   known   to   the   MH'ers  as   "Aunt  Alys." 

The  king  and  queen  are  wearing  crowns  and 
fur-trimmed  capes,  and  are  holding  scepters. 
Doug  and  Becky  were  king  and  queen  because  of 
the  MHC  memory  work  they  did. 

Again  this  year  Aunt  Alys  will  be  in  charge  of 
meetings  during  the  evenings  of  national  confer- 
ence at  Winona  Lake  the  week  of  August  12. 
Boys  and  girls  who  can  be  present  will  be  sure  to 
have  a  wonderful  time. 


It  is  true  that  most  MH'ers— scattered  all 
across  the  U.S.— will  not  be  able  to  come  to 
Winona  Lake  for  these  meetings.  Many  MH'ers 
do  belong  to  local  MH  groups  and  have  good 
times  and  hear  the  stories  and  learn  about  the 
missionaries  in  their  meetings.

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The  dedication  service  for  the  Nan- 
cy Miller  Memorial  Christian  Bookstore 
was  held  at  9  a.m.  on  April  16  in  the 
city  of  Bossangoa,  Central  African  Re- 
pubhc.  This  bookstore  has  been  in  the 
planning  stages  for  some  time.  One  of 
the  chief  problems  was  that  of  securing 
the  land,  for  this  is  not  always  an  easy 
procedure.  The  Lord  provided  a  very 
fine  location  on  the  block  between  the 
open  market  and  the  hospital.  These 
are  two  of  the  most  important  places 
in  town.  Our  mission  builder,  Mr.  Al 
Balzer,  has  built  an  attractive,  inviting 
building  under  the  shady  trees  in  this 
location. 

There  are  three  Brethren  churches 
in  the  city  of  Bossangoa,  which  has  a 
population  of  35,000  people.  Their 
youth  and  women's  groups  had  gath- 
ered at  one  of  the  churches.  Dressed 
in  their  bright  uniforms  and  carrying 
their  flags,  they  marched  down  the 
long  road  to  the  bookstore. 

The  weather  had  been  very  hot  and 
the  rains  were  just  beginning,  but  Dedi- 
cation Day  was  a  beautiful  day.  A 
public  address  system  was  set  up,  and 
fifteen  minutes  of  Christian  music  was 
played.  Soon  the  crowd  began  to 
come.  The  total  number  of  those  who 
gathered  was  about  1 ,500.  Four  of  the 
government  officials  of  the  city  attend- 
ed. Colette  Steudler  and  some  of  the 
students  of  the  James  Gribble  High 
School  came  up  from  Yaloke  for  the 
occasion.  Some  of  these  students  were 
former  residents  of  Bossangoa,  and  one 
of  the  young  men  is  a  son  of  the  book- 
store clerk.  The  students  played  spe- 
cial musical  numbers  on  a  guitar,  melo- 
dicas,  and  African  instruments.  The 
people  loved  the  songs. 

The  local  African  pastors  were  in 
charge  of  the  service.  They  did  an  ex- 
cellent job.  We  praise  the  Lord  for 
capable  men  who  are  able  to  handle 
His  Word  and  to  lead  their  people  in- 
to a  walk  with  Him.  Pastor  Moehama 
Paul  gave  the  dedication  message,  which 
we  would  like  to  share  with  you.  He 
said: 

"The  subject  that  I  want  to  discuss 
with  you  is  the  building  called  the 
'Librairie  Evangehque'  (Evangelical 
Bookstore).  There  are  many  book- 
stores, but  this  one  is  of  the  Gospel. 
The  Gospel  is  the  affair  of  Christ's 
death,  His  resurrection,  and  His  return- 
ing to  heaven. 

"In  II  Peter  1:16-21,  Peter  says  the 
Word  of  God  is  not  a  cunningly  de- 
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vised  fable.  He  says  it  is  not  a  fable  or 
an  allegory.  He  says  that  the  Word 
came  to  him.  He  heard  the  voice  of 
God  speaking  from  heaven.  He  knows 
that  the  Word  that  was  shown  in  the 
name  of  God  is  true.  The  Apostle 
Peter  admonishes  you  and  me  to  take 
the  Word  like  a  lamp  that  a  person 
puts    his    heart    on    in   the   darkness. 

"Myself,  I  give  thanks  to  God.  For- 
merly, our  fathers  taught  us  the  things 
that  they  remembered  that  they  had 
heard  from  other  people's  mouths. 
But  now  many  books  have  been  trans- 
lated into  the  language  that  we,  the 
people  of  Central  Africa,  are  able  to 
read. 

"In  your  walk  on  this  earth,  you 
walk  in  darkness.  Only  the  Bible  is 
able  to  give  light.  All  the  people  that 
sit  here  want  a  lamp  in  their  houses  at 
night,  because,  when  the  night  comes, 
all  of  the  houses  are  dark. 


"You  that  have  still  not  bought  the 
Word  of  God,  you  are  walking  in  dark- 
ness. The  government  of  the  Central 
African  Republic  does  well.  It  asks  us 
to  preach  in  all  places,  even  in  all  of 
the  schools. 

"What  closes  your  way  to  buy  or  to 
read  the  Word  of  God,  and  because  of 
this  you  walk  in  darkness?  Perhaps  you 
say  you  do  not  want  to  read  because  it 
would  show  judgment  upon  your  sin. 
Or  it  will  show  you  the  judgment  of 
God  upon  you.  But  I  ask  you:  If 
people  do  not  read  the  laws  of  the 
government,  when  they  refuse  the  law, 
are  they  still  not  subject  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  law?     Indeed  they  are. 

"Therefore,  I  warn  you  to  buy  the 
Word  of  God.  It  wiO  become  the 
light  of  your  feet  until  Jesus,  the  morn- 
ing star,  arises  in  your  heart.  Receive 
this  message  in  the  name  of  Jesus." 

After  the  message,  the  bookstore 
clerk  was  introduced  to  the  pubhc. 
He  then  presented  gold-edged  Sango 
Bibles  to  the  four  administrative  offi- 
cials who  were  present. 

Pastor  Jean  Feohnga  gave  the  dedi- 
catory prayer.  He  has  faithfully  given 
forth  the  Word  of  God  for  years  in 
Bossangoa  and,  although  losing  his  eye- 
sight,   he    is    still    serving    as    pastor. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  service, 
about  800  Gospels  in  Sango  were  dis- 
tributed. 

Not  only  Christian  literature,  but 
also  stationery  and  school  supplies  are 
sold  in  the  bookstore.  These  latter  sup- 
plies accomplish  two  purposes.  They 
bring  more  people  into  the  bookstore, 
and  they  help  to  care  for  expenses  that 
could  not  be  otherwise  absorbed. 


These  expenses  include  the  clerk's 
salary  and  approximately  $100  for  the 
payment  of  government  taxes.  The 
local  administration  and  population  are 
pleased  that  they  are  able  to  purchase 
a  few  stationery  supplies  locally.  There 
is  no  other  stationer  in  town. 

One  side  of  the  bookstore  is  a  read- 
ing area.  People  may  come  in  and  read 
and  write.  The  local  high  school  stu- 
dents frequently  avail  themselves  of 
these  facilities.  Think  of  the  challenges 
and  opportunities  with  this  group 
alone! 

Our  daughter  Nancy  loved  Africa 
and  the  Africans.  She  wept  when 
she  left  the  land.  She  had  expressed 
a  desire  to  become  a  missionary.  In 
God's  plan,  He  chose  otherwise.  He 
called  her  to  himself  exactly  a  month 
before  her  fourteenth  birthday.  Nan- 
cy's uncle  John  Myers  (the  brother 
of  pioneer  missionary  Estella  Myers) 
had  provided  funds  for  Nancy's  col- 
lege education.  The  bookstore  at 
Bossangoa  was  built  with  these  funds, 
and  it  was  presented  in  her  memory. 
The  memorial  plaque,  which  was  writ- 
ten in  the  French  language,  contains 
this  inscription;  "This  bookstore  is 
built  in  order  that  all  may  be  able  eas- 
ily to  obtain  Christian  literature.  It  is 
for  the  purpose  of  serving  for  the 
glory  of  the  Lord  that  this  building 
is  offered,  and  it  is  erected  in  mem- 
ory of  Nancy,  the  daughter  of  Pastor 
and  Mrs.  Miller." 

The  bookstore  was  begun  with 
prayer,  and  it  is  upheld  by  it.  Our 
prayer  is  that  many  may  be  won  to 
Christ  and  strengthened  in  Him  through 
the  ministry  of  Christian  literature.    T

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"How  much  did  you  pay  for  that 
guitar?" 

"About  ten  dollars." 

"Did  you  buy  it  in  France?" 

"No,  in  Switzerland,  but  it  is  of 
German  origin." 

"Good.  That  will  cost  you  $4.00 
for  customs.  You  know,  here  in  Bangui 
a  guitar  like  this  one  would  be  worth 
$48.00!" 

"Thank  you,  sir.  And  for  the  six 
melodicas?" 

"Who  are  these  instruments  for?" 

"They  are  intended  for  the  students 
at  the  James  Gribble  High  School  of 
Yaloke." 

"Of  Yaloke?  Oh,  I  know  about 
that  school.  I  wish  you  lots  of  suc- 
cess, Madame.  There  won't  be  any 
tax  for  the  melodicas." 

This  conversation  took  place  last 
September  at  the  customs  office  of  the 
Bangui  airport  when  I  came  back  from 
furlough.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of 
some  Christians,  we  had  been  able  to 
buy  six  melodicas,  a  guitar,  a  triangle, 
and  a  pair  of  maracas.  The  students 
were  immediately  interested  in  these 
instruments.  They  got  themselves  a 
little  tom-tom  of  monkey  skin  and  re- 
hearsals began. 

The  Christian  Youth  Movement  in 
the  Central  African  Republic  is  an 
organization  which  brings  together  all 
the  students  who  want  to  walk  in  the 
Christian  way.  A  big  conference  took 
place  at  Easter.  The  central  president, 
a  student  in  the  last  year  of  high  school 
who  will  take  exams  for  his  baccalau- 
reate in  June,  contacted  us  about  sup- 
plying the  music.  Our  family  went  to 
Bangui  with  ten  delegates,  all  musicians 
from  the  Yaloke  high  school. 

Several  missionaries  from  other  mis- 
sions were  also  invited  and  gave  mes- 
sages. But  the  greater  part  of  the  mes- 
sages were  given  by  those  in  charge  of 
groups  of  the  country.  The  general 
theme  of  the  conference  was  "The 
Normal  Christian  Life"-a  timely  sub- 
ject for  young  people  who  do  not 
come  from  families  sufficiently  in- 
structed for  guiding  them. 

Approximately  200  participants,  in- 
cluding forty  girls,  took  part  in  the 
meetings  with  interest.  Following  two 
solemn  appeals  made  by  missionaries 
Don  Hocking  and  Jean-Louis  Steadier, 
more  than  three-fourths  of  the  young 
people  stood  up  as  a  sign  of  con- 
secration. It  was  really  impressive. 
What   a  responsibility   is  ours  before 


this  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  of  God! 
We  were  all  moved  to  the  point  of  an- 
guish. We  are  so  occupied,  and  it  is 
not  easy  work! 

Easter  Sunday  morning  we  partici- 
pated in  the  Bangui  French  service. 
There  were  more  than  500  young  fel- 
lows and  girls.  The  Sunday  before  we 
had  attended  and  furnished  the  music 
for  the  wedding  of  one  of  our  former 
students  who  had  just  finished  his 
training  to  become  a  policeman.  It 
was  the  first  marriage  to  be  celebrated 
in  the  French  service,  and  it  was  en- 
couraging to  see  that  the  bridegroom 
was  a  young  man  who  had  been  a  stu- 
dent for  several  years  at  Yaloke. 

At  Bossangoa,  the  Tuesday  after 
Easter,  the  inauguration  of  the  new 
evangehcal  bookstore  took  place.    It

will  also  serve  as  a  reading  room  for 
young  people.  Jean-Louis  had  to 
return  to  Yaloke,  so  I  drove  the 
Peugeot  403  truck  with  the  musicians 
to  this  town  of  Bossangoa,  which  is 
300  kilometers  from  Bangui. 

On  the  morning  of  this  particular 
day  we  all  met  in  the  mission  station 
yard.  I  had  painted  two  large  invita- 
tion posters,  which  we  attached  to  the 
back  of  the  truck.  All  the  musicians 
jumped  onto  the  back  of  the  truck  and 
played  spiritedly  while  I  drove  slowly 
through  the  streets  of  the  town.  When 
we  arrived  in  front  of  the  new  book- 
store, we  saw  that  there  was  already  a 
crowd.  They  were  being  kept  in  good 
order  by  several  policemen.  A  mission- 
ary plugged  in  the  tape  recorder,  which 
was  connected  to  the  loudspeaker.  Un- 
fortunately, the  humidity  or  some 
other  unforeseeable  cause  hindered  the 
good  functioning  of  the  equipment. 
Then  the  one  in  charge  came  anxiously 
to  ask  me  if  we  could  play  something 
in  order  to  keep  people  patient. 


And  we  played.  One  after  another, 
all  the  hymns  learned  (twenty  in  all!) 
were  played  twice,  and  then  we  sang. 
They  asked  us  to  play  and  sing  again 
a  delightful  song  which  begins,  "II 
rn'a  sauve,  II  m'a  sauve,  beni  soit  Son 
Nom!"  (He  saved  me,  He  saved  me, 
blessed  be  His  name!),  and  also  a 
chorus  clearly  presenting  the  words  of 
John  3;  16. 

During  nearly  an  hour  the  crowd 
Ustened  without  budging,  standing  in 
front  of  the  new  little  building.  Hap- 
pOy,  it  was  in  the  shade  under  the 
trees.  At  last  the  official  government 
car  arrived.  The  chief  administrator  of 
the  Bossangoa  district  and  his  following 
were  greeted  warmly.  The  ceremony 
could  begin. 

After  the  message  given  in  Sango  by 


an  African  pastor,  the  man  in  charge  of 
the  bookstore  presented  to  the  officials 
four  beautiful  new  Sango  Bibles.  Then 
came  a  visit  to  the  store  and  refresh- 
ments served  by  the  mission.  There 
was  much  talking.  The  chief  adminis- 
trator was  very  much  interested  to  learn 
that  most  of  the  high  school  students 
who  furnished  the  music  were  children 
from  Bossangoa.  He  gave  a  little  speech 
to  the  missionaries  before  he  left,  and 
his  words— far  from  being  the  usual 
thank-you~showed  that  he  appreciated 
the  work  accomplished  by  the  Brethren 
churches  in  the  Bossangoa  area.  The 
police  lieutenant  who  accompanied  him 
is  a  true  Christian  who  does  not  hide 
his  testimony. 

I  cannot  keep  myself  from  asking 
all  of  you  to  pray  with  fervor  and, 
especially,  with  faithfulness  for  the 
young  Christians  of  the  Central  Afri- 
can Repubhc,  who  have  placed  before 
them  difficulties  which  are  unknown 
in  our  own  countries. 
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I'm  for  marriage!  I've  read  many 
prophecies  that  our  social  mores  will 
change  and  have  pondered  the  intensi- 
fying propaganda  for  so-called  sexual 
freedom.  Yet  I'm  still  for  marriage. 
I'm  for  the  freedom  of  marriage.  The 
prospect  of  having  a  dozen  different 
love  affairs  during  my  life  appalls  me 
with  its  restrictions— and  I  say  this 
after  being  married  to  the  same  man 
for  nearly  twenty-two  years. 

We  may  as  well  start  with  sex. 
Give  me  the  liberty  of  the  marriage 
bed.  Give  me  the  freedom  of  a  sex- 
ual relationship  with  one  lifetime  part- 
ner. Give  me  the  complete  abandon 
of  the  physical  and  spiritual  oneness 
found  only  in  married  love. 

In  marriage  there  is  freedom  from 
fear.  How  I'd  hate  to  be  hemmed  in 
by  the  fears  I  know  I'd  feel  in  a 
transitory  relationship.  Improvements 
in  birth  control  methods  have  taken 
away  much  of  the  fear  of  conception. 
Still,  thousands  of  illegitimate  babies 


are  born  every  year.  Even  in  mar- 
riage the  possible  consequence  of  the 
mating  act  can  at  times  inhibit  a  wom- 
an's response  to  it.  Outside  marriage, 
where  these  fears  are  multiplied  many 
times,  what  freedom  could  a  woman 
enjoy? 

There  is  also  freedom  from  compar- 
ison. I  am  not  troubled  by  a  gnawing 
fear  that  I  might  not  be  living  up  to  a 
former  partner's  performance.  There 
is  a  satisfying  security  in  the  knowledge 
that  I  did  not  lure  my  husband  from 
the  embrace  of  another  woman  and, 
because  he,  too,  whole-heartedly  be- 
lieves in  marriage,  that  no  other  wom- 
an can  alienate  him  from  me  because 
her  body  is  more  seductive. 

There  is  freedom  to  grow  old  within 
the  comfort  of  my  husband's  love.  I 
don't  think  I  could  bear  the  agony  of 
being  discarded  when  my  physical 
capacities  in  this  realm,  as  in  others, 
lose  the  vigor  of  youth. 

Marriage   has  made   me   a   mother 


four  times.  I  would  hate  to  be  an  un- 
married mother,  and  not  only  because 
it  is  stUl  frowned  upon  by  society. 
Wliat  glorious  freedom  there  is  in  be- 
ing able  to  share  the  joy  of  a  baby's 
birth  and  growth  with  a  husband,  who 
usually  feels  the  same  pride  and  elation 
in  this  greatest  of  all  joint  enterprises. 
How  fenced  in  I  would  have  felt  had  I 
been  required  to  act  modestly  with 
everybody! 

There  are  countless  memories  of 
shared  joys  and  sorrows  in  a  good  mar- 
riage. I'd  hate  being  cheated  of  these. 
There  have  been  hundreds  of  shared 
small  triumphs,  and  of  private  jokes 
that  are  funny  only  to  us.  It  takes  a 
while  for  a  man  and  a  woman  to  build 
up  this  kind  of  easy  mental  intimacy. 

I  am  not  bored  but  rather  comfort- 
ed by  my  knowledge  of  how  my  hus- 
band will  react  to  almost  any  situation. 
I  don't  have  to  be  tormented  with  self- 
doubts  when  he  is  quieter  than  usual; 
years  of  living  with  him  have  taught  me 
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that  he  is  worried  about  something, 
not  disenchanted  with  me.  I  wasn't  al- 
ways sure  those  first  few  years. 

In  marriage  I  find  freedom  to  grow 
as  a  whole  person.  I  don't  think  this 
would  be  possible  for  me  with  any  re- 
lationship less  intimate  and  binding. 
Because  I  don't  have  to  be  constantly 
concerned  with  my  seduction  rating,  I 
have  energies  with  which  to  pursue 
my  interests  and  nurture  whatever  tal- 
ents I  have.  No  doubt  this  makes  me 
more  interesting  to  my  husband.  It 
certainly  fulfills  a  deep  need  in  me. 

I  think  marriage  also  enriches  my 
social  life.  I  have  more  and  better 
friends  among  both  sexes  than  I  could 
have  as  a  single  person.  I  consider 
many  men  my  good  friends.  We  have 
delightful  conversations.  I  don't  have 
to  worry  about  impressing  them,  and 
they  don't  have  to  be  wary  of  me. 

I  suppose  monogamy  is  one  kind  of 
freedom  and  the  "new  morality"  is 
another,  and  I  grant  that  the  price  of 


marital  freedom  is  high.  One  has  to 
give  up  a  great  deal  of  selfishness  in 
order  to  achieve  peace  and  happiness 
with  another  person.  I  would  not  say 
that  my  husband  and  I  were  each  the- 
one  perfect  choice  for  the  other.  At 
times,  we've  felt  madly  incompatible! 
Yet  the  territorial  rights  and  freedom 
of  marriage  have  given  us  space  to 
grow  not  only  as  separate  beings  but  in 
an  ever-deepening  oneness  that  has 
brought  us  much  happiness. 

It  has  given  hfe  to  four  other  happy 
human  beings,  too.  I  can't  see  how 
"free  love"  could  ever  produce  tliis 
kind  of  happiness  for  people.  No 
doubt,  it  satisfies  physical  passion. 
Yet  I  wonder  how  much  tenderness 
you  would  find  in  a  man  unwilling  to 
give  his  name  to  and  sacrifice  himself 
for  his  possible  unborn  child?  How 
much  real  love  is  there  in  a  woman 
concerned  only  with  herself,  her  sex 
partner,  and  the  thrill  of  the  moment? 

With  America's  emphasis  on  sex,  it 
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isn't  any  wonder  that  even  very  young 
people  come  to  believe  that  sexual 
gratification  is  the  "pearl  of  great 
price,"  worth  the  exchange  of  all  other 
treasures.  Unfortunately,  by  the  time 
many  of  them  find  out  that  other 
treasures  are  highly  valuable  also,  it  is 
too  late.  They  have  thrown  them 
away  on  somebody  who  doesn't  know 
diamonds  from  rhinestones. 

I  believe  that  the  God  who  made  us 
gave  us  marriage  because  He  knew  it 
would  bring  us  the  highest  happiness. 
Some  call  this  naivete.  Others  con- 
sider it  romanticism.  To  them  I  can 
only  offer  my  own  experience  in  re- 
ply: Marriage  has  brought  great  happi- 
ness to  me.  T

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Our  Lord  has  given  to  us  a  very 
beautiful  visual  aid  that  we  might  un- 
derstand what  it  means  to  "draw  near" 
(Heb.  10:22).  That  visual  aid  is  the 
Old  Testament  Tabernacle.  The  Taber- 
nacle not  only  speaks  of  Christ  as  a 
person,  but  also  of  those  of  us  who  are 
in  Him. 

We,  as  believers,  are  a  royal  priest- 
hood (I  Peter  2:9)  and  as  such  are  to 
assume  the  same  privileges  and  duties 
as  the  Old  Testament  priests.  Our 
privileges  are  greater,  however,  as  we 
are  permitted,  yea,  urged  to  draw  near 
to  the  very  presence  of  God  at  any 
time.  The  high  priest  could  come  but 
once  a  year. 

When  that  Old  Testament  priest 
awoke  and  threw  back  the  flap  of  his 


should  we  offer? 

The  New  Testament  priest  (that 
means  us,  remember)  is  instructed  to 
make  three  sacrifices.  Three  sacri- 
fices—that's a  perfect  sacrifice  then, 
isn't  it?  First,  we're  instructed  in 
Romans  12:1:  "I  beseech  you  there- 
fore, brethren,  by  the  mercies  of  God, 
that  ye  present  your  bodies  a  hving 
sacrifice."  This  sacrifice  means  giving 
to  Him  our  all.  It's  like  drawing  a 
circle  on  the  floor,  stepping  inside  of 
it,  and  saying  to  God,  "Take  every- 
thing in  this  circle."  This  sacrifice  is 
probably  the  hardest  one  to  make,  be- 
cause here  we  yield  to  Him  our  wills. 
No  more  does  it  matter  what  I  want; 
my  only  question  is,  "What  would  He 
have  me  to  do?"    If  only  we  would 


thing.  Our  words  are  to  be  continually 
praising  God. 

Thirdly,  Hebrews  11:16  instructs  us: 
"But  to  do  good  and  to  communicate 
forget  not:  for  with  such  sacrifices 
God  is  well  pleased."  This  sacrifice 
is  our  service  .  .  .  that  which  we  do  for 
Him.  After  all,  why  didn't  God  take 
us  home  the  very  instant  we  were 
born  into  His  family?  There's  only 
one  reason,  and  that  is  that  He  has  a 
job  for  us  to  do.  What's  the  job?  "Go 
ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature"  (Mark  16:15). 
WMC  is  God's  vehicle  of  this  service  for 
many  of  us.  How  our  hearts  thrill 
at  national  WMC  meetings  to  find  that 
through  our  prayers  and  offerings  we 
have  served  Him  not  only  in  our  own 


tent,  he  could  tell  that  God  dwelt 
among  His  people  because  he  could  see 
the  pillar  of  cloud  or  of  fire  over  the 
holy  of  holies.  This  did  not  mean  that 
he  was  enjoying  the  presence  of  God. 
No,  he  had  seven  steps  to  take  before 
that  was  a  reahty. 

As  he  entered  the  door  of  the  Taber- 
nacle, he  was  immediately  confronted 
by  the  brazen  altar.  Upon  this  altar 
the  perfect  animal,  without  spot  or 
blemish,  was  sacrificed  that  sin  might 
be  covered.  As  we  gaze  upon  that  al- 
tar, we  see  the  perfect  Lamb  of  God, 
without  spot  or  blemish,  high  and 
lifted  up  upon  the  altar  of  sacrifice, 
the  cross,  that  our  sins  might  not  just 
be  covered  but  might  be  forgiven  com- 
pletely. Our  hearts  rejoice,  but  then 
we  hear  the  words,  "Ye  ...  are  ...  an 
holy  priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual 
sacrifices,  acceptable  to  God  by  Jesus 
Christ"  (I  Peter  2:5).  We  realize  that 
we  cannot  leave  this  altar  until  we  heed 
this  command.      But   what  sacrifices 


grasp  the  truth  that  we  are  crucified 
with  Christ,  this  sacrifice  would  be 
easier. 

Secondly,  Hebrews  13:15  says:  "Let 
us  offer  the  sacrifice  of  praise  to  God 
continually,  that  is,  the  fruit  of  our 
lips  giving  thanks  to  his  name."  The 
sacrifice  of  praise  is  to  be  continual. 
Isn't  it  easy,  when  we  leave  our  na- 
tional WMC  meetings  each  August,  to 
be  praising  the  Lord?  We're  thrilled 
about  the  messages,  fellowship  with 
the  missionaries  and  one  another,  the 
reports,  and  the  new  and  helpful  ideas 
we've  received  for  our  local  councils. 
Then  we  arrive  back  home  at  our 
place  of  service  and  try  to  put  some  of 
these  ideas  into  practice.  Immediate- 
ly we  hear,  "That  will  never  work 
here."  "Don't  expect  me  to  do  that." 
When  the  wind  has  been  taken  from 
our  sails,  is  it  easy  then  to  praise  Him? 
No,  but  the  verse  doesn't  say  that  it 
will  be  easy;  it  says  that  it's  to  be  a  sac- 
rifice, and  a  sacrifice  costs  us  some- 


locales  but  also  on  seven  of  our  for- 
eign fields,  in  Grace  College  and  Sem- 
inary, and  through  our  Christian  Edu- 
cation Department.  With  this  service 
God  is  well  pleased. 

But  let's  not  remain  here  at  the  al- 
tar of  sacrifice  but  "draw  nearer"  to 
Him  by  approaching  the  laver.  This  is 
a  basin  made  of  brass  looking  glasses 
given  by  the  women  and  filled  with 
water.  The  priest  looked  into  it,  saw 
himself  and  the  dirt  which  defiled  him, 
and  then  washed  before  entering  the 
holy  place.  This  is  a  very  beautiful 
picture  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  takes 
us  to  God's  Word,  where  we  see  our- 
selves and  our  Saviour  and  are  dis- 
satisfied with  the  sin  we  see  in  our 
lives.  By  the  washing  of  water  by  the 
Word  He  cleanses  us  of  that  sin.  But 
we  see  something  else  here.  Second 
Corinthians  3:18  says:  "But  we  all, 
with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a  glass 
the  glory  of  the  Lord,  are  changed  into 
the  same  image  from  glory  to  glory. 
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even  as  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord." 

Remember  Hawthorne's  story  of 
the  Great  Stone  Face?  A  boy  named 
Ernest  Hved  in  a  valley  surrounded  by 
high  mountains.  On  the  side  of  one  of 
the  mountains  a  rock  formation  which 
resembled  the  face  of  a  man  became 
known  as  the  Great  Stone  Face.  It 
was  said  that  someday  one  who  was 
born  in  that  valley  would  become  a 
noble  man  with  a  face  resembling  the 
Great  Stone  Face.  As  Ernest  grew,  he 
spent  hours  and  days  gazing  at  the 
Great  Stone  Face  and  that  of  every 
native  son  who  returned  to  the  valley. 
He  became  an  old  man,  disappointed 
that  in  his  lifetime  no  one  was  found 
who  resembled  the  image.  Word  came 
one  day  that  a  son,  a  poet,  had  re- 


body  which  is  cared  for  in  the  outer 
court.  Also,  the  outer  court  would  be 
typical  of  a  kitchen  in  a  three-room 
house.  In  my  childhood  home  every- 
one was  welcome  in  our  kitchen,  but 
only  if  you  were  a  relative  or  a  close 
friend  were  you  invited  into  the  living 
room  for  fellowship.  It's  the  same 
here;  everyone  could  see  the  outer 
court,  but  only  the  priests-the  family- 
were  permitted  in  the  holy  place  for 
fellowship  together. 

Since  we  are  of  the  family  and  have 
been  cleansed  at  the  laver,  let  us 
"draw  nearer"  into  the  holy  place  and 
stand  at  the  table  of  shewbread,  which 
is  on  our  right  as  we  enter.  This  table 
holds  nothing  but  bread  sprinkled  with 
a   little   frankincense.      There  are  no 


Since  the  church  is  made  up  of  men 
and  six  is  the  number  of  man,  we  find 
six  branches  in  all.  The  lights  burn  oil 
held  in  little  bowls  atop  each  shaft. 
This  speaks  to  us  of  the  fact  that  the 
only  power  the  church  has  today  is 
that  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

It  speaks  to  us  of  something  else, 
too.  Jesus  said,  "I  am  the  light  of  the 
world"  (John  8:12),  and  also,  "Ye  are 
the  light  of  the  world"  (Matt.  5:14). 
Think  of  it-we  are  the  only  light  this 
dark  world  has!  So  the  candlestick 
speaks  to  us  of  our  witnessing.  As  the 
priests  had  fellowship  in  the  holy  place, 
we  should  combine  our  efforts  as  far 
as  our  witnessing  is  concerned.  What 
does  your  heart  do  at  our  national 
WMC  meetings  when  you  hear  the  re- 


turned. Ernest  hastened  to  talk  with 
him,  but  again  he  felt  bitter  disappoint- 
ment. Suddenly  the  poet  interrupted 
the  conversation,  and  with  one  finger 
pointing  at  Ernest  and  another  at  the 
Great  Stone  Face  he  exclaimed,  "Ern- 
est is  the  image  of  the  Great  Stone 
Face!"  He  had  gazed  at  that  face  for 
so  long  that  now  he  was  changed  to  its 
resemblance. 

Oh,  that  we  might  stand  at  the  la- 
ver, gazing  at  the  Living  Word  until  we 
are  changed  into  the  same  image  from 
glory  to  glory  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
others  will  exclaim,  "We  can  see  Christ 
in  her!" 

God  often  speaks  through  a  trinity, 
and  we  find  that  He  does  so  in  the 
Tabernacle.  The  Tabernacle  was  com- 
prised of  three  parts:  the  outer  court, 
the  holy  place,  and  the  holy  of  holies. 
The  outer  court  held  the  brazen  altar 
and  the  laver  and  was  that  part  which 
everyone  could  see.  Hence,  it  would 
speak  to  us  of  our  bodies.    It  is  the 


chairs  around  this  table.  If  one  is  to 
eat,  he  is  going  to  eat  standing  up. 
Here  the  priests  ate  daily. 

The  table  speaks  to  us  of  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  saints,  that  is,  our  church 
life.  We're  to  be  there,  daily.  Does 
this  not  remind  us  that  we're  not  to 
miss  a  single  service?  The  bread  speaks 
to  us  of  Christ,  who  said,  "I  am  the  liv- 
ing bread"  (John  6:51).  We  are  to 
feast  upon  Him  and  Him  alone!  The 
priests  feasted  upon  the  bread  while 
standing;  that  is,  they  were  prepared, 
even  while  feasting,  for  work  and  ser- 
vice. Our  beloved  Brethren  Church 
should  be  just  that,  a  place  to  worship 
together,  feasting  upon  His  Word  that 
we   might   work   for   and   serve  Him. 

We  move  to  the  left  and  stand  be- 
fore the  only  light  in  the  Tabernacle, 
that  of  the  candlestick.  This  candle- 
stick has  a  central  shaft  from  which 
come  three  branches  on  each  side.  The 
central  shaft  speaks  to  us  of  Christ, 
from    whose    side    came   the   church. 


suits  of  our  combined  efforts?  Mine 
rejoiced  last  year  as  I  heard  that  900 
souls  were  saved,  121  family  altars 
were  started,  nearly  72,000  tracts  were 
distributed.  Add  to  that  the  fact  that 
nearly  $4,000  was  given  to  home  mis- 
sions, foreign  missions,  and  our  Chris- 
tian Education  Department,  and  we 
have  just  cause  to  rejoice.  But  we  must 
remember,  amidst  our  rejoicing,  ttet 
this  witness  in  the  Tabernacle  was  a 
daily  routine.  To  whom  did  you  wit- 
ness today?  To  whom  did  you  wit- 
ness yesterday  and  the  day  before?  As 
you  let  your  light  of  testimony  shine, 
you  will  be  drawing  nearer  to  the  pres- 
ence of  God. 

Now  we  stand  at  the  altar  of  in- 
cense, immediately  before  the  entrance 
to  the  very  presence  of  God.  This  altar 
speaks  to  us  of  the  One  who  ever  lives 
to  make  intercession  for  us.  It  speaks 
to  us  of  a  prayer  ministry,  not  only 
Christ's,  but  also  ours.  "Let  my  prayer 
be  set  before  thee  as  incense,"  David 
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Finally,  one  day  a  young  man  en- 
couraged him  to  travel  that  road  that

What  is  the  first  thing  that  comes 
to  your  mind  when  you  hear  the  words 
"treasure  chest"?  Is  it  secrets?  Or 
beautiful  jewels?  Or  lots  of  money? 

Have  you  ever  thought  of  knowledge 
or  wisdom  as  being  treasures?  That 
perhaps  a  book  could  be  a  treasure? 
You  haven't?  Then  I  suppose  it's  a 
pretty  good  guess  that  you  haven't 
thought  of  a  person  as  being  a  treasure. 
After  all,  you  can't  wear  or  use  or 
sell  a  person,  so  how  can  any  individ- 
ual be  called  a  treasure? 

A  couple  years  ago  when  I  was  in 
Israel  studying  that  small,  young  na- 
tion, I  discovered  that  nearly  all  Israelis 
are  archaeologists,  although  most  of 
them  are  amateurs.  Archaeologists 
are  people  who  look  into  the  "treasure 
chest"  of  past  history  by  digging  into 
the  ground  beneath  many  layers  of 
civilizations.  In  this  way  the  story  of 
a  nation's  past  is  uncovered.  In 
Israel  even  the  little  children  kick  the 
ground  as  they  walk  the  roads  and 
roam  the  fields.    Anyone  who  finds  a 


coin  which  may  be  of  ancient  Roman 
vintage,  or  a  piece  of  pottery,  or  a 
shapely  section  of  sculpture  takes  it 
to  professional  archaeologists  to  con- 
firm its  historical  value. 

Your  family  may  have  a  personal 
treasure  which  you  proudly  show  to 
friends.  Perhaps  it  is  a  beautifuUy 
ornamented  vase  which  has  been  in 
your  family  for  many  generations,  or  a 
teakwood  chest  which  an  uncle  brought 
from  India  when  he  traveled  around 
the  world,  or  a  rare  piece  of  oriental 
jewelry,  or  old  silver  coins,  or  a  hand- 
sewn  quUt  which  your  great-grand- 
mother made  many,  many  years  ago. 
You  "dig"  these  treasures  because  you 
understand  where  or  how  your  family 
acquired  them.  But  you  can't  under- 
stand what  is  meant  when  the  Bible 
speaks  of  Jesus  Christ  as  our  "treasure." 

Paul  told  the  Colossian  Christians 
that  his  great  desire  for  them  was 
that  they  might  realize  that  in  Christ, 
the  unique  (only  one  like  Him)  Son  of 
God,  are  hidden  "all  the  treasures  of 
wisdom  and  knowledge." 

Personal  possession  of  treasures 
gives  greater  pleasure  than  knowing 
about  treasures  which  other  people 
possess.  You  may  have  a  friend  who 
knows  and  loves  the  Lord  Jesus,  but 
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your  friend's  relationship  with  Him 
will  not  be  your  personal  treasure. 
You  must  know  Him  yourself. 

Christ  is  the  "treasure  chest"  of  all 
wisdom  and  knowledge,  according  to 
the  Bible.  Knowledge  is  the  accumu- 
lation of  a  great  body  of  facts.  Wisdom 
is  the  ability  to  use  and  apply  knowl- 
edge to  the  greatest  and  best  advantage. 

Education  alone  does  not  necessari- 
ly bestow  wisdom.  Nor  does  lack  of 
formal  education  mean  that  one  lacks 
wisdom.  All  who  know  and  love  and 
walk  with  the  Lord,  who  is  their  trea- 
sure chest,  are  blessed  with  God's 
wisdom. 

Is  He  your  greatest  treasure?  ▼ 
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I  have  never  found  it  difficult  to 
help  children  understand  the  basic  con- 
cepts of  Christ.  Throughout  four  years 
of  teaching  experience  I  have  been  af- 
forded countless  opportunities  to  an- 
swer questions  from  young  minds 
about  my  Lord. 

A  year  with  twenty-nine  second- 
graders  has  now  drawn  to  a  close. 
Most  of  these  children  showed  evidence 
of  faith  in  Christ  as  their  Saviour  and 
Keeper.  How  can  this  be,  in  view  of 
recent  high  court  orders?  Through  the 
centuries,  rulers  as  well  as  lay  people 
have  tried  to  suppress  the  Gospel,  only 
to  see  it  spring  up  more  abundantly. 
Granted,  we  are  exhorted  to  obey 
man's  laws,  but  only  as  long  as  they 
do  not  come  into  opposition  with 
God's  laws. 

One  morning  after  an  uncompli- 
cated discussion  I  said,  "If  you  would 
like  to  hear  more  about  Jesus  Christ 
and  what  He  has  done  for  you,  ask  me 
at  recess." 

Five  boys  came  to  my  desk.  I 
waited  for  them  to  speak.  "Why  did 
Jesus  have  to  die  for  us?"  was  their 
question.  For  the  next  twenty-five 
minutes  I  illustrated,  with  stories  and 
simple  diagrams,  God's  method  of  re- 
uniting us  with  Him. 

I  reahzed  the  danger  of  waiting,  but 
knew  they  must  understand  and  make 
their  own  decision.  So  I  suggested 
they  think  about  it  and  tell  me  the 
next  day  if  they  desired  to  ask  Christ 
into  their  Hfe.  Four  boys  returned  to 
ask  more  questions  and  to  accept 
God's  gift  to  them.  Some  weeks  later 
the  fifth  boy  came  back. 

One  of  the  boys  was  John.  A  few 
days  after  our  first  discussion  John 
came  to  me  with  some  girls  who  want-

ed  to  know  about  Christ.  Wondering 
if  he  had  understood,  I  suggested  he 
tell  them  what  he  had  learned.  With  a 
smile  he  ran  to  his  desk  for  a  pencil. 
For  a  moment  I  wondered  why.  Of 
course,  it  was  for  the  diagrams.  John 
knew  very  well  what  he  was  talking 
about  and  was  able  to  explain  it  to  his 
friends.  There  has  been  evident  growth 
in  the  lives  of  these  girls. 

Pam  was  one  of  the  girls.  The  day 
after  John  had  talked  to  them,  Pam's 
older  sister  came  to  see  me.  Pam  had 
told  her  family  all  she-  had  heard. 
Irma,  the  sister,  repeated  it  to  me  al- 
most word  for  word.  Pam,  two  sisters, 
and  a  friend  now  regularly  attend  Sun- 
day school  and  church.  Because  of 
Pam's  testimony  her  parents  attend 
occasionally,  and  I  am  told  they  are 
showing  more  and  more  interest  in 
things  of  the  Lord. 

On  another  occasion  Belinda  said, 
"Teacher,  I  want  to  know  about  that 
stuff."  My  thoughts  were  going  in 
other  directions.  "What  stuff?"  "You 
know.  Teacher,  about  Jesus  dying  on 
the  cross."  Here  was  another  interested 
soul  asking  to  take  her  first  steps  as  a 
child  of  God. 

We  begin  most  mornings  with  a  de- 
votional story  and  prayer  time.  The 
children  volunteer  to  pray,  and  some- 
one different  is  chosen  each  day.  They 
show  definite  concern  for  their  loved 
ones  and  friends.  They  pray  for  dads, 
uncles,  and  brothers  in  Vietnam.  They 
pray  for  sick  friends  and  relatives. 
They  pray  for  understanding  in  the 
many  things  they  have  to  learn.  They 
pray  that  others  may  come  to  know 
about  Jesus. 

One  day  we  were  discussing  why  we 
pray  "in  Jesus'  name."  John  ended  his 
lunch  prayer  with  just  "amen." 
"Amen?"  I  said.  He  bowed  his  head 
again  and  said,  "I  mean,  in  Jesus'  name, 
amen."  Then  he  looked  up.  "I  hope 
that  catches  up  with  the  prayer." 


I  have  never  had  opposition  for 
speaking  out  for  my  Lord  while  in  the 
classroom.  How  can  this  be  done? 
First,  live  your  hfe  as  God  commands. 
This,  however,  does  not  mean  saying, 
"Look  at  me.  I  am  good.  Everyone 
should  be  like  me."  Second,  seek  out 
and  buy  up  opportunities  as  the  Lord 
gives  them. 

As  a  teacher  you  know  many  things 
about  your  students.  Make  it  a  point 
to  know  their  spiritual  backgrounds. 
You  are  able  to  find  out  much  just  by 
asking  which  church  they  attend. 

Most  classes  will  contain  some  Chris- 
tians. Spend  spare  time  discussing 
Christian  concepts  with  these  children. 
Others  are  bound  to  hear  and  become 
interested.  Be  sure  to  give  opportun- 
ity for  them  to  voice  their  ideas  about 
what  you  are  saying.  If  they  are  not 
thinking,  your  time  is  of  little  value. 

When  a  child  asks  questions  about 
spiritual  matters,  give  him  answers  just 
as  you  would  on  any  other  subject. 
Make  your  answers  uncomplicated  but 
complete.  If  they  bring  Bible  stories 
from  home,  read  them,  just  as  you 
would  any  other  story.  If  someone 
suggests  a  Sunday-school  song  during 
music  time,  sing  it  just  as  you  would 
any  other  requested  song. 

Realize  that  the  Lord  has  given  us 
a  Gospel  which  is  understandable  by 
children.  The  fact  that  Someone 
loves  them  and  has  done  some  very 
special  things  for  them  certainly  is  not 
above  their  intellect.  As  much  as  you 
might  wish  to,  however,  do  not  push 
for  a  decision.  The  choice  must  be 
theirs  and  not  yours. 

As  a  teacher  I  enjoy  seeing  children 
mature  mentally  and  socially.  Far 
greater  is  the  blessing  of  seeing  a  child 
give  his  life  to  Christ  and  begin  on  the 
road  to  spiritual  maturity.

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP)~By  a  vote  of  six  to  three  the  highest  court 
of  the  nation  let  stand  a  1965  New  York  law  requiring  public  school  sys- 
tems to  lend  textbooks  to  students  in  private  and  parochial  schools. 

This  decision  stated  that  the  program  benefits  students  and  not  paro- 
chial schools  and  thus  does  not  constitute  state  support  of  religion. 

Msgr.  George  A.  Kelley,  secretary  for  education  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Archdiocese  of  New  York,  saw  in  the  ruling  the  court's  recognition  "that 
private  schools  perform  a  valuable  public  service  for  the  nation." 

CHICAGO  (EP)— Warner  Sallman,  famed  for  his  paintings  on  religious 
subjects,  died  here  at  the  age  of  76. 

He  was  most  renowned  for  the  "Head  of  Christ."  Since  it  was  painted 
in  1926,  more  than  100,000  copies  of  the  work  have  been  distributed. 

LOS  ANGELES  (EP)— Sirhan  Bishara  Sirhan,  the  swarthy  Jordanian  who  is  believed  to  have 
killed  Senator  Kennedy,  came  to  America  eleven  years  ago  at  the  age  of  twelve  with  his  parents. 

In  his  early  ceens  he  attended  Sunday  school  and  youth  group  meetings  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  suburban  Pasadena,  California,  where  his  family  settled. 

The  Rev.  Harry  Eberts,  minister  of  the  Westminster  Presbyterian  Church  where  Mrs.  Sirhan 
works  in  the  nursery  school  and  frequently  attends  services,  told  the  Los  Angeles  Times  that 
"this  lady  is  a  woman  whose  Christian  faith  is  part  of  the  center  core  of  her  being." 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sirhan  and  their  four  youngest  children,  including  Sirhan,  came  to  Pasadena  in 
1957  under  the  sponsorship  of  two  members  of  the  First  Church  of  the  Nazarene  in  the  city. 
The  two  oldest  sons  came  later  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

The  suspected  assassin's  Sunday-school  teacher,  Mrs.  Annie  Belle  Presley,  said  the  boy  at 
thirteen  was  quiet  and  gave  no  trouble. 

The  sheriff  of  the  village  of  Teibah,  Jordan,  where  Sirhan's  father  now  resides,  said,  "This 
young  man  would  not  and  could  not  have  done  what  you  say  he  did  without  evil  influence  or 
big  money." 

GRAND  RAPIDS,  Mich.  (EP)-A  "tremendous  increase"  in  mail  from  Muslims  in  North  Africa  has  ex- 
ceeded mail  from  Eastern  Christians  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Back  to  God  Hour. 

The  Rev.  Bassam  Madany,  director  of  the  Arabic  broadcast  of  the  Christian  Reformed  Church's  radio 
voice,  said  most  of  the  mail  comes  from  students.   "During  the  past  year,"  he  said,  "it  has  become  evi- 
dent that  the  .  .  .  Arabic  broadcast  is  an  open  door  to  reaching  into  areas  otherwise  closed  to  the  procla- 
mation of  salvation  by  grace." 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP)-Gonorrhea  is  racing  "out  of  control"  in  the  United 
States,  according  to  the  director  of  the  National  Communicable  Disease  Center. 

Dr.  David  J.  Sencer,  the  director,  told  a  subcommittee  of  the  House  Appropri- 
ations Committee,  "I  would  say  it  is  out  of  control  .  .  .  there  has  been  a  12  per 
cent  increase  in  reported  gonorrhea  cases  in  each  of  the  last  few  years.   You  can 
say  it  is  increasing  and  increasing  dangerously." 

He  said  his  agency  has  "adequate  treatment  for  it,"  but  added  that  "the  prob- 
lem is  we  cannot  diagnose  it  in  females  as  well  as  in  males." 

ELGIN,  111.  (EP)— Two  four-color  Bible  picture  books  have  been  printed  in  Spanish  by  the  Baptist 
Spanish  Publishing  House  in  El  Paso,  Texas,  with  color  illustrations  and  copy  furnished  by  the  David  C. 
Cook  Foundation  here. 

Ten  thousand  copies  each  o{ Ninos  del  Antigno  Testamento  (Children  of  the  Old  Testament)  and 
Escenas  de  la  Vida  de  Jesus   (Scenes  from  the  Life  of  Jesus)  have  been  readied  for  distribution  through- 
out Latin  America. 

The  David  C.  Cook  Foundation  is  currently  promoting  high  quality  Christian  publications  in  Spanish, 
a  language  spoken  by  166,000,000  people.

Symbol  of  a  Nation 


A  flag  is  a  symbol  of  a  nation.  No 
matter  where  it  flies,  the  U.S.  flag 
stands  for  our  country,  its  land,  its 
people,  its  government,  and  its  ideas. 
As  we  respect  and  honor  our  flag,  we 
give  evidence  of  the  fact  that  we  re- 
spect and  honor  our  country.  Some 
call  such  respect  patriotism;  others  re- 
fer to  it  as  love  of  country,  having  a 
pubhc  spirit,  or  manifesting  nationali- 
ty. Whatever  the  term,  surely  there  is 
involved  devotion,  loyalty,  reverence, 
affection,  and  gratitude.  Such  respect 
may  be  manifested  by  flying  the  flag  at 
home,  in  our  churches,  and  from  pub- 
lic buildings  and  by  pledging  allegiance 
as  we  salute  the  flag. 

In  view  of  the  fact  of  our  great 
heritage  as  a  nation,  and  of  all  that  our 
nation  is,  it  is  encumbent  upon  us  to 
show  great  respect  for  our  flag,  the 
symbol  of  our  nation.  Patriotism  may 


not  be  a  lost  art  in  America,  but  it  is 
surely  coming  in  smaller  installments! 
Too  few  homes  and  businesses  fly  the 
American  flag.  Too  few  of  us  seem  to 
thrill  to  the  fact  that  we  are  a  part  of 
the  greatest  nation  on  the  face  of  the 
earth!  Some  have  objected  to  flying 
the  flag,  saying  this  is  "the  worship  of 
a  textile  fabric."  Respect  on  the  part 
of  some  has  fallen  to  the  degree  that 
they  have  spit  upon  and  even  burned 
the  American  flag.  Shame  upon  such! 
How  tragic  that  such  occurrences  have 
necessitated  Congress'  passing  a  law 
making  burning  or  other  deliberate 
mutilation  of  the  American  flag  a 
federal  offense.  Our  people  should  re- 
joice in  the  greatness  of  our  nation 
and  the  blessings  it  affords  and,  rather 
than  desecrate  our  flag,  should  revere 
and  respect  it. 

We  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Her- 
ald are  concerned  enough  about  tliis 
matter  that  we  now  fly  our  flag  twen- 
ty-four hours  a  day.  While  Public 
Law  829,  adopted  by  the  77th  Con- 
gress, says,  "It  is  the  universal  custom 
to  display  the  Flag  only  from  sunrise 
to  sunset,"  it  also  states,  "However, 
the  Flag  may  be  displayed  at  night 
upon  special  occasions  when  it  is  de- 
sired to  produce  a  patriotic  effect." 
If  there  ever  was  a  time  when  we 
should  be  desirous  of  producing  a  pa- 
triotic effect,  it  is  now.  Our  youth  are 
dying  in  Vietnam  under  our  country's 
flag;  they  know  no  eight-hour  day  in 
their  patriotism,  and  why  should  we? 
Or  recall  the  occasion  of  the  writing  of 
our  national  anthem  by  Francis  Scott 
Key  where  he  wrote:  "And  the  rock- 
ets' red  glare,  the  bombs  bursting  in 
air,  gave  proof  through  the  night  that 
our  flag  was  still  there." 

It  seems  logical  to  assume  that  pas- 
sersby,  seeing  the  flag  waving  over 
business  houses  in  the  breeze  at  mid- 
night in  a  spotlight,  would  be  caused 
to  reflect  that  patriotism  is  still  alive 


and  that  it  is  not  just  a  daytime  de- 
votion. And  we  hope  it  will  encourage 
our  young  people  in  service  by  know- 
ing that  we  are  thinking  of  them 
twenty-four  hours  per  day. 

We  are  encouraged  in  our  flying  the 
flag  twenty-four  hours  a  day  by  two 
U.S.  cities-Fort  Dodge,  Iowa,  and  Hat- 
boro,  Pennsylvania.  The  Fort  Dodge 
Messenger,  the  American  Legion  (at 
Veterans  Park),  the  city  hall  and  feder- 
al buildings,  and  other  Fort  Dodge 
business  houses  no  longer  take  their 
flags  in  at  sundown,  reminding  us  that 
patriotism  has  a  twenty-four-hour  day. 
Aiming  for  the  title,  "The  httle  town 
that  always  flies  the  Flag,"  Hatboro, 
Pennsylvania,  unfurled  Old  Glory  on 
July  1  and  hopes  to  keep  it  waving 
around  the  clock  throughout  the  year. 
Their  flags  will  be  well  lighted  and 
properly  displayed.  Doubtless,  flags 
flown  from  residences  will  still  be 
taken  in  at  night,  but  business  houses 
are  going  on  a  twenty-four-hour  day. 

Much  ado  about  nothing?  No. 
There  is  absolutely  too  little  respect 
for  our  nation,  its  leaders,  and  the 
principles  upon  which  the  country  was 
founded.  We  owe  a  loyalty  to  our 
nation  and  its  leaders.  We  need  revival 
of  true  patriotism  and  national  loyalty. 
And  we  can  turn  to  the  Bible  for 
authority.  Jesus  said  (Matt.  22:21): 
"Render  therefore  unto  Caesar  the 
things  which  are  Caesar's;  and  unto 
God  the  things  that  are  God's."  The 
Apostle  Paul  reminds  us  of  our  duty 
(Rom.  13:7):  "Render  therefore  to  all 
their  dues:  tribute  to  whom  tribute  is 
due;  custom  to  whom  custom;  fear  to 
whom  fear;  honour  to  whom  honour." 
And  the  Apostle  Peter  clearly  enunci- 
ates it  (I  Peter  2:13):  "Submit  your- 
selves to  every  ordinance  of  man  for 
the  Lord's  sake."  This  is  an  individual 
matter.  But  if  each  of  us  will  become 
concerned  personally,  our  influence 
can  spread  nationwide!  ▼ 
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It  seemed  but  a  dream,  and  so  far  away.  But  the  people  worked 
and  prayed,  and  now  our  dream  has  become  a  reality.  Home- 
mission  congregations  are  always  faced  with  a  mammoth  task— that 
of  providing  a  building  adequate  for  a  growing  congregation  in  the 
face  of  the  ever-inflating  prices.  Step  by  step  the  Kent,  Washington, 
congregation  has  faced  this  problem  and  with  God's  help  has  over- 
come it. 

The  Lord  undertook  in  that  the  very  first  site  which  the  congre- 
gation chose  was  purchased  at  a  fair  market  price.  There  were  many 
uncertainties  and  the  need  for  considerable  effort  to  make  this  a  reali- 
ty. The  fact  that  this  was  an  estate  with  three  adult  heirs,  all  of  whom 
lived  in  different  states,  complicated  it.  We  were  very  fortunate  that 
we  bought  just  at  the  beginning  of  the  main  building  boom  of  the 
community.  Today  the  same  plot  would  cost  at  least  twice  the 
$11,500  we  paid  for  it.  This  amountwas  paid  in  thirty-three  months, 
and  during  the  same  time  most  of  our  architectural  fees  were  paid. 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council,  the  Northwest  District  Mission 
Board,  and  Brethren  Minute-Men  all  had  an  important  part  in  making 
this  possible,   as  well   as  an   enthusiastic  congregation  which  never 
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permitted  a  Sunday  to  pass  without 
taking  another  bite  into  this  indebted- 
ness on  the  building  site.  Praise  God 
for  dedicated  people! 

It  was  good,  very  good,  to  have 
these  items  paid  in  time  to  break 
ground  on  April  2,   1967,  debt  free. 

Mr.  Lester  Keyser,  who  has  spent 
over  twenty  years  building  Brethren 
churches,  moved  here  from  Norwalk, 
California,  to  head  up  our  building 
program.  Construction  began  on  a 
building  which  is  ninety  feet  in  length 
and  which  varies  in  width  from  forty- 
two  to  fifty-eight  feet.  The  church 
has  two  complete  floors  and  covers 
over  8,300  square  feet.  By  using  vol- 
unteer labor  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Keyser,  the  building  was  in  con- 
struction for  about  twelve  months  and 
was  completed  within  our  budget  of 
$50,000,  at  slightly  over  $6  per  square 
foot.  It  was  necessary  to  use  an  ad- 
ditional $5,000  for  furnishings,  land- 


scaping, curbing,  and  parking.  The 
Lord  gave  us  some  very  fine  savings  in 
materials  and  some  wonderful  gifts  of 
materials  and  furnishings,  including  an 
organ  from  one  of  the  church  families. 
These  figures  do  not  include  the  price 
of  pews,  which  seat  240  people,  and 
the  pulpit  furnishings,  which  were  pur- 
chased with  cash  given  during  the  con- 
struction period.  We  are  grateful  for 
a  building  which  the  insurance  com- 
pany valued  at  over  $100,000. 

I  found  it  a  real  joy  to  work  with 
an  able  five-man  building  committee 
consisting  of  Ivan  Barlow,  chairman; 
Harold  Hewitt,  secretary;  Ted  Lukkes, 
treasurer;  Clair  Floyd;  and  Larry  Story. 
All  this  could  never  have  been  possible 
without  them.  Many,  many  hours  of 
volunteer  labor  were  donated  by  mem- 
bers and  friends  of  the  congregation. 
It  would  be  impossible  to  give  proper 
recognition  to  all  who  shared  in  such  a 
cooperative  endeavor. 


As  the  time  drew  near  to  occupy 
the  building,  both  the  pastor  and  peo- 
ple, including  those  of  the  neighbor- 
hood, became  more  eager.  We  waited 
four  years  and  four  months  from  the 
date  of  organization  to  the  date  of 
dedication.  These  were  not  idle  years. 
Our  years  of  planning  and  anticipation 
were  years  of  blessings.  During  this 
time  we  have  seen  the  Edwin  Johnson 
family,  who  were  charter  members,  go 
out  as  our  first  missionary  family,  and 
the  church  is  providing  $  1 ,300  of  their 
annual  support. 

Six  of  our  young  people  have  en- 
tered Grace  College;  two  of  these  have 
graduated,  and  one  is  a  middler  in 
Grace  Seminary.  Our  membership  is 
five  times  the  charter  membership,  and 
one-fifth  of  these  have  become  mem- 
bers since  we  dedicated  our  new  build- 
ing. The  Lord  has  blessed  with  some 
fine  conversions  and  some  wonderful 
families.    We  have  been  able  to  break

into  the  immediate  community  and  re- 
ceive a  very  friendly  and  favorable  re- 
sponse. New  homes  and  new  families 
are  rapidly  surrounding  the  church, 
and  some  of  them  are  turning  to  us  for 
a  church  home. 

New  industry  has  come  in  so  rapid- 
ly one  cannot  keep  abreast  with  it. 
New  apartment  houses  and  new  homes 
go  up  weekly.  Schools  are  built  an- 
nually, and  some  still  have  double  ses- 
sions. In  some  cases  they  have  averaged 
a  new  class  of  pupils  every  month.  We 
are  only  ten  miles  from  the  Sea-Tac 
International  Airport  and  twenty  miles 
south  of  the  center  of  Seattle.  Among 
the  new  industries  Kent  has  received 
in  the  last  four  years  have  been  the 
Boeing  Aerospace  Center  employing 
over  5,000  men.  Western  Electric  em- 
ploying over  600,  Heath  Tecna  Corpor- 
ation with  a  phenomenal  growth,  and 
everytliing  from  two  steel  fabricating 
mills  to  those  which  make  plastic 
bags.  We  are  a  small  city  with  the 
growing  pains  of  a  large  one,  and  are 
very  definitely  a  part  of  the  entire 
Greater  Seattle  area. 

There  is  nothing  quite  hke  taking 
things  in  a  double  portion.  Our  En- 
trance Sunday  and  Dedication  Day 
were  one  and  the  same!  Almost  every- 
one in  the  congregation  worked  a  part 
of  the  time  or  all  day  the  Saturday  be- 
fore we  entered  the  building.  A  mam- 
moth amount  of  finishing  and  cleaning 
had  to  be  done.  Everybody  helped,  in- 
cluding the  boys  and  girls.  Even  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  secretary,  Les- 
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ter  Pifer,  had  a  part.  He  spoke  twice 
on  Dedication  Sunday  and  was  greatly 
appreciated.  We  enjoyed  a  fine  spirit, 
good  attendances,  wonderful  messages, 
decisions  for  Christ,  a  good  offering, 
and  many  local  and  district  visitors. 
The  Kent  congregation  is  a  grateful 
congregation.  We  first  address  our 
thanks  to  our  Lord,  then  to  our  mis- 
sion boards,  and  finally  to  all  of  you 
who  have  prayed  and  given  to  make 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Kent  a 
reality.  We  look  forward  to  the  time 
in  the  not-too-distant  future  when  we 
can  take  our  place  with  the  established 
churches  of  the  nation  which  help 
make  other  mission  endeavors  a 
reality— other  dreams  come  true.         ▼

FREMONT,  OHIO.  The  Fremont, 
Ohio,  Brethren  Chapel  is  being  closed 
temporarily  until  such  time  as  qualified 
personnel  are  raised  up  or  there  is  a 
more  definite  response  from  the  Negro 
community  to  support  a  Brethren 
church  in  their  midst.  This  is  presented 
as  a  prayer  request.  Mr.  Robert  Dungy, 
a  student  pastor,  has  resigned.  He  will 
continue  in  his  educational  program  at 
Grace  College  and  Seminary. 

LEXINGTON,  OHIO  (Don  Sellers, 
Brethren  Construction  Crew).  My 
trailer  arrived  here  Friday,  June  7,  and 
by  12:30  a.m.  we  were  located, 
hooked  up,  and  ready  to  begin  our 
stay  for  the  Lexington  project.  The 
following  week  Mrs.  Sellers  and  Mrs. 
Shackleton  helped  in  the  V.B.S.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Cary  Engle  and  family  will 
join  us  here  after  finishing  up  a  few 
more  details  at  New  Holland,  Pennsyl- 
vania. Pray  for  good  progress  on  this 
project  so  we  will  be  able  to  get  a 
good  start  on  the  next  building  before 
winter. 


KENT,  WASH.  (Phillip  J.  Simmons, 
pastor).

Then  follows 
camp.

At  the  same  time 
Rev.  Irvin  Miller,  the  former  pastor, 
began  his  ministry  at  Englewood,  Ohio.

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At  New  Holland,  Pennsylvania

Twenty  miraculous  months!  No 
other  words  coujd  be  used  to  de- 
scribe a  branch  of  the  Lancaster  Grace 
Brethren  Church  that  was  planted 
in  New  Holland,  Pennsylvania!  This 
branch  took  root  in  September,  1966, 
and  dedicated  a  beautiful  new  building 
on  May  26,  1968,  with  over  450  in 
attendance  for  the  special  dedication 
service.  For  Sunday  school  on  the 
same  day  139  were  recorded,  and  170 
registered  for  the  morning  worship  ser- 
vice. 

Preparation  for  these  miraculous 
months  began  with  a  vision  of  a  dedi- 
cated pastor,  William  Tweeddale,  of 
the  Lancaster  Grace  Brethren  Church. 
Added  to  this  vision  was  a  burden  to 
see  more  Brethren  churches  in  the 
Lancaster  area.  God  had  already 
blessed  the  Lancaster  work  for  helping 
to  start  two  other  successful  branches, 
Manheim  and  Elizabethtown.  There 
followed  many  months  of  prayer  for 
the  right  area  and  a  man  to  lead  the 
new  vvork. 

God  directed  by  placing  a  burden 
for  New  Holland  on  the  prayer  war- 
riors. A  number  of  the  Lancaster 
Brethren    lived    in   this  area,  and  the 
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Lancaster  church  was  willing  to  give 
up  approximately  sixty  people  to  start 
New  Holland.  On  the  first  meeting  in 
September,  1966,  about  twenty  visitors 
joined  these  Lancaster  Brethren  in  Lib- 
erty Fire  Hall. 

The  number  one  miracle  was  the  se- 
curing of  a  pastor  at  a  time  when  there 
seemingly  were  not  enough  pastors  to 
go  around.  But  God  answered  prayer. 
I  was  contacted,  and  God  had  already 
laid  this  field  upon  my  heart  and 
showed  me  this  was  my  field. 

The  Lord  gave  us  a  group  of  fine 
people  and  excellent  leadership  for  a 
new  work.  Many  of  the  people  had  ex- 
perienced what  God  can  do  with  a 
small  group,  and  immediately  there 
was  a  vision  for  a  church  building.  But 
a  location  is  needed  for  a  building, 
and  the  search  began.  It  soon  ended 
with  a  beautiful  location  adjoining  the 
community  park  available  for  510,500. 

A  new  group  buying  property  after 
four  months!  Yes,  and  just  six  months 
later  we  needed  $10,500.  But  God 
again  did  it!  On  the  July  1  date  for 
settlement  the  property  was  paid  for, 
debt  free.  During  this  time  the  Breth- 
ren Architectural  Service  had  been 
contacted  on  plans  and  an  application 
made  for  the  Brethren  Construction 
Crew. 

September,  1967,  our  first  anni- 
versary, was  celebrated  by  a  ground- 
breaking service.  By  this  time  the 
plans  were  completed  and  it  just  hap- 
pened—no, it  didn't  just  happen-God 
had  the  Brethren  Construction  Crew 
ready   to   move   in   to  start  building. 

In  church  building  the  matter  of 
financing  is  no  small  item— except 
when  God  is  in  it.  The  local  bank 
wanted  to  loan  the  money,  almost  un- 
heard of  in  these  days.  Not  only  this, 
but  the  interest  would  be  less  than 
through  the  Brethren  Investment  Foun- 
dation—unbelievable almost,  but  an- 
other of  the  miracles  of  the  twenty 
months. 

Please  don't  stop  here.  Brethren! 
The  building  was  just  started,  but  we 
were  able  to  convey  to  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  this  news:  "Be- 
cause of  the  way  the  Lord  has  blessed 
His  work  here  at  New  Holland,  it  is 
with  great  joy  we  announce  at  this 
time  that  we  are  officially  going  self- 
supporting!"  This  communication  was 
dated  October  3,  1967,  exactly  one 
month  after  breaking  ground.  We  were 
actually  self-supporting  from  the  be- 


ginning, but  this  was  without  build- 
ing payments  and  the  added  expense 
of  our  own  building. 

And  now  the  building  is  finished 
and  was  dedicated  to  God  on  May  26, 
1968.  It  contains  over  6,800  square 
feet  and  will  seat  220  on  cushion-ease 
pews.  The  entire  church  is  carpeted 
and  air-conditioned.  We  think  it  is  a 
lovely  building,  and  we  give  our  lovely 
Lord  all  the  praise  for  it. 

Our  dedication  speaker.  Rev.  Na- 
than Meyer,  remained  with  us  through 
Friday  for  a  prophetic  Bible  confer- 
ence. These  meetings  averaged  222  in 
attendance,  with  decisions  for  rededi- 
cation  to  Christ  and  for  church  mem- 
bership. Our  regular  Sunday-school 
and  church  attendances  run  from  110 
to  120. 

In  the  words  of  the  Psalmist  (Ps. 
92;5);  "0  Lord,  how  great  are  thy 
works!"  The  Grace  Brethren  Church 
of  New  Holland  would  like  to  echo 
that  praise  to  our  Lord.  I  have  only 
highlighted  the  miracles  here.  I  have 
seen  enough  to  write  a  small  book. 

We  express  for  the  church  our  grati- 
tude to  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 


Lancaster,  the  North  Atlantic  Dis- 
trict, and  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  and  its  affiliates,  the  Brethren 
Architectural  Service  and  the  Brethren 
Construction  Crew,  for  their  part  in 
the  exciting  story  of  New  Holland. 
Please  pray  that  continued  miracles 
may  be  seen  in  lives  through  the  minis- 
try of  this  church.  T

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Jerry  (perhaps  you  know  her  as 
Leanore)  is  my  wife.  In  order  to 
hold  that  "office"  she  has  had  to  put 
up  with  a  great  deal  of  the  unusual. 
Perhaps  that  is  what  makes  her  an  ideal 
person  for  the  work  of  an  evangelist  to 
the  Jewish  people.  Jewish  missions 
always  present  the  unusual.  And 
while  the  unusual  makes  life  interest- 
ing, it  can  also  make  life  difficult. 
But  the  unusual  is  seldom  dull. 

Jerry  is  the  "chief  cook  and  bottle 
washer"  of  the  Brethren  Messianic  Tes- 
timony. When  people  come  to  the  mis- 
sion (and  this  is  on  an  average  of  four 
times  a  week),  you  will  find  Jerry  pre- 
paring meals  and  refreshments.  Many 
times  they  must  please  the  Jewish 
taste,    and   this  is   especially   true   at 


holiday  time.  This  has  caused  her  to 
learn  a  whole  new  mode  of  cooking 
food.  And  there  is  a  seemingly  endless 
stream  of  dishes  to  be  washed  and 
stacked. 

Jerry  is  also  the  "downstairs  maid" 
(the  mission  is  all  on  one  floor).  She 
has  a  family  to  clean  up  after.  And  in 
an  eight-room  house  that  has  two 
baths,  this  becomes  a  real  job  in  itself. 
We  further  comphcate  that  job  by 
bringing  four  groups  of  people  into  the 
mission  each  week,  which  means  that 
at  least  six  of  these  rooms  and  one  of 
the  baths  must  be  worked  on  four 
additional  times.  (In  March  of  this 
year  we  had  275  people  in  the  mission.) 
Each  group  means  that  the  meeting 
rooms  must  be  arranged  with  chairs. 


Bibles,  and  hymn  books,  together  with 
those  final  touches  which  smooth  up 
the  meeting.  Yes,  the  downstairs  maid 
has  quite  a  job  to  do. 

Jerry  is  the  official  hostess  of  our 
mission.  When  we  pull  up  to  the  mis- 
sion with  a  bus  load  of  people,  Jerry 
is  at  the  door  ready  to  welcome  each 
individual  into  the  home.  She  has  that 
unusual  quality  of  making  people  feel 
"at  home."  As  hostess  she  makes  sure 
all  feel  welcome  and  are  comfortably 
seated. 

Jerry  is  a  missionary.  Although  she 
is  busy  about  the  mission,  she  still 
finds  time  to  do  house-to-house  call- 
ing. She  often  accompanies  me  in  the 
afternoon  as  I  call  in  Jewish  homes. 
She  is  able  herself  to  point  Jewish  peo- 
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pie  to  Jesus,  the  Messiah,  through  the 
use  of  God's  Word.  Many  times  our 
Jewish  friends  seek  counsel  from  Jerry 
about  circumstances  which  they  will 
confide  to  no  other.  Jerry  has  learned 
to  be  a  good  listener,  and  she  speaks 
only  after  much  prayerful  considera- 
tion. 

Jerry  is  a  student  and  an  author. 
She  is  well  informed  in  the  Word.  She 
is  also  well  informed  in  Egyptology. 
In  the  evening  hours  when  others  are 
watching  television,  Jerry  is  at  her  desk 
involved  in  research  and  writing.  She 
has  had  about  forty  articles  and  stories 
accepted  and  pubhshed  so  far.  The 
publications  range  from  travel  maga- 
zines to  religious  publications. 

Jerry  is  also  an  animal  lover.   Our 


home  has  had  an  endless  stream  of 
creatures.  Among  these  have  been  cats, 
dogs,  snakes,  horned  toads,  lizards,  tur- 
tles, goldfish,  hampsters,  and  other 
finny  and  furry  beings  too  numerous 
to  mention.

"The  last  two  years  have  been  the 
happiest  of  my  hfe." 

These  are  the  words  of  a  thirty- 
year-old  man  who  is  serving  a  sentence 
for  double  murder  in  the  Marion  (Ohio) 
Correctional  Institution.  His  case  will 
not  go  before  the  parole  board  until 
1979. 

The  reason  for  his  happiness,  he 
says,  is  that  he  has  become  a  Christian. 

No  better  compensation  than  a 
statement  like  this  could  be  received 
by  the  man  who  is  chaplain  at  the  in- 
stitution, the  man  who  counsels  and 
strives  to  change  the  hearts  of  the  men. 

There  are  1 ,200  there  now— some 
hfers,  and  other  men  who  have  com- 
mitted major  crimes. 

Ever  since  this  medium  security  in- 
stitution was  established  twelve  years 
ago,  the  Rev.  Ralph  E.  Wiley,  of  Gal- 
ion,  Ohio,  has  been  the  chaplain.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Gallon,  where  he  is  serving 
as  vice-moderator. 

To  see  the  men  continue  their  in- 
terest in  the  church  and  Christian  liv- 
ing as  they  make  the  adjustment  to  life 
after  leaving  prison  is  most  gratifying 
to  the  chaplain. 

One  example  of  this  is  related  by 
Mr.  Wiley. 

"There  was  a  man  who  had  a  terri- 
ble record  .  .  .  there  was  just  no  crime 
he  wouldn't  commit. 

"He  was  in  for  armed  robbery.  He 
was  addicted  to  pills  and  drinking." 

His  conversion  came  at  the  death 
of  President  Kennedy.  The  man  was  so 
broken  up,  he  seemed  not  to  know 
where  to  turn.  Then  he  remembered 
a  Scripture  verse  he  had  learned  as  a 
boy.  He  wanted  to  find  it  in  the 
Bible  but  didn't  know  where  it  was. 
He  started  looking.  In  reading  the 
Bible,  he  became  inspired  to  read  more 
and  more.    Then  came  his  conversion. 

After    his    parole,    the    handsome 
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young  man  became  reconciled  with 
his  wife  and  children.  Then  he  started 
to  preach.  He  has  made  appearances 
in  county  jails,  in  churches,  and  before 
many  groups  and  organizations.  He 
has  continued  to  be  engaged  in  Chris- 
tian work. 

Because  of  men  hke  this,  Mr.  Wiley 
says  he  loves  his  work. 

"I  wouldn't  want  to  be  doing  any- 
thing else.  I  am  fortunate  to  be  in  an 
institution  where  I  have  a  free  hand 


and  can  run  a  strong  religious  pro- 
gram," he  says. 

His  main  work,  that  at  which  he 
spends  the  most  time,  is  counseling. 
Every  new  non-Catholic  prisoner  is  in- 
terviewed by  Mr.  Wiley  and  challenged 
for  a  Christian  experience. 

Mr.  Wiley  also  conducts  a  therapy 
class.  Its  purpose  is  to  help  the  men 
think    through    their    own    problems. 

Every  Sunday,  services  are  conduct- 
ed in  a  beautiful  chapel  at  the  institu- 


tion, from  8  to  9  a.m.  Attendance, 
which  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the 
inmates,  is  good,  he  says. 

Some  of  these  prisoners  who  are 
members  of  the  Sunday  school  and  Bi- 
ble classes  have  formed  a  group  to 
sponsor  a  Korean  orphan. 

The  SIO  a  month  they  pay  toward 
this  by  individual  donations  of  a  nick- 
el, a  dime,  and  sometimes  a  quarter  is 
a  real  sacrifice.  They  only  make  four 
cents  an  hour  for  work  they  do  in  the

institution.  Two  cents  of  this  is  all 
they  allow  for  themselves,  because  the 
other  two  cents  is  placed  in  their  go- 
ing-home fund. 

In  addition  to  counseling,  preach- 
ing, teaching,  and  holding  therapy 
classes,  Mr.  Wiley  arranges  for  winter 
evangelistic  services,  religious  films, 
and  the  appearance  of  outside  speak- 
ers. 

Possessing  a  warm  personality,  this 
forty-seven-year-old  chaplain  whose 
boyish  smile  and  crew  haircut  make 
him  seem  ten  years  younger  radiates 
the  Christian  philosophy  he  advocates. 

He  was  the  Marion  Jaycee  choice, 
at  age  thirty-five,  for  "Man  of  the 
Year"  to  receive  the  Distinguished  Ser- 
vice Award.  He  has  many  speaking  en- 
gagements before  students,  service 
clubs,  father-son  banquets,  and  other 
events  all  over  the  state. 

Mr.  Wiley  sees  the  importance  of 
trying  to  reach  children  and  youth  to 
direct  their  paths.  He  believes  some 
men  would  never  have  become  in- 
mates of  a  penal  institution  had  they 
been  given  different  training  in  their 
early  years.  This  motivates  him  to  un- 
dertake activities  in  the  hours  that 
would  normally  be  leisure  ones  for 
him.  One  of  these  is  leading  the  Am- 
bassadors' Club. 

Boys  and  girls  from  the  seventh 
grade  up  belong  to  this  club,  which 
meets  every  Friday  night  in  his  home. 
They  have  craft  work  for  about  an 
hour  and  a  half;  then  they  work  on 
projects  for  a  missionary.  Mr.  Wiley 
gives  a  flannelgraph  Bible  lesson.  The 
evening  is  concluded  with  singing  and 
refreshments. 

Last  summer,  twenty-three  mem- 
bers of  the  club  went  on  a  week's 
camping  and  fishing  trip  into  the 
primitive  territory  of  Ontario,  Canada. 
They  returned  by  way  of  Niagara  Falls. 
It  was  the  first  time  for  many  of  the 
youngsters  to  be  away  from  home. 
Four  college-age  students  went  along. 


Daily  class  sessions  and  devotional 
periods  were  held  along  with  the  fish- 
ing. 

Many  contributions  from  individ- 
uals and  groups  were  received  to  help 
defray  the  cost  of  the  trip,  which  was 
over  $1,200.  Other  camping  trips  are 
taken  throughout  the  year. 

"I  am  convinced  that  the  training 
should  be  with  the  young;  they  must 
be  reached  in  order  to  form  good 
lives  .  .  .  the  average  American  home 
today  doesn't  reach  the  children,"  the 
chaplain  contends. 

The  Ambassadors'  Club  is  an  out- 
growth of  his  wife's  interdenomina- 
tional Bible  club  for  elementary-age 
children.  When  she  felt  she  didn't 
want  to  let  them  go,  he  kept  them  by 
forming  the  club  for  older  boys  and 
girls. 

The  chaplain  has  a  thrilling  story  to 
tell  of  his  own  conversion  and  his  sub- 
sequent experiences  as  a  result  of  it. 

He  was  not  in  the  habit  of  attend- 
ing church  or  Sunday  school,  and  he 
had  not  given  much  thought  to  a  Chris- 
tian hfe  before  he  married  Dorotha,  a 
Christian  girl. 

He  was  coming  out  of  service, 
twenty-one  years  ago,  after  two  years 
in  the  Navy  in  World  War  II.  En  route 
from  Miami,  Florida,  to  Kent,  Ohio, 
he  and  his  wife  stopped  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  after  some  harrowing  experi- 
ences. 

Their  car  was  weighted  down  with 
their  possessions.  Four  times,  when 
the  rod  bearings  broke  down,  he  had 
to  get  under  the  car  to  work  on  the 
bearings.  The  noise  from  them  had 
been  deafening,  like  great  hammers 
pounding  on  steel. 

He  had  no  job.  His  wife  was  six 
months  pregnant.  She  began  having 
labor  pains  when  they  finally  arrived 
in  Washington.  It  looked  as  if  she 
might  lose  their  baby  in  the  only  lodg- 
ing they  could  find,  an  $18  motel 
room.    Her  faith  left  an  impression  on 


Wiley. 

In  desperation,  he  fell  to  his  knees 
and  prayed  that  they  would  not  lose 
the  baby.  Soon  after  that,  his  wife 
felt  better.  Their  car  also  stood  up  for 
the  remainder  of  the  journey  to  Kent. 

The  child  they  almost  lost  is  Galen, 
now  a  straight  "A"  senior  at  Grace 
College,  Winona  Lake,  Indiana.  He  is 
chaplain  of  the  college. 

Four  other  children  of  the  couple 
are  Donna,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Harold 
Clark,  teacher  in  a  Bible  college  in 
Memphis,  Tennessee;  David,  a  pilot 
for  the  United  Air  Lines  in  Denver, 
Colorado;  Mary,  twelve,  at  Claridon 
school;  and  Ruth,  eleven,  at  Martel 
school.  A  fourteen-year-old  boy, 
Michael  Barr,  lives  with  the  family. 

A  native  of  Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Wiley 
grew  up  in  Akron,  Ohio,  and  graduated 
in  1939  from  Kent  State  High  School. 
Two  years  after  his  conversion  in  the 
Washington  motel,  he  felt  the  call  to 
preach.  A  father  of  three  at  that  time, 
he  was  working  as  a  service  and  parts 
manager  in  a  garage  in  Kent  when  he 
started  preaching  at  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren. 

Seeing  the  need  for  more  educa- 
tion, he  enrolled  in  Bethany  Bible 
School  in  Chicago.  He  had  been  there 
only  six  weeks  when  he  was  called  to 
the  pastorate  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren  in  Minneapolis.  He  commut- 
ed every  weekend  from  Chicago.  After 
six  months  he  moved  his  family  to 
Minneapohs,  continued  preaching,  and 
finished  his  schooling  at  Bethel  Col- 
lege and  Seminary  in  St.  Paul. 

Thirteen  years  ago  he  accepted  a 
pastorate  at  Marion.  The  next  year  he 
became  chaplain  at  the  Correctional 
Institution,  although  he  continued  his 
duties  at  the  Marion  church  for  five 
more  years.  He  has  now  left  the 
pastorate  to  devote  full  time  to  prison 
work.  ▼

say,  "I  offer  my  body  a  living  sacri- 
fice"? A  man  will  give  up  ten  thousand 
dollars  in  salary  to  be  a  peacecorpsman 
in  a  South  American  slum.  Can  we  say, 
"I  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God"? 
And  a  man  will  die  in  the  work  of  try- 
ing to  build  a  different  social  order. 
Can  we  say,  "I  am  ready  to  die  for  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus"?  I  repeat: 
The  wrong  people  are  dying,  and  for 
the  wrong  reasons— wrong  reasons  be- 
cause   they    are    inadequate    reasons. 

We  are  not  killed;  we  are  not  perse- 
cuted; we  are  not  even  mocked.  God 
in  heaven  forgive  us,  but  the  truth  is 
...  we  are  ignored. 

Why? 

A  local  church  is  a  group  of  be- 
lievers, not  a  building.  We  do  not  "go 
to    church,"    but   rather,   the   church 


ences,  is  to  bring  pleasure  to  God.  We 
were  created  for  His  glory.  Everything 
we  do  has  to  be  done  as  an  act  of  wor- 
ship in  an  attempt  to  please  God. 
Everything!  Try  that  the  next  time 
you  take  out  the  garbage. 

This  is  the  essence  of  the  truly 
separated  life.  The  successful  Christian 
does  not  let  the  world  squeeze  him  in- 
to its  mold,  but  he  separates  himself 
wholly  unto  the  Lord  by  continually 
renewing  his  mental  patterns  of  moti- 
vation. 

Such  a  Christian  is  dreadfully  un- 
comfortable in  this  secular  world;  he 
is  so  different  that  the  world  around 
him  is  polarized,  either  for  him  or 
against  him.  The  former  he  reaches 
for  Christ  and  introduces  them  to  the 
life  abundant  that  they  seek.  Then  he

It 
is  likewise  no  wonder  that  so  many 
other  movements  are  flourishing.  The 
word  we  need  is  commitment.  Christ 
called  it  discipleship. 

A  man  will  accept  the  shame  of 
Uving  in  a  shack  in  the  middle  of 
Washington,  D.C.,  just  to  get  more 
money.  Can  we  say,  "I  am  not 
ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ"?  A 
man  will  risk  death  simply  to  register 
Negro  voters  in  the  South.     Can  we 


comes  together.  This  is  the  church 
gathered  for  edification  and  worship. 

When  the  service  is  over,  the  church 
goes  home  to  serve.  The  church  will 
fix  Sunday  dinner,  wash  the  dishes, 
and  carry  out  the  garbage.  The  church 
will  earn  a  livelihood,  instruct  children, 
and  love  its  neighbors.  This  is  the 
church  scattered.

takes  these  new  Christians  to  a  gather- 
ing of  a  local  church  where  they  are 
adopted  and  nurtured  by  the  brethren.

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Our  President  Speaks

In  this  country  and  across  the  world  mankind  has  reached  a  new  moral  low. 
Progressively  over  the  past  five  years  in  this  country  the  moral  trend  has  been 
down,  and  as  yet  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  prospect  of  checking  the  speed  of 
descent.  Three  national  figures  have  been  wantonly  assassinated:  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy, the  President  of  the  United  States;  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  a  leader  of  the 
Negro  people;  and  Robert  F.  Kennedy,  a  senator  from  the  State  of  New  York. 
Riots,  crime,  lawlessness,  violence,  sensualism  in  shocking  proportions  have 
startled  the  public.  Revolutions  on  the  campus  of  universities,  colleges,  and  high 
schools  have  interrupted  the  educational  program  and  in  some  cases  have 
threatened  the  very  life  of  the  schools.  In  some  countries  across  the  world  these 
insurrections  have  actually  led  to  the  overthrow  of  the  government.  There  is  dis- 
cord the  world  over.  All  of  this  points  to  something,  and  one  writer  put  it  this 
way;  "A  climax  of  some  kind  seems  to  be  approaching  the  world  over." 
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When  the  race  riots  reached  such 
colossal  proportions  a  year  ago,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  appoint- 
ed an  Advisory  Commission  on  Civil 
Disorders.  After  seven  long  months 
this  commission  came  up  with  its  re- 
port, a  report  so  detailed  that  it  fills  a 
large  650-page  book.  It  was  a  foregone 
conclusion  that  this  commission  would 
come  up  with  answers,  but  all  of  them 
secondary  and  calculated  to  skirt  the 
real  issue.  After  a  scourge  of  violence 
that  culminated  in  the  assassination  of 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  and  then 
Senator  Robert  F.  Kennedy  a  few 
months  later,  again  the  President  of 
the  United  States  resorted  to  a  com- 
mission. He  charged  this  ten-member 
panel  with  the  responsibihty  of  investi- 
gating violence  in  America.  He  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  it  would  find  un- 
derstanding and  insight  into  the  kinds 
of  violent  aberrations  which  have 
struck  down  public  figures  and  private 
citizens  alike.  He  also  hoped  that  it 
would  uncover  the  causes  of  disrespect 
for  law  and  order,  violent  disruptions 
by  groups  and  individuals,  and  offer 
ways  to  control  or  prevent  such  out- 
breaks. 

Those  who  read  this  column  will  re- 
call the  various  diagnoses  that  have 
been  made  concerning  the  situation. 
Some  have  insisted  that  discrimination 
among  the  races  is  the  cause.  Others 
have  cited  poverty  as  the  issue.  Still 
others  have  reversed  the  explanation 
and  have  pointed  to  affluence.  StUl 
others  point  to  subversive  agitation  or 
the  wrong  use  of  news  media,  and  with 
increasing  prevalence,  sickness  has  been 
cited  as  the  cause. 

It  seems  never  to  have  occurred  to 
anyone  that  these  are  just  symptoms 
of  the  real  cause.  It  seems  never  to 
have  occurred  to  people  that  there  has 
been  an  apostasy  from  the  faith  in  prog- 
ress throughout  the  pulpits  of  the 
land;  that  there  has  been  a  growing  re- 
bellion against  God;  that  they  are  de- 
termined not  to  retain  God  in  their 
knowledge  and  therefore  by  law  it  has 
been  shut  out  of  the  public  school  sys- 
tem; that  the  sights  of  men  have  been 
lowered  to  the  human  and  natural  level 
and  man  has  become  the  arbiter  of  his 
own  morals;  that  following  that  lead 
he  has  not  hesitated  to  approve  sensu- 
alism, lawlessness,  violence,  and  an- 
archy as  legitimate  responses  in  society. 

In  a  word,  this  nation  prefers  to 
label  its  ills  as  sickness,  for  which  there 
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is  no  blame,  rather  than  sin,  which 
brings  the  condemnation  of  conscience 
and  God. 

At  this  point  there  is  no  possible 
way  to  stem  the  tide  of  crime,  sensu- 
alism, lawlessness,  violence  and  dis- 
content in  this  country.  Making  laws 
against  the  possession  of  guns  will  not 
change  the  human  heart.  Antipoverty 
programs  will  not  condition  the  minds 
of  men.  The  expulsion  of  foreign 
agents  will  not  cleanse  the  native  popu- 
lation. All  these  and  a  thousand  other 
panaceas  will  be  advocated  and  many 
of  them  apphed.  But  the  situation  is 
bound  to  grow  worse.  We  are  seeing 
a  great  nation,  and  the  great  nations  of 
the  world,  gradually,  now  almost  pre- 
cipitously, disintegrate  from  within.  If 
the  trend  follows  the  pattern  of  other 
great  nations  of  the  world,  the  moral 
weakness  of  this  society  can  swiftly 
move  into  anarchy.  And  anarchy  can 
lead  to  dictatorship.  This  may  well 
mean  that  conditions  are  swiftly  de- 
veloping for  the  appearance  of  the 
greatest  dictator  the  world  has  ever 
seen,  the  Antichrist. 

More  than  700  years  before  Christ  a 
great  prophet  diagnosed  the  condition 
of  his  own  people  in  Judah.    At  the 
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very  root  there  was  rebellion  against 
God  which  led  to  all  kinds  of  moral 
filth  and  evil  deeds  (Isa.  1:2-4).  The 
situation  had  progressed  to  such  a 
point  that  the  whole  head  was  sick  and 
the  whole  heart  was  faint.  From  the 
sole  of  the  foot  to  the  very  top  of  tlie 
head  there  was  no  soundness  (Isa. 
1:5-6).  From  within  and  from  without 
the  sentence  of  judgment  must  fall 
upon  them  (Isa.  1:7-10).  Their  re- 
ligious ceremonies  were  a  mere  sham 
and  pretense,  so  much  so  that  the  Lord 
hated  them  and  turned  His  back  upon 
them  (Isa.  1:11-15).  Isaiah  issued  a 
call  to  repentance  with  a  promise  of 
absolution  from  sin  (1:16-20),  but 
there  was  no  response.  They  were  de- 
termined to  go  their  way  (1:21-31). 
Since  he  saw  no  hope  in  men  for 
society,  he  looked  beyond  the  present 
into  the  future  for  the  coming  of  the 
Lord  and  the  setting  up  of  the  millen- 
nial kingdom  (Isa.  2:  \A). 

Is  it  possible  that  we  stand  today  on 
the  brink  of  catastrophe  and  judgment, 
with  darkness  in  prospect  which  will 
cover  the  whole  world?  If  so,  then 
there  is  just  one  hope.  It  is  the  hope 
of  the  coming  of  the  Lord.

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There  is  a  world  of  power  and  help- 
fulness in  big  gifts.  But  there  is  a 
special  magic  in  small  gifts  when  they 
have  a  special  meaning  for  the  giver. 

At  a  time  when  educational  institu- 
tions everywhere  are  organizing  special 
clubs  and  programs  to  encourage  an- 
nual gifts  of  SI 00  or  more  and  at  a 
time  when  many  schools,  colleges  and 
universities  are  creating  "Associates" 
programs  at  the  SI, 000  level  and  up, 
it  is  important  to  say  once  again: 
There  is  a  world  of  power  and  helpful- 
ness in  big  gifts.  But  there  is  a  special 
magic  in  small  gifts  when  they  have  a 
special  meaning  for  the  giver. 

Big  gifts  in  the  order  of  hundreds 
and  thousands  and  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands and  even  millions  of  doUars  are 
the  key  to  attainment  of  distinction 
of  the  private  school,  college  or  uni- 
versity and  the  key  to  attainment  of 
special  quahty  by  the  public  institu- 
tions or  other  cultural  organizations. 

But  these  institutions  would  be 
poorer  in  spirit  as  well  as  in  means 
without  the  outpouring  of  small  gifts 
which  represent  a  kind  of  magic  all 
their  own. 

Someone  once  asked,  "How  big 
should  my  gift  be  to  be  significant?" 
A  wise  administrator  replied,  "It  should 
be  big  enough  to  be  significant  to  you, 
the  donor."  No  other  measure  has 
validity.  In  the  best  sense,  there  are 
no  "small"  gifts,  but  only  gifts  which 
are  regarded  as  being  small  or  large  by 
the  donor. 

Another  donor  once  asked,  "How 
big   a   gift   should  I  make?"     And  a 


young  alumnus  answered,  "I  try  to  give 
enough   so   I   care   how   it  is  spent." 

Some  alumni,  alumnae  and  friends 
feel  that  the  gift  of  a  smaller  amount 
of  money  is  lost  in  a  large  budget,  in  a 
large  building  program,  in  a  compre- 
hensive program  of  aid  to  students. 
But  there  is  another  way  of  looking  at 
gifts  and  that  is  to  ask,  "What  do  they 
do?" 

Perhaps  the  best  answer  is  to  say 
that  each  gift,  in  whatever  amount,  al- 
ways in  the  last  analysis  accomplishes  a 
specific  rather  than  a  general  purpose. 

Buildings  are  aggregates  of  real 
bricks  and  real  beams  and  real  steel 
and  real  man-hours,  each  item  of  which 
has  to  be  paid  for  in  real  doOars.  Li- 
braries are  collections  of  individual 
books,  documents,  microfilms,  pic- 
tures, recordings,  and  works  of  art, 
each  of  which  has  to  be  purchased  with 
real  dollars.  Help  to  a  student  is  ex- 
pressed in  support  for  a  room,  individ- 
ual meals  day  after  day,  learning  mater- 
ials, tuition  and  fees,  and  these  things 
have  to  be  paid  for  in  real  dollars,  day 
by  day,  meal  by  meal,  book  by  book. 

If  there  is  hesitation  about  making 
a  small  gift  because  there  is  a  feeling 
that  the  gift  is  lost  in  the  larger  sums 
given  by  others,  remember  that  in  the 
building  every  brick  bears  an  equal 
load.  The  gift  which  buys  a  single 
brick  is  as  significant  in  the  comple- 
tion of  that  building  as  the  major  gift 
which  buys  a  wing  or  an  entire  floor, 
because  ever)'  brick  is  needed!  In  a 
library,  each  book  is  a  specific,  tangi- 
ble, real  and  useful  part  of  the  whole. 


The  small  gift  which  supplies  a  book 
contributes  in  proportion  as  signifi- 
cantly to  the  library  as  the  large  gift 
which  supphes  many  items.  It  is  not 
lost!  To  the  student  using  that  book, 
that  book  right  then  is  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  the  library.  And  it 
might  not  be  there  if  a  particular  gift 
had  not  been  made. 

In  the  case  of  scholarship  aid,  the 
small  gift  may  supply  the  equivalent  of 
a  week's  lodging,  dinner  on  a  Tuesday 
night,  the  books  required  for  a  chemis- 
try course,  but  its  use  is  just  as  specific, 
just  as  real,  just  as  tangible  in  its 
proportionate  way,  as  the  larger  gifts 
which  supply  many  more  of  these 
items.  To  the  boy  or  girl  eating  a  din- 
ner provided  through  scholarship  aid, 
that  gift  may  mean  just  the  difference. 

The  magic  of  the  smaller  gift  is  even 
more  pervasive.  A  school,  a  college, 
or  university  becomes  great  as  it  has 
great  teachers,  students  who  can  profit 
from  its  offerings,  and  a  superb  physi- 
cal plant.  But  in  every  one  of  these 
cases  one  further  ingredient  is  needed 
if  the  institution  is  to  have  prestige- 
that  ingredient  is  the  high  regard  of  its 
contemporaries  and  the  support  of  its 
alumni  and  friends.  Not  alone  through 
their  material  means  is  this  expressed. 
It  is  expressed  with  equal  means 
through  the  ambassadorship  and  good- 
will which  flows  from  their  involve- 
ment in  its  future. 

As  Emerson  said,  "A  gift  without 
the  giver  is  bare." 

The  gifts  to  your  school,  your  col- 
lege or  your  university  which  contrib- 
ute most  meaningfully  to  the  success 
of  the  institution,  be  the  gifts  small  or 
large,  immediate  or  deferred,  in  cash  or 
in  kind,  in  dollars  or  in  services,  are 
those  which  also  represent  and  are  ac- 
companied by  the  donor's  warm  regard 
and  concern  for  its  welfare. 

Without  the  big  gifts,  our  education- 
al institutions  could  not  mobilize  the 
strength  to  attain  quality.  Without  the 
small  gifts  and  the  concern  that  goes 
with  them,  the  institutions  would  lose 
their  present  identity  and  the  threads 
would  be  weakened  wiiich  connect 
them  to  the  larger  society. 

Give  whatever  you  give  with  pride. 
Gratitude  for  your  support  is  not 
measured  by  the  size  of  the  gift  but 
truly  by  its  significance  as  measured 
by  you.  ▼

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Choosing 


College  ? 


By  Charles  Rogers 


Few  choices  are  of  greater  signifi- 
cance in  a  young  person's  life  than  that 
of  an  institution  of  higher  learning. 
One's  occupation,  life  mate,  philoso- 
phy of  Ufe,  attitude  toward  political 
and  social  issues,  morals,  and  even  the 
choice  of  where  he  wants  to  live  may 
be  profoundly  influenced  by  his  selec- 
tion of  a  college  or  university.  For 
this  reason,  one  must  be  careful  to  se- 
lect the  best  possible  school  available 
to  him  and  one  which  is  part  of  God's 
plan  for  his  life. 

We  live  in  an  age  of  change  and  chal- 
lenge; the  selection  of  a  college  there- 
fore becomes  increasingly  difficult.  Of 
the  national  population,  85,000,000 
persons  are  presently  twenty-five  years 
of  age  or  under;  by  1980  more  than 


35  per  cent  of  the  population  will  be 
between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twen- 
ty-five. Enrollment  in  the  nation's  col- 
leges now  totals  more  than  5,300,000, 
with  an  estimated  7,300,000  by  the 
fall  of  1970.  With  60  per  cent  of  the 
middle-  and  upper-class  groups  antici- 
pating college  matriculation  and  with 
the  new  loan  and  scholarship  provi- 
sions extending  the  opportunity  to 
nearly  every  intellectually  competent 
citizen,  the  colleges  of  today  are  oper- 
ating in  a  rising  market, 

An  individual  presently  has  the 
choice  of  more  than  2,000  institutions 
of  higher  learning,  and  of  these,  817 
are  religiously  oriented.  So  much  new 
knowledge  has  emerged,  along  with  a 
growing  thirst  for  its  assimilation  with- 
in the  total  outlook  of  life,  that  the  ex- 
isting evangelical  Christian  colleges  and 
others  yet  to  be  built  face  a  remarkable 
opportunity  to  confront  the  academic 
worlds  in  a  fresh  spirit  of  intellectual 
adventure. 

But  why  do  we  need  Christian  col- 


leges when  community  colleges  and 
secular  institutions  have  become  more 
and  more  prevalent?  Can't  our  young 
people  stay  at  home  and  continue 
their  relationship  to  their  churches  and 
attend  those  schools  close  to  home? 
I  don't  think  so.  I  believe  that  only  in 
a  Christian  college  can  an  individual 
acquire  a  superior  education. 

Unfortunately,  some  secular  educa- 
tors and  many  other  individuals  have 
stereotyped  Christian  colleges  and  cher- 
ish the  strange  idea  that  the  academic 
excellence  of  colleges  is  proportionate 
to  their  lack  of  church-relatedness. 
Others  point  to  the  fact  that  Christian 
institutions  of  higher  learning  have  in- 
grown faculties,  worship  the  Ph.D. 
more  than  the  good  teacher,  are  con- 
tent with  graduates  who  have  not  real- 
ly won  a  faith  for  themselves  but  par- 
rot it,  have  elevated  their  campus 
standard  to  an  authority  paralleling  that 
of  divine  revelation,  are  defenders  of 
the  faith  rather  than  being  positive  de- 
claratives who  affirm  their  faith,  and 
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too  often  hide  their  heads  in  the  sand, 
smug  with  their  withdrawal  from  the 
secular  academic  scene.  How,  then, 
can  one  still  propose  that  a  Christian 
college  education  provides  a  superior 
education? 

There  are  three  main  reasons. 

First,  Christian  education  deals  with 
the  whole  truth. 

All  truth  is  of  God,  and  God  has 
made  it  available  to  man  for  the 
enrichment  of  his  life,  for  a  more 
profound  understanding  of  his  Creator, 
and  for  the  greater  good  of  mankind. 

Man  is  God's  workmanship,  created 
in  Christ  Jesus  unto  good  works.  Man's 
primary  goal  should  be  that  of  bring- 
ing glory  to  his  Creator.  Education 
under  Christian  auspices  affirms  the 
fact  of  God  and  is  committed  to  the 
principle  that  in  Him-and  in  Him 
alone— "all  tilings  consist,"  or  are  held 
together.  If  education  is  to  be  com- 
plete and  concerned  with  reality,  it 
must  recognize  that  man's  fundamen- 
tal adjustment  is  not  to  nature  or 
society,  but  to  God,  who  is  the  source 
and  providential  caretaker  of  aU  things. 
If  education  is  concerned  with  the  de- 
velopment of  personality,  it  must  take 
into  account  man's  divine  origin  and 
destiny.  If  education  is  a  preparation 
for  life,  then  it  must  relate  itself  to  the 
true  nature  of  tilings. 

Secular  institutions  often  pride 
themselves  in  viewing  man  and  life 
from  a  rational  and  scientific  orienta- 
tion which  has  no  room  for  a  God  they 
cannot  place  in  their  test  tubes.  God 
has  become  unpopular.  They  even  pro- 
nounce that  He  is  dead  or  no  longer  an 
option  to  be  considered. 

To  ignore  the  truth  that  comes 
from  God  through  His  revelation  is  to 
injure  oneself  in  futile,  presumptuous 
efforts  to  ignore  or  change  the  un- 
changing purposes  of  Him  who  rules  all 
things.  Such  an  education  is  substan- 
dard and  fragmentary  at  best. 

It  is  in  the  Christian  institutions  of 
higher  learning  that  a  body  of  scholars, 
who   have   agreed  about  a  corpus  of 


spiritual  truth,  can  expose  to  the  same 
searching  scrutiny  they  give  other  ide- 
ologies, this  ultimate  truth  and  pass 
this  truth  on  to  their  students.  Thomas 
B.  McDormand  wrote  in  Chrisdanitv 
Today,  May  8,  1964:  "It  is  when  man's 
reason  and  God's  revelation  meet  in  a 
glorious  marriage  in  faith  that  truth  in 
its  many-splendored  nature  is  most 
hkely  perceived  and  most  humbly  and 
worthily  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children  of  God.  The  eye  of  faith  can 
add  richly  to  that  which  the  eye  of 
flesh  beholds  in  every  field  of  human 
inquiry." 

The  second  reason  why  the  Chris- 
tian college  is  superior  is  that  it  pre- 
pares students  for  life. 

In  an  effort  to  achieve  the  goal  of 
preparing  students  for  life,  Christian 
professors  guide  them  toward  maturity 
in  Christian  belief,  responsible  citizen- 
ship, social  perspective,  and  meaning- 
ful vocation.  Christian  education  is 
the  soundest  preparation  for  appre- 
ciating hfe.  A  mature  Christian  faith 
is  the  keystone  philosophy.  The  secu- 
lar educational  experience  prepares  the 
individual  vocationally  but  fails  to  pro- 
vide preparation  for  all  of  life. 

Many  conflicting  voices  are  heard 
in  the  modern  secular  milieu.  Science 
allures  students  into  the  exciting  fields 
of  technological  endeavor.  Business 
offers  the  attraction  of  economic  suc- 
cess, though  often  at  the  price  of  con- 
formity with  white  collar  crime  stan- 
dards inconsistent  with  Biblical  stan- 
dards. 

The  Playboy,  live-it-while-you-can 
philosophy  tempts  students  to  live  for 
the  present  and  to  "loaf  through."  It 
is  in  the  Christian  college  that  the  stu- 
dent finds  himself  in  a  context  which 
seeks  to  point  him  to  a  real  purpose  in 
hfe  and  show  him  how  this  purpose  is 
related  to  his  vocation.  To  prepare 
one  vocationally  but  not  give  him  the 
perspective  in  which  he  can  live  is 
substandard  education.  A  Christian 
college  prepares  the  student  for  life 
and  thus  provides  for  its  students  a  su-

perior  educational  base. 

Our  third  reason  for  preferring  a 
Christian  college  is  that  it  is  person 
oriented. 

The  Christian  college  is  as  much 
concerned  with  the  individual  as  with 
the  subject  matter.  The  devaluation  of 
persons  in  the  sprawling  megalopolis, 
the  erosion  of  authentic  primary  group 
relations  and  controls,  and  the  dis- 
appearance of  transcendent  meanings 
for  life  are  of  primary  concern  in  the 
Christian  institution  of  higher  learning. 
Students  educate  one  another  as  much 
as  the  faculty  educates  them  with  re- 
gard to  attitudes  and  standards.  The 
ways  in  which  students  interact  among 
themselves  and  the  out-of-class  rela- 
tions between  faculty  and  students  are 
important  in  the  educational  experi- 
ence. The  smaller  student-teacher  ratio 
found  in  the  Christian  college  allows 
the  student  to  sit  in  counsel  with  ded- 
icated men  and  women  whose  learn- 
ing and  experience,  whose  wholesome 
attitudes  and  aims,  make  them  consid- 
erate of  the  needs  of  the  individual  and 
conscious  of  his  potential  as  they  allow 
God  to  work  through  them.  To  meet 
with  others  who  bring  with  them  a 
culture  that  is  Christian,  a  spirit  that  is 
youthful,  and  a  desire  to  participate 
that  is  wholesomely  eager  makes  Chris- 
tian college  education  superior. 

The  Christian  education  responsibil- 
ity first  of  all  of  the  home  and  secon- 
darily of  the  church  should  prepare  the 
student  with  regard  to  his  philoso- 
phy of  life,  and  it  might  even  meet  his 
need  with  regard  to  personal  orienta- 
tion and  counsel.  Not  every  student  is 
going  to  be  able  to  attend  a  Christian 
college.  Nevertheless,  it  will  be  more 
difficult  to  fill  the  void  of  the  student 
who  is  taught  day  in  and  day  out  in  a 
framework  where  the  whole  truth  is 
not  only  not  considered,  but  even 
ridiculed.  Our  responsibility  as  Chris- 
tian educators  is  to  counsel  our  young 
people  and  their  parents  with  regard  to 
their  college  selection.  We  must  be 
aware  of  what  is  available  near  and  far, 
and  then  in  our  Christian  educational 
program  we  must  prepare  our  parents 
and  provide  training  for  our  students 
from  cradle  roll  through  college  de- 
partments that  will  fill  in  the  gaps  and 
ground  the  individuals  who  cannot 
avail  themselves  of  an  education  in  a 
Christian  college.  ^

118  Receive  Degrees 

at  Grace  Commencement 


A  near-capacity  crowd  filled  the 
Winona  Lake  Auditorium  recently  for 
the  1968  graduation  services  of  Grace 
College  and  Seminary. 

Thirty-four  seminarians  and  eighty- 
four  collegians  received  a  total  of  ten 
different  types  of  degrees. 

Highhghting  the  baccalaureate  ser- 
vice was  the  music  of  the  Grace  brass 
choir  and  the  college  choir.  Dr.  Ken- 
neth B.  Ashman,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Grace  Schools, 
made  the  annual  seminary  and  college 
announcements. 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  given 
by  the  Reverend  Jacob  P.  KHever, 
missionary  to  the  Chad  republic,  Afri- 
ca. Rev.  Kliever  was  later  awarded  the 
honorary  doctor  of  divinity  degree 
from  Grace  Seminary. 

Dr.  Douglas  B.  McCorkle,  president 
of  Philadelphia  College  of  the  Bible, 
delivered  the  commencement  address 
on  the  theme,  "The  Making  and  Break- 
ing of  the  Record." 


In  the  college,  forty-one  received 
the  bachelor  of  arts  degree,  thirty- 
three  were  granted  the  bachelor  of 
science  degree,  seven  received  the  de- 
gree of  bachelor  of  science  in  nursing, 
and  three  received  the  degree  of  bache- 
lor of  music  in  education. 

In  the  seminary,  six  separate  de- 
grees were  granted.  Three  candidates 
were  awarded  the  degree  of  master  of 
rehgious  education,  and  two  were 
awarded  a  diploma  of  theology.  Twen- 
ty-four received  the  bachelor  of  divin- 
ity degree  and  three  the  master  of 
theology. 

Mr.  Robert  Benton  and  Mr.  Curtis 
Mitchell  were  granted  the  doctor  of 
theology  degree.  Mr.  Mitchell's  doc- 
toral dissertation  at  Grace  Seminary 
was  entitled  "The  Prayer  Principles  of 
Jesus."  "Spiritual  and  Moral  Condi- 
tions of  the  Covenant  People  in  the 
Time  of  Hosea"  was  the  title  of  the 
doctoral  dissertation  presented  by  Mr. 
Benton.

laureate  sermon  to  the  1968  graduat- 
ing class. 

In  1949  Mr.  Khever  took  approxi- 
mately enough  hours  at  Grace  Semi- 
nary to  complete  the  classroom  work 
for  the  B.D.  degree,  lacking  only  the 
critical  monograph.  He  also  holds  a

A  fellow  minister  and  colaborer 
with  the  late  Conard  Sandy  said  of 
him,  "He  was  a  man  of  deep  convic- 
tions, and  he  did  not  hesitate  to  de- 
clare them."  As  such,  he  made  a  valu- 
able contribution  to  the  work  of  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches.  The  fact  that  he  was  elected 
moderator  in  1950  is  testimony  to  the 
fact  that  he  was  highly  regarded  by  the 
Fellowship. 

Rev.  Conard  Sandy's  passing  on 
June  19  marked  the  home-going  of 
the  second  former  editor-business  man- 
ager of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
Company  in  the  year  of  1968.  He 
made  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
work  of  the  Herald  Company  during 
the  two  years  he  served. 

A  fine  evaluation  of  his  ministry 
was  given  by  a  layman  who  had 
worked  closely  with  him:  "He  was  a 
good  Bible  student.  His  strong  voice 
and  fine  dehvery  drew  the  attention 
of  the  listener  to  his  well-prepared, 
positive  messages.  He  always  had  a 
well-organized  message,  and  he  de- 
livered it  well." 

This  man  of  God  served  in  many 
capacities.  Perhaps  his  strongest  minis- 
try was  as  a  teacher  and  preacher  of 
the  Word  in  the  pastorate.    And,  ac- 


cording to  some,  one  of  his  most 
successful  pastorates  was  at  Gretna, 
Ohio,  where  he  went  as  a  student 
pastor  before  the  AshJand-Grace  divi- 
sion. He  served  in  that  pastorate  for 
seven  years.  In  addition  to  this  work 
for  the  Lord,  he  taught  for  brief 
periods  in  both  Grace  Seminary  and 
Grace  College  to  meet  emergencies.  He 
served  in  pastorates  from  Cahfornia 
to  Pennsylvania.  At  one  time  he  was 
pastor  at  Leon,  Iowa,  and  for  a  few 
years  he  served  as  part-time  pastor  of 
the  Leesburg,  Indiana,  Brethren 
Church. 


For  a  time  he  served  in  Bible  con- 
ference work.  His  travels  in  the  Holy 
Land  and  his  varied  experiences  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord  made  this  ministry 
even  more  effective.  He  was  well- 
known  by  most  of  the  ministers  of 
the  Fellowship. 

Again  we  are  called  to  prayer  to 
God  for  recruits  as  the  ranks  of  Chris- 
tian workers  is  depleted.  May  God 
move  in  the  hearts  of  some  of  those 
who  were  touched  by  the  ministry 
of  Brother  Sandy,  to  take  up  the  work 
that  he  loved  so  dearly. 
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Who  Is  a  issionarv? 


There  is  a  tendency  in  Christian  cir- 
cles today,  even  by  some  who  should 
know  better,  to  equate  the  word  "Chris- 
tian" with  "missionary."  One  is  led  to 
beUeve  that  when  a  person  becomes  a 
Christian,  he  automatically  becomes  a 
missionary  as  well.  We  are  told  that  a 
Christian  who  is  not  a  missionary  is 
out  of  God's  will  and  himself  becomes 
a  mission  field  in  need  of  a  missionary. 
With  such  an  approach,  the  concept  of 
a  missionary  needs  to  be  greatly  ex- 
panded in  order  to  include  the  greatest 
number  of  people.  Thus,  the  pastor, 
the  evangelist,  the  Christian  business- 
man, the  Sunday-school  teacher,  and 
the  Christian  housewife  have  all  been 
referred  to  as  missionaries. 

A  comparison  of  the  great  number 
of  Christians  who  have  at  one  time  or 
another  made  public  decisions  to  serve 
as  foreign  missionaries  with  the  actual 
number  who  did  get  to  the  field,  is  just 
one  clue  to  the  conviction  that  far 
too  many  have  quenched  a  call  from 
God,  have  soothed  their  consciences, 
and  are  now  hiding  behind  an  unsatis- 
factory definition  of  a  missionary  held 
by  a  misinformed  Christian  society.  It 
is  estimated  that  over  90  per  cent  of 
those  who  make  public  decisions  for 
missions  never  reach  the  field.  But 
why  should  one  go  when  he  may  bear 
the  proud  title  "missionary"  without 
assuming  the  hardships  or  the  incon- 
veniences, or  without  possessing  the 
spiritual  qualities  that  such  a  life  de- 
mands? 

There  is  no  question  but  that  all 
Christians  should  be  witnesses  for  Jesus 
Christ  (Acts  1:8).  This  is  a  privilege  as 
well  as  a  responsibility  placed  upon  all 
who  name  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and 
Lord.  But  to  claim,  as  is  so  widely 
done  today,  that  all  Christians  are  mis- 
sionaries will,  in  my  opinion,  cause 
nothing  but  confusion  in  the  ranks  of 
God's  people  and  weaken  the  forces  of 
those  who  do  serve  in  this  capacity.  As 
someone  has  so  keenly  observed,  "If 
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everything  is  mission,  then  nothing  is 
mission." 

This  is  not  a  problem  of  the  impor- 
tance or  priority  of  the  Christian's 
place  in  the  Lord's  service.  It  does  not 
mean  that  the  missionary  is  of  more 
value  in  God's  program  than  the  Sun- 
day-school teacher,  the  Christian  lay- 
man, the  teacher,  or  the  housewife.  "If 
the  foot  shall  say.  Because  I  am  not 
the  hand,  I  am  not  of  the  body;  is  it 
therefore  not  of  the  body?  And  if  the 
ear  shall  say,  Because  I  am  not  the  eye, 
I  am  not  of. the  body;  is  it  therefore 
not  of  the  body?  .  .  .  But  now  hath 
God  set  the  members  every  one  of 
them  in  the  body,  as  it  hath  pleased 
him"  (I  Cor.  12:15-18). 

It  is  a  matter  of  semantics.  The 
word  "missionary"  in  its  time-honored 
definition  is  "a  sent  one."  In  expanded 
form  we  would  agree  with  the  defini- 
tion given  by  Dr.  Floyd  Taber  at  a  mis- 
sion conference  at  Grace  Seminary 
several  years  ago:  "A  missionary  is  one 
sent  by  God  and  by  a  church  to  found 
new  churches  or  to  build  up  new 
churches  that  are  still  too  weak  to 
stand  alone."  We  need  to  recognize 
that  God  does  select  people  from  the 
local  congregation  for  special  tasks. 
One  of  these  assignments  is  the  work 
of  a  foreign  missionary.  "Separate  me 
Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  where- 
unto  I  have  called  them"  (Acts  13:2). 

Perhaps  some  of  the  confusion  over 
terms  exists  because  we  sometimes 
overlook  the  fact  that  the  mission  of 
the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  has  two 
aspects.  One  is  the  work  of  evange- 
Usm.  This  is  the  church  in  its  local 
environment,  witnessing  to  its  com- 
munity.   It  is  engaged  in  the  ministry 


of  reconciliation  to  friends,  neighbors, 
and  those  with  whom  its  members 
come  in  contact  in  the  day-by-day 
activities  of  life. 

The  other  aspect  of  the  church's 
responsibility  consists  of  missions.  It 
is  the  church  reaching  out  beyond  the 
confines  of  the  local  congregation  by 
selecting  and  sending  representatives 
(missionaries)  to  proclaim  the  Gospel 
in  the  "regions  beyond."  It  is  not  the 
distance  one  journeys  that  makes  the 
distinction,  for  in  these  days  of  jet 
travel,  distance  has  lost  its  meaning. 
StUl,  there  are  boundaries  that  separate 
the  missionary  from  his  assignment. 
There  are,  for  example,  the  social,  the 
linguistic,  the  cultural,  the  ideological, 
and  the  political,  as  well  as  the  geo- 
graphical boundaries  to  be  crossed  in 
order  to  reach  those  who  have  not 
acknowledged  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Saviour.  Boundaries— yea,  in  many 
cases,  obstacles  that  may  be  formidable 
indeed.  They  stand  as  insurmountable 
barriers  to  the  great  majority  of  Chris- 
tians, and  thus  rule  out  the  possibility 
of  their  serving  as  foreign  missionaries. 
Their  involvement  should  center 
around  the  prayer  and  financial  sup- 
port needed  to  carry  on  this  facet  of 
the  Lord's  program.  It  was  Dr.  T.  J. 
Bach  who  said:  "Some  must  go;  some 
must  let  go;  some  must  help  go." 

Neither  aspect  of  the  Church's  min- 
istry is  expendable,  and  the  church 
that  neglects  its  responsibility  in  either 
of  these  two  phases  condemns  itself  to 
a  sure  spiritual  death.  She  may  still 
claim  a  large  attendance  and  member- 
ship, but  to  the  eye  of  spiritual  dis- 
cernment an  invisible  title  will  stand 
out  in  bold  relief  across  her  portals: 
Ichabod. 

In  these  troublesome  days  Christian 
missionaries  the  world  over  are  forced 
to  face  more  than  their  share  of  diffi- 
culties for  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Let  us  not  also  rob  them  of  the  proud 
title  "missionary."  ▼ 
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"Many,  many  people  are  coming  to 
hear  him  preach,  and  many  are  coming 
out  to  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour— 
just  hke  when  Mr.  Weaver  was  here." 
(The  reference  is  to  the  Rev.  Scott 
Weaver's  evangehstic  campaigns  in 
1964  and  1966.) 

This  was  the  report  I  heard  from 
an  African  after  the  first  week  of  meet- 
ings held  by  Medical  Evangehst  Levi 
Rengande.  During  a  six-week  period, 
Levi  reports  that  he  saw  144  first-time 
decisions,  64  backshders  expressing 
their  desire  to  return  to  the  Lord,  and 
1 06  Christians  coming  to  dedicate  their 
bodies  wholly  to  the  Lord. 

Levi  graduated  from  the  Bible  Insti- 
tute at  Bata  last  November.  At  the 
invitation  of  the  pastors  in  his  home 
area,  among  the  Karre  people,  he  went 
forth  to  preach.    He  worked  out  from 


the  chapels  where  there  are  Bible  In- 
stitute graduates.  During  the  week  he 
went  to  the  small  villages,  preaching  as 
many  as  three  or  four  times  a  day. 
Then  on  Sunday  he  would  return  to 
the  chapel  and  great  crowds  came  again 
to  hear  him.  Levi  is  on  fire  for  the 
Lord. 

Levi  was  born  at  Bassai  in  the  early 
forties.  He  was  a  pupil  in  Miss  Grace 
Byron's  school.  Later  he  helped  her 
as  a  teacher.  He  had  teacher's  train- 
ing under  Mrs.  Floyd  Taber.  Then  he 
entered  the  medical  training  program. 
After  four  years  as  a  medical  student 
he  entered  Bible  Institute.  The  study 
of  the  Word  was  so  satisfying  to  him 
that  he  chose  to  take  the  full  three- 
year  course  (medical  workers  ordinari- 
ly take  only  two  years).  Now  he  has 
gone  to  work  at  the  Bellevue  dispen-

sary.    He  is  married  and  has  three  chil- 
dren. 

I  saw  Levi  toward  the  end  of  his 
series  of  meetings.  He  was  excited 
about  winning  souls.  He  said:  "I  plan 
to  work  in  the  medical  work  as  long  as 
I'm  able.  I  want  to  reach  many  souls 
with  the  Gospel."  Then  he  added, 
"And  when  I  get  too  old  to  work  in 
the  medical  work,  I  want  to  go  out  and 
just  sit  in  the  village  and  preach  the 
Word  of  God."— Mss  Rosella  Cochran

In  addition,  a  number  of  the  Wooster 
young  people  are  enrolled  as  mission- 
ary cadets  with  the  Christian  Mission- 
ary Recruiting  Service,  pursuing  courses 
of  study  to  prepare  them  for  the 
fields  to  which  the  Lord  will  lead 
them. 

Missionary  Sunday  was  concluded 
with  a  fellowship  time,  during  which 
the  Johnsons  were  welcomed  home  and 
the  Peters  family  were  tendered  fare- 
wells. 
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Did  you  ever  hear  of  a  place  called 
Canudos-or  a  city  called  Belem?  If 
not,  how  about  a  huge  country  called 
Brazil? 

Canudos?  It  is  in  this  suburb  of 
Belem,  Brazil,  that  our  first  Belem 
Brethren  work  is  located.  The  Canudos 
church  was  started  by  missionary  Ran- 
dy Maycumber  several  years  ago.  The 
church  is  just  a  babe  as  yet,  meeting 
in  a  barraca,  or  shack,  progressing  as 
God  gives  the  yield.  Before  their  fur- 
lough, George  and  Evelyn  Johnson 
were   working  here. 

Now,  some  folks  might  reflect  only, 
"How  interesting."  But  it  is  more  than 
this!  It  is  great  news!  For,  though  the 
site  is  only  a  shack,  there  are  Brethren 
meeting  in  the  city  of  Belem! 

Why  is  this  great  news?  Because 
Belem  is  the  capital  city  of  the  state  of 
Para  and,  practically  speaking,  the  sea- 
port of  the  Amazon  River  and  of  aU 
northern  Brazil.  Belem  is  at  the  up- 
per end  of  the  Belem-Brasilia  highway, 
which  is  opening  up  new  areas  of 
civiUzation  and  industry  and  increas- 
ing the  importance  and  size  of  Belem. 
The  University  of  Para  is  located  with- 
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in  the  confines  of  the  city,  and  in  this 
school  are  unlimited  po.ssibilities  for 
working  with  the  leaders  and  business- 
men of  the  future.  In  short,  Belem  is 
"where  the  action  is"  here  in  the 
north  of  Brazil,  whether  it  be  indus- 
trial, political,  or  educational. 

Although  insignificant  in  the  eyes 
of  the  world,  which  looks  for  beauti- 
ful buOdings  and  material  things,  our 
Canudos  work  has  made  some  big 
"adult"  steps  for  a  "baby"  church.  To 
mention  a  few:  the  first  baptisms 
(fourteen  people)  and  the  first  precious 
communion  service  have  been  held; 
God  has  given  land  for  our  church; 
souls  have  been  saved;  a  mocidade 
(young  people's  group)  has  been  initi- 
ated; preaching  points  with  good  foun- 
dations have  been  started  on  the  Estra- 


ta  Nova  and  in  the  suburb  of  Condor. 
In  a  "baby"  church,  this  is  something 
for  which  to  raise  our  voices  in  praise 
to  God! 

What  of  this  coming  year?  Needs 
of  the  future?  Goals?  The  need  for 
more  men  sold  out  to  their  Saviour  and 
ready  to  work  and  serve  Him,  must 
certainly  be  included  as  one  of  the 
most  important.  There  is  a  need  for  a 
mocidade  with  a  greater  burden  for 
souls  and  a  national  Brazilian  pastor  to 
take  over  as  leader  of  the  work. 

Goals  include  more  solid  works  in 
the  other  bairros,  or  districts.  It  is 
good  to  keep  in  mind  that  the  popula- 
tion of  Belem  is  a  half  million  or  more, 
with  many,  many  bairros.  There  is  the 
goal  of  a  God-given  opening  for  Bible 
study  in  the  University  of  Para,  where 
the  leaders  of  this  nation  are  being 
trained,  and  a  church  building  in 
Canudos  made  with  Brazilian  sweat 
and  prayer. 

Say,  did  you  ever  pray  about  a  place 
called  Canudos,  or  a  city  called  Belem? 
If  not,  please  start  praying  now,  be- 
cause we— and  you— have  a  Brethren 
testimony  here!  ^

We  had  just  arrived  at  the  Bangui 
airport  in  the  Central  African  Republic. 
Our  hands  and  arms  were  too  full  to 
wave!     There  was  the  matter  of  cus- 


and  desperately  need  help. 

Church  services?  Full,  packed  and 
overflowing. 

Decisions?  Yes,  at  all  services. 

Has  the  work  been  worth  all  the  in- 
vestment? Definitely! 

AO  needs  met—work  over?  By  no 
means.  "The  harvest  is  plenteous,  but 
the  labourers  are  few." 

Our  nation  was  founded  by  God- 
fearing people,  and  education  has  been 
a  part  of  our  life.  Not  so  in  Africa. 
Your  own  life  might  be  different  if 
your  ancestors  from  away  back  could 


message  was  given  by  an  African  pas- 
tor's wife. 

A  bush  trip  to  visit  chapels  was  in- 
teresting and  rewarding.  We  ate  with 
the  African  pastors.  The  dinner  con- 
sisted of  delicious  chicken,  rice  that 
needed  salt,  and  guinea  corn  that 
needed  salt;  it  ended  with  black,  sweet, 
hot  coffee. 

We  picked  up  food  provisions  for 
the  students  at  the  Bible  Institute,  but 
had  to  refuse  any  more  at  the  last  stop 
because  of  the  lack  of  space,  and  too 
much  weight.   Before  sunset  we  came

toms;  thanks  to  Marvin  Goodman,  all 
went  smoothly.  Business  and  vacations 
had  brought  many  missionaries  to 
Bangui,  which  resulted  in  a  good  re- 
ception for  us.  It  was  the  dry  season, 
but  "dry"  did  not  describe  the  fellow- 
ship! 

We  were  able  to  visit  all  mission 
stations  and  see  the  missionaries  and 
their  work.  Several  impressions  stand 
out  to  me. 

Our  nurses  have  great  responsibility

not  read  or  write.  Our  mission  has  a 
school  for  boys  from  the  seventh  to 
the  tenth  grade.  But  what  about  the 
girls?  There  is  a  definite  need  for 
leaders  for  the  girls'  work  and  the 
women's  work  and  for  pastors'  wives 
who  are  educated.  Seeing  the  need,  I 
could  well  have  turned  in  my  return 
ticket  if  I  had  known  the  language! 
A  one-day  trip  to  M'Baiki,  the 
green,  jungle  part  of  the  field,  took  us 
to  a  small  Pygmy  tribe.    The  gospel 

Deloris  Thurston,  pastor's  wife  who  brought 


upon  a  truck  stopped  on  the  road. 
With  the  missionary's  tools  and  know- 
how,  the  truck  was  fixed  in  minutes. 
The  truck  driver  admitted  that  we  were 
God-sent,  and  promised  to  pick  up 
the  portion  of  food  we  had  had  to  re- 
fuse and  to  take  it  all  the  way  to  the 
Bible  Institute.  Praise  the  Lord!  At 
the  day's  end  we  had  accumulated 
four  chickens  and  fourteen  eggs.  When 
the  Africans  out  of  their  poverty  give, 
it  makes  me  think:  "Have  I  ever  really 
given?" 

We  were  there  when  it  was  neces- 
sary to  "rob  Peter  to  pay  Paul"  be- 
cause a  generator  motor  had  died. 
Machinery  needs  to  be  replaced;  new 
missionaries  need  to  be  sent  out. 

I  have  reread  the  story  of  the 
founding  of  the  field,  and  it  really 
came  alive  since  my  visit  to  the  first 
station,  Bassai.  There  has  been  much 
accomplished  since  then,  but  there  is 
still  no  shortcut  to  the  training  and  de- 
velopment of  the  people.  The  mission 
work  will  continue  to  take  time,  mon- 
ey, manpower,  and  prayer. 

Is  time  running  out?  It  did  for  us. 
Before  we  knew  it,  it  was  time  to 
pack  up  and  leave.  A  twenty-eight- 
year  dream  had  come  true.  ▼

A  Long 
Trip  Home 
for  Dr.  Jake 


(FMS  editor's  note:  The  Jake  Klievers,  vet- 
erans of  thirty  years'  service  on  the  Breth- 
ren mission  field  in  Africa,  in  mid-May  left 
the  field  for  just  three  weeks,  making  a  trip 
to  the  United  States  especially  so  that  Mr. 
Kliever  might  receive  the  honorary  doctor 
of  divinity  degree  which  was  bestowed  upon 
him  by  Grace  Theological  Seminary  at  the 
annual  commencement  time.  (See  "Dr. 
Jake,"  page  3,  Brethren  Missionary  Herald, 
June  15,  1968.1  At  the  conclusion  of  their 
brief  and  pleasant  time  in  the  U.S.,  getting 
back  to  their  home  in  the  Chad  republic  was 
another  story,  which  is  related  in  the  fol- 
lowing letter.) 


Dodang,  June  24,  1968 
Dear  Brother  Zielasko, 

Just  a  few  quick  remarks  as  to  our 
trip  back.  You  will  note  that  it  has 
been  more  than  twenty  days  since  we 
left  Cleveland!  It  took  us  one  week  to 
travel  about  9,000  miles  and  just  about 
two  weeks  to  come  the  other  400 
miles. 

We  spent  a  day  in  New  York,  which 
was  almost  on  schedule,  but  we  had  to 
talk  out  three  situations  before  we  got 
a  flight  (TWA)  to  the  military  base  an 
hour's  ride  from  Paris.  We  were  taken 
to  the  Paris  Hilton,  but  since  we  were 
on  our  own,  we  were  responsible  for 
the  expense.  Since  we  were  going  to 
be  charged  $22  each,  we  asked  for 
another  hotel  and  got  one  for  $12 
each!  We  had  to  spend  two  days,  plus, 
in  Paris.  It  was  interesting  to  see  no 
taxis  and  no  buses,  to  hear  no  subways, 
and  to  walk,  walk,  walk!  The  folks  at 
the  hotel  were  wonderfully  coopera- 
tive, and  we  got  a  way  out  by  bus  to 
Brussels.  The  sLx-hour  ride  was  beauti- 
ful and  interesting.  We  passed  the  new 
S.H.A.P.E.  headquarters,  and  we  dined 
at  the  Palais  Dorsey  Hotel  Restaurant. 
The  bus  trip  and  the  food  (two  meals) 
en  route  were  on  the  company.  We 
got  a  midnight  flight  to  Bangui  and 
arrived  Saturday  morning,  the  eighth. 
Then  our  travel  difficulties  really  be- 
gan. 

Our  VW  minibus  was  to  be  waiting 
for  us  at  Bangui  with  its  regular  motor 
in  it,  new  brakes,  and  so  on,  but  Tom 
[McDairmant-the  field's  mechanic) 
had  been  sick,  so  no  car.  It  was  de- 
cided we  would  take  the  Robbinses' 
new  Mercedes  truck  after  they  got  to 
Bangui  to  go  on  furlough. 

On  Wednesday  we  started  out. 


About  thirty  kilometers  from  Bossem- 
bele  a  passing  car  threw  a  stone  into 
that  great  big  windshield,  and  in  just 
a  little  we  could  not  see  to  drive  and 
the  thing  fell  onto  us.  Some  pieces 
were  the  size  of  a  quarter,  but  most 
v/ere  much  smaller.  We  turned  back 
for  Bangui  and  drove  through  showers 
and  no  showers,  getting  wet  and  dry  at 
turns!  There  were  no  windsliields  in 
stock  at  Bangui  and  no  hope  of  get- 
ting one  soon  (due  to  all  kinds  of 
strikes,  etc.). 

Saturday,  Tom  was  leaving  for  Bo- 
zoum,  so  we  decided  to  go  with  him. 
We  got  rained  in  for  the  night  at 
Yaloke,  but  the  next  day  got  to  Bo- 
zoum.  We  worked  four  days  getting  a 
temporary  repair  on  our  car,  keeping 
in  the  motor  that  got  burned  out  on 
another  VW  minibus. 

Last  Friday  we  left  for  Bekoro  and 
Dodang.  About  ten  miles  on  our  way- 
no  power  and  unwelcome  noise  in  the 
motor.  Dead  spark  plug  and  bearing 
burned  out— at  the  same  time  and  in- 
dependent of  each  other.  Freda  stayed 
with  the  car,  fighting  flies  and  such. 
I  walked  five  miles  to  Millers'  house, 
sent  a  cyclist,  and  soon  a  pickup  came 
and  we  went  on  a  tow  job.  Saturday 
it  was  decided  we  should  try  the  me- 
chanic's car  (the  worst  one  in  the  mis- 
sion—he is  supposed  to  know  how  to 
keep  it  running  no  matter  what),  and 
after  six  hours  on  the  road  we  arrived 
at  Bekoro,  100  miles  away.  We  got  to 
Dodang  without  further  mishap.  Now 
we  are  writing  letters,  hoping  the  car 
will  make  it  to  Baibokoum  to  pick  up 
weeks  and  weeks  of  mail.  Wednesday 
we  plan  to  go  back  to  Bekoro  for  a 
session  of  examination  of  ministerial 
candidates,  and  then  will  prepare  for 
field  council.  Do  you  think  I  will  suc- 
ceed in  talking  them  and  you  into  a 
helicopter? 

Our  visit  home  seems  Uke  something 
that  must  have  been  a  nice  dream.  We 
are  trying  to  fit  the  most  of  the  un- 
worked  schedule  into  what  time  we 
have.  This  is  the  heavy  planting  season, 
and  people  are  not  available  for  classes 
if  they  have  to  leave  their  village. 
About  September  travel  will  again  be 
open. 

As  ever,  yours  in  Christ,

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While  chatting  with  an  aging  sur- 
geon friend  of  mine  I  asked  the  ques- 
tion, "Doc,  do  you  ever  worry  about 
the  time  when  your  fingers  will  lose 
their  skill?" 

He  paused  for  a  moment  and  then 
replied,  "No,  pastor,  but  I  do  confess 
that  at  times  I  worry  that  the  day  may 
come  when  my  heart  will  no  longer 
feel  the  suffering  of  my  patients." 

One  of  the  most  frightening  cur- 
rent fulfillments  of  prophetic  Scrip- 
ture is  that  men  are  losing  natural  af- 
fection. Showing  emotion,  particular- 
ly in  the  realm  of  spiritual  experiences, 
is  viewed  as  an  indication  of  fanatical 
trends.  Christians  may  unashamedly 
weep  over  the  silly  sentimentalism  of 
TV  and  movies,  or  scream  with  un- 
controlled joy  or  fury  over  a  home  run 
or  touchdown.  Yet  the  same  Chris- 
tians would  be  ashamed  to  display  any 
emotion  of  contrition  or  joy  in  the  at- 
mosphere of  pubhc  worship. 

Something  is  wrong  with  the  evan- 
gelical church!  It  has  lost  its  passion 
for  souls  and  its  compassion  for  the 
lost.  It  glories  in  its  orthodoxy  and 
conservative  theology,  but  it  is  dead 
orthodoxy  and  a  robot  type  of  the- 
ology. Seated  comfortably  in  its  rock- 
ing chair  it  earnestly  sings,  "Rescue 
the  Perishing."  In  beautiful  harmony 
but  with  dry  eyes,  its  voice  reminds 
us,  "See  from  His  head,  His  hands.  His 
feet,  sorrow  and  love  flow  mingled 
down." 

May  I  shock  you  by  saying  the 
greatest  need  of  the  evangehcal  church 
is  not  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit? 
That  is  ever  available,  but  it  cannot 
manifest  itself  or  operate  until  there  is 
created  the  only  field  in  which  it  can 
be  effective.  The  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  multiply  the  loaves  and  fishes 
was  demonstrated  only  after  the  heart 
of  Jesus  was  moved  with  compassion 
as  He  saw  the  multitudes  as  sheep  with- 
out a  shepherd.  It  was  a  transformed 
and  compassionate  Peter  who  gave  to 
the  lame  man  the  gift  of  health  and 
movement.  Every  apostohc  miracle 
and  dynamic  declaration  of  the  Gospel 
was  born  in  a  human  heart  filled  with 


divine  compassion. 

The  church  no  longer  has  the  sword 
in  its  soul.  We  cannot  accept  the 
Romanist's  symbol  of  the  bleeding 
heart  of  Mary,  but  it  may  have  a  sig- 
nificant suggestion  for  us.  Simeon 
looked  up  into  the  lovely  face  of  the 
young  mother  and  said,  "Yea,  a  sword 
shall  pierce  through  thy  own  soul 
also"  (Luke  2:35). 

At  a  Sunday-school  convention  a 
pastor  told  me  of  his  wayward  teen- 
age son.  "He  has  broken  almost  every 
law  of  God  and  man.  He  is  killing  his 
mother  with  sorrow  and  is  breaking 
my  heart.  I've  tried  everything.  What 
can  I  do?" 

Pressed  for  attention  by  other  peo- 
ple, I  abruptly  asked,  "Have  you  ever 
tried  a  tender  tear?"  He  went  away  in 
anger  at  my  strange  suggestion.  A  year 
later  we  met  at  another  convention. 
He  greeted  me  with,  "It  worked!  It 
worked!  When  I  got  home  that  night 
my  boy  was  asleep.  As  I  stood  by  his 
bed  my  heart  was  flooded  with  a  new 
and  tender  compassion.  I  found  my- 
self on  my  knees  clasping  my  boy  to 
my  heart  and  bathing  his  face  with 
tender  tears.  Almost  before  I  knew 
what  was  happening  he  was  on  his 
knees  beside  me  weeping  and  both  of 
us  wept  our  way  back  to  God.  Tom's 
a  new  boy.  Our  home  is  radiant  with 
happiness." 

With  surprising  frequency  God 
works  through  the  sorrow  of  compas- 
sion. All  of  God's  great  servants  have 
been  refined  in  the  crucible  of  sorrow 
and  have  been  men  who  interacted 
with  the  tragedies  about  them. 

Moses  cried  unto  the  Lord,  "If  thou 
will  forgive  their  sin—;  and  if  not,  blot 
me,  I  pray  thee,  out  of  thy  book" 
(Exod.  32:32). 

Abraham  faced  the  excruciating 
heartbreak  of  Moriah. 

Daniel  agonized  in  intercessory 
prayer  as  he  identified  himself  with 
the  guilt  of  his  people  (Dan.  9:3-4). 

Jeremiah  cried,  "Oh  that  my  head 
were  waters,  and  mine  eyes  a  fountain 
of  tears,  that  I  might  weep  day  and 
night  for  the  slain  of  the  daughter  of 
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my  people!"  (Jer.  9:1). 

Christ  was  a  man  of  sorrows  and 
acquainted  with  grief.  He  wept  over 
the  unbelief  of  Martha  and  Mary.  The 
rebellious  rejection  of  himself  by  the 
people  of  Jerusalem  broke  His  heart. 
He  was  grieved  that  His  own  received 
Him  not. 

Paul  reminded  the  Ephesian  elders, 
"By  the  space  of  three  years  I  ceased 
not  to  warn  every  one  night  and  day 
with  tears"  (Acts  20:31). 

To  Timothy,  the  Apostle  wrote, 
"I  have  remembrance  of  thee  in  my 
prayers  night  and  day;  greatly  desiring 
to  see  thee,  being  mindful  of  thy  tears, 
that  I  may  be  filled  with  joy." 

We  are  trying  to  produce  results 
with  a  soul  that  has  never  been  pierced 
by  the  sword  of  vicarious  sorrow. 
Never  has  so  much  truth  been  preached 
with  so  little  passion!  Never  have  so 
many  souls  been  reached,  but  the 
touch  has  been  without  emotion  or 
conviction!  Never  have  so  many  Sun- 
day-school lessons  been  taught  with  so 
little  compassion! 

In  no  other  historical  age  have 
Christians  known  so  much  about  tragic 
current  events  and  cared  less.  Men 
and  women,  parents  and  youth,  clergy 
and  laity  have  been  stricken  by  this 
strange  and  terrifying  blindness  to  the 
implications  of  worldly  and  godless 
trends. 

In  our  Christian  homes  the  social 
has  superseded  the  spiritual.  The 
phone,  social  engagements  and  the  TV 
have  evicted  the  altar  of  prayer.  The 
cares  of  Ufe  have  driven  Mary  from 
the  feet  of  Jesus  to  the  place  of  em- 
ployment, or  the  festive  board  sup- 
planted the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
We  are  too  busy  to  lead  our  children 
into  the  presence  of  God.  We  have 
little  time  for  the  Bible,  and  inten- 
sive study  of  the  Scriptures  is  a  lost 
art. 

We  permit  our  cliildren  to  fill  their 
minds  and  defile  their  hearts  with  the 
comic  book,  television,  and  a  movie 
diet  of  crime,  violence  and  sex.  Our 
children  are  amazingly  familiar  with 
the    stars   of  the    stage,   screen   and 


sports,  but  we  have  failed  to  introduce 
to  them  the  shining  stars  of  the  Bible 
and  missions. 

We  wony  over  calories  and  vitamins 
but  are  not  alarmed  by  spiritual  de- 
ficiencies. I  have  seen  Christian  moth- 
ers weep  over  Johnnie's  low  school 
grades,  and  the  same  mothers  laugh 
off  Johnnie's  growing  tendency  to 
steal  and  lie. 

The  hand  that  fondles  the  infant 
determines  the  course  of  history.  Men 
seldom  rise  above  the  spiritual  level  of 
their  fathers.  The  spiritual  qualities 
of  our  pastors  and  the  Sunday-sohool 
teachers  of  today  will  establish  the 
spiritual  vitahty  or  anemia  of  tomor- 
row's church. 

The  world  of  missions  is  barren  to 
great  leadership.  We  have  wonderful 
missionaries,  but  where  are  the  Living- 
stones, the  Moffats,  the  Bachs  of 
yesteryear?  In  the  area  of  flaming 
evangelism  we  have  few  giants. 

What  community  change  would  oc- 
cur if  your  church  would  instantly  dis- 
appear from  its  location?  Would  the 
unconverted  world  view  it  as  a  tragedy 
and  bemoan  the  loss  of  its  influence? 

Look  at  the  first  century  church. 
"The  multitude  came  together,  and 
were  confounded.  .  .  .  They  were  all 
amazed  and  marvelled.  .  .  .  They  were 
pricked  in  their  heart,  and  said  .  .  . 
Men  and  brethren,  what  shall  we  do? 
.  .  .  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul.  . .  . 
They  were  fOled  with  wonder  and 
amazement.  .  .  .  They  marvelled;  and 
they  took  knowledge  of  them  that 
they  had  been  with  Jesus.  ...  All  men 
glorified  God  for  that  which  was 
done.  .  .  .  The  place  was  shaken  where 
they  were  gathered  together.  .  .  .  With 
great  power  gave  they  witness  of  the 
resurrection  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  ...  Of 
the  rest  durst  no  man  join  himself  to 
them;  but  the  people  magnified  them. 
.  .  .  They  were  cut  to  the  heart,  and 
they  gnashed  on  him  with  their  teeth. 
.  .  .  These  that  have  turned  the 
world  upside  down  are  come  liither 
also." 

Is  today's  world  less  in  need  of  a 
soul-jarring  impact  by  the  church? 


fter  Childhood? 


What  is  the  missing  element  in  our 
churches  and  Sunday  schools?  Yes, 
in  our  Uves? 

We  have  a  crisis  without  an  aware- 
ness. Constantly  surrounded  by  alarm- 
ing trends  we  go  blissfully  on  our  way 
of   apathy    and    heartless   unconcern. 

The  crisis  of  the  imminent  return 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  is  an  unused  part  of 
our  hymnology  and  creed.  How  much 
of  a  reahty  is  it  to  us?  How  many  of 
us  have  engraved  upon  our  hearts  the 
question  and  the  exclamation,  "To- 
day? Perhaps!"  Is  it  not  true  that  to 
many  of  us  the  second  appearing  of 
Christ  would  be  both  surprising  and 
inconvenient?  We  talk  about  heaven 
but  buUd  for  time.  We  plan  for  to- 
morrow but  not  for  eternity. 

We  have  a  soul  without  a  sword. 
We  have  never  vicariously  entered  into 
the  sorrows  and  grief  of  the  world. 
From  our  ivory  tower  of  correct  the- 
ology we  tell  sinners  that  Jesus  loves 
them.  It  is  all  very  professional,  im- 
passionate  and  impersonal.  This  is  the 
explanation  for  our  evangelistic  impo- 
tency.  This  answers  the  question: 
Why  are  sinners  unimpressed  by  our 
lives  and  unmoved  by  our  message? 

Of  course  we  need  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  But  remember  that  power 
operates  effectively  only  in  the  field 
of  compassion. 

Our  hearts  are  not  broken  by  the 
things  that  break  the  heart  of  God. 
Our  eyes  are  never  blinded  by  tender 
tears,  tears  of  compassion.  Our  wiO 
detours  around  its  Gethsemane.  We 
emphasize  the  proclamation  of  the 
Gospel,  but  it  is  a  proclamation  with- 
out a  passion. 

We  do  need  the  old  faith  for  the 
new  frontiers.  However,  that  old  faith 
must  be  bonded  to  the  old  compas- 
sion, to  meet  the  desperate  problems, 
fears  and  hungers  of  the  new  frontiers. 

While  traveling  up  the  Kwilu  river 
in  the  Congo  Republic,  our  boat 
docked  at  a  native  village.  Scores  of 
women,  arms  and  heads  laden  with 
baskets  of  produce,  crowded  aboard 
the  steamer  to  sell  their  produce  to

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Daniel's  first  test  in  the  Babylon 
court  came  when  he  was  a  teen-ager, 
but  his  best-known  and  probably  hard- 
est test  was  almost  his  "final  exam," 
for  it  was  an  old  man  who  refused  to 
bow  to  the  king's  idol  in  preference  to 
obedience  to  his  unseen  God.  So,  for 
the  Christian,  "school"  never  lets  out; 
learning  is  Ufelong. 

Unlike  students  in  any  classroom  in 
the  world,  we  have  a  perfect  Teacher. 
He  knows  not  only  what  we  put  down 
on  paper,  but  also  what  is  left  inside 
our  heads  after  exams  and,  more  im- 
portant, what  is  in  our  hearts.  He  gives 
us  exactly  the  lessons  we  need.  Some 
of  them  may  seem  dull  routine  to  us, 
as  we  don't  know  that  they  may  be 
solid  background  which  will  prove 
essential  to  us  later.  Some  may  seem 
simple  review,  but  we  forget  how  well 
a  lesson  needs  to  be  known  to  be  ap- 
plied when  necessary.  Some  exams 
seem  too  advanced  for  us,  and  we  feel 
that  somewhere  we  missed  the  chapter 


with  that  material  and  didn't  have  it  in 
our  notes.  We  think  the  Teacher  got 
mixed  up  and  gave  us  somebody  else's 
paper.  But  He  has  told  us  that  His  les- 
sons are  not  too  hard,  and  that  we  are 
really  able  to  pass  the  tests  with  His 
help. 

Fortunately,  when  we  feel  totally 
ignorant  and  impotent,  we  may  re- 
member that  all  of  our  Heavenly 
Teacher's  exams  are  open-Book  exams. 
The  instructions  and  help  are  all  there 
in  the  written  Word,  and  we  are  in- 
vited to  search  the  Scriptures.  We 
have  all  the  ground  rules,  the  obstacles 
outlined,  the  definitions  given,  and  the 
materials  provided. 

One  of  the  often-deplored  lacks  in 
our  present  American  school  system  is 
the  lack  of  personal  attention  a  busy 
professor  is  able  to  give  when  he  has 
hundreds  of  pupils  coming  to  him 
daily,  with  all  the  attendant  planning 
and  grading.  This  is  a  difficulty  the 
Christian  student  doesn't  have.    Each 


Christian  has  his  personal  Tutor  to  help 
him  with  every  lesson.  This  Tutor  al- 
ways has  time  to  repeat  patiently  for 
our  dullness,  to  prod  our  lethargy,  to 
stimulate  us  out  of  inertia,  and  to  moti- 
vate us  to  our  best  achievement.  The 
only  thing  He  can't  and  won't  do  is 
the  learning.  A  teacher  can  make  a 
conducive  learning  situation,  providing 
the  materials  and  information,  but  only 
the  pupil  can  learn.  It  is  sadly  possible 
for  a  student  to  sit  in  a  classroom  be- 
fore a  competent  teacher  and  among 
eager  companions  and  be  exposed  to 
an  education  that  doesn't  "take." 
There  must  be  a  desire  to  learn  and  to 
know.  So  the  Lord  may  give  us  oppor- 
tunities to  know  Him  and  His  will,  but 
we  must  have  willing  hearts  and  minds 
or  we  will  stay  in  our  preprimers  till 
He  takes  us  home  from  school. 

All  learning  is  cumulative.  God 
doesn't  give  us  integral  calculus  before 
addition  and  subtraction,  but  does  as 
He  instructed  parents  to  do,  teach  "line 
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upon  line,  precept  upon  precept."  He 
may  give  us  so  many  small  lessons  that 
we  weary  of  them,  not  aware  of  His 
intended  "pop  quiz."  Many  of  the 
Christian's  trials  are  just  that,  so  it  be- 
hooves us  to  do  our  homework  faith- 
fully along  the  way.  The  Open  Book 
says,  "He  that  is  faithful  in  that  which 
is  least  is  faithful  also  in  much"  (Luke 
16:10).  The  drilling  and  the  phonics 
and  the  spelling  practices  are  essential, 
and  without  them  no  more  advanced 
learning  can  take  place. 

Nobody  arrives  at  the  conclusion  of 
his  education— at  least  not  until  gradu- 
ation, when  we  shall  "know  as  we  are 
known."  Once  upon  an  era,  when  a 
pupil  had  gone  through  the  whole  eight 
grades  in  the  one-room  schoolhouse, 
he  could  advance  to  the  teacher's  desk. 
In  some  ways  in  the  Christian  school- 
house  there  is  an  analogy,  for  though 
we  never  "know  it  all,"  we  can  teach 
and  help  others  in  a  lower  grade  along 
the  way.  But  today,  the  grade  school 
is  the  anteroom  of  the  high  school. 
The  high  school  grad  is  now  qualified 
to  learn  a  task  on  the  assembly  line  in 
a  factory.  Next  comes  the  college  de- 
gree. Neither  is  that  the  end.  There  is 
postgraduate  work.  So  our  great  saint 
said,  "I  press  on  .  .  ."  and  another  saint 


nearing  graduation  said,  "If  we  say  we 
have  not  sinned,  we  deceive  ourselves." 
How  dull  it  would  be  if  the  course 
were  finished  and  we  had  no  more  to 
learn! 

Another  benefit  in  this,  God's 
school  of  life  for  His  children,  is  our 
fellow  classmates.  We  have  many  ex- 
amples in  the  Open  Book  of  those  who 
were  able  to  complete  the  course  with 
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credit,  even  though  we  are  plainly  told 
that  they  were  made  out  of  the  same 
clay  as  we  are.  We  know  it  can  be 
done.  We  see  our  contemporary  Chris- 
tians successfully  passing  quiz  after 
quiz,  test  after  test.  And  they  provoke 
us  to  good  works.  Sadly  sometimes  we 
see  some  who  have  refused  to  study 
and  learn,  and  the  lives  of  these  "drop- 
outs" is  an  example  of  "wood,  hay. 


and  stubble"  to  deter  us  from  that 
path. 

In  the  same  classroom  there  may  be 
honor  students,  ordinary  "C"  students, 
and  some  without  the  capacity  for  that 
grade.  The  excellent  teacher  is  able 
to  meet  each  student  on  his  own  level 
and  lead  him  upward.  And  how  excel- 
lent is  our  Teacher!  He  never  asks  me 
to  learn  your  lesson  nor  you  mine,  and 
He  grades  according  to  capacity.  "For 
if  there  be  first  a  willing  mind,  it  is  ac- 
cepted according  to  that  a  man  hath, 
and  not  according  to  that  he  hath  not" 
(II  Cor.  8:12).  And  He  is  the  Counsel- 
or who  leads  us  into  the  proper  course 
for  us.  If  every  Christian  scholar  will 
listen  to  Him,  there  will  be  no  "round 
pegs  in  square  holes,"  as  He  bestows 
gifts  and  trains  us  in  the  best  way  if  we 
are  tractible  students. 

Just  as  school  children  learn  many 
extracurricular  lessons  on  their  vaca- 
tion, such  as  the  nature  of  a  crawdad, 
the  force  of  water  pressure,  the  vitamin 
content  of  the  sunshine,  and  how  to 
get  along  with  the  other  kids  in  the 
Little  League,  so  there  is  no  "time 
out"  for  the  Christian.  Even  recess 
has  some  sweet  and  blessed  lessons  for 
us  from  our  faithful  and  beloved 
Teacher.  T

the  crewmen.  As  one  woman  stepped 
across  the  gap  separating  the  steamer 
from  the  oil  barge  lashed  to  its  side, 
her  foot  slipped  on  the  shck  deck. 
Her  baskets  flew  in  all  directions.  As 
she  fell  into  the  water  she  managed 
to  grasp  hold  of  the  edge  of  the  deck 
with  her  finger  tips. 

In  sheer  terror  she  screamed,  "Help 
me!  Save  me!"  Scores  of  her  rela- 
tives and  friends  shouted,  screamed 
and  almost  trampled  her  fingers,  but 
not  one  person  put  down  her  produce 
to  grasp  the  woman's  wrist  and  pull 
her  to  safety.  Finally,  her  fingers 
slipped  and  she  was  drawn  beneath 
the  boat  by  the  vicious  currents.  Far 
down  the  river  I  saw  a  black  hand 
rise  above  the  surface  of  the  water, 
and  then  disappear. 

The  furious  captain  demanded, 
"Why  didn't  you  help  her?  She  is 
your  relative  from  your  own  village." 
As  innocently  as  though  no  tragedy 
had  been  involved  they  replied,  "But 
we  might  have  dropped  and  lost  some 
of  our  produce  had  we  tried  to  save 


her." 

Heartless?  Yes.  This  is  paganism. 
But  is  it  not  possible  that  there  is  a 
closer  application?  How  much  do  we 
as  Christian  parents  really  care  about 
the  spiritual  condition  of  our  children? 
Does  the  unsaved  condition  of  our 
Sunday-school  students  so  crush  our 
hearts  that  we  go  home  from  our 
class  to  weep  and  fast  rather  than  to 
feast?  Do  we  as  pastors,  conscious  of 
the  need  for  revival  in  our  churches 
and  the  lack  of  power  in  our  evange- 
lism, cry  to  God,  "Give  me  children, 
or  else  I  die"  (Gen.  30:1)? 

Late  one  Saturday  evening  a  pastor 
was  working  and  praying  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  morrow.  He  answered  his 
phone  and  could  hear  only  the  sound 
of  a  woman  sobbing.  Then  he  recog- 
nized the  voice  of  one  of  his  finest 
Sunday-school  teachers.  "Pastor,  for- 
give me  for  calling  you  at  this  late 
hour.  But  my  heart  is  so  burdened 
for  the  boys  in  my  class  that  I  feel  1 
can't  live  unless  God  saves  them. 
Please,  pastor,  please  pray  for  them." 

And  God  did  save  them!  Her  les- 
son, tempered  with  tears  and  born  in 


a  heart  pierced  by  the  sword  of  com- 
passion, brought  eight  boys,  every 
member  of  her  class,  to  the  Lord  the 
following  morning! 

Never  has  the  evangelical  church 
been  so  efficiently  organized.  Our 
brains  are  filled  with  the  finest  meth- 
ods and  techniques.  We  have  at  our 
disposal  superb  equipment  and  me- 
chanics. In  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  we  have  a  dynamic  mes- 
sage. The  Holy  Spirit  is  ready  to 
operate  in  supernatural  force  through 
the  body  of  Christ.  Time  is  running 
out  on  us  as  the  coming  of  Christ 
approaches.  Combine  all  these  assets 
and  factors  with  the  essential  ingre- 
dient, the  compassion  of  the  love  of 
God,  and  once  again  the  forces  of  sin 
will  cry  out  in  consternation,  "These 
that  have  turned  the  world  upside 
down  are  come  hither  also"  (Acts 
17:6).  ▼

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It  was  a  miserable,  sultry  day  when 
I  climbed  up  a  flight  of  stairs  to  my  les- 
son. The  clarinet  dangled  heavily  from 
my  left  hand.  I  tried  to  mop  my 
sweaty  brow  with  the  unoccupied  arm 
while  juggling  the  music  and  my  purse 
in  my  right  hand. 

An  empty  row  of  seats  lined  up 
against  the  wall  in  the  hallway  bothered 
me.  Just  why,  I  wasn't  sure. 

Cool  air  greeted  me  from  the  air 
conditioner  as  I  walked  into  the  cubicle 
of  a  room  called  a  studio.  It  was  still 
early,  and  there  was  time  to  practice. 

As  I  was  about  to  begin,  the  door 
opened.  In  came  my  young,  bewhisk- 
ered  teacher,  Mr.  Gary.  He  looked 
over  the  top  of  his  glasses,  which  were 
creeping  slightly  down  his  nose,  and 
said,  "I'm  afraid  you'll  have  to  practice 
in  another  room.  An  unexpected  stu- 
dent is  coming  for  his  lesson."  He 
stroked  his  beard. 

When  he  opened  the  door  of  an 
empty  room,  the  hot  air  came  rushing 
out!  There  was  no  air  conditioning. 
What  a  place  to  practice!  After 
blowing  a  few  squawks  on  the  clarinet, 
my  mouth  felt  stuffed  with  cotton.  1 
went  down  the  hall  to  get  a  drink  of 
water  and  noticed  again  that  empty 
row  of  seats.  They  seemed  to  say, 
"What  an  opportunity  to  be  a  mission- 
ary!" 

Picking  out  an  interesting  tract 
from  my  purse,  I  put  it  on  one  of  the 
seats,  prayed  for  the  finder,  and  went 
back  to  the  practice  room. 

Soon  there  was  a  commotion  com- 
ing up  the  stairway!  The  gay  ripple  of 
young  voices  came  echoing  down  the 
hall. 

"Hey  man— look!  It's  one  of  those 
church  things!"  A  teen-age  girl  said 
breathlessly. 

After  the  lesson  I  looked  for  the 
tract  on  the  floor  and  in  the  waste 
paper  basket.     It  was  gone.    Perhaps 
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the  girl  took  it.  Rejoicing,  I  went 
down  the  stairway,  almost  forgetting 
about  the  hot  day. 

"People  are  too  busy  to  hear  you 
talk  to  them  about  Christ,  even  if 
they  want  to— and  most  of  the  time 
they  don't,"  I  mused. 

Looking  around,  1  began  to  notice 
the  tired,  headachy  people  about  me. 
The  tract  called  "How  To  Live  Above 
Fear"  seemed  a  good  one  to  give 
them. 

"But  how?"  I  asked  myself.    The 
answer  echoed  back  to  me.     "Hand 
them  out  wherever  you  can  or  leave 
them  somewhere  to  be  easily  found." 

It  wasn't  long  before  I  was  chal- 
lenged with  many  ways  to  do  this! 

Having  had  a  burden  for  some  time 
in  behalf  of  the  Negro  people  in  the 
Watts  area  in  Los  Angeles,  I  prayed 
that  God  would  send  a  Negro  man 
there  to  tell  them  about  Christ. 

Standing  in  a  grocery  store  line-up 
one  time,  I  asked  the  Lord  to  show  me 
someone  to  whom  I  should  give  a  tract. 
A  well-dressed  Negro  man  next  in  line 
to  me  was  staring  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion, looking  dejected.  He  kept  his 
distance,  and  it  seemed  impossible  to 
give  him  a  tract.  But  still  there  re- 
mained this  great  urge! 

Taking  a  tract  from  my  purse,  I 
walked  back  to  him. 

"Here's  something  for  you  to  read 
while  waiting,"  I  said.  He  took  it  and 
began  to  read,  barely  observing  me. 

Before  leaving  the  store,  I  glanced 
back.     He  was  still  reading  the  tract. 

Surely  a  weary  traveler  will  wel- 
come a  beautiful  scene  in  a  public 


washroom.  As  he  washes  off  the  day's 
grime  and  reads  a  tract  called  "Four 
Things  God  Wants  You  to  Know,"  he 
is  refreshed  in  more  ways  than  one. 
Standing  these  tracts  up  helps  them  to 
be  easily  seen.  Sometimes  I  go  back 
and  leave  another  one,  if  someone  has 
taken  the  first  one. 

What  a  field  the  ever-busy  phone 
booths  are!  "Get  With  It  Man!"  capti- 
vates the  teen-ager.  Who  else  has  the- 
time  to  use  phone  booths?  Putting 
tracts  in  public  phone  booths  really 
scatters  the  precious  seed! 

If  the  booth  is  near  our  home,  I  go 
back  to  it  in  a  day  or  so  and  put  in  a 
different  tract.  Only  once  has  one 
been  left  on  a  second  visit.  It  had 
fallen  to  the  floor.  Someone  is  tak- 
ing them! 

As  I  sat  in  our  car  one  day,  wait- 
ing for  my  husband  to  come  out  of  our 
neighborhood  grocery  store,  a  man 
walked  out  of  the  phone  booth  near- 
by. He  was  reading  one  of  the  tracts  I 
had  put  there.  He  looked  inebriated, 
and  his  clothes  were  quite  shabby.  I 
prayed  fervently  for  him. 

We  may  not  always  see  results  from 
this  type  of  missionary  work.  But,  oh, 
how  wonderful  to  know  that  God's 
Word  will  not  return  to  Him  void! 

Here's  a  tip  that  gets  to  the  point: 
leave  tip  tracts  at  lunch  counters— but 
with  a  good  tip!     It's  quite  effective. 

One  time  our  family  visited  a  coffee 
shop  for  dinner.  Our  daughter  and  I 
each  left  a  tip  with  a  "Take  a  Tip" 
tract  under  our  plates.  A  busboy 
cleaned  the  table.  After  we  left,  we 
noticed  through  the  window  that  he 
read  one  tract  and  kept  it  and  gave  the 
other  one  to  the  waitress  with  her  tip. 

A  teller  in  our  bank  thanked  me 
for  a  tract  and  laid  it  down  beside 
her.  Sometime  later  I  gave  a  teller  in 
another  window  a  booklet  called 
"When   Ma   Wouldn't   Give  Up."     I 
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started  away,  but  she  called  me  back. 
I  didn't  know  what  to  expect! 

"Aren't  you  the  lady  who  gave  me 
a  tract  in  another  window  a  week  or 
so  ago?"  she  asked. 

We  had  a  nice  talk  through  the 
bank  window.  She  told  me  about  the 
trouble  she  was  having  with  her  teen- 
age son.  She  had  accepted  Christ  but 
was  in  great  need  of  Christian  fellow- 
ship. This  booklet  was  just  right  for 
her  problem! 

"I'm  so  happy  to  find  a  Christian 
who  isn't  ashamed  to  talk  about  it," 
she  said. 

Soon  after  that  she  left  the  employ 
of  our  bank.  It  was  the  last  time  I 
saw  her.  What  a  great  privilege  to  have 
been  able  to  help  her  even  that  much! 

HaOoween  is  a  grand  time  to  spread 
the  Gospel,  also.  One  year  after  giving 
out  all  of  our  candy,  gum  and  Hallow- 
een tracts,  we  started  to  "close  up 
shop."  There  was  a  bang  on  the  door 
indicating  some  more  callers.  When  I 
opened  the  door,  I  was  left  speechless! 
Five  college  men,  dressed  for  the  oc- 
casion, meekly  said,  "Trick  or  treat!" 

"When  did  adults  start  to  'trick  or 
treat'?  I  asked. 

"Come  on— let's  get  out  of  here," 


one  of  them  said. 

Weeks  later,  I  stUl  felt  bad  about 
not  giving  them  a  tract.  I'd  wake  up 
in  a  sweat  at  night  thinking  about  how 
I  could  have  given  these  young  men  a 
real  reason  for  living.  It  looked  as  if 
they  were  searching  for  one. 

Forgiveness  from  the  Lord  was 
sweet.  But  I  resolved  that  from  then 
on  all  the  "hobgoblins"  who  came  to 
our  door  on  Halloween  would  get  the 
Word  of  God  one  way  or  another— re- 
gardless of  age. 

One  little  girl  came  back  after  Hal- 
loween one  year  and  said,  "My  mother 
Ukes  this  booklet.  Would  you  please 
give  us  some  more?"  It  was  called 
"From  Ashes  to  Flame." 

A  tired  housewife  may  be  waiting 
for  that  never-coming  bus.  After  the 
family  has  finished  its  Christian  maga- 
zines, why  not  leave  them  on  the  bus 
or  park  benches? 

During  the  time  I  was  a  member  of 
the  Pasadena  City  College  Community 
Orchestra,  I  prayed  for  an  opening  to 
witness  to  the  twenty-five  to  thirty 
members.  God  gave  me  one— Christ- 
mas! 

Practice  was  so  busy  it  was  very 
difficult  to  talk  to  anyone.    When  the 
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director  planned  a  social  for  the  or- 
chestra members  the  last  night  of  our 
Christmas  program  practice,  I  knew 
this  was  my  opportunity. 

Using  httle  plastic  bags,  I  put  in 
colorful  Christmas  tracts,  facing  the 
cozy  fireplace  scene  outside.  Each 
bag  was  partly  filled  with  nuts,  gum 
and  candy  and  tied  with  a  different 
colored  ribbon. 

The  director  was  pleased  with  the 
project  and  even  had  one  of  the  or- 
chestra members  help  me  to  distrib- 
ute them.  Before  dismissal,  almost  all 
the  members  personally  thanked  me 
for  the  "attractive  gift." 

Perhaps  you  will  find  other  effec- 
tive ways  of  sowing  the  Good  News- 
praying,  as  you  sow,  for  the  seed  and 
the  finder.  What  better  treasure  could 
a  person  find  than  the  Word  of  God?

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A  treasure  costs  something,  whether 
in  thought,  in  effort,  or  in  money. 

To  SMM  girls  the  word  "salvation" 
is  not  strange  sounding.  But  have  you 
ever  thought  about  what  it  really 
means?  What,  if  anything,  did  salva- 
tion cost  God? 

Salvation  basically  means  being 
saved  or  rescued  from  something  not 
so  good  and  delivered  to  something 
that  is  better.  When  I  was  in  high 
school,  our  dramatics  club  put  on  a 
play    which    did    not   promise   to   be 
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Treasure  of  Salvation 


exceptionally  good.  At  the  last  minute 
the  leading  actor  became  ill,  and  his 
understudy  had  to  step  into  his  part. 
To  the  delight  of  the  cast,  faculty, 
and  audiences  the  play  was  a  howling 
success.  I  overheard  a  faculty-advisor 
say:  "Jim  [the  leading  character  under- 
study] was  the  salvation  of  the  play." 
In  other  words,  Jim  rescued  that  play 
from  mediocrity  at  best  or  failure  at 
worst,  and  by  his  excellent  perform- 
ance "saved"  everything  for  the  school. 
Salvation,  as  Christians  know  it, 
means  being  rescued  from  sin.  It  is 
a  treasure  of  infinite  worth  because 
it  has  to  do  with  more  than  this 
life.  Although  God  saves  all  who  in 
this  life  "beUeve  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ"  (Acts  16:31),  we  still  have  to 
live  on  in  the  presence  of  sin  in  this 
world.  (That  doesn't  mean  we  should 
partake  of  or  participate  in  sin,  but  we 
must  recognize  its  force  and  power 
and  get  the  victory  over  it  through 
Christ.)     Salvation  will  take  us  from 


the  presence  of  sin  some  glad  day  into 
the  very  Presence  of  the  One  who  be- 
came our  salvation  when  He  died  on 
Calvary's  cross  many  years  ago. 

Earthly  treasures  such  as  silver, 
gold,  jewels,  stocks  and  bonds,  houses 
and  lands  cannot  be  taken  with  us 
into  eternity.  They'll  do  us  no  good  in 
the  grave.  But  the  treasure  of  God's 
salvation  which  He  offers  freely  to  all 
people  will  carry  us  into  a  beautiful, 
sinless  eternity  with  our  wonderful 
Lord. 

This  salvation  is  a  free  gift  just  for 
the  taking.  "For  by  grace  are  ye  saved 
through  faith;  and  that  not  of  your- 
selves: it  is  the  gift  of  God:  not  of 
works,  lest  any  man  should  boast" 
(Eph.   2:8-9). 

However,  although  it  is  a  free  gift, 
it  did  cost  God  a  great  deal.  It  cost 
Him  the  dearest  Treasure  of  heaven, 
His  Son,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

The  Romance  of 
Winning  Children 


Frank  G.  Coleman  (Cleveland,  Ohio: 
Union  Gospel  Press,  1967),  224  pages, 
paper,  $1.95. 

Those  who  work  with  primary 
through  junior  high  children  will  be  in- 
finitely rewarded  by  the  careful  perusal 
and  practice  of  the  useful  tips  in  this 
book.  Out  of  a  wealth  of  experience, 
Frank  Coleman  tells  how  to  lead  and 
teach  songs,  tell  stories,  use  visual  aids, 
plan  programs,  and  give  an  invitation 
effectively.  Careful  consideration  is 
given  to  getting  and  keeping  attention 
and  discipline  problems. 

The  title  is  slightly  misleading,  be- 
cause much  more  space  is  given  to 
practical  know-how  than  to  the  theory 
and  challenge  of  reaching  children  for 
Christ. 

Frank  Coleman,  now  with  the  Lord, 
was  a  Brethren  pastor  and  also  served 
for  years  as  a  Child  Evangelism  direc- 
tor. His  book  first  appeared  in  1948 
and  is  no  less  timely  today.  It  is  one  of 
the  most  practical  books  for  children's 
workers  that  I  have  seen.-Ralph  Col- 
burn 


Your  Teen-ager  and  You 

Anna  B.  Mow  (Grand  Rapids,  Mich- 
igan: Zondervan  Publishing  House, 
1967),  96  pages,  $2.95. 

Dr.  Mow  provides  a  probing  analysis 
of  what  causes  a  breakdown  in  com- 
munications between  parents  and  their 
teen-agers. 

Her  thesis  is  that  love  supplies  the 
only  answer  to  troubled  relationships. 
"Isn't  it  strange  that  we  accept  love  for 
our  daily  living  as  long  as  all  goes  well, 
but  when  relationships  get  difficult, 
we  go  back  to  the  ways  of  the  world? 
Christian  parents  and  children,  hus- 
bands and  wives,  seem  to  have  as  much 
trouble  in  their  relationships  as  their 
non-believing  neighbors  do." 

This  book  will  make  any  Christian 
parent  take  a  good,  hard  look  at  him- 
self and  his  relationships  within  the 
home.  Dr.  Mow's  emphasis  is  not  on 
our  teen-agers  (the  place  where  many 
would  place  the  blame),  but  on  par- 
ents, asking  them  to  show  their  grow- 
ing, groping,  yearning  teen-agers  the 
love-way  out  of  difficulties  into  the 
maturity  of  the  love  of  God.

How  to  Search  the  Scriptures 

Lloyd  M.  Perry  and  Robert  D.  Cul- 
ver (Grand  Rapids,  Michigan:  Baker 
Book  House,  1967),  276  pages,  $4.95. 

This  book  offers  practical  methods 
of  Bible  study  for  the  individual.  Elev- 
en specific  methods  and  several  general 
approaches  are  discussed  in  quite  a  de- 
tailed manner.  Examples  taken  from 
Scripture  illustrate  each. 

An  excellent  resume  of  the  doctrine 
of  Scripture  is  included.  Another 
chapter  gives  the  examples  and  recom- 
mendations of  seventeen  prominent 
professional  people.  The  last  section 
of  the  book,  which  presents  a  three- 
step  process  which  should  precede  the 
formation  of  a  sermon  outline,  will  be 
of  particular  interest  to  pastors. 

This  is  a  well-written  and  scholarly 
book  but  within  the  grasp  of  the  aver- 
age person.  A  strong  emphasis  is  placed 
on  seeing  and  knowing  God,  and  allow- 
ing Him  to  speak  through  the  pages  of 
His  Word.-Merf  Lambert 


We  Spolte  lor  God 

John  Calvin  Reid  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Eerdmans  Publishing  Com- 
pany, 1967),  122  pages,  $3.50. 

Dr.  Reid  has  produced  a  delightful 
and  refreshing  little  book.  He  writes 
from  the  viewpoint  of  the  prophets 
themselves  (Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  Amos, 
Hosea,  Micah,  Zephaniah,  Habakkuk, 
and  Malachi).  He  very  vividly  re- 
captures their  lives  and  times  with  a 
brilliant  and  respectful  imagination. 
The  days  of  these  prophets  were  filled 
with  political  and  social  upheaval,  and 
an  anticipation  for  the  coming  Messiah. 
The  relevance  for  this  day  and  age  is 
inescapable. 

My  only  objection  to  the  book  is 
the  chapter  dedicated  to  the  "Un- 
known Prophet."  This  prophet  sup- 
posedly wrote  the  last  twenty-seven 
chapters  of  the  Book  of  Isaiah.  In  my 
opinion.  Dr.  Reid's  fruitful  imagina- 
tion was  working  overtime  in  suggest- 
ing two  authors  to  Isaiah. 

I'm  sure  this  book  will  capture  the 
interest  of  anyone  interested  in  a  new 
perception  of  the  Old  Testament  proph- 
ets.-Richard  G.  Messner 
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"Whatsoever  things  were  written 
aforetime  were  written  for  our  learn- 
ing, that  we  through  patience  and  com- 
fort of  the  scriptures  might  liave  hope" 
(Rom.  15:4). 

We  are  often  inclined  to  think  that 
the  emphasis  on  Christian  literature  in 
recent  years  is  something  new.  It  is 
true  that  there  is  a  renewed  emphasis, 
but  it  is  not  new. 

As  proof  of  this  fact  we  need  but 
look  at  the  Bible— the  written  Word 
of  God.  In  an  article,  "Literature;  A 
Must  for  This  Hour"  {Floodtide  Spring, 
1961),  G.  Christian  Weiss  of  the  Back 
to  the  Bible  Broadcast  says:  "God  has 
used  writing  as  His  means  of  self- 
revelation  to  the  world.  He  made 
known  His  nature  and  will  to  men  in 
writing.  .  .  .  Compare  the  countries  of 
the  world  that  have  not  had  the  Bible 
with  those  who  have  and  the  contrast 
is  as  distinct  as  night  and  day.  This  in 
itself  is  a  firm  proof  of  the  inspiration 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  light 
and  life  they  bring."  Mr.  Weiss  goes 
on  to  say,  "The  program  of  producing 
and  disseminating  Christian  literature 
is  not  one  originated  with  man  but 
with  God.  God  is  essentially  a  writer; 
His  disciples  and  followers  must  like- 
wise be  writers.  Christian  literature 
is  actually  a  part  of  the  divine  plan 


of  redemption." 

A  few  years  ago  missionaries  em- 
phasized schools,  medical  work,  or 
evangehsm  as  the  main  thrust  of  mis- 
sions. And  these  are  important  and 
should  never  be  minimized  or  aban- 
doned. But  today  the  main  thrust  is 
not  these.  It  is  Christian  literature. 
We  are  getting  back  to  the  original 
method  of  Gospel  communication— 
the  written  word. 

The  reasons  for  this  are  logical. 
Millions  are  learning  to  read  every  year 
in  every  part  of  the  globe.  But  in 
many  cases,  though  we  have  taught 
them  to  read,  they  have  nothing  to 
read  except  what  the  Communists  pro- 
vide for  them.  And  they  do  provide 
more  than  any  other  agency  in  the 
world.  And  so  we  have  unwittingly 
played  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  of 
all  that  missions  stand  for.  The  an- 
swer is  not  that  we  should  not  teach 
them  to  read.  The  answer  is  that  we 
need  to  provide  literature  for  them  to 
read  which  will  help  them  to  grow  in 
the  grace  and  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  That  is  why  the  thrust  of 


missions  has  changed. 

In  our  country  there  is  no  dearth  of 
literature,  but  most  of  it  is  secular, 
materialistic  or  salacious.  And  so  we 
need  Christian  literature  not  only  to 
counteract  the  evil  but  to  lead  men 
and  women,  boys  and  girls  in  the  way 
that  they  should  go.  We  need  to  pre- 
sent a  continuing  testimony  for  Christ. 
We  need  to  provide  encouragement, 
help  and  spiritual  food.  We  need  to 
call  attention  to  and  give  scriptural 
direction  on  the  issues  of  the  day, 
even  though  this  may  make  us  uncom- 
fortable and  shock  our  prejudices. 
Only  then  can  our  printed  page  be 
truly  prophetic. 

It  is  obvious  that  in  our  present- 
day  world  we  need  to  employ  more 
fully  the  original  method  of  Gospel 
communication— the  written  word. 
Too  long  has  a  lack  of  vision  and  a 
consequent  lack  of  workers,  funds, 
and  prayers  hindered  us.  Yet  these 
are  all  factors  which  we  can  remedy 
once  we  get  the  vision.

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Is  it  possible  that  you  could  forget 
a  faithful  friend?  We  don't  like  to  ad- 
mit it,  but  it  is.  Being  separated  from 
him  for  a  long  period  of  time,  meeting 
and  associating  with  new  friends,  and 
getting  overly  occupied  with  personal 
affairs  makes  this  altogether  possible. 

Too  often  this  is  true  in  the  church 
in  relation  to  pastors  and  other  Chris- 
tian workers  who  have  retired.  Many 
times  these  faithful  servants  of  the 
Lord  are  still  active  in  their  witness 
but  have  retired  from  official  service. 
As  they  step  from  the  limelight  of 
public  service,  it  is  very  easy  not  only 
to   forget  but   also   to  neglect  them. 

The  business  world  has  detailed 
plans  for  caring  for  its  employees. 
The  U.S.  government  has  indicated  its 
interest  through  the  elaborately 
planned  Social  Security  program.  And 
the  Scriptures  seem  to  indicate  that 
there  was  concern  on  the  part  of  the 
Early  Church  for  those  needing  help. 
Should  the  church  today  care  less? 

Many  excuses  can  be  found  for  do- 
ing nothing  about  the  problem.  It  is 
easy  to  say,  "Let  the  government  care 
for  them,"  "Each  one  can  make  his 
own  retirement  plan  through  saving  his 
money  over  the  years,"  or,  "Our  small 
denomination  can't  afford  such  a  pro- 
gram." Excuses  are  not  sufficient. 
Only  as  we  have  reasons— yes,  reasons 
acceptable  to  God— can  we  with  good 
conscience  do  nothing  about  this  mat- 
ter. 

There  is  a  plan  in  the  National  Fel- 


lowship of  Brethren  Churches  whereby 
retired  pastors  can  have  a  retirement 
plan.  In  1948  The  Board  of  Emer- 
gency and  Retirement  Benefits  was 
established  for  this  purpose.  Through 
a  joint  participation  on  the  part  of  the 
pastor  and  participating  churches  the 
pastor  is  eligible  for  retirement  bene- 
fits at  age  65,  or  when  he  officially  re- 
tires. Benefits  are  granted  earlier  in 
the  case  of  disability,  and  benefits  are 
continued  to  the  widow  upon  the 
death  of  the  retiree.  But  due  to  the 
fact  that  this  is  a  voluntary  plan,  too 
few  have  entered  it.  As  of  August  1, 
1968,  only  69  Brethren  Churches  and 
62  ministers  were  in  the  program. 
Presently  16  retired  pastors  or  their 
widows  are  receiving  benefits. 

Only  two  of  our  national  boards 
have  either  a  full  or  partial  plan  of  re- 
tirement benefits  for  their  workers. 
These  workers,  as  well  as  our  pastors, 
are  deserving  of  help  in  setting  up  a 
program  which  will  supplement  Social 
Security  when  their  earning  power  has 


declined.  It  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  for  children  to  care  for  elderly 
parents,  and  the  cost  of  nursing  homes 
is  becoming  almost  prohibitive. 

Surely,  the  church  should  be  happy 
to  participate  in  this  matter.  It  is  not 
a  chore;  it  is  a  privilege.  It  is  not  an 
expense;  it  is  an  investment.  It  is  a 
ministry  for  the  Lord,  in  that  it  is  a 
ministry   for  God's   faithful  servants. 

As  a  denomination  we  should  raise 
our  voice  in  support  of  a  program  of 
retirement.  Churches  can  obtain  in- 
formation from  The  Board  of  Minis- 
terial Emergency  and  Retirement  Bene- 
fits. Most  of  our  pastors  are  acquaint- 
ed with  the  plan  and  could  instruct 
the  churches.  The  constituencies  of 
the  national  boards  should  encourage 
the  boards  in  plans  for  retirement  pro- 
grams. Such  support  will  be  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  Christian  workers, 
and  it  will  give  them  even  greater  con- 
tentment in  their  work.  And  it  will 
give  to  all  of  us  the  peace  of  mind  that 
comes  from  faithful  stewardship.       ▼ 
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^^harity  begins  at  home."  This 
homiletic  cameo  probably  originated 
with  someone  who  wished  to  avoid  his 
responsibihties  to  others.  In  an  at- 
tempt to  salve  an  outraged  conscience, 
he  simply  rationalized  the  situation 
with  tliis  poetic  cliche.  In  spite  of  its 
uncertain  origin  and  its  misuse  through 
the  years  it  does  contain  a  great  mis- 
sionary message.  The  New  Testament 
reveals  this  to  be  an  essential  element 
of  world  evangelism.  Recurring  like  a 
lovely  refrain  throughout  the  Word  of 
God  is  the  truth  that  love  for  the  lost 
should  begin  at  home.  The  practical 
aspect  of  this  is  beautifully  illustrated 
in  the  record  of  Andrew's  witnessing 
to  his  brother,  and  in  the  story  of  the 


woman  at  the  well  of  Sychar  who  hur- 
ried into  her  community  to  report  of 
"the  one  who  told  me  all  things  that 
ever  I  did."  These  are  but  two  of  the 
many  instances  recorded  in  the  New 
Testament  of  the  practical  application 
of  the  home  mission  principle. 

The  Lord  Jesus  himself  gave  us  an 
outline  for  missions  in  the  first  chap- 
ter of  Acts,  where  we  read,  "Ye  shall 
be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jeru- 
salem, and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Sa- 
maria, and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of 
the  earth."  The  emphasis  on  reach- 
ing Jerusalem  first  stands  out  in  bold 
relief.  Before  any  world  effort  was  to 
be  undertaken,  there  was  to  be  a  prop- 
er dispensation  of  the  truth  at  home. 


Believing,  as  we  do,  that  this  verse 
gives  us  a  blueprint  of  missions,  we 
must  conclude  that  America  is  our 
twentieth-century  Jerusalem.  To  some 
this  idea  is  not  readily  acceptable. 
There  is  a  reluctance  to  admit  that  a 
religious  nation  such  as  America  with 
all  of  its  scientific  progress  can  be  a 
prospect  for  missions.  Some  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  suggest  that  "home  mis- 
sions" is  a  paradox— a  contradiction  of 
terms.  Plagued  with  the  conviction 
that  this  interpretation  of  missions  is 
far  more  widespread  than  we  care  to 
admit,  1  determined  to  delve  further 
into  the  issue.  In  an  effort  to  con- 
firm (or  deny)  this  opinion,  I  devised 
a  simple  test  and  gave  it  to  a  number 
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of  candidates.  My  object  was  to  dis- 
cover what  mental  image  they  con- 
ceived upon  hearing  the  word  "mis- 
sions." All  those  tested  associated  it 
with  some  form  of  foreign  activity.  I 
do  not  suggest  that  this,  in  itself,  is 
bad,  but  I  do  suggest  that  it  indicates 
a  serious  deficiency  in  our  compre- 
hension of  a  Biblical  definition  of  mis- 
sions. If  the  following  remarks  appear 
to  thrust  the  pendulum  of  emphasis 
too  far  in  the  opposite  direction,  it  is 
only  in  an  attempt  to  achieve  a  more 
efficient  mechanism  to  evangelize  the 
world. 

In  support  of  our  theme  that  charity 
should  begin  at  home,  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  factors  to  be  considered.  There 
comes  to  mind  immediately  the  priori- 
ty given  to  the  home  front  in  the 
Scriptures.  Since  our  motto,  "The 
Bible,  the  whole  Bible  and  nothing  but 
the  Bible,"  is  a  statement  of  our  rela- 


the  truest  sense.  Only  by  erasing  from 
our  minds  any  preconceived  geograph- 
ical limitations  can  we  expect  to  get  a 
full-orbed  view  of  the  world  for  which 
Jesus  died.  The  love  that  prompts  a 
man  to  testify  for  Christ  must  not  be 
circumscribed  by  geography  or  mea- 
sured by  cost  of  transportation.  The 
motivating  compassion  that  sends  a 
man  halfway  around  the  world  is  of  no 
greater  efficacy  than  that  which  urges 
a  Christian  to  go  to  his  neighbor  and 
invite  him  to  believe  in  Jesus  Christ. 
Still  another  factor  that  must  be 
considered  in  our  study  of  America  as 
a  true  mission  field  is  the  prevalence  of 
its  pagan  customs.  A  stroll  through 
the  Haight-Ashbury  district  of  San 
Francisco  or  along  the  brightly  lighted 
sunset  strip  of  Hollywood  will  forever 
dispel  any  illusions  of  America's  spiri- 
tual superiority.  Here  amid  the  ca- 
cophonous sounds  of  electric  amplifiers 


practical  aspect  of  financial  expedi- 
ency. It  has  been  repeated  again  and 
again  that  the  great  bulk  of  missionary 
support  for  all  missions  comes  from 
the  United  States.  In  spite  of  the  great 
emphasis  on  the  indigenous  principle 
in  foreign  fields,  the  need  for  American 
support  today  is  greater  than  ever  be- 
fore. Brethren  people  are  besieged 
with  requests  to  support  a  more  ambi- 
tious program  in  every  one  of  our  de- 
nominational agencies,  and  we  can  ex- 
pect the  dearth  of  dollars  to  become 
more  acute.  To  meet  these  ever- 
increasing  needs,  certain  steps  must  be 
taken.  First  of  all,  we  must  increase 
our  per  capita  giving,  which  is  far  be- 
low what  it  ought  to  be.  We  must  also 
have  a  conscientious  inventory  of  our 
giving  habits  within  our  Fellowship. 
Our  loyalty  and  allegience  must  be 
pledged  unequivocally  to  our  own 
agencies  of  evangelism  and  the  limited

tionship  to  the  Word  of  God,  it  does 
not  seem  incongruous  that  we  comply 
with  its  explicit  command.  In  nearly 
every  instance  of  missionary  activity 
mentioned  in  the  New  Testament  there 
is  the  truth,  either  expressed  or  in- 
ferred, that  the  message  of  the  Gospel 
was  to  go  first  to  the  immediate  com- 
munity and  then  to  spread  out  in  ever- 
widening  circles  to  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  earth.  Paul  commended  the 
Thessalonian  Christians  for  their  exem- 
plary testimony  in  sounding  out  the 
Word  of  the  Lord  "not  only  in  Mace- 
donia and  Achaia,  but  also  in  every 
place"  (I  Thess.  1:8). 

Another  advantage  in  thinking  first 
of  the  fields  at  home  is  their  proxim- 
ity. It  is  inconceivable  that  we  should 
expect  every  member  of  The  Brethren 
Church  to  serve  the  Lord  in  some  far- 
off  land.  But  if  we  recognize  America 
as  a  mission  field,  then  it  is  possible  to 
visualize   ourselves   as  missionaries  in 


one  can  detect  the  same  sensual,  throb- 
bing beat  that  characterizes  the  primi- 
tive peoples  of  the  world.  We  must 
now  face  the  fact  that  the  naked  sav- 
age, writhing  and  twisting  to  the  rhyth- 
mic beat  of  a  stick  on  a  hollow  log,  is 
no  farther  from  God  than  the  young 
man  in  America  who  nightly  loses  him- 
self in  a  psychodelic  frenzy  in  any  one 
of  a  thousand  bizarre  night  spots.  No 
longer  from  our  ivory  towers  of  pros- 
perity and  self-righteousness  can  we 
view,  as  mere  spectators,  the  immoral 
activity  of  a  distant  world.  That  world 
has  now  moved  into  our  midst  and, 
like  moths  in  a  woolen  garment,  it  has 
destroyed  the  moral  fiber  of  America. 
With  her  flimsy  facade  of  sophistica- 
tion removed,  America  must  now  take 
her  place  alongside  all  the  other  pagan 
nations  of  the  world. 

Another  note  of  urgency  must  be 
sounded  as  we  advocate  a  greater  mis- 
sionary effort  at  home.     That  is  the 


resources  of  The  Brethren  Church 
carefully  protected  from  outsiders.  We 
must  cease  allowing  our  finances  to  be 
siphoned  off  by  non-Brethren  organi- 
zations, many  of  which  are  duplicating 
our  own  inadequately  supported  pro- 
grams. But  above  all,  we  must  take 
steps  to  enlarge  our  base  of  support, 
and  that  means  developing  more  and 
more  Brethren  churches  here  in  Amer- 
ica. Only  in  this  way  can  we  assure 
ourselves  of  a  stable  economy  that  will 
be  sufficient  to  the  ever-increasing  de- 
mands of  the  future. 

Yes,  we  need  a  compassion  and  a 
love  for  the  world,  but  we  must  allow 
that  love  to  begin  at  home.  On  one 
occasion  Jesus  was  asked  which  was 
tiie  greatest  of  all  the  commandments. 
His  answer  has  never  seemed  so  appro- 
priate: "Thou  shall  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart.  .  .  .  And  the 
second  is  like,  namely  this.  Thou  shall 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself."  ▼ 
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Scrapbook  of  Prayer 
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rs.  Pearl  Harter,  now  eighty- 
four  years  young,  an  ardent  follower 
and  consistent  prayer  partner  in  mis- 
sion, is  pictured  above  with  one  of 
her  missionary  scrapbooks.  For 
years  this  saint  of  God  has  clipped 
from  the  Brethren  Missionary  Her- 
ald and  other  missionary  releases 
the  pictures  and  stories  of  progress 
of  home  missionaries. 

My  first  meeting  with  Mrs.  Hart- 
er came  at  Yakima,  Wasliington, 
where  she  holds  her  membership.

Through  the  years  she  has  de- 
lighted in  building  these  stories  in- 
to her  books  as  she  prays  daily  for 
faithful  missionaries.  She  reads  the 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  from 
cover  to  cover  as  soon  as  it  arrives. 
Later,  the  magazine  is  shredded  to 
pieces  as  the  pictures  and  stories 
find  their  way  into  her  current 
scrapbook.

My  visit  at  her  home  recently  was 
another  wonderful  experience.  She 
quickly  opened  a  scrapbook  and 
pointed  to  a  picture  of  Mrs.  Pifer 
and  our  two  small  cliildren,  taken 
early  in  our  ministry  at  the  mission 
in  Fremont,  Ohio.  Through  the 
years  she  has  never  ceased  to  pray 
for  our  ministry  and  welfare.

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The  dictionary  gives  these  defini- 
tions: consistent,  uniform  throughout; 
inconsistent,  incoherent  or  illogical  in 
thought  and  actions.  Let  me  show 
you  what  I  mean.

"Be  sure 
to  make  the  icing  not  too  sweet,"  she 
cautioned.  "And  make  it  pretty-you 
know,  with  a  'Happy  Birthday'  on  it." 


So,  grumbling  a  little  I  must  con- 
fess, I  baked  a  "pretty"  cake  with 
white  icing  and  a  big  yellow  and  pink 
"Happy  Birthday"  on  it.  Three  tiny 
candles    in   pink   and   yellow   holders 
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were  placed  on  the  bottom  and  the 
effect  was  pleasant  to  the  eyes  if  not 
a  masterpiece  of  beauty.  It  was  also 
good  to  the  taste,  I  was  reasonably 
sure. 


Imagine  my  chagrin  when  this  dear 
lady  arrived  for  the  Monday  Day 
Blind  gathering  and  whispered,  "Did 
you  bake  the  cake?" 

I  nodded  and  we  smiled  together 
at  our  little  conspiracy.  "Oh,  Jerry, 
but  I  can't  eat  it  until  ne.xt  Saturday, 
you  know!" 

Little  lights  exploded  in  my  head. 
All  that  work! 

"But  it  will  be  almost  a  week  until 
Saturday!" 

She  shook  her  head  sadly.  "I  can't 
eat  it  until  after  Passover,"  she  said. 

I  shrugged  and  thought  that  the 
icing  would  be  as  hard  as  granite  by 
Saturday,  and  the  cake  would  be  as 
dry  as  the  desert  sands.  Oh  well! 

The  tables  had  been  set  neatly  and 
we  gathered  our  guests  to  seat  them 
since  they  are  blind.  I  had  already 
placed  the  jello  on  the  plates.  It  was 
black  cherry  containing  fruit  cocktail. 
Since  it  was  during  the  Passover  week, 
I  had  anticipated  some  of  the  problems 
we  might  face  and  decided  to  serve 
matzos  instead  of  sandwiches,  passing 
the  egg  salad  and  tuna  salad  to  be  used 
with  the  matzos.  Matzos,  of  course, 
are  unleavened  sheets  of  dough  pre- 
pared in  a  special  way  to  make  them

year-old  lady  tearfully 


"kosher"  or  ceremonially  clean  for 
Passover.  One  may  also  purchase  the 
more  appetizing  kind  made  with  egg 
and  onion,  or  just  egg,  but  these  are 
not  for  "kosher"  eating. 

As  I  took  coffee  around,  Dave  U- 
held  out  his  plate.  "Take  it  away," 
he  said.  "I  can't  eat  it.  It  isn't 
kosher." 

I  shrugged,  trying  to  figure  out 
what  was  the  matter  with  jello.  After 
all,  there  wasn't  any  leaven  in  it  that  I 
could  think  of,  unless  sugar  is  con- 
sidered leaven.  If  Dave  A-ea/Zv  wanted  to 
be  "kosher,"  then  my  plates  and  sil- 
ver would  certainly  be  disqualified. 
But  that  seemed  to  bother  him  not  at 
all  for  he  unfolded  his  sandwich  and 
fruit  and  placed  them  on  his  plate. 

The  next  in  line  complained  about 
the  matzos.  "I  don't  eat  matzos,"  she 
told  Sally.  "How  about  a  sandwich  on 
bread?" 

Sally  was  busy  serving  so  Isobel 
went  dutifully  to  the  kitchen  and  fixed 
a  sandwich  for  her.  Incidentally,  this 
woman  is  the  one  who  brings  her 
lunch  from  the  kosher  rest  home  in. 
which  she  hves.  Naturally,  all  the  food 
there  is  kosher.  She  calls  me  aside  and 
hands  me  her  sack  lunch  each  month 
when  the  group  meets. 

"Jerry,"  she  says  happily,  "put  my 
sandwich  on  the  plate  for  someone 
else  and  give  me  one  of  your  sand- 
wiches." 

For  dessert,  one  of  the  guests 
brought  some  ice  cream.  It  also  con- 
tains sugar  but  it  didn't  seem  to  bother 
anyone  and  was  eaten  with  great  gusto. 
(I  don't  think  sugar  is  a  leaven.) 


So  the  meal  ended.  When  they  pre- 
pared to  go  home  at  the  end  of  the 
meeting,  the  lady  for  whom  I  baked 
the  cake  took  it  with  tears  in  her  eyes. 

"The  loveliest  birthday  cake  I  have 
ever  had!"  she  exclaimed  to  me.  But 
will  it  be  lovely  if  she  waits  a  week  to 
eat  it?  How  God  must  care  for  the 
consistent  Christian!  How  He  must 
relish  those  who  appreciate  His  great 
gift -His  Son!

from  the  worthless  ones,  there  would 
be  a  veritable  mountain  of  rejects. 

There  are  witty  words  and  witless 
words,  weighty  words  and  weak  words. 
Some  words  are  welcome  and  some  are 
wretched.  Some  are  winsome  and 
some  are  wrangling.  If  all  our  words 
could  be  sorted  into  pUes,  which  pile 
would  be  greater— the  warm,  worthy, 
well-chosen  words,  or  the  warlike, 
wounding,  wasted  ones? 

Words  have  a  tremendous  potential 
either  for  weal  or  woe.  A  certain 
Greek  philosopher  asked  his  servant  to 
provide  the  best  dish  possible.  The 
servant  prepared  a  dish  of  tongue,  say- 
ing: "It  is  the  best  of  all  dishes,  be- 
cause with  it  we  may  bless  and  com- 
municate happiness,  dispel  sorrow,  re- 
move despair,  cheer  the  fainthearted, 
inspire  the  discouraged,  and  say  a  hun- 
dred things  to  uplift  men." 

Later  the  philosopher  asked  his  ser- 
vant to  provide  the  worst  dish  of  which 
he  could  think.  A  dish  of  tongue  ap- 
peared on  the  table.  The  servant  ex- 
plained, "It  is  the  worst,  because  with 
it    we   may   curse   and   break  human

hearts,  destroy  reputation,  promote 
discord  and  strife,  set  families,  com- 
munities, and  nations  at  war  with  each 
other."  He  was  a  wise  servant.  As 
Solomon  said,  "Whoso  keepeth  his 
tongue,  keepeth  his  soul  from  trouble." 
Wanton  words  can  ruin  us.  "Every 
idle  word  that  men  shall  speak,"  said 
Jesus,  "they  shall  give  account  thereof 
in  the  day  of  judgment."  The  Bible 
also  says  that  "in  the  multitude  of 
words  there  lacketh  not  sin,"  so  let  us 
guard  against  wanton  words,  windy 
words,  wasted  words.  Said  George 
Eliot,  "Blessed  is  the  man  who,  hav- 


ing notliing  to  say,  abstains  from  giv- 
ing wordy  evidence  of  the  fact!" 

Wise  words  can  save  a  soul  from 
hell  and  point  men  to  the  skies.  Some- 
times there  is  need  of  warning  words. 
Never  should  we  permit  ourselves  to 
say  anything  except  wholesome  words. 
"Let  no  corrupt  communication  pro- 
ceed out  of  your  mouth,  but  that 
which  is  good  to  the  use  of  edifying, 
that  it  may  minister  grace  unto  the 
hearers." 

Watch  your  words.  Guard  against 
words  of  wrath.  Avoid  words  that 
wreck.  Remember  that  words  never 
die.  Every  word  you  speak  is  re- 
corded in  heaven  to  be  played  back 
at  God's  desire;  and  the  Lord  clearly 
tells  you,  "By  thy  words  thou  shalt 
be  justified,  and  by  thy  words  thou 
shalt  be  condemned."  Words  of  re- 
pentance may  save  you.  Words  of  self- 
defense  may  damn  your  soul  forever. 

An  elderly  woman,  much  beloved 
in  her  community,  was  asked  about 
her  formula  for  making  and  keeping 
friends.  "Well,"  she  replied,  "I  stop 
and  taste  my  words  before  I  let  them 
pass  my  teeth."  With  the  help  of  the 
Lord  it  is  possible  to  control  your 
speech.  It  is  within  your  power  to  de- 
termine whether  they  will  be  bitter  or 
sweet.

"Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the 
meditation  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable 
in  thy  sight,  0  Loid."— Robert  C.

Christianity 


American 
Education 


I  he  prospects  of  Christianity  in  re- 
lation to  American  education  is  a  sub- 
ject too  vast  for  this  short  speech.  The 
best  that  can  be  done  is  to  select  a 
point  or  two  and  merely  indicate  where 
serious  discussion  can  begin.  The  first 
point  is  the  anti-Christian  character  of 
the  public  schools. 

That  public  education  is  non-Chris- 
tian is  easily  shown.  In  my  classes  not 
one  student  in  fifty  recognizes  a  quota- 
tion from  the  Bible.  A  eirl  in  one  class 
had  heard  about  David  and  Goliath,  but 
no  one  in  that  class  knew  Uriah  the 
Hittite  or  Bathsheba.  Several  students 
told  me  that  they  had  never  seen  the 
inside  of  a  Bible. 

This  widespread  ignorance  among 
college  students  shows  the  non-Chris- 
tian character  of  the  students.  Beyond 
this  it  suggests  the  anti-Christian  char- 
acter of  the  public  school  systems  that 
produce  this  ignorance.  It  would  be 
naive  to  suppose  that  Christian  history 
was  merely  overlooked  when  the  cur- 
ricula were  formed  and  was  omitted 
by  mistake.  It  is  clear  that  the  Chris- 
tian themes  have  been  deliberately  ex- 
cluded. 

At  this  point  one  may  recall  the 
Supreme  Court's  decision  on  prayer 
and  Bible  reading  in  the  public  schools. 
The  decision  stirred  up  some  furor  at 
the  time.  At  the  height  of  this  furor 
it  struck  me  that  many  people  were 
exercised  who  for  years  had  done  lit- 
tle or  nothing  to  propagate  Christian- 
ity. They  showed  alarm  when  the 
forms  of  religion  were  attacked,  though 
they  seemed  to  have  had  little  concern 
for  its  reality. 

Some  parts  of  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  cannot  be  regarded  as 
unfortunate.  Christians,  it  seems  to 
me,  should  be  happy  that  the  Court 
has  prohibited  the  use  of  State-com- 
posed and  State-imposed  prayers. 
These  official  prayers  were  not  only 
non-Christian,  but  also  an  offense  to 
all  who  believe  that  prayer  may  be 
offered  to  God  only  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  effects  of  this  decision  have 
been  much  worse  than  the  decision  it- 
self. Where  the  school  authorities  are 
antagonistic  to  Christianity,  or  where 
they  fear  anti-Christian  agitators,  they 
have  rushed  not  only  to  apply  but  even 
to  extend  the  court's  decision.  Pupils 
have    been   prevented   from   receiving 
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Gideon  Bibles,  and  some  boards  of 
education  make  teachers  patrol  the 
lunch  rooms  to  see  that  no  pupil  asks 
a  blessing  over  his  lunch.  Purdue  Uni- 
versity does  not  permit  the  Inter- 
Varsity  Christian  Fellowship  to  meet 
in  university  rooms  if  prayer  and  song 
are  included  in  the  program.  In  the 
summer  of  1962  at  the  University  of 
Washington  I  addressed  linguistic  stu- 
dents of  the  Wycliffe  translators  who 
were  studying  there.  But  we  could  not 
meet  on  campus.  It  was  necessary  to 
use  a  house  across  the  street. 

While  I  was  in  Seattle,  I  was  told 
that  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Washington  does  not  guarantee  free- 
dom of  rehgion.  It  guarantees  free- 
dom/rom  religion. 

These  facts  are  sufficient  to  show 
that  there  is  a  widespread,  organized 
effort,  by  educational  and  governmen- 
tal units,  to  harrass  Christians  and  to 
eliminate  /Christianity  from  American 
Ufe. 

This  anti-Christian  activity  by  the 
tax-supported  schools  is  the  result  of 
principles  adopted  and  forwarded  by 
influential  professors  of  education  such 
as  William  Heard  Kilpatrick,  who  was  a 
professor  of  education  at  the  Teachers 
College  of  Columbia  University.  In  a 
career  of  thirty  years  he  is  said  to  have 
trained  35,000  teachers.  His  principles 
are  clearly  stated  in  his  Philosophy  of 
Education  (page  354),  where  he  argues 
against  reUgious  liberty.  He  calls  it 
"undemocratic"  to  allow  parents  to 
teach  the  doctrines  of  their  own  re- 
ligion to  their  own  children. 

We  turn  now  to  our  second  point: 
namely,  that  American  public  educa- 
tion is  politically  totalitarian,  or  statist. 

The  reference  to  Kilpatrick  already 
shows  this,  because  what  could  be 
more  totalitarian  than  prohibiting  re- 
ligious liberty  in  the  home?  It  is  espe- 
cially to  be  noted  that  this  imposition 
of  religious,  or  rather,  antireligious, 
controls  on  the  parents  is  proposed  in 
the  name  of  democracy.  In  the  earlier 
American  tradition  democracy  meant 
that  everybody  could  vote,  everybody 
was  equal  before  the  law,  and  every- 
body had  inalienable  rights  protected 
against  the  encroachment  of  the  state. 
But  now  those  who  wish  to  confuse 
our  language  and  destroy  our  civiliza- 
tion use  the  term  democracy  to  mean 
denial  of  inalienable  rights  and  the  pro- 


motion of  an  all-powerful  state. 

It  was  James  Earl  Russell,  dean  of 
Columbia  University's  Teachers  Col- 
lege, who  wrote:  "The  obvious  out- 
come of  the  World  War  in  education  is 
that  schools  more  than  ever  before  are 
agencies  of  the  State.  .  .  .  Teachers  are 
servants  of  the  State."  He  goes  on  to 
say  that  the  foremost  duty  of  the 
teacher  is  the  promotion  of  the  welfare 
of  the  State.  For  Dean  Russell,  the 
aim  of  education  is  not  the  good  of 
the  pupil  but  the  promotion  of  the 
State. 

These  and  similar  views  ultimately 
mean  that  private  education,  whether 
in  the  form  of  Christian  colleges  or  in 
the  form  of  Christian  elementary

schools,  will  be  banned.  Nor  is  this 
mere  theory.  Forces  are  definitely  at 
work  in  opposition  to  private  educa- 
tion. One  such  force  is  the  pressure 
of  class  time  and  extracurricular  activ- 
ities so  to  occupy  the  pupil  that  he 
wOl  have  very  little  opportunity  for 
Bible  study.  School  administrators 
attack  the  released-time  program  on 
the  ground  that  it  infringes  on  the 
right  of  the  State  to  control  the  pupil's 
thought  for  a  full  five  days  of  the 
week.  They  regard  Biblical  instruc- 
tion as  useless  and  do  not  want  it  to 
interfere  with  their  anti-Biblical  pro- 
gram. Beyond  class  time  pupils  are 
pressured  into  extra-curricular  activi- 
ties to  make  them  units  in  a  secular 
society  and  to  prevent  them  from  cen- 
tering their  lives  in  the  church. 

Point  three  has  now  been  prepared 
for:  namely,  that  American  public 
education  is  philosophically  relativistic. 
We  believe  that  the  absolute  truth  of 
inalienable  rights  and  the  divinely  fixed 
limitations  on  civil  government  are 
the  only  intellectual  defense  against 
dictatorship.  On  the  contrary,  the 
relativist,  in  his  rejection  of  all  fixed 
truth,  means  that  in  time  liberty  will 
be  wrong  and  the  principles  of  Hitler 
and  Stalin  will  be  right.  Let  us  be  very 


clear  at  this  point:  fixed  truth  is  the 
basis  of  freedom,  while  relativism  (the 
denial  of  fixed  truth)  cannot  withhold 
approval  of  the  worst  tyrannies. 

In  view,  then,  of  the  disastrous 
sweep  of  anti-Christian  secularism 
through  our  nation,  we  must  cry  out, 
"If  the  foundations  be  destroyed,  what 
can  the  righteous  do?" 

So  widespread  is  corruption  in  gov- 
ernment, so  dark  is  the  apostasy  of  the 
large  and  wealthy  churches,  so  low  has 
the  country  sunk  into  vice  and  crime, 
that  I  am  entirely  pessimistic  as  to  the 
future  of  this  nation.  Yet  there  are 
some  things  that  the  righteous  can  do 
and  ought  to  do. 

First  of  all,  professing  Christians 
should  learn  what  Christianity  is,  and 
defend  it.  Unfortunately,  the  defend- 
ers of  evangelical  religion  are  some- 
times confused,  and  they  defend  anti- 
Christian  programs. 

The  second  thing  we  should  do  is  to 
practice  our  liberties  before  they  are 
completely  atrophied.  Let  me  urge 
Christian  professors  to  write  books  de- 
fending the  Christian  position.  Evan- 
gelical publications  are  few  in  number 
and  sometimes  not  outstanding  in 
quality.  To  make  an  impact  on  the 
educated  public  much  more  publica- 
tion is  imperative. 

I  also  urge  Christian  students  to  do 
much  better  work  than  heretofore.  As 
a  minority  group,  with  pubHc  opinion 
against  us,  we  must  excel  in  order  to 
be  heard.  We  must  have  our  subject 
matter  at  our  finger  tips,  whether  it  be 
Greek  grammar,  archaeology,  physics, 
or  philosophy.  We  must  know  the 
arguments  of  our  enemies  better  than 
they  do,  and  we  must  be  able  to  meet 
those  arguments  squarely.  This  takes 
study,  constant  study.  Therefore, 
make  the  most  of  your  college  career. 

Finally,  let  us  do  all  we  can  to  sup- 
port Christian  schools:  grade  schools, 
high  schools,  and  colleges.  Let  us 
practice  our  liberties  before  they  are 
extinguished.  To  compete  with  anti- 
Christian  public  education,  we  need  a 
widespread  system  of  private  schools 
to  teach  Christian  principles-Christian 
principles  in  literature,  history,  politics, 
sociology,  psychology,  and  philosophy. 
God's  revelation  covers  all  problems  of 
life.  Let  us  learn  and  apply  these  di- 
vine principles  to  every  phase  of  our 
earthly  existence.  ▼ 
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Surprises  . . .  Crises 
. . .  Hoplessness  . . .

'e  live  in  a  period  of  surprises. 
Never  in  the  history  of  mankind  has 
this  been  more  true  than  today.  The 
swiftly  moving  course  of  events  brings 
a  new  series  of  surprises  each  morning. 
And  with  these  surprises  there  come 
the  accompanying  problems,  frustra- 
tions, disappointments,  discourage- 
ments, disasters,  and  despair.  Two 
things  have  helped  to  accentuate  tliis 
situation.  The  explosion  of  knowledge 
has  made  itself  felt  all  across  the  world. 
There  is  no  land  or  clime  or  people 
who  have  not  been  influenced  by  the 
broadening  horizons  of  knowledge.  In 
addition  to  this  there  have  been  the 
multiplied  methods  of  communication 
and  transportation.  These  have  facili- 
tated the  dissemination  of  knowledge 
and  made  the  vast  distances  that  separ- 
ate peoples  to  shrink  into  mere  insig- 
nificance. It  is  therefore  fairly  certain 
that  surprises  will  increase  with  the 
passing  of  the  years. 

Surprises  are  the  result  of  change, 
and  change  most  often  precipitates 
crisis.  There  is  the  passing  of  the  pres- 
ent order  and  the  ushering  in  of  the 
new.  Wliile  this  change  is  intended  to 
be  for  good,  it  is  more  often  for  Ul 
because  men  are  sinful.  The  limita- 
tions imposed  by  a  sinful  human  na- 
ture lead  man  to  regard  mankind  as  the 
supreme  good  and  the  chief  end  in  life. 
God  is  completely  eliminated  from  his 
thoughts  fPs.  10:4).  In  his  desperate 
effort  to  promote  his  own  cause,  he 
encroaches  upon  the  rights  of  his  fel- 
low men  and  only  makes  the  scramble 
for  life  and  health  and  happiness  more 
complicated  and  perilous  than  ever. 
His  vision's  being  limited  to  the  pres- 
ent  makes   it   impossible   for  him  to 


calculate  the  far-reaching  effects  of 
his  inventions  in  the  present.  It  would 
never  occur  to  him  that  democracy  in- 
tended for  the  welfare  of  all  could 
eventually  turn  out  for  the  perU  of  all. 

Unending  change,  inevitable  crisis, 
and  continuing  surprise  at  the  course 
of  events  is  producing  confusion  in  the 
minds  of  men  and  most  certainly  a 
deepening  sense  of  hopelessness.  The 
instability  in  our  society  is  beginning 
to  produce  a  growing  sense  of  dread 
and  fright.  A  riot  among  students  on 
a  college  campus  can  interrupt  the 
operation  of  a  great  university  and 
actually  bring  about  the  fall  of  a  gov- 
ernment. An  attempt  on  the  part  of 
police  to  maintain  law  and  order  can 
erupt  into  a  siege  of  violence  that 
threatens  a  whole  segment  of  society. 
The  bullet  from  an  assassin's  weapon 
can  produce  an  outbreak  of  anarchy 
that  threatens  the  communities  of  the 
land.  At  last  a  president  who  has 
ridden  into  power  on  the  crest  of  the 
greatest  wave  of  popularity  in-  history 
suddenly  withdraws  from  the  political 
race  for  fear  of  what  lies  ahead.  And 
the  political  race  goes  on  with  no  real 
sense  of  direction  and  promising  no 
workable  solution  to  the  problems 
confronting  the  world. 

Can  it  be  said  that  out  of  such  con- 
fusion there  can  come  clarity?  Can 
democracy  now  verging  on  anarchy 
promise  any  hope?  In  the  midst  of  a 
breakdown  of  law  and  order,  is  it  pos- 
sible that  mere  gun  control  will  stem 
the  tide  of  violence  and  crime?  Is  it 
possible,  where  there  is  no  longer  any 
clear  line  of  distinction  between  right 
and  wrong,  that  a  change  of  adminis- 
tration will  make  a  difference?   Can  it 


be  expected  from  a  people  who  from 
peer  to  peasant  are  determined  to  live 
over  the  pattern  of  a  new  morality, 
that  anything  other  than  disaster  lies 
ahead?  Can  those  who  are  purposely 
blind  to  the  trends  of  history,  andi 
therefore  deliberately  pursue  a  course 
of  life  that  leads  to  dreadful  conse- 
quences, be  expected  to  reap  anything 
other  than  what  they  have  sown? 
What  lies  ahead? 

History  tells  us  one  thing.  Out  of 
the  confusion  and  failure  of  democracy 
there  always  rises  the  dictator  and 
despot.  And  the  Bible  declares  that 
the  greatest  tyrant  of  the  ages  lies  im- 
mediately ahead. 

To  the  agonizing  question,  is  there 
any  hope,  any  source  of  encourage- 
ment, the  answer  is,  yes!  To  the  true 
believer  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  there 
is  a  source  of  hope.  God  is  still  on  the 
throne  of  the  universe.  His  kingdom 
rules  over  all  (Ps.  103:19),  and  as  He 
watches  the  course  of  events  He  laughs 
at  the  senseless  struggles  of  men  to  es- 
cape reality  (Ps.  2:4).  God's  word  iss 
forever  settled  in  heaven  (Ps.  1 19:89). 
And  that  word  is  recorded  for  men  in 
the  Bible.  Midst  the  dust  and  con- 
fusion of  the  thinking  of  men,  it  sets 
forth  a  clear  pattern  of  reality.  The 
believer  can  settle  this  message  in  his 
own  heart.  He  will  be  sure  to  find 
that  this  particular  thing  will  give  him 
assurance. 

The  God  of  the  Bible  works  all 
tilings  after  the  counsel  of  His  own  will 
(Eph.  1:11).  God  has  not  abandoned 
the  world  to  the  striving  of  men.  He  is 
controlling  everything  and  directing  it 
so  that  it  will  fulfill  His  will.  The  en- 
couraging thing  for  the  believer  iss 
this:  namely,  that  God  is  controlling 
all  these  things  in  such  a  way  that  they 
will  work  out  for  good  to  them  who 
love  God  (Rom.  8:28). 

In  such  an  hour  as  this,  when  con- 
fusion, calamity,  and  crisis  seem  to 
reign  everywhere,  the  promise  of  the 
coming  of  the  Lord  burns  more  bright- 
ly than  ever.  Read  Luke  21:25-26. 
Could  this  describe  the  times  in  which 
we  are  living?  It  would  appear  so. 
Jesus  declared  that  these  were  signs  of 
His  coming.  Read  Luke  21:27-31.  Per- 
haps we  are  beginning  to  see  the  things 
that  herald  His  return.  If  so,  let  us 
take  heart  and  with  greater  effort  than 
ever  seek  to  make  the  best  use  of  our 
time  in  His  behalf.  At  His  coming  He 
will  set  things  in  order.  ■^ 
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Christ's  Greatest  Gift  Today

r\  mong  the  varied  spiritual  gifts  that 
God  gives  to  His  people  today,  the 
greatest  is  that  of  proclaiming  the 
truth  of  God  for  the  edification  of  the 
church.  This  can  be  demonstrated  by 
the  fact  that  God's  three  most  impor- 
tant gifts  to  the  Early  Church,  accord- 
ing to  Paul's  list  in  I  Corinthians  12:28 
("first  apostles,  secondarily  prophets, 
thirdly  teachers"),  were  men  who  spent 
their  time  indoctrinating  God's  people 
in  "the  faith  which  was  once  deliv- 
ered unto  the  saints"  (Jude  3). 

Today,  of  course,  we  no  longer  have 
apostles  and  prophets,  for  they  per- 
formed a  unique  ministry  of  founda- 
tion-building (Eph.  2:20,  3:5,  Rev. 
21:14).  They  were,  in  the  case  of  the 
apostles,  eyewitnesses  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  (Acts  1:21-22);  or,  in  the  case 
of  prophets,  recipients  of  direct  reve- 
lation from  Christ  for  predicting  future 
events  (Acts  11:28)  or  writing  Scrip- 
ture (Rom.  16:26,  Eph.  3:5),  though 
some  of  the  apostles  also  wrote  Scrip- 
ture (Matthew,  Jolui,  Peter,  Paul),  and 
had  the  gift  of  prophecy  (I  Cor.  14:6). 
In  Hebrews  2:3-4  we  see  how  one  New 
Testament  prophet  looked  up  to  the 
apostles  ("them  that  heard"),  even  as 
we  today  are  to  look  up  to  the  inspired 
word  of  both  apostles  and  prophets  as 
complete  and  final  (Rev.  22:18-19). 
This  leaves  teachers  (I  Cor.  12:28),  or 
"pastors  and  teachers"  (Eph.  4: 1 1),  as 
Christ's  greatest  gift  to  the  church  to- 
day. 

Most  Christians  are  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  Holy  Spirit  has  given  to 
each  believer  one  or  more  spiritual 
gifts  (I  Cor.  12:4-11),  and  that  some 


gifts  are  more  important  than  others. 
But  not  so  many  seem  to  have  grasped 
the  fact  that  God  does  not  expect  us 
to  be  content  with  lesser  gifts,  but  in- 
stead. He  commands  us  to  "covet  ear- 
nestly the  best  gifts  (I  Cor.  12:31).  In 
other  words,  the  best  gift  today  (teach- 
ing the  Word  of  God)  is  not  restricted 
to  a  special  class  of  Christians,  but  is 
to  be  sought  earnestly  by  all  Chris- 
tians! And  why  should  we  earnestly 
covet  tills  gift?  Because  with  it  we  can 
more  effectively  serve  our  wonderful 
Lord  and  serve  the  church,  which  is 
His  body. 

In  his  commentary  on  I  Corinthians 
12:31,  R.  C.  H.  Lenski  states:  "To 
strive  zealously  (covet  earnestly)  means 
more  than  to  pray:  it  includes  effort 
toward  cultivating  and  toward  pro- 
ducing a  receptivity  and  a  fitness  on 
our  part.  The  Spirit  bestows  the  gifts, 
but  he  bestows  them  only  on  those 
who  are  fit  to  receive  them.  He,  too, 
works  the  fitness  but  does  so  only  in 
those  who  allow  him  full  sway  in  their 
hearts.  Many  of  us  could  have  gifts 
that  we  now  lack,  and  we  could  have 
them  to  a  greater  degree  than  we  now 
have  them.  This  is  especially  true 
with  reference  to  some  of  the  greater 
gifts  such  as  wisdom,  knowledge,  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Word,  ability  to 
e.xplain  it  to  others,  ability  to  win 
others  for  the  gospel,  and  so  on." 

The  gift  of  preaching  and  teaching 
is  of  supreme  importance  in  the  church 
today  because  Christians  are  in  desper- 
ate and  continual  need  of  being  fed  the 
truths  of  God's  Word.  Our  Lord,  short- 
ly   following    His    resurrection,   com- 


manded Peter:  "Feed  my  sheep"  (John 
21:17).  Peter,  with  these  words  throb- 
bing in  his  soul,  wrote  in  turn  to  pas- 
tors that  were  under  his  influence:: 
"Feed  the  flock  of  God  which  is 
among  you"  (I  Peter  5:2).  In  his  last 
epistle  the  aged  Apostle  Paul  revealed 
to  young  Timothy  the  basic  principle 
which  had  guided  his  own  missionary 
service  and  which  would  prove  to  be 
the  most  fruitful  for  Timothy:  "The 
things  that  thou  hast  heard  of  me 
among  many  witnesses,  the  same  com- 
mit thou  to  faithful  men,  who  shall  be 
able  to  teach  others  also"  (II  Tim.  2:2). 

In  the  light  of  this,  we  may  safely 
conclude  that  the  greatest  need  of  the 
hour  is  for  men  who  will  covet  ear- 
nestly the  best  gifts:  who  will  give  them- 
selves "continually  to  prayer,  and  to 
the  ministry  of  the  word"  (Acts  6:4); 
who  will  learn  how  to  "feed  the  flock 
of  God,"  however  long  or  difficult 
might  be  the  task  of  preparing  for  such 
a  ministry. 

We  need  to  be  reminded  today, 
when  lesser  and  perhaps  more  spectac- 
ular gifts  are  given  the  preeminence 
among  Christians,  that  "elders  that  rule 
well"  are  to  be  "counted  worthy  of 
double  honour,  especially  they  who 
labour  in  the  word  and  doctrine"  (I 
Tim.  5:17).  Double  honor  is  to  be  ac- 
corded such  elders,  for  they  are  twice 
as  effective  in  the  hands  of  God  "for 
the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying 
of  the  body  of  Christ"  (Eph.  4:12).

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ho  knows  when  the  really  im- 
portant events  in  our  hves  actually  be- 
gin? It  isn't  always  easy  to  pinpoint 
the  time  or  the  place.  And  a  sense  of 
wonder  is  added  to  everything  that  we 
do  when  we  know  that  behind  it  all, 
God  moves  in  "mysterious  ways  His 
wonders  to  perform." 

Our  experience  in  France  this  sum- 
mer is  a  wonder  to  each  one  of  us. 
Perhaps  we  had  prepared  ourselves  for 
the  worst  while  hoping  for  the  best. 
After  all,  a  building  that  dates  back  to 
the  fourteenth  century  is  bound  to  be 
a  bit  drafty,  if  nothing  else. 

We  soon  got  to  know  those  who 
work  here  regularly:  the  Renicks,  the 
missionaries  in  charge  of  the  work  in 
the  absence  of  the  Juliens;  Bob  Han- 
son, the  cadet  missionary  from  the 
States;  Andre  Bodinier,  a  Bible  insti- 
tute graduate  from  France;  and  Daniel 
Dutruc-Rosset,  the  French  student 
working  with  the  team.  Wliile  we  wait- 
ed for  the  arrival  of  the  Juliens,  those 
working  at  the  chateau  were  helpful; 
the  French  young  people  were  friend- 
ly, and  we  knew  we  were  going  to  have 
a  good  summer. 

One  of  our  greatest  delights  when 
tired  or  discouraged  is  the  rich  beauty 
of  the  country  around  us.  The  Cha- 
teau de  St.  Albain  is  situated  higli 
on  a  ridge  overlooking  the  Saone  River. 
On  clear  days  it  is  possible  to  see 
Mount  Blanc,  the  highest  mountain 
peak  in  Europe,  some  150  miles  away, 
while  a  walk  down  the  winding  village 
road  leads  to  the  rolling  fields.  At 
night  the  stars  are  very  close  overhead. 

But  we  didn't  come  here  to  see  the 
beauty  of  the  country,  to  view  with 
awe  the  ancient  buildings,  or  to  listen 
with  wonder  to  tales  of  the  past.  We 
came  to  meet  French  young  people, 
to  tell  them  about  what  we  have  found 
in  Christ. 

This  might  not  sound  like  a  very 
difficult  assignment.  After  all,  all  a 
person  has  to  do  is  to  walk  up  to 
another  person,  say,  "Hello,"  and  start 
a  conversation.  Step  number  one  was 
accomplished  without  too  much  diffi- 
culty, even  for  the  shy  ones.  Step  two 
wasn't  bad  either.  It  doesn't  take  too 
long  to  learn  to  say,  "Bonjour,  com- 
ment   ca   va?"      But   with   a   meager 


French  vocabulary,  it's  not  too  easy  to 
carry  on  an  animated  conversation. 
It's  a  real  struggle  to  put  strange 
words  together  so  that  they  have  mean- 
ing for  two  people.  It's  bewildering  to 
be  answered  in  a  rapid  succession  of 
sounds  that  don't  even  divide  into 
individual  words.  It's  frustrating  to 
have  to  ask  people  to  speak  "douce- 
ment"  or  to  call  someone  over  to  inter- 
pret or  to  smile  as  if  you  understand, 
hoping  all  the  time  that  you  really  did 
get  the  gist  of  the  comment.  It's  an 
exhausting  pastime,  and  sometimes  we 
can't  wait  to  be  alone  or  to  find  an 
old  friend  who  actually  understands 
what  we're  saying.  At  times  our  minds 
simply  cease  to  function.

We  have  had  the  experience  of  sit- 
ting in  the  midst  of  French-speaking 
people  listening  to  what  is  going  on. 
Then  someone  says  something  to  us, 
and  we  mull  the  strange  sounds  over  to 
make  sense  out  of  them.  Suddenly  it 
dawns  on  us  that  it's  beautiful  EngHsh! 

Someone  might  be  tempted  to  ask, 
"If  it's  a  struggle,  why  bother?"  And  I 
could  write  a  book  to  answer  that 
question.  First  of  all,  the  amazing 
thing  that  we  have  learned  is  that  even 
with  our  limited  vocabulary  we  are 
able  to  communicate.  We  have  learned 
to  know  a  number  of  young  people 
who  come  to  the  chateau  regularly. 
As  we  get  to  know  them,  we  begin  to 
relax  and  be  more  ourselves.  Then  it 
becomes  easier  to  talk  to  them.  In 
fact,  we  are  finding  it  easier  to  speak 
with  strangers,  because  most  are  friend- 
ly and  are  willing  to  help  us  in  a  con- 
versation. 

At  a  recent  rally  we  were  able  to 
tell  the  young  people  something  of  our 
experiences  with  Christ.  Daniel  inter- 
preted for  each  of  us;  and  even  though 
we  weren't  able  to  speak  to  them  in 
French,  it  gave  us  satisfaction  to  be 
able  to  say  that  we  had  met  the  Christ. 

In  another  way  this  experience  is 


invaluable,  for  each  of  us  in  our  own 
way  is  learning  to  prove  God.  Each  of 
us  has  had  some  experience  in  which 
we  have  learned  that  God  is  sufficient, 
that  He  "is  able  to  do  exceeding  abun- 
dantly above  all  that  we  ask  or  think, 
according  to  the  power  that  worketh 
inus"(Eph.  3:20). 

Each  of  us  has  accepted  Christ  as 
our  Saviour,  trusting  Him  to  help  us 
daily.  We  have  read  Jeremiah  33:3: 
"Call  unto  me,  and  I  will  answer  thee, 
and  shew  thee  great  and  mighty  things, 
which  thou  knowest  not."  And  we 
know  that  it  is  true.  At  some  time  or 
another,  we  have  had  the  experience  of 
trusting  Christ  through  something  that 
was  hard  for  us.  We  have  held  to  Him 
when  we  could  not  control  the  circum- 
stances around  us.  We  have  learned 
the  patience  that  comes  from  waiting 
for  God  to  teach  us.  Yes,  we  have 
trusted  Christ  and  have  found  Him  to 
be  real. 

We  didn't  have  to  come  to  France 
to  learn  these  things  which  we  thought 
were  sufficient.  But  in  these  new  situ- 
ations, we  have  discovered  that  what 
we  have  is  not  enough.  We  are  learning 
that  it  is  not  God's  fault  that  we  lack 
anything.  Instead,  we  are  finding  that 
we  don't  have  to  lack  for  any  need. 

To  be  on  our  own  in  a  conversation 
with  no  interpreter  is  the  greatest  chal- 
lenge. This  is  where  we  need  more  of 
God's  power.  I  was  told  that  I  had  to 
trust  the  Lord.  My  first  reaction  was 
mild  indignation.  After  all,  what  do 
the  people  here  know  about  how  I 
have  trusted  the  Lord.  But  I  needed 
more  power  from  the  Lord  than  I  had. 
So  I  tried,  believing  the  Lord  would 
help.  What  I  really  said  to  Him  was, 
"I  believe;  help  thou  mine  unbelief 
(Mark  9:24).  And  He  did.  He  really 
did  do  exceeding  abundantly  above 
all  that  I  could  ask  or  think  according 
to  the  power  that  works  in  me.  Each 
of  us  has  had  a  similar  experience  in 
learning  about  the  reality  and  power 
of  God  in  the  individual  lives  of  His 
children. 

It  occurred  to  me  that  if  we  would 
all  put  to  use  the  same  power  of  God 
at  home,  we  would  really  be  amazed  to 
see  what  God  would  do  in' our  lives 
and  the  lives  of  others.  ▼ 
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hat  is  the  position  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church  with  regard  to  military  ser- 
vice for  Christian  young  people? 

It  is  our  purpose  to  find  out  what 
the  Scriptures  say  about  this  subject, 
not  what  a  denomination  has  to  say. 
However,  in  discovering  what  the  Scrip- 
tures say,  we  present  the  position  of 
The  Brethren  Church.  Our  motto  is 
"The  Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  noth- 
ing but  the  Bible." 

There  is  and  there  will  be  war.  As 
long  as  there  are  unregenerate  hearts  in 
this  world,  we  may  expect  conflicts. 
Any  minister,  statesman,  politician,  or 
teacher  who  tells  you  that  the  United 
Nations  or  any  other  such  movement 
will  banish  war  and  bring  international 
peace  is  deceiving  you.  He  has  prob- 
ably been  deluded  himself.  This  de- 
luded condition  among  the  so-called 
wise  ones  of  the  world  has  come  about 
naturally.  They  have  followed  their 
own  wishful  thinking.  They  have 
neglected  the  plain  teachings  of  God's 
Word.  They  have  ignored  the  lessons 
of  history. 

Christ  explicitly  predicted  that  there 
would  be  "wars  and  rumours  of  wars" 
until  the  end  of  this  age  (Matt. 
24:5-11).  History  verifies  this  in- 
escapable truth. 

We  are  instructed  to  "live  at  peace" 
in  so  far  as  possible.  However,  un- 
saved men  may  not  be  expected  to 
abide  under  such  a  binding  scriptural 
standard.  It  is  not  in  their  hearts  to 
keep  peace. 

Therefore,  we  are  destined  to  live  in 
a  world  of  conflicts.  It  follows  that 
we  must  have  a  plan  of  living  in  light 


of  the  conflicts.  I  speak  to  Christians, 
especially  to  Christian  young  men  and 
women  faced  with  induction  into  the 
military  service. 

Wars  are  the  final  means  of  settle- 
ment between  the  unregenerate  nations 
of  the  world.  Those  whose  citizenship 
is  limited  to  the  earth  share  in  the  con- 
flicts and  the  blame.  However,  as  a 
son  of  God  you  have  a  dual  citizenship. 
You  are  a  member  of  the  body  of 
Christ,  and  you  are  also  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  of  America.  Your 
heavenly  citizenship  must  always  take 
precedence  over  your  earthly  citizen- 
ship (Acts  4: 19,  Phil.  3:20). 

Now,  we  do  not  advocate  a  rebel- 
lion against  the  powers  that  be.  We 
do  not  defend,  for  instance,  the  atti- 
tude of  the  so-called  "Jehovah's  Wit- 
nesses." These  are  acting  contrary  to 
the  Scripture  when  they  refuse  any  al- 
legiance to  a  government.  In  the 
United  States  of  America  we  have  a 
liberty  that  allows  the  harmonious 
operation  of  both  our  heavenly  and 
our  earthly  citizenships.  You  may  be 
a  true  child  of  Christ  and  a  good 
citizen  at  the  same  time. 

We  must  harmonize  our  two  citizen- 
ships. We  are  to  be  found  acceptable 
to  God  and  submissive  to  the  power 
of  the  State.  We  have  reason  to  be 
thankful  that  in  our  land  this  is  pos- 
sible. Our  government  has  made 
ample   provision  for  our  convictions. 

There  are  three  alternatives  for  the 
born-again  Christian. 

1.  He  may  register  in  the  military 
service,  be  assigned  to  a  post,  take  up 
arms,  and  shoot  to  kill.  To  kUl,  after 
all,   is   the   final   purpose   of  military 


training.  The  Christian  cannot  sincere- 
ly participate  with  a  ready  mind  in 
such  evil  endeavor.  In  the  Bible  it  is 
written:  "Thou  shalt  not  kill." 

If  it  is  objected  that  "he  kills  with- 
out mahce  in  his  heart,"  he  is  still  not 
free  from  responsibihty  in  the  matter. 
God  said,  "Thou  shalt  not  kill."  The 
"malice  clause"  in  killing  was  an  addi- 
tional precept  taught  by  Christ.  It  did 
not  abrogate  the  former  command,  but 
enlarged  and  completed  it.  If  a  life  is 
taken,  the  responsibility  must  be 
placed  upon  the  one  taking  that  life. 

2.  The  Christian  may  register  as  a 
CO.  (Conscientious  Objector).  There 
is  a  lot  of  confusion  existing  in  this 
matter.  The  CO.  camps  of  previous 
wars  have  been  the  hotbeds  of  all 
kinds  of  radicalism.  Pinks,  reds,  and 
fanatics  have  been  found  hiding  in 
them.  They  were  the  choice  of  paci- 
fists. 

But  there  have  been  a  large  number 
of  genuine  CO.  camps  with  the  finest 
of  Christian  men  within.  We  have  no 
fault  to  find  with  them.  We  respect 
their  stand.  However,  we  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  Word  of  the  Lord  de- 
heve  that  the  Word  of  the  Lord  de- 
mands such  a  stringent  position.  We  do 
not  beUeve  in  pacifism.  We  do  not 
encourage  enlistment  as  a  CO. 

3.  The  Christian  may  register  in  the 
military  service  as  a  Noncombatant. 
This  is  the  position  that  we  recom- 
mend. We  believe  that  it  meets  all  the 
necessary  requirements  outlined  above. 
It  places  the  man  of  God  in  a  position 
where  he  may  discharge  his  duties  to 
both  God  and  man. 

His  duty  to  God  is  obedience.    In 
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this  classification  he  may  refrain  from 
breaking  God's  law  of  the  sacredness 
of  life.  Man's  duty  to  man  is  service. 
Here  again  he  is  without  offense.  He 
may  "bind  the  wounded  and  lift  up 
the  fallen."  He  will  have  much  oppor- 
tunity to  witness  for  Christ  under  the 
most  pressing  of  the  needs  of  mankind. 
Some  objections  will  be  raised  re- 
garding this  position. 

1.  A  man  who  registers  as  a  Non- 
combatant  is  a  coward;  he  is  afraid  to 
fight. 

On  the  contrary,  he  is  more  a  man 
than  the  fellow  who  registers  other- 
wise. He  has  had  the  courage  of  con- 
viction. He  has  chosen  a  type  of  ser- 
vice that  wUl  be  for  the  benefit  of  his 
fellow  men.  He  offers  to  go  upon  the 
battlefield  unprotected  and  unarmed. 
A  man  well-armed  has  need  of  less 
courage. 

2.  If  everyone  would  take  this  atti- 
tude, we  would  have  no  defense  against 
agressors. 

But  face  the  reality.  Not  everyone 
will  take  this  attitude,  for  not  all  have 
convictions  based  upon  the  Word  of 
God.  Even  if  all  Christians  would  take 
this  position,  a  problem  would  not  ex- 
ist. Less  than  half  of  our  population  is 
even  to  be  classified  as  "nominal  Chris- 
tians." But  even  if  all  these  should  re- 
fuse to  bear  arms,  there  would  be  no 
serious  hindrance  to  the  military.  It 
takes  from  ten  to  twelve  Noncomba- 
tant  personnel  for  every  man  who  car- 
ries a  gun.  Rather  than  hindering  the 
activities  of  the  government,  the  Chris- 
fian  would  be  helping  in  the  way  that 
God  would  allow  him  to  help. 
I         3.    The    Noncombatant    is  just   as 


guilty  as  the  frontline  soldier,  even 
though  he  does  not  shoot  to  kill. 

This  is  a  false  conclusion.  The  man 
who  kills  deliberately  pulls  the  trigger 
that  sends  the  shell  to  the  heart  of  the 
enemy.  He  has  made  a  deliberate  de- 
cision to  take  a  life.  The  Noncomba- 
tant soldier  never  makes  that  choice. 
He  has,  on  the  other  hand,  done  what 
God's  Word  has  instructed  him  to  do 
and  has  fulfilled  his  obligation  to  the 
State. 

The  government  of  the  United 
States  has  made  ample  provision  for 
Christians  in  this  matter.  Laws  have 
been  enacted  to  provide  for  young  men 
and  women  with  sincere  objecfions  to 
bearing  arms.  You  may  register  as  a 
Noncombatant  under  military  service. 
A  special  classification  is  granted- 
lAO. 

You  need  only  to  voice  these  sin- 
cere convictions  at  the  time  of  your 
registrafion.  Your  local  board  has  the 
necessary  information  to  register  you 
properly.  If  there  is  any  question,  you 
may  contact  your  national  or  state 
selective  service  offices.  In  most  in- 
stances, you  will  find  a  cooperative 
and  understanding  reaction. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  the  above 
provisions  and  suggestions  are  not  a 
means  of  escape  from  duty  for  any 
man.  They  are  an  approved  course  of 
action  to  be  followed  by  Christians 
with  honest  convictions.  By  a  Chris- 
tian, we  mean  one  who  has  been  born 
again  by  a  personal  experience  with 
Jesus  Christ  (John  3:1-18).  By  honest 
convictions,  we  mean  firm  beliefs  grow- 
ing from  a  sincere  study  of  the  Bible. 
For  your  further  meditation,  we  recom- 


mend careful  study  of  the  following 
Scripture  passages:  Acts  4:1-31,  Ro- 
mans 13:1-14,  I  Peter  2:9-20,  Acts 
5:29. 

In  this  military  age  in  which  we  are 
forced  to  live,  these  teachings  may  not 
be  too  favorably  received.  However, 
they  are  the  logical  conclusions  based 
upon  the  thorough  studies  of  a  num- 
ber of  gifted  Bible  scholars.  They  are 
the  author's  convictions  as  gleaned 
from  the  unalterable  Scriptures.  It 
maybe  that  your  convictions  are  other- 
wise. Be  sure  that  you  have  based 
your  beliefs  upon  the  Scriptures,  not 
upon  sentiment  or  tradition. 

There  are  large  numbers  of  young 
men  serving  in  the  military  forces.  Are 
they  lost  because  they  bear  arms?  In- 
deed not.  This  is  not  a  matter  of  sal- 
vation; this  concerns  obedience  of  the 
Christian  to  the  leadings  of  the  Lord. 

Christian  leaders,  upon  us  devolve 
enlarged  responsibilities.  We  are  liv- 
ing in  a  military  age.  It  will  probably 
grow  increasingly  more  militaristic. 
Therefore,  let  us  teach  and  fortify  our 
youth  to  meet  the  existing  conditions. 
Wishful  thinking  is  poor  exercise  for 
such  a  time  as  this. 

God  is  merciful.  He  will  forgive  our 
shortcomings.  Those  who  have  come 
to  know  the  truth  are  to  walk  in  the 
light  of  that  truth.  If  in  times  past 
we  have  been  disobedient  in  the  matter 
of  military  service,  He  will  forgive. 
Paul  declares  that  he  obtained  mercy 
because  he  sinned  in  ignorance  of  the 
Scriptures. 

We  pray  that  the  light  presented 
here  will  help  you  to  know  the  will  of 
God  and  abide  in  it.  T

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s  you  complete  your  seminary  work,  you  ought 
to  be  prepared  to  go  back  out  into  the  world.  I  say 
that  advisedly,  because  it's  quite  a  shock  to  go  into 
the  rapidly  changing  world  with  its  thought  pro- 
cesses, worldliness,  and  all  the  various  things  that 
are  happening  out  there. 

Once  you  are  in  the  ministry,  you  begin  to  ap- 
preciate the  privilege  you  enjoyed  in  the  halls  of 
Grace  College  and  Seminary.  Recently  I  heard  Dr. 
William  Rice  say  that  he  felt  that  the  greatest  thing 
that  ever  came  his  way  was  the  privilege  of  being  at 
Grace  Theological  Seminary  to  prepare  to  be  a  pas- 
tor. This  would  be  my  testimony,  also. 

As  you  go  out,  you  must  deal  with  doctrinal 
problems.  In  my  area  there  is  the  influence  of 
Romanism.  Many  are  also  deluded  about  the  minis- 
try of  healing,  speaking  in  tongues,  and  the  various 
gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  These  are  people  who  have 
been  brought  up  in  evangelical  churches,  but  once 
they  get  a  taste  of  this  type  of  thing,  it's  hard  to 
bring  them  back.  This  is  when  you  really  begin  to 
appreciate  what  Grace  Theological  Seminary  did 
for  you  in  giving  you  a  basis  upon  which  you  could 
get  into  the  Word  of  God,  study  it,  and  then  come 
up  with  a  positive  answer  to  these  problems. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  is  in  making  the 
adjustment  from  communicating  in  the  classroom 
to  communicating  on  the  practical  level.  Most 
people  don't  know  what  you're  talking  about  if 
you  mention  the  aorist  tense. 

What  do  you  do  when  a  man  comes  knocking  on 


your  door  at  12:30  Saturday  night?  I  had  seen 
this  man  at  eight  that  evening  and  talked  with  him 
for  about  forty-five  minutes.  Now  he  said,  "If  I 
don't  get  some  answers  tonight,  I  don't  know  that 
I  ever  will." 

These  are  the  practical  applications  of  what 
you're  learning  in  seminary.  You  have  the  possi- 
bility not  only  of  leading  someone  into  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Christ,  but  also  of  leading  him  into 
the  area  of  doctrine  which  will  then  prepare  him 
for  everyday  living.  You  must  adjust  from  your 
theological  thinking  in  school  to  the  practical, 
everyday  living  of  the  individual  out  there  in  the 
street  or  next  door  to  you.  You  have  the  privilege 
of  going  out  to  handle  the  Word  of  God  and  share 
it  with  others.  ▼

We  Have  a  Concern 
"A  Summary 


Can  one  have  true  compassion  with- 
out a  resultant  action?  Is  it  possible 
to  have  that  anxious  concern  that 
brings  tears  to  our  eyes  without  being 
active  to  help  alleviate  the  difficulty 
causing  the  concern?  Can  we  feel  for 
one  so  keenly  that  we  have  what  the 
Bible  calls  "bowels  of  compassion" 
without  rusliing  to  the  side  of  the  one 
experiencing  grave  problems? 

These  are  questions  that  have  come 
to  my  mind  as  I  have  sat  through  the 
week  of  national  conference  and  lis- 
tened to  different  speakers  dealing 
with  the  conference  theme,  "We  Have 
a  Concern,"  taken  from  Matthew  9:36: 
"But  when  he  [Jesus]  saw  the  multi- 
tudes, he  was  moved  with  compassion 
on  them." 

I  believe  that  true  compassion  will 
move  us  to  action.  As  Jesus  was  moved 
with  compassion  for  the  multitudes, 
he  did  something  about  their  situation. 
He  went  from  place  to  place  teaching, 
preaching,  and  healing.  He  ministered 
to  the  mind,  the  soul,  the  body,  all 
with  deep  compassion  and  concern  for 
people  who  appeared  to  Him  as  sheep 
having  no  shepherd.  Jesus  showed  ten- 
derness and  regard  for  the  people.  But 
He  went  farther.  He  entered  into  their 
feelings. 

Moses  cried  out  to  God  in  his  com- 
passion for  Israel,  pleading  that  his  life 
be  taken  if  God  would  not  spare 
Israel.  David  Brainerd  was  so  moved 
and  stirred  for  the  souls  of  the  Ameri- 
can Indian  that  he  perspired  with  cold 
sweat  and  was  in  constant  agony.  John 
Knox  of  Scotland  cried  out  to  God, 


"Give  me  souls  or  I  die!" 

If  we  of  The  Brethren  Church  only 
preach  compassion,  it  is  a  farce.  We 
can  pity  people,  yet  do  nothing  for 
them.  If  we  only  preach  soul-winning 
and  do  not  practice  it,  we  fail  in  carry- 
ing out  God's  commission  to  us.  If  we 
carry  on  our  work  and  fail  to  involve 
ourselves  in  the  tragedies  around  us, 
we  miss  the  very  point  of  being  chil- 
dren of  God. 

Our  compassion  must  reach  out  to 
our  fellow  Christians  to  the  extent  that 
we  will  rejoice  with  those  who  rejoice, 
and  weep  with  those  who  weep.  Our 
compassion  will  become  a  concern  for 
the  unsaved  across  the  United  States 
causing  us  to  do  something  about  their 
lost  condition.  It  will  cause  us  to  wit- 
ness to  them  faithfully  about  the  Word 
of  God,  bringing  them  to  salvation.  It 
will  cause  us  to  sacrifice  for  the  local 
church  and  its  program  of  going  with 
the  Gospel,  and  will  bring  us  into  par- 
ticipating fellowship  with  those  who 
seek  to  establish  new  soul-winning  sta- 
tions for  the  Lord  at  home  and  abroad. 
Not  only  will  it  cause  us  to  expand  the 
denominational  program,  but  it  will 
also  give  us  greater  enthusiasm  and  joy 
in  the  process. 

Also,  such  compassion  will  bring  us 
into  active  participation  in  the  issues 
of  our  day.  We  will  have  a  concern  for 
all  of  those  around  us  no  matter 
where  they  may  be  found.  Has  not 
Jesus  told  us  that  the  field  is  the  world? 
We  are  well  aware  that  this  is  a  world 
of  continents  and  races  of  people.  We 


understand  this  and  must  not  fail  to 
cover  it  all  for  Christ.  But  actually 
there  are  many  "worlds"  in  our  one 
world.  Let  us  think  of  reaching  all  the 
"worlds"  and  preaching  the  Gospel  in 
them. 

There  is  the  world  of  our  teen-agers: 
a  world  of  teen  idols,  music,  and 
particular  attire.  Perhaps  it's  upstairs 
or  in  the  basement.  Do  we  negatively 
abandon  them  because  we  do  not  agree 
with  these  things?  Or  have  we  tried  to 
explore  that  world  with  a  view  to 
reaching  these  teen-agers  for  Christ? 
We  have  accustomed  ourselves  to  pay- 
ing whatever  price  is  necessary  to  cross 
the  country  and  the  oceans  to  reach 
people  for  Christ.  But  what  about  the 
teen-agers  in  our  own  home? 

There  is  the  world  of  different  races 
of  people,  as  well  as  underprivileged 
people  of  our  own  country.  It  is  en- 
couraging to  see  our  Fellowship  getting 
more  involved  in  exploring  the  world 
of  these  people. 

Then  there  are  the  worlds  of  the 
Wppies,  rioters.  Black  Power  leaders, 
and  cultists.  Surely  we  should  have  a 
concern  for  them  in  exploring  their 
world  to  determine  how  we  can  assist 
in  winning  them  to  Clirist,  and  then  to 
help  them  solve  their  problems. 

Christ  encourages  us  to  reach  all 
people.  In  His  sight  there  is  no  differ- 
ence as  to  the  worth  of  souls.  He  has  a 
compassion  for  all  in  their  various 
worlds,  and  in  helping  them  in  every 
area  of  their  lives.  May  we,  too,  be 
able  to  say,  "We  Have  a  Concern!"

n  artnership  with  God!  In  your 
wildest  fancy,  could  you  imagine  a 
more  thoroughly  desirable  or  wholly 
satisfying  condition?  This  is  exactly 
the  position  of  the  missionary  who  in 
obedience  to  the  commissioning  of  the 
Lord  goes  forth  as  a  witness  for  Him. 

The  enormity  of  the  promise  of 
Matthew  28:20-"!  am  with  you  al- 
ways—is almost  beyond  our  ability  to 
grasp.  The  God  who  created,  sustains, 
and  will  ultimately  judge  and  restore 
this  universe  is  a  constant  companion; 
and,  even  more.  He  is  present  to  en- 
able, encourage,  and  bring  to  success. 

This  is  an  important  promise  to  the 
missionary,  because  no  human  can  do 
thejob  God  has  called  him  to  do.  Only 
as  he  is  available  to  God  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  control  and  work  through  him  will 
there  be  genuine  accomplishment. 

Dr.  A.  J.  Gordon  once  quoted  a 
contemporary  German  professor  who 
told  his  students:  "Gentlemen,  remem- 
ber that  without  the  illumination  of 
the  Spirit,  theology  is  not  only  a  cold 
stone,  it  is  a  deadly  poison."  The  truth 
of  this  statement  is  so  very  apparent 
today  in  the  pernicious  philosopliies  of 
modern  theology,  which  assign  relative 
values  to  those  acts  which  God  de- 
clares to  be  sin.  Men  are  thereby  given 
license  to  live  according  to  any  stan- 
dard acceptable  to  society  without  re- 
gard for  God's  absolute  standard  of 
righteousness. 

A  parallel  truth  .might  be  found  in 
paraphrasing  the  professor's  statement 
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as  follows:  Remember  that  without  the 
activity  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  missions 
are  not  only  dead;  they  are  a  deadly 
menace.  Men  who  are  only  given  bet- 
ter education  and  health,  without  hav- 
ing their  sinful  hearts  changed  by  Jesus 
Christ,  are  only  better  equipped  to 
plunder  and  destroy. 

Jesus,  as  He  gave  final  instruction  to 
His  disciples  in  Acts  1 ,  first  directed 
them  to  wait  in  Jerusalem  for  the  em- 
powering presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
before  carrying  out  the  second  part  of 
His  commission,  which  was  to  witness 
to  Him  everywhere.  The  Holy  Spirit 
must  do  the  work  through  His  chosen 
instrument  if  the  work  is  to  be  effec- 
tive. He  must  also  sustain  the  witness 
if  he  is  to  continue  in  the  work.  The 
hazards  of  the  missionary  task;  isola- 
tion from  friends  of  like  language,  cul- 
ture and  faith;  feelings  of  personal  in- 
adequacy in  doing  the  job;  discourage- 
ment with  results;  and,  finally,  dis- 
illusionment with  God's  call,  demand 
that  the  missionary  be  filled  with  the 
Spirit  of  God  if  he  is  to  continue  to 
carry  out  his  witness  effectively. 

This  infilling  of  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
God  for  service  is  not  a  blessing  which 
God  reserves  for  a  special  few  who 
spend  hours  in  agonizing  seeking  and 
who  are  finally  rewarded  in  a  great 
climactic  experience  of  ecstasy  in  which 
great  waves  of  liquid  joy  roll  over  them 
and  they  lose  all  conscious  control  of 
themselves.  Rather,  the  Holy  Spirit 
may  take  control  of  one  in  a  very 
quiet  and  unobtrusive  manner,  in 
which  the  evidence  of  His  presence  is  a 
sense  of  peace  with  God,  assurance  of 
His  will,  and  effectiveness  in  accom- 
plishing that  will.  The  condition  for 
such  a  filling  is  within  the  immediate 


reach  of  every  believer  who  will  simply 
exercise  faith  in  God  to  the  point  of 
absolute  submission  to  His  will.  Jesus 
is  the  infinite  example  of  being  filled 
with  the  Holy  Spirit.  John  gives  us 
His  secret  in  the  eighth  chapter  of  his 
Gospel,  verse  29:  "The  Father  hath 
not  left  me  alone;  for  I  do  always 
those  things  that  please  him." 

The  result  of  being  filled  with  the 
Holy  Spirit  of  God  is  an  effective  wit- 
ness for  Jesus  Christ.  Before  Jesus  in- 
structed the  disciples  to  wait  for  the 
coming  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  He  in- 
formed them  as  to  what  His  presence 
would  mean  to  them.  In  a  number  of 
expressions  of  this  anticipation  in  John 
14  through  16,  the  Comforter,  who  is 
"the  Spirit  of  truth,"  is  promised  as 
the  one  who  "shall  teach  you  all  things, 
and  bring  all  things  to  your  remem- 
brance, whatsoever  1  have  said  unto 
you."  And  "when  the  Comforter  is 
come,  whom  I  will  send  unto  you  from 
the  Father  ...  he  shall  testify  of  me." 

An  outstanding  illustration  of  this 
witnessing  Spirit  indwelling  believers  is 
found  in  the  incident  recorded  in  Acts 
3.  Peter  and  John,  at  the  very  height 
ofexperiencing  the  power  and  presence 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  immediately  follow- 
ing the  Day  of  Pentecost,  take  time  to 
observe  with  genuine  concern  a  very 
ordinary  sight:  an  insignificant  beggar, 
lame  and  impoverished,  repeating  his 
monotonous  plea  for  money  to  every 
Jew  who  approached  the  temple  to 
worship.  Their  response  is  amazing 
not  only  in  the  miracle  of  healing 
which  followed,  but  also  in  the  person- 
al interest  they  expressed  to  the  deep 
need  of  this  man.  Their  witness  here 
consisted  of  faithfully  doing  what  they 
were  able  to  do  when  confronted  with 


an  opportunity.  As  they  seized  this 
chance  to  help,  God  enlarged  the  op- 
portunity to  include  a  spoken  witness 
concerning  Jesus  Christ,  which  was 
heard  not  only  on  the  steps  of  the  tem- 
ple but  which  also  shook  the  compla- 
cency of  the  inner  council.  The  out- 
come of  this  witness  of  spoken  word, 
following  concerned  help,  was  that 
"many  of  them  which  heard  the  word 
believed,"  and  the  beUevers  "Ufted  up 
their  voice  to  God  with  one  accord" 
and  praised  Him. 

The  evidence  of  filling  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  the  fruit  produced  in  the  life 
of  the  one  so  filled.  Many  people  to- 
day desire  a  thrilling  sensation  in  which 
they  may  revel  as  the  credential  of  the 
presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  God's 
Word  instead  points  us  to  the  effect  in 
the  life  of  one  so  filled,  which  cannot 
be  imitated  and  will  always  attend  the 
presence  of  God  the  Holy  Spirit.  That 
effect  is  both  subjective,  in  giving  assur- 
ance and  enjoyment  to  the  person 
walking  in  fellowship  with  God,  and 
objective,  in  controlling  every  relation- 
ship he  has  with  other  people.  Notice 
the  many-faceted  appearance  of  this 
fruit  of  the  Spirit's  presence  in  one's 
life  as  seen  in  God's  Word:  "love,  joy, 
peace,  even  temper,  gentleness,  good- 
ness, faithfulness,  meekness,  self  con- 
trol." Certainly  here  are  promised  the 
essential  elements  of  an  effective  wit- 
ness, which,  when  coupled  with  the  liv- 
ing Word  of  God,  will  change  lives. 

The  missionary  need  not  fear  or  be 
discouraged.  God  is  his  partner!  The 
same  may  be  said  for  any  child  of  God 
who  is  willing  to  believe  Him  simply 
upon  the  basis  of  what  He  promises  in 
His  Word:  "1  am  with  you  alway  ...  ye 
shall  be  witnesses  unto  me."  T 
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r\n  evangelistic  team,  consisting  of 
Rev.  Scott  Weaver,  Terry  Davenport, 
and  Jim  Shipley,  went  to  Brazil  to  con- 
duct a  number  of  weeks  of  meetings 
this  summer.  In  the  midst  of  the  meet- 
ings missionary  Eddie  Miller  took  time 
to  write  an  account  to  Foreign  Secre- 
tary John  Zielasko.  Excerpts  from  his 
letter  are  printed  here: 

I  am  over  here  with  the  evangelistic 
team  this  week.  We  came  on  Sunday 
morning  and  will  return  this  coming 
Sunday  morning.  So  far  we  are  prais- 
ing the  Lord  for  good  meetings.  Broth- 
er Eulalia  had  the  church  well  prepared 
with  a  week  of  prayer  meetings  every 
night.  The  church  was  full  with  over 
200  the  first  night;  there  were  four  de- 
cisions. Last  night  was  another  full 
house  and  four  more  decisions.  We  are 
staying  with  Pastor  Eulalia  in  the  old 
missionary  residence  where  we  first 
lived. 

It  certainly  is  good  to  see  old  friends 
and  believers,  especially  those  who  are 
leaders  in  the  church.  We  are  looking 
for  great  things  from  the  Lord,  and  the 
people  are  encouraged,  too.  Things 
are  a  little  rough  over  here  financially, 
since  the  government  is  behind  in  sal- 
aries again,  and  so  on.  Pray  for  these 
people.  We  have  a  strong  church  here, 
for  which  we  praise  the  Lord.  On  their 
own,  two  days  before  the  meetings  be- 
gan, they  arranged  for  and  paid  a  taxi 
with  loudspeaker  to  go  around  and  in- 
vite the  people  to  the  meetings. 

Ever  since  the  team  arrived,  we  have 
really  been  busy,  needless  to  say.  Our 
daughter  Jeanette  was  to  arrive  at  the 
same  time  as  the  team,  but  neither 
knew  it.  The  plane  was  twenty-four 
hours  late  getting  to  Miami.  As  a  re- 
sult, Jeanette  stayed  in  a  hotel  at  the 


airline's  expense,  and  so  did  the  two 
boys.  However,  the  next  day  the 
plane  schedule  was  advanced  by  six 
hours,  and  they  rounded  up  all  of  the 
passengers  they  could  at  Miami.  Scott 
Weaver  wasn't  there,  so  the  boys  re- 
fused to  come!  They  finally  got  to- 
gether and  were  sent  to  Rio,  where 
they  sat  at  the  airport  for  twelve 
hours,  and  then  back  to  Belem  on  a 
Brazilian  airline.  They  arrived  in  Be- 
lem at  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  with 
no  address  for  us.  One  taxi  driver 
knew  of  the  U.F.M.  home  at  Belem, 
and  Brother  Weaver  went  there  while 
the  boys  waited  for  the  baggage.  We 
finally  picked  them  up  at  8:30. 

Sunday  evening  we  started  a  week's 
meetings  in  the  Icoaraci  church.  Rai- 
mundo  Cardoso  led  the  services  and  I 
translated.  These  were  good  meetings 
but  with  only  about  six  first-time  de- 
cisions. However,  the  church  was  filled 


with  visitors  who  said  they  had  never 
been  to  our  church. 

Terry  Davenport,  the  chalk  artist,  is 
really  being  well  received.  The  people 
like  this!  Usually  the  pastor  gives  the 
picture  away  to  the  person  bringing 
the  most  visitors.  The  boys  sing  really 
well  together,  too.  Scott's  messages  are 
very  Biblical  and  down  to  earth.  The 
people  like  all  of  the  party. 

Monday  evening,  after  our  Icoaraci 
crusade,  we  went  to  the  U.F.M.  prayer 
meeting,  where  we  had  charge  of  the 
whole  service.  The  boys  sang  and 
Scott  preached  and  Terry  drew  a  pic- 
ture. He  usually  writes  a  phrase  in 
Portuguese,  too. 

The  second  week  the  team  spent 
three  nights  in  Santo  Antonio,  living 
with  Keith  and  Vivian  (Altig),  and  then 
three  days  at  the  camp  near  Castanhal. 
I  had  arranged  to  use  the  campground 
of  the  Baptists.  Everyone  liked  it,  and 
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it  is  centrally  located.  The  team  all 
bought  hammocks  in  Belem  and  slept 
in  them  at  camp-and  got  lots  of  chig- 
gers!  They  will  really  have  the  ex- 
periences to  tell. 

Saturday  morning  after  camp  I 
picked  up  the  team  at  Keith  and  Viv- 
ian's and  took  them  to  Kilometer  47. 
We  had  a  good  meeting  there  Saturday 
evening  with  140  present.  Then  Sun- 
day morning  we  had  our  Kombi  book- 
stall at  the  Feira  (open  market).  We 
slept  in  the  rice  warehouse  of  R. 
Nunes!  The  team  said  they  didn't 
sleep  too  much  that  night. 

Sunday  afternoon  we  hurried  back 
to  Belem  and  Icoaraci  to  start  the  tent 
meeting  at  Canudos.  Ralph  Schwartz 
and  I  did  the  interpreting  in  Belem. 
What  a  crowd  we  had  in  our  home  at 
Icoaraci,  since  the  Schwartzes  were 
with  us  for  a  month  before  their  house 
was  ready  in  Belem.  Then  we  were 
hoping  that  our  house  near  the  school 
would  be  ready,  but  with  the  team 
here  we  just  had  to  let  it  go  for  the 
time  being.  Eileen  and  the  boys  are 
painting  the  bedrooms  this  week. 

The   week  in   Belem   was  not  the 
easiest.    The  tent  was  noisy.  But  there 
were  many  decisions  among  the  chil- 
dren,  and  interest  was  good.     Many 
visitors  were  there  from  the  commun- 
ity, since  the  tent  was  on  a  vacant  lot 
near  the  church  lot.     The  last  night 
the  Icoaraci  church  rented  a  bus  and 
took  about  forty-five  along  with  their 
choir,  to  sing  at  the  meeting.  We  took 
the  team  on  the  bus  and  they  played 
and  sang.    Eddie  Boy  and  Stanley  are 
enjoying    the    company   of  the   boys 
here,  too.     I  think  they  believe  that 
some  of  the  food,  customs,  and  so  on. 


are  a  little  quaint! 

Saturday  night  we  had  to  get  all  of 
our  baggage  ready  since  we  had  to  be 
at  the  airport  at  6  a.m.  to  come  over 
here  to  Macapa.  We  were  all  a  little 
tired  Sunday  night  when  we  got  into 
our  hammocks.  The  food  here  with 
the  pastor  is  a  little  different,  but  very 
good. 

We  will  close  here  Saturday  evening 
and  leave  Sunday  morning  for  Belem, 
and  go  on  to  Capanema  for  three  days. 
Bill  Burk  will  interpret  for  the  team 
there  and  then  take  them  overnight  to 
Salinas  to  rest  (it  says  here!).  Then 
to  Kilometer  47  for  one  more  night 
and  back  to  Icoaraci  for  the  final  night 
before  leaving  on  Wednesday  morning, 
August  7,  for  the  States,  I  believe. 

All  in  all,  we  are  encouraged  with 
the  meetings.  We  will  probably  see 
most  of  the  results  in  the  future  when 
the  seed  that  has  been  sown  takes  root 
and  sprouts.  Pray  for  us  and  for  the 
follow-up. 

From    Rev.    Robert    Williams,    Bata- 
ngafo.    Central    African    Republic: 

While  we  were  home  on  furlough, 
we  spoke  several  times  about  the  great 
need  among  the  Gama  tribe  in  the 
north  part  of  our  district.  Some  of  the 
children  of  the  Kittanning  (Pennsyl- 
vania) church  have  been  praying  for 
these  people,  we  know,  and  perhaps 
some  others  have,  too.  Now  the  Afri- 
can churches  are  getting  interested  in 
the  Gama  people  and  are  looking  for 
volunteers  to  work  among  them.  We 
took  a  delegation  of  African  pastors 
through  there  in  May.  We  drove 
seventy-five  miles  and  visited  a  num- 


ber of  large  villages  (passed  others  for 
lack  of  time).  There  is  only  one  work- 
er in  the  area,  and  he  can  scarcely  read. 
All  of  the  chiefs  and  leaders  expressed 
a  desire  to  have  a  pastor  among  them. 
Please  keep  praying.  Perhaps  soon 
we  can  tell  you  there  are  missionaries 
(African)  among  the  Gama.  One  mem- 
ber of  the  delegation  became  quite  in- 
terested and  may  volunteer  to  go. 

From  the  Lynn  Schrocks,  Argentina: 

A  father  spoke  to  Lynn  about  his 
children,  who,  he  said,  will  no  longer 
be  able  to  attend  our  classes  since  they 
are  preparing  for  their  "First  Com- 
munion," and  also  because  of  pressure 
from  his  family.  In  the  conversation 
he  mentioned  that  as  a  boy  he  attended 
our  Sunday  school  in  Tancacha  until 
liis  mother  took  him  out.  He  recog- 
nizes that  we  have  "more  truth"  than 
his  church.  They  have  noted  a  change 
in  their  cliildren  for  good  already  after 
the  few  times  they  have  been  in  our 
children's  classes.  He  said  that  once 
they  have  taken  First  Communion  they 
can  do  what  they  want. 

This  sort  of  thing  is  very  common 
in  Catholic  countries,  but  I  recall  one 
tragic  case.  A  mother  who  took  away 
not  only  her  children,  but  also  most 
of  the  neighbor  children  from  our  class- 
es, died  from  a  very  sudden  illness 
three  days  after  the  children  took  their. 
First  Communion.  How  true  is  God's 
Word:  "But  whoso  shall  offend  one  of 
these  little  ones  which  believe  in  me, 
it  were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone 
were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  that 
he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the 
sea"  (Matt.  18:6).

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^Jo   ye   therefore,  and  teach  .   .  . 
teaching"  (Matt.  28:19-20). 

The  word  for  "teach"  in  Jesus'  com- 
mand is  different  from  the  word 
"teaching."  The  first  means  "make 
disciples  or  learners,"  and  the  second 
means  simply  "teach."  The  first  speaks 
of  evangelism  and  the  second  of  edu- 
cation. 

The  first  means  that  the  missionary 
should  be  unceasingly  at  the  work  of 
evangehsm.  With  gospel  tracts  always 
in  our  pockets  and  eyes  constantly 
looking  for  opportunities  to  speak  to 
others  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we 
should  ever  be  looking  to  the  Lord  for 
His  guidance  in  this  matter. 

Other  activities  try  to  displace  this 
all-important  task,  much  to  Satan's 
satisfaction.  And  we  are  prone  to  lose 
sight  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  this 
task,  justifying  ourselves  in  the  thought 
that  after  all  we  are  doing  the  Lord's 
work.  I  say  this,  believing  that  my 
own  reasoning  on  tlris  matter  is  not 
unique  among  Christians. 

I've  often  wondered  why  Christians 
in  general  are  not  more  spontaneous 
in  their  testimony  to  the  world.  Prob- 
ably many  factors  contribute  to  this  ret- 
icence. Could  one  of  these  be  that 
the  marvels  of  the  Gospel  no  longer 
"live"  in  our  hearts  as  they  once  did? 
Possibly  we  have  not  "forgotten"  that 
we  were  purged  from  our  old  sins,  but 
is  this  memory  as  vivid  in  our  thinking 
as  it  once  was?  Are  the  reading  and 
hearing  of  the  great  truths  of  our  salva- 


tion abundantly  accompanied  with  si- 
lent meditation  and  prayerful  thanks- 
giving? Or  are  these  great  and  mar- 
velous truths  simply  cold  facts  in  cold 
hearts?  If  so,  that  is  largely  why  we 
are  not  ready  witnesses  for  our  Lord. 

But  evangelism  is  only  part  of  the 
Lord's  command.  "Teaching"  is  the 
other  part. 

It  is  not  simply  teaching,  but  teach- 
ing with  a  purpose.  And  it  is  not  sim- 
ply for  the  sake  of  knowing;  rather,  it 
is  for  the  sake  of  observing,  or  obeying. 
Obedience  is  the  end  and  goal  of  real 
Christian  teaching,  whether  in  the  con- 
gregation or  in  the  Bible  institute.  We 
revel  in  the  wonderful  truths  of  the 
Word,  such  as  fulfilled  prophecy  and 
the  harmony  of  the  prophetic  Word 
concerning  the  future.  However,  all 
these  truths  are  couched  in  practical 
contexts  that  require  obedience  on  the 
part  of  the  student. 

Life  is  real;  the  judgment  is  sure; 
and  opportunities  to  live,  serve,  and 
win  others  are  ours  today.  Tomorrow 
may  be  too  late. 

Therefore,  we  should  read  and  hear 
the  Word  with  an  open,  obedient  heart. 
And  likewise,  we  should  teach  it  to 
the  end  that  our  listeners  become  not 
only  hearers,  but  also  doers  of  the 
Word. 

This  is  a  long,  arduous  task,  with 
many  disappointments.  But  Christ's 
promise  is  ever  true  and  a  constant  en- 
couragement: "Lo,  I  am  with  you  al- 
way."

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Jlied,  United,  and  the  other  mov- 
ing vans  make  no  stops  in  Bozoum, 
Central  African  Repubhc. 

It's  a  bit  out  of  the  way. 

So  if  you're  really  determined  to  be 
a  missionary  in  that  area  of  God's 
world,  there's  this  matter  of  getting 
your  clothes,  furniture,  baseball  gloves, 
and  other  necessities  over  there. 

The  baseball  gloves  are  necessities 
when  you  have  four  growing,  throwing 
boys  as  do  George  and  Jane  Peters,  of 
Wooster's  First  Brethren  Church. 

So  are  three  years'  supply  of  shoes 
and  Bermudas  and  shirts  and  such.  The 
shoes  filled  the  trunk  of  their  car;  the 
Bermudas  included  seventy-two  pairs- 
in  each  case  they  bought  three  sizes  for 
each  boy.  "And  already  I  goofed  by 
buying  size  twelves  for  Dan  and  Dave, 
and  they  just  now  grew  out  of  that," 
Mrs.  Peters  said  toward  the  end  of  the 
packing. 

Packing  for  Africa  means  crating 
everything  you  can't  put  in  a  barrel. 
It  means  wrapping  even  pots  and  pans 
with  towels  and  pillows  because  they 
will  rub  holes  in  each  other  while  on 
the  boat  if  you  don't.  It  means  making 
over  a  dozen  lists  of  everything  and  its 
value  for  officials  on  the  way.  For  the 
Peters,  who  couldn't  have  kept  track 
of  their  own  days  and  hours,  it  meant 
help  of  over  200  man  hours  from  peo- 
ple in  the  church  who  knew  this  whole 
thing  was  a  worthy  cause  because  the

Africans  need  a  printer, 
and  another  family  to 
help  in  the  Cause  there. 

Larry  Shock,  a  new 
Christian,  helped  sand 
the  rust  off  the  barrels 
to  get  them  painted  and 
later  wrote  me  about 
how  much  he  felt  he  had 
accomplished  "with 
what  little  help  I  gave." 
John  Armstrong  and 
family  converted  their 
turkey  truck  into  a  van 
for  crates  and  took  the 
furniture  and  boxed 
items  right  to  the  dock 
in  Brooklyn  to  save 
money  from  the  outfit 
fund. 

People  from  the 
church  with  pencils  and 
hammers  and  tractors 
pitched  in. 

It's  hard  to  say  where 
everything  is  right  now, 
but  fourteen  barrels  and 
eleven  crates  were 
shipped  or  taken  to  the 


docks  by  May  18,  with  a  prayer  that 
the  delivery  at  Bangui  might  be  pre- 
mature. It  usually  takes  about  six 
months. 

And  in  the  meantime,  it  takes 
something  to  live  out  of  suitcases. 
"The  boys  are  good  sports  about  all 
this,"  their  parents  said;  "as  long  as 
their  sports  equipment  gets  there 
they'll  be  happy."  Of  course,  they  all 
want  their  food  order  for  a  year  to  get 
-0  there,  too;-that  comes  from  Holland,

r  reparations  for  the  wedding  are 
under  way.  Neither  the  bride  nor  the 
groom  has  ever  seen  the  other.  They 
are  soon  to  meet  for  the  first  time. 

She  no  doubt  has  been  wondering 
what  kind  of  husband  she  is  about  to 
get.  Is  he  good  looking  or  ugly?  Is  he 
tall  or  short?  Is  he  slender  or  fat?  Is 
he  strong  and  healthy,  or  is  he  weak 
and  sickly?  Is  he  jolly  and  lively,  or  is 
he  dull  and  sullen?  Is  he  good  natured 
and  understanding,  or  is  he  quick- 
tempered and  quarrelsome?  Will  he 
be  industrious  and  a  good  provider,  or 
wUl  he  be  slothful  and  unbusinesslike? 

The  young  man,  no  doubt,  has  also 
been  wondering  along  some  of  the 
same  lines.  He  may  not  be  so  deeply 
concerned  about  them  as  the  girl,  as 
the  practice  of  polygamy  in  Africa 
makes  it  possible  for  him  to  take  an- 
other wife  if  this  one  does  not  please 
him.  In  the  second  marriage  he  might 
have  some  choice. 

It  very  often  happens  that  the  fami- 
hes  of  the  involved  young  people  make 
all  the  arrangements,  and  the  young 
people  have  no  voice,  or  very  little,  in 
the  matter.  Quite  often  the  young 
people  meet  each  other  for  the  first 
time  when  they  appear  for  the  wedding 
preliminaries. 

These  family-arranged  marriages 
turn  out  well  in  a  surprising  number 
of  cases.  The  young  people  learn  to 
know  and  love  each  other  and  have  a 
good  life  together.  In  some  cases  they 
do  not  learn  to  love  each  other,  but 
out  of  respect  of  their  families  and  vil- 
lage opinion,  they  make  the  best  of 
their  situation.  There  are  also  cases, 
of  course,  where  the  marriage  breaks 
up,  some  even  in  the  first  week. 

Would  it  be  a  good  idea  for  our 
marriage  partner  to  be  chosen  for  us 
by  our  families?  It  would  be  some- 
thing like  a  blind  date,  only  it  would 
be  decidedly  more  lasting!  It  might  be 
a  way  of  foregoing  a  lot  of  worries  or 
joys  in  our  courtship,  dates,  going 
steady,  engagement,  marriage,  and 
honeymoon.  Why  not  just  let  the  fam- 
ily make  all  arrangements?  At  the 
wedding  you  will  be  introduced  and 
expected  immediately  to  take  the  mar- 
riage vows.  Before  we  make  a  decision 
like   that,  it  might  be  well  to  think 


about  all  of  this  from  another  angle. 

Did  it  ever  dawn  upon  you  that  the 
very  first  groom  in  human  history  did 
not  see  his  bride  until  she  was  brought 
to  him?  In  fact,  he  didn't  even  know 
he  was  going  to  be  married!  He  had  no 
choice  in  the  matter.  There  were  no 
other  girls  around  from  which  to  make 
a  choice.  She  was  presented  to  him, 
and  it  was  over;  they  were  pronounced 
man  and  wife.  He  was  thrilled  and  hap- 
py. The  principles  of  marriage  were 
announced  and  set  up  for  all  future 
marriages.

Although  there  are  similarities,  there 
are  also  differences  in  the  two  arrange- 
ments. The  African  marriage  is  ar- 
ranged entirely  by  man.  Man  is  prone 
to  making  mistakes,  and  so  there  is 
little  chance  of  a  good  record.  The 
marriage  of  Adam  and  Eve  was  arranged 
entirely  by  God,  who  is  not  able  to  do 
wrong.  It  is  true,  even  their  marriage 
turned  out  to  have  sin  and  sorrow  and 
difficulties.  But  this  was  due,  not  to 
God's  arranging,  but  to  their  departure 
from  God's  will  and  plan  for  their 
lives.  They  went  their  own  way,  set- 
ting aside  God's  counsel,  and  suffered 
for  their  folly. 

The  marriages  of  the  Old  Testament 
are  an  interesting  study.  There  are 
several  marriages  where  God  guided 
the  participants,  and  they  were  good 
ones;  one  example  is  that  of  Isaac  and 
Rebecca.  Some  marriages  came  about 
as  young  people  sought  God's  will  and 
followed  the  counsel  of  their  God- 
fearing elders;  an  example  of  this  is 
Jacob  and  Rachel.  There  are  also 
stories  of  young,  headstrong  youths 
who   disregarded   God's   will  and  the 


counsel  of  their  elders,  and  sorrow  was 
the  result;  an  example  is  the  case  of 
Samson  and  Delilah. 

It  saddens  our  hearts  to  note  how 
many  of  our  family  members,  friends, 
and  otherwise  good  Cliristians  have  un- 
happy marriages,  broken  homes,  di- 
vorces, and  often  remarriages  with  no 
better  success.  What  happened?  In 
most  cases,  it  was  that  when  they  took 
this  very  important  step,  they  acted 
independently  of  God's  will  and  took 
no  careful  heed  to  His  rules  in  this 
matter.  There  are  those  who  started 
out  all  right,  but  after  they  were  mar- 
ried, they  started  planning  their  lives 
independently  of  God,  some  even 
knowingly  rejecting  what  they  knew 
to  be  God's  will  for  their  lives.  Conse- 
quently, theirs  became  a  pathway  of 
unhappiness,  heartaches,  and  even 
separation.  We  cannot  afford  to  dis- 
regard the  Lord's  will  and  way  in  this 
very  important  matter  of  the  married 
life. 

I  am  for  an  arranged  marriage,  pro- 
vided God  is  the  Arranger  and  the  Lord 
takes  the  headship  of  the  home.  A 
pastor  from  Russia  told  us  at  Biola 
how  he  proposed  to  his  girl  friend.  He 
said,  "Katherina,  you  know  that  the 
Lord  Jesus  is  number  one  in  my  life 
and  that  the  church  is  number  two. 
Do  you  want  to  be  number  three?" 

I  am  writing  this  as  a  testimony  on 
the  eve  of  our  thirty-eighth  wedding 
anniversary.  My  wife  and  I  are  very 
thankful  that  we  made  sure  of  the 
Lord's  will  as  to  our  life  together-our 
marriage,  our  career  or  service,  and  all 
the  decisions  involved.  The  result  has 
been  wonderful  fellowship  and  com- 
panionship in  the  Lord  and  His  work. 
Our  lives  have  been  enriched  by  many 
friends  in  many  lands,  the  enjoyment 
of  His  choice  blessings,  and  the  privilege 
of  seeing  fruit  of  our  labors  for  Him. 

The  Lord  has  used  various  means- 
good  times,  difficult  times,  sadness, 
and  many  joyous  experiences-all  of 
them  bringing  us  continually  into  a 
greater  appreciation  and  love  for  each 
other  and  for  Him,  as  well  as  a  deeper 
insight  into  His  love  for  us.  His  plan 
is  perfect  and  so  wonderful!  What  we 
would  have  missed  if  we  had  tried  to 
plan  our  own  lives!  ▼

William  E.  Pannell  (Waco,  Texas: 
Word  Books,  1968),  131  pages,  $3.95. 

"The  worst  thing  you  can  be  in 
these  days  of  heady  madness  is  a  Ne- 
gro. At  least  if  that's  all  you've  got  go- 
ing for  you"  (page  5).  As  a  Christian 
on  the  dark  side  of  the  American  color 
bar,  Pannell  has  reaped  the  full  bene- 
fits of  segregation—the  closed  beaches 
and  restaurants,  the  "cultural  loboto- 
my"  of  our  educational  system,  the 
decree  against  interracial  dating  at  the 
fundamentalist  Bible  college  which  had 
no  Negro  co-eds,  the  galling  paternalism 
of  your  songs,  your  color ,  your  people, 
your  place.  In  America,  "not  all  non- 
white  people  are  black.  They  are  sim- 
ply inferior"  (page  92). 

Pannell  presents  the  Negro's  aliena- 
tion in  America  powerfully,  though  his 
essay  almost  seems  irenic  compared  to 
John  H.  Griffin's  Black  Like  Me. 
He  correctly  endorses  the  Negro's  aspir- 
ations for  equality  and  full  integration. 
The  trenchant  criticism  of  fundamen- 
talist social  ethics  is  not  intended  to 
soothe  complacent  consciences.  Rath- 
er, he  calls  evangelicals  to  their  right- 
ful place  at  the  vanguard  of  the  search 
for  a  more  just  society. 

As  to  the  church,  "young  people 
aren't  that  stupid.  They  know  why 
the  church  moved,  so  now  convince 
them  that  God  is  calling  them  to 
Africa.  The  white  child  growing  up 
in  these  sterile  Christian  ghettos  needs 
my  children  more  than  he  knows.  But 
his  parents  continue  to  play  the  game- 
move  farther  out,  discuss  the  church's 
mission  in  terms  of  Africa,  South 
America  and  the  Orient,  and  send  a 
team  to  the  rescue  mission  once  a 
month.  Small  wonder  evangelical  kids 
would  rather  teach  than  preach"  (page 
99). 


Nature  Stories  for  Ciiildren 

Vera  Hutchcroft  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Baker  Book  House,  1967), 
95  pages,  paper,  $1.50. 

This  book  would  be  a  profitable  aid 
to  Sunday-school  teachers  of  children. 
It  contains  forty-one  short  stories  not 
more  than  two  or  three  pages  long. 
Each  story  illustrates  a  Bible  verse, 
using  the  characteristics  of  insects, 
animals  or  fish.— Alice  Koontz 


Mattie  Mae 

Edna  Beiler  (Scottdale,  Pennsyl- 
vania: Herald  Press,  1967),  109  pages, 
$2.50. 

Mattie  Mae  tells  all  about  the  life 
and  habits  of  a  little  Amish  girl  whose 
family  numbers  seven  children  in  addi- 
tion to  Mom  and  Pop.  Any  primary 
child  should  enjoy  reading  about  a  life 
which  would  be  strange  to  him— with 
its  simple  tasks,  pleasures,  and  sorrows, 
like  errand  running,  finding  a  nest  of 
baby  kittens,  losing  an  uncle,  and  hav- 
ing cousin  day.  The  book  may  seem 
tame  to  children  whose  steady  diet  is 
the  weird  output  of  today's  TV,  but 
it  is  a  most  healthy  change  and  might 
help  your  child  to  realize  that  true  life 
is  more  than  the  abundance  of  mater- 
ial things. -Dom  Julien

Learning  to  Love  God 
Learning  to  Love  Ourselves 
Learning  to  Love  People 

Richard  Peace  (Chicago:  Inter-Var- 
sity Press,  1968),  63,  61,  and  73  pages, 
paper,  $1.00  each,  $2.75  set. 

With  three  books  of  five  lessons 
each  on  the  three  directions  our  love 
should  go,  this  is  good  stuff. 

The  fill-in  questions  get  you  look- 
ing at  Bible  verses,  make  you  sort  out 
the  important  facts,  but  also  promote 
brainstorming  as  you  are  asked  how 
the  facts  apply  and  how  you  can  put 
them  to  work  right  now.  Sure,  there 
are  still  the  answers  that  seem  so  easy 
it's  almost  embarrassing  to  answer 
them— like  the  question  about  the 
phrase,  "who  art  in  heaven":  "What 
further  information  does  this  give  you 
about  God?"  But  the  three  lines  for 
the  answer  do  hint  that  the  author 
wants  more  than  "That  He's  in  heav- 
en," and  a  discussion  of  His  transcen- 
dence might  be  in  order.  In  many 
cases  simple  answers  would  be  passing, 
but  there  is  room  for  real  thought,  and 
thus  for  real  benefit  from  these  studies. 

Each  lesson  includes  a  bibliography 
on  the  subject  and  the  best  quote  to  be 
found  by  the  author  from  books  re- 
lated to  that  lesson. 

Mr.  Peace  recommends  that  the 
studies  be  personal— no  copying  or 
comparing.  His  plea  for  honesty  (The 
Taste  of  New  Wine  type)  is  backed  up 
by  questions  that  have  you  listing  your 
strengths,  your  weaknesses,  and  what 
you  think  about  them.  Book  Three 
has  you  telling  just  how  you  use  time 
and  money  to  help  hungry  and  poor 
people,  the  church,  and  evangelism. 

The  differing  thoughts  on  the  sacra- 
ments in  a  brief  section  on  worship,  or 
the  listing  now  and  then  of  books  by 
someone  you  might  have  heard  to  be 
neo-something,  should  not  stymie  the 
use  of  this  good  stuff  by  Brethren 
youth  groups,  new  converts'  classes,  or 
anyone  who  wants  to  think  through 
the  whole  subject  of  love.  If  they  do, 
you  flunk  his  lesson  on  freedom  and 
differences  on  certain  issues  (Book 
Two).  What  he  says  about  mashed 
potatoes  in  that  lesson  is  just  plain  ex- 
cellent. So  is  his  opening  chapter  on 
what  it  really  means  to  be  a  behever 
and  know  God.— Knute  Larson 
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I  he  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  has  for 
many  years  been  one  of  the  most 
precious  books  of  the  Bible  to  me. 
Each  chapter,  as  I  read  it  again,  thrills 
me  through  and  through.  It  also  hum- 
bles me. 

And  so  I  would  like  to  share  with 
you  a  few  of  the  gems  I  have  stored  in 
my  heart  from  this  book. 

I  have  chosen  for  a  springboard  for 
our  meditation  verses  1  to  3  of  chapter 
12.  "Wherefore  seeing  we  also  are 
compassed  about  with  so  great  a  cloud 
of  witnesses,  let  us  lay  aside  every 
weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth  so  eas- 
ily beset  us,  and  let  us  run  with  pa- 
tience the  race  that  is  set  before  us, 
looking  unto  Jesus  the  author  and  fin- 


isher of  our  faith;  who  for  the  joy  that 
was  set  before  him  endured  the  cross, 
despising  the  shame,  and  is  set  down  at 
the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God. 
For  consider  him  that  endured  such 
contradiction  of  sinners  against  him- 
self, lest  ye  be  wearied  and  faint  in 
your  minds." 

I  would  like  to  underscore  three 
phrases  in  these  verses:  "looking  unto 
Jesus,"  "consider  him  who  endured," 
and  "lest  ye  be  wearied  and  faint  in 
your  minds." 

"Looking  unto  Jesus."  The  words 
"looking  unto"  do  not  mean  giving  a 
passing  glance.  They  mean  to  view 
with  undivided  attention,  to  regard 
fixedly  and  earnestly.     This  requires 


drawing  near. 

In  Africa,  in  places  where  there  are 
no  bridges,  cars  are  ferried  across  the 
rivers  on  barges.  These  barges  are  not 
always  reassuring  structures.  Planks 
laid  crosswise  over  several  canoes  side 
by  side,  with  two  planks  laid  length- 
wise over  these  for  the  wheels,  are 
about  all  that  comprise  them.  Since 
the  approaches  to  the  barges  are  often 
steep  and  not  well  aligned  with  the 
barges,  it  takes  a  bit  of  maneuvering. 
In  order  to  get  on  and  off  safely,  the 
driver  must  trust  one  of  the  crew  who 
stands  in  the  middle  of  where  the 
wheels  should  go.  With  his  hands  the 
guide  directs,  moving  slowly  backwards 
onto   the   barge,   shouting  encourage- 
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ments.  If  the  driver  is  impatient  or 
inattentive,  he  risks  missing  the  planks 
and  going  into  the  water  instead,  per- 
haps even  losing  his  life. 

In  accepting  Jesus  as  our  Saviour, 
we  have  set  our  feet  on  a  course  which 
is  leading  us  to  a  goal.  Jesus  himself 
has  warned  us  that  it  will  not  be  an 
easy  road.  But  He  never  asks  us  to  do 
anything  which  He  has  not  tried.  He 
has  trod  that  road  and  has  long  since 
reached  the  goal.  In  order  not  to  lose 
our  way  or  stumble  as  we  go,  we  must 
keep  our  attention  fixed  on  Him.  We 
must  walk  as  He  walked. 

"Consider  him  that  endured."  This 
also  means  "to  consider  attentively." 
Have  you  ever  said  of  someone  you 
admire,  "I  don't  see  how  he  can  do  all 
he  does"?  Perhaps  you  wish  you  could 
do  as  much. 

If  you  really  want  to  know  the  why 
and  how  of  another's  attainments,  you 
can't  stop  with  the  wondering.  You 
will  have  to  make  an  effort  to  get  ac- 
quainted, to  observe  him  in  everyday 
life  and  habits.  This  also  requires 
"drawing  near,"  in  a  sense. 

So  let  us  consider  the  Lord  Jesus 
now  in  the  light  of  a  few  passages  in 
this  book. 

In  chapter  1  we  note  that  when,  in 
the  plan  of  God,  the  Creator  and  up- 
holder of  all  things  became  flesh.  He 
obtained  a  more  e.xcellent  name  than 
the  angels.  Of  Him  God  said,  "Thou 
art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten 
thee."  "I  will  be  to  him  a  Father  and 
he  shall  be  to  me  a  Son." 

In  chapter  2,  verses  9  to  18,  we  get 


a  glimpse  of  what  it  meant  for  our 
Lord  to  become  man.  He  had  to  lay 
aside  His  glory,  step  down  to  our  level, 
and  live  among  men  in  a  world  cursed 
by  God  for  its  sinfulness.  Finally,  He 
was  to  suffer  death  at  the  hands  of 
these  very  men. 

Between  His  birth  and  His  death 
there  was  a  long  road  of  sufferings, 
temptations,  and  testings.  In  chapter 
5,  verse  8,  we  are  told,  "Though  he 
were  a  Son,  yet  learned  he  obedience 
by  the  things  which  he  suffered."  He 
who  knew  no  sin  had  to  be  made  per- 
fect through  sufferings!  He  had  to 
learn  what  it  was  like  to  be  poor,  to  be 
misjudged,  to  be  mocked,  hated  and 
cursed  as  a  man  at  the  mercy  of  fellow 
creatures,  and  to  rise  above  it  ail. 

Wliy  was  all  this  necessary?  "That 
he  miglit  be  a  merciful  and  faithful 
high  priest  ...  to  make  reconciliation 
for  the  sins  of  the  people."  Christ  be- 
came both  our  high  priest  and  the  sac- 
rifice, having  been  made  perfect 
through  sufferings.  This  was  the  will 
of  the  Father  in  order  that  we  might 
become  His  children,  too. 

What  was  the  attitude  of  the  Son  in 
all  of  this?  We  read,  "For  which  cause 
he  is  not  ashamed  to  call  them  breth- 
ren" (Heb.  2:11).  I  never  cease  to 
marvel  at  this.  Have  you  ever  been 
ashamed  of  yourself?  I  have,  and 
with  good  reason.  It  is  not  because 
we  suddenly  become  so  perfect  and 
holy  that  He  loves  us.  He  knows  all 
our  faults  and  failings,  and  yet  He  is 
not  ashamed  of  us.  He  came  to  bear 
your  shame  and  mine!    We  read  also, 


"For  the  joy  that  was  set  before  him 
[he]  endured  the  cross,  despising  the 
shame"  (Heb.  12:2).  Jesus  did  it  will- 
ingly. He  did  not  count  it  too  great  a 
price  to  pay  in  order  to  reach  the  goal. 
In  Isaiah  53  we  read,  "He  shall  see  of 
the  travail  of  his  soul  and  be  satisfied." 
To  Him  who  so  loved  us,  it  will  have 
been  worth  it  all. 

Why  should  He  love  me  so?  "Be- 
hold, what  manner  of  love  the  Father 
hath  bestowed  upon  us,  that  we  should 
be  called  the  sons  of  God!"  (I  John 
3:1). 

"Wherefore,  holy  brethren,  partak- 
ers of  the  heavenly  calling,  consider  the 
Apostle  and  High  Priest  of  our  profes- 
sion, Christ  Jesus,  who  was  faithful  to 
him  that  appointed  him"  (Heb.  3:1-2). 
Jesus  went  through  to  the  end.  He  ac- 
complished His  mission.  The  way  to 
God  is  open  and  free  to  all.  Because 
of  His  faithfulness,  we  have  become 
children  of  God.  We  have  a  hope  both 
sure  and  steadfast  of  going  to  be  with 
Him  in  glory  forever. 

But  to  walk  worthy  of  this  heaven- 
ly calling  would  be  utterly  impossible 
if  we  could  not  or  did  not  depend  on 
our  guide.  Christ  had  all  the  forces  of 
Satan  lined  up  against  Him.  And  yet 
He  did  not  sin.  And  He  expects  us  to 
follow  Him.  He  has  promised  to  be 
with  us  to  the  end.  He  is  there  to 
guide  us  around  the  pitfalls,  to  help  us 
over  the  obstacles,  and  to  bring  us  to 
the  goal.  It  is  for  us  to  keep  our 
eyes  fixed  upon  Him  and  to  trust  Him. 
Then  we,  too,  shall  be  able  to  endure 
to  the  end.  T

"They  don't 
know  me!"  "Oh,  really,  I  couldn't 
even  get  through  a  paragraph."  "Can't 
you  get  someone  else  to  do  it?" 

Surely  you  aren't  guilty  of  these 
comments  when  asked  to  write  a  let- 
ter to  one  of  our  missionary  ladies! 
This  can  be  a  very  rewarding  and 
worthwhile  undertaking  by  your  \VMC 
or  Sunday-school  class.  Here  are  some 
hints  that  will  make  it  so  easy  you'll 
never  have  a  reason  for  missing  out  on 
the  joys  of  corresponding  with  our 
missionaries. 

Letters  mean  a  lot  to  those  who 
serve  our  Lord  away  from  home. 
(What's  the  first  mail  you  look  at  when 
the  postman  comes?)  The  letter  you 
write  to  a  missionary  also  makes  you 
so  aware  of  her  that  you  can't  help  but 
pray  more  for  her.  Therefore,  you 
will  have  an  even  greater  part  in  the 
harvest  of  those  won  to  Christ  through 
her  labors. 

To  answer  your  "What  will  I  say?" 
or  "They  don't  know  me,"  let  me  re- 
mind you  that  they  don't  have  to  know 
you!  Housewives,  Sunday-school 
teachers,  office  workers  (and  mission- 
aries really  do  fit  this  description  and 
many  more  in  addition  to  the  title 
"missionary")  think  and  feel  the  same, 
whether  they  are  carrying  out  their  re- 
sponsibilities in  the  United  States, 
Africa,  Argentina,  Brazil,  or  anywhere 
else.  Don't  ask  a  lot  of  questions,  but 
write  some  details  about  your  children, 
or  include  a  recipe  or  new  homemak- 
ing  tip  that  has  just  been  published  in 
a  current  women's  magazine;  in  most 
cases  your  missionary  won't  even  see 
that  magazine  for  six  months  to  a  year, 
if  ever.  Maybe  it  will  be  a  hint  or 
recipe  that  "backfired"  for  you,  but 


the  details  will  make  great  reading  to 
that  missionary  friend  and  no  doubt 
brighten  her  day. 

Tell  her  about  your  Sunday-school 
boys  and  girls.  Maybe  little  Pete  had 
some  Bible  truth  turned  around.  It 
will  bring  first  a  chuckle  and  then  joy 
to  the  missionary  as  she  reads  what 
you  did  to  straighten  out  his  confu- 
sion. We  had  one  little  boy  in  our 
church,  which  is  partially  a  rural  con- 
gregation, who  always  prayed  for  "the 
mission-berries  in  the  corn  field"!  This 
amused  several  missionaries  but  also  let 
them  know  that  even  our  little  people 
were  remembering  them  in  prayer. 

Write  about  a  Scripture  verse  that 
really  spoke  to  your  heart  in  your  de- 
votions that  day,  or  give  them  a  prayer 
request  concerning  you  or  a  real  need 
in  your  church.  Missionaries  are  people 
who  really  know  how  to  pray. 

Use  imagination  as  you  write.  May- 
be the  missionary  you  are  writing  is  a 
personal  friend,  and  your  little  six-year- 
old  Penny  became  her  friend,  too,  last 
furlough  time.  Why  not  write  your 
letter  on  the  back  of  some  special 
school  work  paper  or  drawing  of 
Penny's? 

Try  writing  a  "diary"  letter,  just  a 
paragraph  a  day  for  one  week  concern- 
ing the  events  of  that  day.  This  will 
take  only  a  few  minutes  each  day  and 
will  acquaint  the  missionary  with  a 
week  in  your  life.  Instead  of  reading 
some  magazine  under  the  hair  dryer  at 
the  beauty  shop,  feel  "beautiful"  in- 
side, too,  by  writing  a  short  note  or 
air  letter  to  a  missionary! 

Many  WMC's  have  tried  passing  an 
air  letter  around  their  meeting  and  hav- 
ing each  lady  write  a  note  on  it.  If 
you  haven't  tried  this,  do!    For  a  new 


idea,  perhaps  you'd  like  to  try  what 
has  been  our  WMC's  practice  for  several 
years.  Choose  one,  two,  or  three  mis- 
sionaries for  the  year.  (Ours  happen 
to  be  three  missionaries  that  our  church 
helps  support,  but  they  can  be  differ- 
ent every  year.)  Ask  two  ladies  a 
month  (one  the  first  part  of  the  month, 
the  other,  the  latter)  to  write  either  an 
air  letter  (not  very  much  space  to  fill 
up,  really!)  or  a  regular  letter.  Or  at 
the  beginning  of  the  WMC  year  make 
a  list  of  the  time  each  member  is  to 
write  or  be  responsible  to  see  that 
someone  writes.  This  obligates  the 
person  and  usually  gets  the  job  done. 
It  also  involves  more  ladies,  rather  than 
using  the  same  three  or  four  volunteers 
over  and  over  again. 

Ask  your  pastor  to  post  addresses 
in  his  news  letter  or  bulletin,  or  to 
share  on  his  bulletin  board  or  in  prayer 
service  some  special  portion  of  a  letter 
you've  received  from  a  missionary.  Al- 
most always,  he'll  be  glad  to  do  this, 
and  it  will  encourage  a  few  more  to 
keep  in  touch  with  our  missionaries. 

Paul  in  his  writings  always  asked  for 
news  of  the  Christians  he  had  left  in 
some  other  area.  Our  missionaries  are 
always  glad  for  even  the  briefest  note 
from  home.  They  share  their  letters, 
many  times  with  other  missionaries 
serving  with  them.  It  encourages  them 
and  reminds  them  that  they  are  not 
forgotten. 

Don't  you  be  the  one  to  let  them 
feel  we  don't  care.  Write  that  letter 
today!  The  blessings  will  all  be  yours.

How  can  you  keep  your  little  angel 
from  being  a  "little  Joe"?  Here  are 
some  suggestions  gleaned  from  kinder- 
garten teachers  of  long  experience. 
These  things  will  make  the  radical 
transition  from  home  and  Mamma's 
apron  less  painful,  not  only  for  little 
Joe,  but  also  for  his  parents,  class- 
mates, and  teacher. 

Certain  physical  skills  should  be 
previously  learned,  as  "coming  to  grips" 
with  wraps  and  keeping  track  of  liis 
own.  He  should  also  be  "tagged,"  his 
full  name  put  on  galoshes,  coats,  hats, 
lunch  pails,  and  so  on.  He  should  be 
independent  in  the  bathroom  and  no 
stranger  to  personal  hygiene.  He 
should  know  how  to  tie  his  shoes.  He 
should  be  acquainted  with  the  novelty 
of  sitting  still.  Wonderful  story-reading 
times,  when  the  child  sits  quietly  en- 
thralled, should  be  habitual  by  school 
age. 

Attention  to  directions  can  be 
learned  at  home,  an  invaluable  lesson. 


Small  jobs  within  his  ability  should  be 
frequent  and  praise  generous.  The 
story  times  develop  not  only  physical 
skill,  but  also  mental  attention.  Varied 
trips  and  experiences  that  broaden  his 
general  contacts  help.  While  visiting 
the  zoo,  riding  a  train,  exploring  a 
farm,  and  going  shopping,  teach  obser- 
vation. Coloring,  both  in  lines  and  cre- 
atively, has  its  value.  Making  scrap- 
books  from  wrapping  paper  and  maga- 
zines is  preparation  that  will  be  inter- 
esting to  him. 

Joe  should  know  his  full  name,  ad- 
dress, and  telephone  number.  When  he 
wants  to  learn  to  write  his  name,  as 
most  Joe's  do,  the  schools  prefer  that 
it  be  taught  in  small  printing,  only  first 
letters  capitalized.  It  helps  to  teach 
him  to  spell  it  orally,  too. 

Your  love  and  confidence  behind 
him  bolster  him  for  the  new,  exciting 
adventure  before  him.  Teach  him  to 
consider  school  a  pleasure,  an  activity 
to  anticipate.  Help  him  learn  enough 
to  have  self-confidence  in  this  some- 
times frightening  new  place.

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LONDON  (EP)-Most  Europeans  believe  in  heaven  but  not  in  hell, 
according  to  a  survey  of  opinion  in  ten  countries  conducted  for  The 
Sunday  Telegraph  by  Gallup  International. 

Among  the  nations  surveyed,  Sweden  showed  the  least  attachment 
to  traditional  religious  beliefs.  In  every  country  surveyed,  a  majority 
said  that  morals  are  getting  worse. 

Except  for  Greece,  belief  in  hell  was  a  minority  opinion  in  all  the 
countries  surveyed.  France  had  the  second-lowest  percentage,  22. 

OCEAN  CITY,  N.J.  (EP)-The  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety  in 
this  conservative  resort  city  who  tried  to  enforce  an  1 880  no-Sunday- 
selling  law  was  overruled  by  a  ruling  that  permitted  a  bookstore  to 
sell  Bibles. 

Municipal  Judge  Franklin  A.  King  ruled  that  a  "flexible-back" 
book  is  a  "quasi-magazine"  and  therefore  legally  salable  on  Sunday. 

ST.  LOUIS  (EP)-U.S.  theological  schools  must  launch  an  aggressive  program  to  enlist  and  train  Negro! 
clergymen  and  assist  Negro  ministerial  students,  Dr.  C.  Shelby  Rooks  told  the  American  Association  of| 
Theological  Schools. 

Dr.  Rooks,  executive  director  of  The  Fund  for  Theological  Education,  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  spoke | 
during  the  closing  sessions  of  the  association's  biennial  meeting  at  Concordia  Seminary. 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (EP)-UNICEF's  role  in  Africa  is  making  the  most  of  limited  man  (and 
woman)  power.    And  the  Republic  of  Chad  is  a  good  example. 

Right  now,  there  is  only  one  doctor  for  every  73,000  people.  Only  one  of  the  physicians  is  a  native  of 
Chad.  There  is  only  one  qualified  midwife  in  the  entire  country— and  she  is  not  active  in  the  field  be- 
cause she  is  trying  to  teach  others.  Even  here  there  is  a  problem  because  of  slow  educational  progress; 
there  are  still  very  few  young  women  available  for  training,  even  in  the  most  basic  medicine. 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP)-Census  Bureau  statistics  show  that  the  U.S.  birth  rate  dropped  to  a  record 
low  last  year. 

Americans  recorded  17.9  births  per  1,000  persons,  below  previous  lows  during  the  years  of  the  eco- 
nomic depression. 

The  Census  Bureau  reported  that  the  net  increase  in  the  population  was  the  lowest  since  World  War  II 
at  1 .08  per  cent.  The  population  at  the  start  of  this  year  was  figured  at  200,248,000  persons. 

LOUGHBOROUGH,  England  (EP)— Marriage  was  rejected  as  a  sacred  or  indispensable  part  of  society 
in  a  statement  received  at  the  annual  conference  of  the  British  Humanist  Association  here. 

The  document  suggested  that  the  titles  "Mrs."  and  "Miss"  be  abandoned.  It  also  said  that  many 
people  would  do  better  to  seek  personal  fulfillment  in  some  other  way  than  through  marriage,  which,  in 
certain  circumstances,  it  charged,  could  become  a  millstone  around  persons'  necks. 

Further,  it  declared  that  love-making  with  third  parties  should  not  be  frowned  on  if  mutually  accept- 
able. 

BERNE,  Switzerland  (EP)— Some  5,600  students  and  youth  leaders  were  told  here  by  world-famous 
Paul  Tournier  that  one  of  the  major  separations  among  young  people  today  is  between  those  who  love 
things  and  those  who  love  people. 

In  a  speech  to  the  Seventh  Baptist  Youth  World  Conference,  Tournier  interpreted  the  hippie  actions  in 
the  U.S.  and  the  student  revolts  in  Paris,  Rome,  and  Germany  as  being  at  least  in  part  a  profound  dis- 
appointment with  the  present  facelessness  and  impersonality  of  our  mass  culture.

The  second  is  the  soon- 
to-be-published  book  by  Dr.  John  Da- 
vis BibHcal  Numerology,  a  BMH  Books- 
Baker  Book  House  publication.  It  is 
hoped  that  others  will  follow.  We  are 
indeed  grateful  to  God  for  His  blessing. 
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Another  fine  program  is  the  produc- 
tion of  stereo  recordings.  Jerry  Franks' 
"Trumpet  Conversations"  has  been 
well  received,  with  numerous  favorable 
comments  from  people  across  the  na- 
tion. The  recording  ministry  will  of 
necessity  move  more  slowly  than  the 
publishing  of  books,  but  we  have  made 
a  significant  beginning. 

And  for  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  magazine  and  its  ministry  to 
our  people  we  are  grateful.  Over  the 
years  this  magazine  has  been  a  bless- 
ing, and  people  still  express  great  ap- 
preciation for  it.  In  an  editorial  in  the 
Herald  dated  October  21,  1967, 1  men- 
tioned that  the  magazine  is  like  a  friend 
coming  to  our  homes  every  two  weeks, 
bringing  us  information  and  reports 
from  the  work  that  is  being  accom- 
plished by  our  people  across  the  nation 
and  around  the  world.  I  mentioned  at 
that  time  that  we  should  welcome  this 
friend,  and  give  a  place  in  our  schedule 
of  activities  for  availing  ourselves  of 
the  news  and  reports  it  brings.  I  am 
not  indulging  in  flattery  when  I  say 
that  I  feel  that  many  of  our  people  do 
look  forward  with  expectancy  to  the 
arrival  of  the  Herald.  More  and  more 
of  our  readers  are  subscribing  for  them- 
selves and  sharing  a  subscription  with 
relatives  and  friends.  More  churches 
are  becoming  interested  in  using  it  in 
their  calling  program,  and  as  a  means 
of  bringing  new  prospects  up  to  date 
on  the  church  and  its  outreach  for 
Christ.    For  all  of  this  we  are  grateful 


to  God. 

We  are  asking  that  you  continue  to 
stand  with  us,  and  that  you  help  to  e.\- 
pand  the  outreach  and  effectiveness  of 
the  magazine.  While  cost  is  a  definite 
factor  in  publishing  the  magazine,  we 
should  not  think  of  it  as  an  expense 
but  as  an  investment.  Seeds  must  be 
purchased  and  planted  before  there 
can  be  a  harvest  of  fruit.  Our  invest- 
ment in  the  Herald  will  bring  forth  a 
harvest  of  fruit  which  will  be  pleasant 
to  our  own  taste,  and  also  to  others 
with  whom  we  share  the  magazine. 

Costs  are  increasing  rapidly.  Infla- 
tion at  times  almost  overwhelms  us, 
but  God  supplies  the  need  to  carry  on. 
In  twenty-two  years  we  have  had  only 
two  subscription  price  increases.  It  is 
now  essential  that  we  increase  the  sub- 
scription price  in  all  categories  by  fifty 
cents.  Not  a  large  amount  at  all,  but 
an  amount  that  will  greatly  help  in 
keeping  the  operation  "in  the  black." 
It  is  hoped  that  those  with  individual 
subscriptions  will  renew  before  the  in- 
crease takes  effect  January  1,  1969, 
and  that  many  will  want  to  give  sub- 
scriptions at  the  present  rate  as  Christ- 
mas gifts.  But  most  of  all  we  hope 
that  all  of  us  will  look  upon  this  as  a 
further  investment  to  help  in  sending 
our  friendly  magazine  into  the  homes 
of  people  around  the  world.  We  will 
in  turn  receive  many  blessings  which 
we  should  not  only  count,  but  for 
which  we  should  praise  the  Lord!

■  he  Days  of  Awe,  or,  as  they  are 
also  known,  the  High  Holy  Days,  com- 
prise a  period  of  ten  days  in  the  re- 
ligious calendar  of  Judaism.  This  peri- 
od begins  with  Rosh  Hashanah  and 
ends  with  Yom  Kippur.  Rosh  Hasha- 
nah, which  in  Hebrew  means  "First  of 
the  Year,"  falls  on  September  23  this 
year.  This  is  the  beginning  of  the 
Jewish  religious  year.  Yom  Kippur, 
which  means  "Day  of  Atonement," 
falls  on  October  2.  At  sundown  on  the 
following  day  this  Jewish  holiday  peri- 
od ends. 

The  authority  for  Rosh  Hashanah 
is  set  forth  as  Numbers  29:1-2  and 
Leviticus  23:24-25:  "On  the  first  day 
of  the  seventh  month  you  shall  have  a 
holy  convocation;  you  shall  do  no 
laborious  work.  It  is  a  day  for  you 
to  blow  the  Shofar." 

According  to  Jewish  tradition,  on 
Rosh  Hashanah  God  enters  the  heaven- 
ly palace  and  seats  himself  on  His 
throne  of  mercy.  He  acts  as  judge  and 
witness  to  every  living  creature.  The 
record  of  the  lives  of  all  human  beings 
is  opened,  and  in  this  record  are  re- 
vealed all  the  secret  thoughts  and  hid- 


den acts  of  every  person— all  the  things 
that  have  long  been  forgotten  or  that 
no  one  else  ever  noticed.  The  blasts  of 
the  Shofar  (ram's  horn)  are  sounded, 
and  it  is  proclaimed:  "Behold  the  Day 
of  Judgment!"  Every  mortal  passes 
before  the  Almighty,  as  sheep  before  a 
shepherd,  and  God  decrees  the  life  and 
destiny  of  every  creature.  But,  con- 
cludes tradition,  by  sincere  repentance, 
by  deeply  felt  prayer,  and  by  acts  of 
loving  kindness  man  can  change  the 
course  of  his  life  and  modify  the  harsh- 
ness of  his  fate. 

On  this  day  services  are  held  in  the 
evening  at  the  synagogue.  Parents  and 
children  attend.  There  is  song  and 
prayer.  People  pray  for  forgiveness 
and  a  year  of  peace  and  happiness  for 
themselves  and  for  the  entire  world. 
During  the  service  a  portion  is  read 
from  the  Sefer  Torah,  the  Scroll  of  the 
Law.  Male  members  of  the  synagogue 
are  called  to  the  reading  desk  to  take 
part  in  the  reading.  This  is  a  great 
honor.  The  portion  read  tells  the  story 
of  Abraham  and  Isaac.  It  recalls  the 
sacrifice  Abraham  was  willing  to  make 
of  Isaac  in  order  to  demonstrate  his 


faith  in  his  God.  However,  if  you  were 
to  ask  a  young  Jewish  lad  what  he 
thought  was  the  most  important  part 
of  the  ceremony,  he  would  certainly 
reply,  "The  blowing  of  the  Shofar." 
The  Shofar  has  a  loud  and  piercing 
sound.  It  is  supposed  to  remind  the 
congregation  of  the  need  for  doing 
good  and  for  living  an  honorable  and 
God-fearing  life.  It  calls  upon  the  wor- 
shipers to  repent. 

Yom  Kippur  is  a  holy  day  of  no 
labor  and  a  day  of  fasting,  according 
to  Leviticus  16:29-31  and  23:26-32. 
Many  Jewish  people  spend  the  entire 
day  in  prayer  and  worship.  Yom  Kip- 
pur is,  above  all,  a  day  on  which  Jews 
seek  forgiveness— not  only  from  God, 
but  also  from  man.  Judaism  teaches 
that  one  cannot  ask  God's  forgiveness 
for  wrongdoing  unless  he  has  also 
asked  others  to  forgive  him  for  any 
evil  he  may  have  done  to  them.  Simply 
asking  forgiveness  is  not  enough.  The 
wrong  must  be  righted  whenever  that 
is  possible.  There  must  be  a  true  feel- 
ing of  repentance.  Judaism  teaches 
that  it  is  then  that  God  recognizes  the 
worshiper  has  a  sincere  desire  to  undo

his  evil  and  to  live  his  life  better. 

It  is  during  the  Yom  Kippur  service 
that  the  prayer  Kol  Nidre  is  given.  It 
is  not  spoken,  but  sung  to  an  awesome 
and  inspiring  melody.  Kol  Nidre  means 
"all  vows."  This  prayer  asks  God  to 
forgive  the  congregation  for  breaking 
any  religious  vows  made  to  Him  which 
they  might  not  be  able  to  fulfill. 
Judaism  teaches  men  if  they  try  their 
best  to  fulfill  their  vows  to  God,  but 
are  prevented  from  doing  so  through 
no  fault  of  their  own,  the  Kol  Nidre 
allows  them  to  be  at  peace  once  more 
with  their  conscience  and  with  God. 

These  practices  are  touching,  and 
no  doubt  those  who  follow  them  can 
come  to  the  point  of  feeling  there  is 
some  eternal  value  in  doing  them. 
However,  God's  Word  sets  aside  such 
practices  as  useless.  The  Book  of  Le- 
viticus starts  with  a  series  of  sacrifices 


which  cannot  be  ignored.  Anunals  had 
to  be  killed  before  sin  could  be  cov- 
ered; repentance,  prayer,  and  charity 
were  not  enough.  Leviticus  17:11 
states:  "It  is  the  blood  that  maketh  an 
atonement  for  the  soul."  When  a 
sacrifice  was  offered,  the  sentence  of 
the  Law  was  placed  on  the  substitute 
instead  of  the  offender. 

The  sacrifices  pointed  forward  to  a 
coming  Great  Sacrifice,  "for  it  is  not 
possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of 
goats  should  take  away  sins"  (Heb. 
10:4).  Isaiah,  speaking  of  this  sacrifice, 
said,  "It  pleased  the  Lord  to  bruise 
him;  he  hath  put  him  to  grief:  when 
thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an  offering 
for  sin,  he  [God]  shall  see  his  seed 
[life  in  you]"  (Isa.  53:10).  Messiah 
Jesus  assured  us,  "God  so  loved  the 
world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son.  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 


should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting 
life"  (John  3:16). 

This  is  what  we  of  the  Brethren 
Messianic  Testimony  attempt  to  show 
to  the  Jewish  people  of  Fairfax  through 
Life  and  word.  Tradition  may  teach 
many  beautiful  practices,  but  when 
one  leaves  the  synagogue  on  the  eve- 
ning of  Yom  Kippur  and  sees  the  first 
star  of  the  evening,  he  still  has  no  real 
assurance  his  sins  have  been  forgiven; 
his  is  still  doubtful  of  his  relationship 
with  the  Eternal.  Pray  that  God  will 
dispel  the  blindness  of  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple, that  they  might  say  with  Paul,  "I 
know  whom  I  have  believed,  and  am 
persuaded  that  he  is  able  to  keep  that 
which  I  have  committed  unto  him 
against  that  day."  Pray  they  might  see 
the  truth  in  their  Messiah  Jesus.

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(hurches  faced  with  rising  build- 
ing costs  and  limited  budgets  some- 
times think  that  the  solution  to  their 
dilemma  lies  in  eliminating  architectur- 
al services  and  saving  the  cost  of  the 
architect's  fee.  This  is  a  very  great 
mistake.  The  construction  of  a  build- 
ing is  the  largest  single  expenditure 
made  by  a  church,  and  expert  advice 
from  an  architect  familiar  with  every 
aspect  of  design  and  construction  is 
not  only  desirable  but  a  necessity.  In 
almost  every  state  the  law  requires  that 
an  architect  both  plan  and  supervise 
the  construction  of  a  building  to  pro- 
tect the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  pub- 
he.  Architectural  services  actually  save 
the  church  money  by  avoiding  costly 
mistakes  and  poorly  planned  buildings.

is  geared  to  assist  churches  in  planning 
buildings  which  will  provide  the  best 
arrangement  of  space  for  money  ex- 
pended. The  goal  is  to  build  facilities 
that  provide  maximum  potential  for 
soul-winning,  Bible  teaching.  Christian 
training  and  potential  for  growth.  In 
order  to  accomplish  this  goal  the  more 
familiar  an  architect  is  with  a  church's 
projected  program  the  better  able  he  is 
to  plan  a  buUding  to  meet  these  needs. 
It  is  in  this  area  that  Brethren  archi- 
tects completely  familiar  with  our 
churches'  program  have,  a  distinct  ad- 
vantage. 

God  has  abundantly  blessed  this 
ministry.  As  shown  on  the  accompany- 
ing graph,  this  phase  of  our  home- 
mission  program  has  grown  rapidly  for 
eight  years  from  an  annual  construc- 
tion volume  of  about  5250,000  to  over 
$2,000,000  at  the  present  time.  Ser- 
ving five  churches  the  first  year,  we 
assisted  thirty-one  churches  and  schools 
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in  some  way  during  the  past  year. 

Brethren  Architectural  Service  is 
anxious  to  provide  professional  ser- 
vices on  a  fee  basis  to  any  Brethren 
church  which  desires  to  use  its  services 
for  the  study  of  their  needs,  prelimin- 
ary planning,  working  drawings  and 
specifications,  as  well  as  construction 
supervision.  It  is  our  desire  to  help 
the  local  church  in  any  way  possible  to 
acquire  the  very  finest  facilities  pos- 
sible for  an  effective  ministry  at  a  min- 
imum cost  within  the  limits  of  the 
local  church's  budget. 

The  increased  volume  of  work  has 
necessitated  both  a  larger  staff  and 
larger  facilities.  Rev.  Ralph  C.  Hall,  a 
professional  engineer,  directs  the  work. 
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assisted  part  time  by  Mr.  W.  James 
McCleary,  a  registered  architect  and 
consultant.  Three  other  engineers  and 
draftsmen— Warren  Zellner,  Don  Hinks, 
and  Larry  Wentz— as  well  as  Mrs.  Ken- 
neth Herman  as  office  secretary  pres- 
ently serve  in  this  department.  In  ad- 
dition, Mr.  McCleary  maintains  some 
private  practice  and  employs  two 
other  Brethren  men,  Eugene  Oliver  and 
Ed  Scofield,  to  assist  him.  Every  mem- 
ber of  this  staff  is  a  fine,  dedicated 
Christian  with  a  sincere  desire  to  serve 
the  Lord  in  this  area  of  service. 

New  larger  facilities  have  been  ac- 
quired in  a  remodeled  house  at  1401 
Kings  Highway  which  provide  the  need- 
ed space  for  efficient  operation.         ▼

LEXINGTON,  OHIO.  (Terrance  Taylor,  pastor).   "We  had  a  new  record  attendance  of  177  in  morning 
worship  service  on  September  8.  On  the  same  day  a  man  for  whom  we  have  been  praying  for  two  years 
accepted  Christ  as  his  Saviour.  The  building  program  is  making  excellent  progress  and  we're  praying  for 
continued  use  of  our  temporary  quarters  until  that  day  when  we  can  occupy  the  new  church." 


GREENSBURG,  PA.  (Special).  The 
East  District  Fellowship  has  been  hold- 
ing a  Bible  class  at  Greensburg,  and  at 
the  recent  annual  board  meeting  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  this 
Bible  class  was  accepted  as  a  home-mis- 
sion work  with  continued  help  from 
the  district.  The  group  shown  here  in- 
cludes Rev.  Ralph  Burns  and  Rev. 
Donald  Rough,  two  of  the  district  pas- 
tors who  have  been  helping  to  develop 
this  new  church. 
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The  Greensburg,  Pa.  group. 
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AAmid  the  groves  and  orchards  of 
lovely  San  Joaquin  valley  of  northern 
California  is  the  town  of  Ripon.  In 
this  progressive  community  with  a 
population  of  8,000  people  there  is  a 
group  of  Brethren  who  have  been  per- 
sistent in  their  efforts  to  establish  a 
testimony  for  Christ  and  The  Brethren 
Church.

fe  preface  our  report  by  giving  gratitude  to  God 
for  blessed  memories  of  tlie  faithful  life  and  service 
to  our  Lord  of  the  selected  chairman  of  our  com- 
mittee, Brother  Earle  Cole,  who  this  past  year  was 
ushered  into  the  immediate  presence  of  Christ.  We 
thank  the  Lord  for  our  departed  brother's  faithful 
service  in  the  realm  of  statistics  in  our  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches. 

As  we  review  the  statistics  of  the  year  that  has 
passed,  we  are  very  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  we 
are  speaking  of  people  .  .  .  people  in  The  Brethren 
Church  .  .  .  people  and  their  eternal  destinies  and 
service  to  Jesus  Christ,  people  and  their  faithfulness 
in  attending  the  fellowship  we  hold  dear;  and  peo- 
ple in  their  dedication  of  their  finances  to  our  Lord. 

As  we  scan  the  statistical  report  for  1967,  we  are 
grateful  to  our  Lord  for  the  growing  number  of 
churches  in  our  fellowship  ...  a  total  of  220  in 
1967.  Six  new  ones  have  been  added  to  our  fellow- 
ship at  this  conference,  making  a  total  of  226.  A 
new  milestone  was  reached  in  membership  also,  and 
we  praise  God  for  the  fact  that  we  have  gone  over 
the  30,000  mark  with  a  total  of  30,650  persons  in 
our  fellowship.  Sunday  school  enrollment  and  at- 
tendance also  reached  new  highs;  the  increases  in 
these  areas  were  more  than  double  the  increases  for 
1966,  and  the  increase  in  church  membership  was 
almost  double  the  amount  for  1966. 

We  note  that  total  additions  to  the  NFBC  totaled 
2,855  last  year,  and  we  believe  this  figure  is  signifi- 
cant. Losses  totaled  1 ,854  during  the  year,  but  the 
net  membership  gain  of  1,087  is  almost  three  times 
the  1966  gain  of  356.  Our  statistician  reported 
that  the  number  of  trine  immersed  members  should 
actually  be  29,811,  after  checking  with  a  number 
of  churches  who  did  not  report  on  this  particular 
item. 

An  increase  of  $50,000  in  offerings  for  others 


was  noted  in  the  past  year,  and  of  course  the  report 
reflects  only  the  funds  channeled  through  the  local 
church.  We  believe  that  we  are  a  "building  church," 
as  the  report  reflects  an  increase  of  $1,700,000  in 
two  years  in  expenditures  for  new  buUdings  and 
improvements.  Pastors'  salaries,  however,  during 
the  same  two-year  period  reflect  little  increase,  and 
we  urge  our  constituency  to  examine  their  pastor's 
salary  arrangement,  particularly  in  this  period  of 
time  when  the  cost  of  living  is  rising  so  rapidly.  The 
amount  expended  for  youth  camps  increased  con- 
siderably last  year,  indicating  a  good  interest  in  this 
area.  Total  church  expenditures  increased  from 
$5,456,550  in  1965  to  $7,565,482,  an  increase  of 
over  $2,000,000,  and  we  believe  this  is  reason  to 
praise  God.  Total  valuation  of  properties  rose  from 
$15,000,000  to  over  $20,000,000,  a  very  wonder- 
ful increase,  and  our  assets  now  amount  to  more 
than  $26,000,000. 

We  rejoice  in  the  increase  in  attendance  at  the 
morning  and  evening  worship  services,  but  are  con- 
cerned in  the  drop  in  prayer  meeting  attendance. 
We  encourage  our  pastors  to  promote  this  all- 
important  service,  and  urge  our  people  to  attend 
this  "hour  of  power."  The  1967  report  also  re- 
flects decreased  activity  on  the  part  of  many  of  our 
auxiliary  organizations,  although  VBS  attendance 
was  up  slightly  over  1966. 

Our  per  capita  giving  reflects  significant  increases 
in  the  past  four  years,  and  our  people  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  faithful  stewardship. 

In  concluding,  may  we  in  the  months  before  us 
have  a  concern  for  every-member  evangelism  that 
will  multiply  our  conversion,  baptism,  and  mem- 
bership increases,  that  will  bring  thrilling  new  peaks 
in  attendance  records,  and  that  propels  renewed 
spiritual  vigor  in  every  area  of  stewardship  and  mis- 
sionary endeavors.  ▼ 
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Race  is  Considered 


(Committee  on  Race  Relations) 


I  his  committee  first  wishes  to  commend  the 
editorial  staff  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
Company  for  their  interest  in  the  race  relations  situ- 
ation and  for  their  assistance  to  this  committee.  We 
urge  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Company  to 
continue  to  be  the  media  of  information  to  our  Fel- 
lowship. As  long  as  race  tension  is  existent  in  the 
United  States,  we  suggest  that  the  Brethren  Mission- 
ary Herald  Company  keep  our  constituency  abreast 
of  developments  in  the  field  of  racial  issues  national- 
ly and  also  to  present  such  infonnation  that  be- 
comes available  on  current  attitudes  and  changing 
philosophy  both  inside  and  outside  our  communi- 
ties. 

Second,  this  committee  wishes  to  state  that  on 
the  basis  of  the  returns  from  a  questionnaire  dis- 
tributed to  the  ministers  of  The  National  Fehowship 
of  Brethren  Churches,  it  is  overwhelmingly  indi- 
cated by  said  ministers  that  they  wish  to  be  in- 
fonued  of  the  conditions  involved  in  the  race  re- 
lations situation  in  our  country  and  to  actively 
work  toward  reaching  the  Negro  community  with 
the  message  of  God's  grace! 

These  men  also  indicated  on  the  aforementioned 
questionnaire  that  aU  of  them  are  aware  of  the 
social  revolution  in  America,  of  which  the  Negro 
plays  the  major  part.  All  desire  a  godly  means  of 
finding  a  solution  to  this  problem.  The  committee 
feels  such  attitudes  indicate  a  healthy  outlook. 

We  therefore  urge  our  ministers  and  laymen  to 
commit  themselves  (a)  to  oppose  the  negative  at- 


titudes which  are  being  expressed  by  some  of  the 
more  prominent  conservative  groups;  (b)  to  deplore 
and  resist  the  insincere  fraternizing  with  the  Negro 
as  is  practiced  by  the  ecumenical  process  in  their 
social  attitude;  (c)  to  accept  the  Negro  as  an  equal 
and  treat  him  as  a  man  with  equal  worth  with  all 
other  men;  (d)  to  respond  promptly  and  fully  to 
requests  made  by  the  Committee  on  Race  Relations 
for  information  which  might  be  of  use  in  arriving 
at  a  positive  means  to  attack  the  problem  involved 
in  race  relations;  (e)  for  prayerful  cooperation  of 
all  our  churches  and  people  toward  communities 
which  face  a  race  relation  problem,  such  as  Hacienda 
Heights  and  Inglewood,  Cahfornia,  and  Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania,  et.  al.;  (0  and  finally,  to  reaf- 
firm the  statement  of  the  Committee  on  Race  Re- 
lations as  adopted  by  the  conference  of  The  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  August 
14-22,  1965,  to  wit: 

(Realizing  that  Christ  died  for  all  men  and  has 
broken  down  the  wall  of  partition  dividing  men 
thereby  transcending  all  racial  and  cultural  lines 
and  unites  in  one  body  all  who  are  children  of  God 
by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,)  (to)  reaffirm  that  mem- 
bership in  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  based  on 
faith,  not  race,  upon  personal  relationship  to  Christ, 
not  color,  and  that  all  who  are  in  Christ  may  par- 
ticipate fully  in  the  worship  and  witness  of  the 
church  at  home  and  abroad  without  regard  to  race 
or  ethnic  origin.

Dear  Teacher, 

I  don't  know  how  many  letters 
you've  received  from  your  former  stu- 
dents; I  imagine  there  have  been  a 
few— with  many  more  left  unwritten. 

I  meant  to  write  to  you  years  ago 
after  reading  "Mr.  Chips,"  and  now  I 
am  finally  taking  time  to  say  "thanks." 
The  years  go  by  so  quickly. 

There  are  teachers  one  soon  forgets, 
and  a  few  one  remembers  always.  Your 
influence  on  your  students  from  Breth- 
ren High  School  days  has  truly  been  a 
lasting  one.  It  is  hard  to  express  in 
words  our  great  respect  and  love  for 
you,  but  1  feel  I  should  try.  Mr.  Flory, 
we  thought  you  were  a  very  special 
teacher— one  of  a  kind! 

Do  you  remember  the  day  in  "U.S. 
Government"  when  all  the  class  mim- 
icked your  every  gesture  after  you  hur- 
ried in  (late)  and  sat  down  at  your 
desk?  It  didn't  take  long  for  you  to 
realize  what  we  were  up  to  and  to  lead 
us  through  exhausting  calisthentics 
(quite  undignified)  and  eventually  out 
the  door  to  the  student  body  store  for 
ice  cream.  Most  of  us  expected  any 
history  class  to  be  dull.  What  a  sur- 
prise to  discover  we  were  looking  for- 
ward to  that  class  each  day.  Your 
classes  were  always  enjoyable  learning 
experiences  with  practical,  interesting 
discussions  concerning  anything.  (Still 
a  novelty  in  those  days.)     Each  day 


you  fed  our  minds  and  helped  us  to 
mature  spiritually  as  we  were  struggling 
(painfully  at  times)  toward  adulthood. 
How  we  must  have  tried  your  patience, 
yet  never  did  I  see  evidence  of  im- 
patience! Even  then  that  seemed  a 
small  miracle.  Was  it  the  prayer  before 
each  class  that  kept  you  calm?  I  know 
you  liked  teaching  and  that  must  have 
helped,  too. 

I  wasn't  your  most  brilliant  student, 
but  I  felt  like  a  valued  one!  You 
managed  to  have  time  for  each  one  of 
us.  Thank  you  for  that! 

Perhaps  it  was  because  we  knew 
you  loved  us  and  respected  us  that  we 
listened  to  your  advice  and  applied  it 
to  our  lives.  Love  begets  love.  We 
knew  we  were  "your  kids."  Wliat  a 
large  family  of  us  with  whom  you  had 
to  deal  as  school  principal,  teacher, 
advisor,  and  so  on.  (You  must  have 
known  we  referred  to  you  often  as 
"Uncle  Al,"  when  no  adults  were  pres- 
ent to  call  us  "disrespectful".)  And 
many  of  us  tried  to  copy  your  beauti- 
ful signature;  remember?  I  did  pretty 
well  at  that.  You  didn't  suspect  how 
pleased  I  was  when  one  busy  semester 
you  asked  me  to  make  out  your  report 
cards  for  you.  (Just  the  students'  name 
and  the  name  of  the  class,  not  your 
signature!)  I  remember  one  student 
who  could  imitate  your  walk,  your 
voice,  and  could  sign  your  name  well 
enough  to  fool  anyone!    (That  could 


have  caused  problems  at  report  card 
time,  but  he  was  only  trying  to  be  like 
you.)  His  admiration  began  in  elemen- 
tary school.  If  you've  seen  him  in  the 
last  few  years,  I'm  sure  you  had  a  feel- 
ing of  pride.  He's  a  fine  husband  and 
father,  married  to  a  lovely  girl  from 
BHS.  From  time  to  time  I  see  the 
"old  gang"  scattered  here  and  there  in 
Brethren  churches.  They  have  Christ- 
centered  homes,  and  many  are  sending 
their  children  to  Christian  schools.  We 
usually  talk  about  Brethren  and  about 
you.  Our  children  have  heard  some 
stories,  too  many  to  recall  in  this  letter. 
Their  amazed  comment  is  often, 
"Teachers  aren't  like  that!" 

The  young  people  of  today  need 
you  even  more  than  we  did  then.  They 
need  your  good  humor,  your  patience, 
and  your  Christian  understanding. 
We're  sorry  you  are  no  longer  teaching. 
My  prayer  is  that  there  might  be  more 
teachers  dedicated  to  Him,  as  you  were 
those  many  years. 

You  are  not  rich  as  you  might  have 
been,  for  we've  always  known  you 
could  have  been  a  much  higher-paid 
educator,  or  a  politician,  or  just  about 
anything  other  than  an  underpaid 
teacher.  Mr.  Flory,  you  are  wealthy! 
"Your  kids"  love  you.  Though  we're 
only  able  to  see  you  every  few  years, 
we'll  always  remember  and  be  thank- 
ful for  those  wonderful  years  at  Breth- 
ren High  School.

Editor's  note:  Chaplain  John  D.  Talley  spoke  in  the  Bible  hour  on  Friday  of 
national  conference.  With  the  challenge  of  the  message  in  mind,  Mrs.  Vivian 
McClellan  wrote  this  article. 


"Come,"  said  Mr.  Orthodox,  "I  want  to  show  you  my  new  refriger- 
ator. It  is  just  loaded  with  all  the  finest  food  that  money  can  buy." 

"Fine,"  said  Mr.  Concern,  "I  would  like  to  see  it." 

"Here  is  the  milk  compartment.  It  holds  twelve  quarts  of  certified. 
Grade  A,  pasteurized,  homogenized,  enriched  milk.  Isn't  that  a  wonder- 
ful supply?" 

"Yes,"  replied  Mr.  Concern,  glancing  in  the  next  room.  "And  the 
baby  is  crying.  Perhaps  you  should  give  him  some." 

"Oh,  no,"  said  Mr.  Orthodox,  "that  is  not  important.  Here,  let  me 
show  you  the  vegetable  compartment.  Isn't  it  roomy?  Here  are  the  yel- 
low vegetables.  Over  here  are  the  green  vegetables.  This  unit  is  designed 
to  keep  them  fresh  and  crisp  and  to  retain  all  the  vitamins." 

"That  is  fine,"  intoned  Mr.  Concern.  "Your  children  look  rather 
pale.  I  think  they  should  have  some  of  those  vegetables." 

"Perhaps,"  conceded  Mr.  Orthodox,  "but  I'm  not  really  the  type 
for  that  sort  of  thing.  Look,  did  you  see  this  freezer  compartment?  It 
is  packed  full  of  wonderful  meat.  I  have  it  all  organized  and  catalogued. 
Steaks  over  here;  chops  in  this  corner,  and  roasts  in  the  middle,  arranged 
according  to  comparative  value  and  weight.  This  freezer  keeps  them  all 
at  below  zero  temperatures  to  protect  the  rich  flavor,  bright  color,  true 
aroma  and  the  food  value.  It  will  keep  them  almost  indefinitely.  Oh, 
I  am  proud  of  this  food  store.  I  believe  that  it  is  unmatched  by  any  of 
my  neighbors." 

"But  the  children!"  cried  Mr.  Concern.  "What  of  the  children? 
They  are  crying  for  food.  Aren't  you  going  to  do  anything  about  it?" 

Mr.  Orthodox  smiled  benignly.  "Never  mind  the  children,"  he  ex- 
plained. "My  task  is  to  protect  and  organize  and  preserve  the  food. 
Don't  you  think  I  am  doing  an  outstanding  job?" 

Chaplain  John  Talley  said,  "The  church  must  be  more  than  a  refriger- 
ator to  preserve  gospel  truth." 

Jesus  Christ  said,  "Give  ye  them  to  eat,"  and  again,  "Feed  my 
lambs." 

Let's  get  the  truth  out  of  the  refrigerator  and  take  it  to  a  spiritually 
starving  world! 
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Ihrough  the  foresiglit  and  zeal  of 
certain  publishers  within  the  last  few 
years  many  of  the  great  religious 
classics  of  the  past  have  been  revived 
and  made  available  to  the  Christian 
public  in  attractive  editions. 

These  have  been  mostly  of  two 
kinds:  the  works  of  the  Puritan  divines, 
and  those  of  the  mystic  theologians 
and  devotional  writers  from  St.  Augus- 
tine to  John  Woolman. 

The  great  Puritan  writers  and  those 
closely  related  to  them  in  doctrine  and 
spirit  were  the  spiritual  forebears  of 
our  present  day  Fundamentalists, 
though  candor  requires  that  we  note 
that,  for  reasons  that  need  not  be 
enumerated  here,  the  noble  fathers 
were  not  able  to  beget  sons  equal  to 
themselves. 

The  devotional  works  that  have 
appeared  have  been  so  varied  as  to 
make  classification  difficult.  Some  of 
the  great  names  are  Meister  Eckliart, 
Bernard  of  Clairvaux,  Jan  van  Ruys- 
broeck,  Michael  Molinos,  Jolin  of  the 
Cross,  Thomas  Traherne,  Richard 
Rolle,  William  Law,  Walter  Hilton, 
Francis  de  Sales,  Jakob  Boehme  and 
Gerhart  Tersteegen.  To  these  might 
be  added  the  more  familiar  names  of 
Fenelon,  Guyon  and  Thomas  a  Kempis. 

To  a  large  extent  these  were  uni- 
versal Christians  who  experienced  the 
grace  of  God  so  deeply  and  so  broadly 
that  they  encompassed  the  spiritual 
possibilities  of  all  men  and  were  able 
to  set  forth  their  religious  experiences 
in  language  acceptable  to  Christians  of 
various  ages  and  varying  doctrinal  view- 
points. Just  as  a  sincere  hymn  may 
strike  a  worshipful  chord  common  to 
all  Christians,  so  these  works  of  devo- 
tion instantly  commend  themselves  to 
true  seekers  everywhere.  There  need 
only  be  genuine  faith  in  Christ,  com- 
plete separation  from  the  world,  an 
eager  cleaving  unto  God  and  a  willing- 
ness to  die  to  self  and  carry  the  cross, 
and  the  Holy  Spirit  will  introduce  His 
people  to  each  other  across  the  cen- 
turies and  teach  them  the  meaning  of 
spiritual  unity  and  the  communion  of 
saints. 

What  disturbs  me  is  the  sharp  dis- 
parity between  theory  and  fact  in  the 
reception  given  these  great  spiritual 
classics  by  the  rank  and  file  of  evangel- 
icals. Theoretically  the  people  of  God 
should  run  to  these  books  as  a  thirst- 
ing stag  runs  to  bury  his  muzzle  in  the 
cooling  stream;  actually  only  a  relative- 
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ly  few  welcome  them.  Most  Christians 
find  them  dull,  and  even  though  they 
may  buy  them,  they  seldom  look  into 
them,  and  wonder  how  they  got  their 
reputation  as  religious  masterworks. 

Why  is  this?  Why  do  the  majority 
of  present-day  Christians  prefer  shal- 
low religious  fiction?  Or  uninspired 
Bible  talks  that  never  get  beyond  the 
"first  principles"?  Or  one-page  daily 
devotions?  Or  watered-down  Christian 
biography?  I  think  the  reasons  are 
two: 


First,  present-day  evangelical  Chris- 
tianity is  not  producing  saints.  The 
whole  concept  of  religious  experience 
has  shifted  from  the  transcendental  to 
the  utilitarian.  God  is  valued  as  being 
useful  and  Christ  appreciated  because 
of  the  predicaments  He  gets  us  out  of. 
He  can  deliver  us  from  the  conse- 
quences of  our  past,  relax  our  nerves, 
give  us  peace  of  mind  and  make  our 
business  a  success.  The  all-consuming 
love  that  burns  in  the  writings  of  an 
Augustine,  a  Bernard  or  a  Rolle  is  for- 


eign to  the  modern  religious  spirit. 
Like  understands  like  and  fails  to  com- 
prehend what  is  unlike  itself.  The 
tortoise  finds  the  mockingbird  dull. 
Esau  has  no  fellowship  with  Jacob. 
"The  natural  man  receiveth  not  the 
things  of  the  Spirit  of  God:  for  they 
are  foolishness  unto  him:  neither  can 
he  know  them,  because  they  are  spiri- 
tually discerned"  (I  Cor.  2:14). 

To  come  to  our  devotions  straight 
from  carnal  or  worldly  interests  is  to 
make  it  impossible  to  relish  the  deep, 
sweet  thoughts  found  in  the  great 
books  we  are  discussing  here.  We  must 
know  their  heart-language,  must  vi- 
brate in  harmony  with  them,  must 
share  their  inward  experiences  or  they 
will  mean  nothing  to  us.  Because  we 
are  too  often  strangers  to  their  spiri- 
tual mood,  we  are  unable  to  profit  by 
them  and  are  forced  to  turn  to  one  or 
another  form  of  religious  entertain- 
ment to  make  our  Christianity  palatable 
enough  to  endure. 

Secondly,  people  are  unable  to  ap- 
preciate the  great  spiritual  classics  be- 
cause they  are  trying  to  understand 
them  while  having  no  intention  to 
obey  them.  The  Greek  Church  father, 
St.  Gregory,  said  it  better  than  I  could, 
so  we'll  let  him  tell  us:  "He  who  seeks 
to  understand  commandments  without 
fulfilling  commandments,  and  to  ac- 
quire such  understanding  through  learn- 
ing and  reading,  is  like  a  man  who  takes 
shadows  for  truth.  For  the  understand- 
ing of  truth  is  given  to  those  who  have 
become  participants  in  truth  (who  have 
tasted  it  through  living).  Those  who 
are  not  participants  in  truth  and  are 
not  initiated  therein,  when  they  seek 
this  understaYiding,  draw  from  it  a  dis- 
torted wisdom.  Of  such  the  apostle 
says,  'The  natural  man  receiveth  not 
the  things  of  the  Spirit,'  even  though 
they  boast  of  their  knowledge  of 
truth." 

In  conclusion,  we  use  books  profit- 
ably when  we  see  them  as  a  means 
toward  an  end;  we  abase  them  when 
we  think  of  them  as  ends  in  them- 
selves. And  for  all  books  of  every  sort 
let  us  observe  Bacon's  famous  rule: 
"Read  not  to  contradict  and  confute, 
nor  to  believe  and  take  for  granted, 
nor  to  find  talk  and  discourse,  but  to 
weigli  and  consider.  Some  books  are 
to  be  tasted,  others  to  be  swallowed, 
and  some  few  to  be  chewed  and  di- 
gested." ^

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Financial  Base  Hurts 
Grace  Chances 
for  Accreditation

An  official  communication  from 
the  regional  office  of  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  as  of  August  1  evaluates  the 
progress  of  Grace  College  in  its  effort 
to  achieve  full  accreditation.  For  some 
years  Grace  College  has  been  seeking 
candidate  status  which  is  the  first  step. 
Once  candidate  status  is  reached,  it  is 
expected  that  in  three  years  or  less  the 
school  will  be  able  to  advance  to  the 
point  of  full  accreditation. 

For  almost  ten  years,  Grace  College 
has  been  doing  its  best  to  remove 
weaknesses  and  upgrade  its  strength  in 
order  to  reach  this  goal.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  school  has  gone  a  long 
way  toward  the  achievement  of  its 
purpose.  Perhaps  the  most  significant 
thing  now  in  progress  is  the  new  library 
now  under  construction.  This  will  not 
only  provide  a  place  where  new  books 
can  actually  be  added  to  the  library, 
but  it  will  also  provide  a  place  where 
students  can  get  at  the  books  and  avail 
themselves  of  this  storehouse  of  knowl- 
edge. Many  other  areas  have  also  been 
improved  and  are  being  improved. 

Two  years  ago  application  was  made 
for  candidate  status.  A  status  study 
was  prepared  and  sent  to  the  central 
office  in  Chicago.  After  review,  the 
Commission  on  Colleges  accepted  it, 
but  advised  that  we  wait  another  year 
before  requesting  a  diagnostic  team. 
Again  this  year  another  application 
was  made  with  similar  response. 

To  use  the  words  appearing  in  the 
official  communication,  I  quote:  "The 
board  expressed  concern  regarding  the 
continuing  need  to  strengthen  the  fi- 
nancial base  of  the  college  and  the 
need  to  improve  conditions  of  faculty 
service,  particularly  in  the  areas  of  in- 
structional loads  and  salaries.  Further 
concern  centered  on  the  inadequacy  of 
the  library  at  the  present  time." 

One  overall  weakness  is  stated  in 
the    opening   clause,   and   then   three 


weaknesses  that  grow  out  of  it  follow. 
Our  problem  is  money.  We  do  not 
have  enough  to  carry  on  a  college  as 
North  Central  authorities  think  it 
should  be  conducted,  if  it  is  to  operate 
on  a  high  academic  level,  and  if  this 
level  is  to  continue  through  the  years 
ahead.  This  is  their  way  of  saying  that 
Grace  College  does  not  have  enough 
substantial  sources  of  income  to  pro- 
vide sufficient  income  to  do  an  accept- 
able piece  of  work. 

Actually,  Grace  has  just  two  sources 
of  income  for  current  operations:  gifts 
from  Brethren  people  and  tuition  and 
fees  from  students.  For  all  practical 
purposes  we  have  no  endowment,  no 
substantial  donors,  no  help  from  the 
local  community,  no  grants  from  foun- 
dations, no  help  from  the  government. 
So  far  as  we  are  able  to  see,  there  is  no 
possibility  that  this  will  change  sub- 
stantially. In  some  cases  we  would  not 
want  this  situation  to  change,  lest  we 
lose  our  freedom  and  the  right  to  carry 
on  the  type  of  school  we  feel  will  glor- 
ify the  Lord. 

The  pressure  to  retain  or  to  acquire 
regional  accreditation  has  led  some 
schools  to  overextend  themselves  in 
financial  commitments.  By  so  doing 
they  have  received  the  approval  of 
regional  accrediting  associations,  but 
often  there  was  a  price  to  pay.  Either 
they  had  to  sell  out  their  freedom  in 
the  effort  to  secure  sufficient  funds 
for  academic  improvement,  or  else 
they  have  gone  into  deficit  spending, 
hoping  that  the  funds  would  come  in, 
and  are  now  facing  the  serious  problem 
of  continuing  in  operation. 

Grace  College  could  follow  this  pat- 
tern, too,  but  if  it  did,  it  would  be 
obligated  to  count  the  cost.  Since 
Grace  College  is  a  Christian  school 
committed  to  performing  a  certain 
function  for  its  constituency,  it  must 
be  guided  by  a  higher  allegiance  than  a 
regional  accrediting  association.  Grace 


College  must  continue  to  serve  its 
Christian  constituency.  It  must  bear 
a  Christian  testimony  by  paying  its 
debts.  And  it  must  retain  its  freedom 
to  give  forth  pure,  unadulterated  Chris- 
tian teaching. 

Though  our  efforts  to  raise  more 
funds  have  been  more  strenuous  than 
ever  before,  and  some  acceleration  in 
income  has  been  realized,  the  increase 
percentagewise  in  relation  to  the  inflat- 
ing economy  is  nothing.  But  we  still 
thank  God  that  the  amount  that  has 
come  in  has  been  sufficient  to  operate 
in  the  black. 

In  the  final  analysis,  and  in  the  ulti- 
mate sense,  the  church  is  our  accredit- 
ing agency.  Grace  College  serves  the 
church.  It  is  meeting  the  requirements 
of  the  church.  It  is  satisfying  the  de- 
sires of  the  church.  It  is  passing  the 
evaluation  of  the  church.  This  does 
not  mean  that  the  church  would  not 
like  to  see  even  greater  strides,  even 
regional  accreditation,  provided  we  can 
achieve  this  without  suffering  deterior- 
ation in  Christian  standing  or  draw- 
backs from  financial  stringency. 

The  school  will  continue  to  make 
every  effort  within  its  financial  re- 
sources to  acquire  regional  accredita- 
tion. The  school  will  keep  the  need 
for  more  funds  ever  before  the  church. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  rank  and  file  who 
read  this  account  will  feel  the  responsi- 
bility for  giving  to  this  worthy  cause. 
Let  us  hot  complain  at  the  situation. 
Wliatever  has  happened  falls  within  the 
program  of  that  One  who  works  all 
things  after  the  counsel  of  His  own 
will.  Since  this  is  true,  let  us  take 
courage  and  give  further  effort  to 
achieve  the  best  for  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  and  His  church.  Let  us  never  for- 
get that  we  have  a  good  school.  We  have 
a  good  faculty.  The  school  has  a  good 
name.  These  factors  have  commended 
the  school  to  students  far  and  near  so 
that  we  have  a  growing  institution.     ▼ 
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Following  her  graduation,  Mary 
Flint,  a  1968  Grace  College  graduate 
from  Long  Beach,  California,  spent  ten 
weeks  of  the  summer  touring  the  east- 
ern states  and  New  England  with  the 
Grace  Ambassadors,  one  of  two  sUi- 
dent  development  teams  representing 
Grace  Schools  this  summer  Directed 
by  Terry  White,  director  of  public  re- 
lations for  Grace  Schools,  the  eastern 
team  traveled  7, 950  miles  and  sang  in 
more  than  eighty  churches  during  the 
ten  weeks.  Miss  Flint,  whose  major 
was  English,  will  be  teaching  at  Breth- 
ren High  School  in  Long  Beach  this 
fall  The  following  article  includes 
some  of  her  reflections  on  a  summer 
tour: 

Sailing  from  the  pines  over  a  steep 
daisied  valley  and  swinging  back  into 
the  shadows  while  clinging  to  a  knot 
in  a  30'  braided  rope  .  .  .  Riding  with- 
out saddle  through  sunny  woods,  twist- 
ing the  pony's  mane  around  my  fingers 
.  .  .  Tasting  a  teaberry  leaf  and  breath- 
ing deeply  of  the  sun-filtered  coolness 

Times  of  being  peacefully  alone  on 
a  summer  tour  are  few.  Usually  there 
is  a  suitcase  to  cram  shut,  a  toothbrush 
to  retrieve,  a  hostess  to  thank,  a  dead- 
line to  meet,  a  program  to  present,  and 
people  to  greet.  There  are  people 
everywhere-talking,  questioning, 
laughing. 

Places,  surprises,  and  people  make  a 
summer  tour.  A  major  activity  of  the 
summer  development  teams  is,  natu- 
rally, traveling"  from  place  to  place. 
With  more  than  eighty  services  over  the 
7,950  miles,  one  has  the  opportunity 
to  learn  the  layout  of  every  shopping 
center,  the  direction  to  every  Dairy 
Queen  and  tennis  court,  and  the  loca- 
tion of  every  restroom  mirror  in  every 
Brethren  church  in  America.  On  the 
side,  of  course,  one  may  also  enjoy  the 
beauty  of  Yellowstone  Park,  Mammoth 
Cave,  and  The  Everglades,  as  well  as 
the  bustle  of  Philadelphia,  Denver,  and 
San  Diego. 

A  tour  is  both  pleasure  and  pain. 
Pleasure  is  the  occasional  time  of  being 
alone  or  a  watermelon  on  a  hot  night. 
Or  it's  the  flicker  of  a  smile  on  the 
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deadpan  face  in  the  third  row  of  the 
audience.  It  is  lying  back  on  a  foam 
rubber  pOlow  with  my  curlers  sinking 
in  after  fifty  hard  nights.  It  is  keeping 
secret  a  stowaway  land  turtle  for  a 
week  and  a  half  without  the  fellows 
knowing.  And  it  is  the  generous  gift 
of  a  blue  willow  bowl  for  my  hope 
chest. 

Pain  comes  from  a  teammate's  el- 
bow when  I  fall  asleep  during  the  slide 
presentation.  Pain  is  trying  to  laugh  at 
the  same  old  joke  I've  heard  fifty-seven 
times  before  or  wishing  I  had  room  for 
the  big  company  meal  set  before  me. 
It  is  also  not  having  enough  "won't 
power"  at  the  Dairy  Queen.  It's  having 
my  pet  turtle  run  away  while  I  lose  a 
tennis  match.  It's  having  the  pastor 
say  there's  no  mail  from  my  boyfriend. 

These,  of  course,  are  the  fringe 
benefits  from  a  summer  team  tour. 
The  biggest  attraction  is  the  people. 
Closest  are  the  Grace  College  students 
with  whom  I  travel.  Together  we  have 
devotions  and  pray  for  individuals  we 
have  met  along  the  way.  We  team- 
mates, as  well  as  rejoicing  over  deci- 
sions and  blessings,  share  goofs  and 
disappointments.  But  fortunately,  we 
share  a  sense  of  humor  that  smooths 
the  rough  spots  in  the  routing  of  travel. 

Besides  teammates,  there  are  the 
people  in  every  church  audience.  These 
are  the  people  that  make  touring  worth- 
while. They  are  the  ones  to  reach  with 
the  gospel  message  in  song.  They  are 
the  people  who  desire  information 
about  Grace  College  and  Seminary.  In 
the  churches  are  the  sharp  Brethren 
teenagers  who  want  to  share  encour- 
agements about  living  the  Christian  life. 
And,  too,  there  are  the  shy  little  chil- 
dren handing  us  bulletins  to  autograph. 

But  the  people  in  their  homes  are 
the  people  I  like  best.  I  meet  them  in 
their  natural  habitat.  Learning  a  little 
about  human  nature  discloses  that  peo- 
ple are  basically  alike  whether  they  live 
in  expensive  homes  or  modest  houses. 

On  the  other  hand,  differences  in 
personality  are  infinite.  I  have  yet  to 
meet  the  "average"  Brethren  church 
member.  Some  are  happy  in  spirit 
wherever  they  are;  some  are  seemingly 


never  happy.  Room  decor,  the  pile  of 
books  by  the  bed,  styles  of  hospitality 
and  housekeeping  tell  much  about  the 
host  or  hostess  for  the  night.

I  he  character  of  the  hving  church  is 
determined  by  the  character  of  her 
head,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  who  is 
holy.  His  people  are  to  be  holy.  This 
is  both  an  Old  Testament  and  New  Tes- 
tament emphasis.  The  holiness  of  God 
determines  the  character  of  His  people. 
"Be  ye  holy  for  I  am  holy,"  saith  the 
Lord. 

Holiness,  however,  must  have  ex- 
pression. It  is  not  only  a  matter  of 
heart,  though  it  is  that  basically.  Holi- 
ness of  heart  becomes  manifest  in  the 
goal  and  aim  of  a  person's  hfe.  Is  there 
a  goal,  an  aim,  so  big,  so  worthy,  in 
the  light  of  the  character  of  God,  that 
it  will  build  His  people  in  God's  direc- 
tion, that  it  will  unite  and  integrate  all 
other  purposes  among  them  so  that 
they  can  be  single-minded?  Yes,  there 
is  such  a  goal,  and  the  Scriptures  give 
it  to  us  in  several  places.  One  of  them 
is  in  I  Thessalonians  4:1  which  reads, 
".  .  .  ye  have  received  of  us  how  ye 
ought  to  walk  and  to  please  God," 
more  literally,  "so  as  to  please  God." 
This  is  the  high  and  holy  aim  of  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  in  her  individual 
membership,  to  walk  "so  as  to  please 
God."  We  certainly  are  not  to  walk  to 
please  ourselves. 

Isn't  it  wonderful,  those  of  you 
who  know  a  happy,  wholesome,  love 
relationship  with  Christ,  isn't  it  won-

derful  how  you  sense  in  your  own 
heart  when  you  are  pleasing  and  when 
you  are  displeasing?  Many,  many 
times  in  my  walk  with  my  God,  I  ex- 
perience those  moments  when  I  just 
know  down  deep  in  my  soul  that  I'm 
not  pleasing  Him  in  the  way  I'm  think- 
ing, or  the  way  I'm  feeling,  or  the  way 
I'm  acting,  or  the  way  I'm  talking. 
It's  not  pleasing  to  Him.  The  Spirit 
tells  us,  and  right  there  we  should  re- 
nounce the  thing  that  displeases  God 
and  renew  our  desire  to  please  Him  in 
all  ways,  at  all  times,  and  in  all  things. 
Now  having  established  that  as  a 
principle,  the  Apostle  goes  on  to  make 
an  application  of  it  in  I  Thessalonians 
4:1-12  beginning  with  the  husband- 
wife  relationship,  then  the  parent-child 
relationship  and  the  employer- 
employee  relationship,  and  then  the 
governor-subject  relationship.  So  it 
covers  all  the  major  areas  of  human 
personal  relations.  This  is  the  proving 
ground  in  which  truth  is  to  be  put  to 
the  test.  It's  Christianity  in  its  working 
clothes.  It  is  here  that  the  world  sees 
Christianity  more  than  any  place  else. 


The  world  doesn't  see  Christianity  in 
our  cathedrals,  and  our  churches,  and 
our  sermons  and  songs.  The  world  sees 
Christianity  in  our  homes,  and  in  the 
way  we  raise  our  children,  and  in  our 
work  relationships  at  the  office  and 
the  factory,  and  our  attitude  toward 
law  and  order  and  government.  This 
is  the  gospel  the  world  is  reading.  And 
what  are  we  saying  in  that  gospel? 

Now  the  Apostle's  first  application 
of  this  desire  to  please  God  in  every- 
thing is  in  the  marriage  relationship. 
This  is  God's  answer  to  our  so-called 
new  morality  that  is  plaguing  us  today. 
Our  new  morality  is  neither  new  nor 
moral.  It  is  the  product  of  a  sick 
society.  Our  lens  are  blurred  today. 
We  have  no  focus  on  morality.  We  live 
in  a  mass  of  nothingness,  a  mass  of  rel- 
ativity, where  anything  goes,  expressed 
in  many,  many  ways,  but  essentially  it 
is  what  is  known  as  "situation  ethics." 

Now  here  is  a  real  pointed,  double- 
edged  cutting  standard.  It  goes  back 
to  the  oldest  institution  on  earth;  the 
establishment  of  the  Christian  home. 
When  God  made  man,  male  and  female, 
He  had  design  in  this.  When  God  gave 
the  commandment  to  Adam  and  Eve 
before  they  had  fallen  into  sin  to  co- 
habit and  multiply  and  replenish,  He 
put  His  stamp  of  holy  approval  upon 
the    whole    institution   that   we   have 
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come  to  call  marriage.  It  is  God's  idea. 
It  is  holy  in  conception,  holy  in  its  de- 
sign, and  we  know  from  the  New  Tes- 
tament that  God's  secret  purpose  in 
the  whole  institution  of  marriage  was 
that  it  should  be  a  gospel  tract  of  the 
relationship  between  Christ  and  His 
church.  It  was  to  be  a  wonderful  ser- 
mon on  the  reality  of  the  love  of  God 
for  people  and  the  responsive  love  of 
people  for  God,  in  the  most  tender, 
warm,  meaningful,  intimate  relation- 
ship possible  on  earth. 

Our  modern  society  is  no  different 
from  other  sections  of  a  decaying  so- 
ciety in  liistory.  You  read  of  the  rise 
and  fall  of  any  of  the  civilizations  of 
the  past,  and  during  their  decline  they 
became  sick  on  the  subject  of  sex. 
You  can  read  it  of  the  Babylonians, 
the  Acretians,  the  Romans,  and  in  the 
fall  of  the  French  Republic  in  more 
recent  times.  You  certainly  can  read  it 
in  every  place  across  the  modern  scene 
today.  The  sickness  that  has  plagued 
us  is  the  sickness  that  makes  sex  the 
big  thing  and  the  only  thing  in  mar- 
riage. 

We  come  now  to  one  of  the  pas- 
sages of  Scripture  in  I  Thessalonians 
4:3-8.  Can  you  possibly  imagine  that 
an  all-holy  God  would  actually  want 
any  of  us,  under  any  condition  what- 
soever, to  violate  the  intent  and  the 
meaning  of  the  marriage  relationship? 
Would  He  want  us  to  prostitute  it  on 
the  altar  of  self-indulgence  and  gratifi- 
cation of  desire?  Nothing  is  more 
blasphemous,  more  dishonoring  to  God 
or  denuding  to  man.  It  strips  man  and 
woman  of  their  character,  their  stature, 
their  status  as  people  of  God.  It  spoils 
the  tract.  It  blots  the  gospel.  It  grieves 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

But  there  is  much  more  here  than 
the  actual  marriage  relationship.  There 
is  the  preparation  for  marriage.  There 
is  the  learning  of  what  sex  is  all  about 
that  leads  to  the  marriage  relationship, 
and  the  thrust  of  the  Apostle  is  that 
by  the  time  a  man  and  woman  are 
ready  for  marriage,  they  should  know 
how  to  enter  into  that  relationship 
with  whole  meaning,  with  a  full  mature 
readiness  for  life  commitment.  This  is 
not  for  kicks;  it  is  much  more  than  a 
sex  relationship.  It  happens  to  in- 
clude a  sex  relationship,  but  the  Bibli- 
cal concept  is  exceedingly  drawn;  it  is 
love  in  its  largest  and  broadest  and 
highest  and  deepest  dimensions.  It  is 
love  in  its  outgoing  unselfishness.  It  is 


love  in  its  reflection  of  God's  attitude 
toward  man  and  what  man's  attitude 
should  be  toward  God.  It  is  love  seek- 
ing what  is  best  for  the  loved  one.  It  is 
love  working  hard  for  the  highest  good. 
It  is  love  committed.  It  is  love  sacred. 
It  is  love  prided  and  beautiful.  It  is 
love  personal  and  intimate.  In  this 
cradle  of  love,  God  has  ordained  that 
the  human  kind  should  be  propogated. 
Thus,  this  becomes  a  basic  working 
unit  of  society  and  the  sanctity  and 
the  holiness  of  it  is  intended  to  per- 
meate and  build  a  strong,  stable  so- 
ciety. 

We  as  ministers  have  been  grossly 
derelict  on  this  subject.  And  the  only 
way  I  know  to  answer  the  error  of  the 
new  morality  is  to  preach  the  truth  of 
Biblical  morality.  It  takes  more  than  a 
few  prohibitions.  You  can  go  to  kids 
today  and  say  that  you  aren't  supposed 
to  have  sex  relations,  and  they'll  just 
laugh  you  right  out  of  court.  Why? 
Because  they  are  taught  in  school  to 
have  sex  relations.  You  go  over  to  the 
public  education  system  of  Sweden 
and  Norway  where  they  are  taught  sex 
way  down  in  the  junior  high  level  and 
below  that.  In  our  own  society  more 
and  more,  it's  coming  out  into  the 
open.  We  are  teaching  them  all  the 
biological  facts  of  sex,  but  who  is 
teaching  them  the  moral  meanings  of 
sex?  Who  is  building  a  context  for 
this  beautiful,  holy  relationship?  And 
if  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  doesn't 
teach  them,  who  will? 

I  get  terribly  excited  about  this.  I 
came  from  a  very  happy  home,  and  I 
have  a  happy  home,  and  I  covet  for 
everybody  else  a  happy  home.  But  I 
have  had  to  work  with  too  many  un- 
happy homes,  even  Christian  homes, 
where  husband  and  wife  are  not  happy. 
They  don't  get  divorced;  they  don't 
go  to  court,  but  they  chew  and  they 
nag,  and  they  resent,  and  they  are  bit- 
ter, and  they  are  caustic,  and  they  are 
disrespectful,  and  the  father  treats  her 
like  an  old  bag,  and  she  says  things  to 
him  that  no  woman  should  ever  say  to 


any  man.  Meanwhile,  the  children  feel 
it,  and  the  children  are  hurt  by  it,  and 
the  children  are  scarred  by  it,  and  their 
whole  concept  of  marriage  and  life  is 
distorted. 

Now  there  are  two  things  here  that 
are  completely  forbidden  from  the 
Christian  point  of  view.  It  goes  right 
back  to  the  Garden  of  Eden  and  cre- 
ation; it  is  underlined  at  Sinai,  and 
now  here  it  is  again.  Pre-marital  re- 
lations are  hurtful  to  marriage  in  spite 
of  what  you  have  been  told.  It  is  be- 
ing broadly  taught  at  the  university 
level  that  pre-marital  relations  are  a 
necessary  learning  process  to  qualify 
one  for  a  compatible  marriage.  The 
Bible  says  that  this  is  not  so,  and  biol- 
ogy comes  right  back  and  says  that  it 
is  so.  Now  who's  right?  The  answer 
is  that  when  God  made  a  woman.  He 
made  something  most  beautiful.  God 
intends  for  her  to  be  held  in  honor  and 
respect  and  treated  as  such.  If  mar- 
riage were  simply  a  sexual  relationship, 
there  would  be  some  argument  from 
biology  that  pre-marital  relations  would 
be  helpful  in  learning  how  to  be  com- 
patible. But  marriage  is  much,  much 
more  than  a  sex  relationship,  and  all 
that  is  needed  to  become  compatible 
can  well  be  learned  and  best  learned 
after  marriage.  The  Bible  well  knows 
this.  So  this  is  not  a  prohibition  to 
keep  from  man  that  which  would  be 
good;  this  is  a  protection  to  preserve 
that  which  is  riglrt. 

This  passage  goes  on  to  say  that 
extra-marital  relationships  are  equally 
hurtful.  Usually,  those  who  have  prac- 
ticed pre-marital  relationships  will  prac- 
tice extra-marital  relationships.  And 
extra-marital  relationships  completely 
crucify,  especially  the  woman  in  the 
marriage  relationship.  They  reduce  her 
to  a  place  of  simply  being  man's  play- 
thing. That's  all  she's  good  for.  Wom- 
an after  woman  has  had  the  stars  of 
marriage,  the  beauty  of  romance,  the 
sense  of  being  appreciated,  needed, 
and  wanted  for  who  she  is,  completely 
dashed  at  her  feet.     The  only  thing 
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she's  good  for  is  to  satisfy  her  hus- 
band's passions.  That's  all.  His  mar- 
riage was  a  ticket  to  sex  relations. 
That's  all.  And  I  can  think  of  nothing 
that  degrades  a  woman  and  dishonors 
a  man  any  more  than  that. 

"Well,"  somebody  says,  "you  don't 
believe  in  sex  in  marriage."  Well,  bless 
your  dear,  dear  heart,  I  don't  know  of 
any  marriage  without  it.  God  intended 
it,  but  God  intended  it  to  be  beautiful. 
God  intended  it  to  say  something. 
God  intended  that  every  time  that  a 
man  and  woman  come  together  they 
are  telling  each  other  of  their  love  for 
each  other,  of  their  commitment  to 
each  other,  that  they  are  willing  to 
share  the  whole  of  life  with  each  other. 
They  are  expecting  each  other;  they 
are  adoring  each  other;  they  are  magni- 
fying each  other,  and  for  all  the  money 
in  the  world  they  would  not  hurt  each 
other.  The  act  says  volumes.  There 
are  acts  in  all  kinds  of  human  relation- 
ships that  are  representative  acts.  That 
is,  they  are  acts  in  which  everything 
the  relationship  means  is  symbolized, 
and  that's  what  God  intended  in  the 
sex  relation. 

Now  do  you  wonder  that  the  Apos- 
tle says  these  people  in  Thessalonica 
had  come  out  of  a  very  wicked  culture 
where  sex  was  as  open  as  it  is  in  our 
day?  They  lived  in  a  city  where  there 
were  many,  many  of  these  false  reli- 
gions in  which  there  were  sex  orgies 
practiced  openly  at  certain  periods  in 
the  year.  These  people  had  lived  in  all 
kinds  of  immoral  relationships,  and  by 
the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God,  they 
had  experienced  a  forgiveness  for  it  all. 
They  had  found  a  new  meaning.  Wom- 
anhood had  been  emancipated.  Wher- 
ever Christianity  has  gone,  it  has  eman- 
cipated womanhood.  Wherever  Chris- 
tianity has  gone,  it  has  made  for  solid 
home  life.  Wherever  Christianity  has 
gone,  it  has  protected  children  and 
given  them  the  proper  context  into 
which  to  be  born  and  brought  up.  And 
when  we  get  away  from  the  teachings 
of  the  Word  of  God,  all  these  larger 
values  in  life  begin  to  slip. 

Little  wonder  we're  losing  our  se- 
curity in  the  American  way  of  life. 
Our  children  are  being  brought  into 
the  world  not  wanted,  and  as  early  as 
possible  they  are  shifted  off  to  institu- 
tional groups  to  nurture  and  to  rear 
and  to  train.  Most  Christian  parents 
absolutely  refuse  to  accept  the  respon- 
sibility of  teaching  sex  in  their  own 


homes.  The  church  has  either  got  to 
do  it  or  the  school  has  got  to  do  it. 
If  the  school  does  it,  it  teaches  only  the 
biological  facts;  it  cannot  teach  the  Bib- 
lical, moral  context. 

Where  is  it  going  to  come  through 
to  these  kids?  Where  is  it  going  to 
come  through  in  time  to  give  them 
Christian  concepts  of  life?  The  boy-girl 
interest  develops  very  soon  after  puber- 
ty, and  it  is  hastened  by  everything  we 
adults  throw  at  them.  We  are  throwing 
at  young  people  adult  information, 
adult  situations,  adult  ideas,  and  we  are 
trying  to  make  these  children  act  adult 
before  they  are  adult.  God  intended 
an  ackward  adolescent,  when  a  kid  has 
more  arms  and  legs  than  he  knows 
what  to  do  with,  when  a  boy's  voice 
is  changing  and  he  doesn't  know 
whether  he's  going  to  be  a  tenor, 
soprano,  alto  or  bass,  and  he  can  laugh 


the  rest  of  their  lives.  I  don't  blame 
the  kids.  I  blame  my  generation.  We 
dumped  this  garbage  on  them.  And 
there  are  two  ways  to  dump  it.  You 
can  do  like  the  world  does  and  make 
all  this  information  available  to  them, 
or  you  can  do  like  most  Christians  do, 
never  talk  about  it.  It's  a  taboo  sub- 
ject in  the  homes,  and  if  the  kids  are 
going  to  learn  anything,  they  are  going 
to  learn  it  somewhere  else.  He  isn't 
free  to  ask  his  father;  he  isn't  free  to 
ask  his  mother;  he  never  sees  affec- 
tion in  the  home;  he  doesn't  feel  the 
warmth  of  it  all. 

If  you  want  to  get  holy,  then  love 
your  wife  like  you  ought  to  love  your 
wife,  love  your  husband  like  you  ought 
to  love  your  husband,  love  your  chil- 
dren like  you  ought  to  love  your  chil- 
dren, and  enjoy  a  home  life  like  God 
intended  it  to  be  enjoyed.     It's  the 
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at  it  and  enjoy  it  for  a  year  or  two. 
But  no,  today  Mommy  wants  her  little 
girl  and  her  little  boy  to  be  grown  up 
overnight.  And  we  have  to  make 
grown  women  out  of  these  girls  when 
they  are  twleve  and  thirteen  years  of 
age,  and  the  boys  have  got  to  act  like 
grown  men.  They  can't  be  silly;  they 
can't  be  sissy;  they  just  can't  have  fun, 
because  we've  put  tools  in  their  hands 
that  make  fun  dangerous. 

I  can  take  you  to  principals  of  jun- 
ior high  schools  who  tell  me  with  tears 
running  down  their  cheeks-and  they 
are  not  Christian  men-that  one  of  the 
most  tragic  problems  they  have  at  the 
junior  high  level  is  kids  trying  to  have 
sex  relations.  They  don't  know  what 
it's  all  about;  it's  like  playing  toy 
soldiers,  playing  dolls.  They're  still  lit- 
tle kids.  But  they  have  been  given  in- 
formation; they've  been  given  pictures; 
they've  been  given  data,  and  they  think 
that  here's  another  game,  let's  try  this 
one.  And  the  great  danger  is  that  the 
game  carries  explosive  elements  in  it 
that  can  involve  and  hurt  and  mar  for 


greatest  tract  you'll  ever  hand  to  your 
neighbors. 

Marriage  should  stay  beautiful.  It's 
like  good  wine  or  good  cheese  or  any- 
thing else;  it  ripens  with  age,  and  it 
gets  richer  if  there's  more  to  it  than 
sex,  and  believe  me,  there  is.  When  a 
man  and  woman  can  pray  together, 
when  a  man  and  woman  can  enjoy  life 
together,  when  they  can  take  the  bur- 
den of  their  children  on  their  knees  be- 
fore God,  ask  for  wisdom  and  get  it, 
that  is  true  marriage.  When  a  woman 
can  make  her  man  tall  and  strong  be- 
cause she  beheves  in  him,  when  she 
knows  his  weaknesses  and  his  vulner- 
able spots,  and  protects  him,  when  he 
appreciates  her,  when  he  comes  home 
and  thinks  enough  of  her  to  teU  her, 
"Your  biscuits  are  great;  your  hair  is 
beautiful,  and  I  just  love  the  way  you 
smile,"  then  watch  her  flower  hke  a 
rose,  and  heaven  come  across  her  face 
and  her  eyes  dance.  This  is  the  kind 
of  love  which  proves  that  Christ  is  real 
to  you.  It  is  the  kind  of  marriage 
which  God  blesses.  t 
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lusic  has  always  been  closely  asso- 
ciated with  Christianity.  The  Apostle 
Paul  encouraged  the  believers  at  Colos- 
se  to  "let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in 
you  richly  in  all  wisdom;  teaching  and 
admonishing  one  another  in  psalms 
and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs,  singing 
with  grace  in  your  hearts  to  the  Lord" 
(Col.  3:16).  Music  has  had  a  foremost 
place  in  the  church  from  the  very  be- 
ginning and  now  as  never  before  is 
used  on  a  grand  scale  around  the  world. 
Even  people  who  do  not  play  any  in- 
strument and  cannot  sing  themselves, 
enjoy  music  when  it  is  presented  by 
others.  The  effectiveness  of  music  de- 
pends largely  upon  the  manner  and  de- 
gree in  which  it  is  used.  Christian 
music  is  distinctive  and  should  never 
be  allowed  to  be  poured  into  the 
world's  mold. 

The   author   is  aware  that  not  all 


Christian  educators  share  his  enthu- 
siasm for  a  focus  on  church  music  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  total  church 
educational  program.  However,  this  is 
not  a  new  emphasis  as  Heim  reminds 
us:  "From  the  beginning  music  had  a 
place  in  the  American  Protestant  edu- 
cational program.  The  earliest  attempt 
at  a  volume  of  hymns  for  children  was 
that  of  Isaac  Watts,  whose  Divine  and 
Moral  Songs  for  Children  was  issued  in 
1715.  This,  with  Charles  Wesley's 
Hymns  for  Children  (1763),  and  the 
old  Bay  Psalm  Book  of  1640,  pro- 
vided the  musical  element  in  the  cur- 
riculum until  Union  Hymns  was  pub- 
lished in  1835  by  the  American  Sun- 
day School  Union.  After  that,  a  num- 
ber of  such  titles  appeared.  Then  fol- 
lowed the  revivalistic  song  period  and 
after  that,  the  development  of  the  de- 
nominational and  interdenominational 
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hymns  most  favored  at  present." 

Since  Christian  music  is  distinctly 
related  to  the  church,  it  becomes  the 
task  of  the  church  to  educate  its  con- 
stituency. Children,  youth,  and  adults 
should  all  be  confronted  with  the  best 
of  Christian  music,  and  if  they  possess 
talent,  be  trained  to  use  it  for  the  Lord 
in  the  realm  of  music.  This  is  music 
education. 

The  organizational  factors  involved 
here  should  be  obvious.  If  music  is  not 
related  to  the  total  church  program,  it 
becomes  a  peripheral  area  and  the  un- 
ification and  correlation  essential  to 
proper  functioning  suffer  a  defeat.  One 
of  the  reasons  why  some  pastors  have 
found  the  music  department  in  the 
church  to  be  somewhat  difficult  to 
handle  is  that  they  have  not  properly 
related  it  to  the  total  program  of  nur- 
ture. 

The  factor  of  need  is  also  impor- 
tant here.  Many  evangelical  churches 
are  poverty  areas  when  it  comes  to  a 
recognition  and  utilization  of  good 
church  music.  Just  what  is  "good" 
church  music  may  be  a  debatable  issue. 
Many  churches  have  not  even  stopped 
to  consider  the  quality  and  function 
of  music  in  their  programs.  Such  a  de- 
lineation of  function  begins  with  a  rec- 
ognition of  objectives  for  church  mu- 
sic. 

Music  for  Worship.  Worship  is  al- 
most a  lost  art  in  many  churches.  It  is 
the  attitude  of  man  which  causes  him 
to  reach  out  to  perceive  the  character 
and  attributes  of  God  in  wonder,  ador- 
ation, and  thanksgiving.  In  the  church's 
time  of  worship  the  person  in  the  pew 
should  respond  to  God's  revelation  of 
himself.  The  music  should  make  the 
worshiper  think  of  God,  think  of  self 
in  relation  to  God,  and  think  of  others. 
This  was  the  experience  of  Isaiah  as  re- 
corded in  the  sixth  chapter  of  that 
book.  One  writer  sets  forth  three  ways 
in  which  music  helps  people  to  wor- 
ship: 

1.  Music  calms  the  nerves  and  pre- 
pares people  for  an  attitude  of  wor- 
ship. Examples  of  hymns  which  could 
be  used  in  this  way  are  "Fairest  Lord 
Jesus,"  "For  the  Beauty  of  the  Earth," 
and  "Oh  Day  of  Rest  and  Gladness." 

2.  Music  gives  an  opportunity  to  ex- 
press our  own  feelings  and  attitudes. 
Examples  of  hymns  which  can  be  used 
as  expression  include  "My  Faith  Looks 
Up  to  Thee"  and  "Guide  Me  O  Thou 


Great  Jehovali." 

3.  Music  may  help  in  the  develop- 
ment of  a  right  conception  of  God. 
Examples  of  hymns  with  strong  theo- 
logical content  would  be  "Alas  and 
Did  My  Saviour  Bleed,"  "Can  It  Be," 
and  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy,  Lord  God  Al- 
mighty." 

Music  as  Preparation.  The  sermon 
is  the  center  of  any  church  service  in 
which  it  appears.  One  of  the  purposes 
of  the  music  should  be  to  lead  up  to 
the  sermon.  To  accomplish  this  the 
music  will  have  to  fit  the  theme  of  the 
message  as  well  as  the  atmosphere  or 
the  type  of  service.  Music  can  cause 
the  minds  of  the  congregation  to  dwell 
on  a  certain  subject  in  preparation  for 
a  sermon  on  that  subject.  The  music 
director  should  also  gear  his  remarks 
and  hymn  introductions  to  lead  peo- 
ple's thinking  in  tliis  manner. 

Music  in  Special  Services.  Of  course 
it  is  easy  to  see  how  music  fits  the 
"special  day"  services  of  the  church. 
Christmas,  Easter,  Thanksgiving,  and 
so  on,  all  have  their  characteristic  mu- 
sic which  reminds  people  of  the  signifi- 
cance of  that  day.  There  is  a  distinct 
place  for  music  in  special  weeks  of  ser- 
vices such  as  revival  and  evangelistic 
meetings  or  a  missionary  conference. 
Moody  realized  this,  and  Sankey  played 
a  great  part  in  the  soul-winning  success 
of  that  great  preacher.  There  are 
hymns  which  carry  a  message  of  chal- 
lenge to  Christians  such  as  "Is  Your 
All  on  the  Altar?";  there  are  hymns 
with  a  definite  evangelistic  appeal  as 
"Where  Will  You  Spend  Eternity?"; 
and  a  fine  array  of  missionary  hymns. 
These  should  be  used  carefully  to  fit 
the  purpose  of  the  special  service. 


Music  as  Interest.  Some  would  con- 
sider this  an  unworthy  purpose  for  mu- 
sic and  say,  "Church  music  is  not  to 
entertain."  Yet  there  are  people  who 
would  not  enter  a  church  to  hear  a 
sermon  and  yet  are  attracted  by  a  good 
musical  program.  If  such  attend  to 
hear  the  music  and  are  reached  by  the 
message,  then  music  has  served  a 
worthy  purpose  of  interest  awakener. 

Music  as  Invitation.  This  is  one  of 
the  most  important  parts  of  the  ser- 
vice in  an  evangelical  and  evangelistic 
church.  The  hymn  should  be  selected 
with  great  care,  and  the  music  director 
should  be  as  inconspicuous  as  possible 
during  the  invitation.  It  is  desirable 
that  the  people  be  familiar  with  the 
hymn  and  that  the  hymn  reflect  the 
invitation  that  the  preacher  is  making. 
The  music  director  must  be  alert  and 
flexible  during  the  invitation  to  blend 
with  the  preacher's  wishes  as  to  num- 
ber of  verses,  speed  of  singing,  which 
verses  to  use,  and  so  forth.  The  spiri- 
tual music  director  always  remembers 
that  the  words  of  the  invitation  hymn 
may  be  used  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  speak 
to  needy  hearts. 

If  the  purpose  of  Christian  music 
can  be  summarized  in  one  simple  state- 
ment, the  author's  formulation  of  that 
statement  would  be  a  simple  five-word 
imperative:  Music  must  convey  a  mes- 
sage! It  is  not  incidental  to  the  ser- 
vice to  be  used  only  as  a  time  filler. 
Nor  is  it  to  be  chosen  on  the  basis  of 
melody,  although  the  hymn  tune  is  im- 
portant. Music  can  be  a  vehicle  to 
carry  a  message  of  comfort,  challenge, 
or  conviction,  and  the  musician  should 
pray  that  his  music  will  accomphsh  its 
desired  purpose.  y

Before  I  get  started  on  my  plans,  I 
would  like  to  comment  on  some  unex- 
pected blessings  that  Grace  Seminary 
has  brought  me.

This  is  where  a  seminary  education  is 
vital  and  necessary. 

As  far  as  my  short-range  plans  are 
concerned,  my  wife  and  I  have  heard 
the  call  to  go  back  to  Princeton  Uni- 
versity and  serve  there  in  an  internship 
program  for  a  year  working  under  the 
man  that  led  me  to  the  Lord,  Dr. 
Donald  FuUerton.  This  work  will  in- 
volve teaching  ministries  and  Bible 
classes  to  the  fellows  on  the  Princeton 
campus.  It  will  also  involve  a  personal 
ministry  helping  individual  students 
with  their  problems,  perplexities,  and 
personal  needs  for  understanding  the

When 

Russia 

Moves 


When  Russia  moves,  it's  news!  Her 
maneuvers  are  fast  becoming  a  built-in 
conditioned  reflex  to  bring  the  world 
to  alert  position.  Since  the  revolution 
of  1918  she  has  played  fast  and  free 
with  the  peace  and  well-being  of  the 
world.  The  despotic  planners  in  the 
Kremlin  finagled  so  smoothly  during 
and  after  World  War  II,  and  consoli- 
dated those  gains  so  weU  that  Russia 
today  operates  from  a  power  base  that 
is  frightening.  Her  precipitation  of  the 
Berlin  crisis,  her  behind-the-scenes  ac- 
tivities in  the  Korean  and  Vietnam 
wars,  and  her  disdainful  challenge  to 
the  sacrosant  Monroe  Doctrine  in  the 
Cuban  crisis  have  caused  a  defensive 
world  to  cry  "tilt." 

Even  her  "friends"  and  supposedly 
close  associate  nations  of  the  Warsaw 
Pact  are  coming  in  for  a  share  in  the 
war  of  nerves.  Czechoslovakia,  a  fel- 
low-communistic nation  has  experi- 
enced some  caressing  from  the  Russian 
Bear!  Tliis  unprovoked  invasion  has 
sent  out  tremors  that  have  caused  a 
quaking  in  nations  thought  of  as  both 
friendly  and  enemy.  Yugoslavia,  Ru- 
mania, and  even  West  Germany  are  on 
the  defensive  following  tliis  move.  And 
the  end  is  not  yet. 

Russia  also  keeps  the  Middle  East 
cauldron  boiling.  Her  desire  for  sunny 
beaches  in  the  warm  ports  of  the  Medi- 
terranean, and  her  longing  to  dominate 
the  politics  of  Israel,  the  Arab  world, 
and  even  Africa,  have  caused  her  to 
make  power  moves  that  have  upped 
eyebrows  and  tensed  nerves.  Her  naval 
maneuvers  across  the  Mediterranean 
help  to  upset  the  equilibrium  of  that 
tense  section  of  the  world.  All  of  this 
has  a  double  meaning  to  those  ac- 
quainted with  Bible  prophecy,  for 
Russia  is  well-identified.  The  "king  of 
the  north"  (Daniel  11:40)  is  destined 
to  play  her  anti-God  role  in  the  un- 
folding drama  in  God's  dealing  with 
Israel. 


Significant  in  this  regard  is  a  very 
recent  statement  by  representative  Ro- 
man C.Pucinski  that  a  Russian-inspired 
Arab  invasion  of  Israel  is  "imminent." 
The  Illinois  congressman  states  that  he 
has  it  on  good  authority  that  the  Soviet 
Union-rearmed  Arabs  will  move  in 
strength  very  soon  to  invade  and  take 
over  Israel.  In  itself  this  might  be 
thought  of  as  just  another  incident  in 
the  Israel-Arab  conflict.  But  when 
viewed  in  the  broader  perspective  of 
Bible  prophecy  it  is  indeed  significant. 
The  Bible  states  specifically  that  the 
colossus  of  the  north  will  in  the  end- 
time  in  greed  move  southward  in  an 
effort  to  overrun  the  land  of  Palestine 
and  grab  her  wealth.  It  is  quite  evi- 
dent that  Russia  is  that  nation  of  Bible 
prophecy,  and  that  she  has  no  altruistic 
feeling  for  the  Arabs,  but  is,  in  fact 
laying  the  ground-work  for  the  move 
when  she  will  attempt  to  take  over 
that  land.  Since  her  pride  was  wound- 
ed so  severely  in  the  Arab's  dismal 
showing  in  the  1967  Six  Day  War,  Rus- 
sia will  redouble  her  efforts  to  destroy 
Israel,  and  that  as  soon  as  possible. 

Russia's  problem  is  that  she  is  in 
the  impossible  position  of  being  on  the 
side  against  God.  This  gives  the  Chris- 
tian the  assurance  that  in  the  end  Rus- 
sia will  fail  and  Israel  will  ultimately 
accept  Christ  as  Messiah,  and  will  take 
her  place  under  the  flag  of  the  true  and 
living  God.  But  it  also  brings  us  face 
to  face  with  the  reality  of  terrible 
times  ahead.  It  should  bring  the  child 
of  God  to  a  place  of  concern  for  Israel; 
a  concern  that  will  drive  us  to  prayer 
as  never  before.  But  let  us  also  keep 
our  eyes  heavenward,  expecting  the 
soon  return  of  our  Lord.  Preceding 
the  final  struggle  for  Palestine  the  Lord 
Jesus  will  return  in  the  clouds  for  his 
church.  World  events  leading  up  to 
that  blessed  event  should  stir  us  to 
greater  activity  in  presenting  Him  to 
the  people  of  the  world!  ▼ 
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^Jasoline  just  went  up  30  percent 
here,"  writes  a  missionary  in  South 
America. 

"Payment  of  $7,500  for  our  4,680 
square  feet  lot  was  completed  just  one 
year  ago;  now  the  lot  would  sell  for 
$22,000,"  says  a  missionary  letter 
from  Asia. 

And  from  a  missionary  nurse  in 
Africa:  "We  are  endeavoring  to  follow 
the  government  wage  scale.  There  was 
a  40  percent  increase  in  October,  a  20 
percent  increase  the  first  of  January, 
and  new  rumors  of  a  25  percent  in- 
crease in  April.  This,  of  course,  neces- 
sitates a  constantly  changing  schedule 
of  charges  for  medical  care.  Medicines 
are  also  on  a  fast  advancing  price 
scale." 

These  eye-opening  reports  point  up 
one  of  the  most  complex  problems 
facing  missions  today— how  to  keep 
abreast  of  rapidly  changing  economic 
conditions  afflicting  most  parts  of  the 
world.  Wherever  mission  executives 
meet,  sooner  or  later  the  conversation 
turns  to  a  discussion  of  soaring  costs. 
Missionary  allowances  and  field  work 
budgets,  traditionally  considered  as 
modest,  now  need  periodic  increases 
merely  to  maintain  existing  levels. 

In  the  United  States  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing from  1951-1965  averaged  an  in- 
crease of  less  than  1 .5  percent  a  year. 
We  are  now  rightly  concerned  because 
the  cost  of  living  jumped  over  3  per- 
cent in  both  1966  and  1967.  Yet  in 
this  country  we  know  very  little  about 
rea/ inflation. 

In  Brazil,  for  instance,  the  cost  of 
living  went  up  91  percent  in  1963-a 
larger  increase  in  one  year  than  the 
United  States  has  experienced  in  the 
last  forty  years!  In  Rhodesia  it  has 
soared  25  percent  in  the  past  two 
years.  In  Argentina  it  climbed  29  per- 
cent in   1967  alone. 

A  rise  in  the  cost  of  living,  of 
course,  is  sometimes  offset  by  a  parallel 
rise  in  the  rate  of  exchange-that  is, 
the  number  of  units  of  local  currency 
given  for  each  Amreican  dollar.  But 
usually  the  cost  of  living  jump  outruns 
the  increase  in  exchange. 

More  and  more  demands  are  being 
made  on  the  missionary  dollar  which  is 
shrinking  in  value.  Overseas,  food 
prices  for  a  wide  range  of  products 
frequently  soar  10  to  20  percent  per 
year.  New  sources  of  revenue  initiated 
by  governments  have  brought  income 
taxes  to  many  missionaries  whose  al- 


lowances would  be  untaxed  in  the 
United  States.  The  increase  in  the 
number  of  automobiles— and  thievery 
of  the  same— has  forced  insurance  rates 
to  new  highs  in  many  lands.  The  cost 
of  utilities  and  services  make  drastic 
jumps  (31  percent  in  electric  rates  in 
Argentina  at  one  time!)  as  wage  in- 
creases are  granted. 

The  dearth  of  natural  resources  and 
the  inability  of  many  countries  to  de- 
velop an  industrial  base  require  im- 
ports of  products  from  outside  the 
country.  Ocean  freight  and  customs 
costs  at  the  port  of  entry  boost  the 
price  per  unit,  making  things  luxury 
items  in  a  missionary  budget  which 
would  be  considered  staple  items  in 
American  homes. 

Missionary  parents  have  the  same 
increased  college  costs  for  their  chil- 
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dren  that  the  rest  of  us  face.  Home 
offices  confront  new  crises  as  postage, 
printing,  and  secretarial  costs  continue 
to  climb.  One  large  mission  recently 
announced  that  its  office  administra- 
tion expense  faced  a  crisis  unparalleled 
since  the  late  fifties. 

Housing,  both  overseas  and  in  the 
United  States,  poses  special  problems 
for  missionaries,  especially  in  the  mush- 
rooming cities.  For  years,  renting  in 
most  cities  proved  cheaper  and  less 
time-consuming  and  tended  to  keep 
missionaries  more  mobile.  In  many 
countries,  however,  rent  controls  have 
been  lifted  to  encourage  new  construc- 
tion. Now  it  is  not  unusual  for  middle- 
class  housing  to  rent  from  $125-5215 
per  month,  if  it  is  available  at  all! 

How  are  mission  organizations  re- 
sponding to  these  financial  problems? 
The  finance  committee  of  one  mission 
recently  granted  four  fields  an  increase 


in  work  funds.  At  the  same  time  mis- 
sionaries in  three  countries  were  given 
an  increase  in  their  allowance  and  an 
increase  in  support  was  voted  to  aug- 
ment the  mission's  shrinking  medical 
fund. 

Another  mission  reports  that  mis- 
sionary allowances  and  work  funds 
have  been  increased  in  ten  countries 
in  the  past  fifteen  months.  Another 
mission  during  the  past  twelve  months 
has  raised  missionary  allowances  in  the 
six  countries  where  they  have  workers, 
with  increases  ranging  from  13.5  to  36 
percent! 

The  raises  provide  only  what  is 
needed  to  maintain  an  established 
norm  of  living  and/or  continue  existing 
work  programs.  In  the  affluent  United 
States,  however,  many  wage  increases 
exceed  the  cost  of  living  increase  and 
thus  represent  an  actual  gain  in  pur- 
chasing power. 

An  increase  in  missionary  allow- 
ance, of  course,  can  mean  a  temporary 
setback  for  the  missionary  candidate. 
One  young  couple  with  sights  set  on 
Colombia  had  40  percent  of  their  need- 
ed support.  Then  the  mission  board 
granted  a  substantial  increase  to  its  mis- 
sionaries. Suddenly  the  couple  had 
only  26  percent  of  the  required 
amount. 

The  worldwide  inflationary  period 
of  the  last  twenty  years  comes  at  a 
very  critical  and  challenging  time  in 
church  history.  As  evangelical  churches 
overseas  are  reaching  satisfactory  levels 
of  stability  and  maturity,  they  are  be- 
ing inundated  with  political,  technical, 
and  ecclesiastical  pressures  that  de- 
mand new  strategies. 

Most  missions  have  wisely  en- 
couraged national  Christians  to  support 
their  pastors  and  local  church  programs 
by  their  tithes  and  offerings.  The  spiri- 
tual growth  of  overseas  churches  can 
often  be  measured  in  proportion  to  the 
way  they  have  maintained  their  work 
apart  from  mission  funds. 

But  what  of  the  projects  which  do 
not  relate  directly  to  the  local  church? 
Examples  are  the  Evangelism-in-Depth 
and  Christ-for-All  campaigns.  Through 
them  many  overseas  churches  are  ac- 
cepting the  challenge  of  reaching  an 
entire  country  with  the  Gospel.  Such 
campaigns,  however,  require  several 
people  working  full  time,  in  addition 
to  the  investment  needed  for  Scripture 
portions,  tracts,  follow-up  material, 
and  decision  cards. 
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"Giveji  the  same  allowance,  one  mis- 
sionary couple  will  inevitably 
be  in  the  red,  another  break  even, 
a  third  couple  may  be 
able  to  maintain  a  savings  program.^^ 


Who  will  build  and  staff  the  Chris- 
tian radio  stations  or  purchase  time 
over  commercial  stations  for  gospel 
broadcasts?  What  about  the  purchase 
of  time  on  local  television  stations 
where  a  regular  program  reaches  a  ma- 
jority of  the  homes  in  a  metropolitan 
area?  Who  will  pay  for  the  writers, 
production  personnel,  presses,  and  oth- 
er funds  needed  to  provide  Christian 
literature  for  thousands  of  enthusias- 
tic, new  literates  and  for  the  churches 
themselves? 

Or  what  about  such  organizations  as 
the  Association  of  Evangelicals  of  Afri- 
ca and  Madagascar  (AEAM),  which  is 
planning  its  triennial  meeting  for  next 
January  in  Kenya?  It  needs  $25,000 
to  supplement  what  missions  will  con- 
tribute to  enable  multi-racial  members 
of  the  Body  of  Christ  to  meet  together 
for  fellowship  and  to  plan  cooperative 
projects  which  will  conserve  personnel 
and  avoid  unnecessary  duplication  of 
effort.  National  Christians  need  the 
spiritual  strength  that  comes  from  such 
meetings  as  they  confront  those  who 
would  draw  them  away  from  the  reali- 
ty and  simplicity  of  the  Gospel. 

While  the  churches  overseas  are  con- 
tributing something  to  these  secondary 
projects,  it  is  apparent  most  of  the  load 
must  be  shared  by  Christians  living  in 
the  "affluent  West."  World  conditions 
will  not  permit  us  to  wait  until  nation- 
al churches  can  initiate  and  completely 
support  these  and  other  projects  them- 
selves. The  growth  of  national  churches 
committed  to  an  evangelical  position 
warrants  the  development  of  expand- 
ing programs  now— at  the  very  time 
worldwide  inflation  has  sharply  cur- 
tailed the  purchasing  power  of  the  dol- 
lar! 

What  can  concerned  Christians  do? 

1.  Keep  informed.  The  fact  mis- 
sionaries do  not  go  on  strike  for  higlier 


wages  does  not  mean  they  are  not 
facing  critical  financial  needs.  As  you 
read  of  political  and  economic  events 
in  other  countries— such  as  inflation,  or 
changes  in  the  exchange  rate,  or  the 
devaluation  of  the  British  pound-give 
prayerful  consideration  to  how  these 
problems  are  affecting  evangelical  mis- 
sionaries in  these  countries. 

2.  Pray  for  those  having  administra- 
tive responsibilities  in  mission  organi- 
zations. Most  missions  authorize  ade- 
quate allowances  and  maintain  finan- 
cial policies  to  protect  generous  Chris- 
tians from  being  exploited  for  personal 
gain.  However,  in  today's  world  of 
rapid  change,  decisions  concerning  fi- 
nancial matters  cannot  always  be  de- 
termined easily  and  speedily  by  mis- 
sion boards  and  home  offices.  Natural- 
ly, the  human  factor  is  the  biggest  one. 
Given  the  same  allowance,  one  mis- 
sionary couple  will  inevitably  be  in  the 
red,  another  couple  will  break  even, 
while  a  third  couple  may  be  able  to 
maintain  a  modest  savings  program. 
Sometimes  the  missionaries  doing  the 
best  job  overseas  do  the  poorest  job 
presenting  their  work  among  the 
churches  at  home.  These  are  as  deserv- 
ing of  the  same  allowance  as  those  who 
can  "carry"  the  crowd  with  them  when 
on  deputation. 

Missions  use  various  financial  poli- 
cies. The  three  most  common  are  per- 
sonalized support;  pooled  fund;  and 
the  percent  plan. 

In  general,  personalized  support  re- 
quires each  missionary  to  have  his  sup- 
port underwritten  by  churches  and  in- 
dividuals before  he  can  leave  for  his 
field.  The  pooled  fund  plan  encourages 
donors  to  give  to  the  mission  treasury 
and  the  missionaries  receive  equal  al- 
lowances depending  on  how  much  is 
received. 

A  number  of  denominational  mis- 


sions encourage  churches  to  give  to  the 
total  budget  of  the  denomination  and 
the  mission  board  received  a  predeter- 
mined percentage  of  every  dollar  given 
to  the  total  program. 

A  fine  line  exists  between  inform- 
ing Christians  of  financial  problems 
and  turning  the  attention  of  Christian 
constituencies  from  spiritual  methods 
and  goals  to  an  over-elaboration  of  fi- 
nancial needs.  Mission  boards  need 
wisdom  and  Christians  need  discern- 
ment in  drawing  that  line. 

3.  Re-e.xamine  your  missionary  giv- 
ing periodically.  Every  Christian 
should  review  his  stewardship  of  per- 
sonal resources  and  weigh  his  mission- 
ary giving  against  funds  spent  for  other 
purposes.  Should  we  not  give  more 
than  a  tithe  in  these  affluent  days?  Is 
the  word  "sacrifice"  to  be  forever  lost 
from  our  Christian  experience  because 
we  are  satisfied  to  compare  our  present 
giving  to  missions  to  what  we  did  ten 
years  ago?  Are  we  setting  up  our  re- 
sources wisely  so  that  by  wills,  trusts, 
annuities,  and  other  means  the  Lord's 
work  will  prosper  after  we  have  gone 
to  our  eternal  home? 

Christian  missions  must  and  will 
continue  until  Christ  returns— in  obedi- 
ence to  the  Great  Commission  and  to 
biblical  standards  of  discipleship.  But 
the  scope  and  effectiveness  of  our  mis- 
sionary endeavor  is  in  considerable 
measure  dependent  upon  the  wise  stew- 
ardship of  funds  now  available  to  the 
Lord's  people  in  the  United  States. 
Most  U.S.  citizens  face  rising  costs,  but 
they  also  enjoy  rising  wages.  We  need 
to  remember  that  it  is  still  "more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."

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^^merica— a  great  and  noble  coun- 
try—like some  powerful  horse  pulling 
the  rest  of  the  world  behind  it,  out  of 
the  slough  of  despond  toward  peace 
and  prosperity."  So  said  Winston 
Churchill  to  an  American  journalist, 
and  then  as  he  fixed  his  penetrating 
old  eyes  on  the  reporter,  he  continued: 
"But  will  America  stay  the  course?" 

The  answer  to  this  question  is  doubt- 
ful, since  the  undergirding  spiritual  pil- 
lar that  brought  America  to  the  point 
where  she  could  be  a  blessing  to  the 
rest  of  the  world  has  eroded  to  the 
point  that  not  only  is  she  not  able  to 
maintain  her  image  as  a  haven  and  a 
hope  for  the  world's  oppressed,  but 
serious  cracks  in  her  internal  structure 
warn  of  complete  moral  and  spiritual 
collapse. 

For  such  a  time  as  this  God  has  a 
remnant,  and  this  remnant  recognizes 


that  not  America  but  Christ  is  the  only 
One  who  can  lead  out  of  this  slough 
of  despond.  John  8:36:  "If  the  Son 
therefore  shall  make  you  free,  ye  shall 
be  free  indeed."  Among  those  who 
still  recognize  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and 
are  willing  to  obey  His  call  to  world 
evangelism  is  the  30,000-member  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches 
and  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
that  denomination.  To  meet  the  chal- 
lenges and  opportunities  of  foreign  mis- 
sions, three  intensive  weeks  of  prayer, 
study,  and  planning  occupied  the  time 
of  foreign  missions  personnel  just  pre- 
vious to  and  during  national  confer- 
ence. 

On  Monday  evening,  July  29,  in  the 
college  dining  room,  52  brethren  gath- 
ered for  a  fellowship  dinner  to  inaugu- 
rate the  Third  Annual  Foreign  Missions 
Seminar.   Among  the  guests  were  four- 


teen missionaries  on  furlough  and  thir- 
teen new  candidates.  The  theme  of 
this  year's  seminar  was  "The  Holy 
Spirit  and  Christian  Missions."  Begin- 
ning with  the  keynote  message  by  Rev. 
Raymond  Thompson  and  continuing 
on  through  the  week,  the  messages  on 
the  Holy  Spirit  emphasized  Biblical 
truths  concerning  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
contrast  to  the  fuzzy  and  unscriptural 
opinions  so  prevalent  in  Christendom 
today. 

But  the  week  was  not  taken  totally 
with  messages.  Missionaries  and  candi- 
dates got  down  to  the  serious  business 
of  discussing  the  problems  and  the 
challenges  faced  by  today's  mission- 
aries and  sought  the  methods  of  over- 
coming obstacles  and  hindrances  to  the 
task  of  world  evangelism.  As  mission- 
aries shared  the  work  of  the  various 
fields,  new  insights  were  gained  as  they 
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adapted  the  lessons  learned  to  their 
own  individual  fields  of  service. 

Board  meetings  occupied  the  atten- 
tion of  the  foreign  missions  staff  im- 
mediately after  seminar  week.  During 
a  time  of  exceptional  heat  and  humidi- 
ty in  Winona  Lake,  the  Board  of  Trust- 
ees faithfully  and  diligently  studied 
field  reports,  interviewed  missionaries 
on  furlough  and  new  candidates,  and 
heard  reports  on  various  phases  of  the 
foreign  mission  program.  Decisions 
were  made  that  emphasize  the  strength 
and  progress  of  Brethren  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. 

The  week  of  national  conference  in- 
cluded many  activities  that  centered 
around  foreign  missions,  such  as  the 
foreign  mission  challenge  hour.  Mis- 
sionary Helpers  Club  every  evening  for 
the  children,  and  open  house  at  the 
foreign  mission  offices  where  all  guests 
received  a  souvenir  foreign  stamp  from 
one  of  the  mission  fields. 

Dr.  Kenneth  Ashman  delivered  a 
masterful  message  on  missions  at  the 
FMS  banquet.  Adding  color  to  the 
occasion  were  missionaries  appearing 
in  costumes  from  the  countries  where 
they  serve.  The  higWight  of  the  for- 
eign mission  emphasis  at  conference 
came  during  the  morning  service  on 
Sunday,  August  18,  when  eleven  mis- 
sionaries were  dedicated  to  the  Lord's 
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service  overseas.  Not  one  of  these  mis- 
sionaries had  his  full  support  under- 
written when  conference  week  began; 
in  fact,  a  total  of  $7,470  was  needed 
before  seven  of  them  could  receive  the 
board's  permission  to  leave  for  the 
field.  Yet,  with  abiding  faith  in  the 
Lord,  who  told  us  to  pray  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  to  send  forth  laborers  into 
His  harvest  (Matthew  9;38),  and  with 
confidence  in  Brethren  pastors  and 
congregations  who  have  consistently 
arisen  to  the  expanding  challenge  of 
foreign  missions,  the  home  office  pro- 
ceeded to  make  the  necessary  travel 
arrangements  for  early  September  for 
the  seven.  Passports  were  validated, 
visas  obtained,  and  tickets  on  planes 
and  ships  purchased.  Now  the  ques- 
tion: would  The  Brethren  Church  stay 
the  course?  Would  she  be  willing  to 
pull  this  heavy  load  in  order  that  these 
missionaries  might  join  their  colleagues 
in  the  task  of  leading  people  out  of  the 


slough  of  despond  into  salvation  and 
eternal  life  in  Jesus  Christ? 

All  the  facts  were  presented  to  the 
conference,  and  each  day  the  response 
was  published  in  the  Conference  Her- 
ald. By  the  end  of  the  week,  the  total 
needed  had  dropped  to  $1,810.  Some 
pastors  indicated  that  they  were  sure 
that  their  churches  would  respond  just 
as  soon  as  the  need  was  presented  to 
their  congregations.  With  these  assur- 
ances, the  seven  missionaries  were 
cleared  for  departure:  the  Ernest  Bear- 
ingers  and  the  Tim  Earners  to  Brazil; 
the  Dave  Shargels  and  Miss  Evelyn 
Tschetter  to  France  for  language  study 
and  then  on  to  the  C.A.R.  At  the  same 
time,  a  new  appeal  goes  forth  for  the 
Robert  Juday  family,  preparing  to  leave 
just  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  Central 
African  Republic,  where  Mr.  Juday  will 
teach  in  the  school  for  missionaries' 
children.  Also,  a  new  candidate,  Miss 
Kwang  Park,  preparing  to  work  in  Bra- 
zil among  the  Japanese,  will  soon  be 
presented  to  the  Society.  These  candi- 
dates may  soon  be  in  your  church.  We 
know  you  will  want  to  help  them  get 
to  the  field  quickly. 

"Thanks  be  unto  God  for  His  un- 
speakable gift,"  and  hearty  thanks  to 
you,  who  make  it  possible  for  our  mis- 
sionaries to  present  the  gift  of  God's 
love  to  a  needy  world.  ▼ 


TO  AFRICA:  TEACHER  FOR   MISSIONARY  CHILDREN 


A  plea  from  the  Parents  Committee 
on  the  Africa  field,  via  the  field  council 
minutes  in  January  of  this  year,  point- 
ed out  the  definite  need  for  a  teacher 
for  the  junior-high  age  missionary  chil- 
dren there  on  the  field. 

Not  too  long  afterwards,  in  a  church 
service,  Mr.  Robert  Juday  and  his 
wife-members  of  the  Bethel  Brethren 


Church  of  Osceola,  Indiana— presented 
themselves  in  rededication  for  the 
Lord's  service.  Their  pastor  advised 
them  to  talk  with  the  FMS  foreign 
secretary.  Rev.  John  Zielasko.  Thus 
they  learned  of  the  need  for  the  teach- 
er in  Africa-and,  amazingly,  in  the 
Lord's  timing  which  is  always  perfect, 
that  Mr.  Juday,  a  schoolteacher,

seemed  to  be  the  one  who  could  fill 
that  need. 

Following  the  usual  preliminaries, 
the  Judays  were  appointed  by  the  FMS 
board  of  trustees  as  missionaries  to  the 
Central  African  Republic.  But  it  was 
felt  necessary  to  delay  their  presenta- 
tion to  the  churches  until  after  the 
completion  of  outfit  and  support  ap- 
peals for  the  seven  new  missionaries 
then  in  progress— these  appeals  being 
a  great  challenge  in  themselves. 

Undaunted,  the  Judays  set  about 
enthusiastically  and  energetically  to 
prepare  for  going  to  Africa.  Their  out- 
fit was  purchased,  packed,  and  on  its 
way  across  the  ocean  before  they  were 
even  formally  presented  to  the  Breth- 
ren constituency,  and  they  were  being 
delayed  only  by  their  need  of  outfit 
and  support  funds.  Anticipating  the 
receiving  of  these  within  a  matter  of 
weeks,  the  Judays  hope  to  be  on  the 
field  sometime  this  fall.

Dear  Missionary  Helpers, 

This  is  being  written  the  day  after 
our  big  Missionary  Helpers  Club  week 
at  Winona  Lake.

Mrs.  Towner  told 
stories  of  "Joshua  Marching  for  God" 
with  her  wonderful  flannelgraph  and 
colored  lights.  The  Farmers  told  mis- 
sionary stories  with  their  happy  pup- 
pets. Come  and  meet  them  all  next 
year. 

Every  night  we  had  a  different  mis- 
sionary and  they  were  all  good.  We 
learned  so  much  about  Africa  from 
Lois  Ringler,  Argentina  from  the  Fays, 
Brazil  from  the  Jolmsons,  Mexico  from 
the  Churchills,  and  Hawaii  from  the 
Leeches.  We  could  ask  all  the  questions 
we  wanted  to  ask.

A  Most 

Unusual 
Vessel

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It  was  the  song  "Oh  happy  day  that 
fixed  my  choice"  that  touched  the 
heart  of  Mrs.  Azat  H.  Garabedian  Mel- 
janian,  and  caused  her  to  accept  Jesus 
Christ  as  her  personal  Saviour.  It  was 
this  same  song  that  gave  her  strength 
to  make  decisions,  even  decisions  which 
might  have  resulted  in  cruel  death. 

On  April  1 ,  1901  in  a  little  town  in 
Russian  Armenia,  a  most  precious  gift 
was  brought  to  a  very  humble.  God- 
fearing family:  a  baby  girl.  The  Gar- 
abedian family  was  a  close-knit  family 
and  they  loved  God  but  not  as  the 
Saviour  of  mankind. 

Azat  remembers  her  childhood  as  a 
happy  and  free  experience.  As  she 
grew  older,  however,  the  Bolshevik 
Movement  started  to  gain  peasant  pow- 
er, and  gradually.  Communism  spread 
as  would  an  epidemic. 

Azat  went  to  an  Armenian  school 
and  was  a  good  student.  She  was 
blessed  with  intelligence  and  an  eager- 
ness to  learn.  When  she  became  of  age, 
she  entered  the  University  of  Armenia, 
preparing  to  become  a  teacher. 

"The  teacher,"  she  said,  "would 
give  us  the  lecture  notes  and  then 
spend  the  rest  of  the  time  marveling 
over  the  wonders  of  Karl  Marx,  and 
Communism." 

At  tliis  particular  time,  the  Bolshe- 
viks were  not  in  power.  The  Armenians 
would  not  tolerate  such  treason;  they 
put  her  instructor  in  prison  for  teach- 
ing  the   Communist   ideology.     As  a 
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Mrs.  Azat  H.  Garabedian  Maljanian 


humble  servant,  Azat  would  bring  him 
food  and  other  things  to  make  exis- 
tence easier  for  him.  Even  though  she 
did  not  believe  in  the  ideas  he  pre- 
sented in  class,  her  natural  love  and 
kindness  for  a  fellow  human  being  led 
her  to  help  and  comfort  him. 

Then  it  happened!  In  1921  the 
Bolsheviks  took  over  Armenia.  Azat 
was  given  the  choice  we  often  contem- 
plate: either  support  and  teach  the 
Marxian  ideology,  or  go  to  prison.  Be- 
cause her  faith  in  God  was  a  personal 
faith,  she  could  not  denounce  the 
claims  of  the  real  "way, .  .  .  truth,  and 
Ufe."  She  was  sent  immediately  to  a 
prison  camp.  Azat  was  forced  into  a 
small  room  filled  with  people:  some 
dead,  some  unconscious,  some  alive. 
She  drank  water  filled  with  the  blood 
of  her  fellow  Christian  and  anti-com- 
munists. Azat  remained  here  for  six 
months. 

About  the  same  time  Azat  went  in- 
to the  prison  camp,  her  philosophy  in- 
structor was  released  because  he  was 
willing  to  teach  in  accordance  with  the 
Bolshevik  regime.  He  never  forgot  the 
devotion  and  faithfulness  of  Azat.  The 
teacher  was  an  intellectual  leader 
among  the  ranks  and  because  of  this, 
they  respected  his  opinion.  When  he 
discovered  that  Azat  was  in  a  prison 
camp,  he  told  his  compatriots  not  to 
harm  her. 

On  a  chosen  night,  the  Communists 
decided    to    "do    away   with"   Azat's 


group.  A  common  liquidation  method 
was  to  take  the  prisoners  to  the  out- 
skirts of  town,  have  them  dig  their  own 
graves,  make  them  stand  in  front  of 
the  freshly  made  pit,  and  shoot  them 
in  such  a  way  that  they  would  not 
even  have  to  bury  them.  Early  in  the 
morning,  while  it  was  still  dark,  they 
lined  up  Azat's  group.  Azat  was  put 
near  the  end.  Then  came  the  final 
death  march,  and  out  they  went.  Wlien 
they  were  nearing  their  final  destina- 
tion, one  of  the  soldiers  grabbed  Azat 
by  the  arm  and  pulled  her  out  of  line. 
Her  heart  started  beating  rapidly. 

"What  do  you  want  with  me?"  she 
cried. 

"Hush  up,"  he  replied  as  he  pulled 
her  out  of  sight. 

"But  I  wish  to  die,"  she  thought. 
"What  will  he  do  with  me?" 

They  traveled  quickly  in  the  early 
morning  mist  and  finally  reached  Azat's 
home.  "Why  would  he  do  this  for 
me?"  she  thought. 

The  soldier  told  her  to  call  her 
mother  but  in  fear  for  the  security  of 
her  family,  she  refused.  Azat's  mother 
heard  the  strife  that  took  place  out- 
side the  door  and  received  her  long 
lost  daughter  into  her  arms.  As  she 
turned  for  a  second  glance  at  the  sol- 
dier, he  was  gone.  A  deed  of  love  and 
devotion  in  the  past  had  been  remem- 
bered and  repaid  by  a  professor  that 
could  not  forget  the  humbleness  of  this 
unusual  vessel.     God  had  provided  a 


way  for  Azat's  life  to  be  spared. 

Azat  remained  at  her  home  with  her 
mother  for  a  short  time  then  fled  to 
a  nearby  mission.  It  took  almost  18 
months  to  secure  plans  to  leave  for 
America:  a  dream  that  was  too  great 
to  visualize.  Finally,  on  November  1, 
1923,  Azat  H.  Garabedian  placed  her 
feet  firmly  down  upon  the  ground  of 
the  great  and  free  United  States  of 
America. 

Life,  however,  did  not  stay  as  great 
nor  as  jubilant  as  she  had  hoped.  Soon 
after  her  marriage  the  depression  hit. 
Azat  and  her  husband  lost  everything 
and  decided  to  move  west.  They  set- 
tled east  of  Los  Angeles  and  the  Lord 
blessed  them  with  two  daughters,  Anita 
and  Sylvia,  and  a  son,  Edward.  Dur- 
ing World  War  II,  Azat  attended  night 
school  and  became  a  nurse.  She  wanted 
to  be  used  by  the  Lord  to  help  others 
as  others  had  so  graciously  helped  her. 

Azat  Meljanian  has  just  returned 
from  a  6  weeks  tour  of  the  United 
States.  She  feels  strongly  for  our 
American  system  of  government  and 
the  freedoms  we  enjoy.  Within  the  last 
few  months  God  has  helped  her 
through  a  serious  cancer  operation  that 
could  have  been  fatal. 

"My  life  and  experiences  would  be 
harmful,"  she  expressed,  "if  God  were 
not  glorified.  He  is  my  light  and  my 
salvation.  It  is  not  my  life  but  His 
love  that  has  given  me  the  strength  to 
carry  on."

The  editor  of  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Echoes,  in  the  February  issue  of 
this  year,  paid  our  ladies  a  challenging 
compliment  when  he  stated,  "The

And  by  the  same  token 
may  He  choose  to  challenge  us  to  in- 
crease our  intercessory  praying  for  our 
missionary  workers,  the  men  and  wom- 
en, young  people,  and  the  boys  and 
girls  in  the  areas  served  by  our  mission- 
ary workers. 

I  will  share  with  you  in  part  an 
article  that  I  read  last  month.  It  was 
printed  in  the  Woodville  News  taken 
from  the  Akron,  Ohio,  Compass.  Two 
preachers  were  discussing  a  future 
speaking  engagement  which  they  were 
to  have  in  a  certain  church.  The  one 
said  to  the  other,  "Is  this  a  missionary- 
minded  church?" 

What  is  a  missionary-minded  church 
anyway?  A  variety  of  answers  has 
been  given  to  this  question.   To  some.

a  missionary-minded  church  means  that 
the  people  of  a  church  love  their  mis.- 
sionaries.  Sunday  school  classes  write 
faithfully  to  the  missionaries.  Birth- 
day cards  and  Christmas  packages  are 
sent  regularly.  In  the  prayer  meeting 
people  pray  that  the  missionaries  will 
be  kept  well  and  strong.  To  some,  this 
is  what  is  meant  by  being  missionary- 
minded.  All  of  these  are  good,  of 
course,  in  themselves.  But  the  article 
reveals  that  something  important  is 
lacking  in  this  kind  of  concern.  Tliis 
kind  of  missionary-mindedness  shows 
love  only  for  the  missionary  and  not  at 
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/s  concern.

all  for  the  people  to  whom  he  is  sent. 

To  others,  being  missionary-minded 
means  that  a  church  supports  a  long 
list  of  missionaries,  and  that  the  church 
has  a  large  missions  budget.  No  doubt 
you  have  heard  remarks  like  this:  "That 
church  gives  $75,000  a  year  to  mis- 
sions." Or  "They  support  fifty  mis- 
sionaries overseas."  To  many,  these 
are  the  standards  of  missionary-mind- 
edness.  Too,  our  missions  giving  could 
be  regulated  by  income  tax  laws  rather 
than  by  a  deep  heart  concern. 

"What  then  is  a  missionary-minded 
church?"  the  article  continues.  The 
question  could  be  answered  in  this 
way.  A  missionary-minded  church  is  a 
concerned  church.  It  is  a  church  that 
is  concerned  about  tlie  things  God 
cares  about.  It  is  a  church  that  is  con- 
cerned about  men  and  women  who  are 
lost  in  sin.  And  it  is  a  group  of  be- 
lievers willing  to  invpst  themselves 
totally  in  the  task  of  reaching  men  and 
women  with  the  Good  News.  This  test 
could  be  applied  to  our  own  councils- 
women  manifesting  Christ.  Missionary 
mindedness  boils  down  to  personal  dis- 
cipleship  and  personal  commitment  to 
Christ.  We  were  once  lost  in  sin  and 
now  are  found!  And  if  being  found 
means  anything  at  all  to  us,  we  will  be 
excited  enough  to  invest  our  all  in 
helping  others  to  be  found,  too.  Wom- 
en manifesting  Christ!  Let  us  care 
more  about  the  things  God  cares  about 
this  year.  I  believe  we  are  God's  wit- 
nesses. The  world  may  not  read  the 
Bible,  but  the  world  will  read  our  lives. 

Now  concerning  our  other  purpose 
which  states  "and  to  deepen  the  spiri- 
tual life  of  the  women  by  Bible  study 
and  prayer."  What  has  been  our  alti- 
tude this  past  year  toward  our  Bible 
studies  based  on  the  theme  of  drawing 
"Nearer,  Still  Nearer"?  Has  it  been 
one  of  encouragement  to  one  another 
expressed  in  our  theme  verse,  Hebrews 
10:22?  "Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart."    Think  this  in  your  mind  as  I 


repeat  those  words.  "Let  us  draw  near 
with  a  true  heart."  These  words  came 
right  to  me  each  month  from  the  Au- 
thor himself  as  the  Bible  study  was 
presented. 

Then,  can  you  remember  how  you 
were  challenged  to  demonstrate  this  in 
your  daily  living?  Let  me  help  you  re- 
call the  opportunities  you  had  to  ma- 
ture as  you  yielded  to  the  suggestions 
each  month.  Still  nearer  in  your  fami- 
ly devotions?  Nearer,  still  nearer  as 
you  witnessed?  Did  He  speak  to  you 
in  your  Bible  reading  and  studying? 
Were  you  drawn  nearer  because  you 
fellowshiped  with  other  Christians?  As 
you  reviewed  the  imminent  return  of 
our  Lord,  did  your  witnessing  become 
more  urgent?  If  opportunity  would 
permit,  I  would  be  interested  in  hear- 
ing of  your  being  drawn  nearer  with  a 
"true  heart"  incomplete  assurance  and 
absolute  trust  and  confidence  in  His 
power  and  wisdom,  having  your  heart 
purified  from  a  guilty  conscience. 

I  believe  there  is  joy  in  obedience 
to  the  Word  of  God.  Someone  has 
written,  "Perfect  obedience  would  be 
perfect  happiness  if  only  we  had  per- 
fect confidence  in  the  One  we  are 
obeying."  Does  this  seem  like  an  im- 
possible way  of  happiness?  Grand- 
mothers, mothers,  and  daughters!  La- 
dies of  our  Women's  Missionary  Coun- 
cils! God  loves  us  and  He  has  a  won- 
derful plan  for  our  lives.  He  loves  us 
more  than  the  love  of  friendship.  "Will 
you  have  me,"  He  says  to  the  believer, 
"to  be  my  beloved?  May  I  have  My 
way  with  you  in  all  things?" 

In  many  ways  He  makes  tliis  offer 
of  union  with  himself  to  every  be- 
liever. But  all  do  not  say  "Yes"  to 
Him.  Other  loves  and  other  interests 
seem  too  precious  to  them  to  be  set 
aside.  They  do  not  miss  heaven  be- 
cause of  this,  but  they  miss  an  unspeak- 
able joy.  Christ,  speaking  in  John 
10:10  said,  "I  am  come  that  they 
might  have  life,  and  that  they  might 


have  it  more  abundantly."  I  shall  say 
it  this  way:  Happiness  is  the  hearing 
of  the  Word  of  God  and  the  doing  of  it. 

And  now  ladies,  in  I  John  5:4,  we 
read  "For  whatsoever  is  born  of  God 
overcometh  the  world;  .  .  .  even  our 
faith!  Who  is  she  that  overcometh  the 
world,  but  she  that  believeth  that  Jesus 
is  the  Son  of  God.  And  that,  ladies,  is 
our  theme  verse  for  the  new  WMC  year. 
I  John  5:4:  "For  whatsoever  is  born  of 
God  overcometh  the  world:  .  .  .  even 
OUR  FAITH. 

Evan  Hopkin  writes,  "Faith  needs 
facts  to  rest  upon."  Once  we  begin 
to  count  on  facts,  our  Father  begins 
to  build  us  up  in  the  faith.  God  in  His 
Word  reveals  to  us  the  facts  with  which 
faith  has  to  deal.  From  his  profoundly 
simple  trust  in  God,  George  Mueller 
was  able  to  say,  "God  delights  to  in- 
crease the  faith  of  His  children."  In- 
stead of  wanting  no  trials  before  vic- 
tory, no  exercise  of  faith  for  patience, 
we  ought  to  be  willing  to  take  the  trials 
from  God's  hands  as  a  means  to  vic- 
tory. George  Mueller  says  it  deliberate- 
ly: "Trials,  obstacles,  difficulties,  and 
sometimes  defeats,  are  the  very  food 
of  faith."  Do  you  still  hear  that  echo 
from  the  Author  of  I  John  5:4-5? 
"Even  our  faith." 

Again  I  am  glad  to  call  to  your  at- 
tention the  ministry  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  the  selecting  of  the  WMC  themes 
each  year.  Do  you  notice  the  continu- 
ity in  the  process  of  maturing  spiritual- 
ly? His  work  in  our  lives  is  a  process 
which  is  progressive.  As  a  recent  ex- 
ample: we  were  willing  to  be  sent.  Be- 
cause of  our  being  "sent,"  we  needed 
to  be  very  close  to  the  Lord— yes,  near- 
er, still  nearer.  We  don't  want  defeat 
so  we  need  to  apprise  God's  formula 
for  the  victorious  life.  The  plan  will 
be  revealed  to  us  month  by  month  in 
our  Bible  studies. 

Let's  enumerate  the  victories  we 
might  anticipate  this  1968-69  WMC 
year.  Could  we  each  make  an  individ- 
ual list  of  the  victories  we  would  hope 
to  achieve  to  the  glory  of  God?  All 
right!  Let's  start  with  our  own  person- 
al lives.  Let  us  name  the  victory  or 
victores  we  would  like  to  trust  God 
for  this  year.  Now,  enlarge  this  to  in- 
clude victories  in  our  own  households. 
This  should  result  in  some  victories  in 
our  local  churches.  Wliat  spiritual  vic- 
tories would  you  like  to  see  accom- 
plished in  your  local  group  of  believ- 
ers?   As  you  add  to  your  list,  keep  in 
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mind  Hebrews  11:6.  "But  without 
faith,  it  is  impossible  to  please  him:  for 
he  that  cometh  to  God  must  believe 
that  he  is,  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  of 
them  that  diligently  seek  him."  How 
big  have  you  allowed  your  God  to  be? 
In  faith  ask  Him,  remembering  that 
"without  faith,  it  is  impossible  to 
please  God."  Then  "trust  in  the  Lord 
with  all  your  heart"— acknowledge  Him 
in  all  your  ways  and  He  shall  direct 
your  paths.  Don't  doubt  this  promise. 
Let's  not  be  a  group  of  doubters.  We 
hke  to  be  known  as  a  group  of  believ- 
ers. 

Let's  go  up  higlier  in  the  organiza- 
tion in  our  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  where  we  will  want 
to  continue  this  pattern  of  anticipated 
victories.  In  your  districts,  some  of 
you  are  already  anticipating  some  more 
victories— a  Bible  class  needing  a  pas- 
tor to  lead  them,  a  Brethren  church 
needing  to  relocate,  and  so  on.  And 
then  to  victories  on  the  national  level. 
All  during  the  remainder  of  this  week, 
we  will  be  hearing  of  victories  antici- 
pated from  the  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil. From  our  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  we  will  again  be  challenged  by 
victories  anticipated  by  their  leaders. 
We  have  already  taken  notice  of  the 
victories  our  Christian  Education  De- 
partment has  asked  for.  To  see  what 
the  Lord  has  done  for  and  through 
our  Grace  Schools  is  an  incentive  to 
ask  Him  for  even  greater  victories  in 
that  training  area.  To  see  the  library 
completed  and  paid  for  is  one.  We 
want  to  include  our  Board  of  Evange- 
lism and  our  list  continues  to  grow  to 
include  another  one  near  to  our  hearts, 
our  SMM.  You  probably  are  ahead  of 
me  now. 

May  the  Holy  Spirit  complete  this 
challenge  to  the  accomplishment  of 
many  anticipated  victories  the  Lord 
can  give  us  as  we  continue  to  believe 
Him  today,  tomorrow,  the  whole 
month,  and  the  whole  WMC  year. 

In  closing  I  want  to  read  again  I 
John  5:4.  This  time  from  the  King 
James  version.  "For  whatsoever  is 
born  of  God  overcometh  the  world; 
and  this  is  the  victory  that  over- 
cometh the  world,  even  our  faith." 

Let  us  be  concerned  about  the 
things  God  cares  about.  Then  we  will 
be  a  missionary-minded  WMC  because 
we  are  concerned  about  men  and  wom- 
en, boys  and  girls,  who  are  lost  in  sin 
and  need  to  be  found.  ▼

Three 
chapters  a  day  and  five  chapters  on  Sunday,  or  send  to 
the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Company,  Box  544, 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  for  Bible  Reading  Charts. 

Second  choice:  The  Brethren  booklet  "Daily  Devo- 
tions," using  both  the  Scripture  passages  and  the  medi- 
tation. 

Third  choice:  Regular  Bible  reading  of  own  choosing. 

2.  FAMILY  DEVOTIONS 

The  establishment  of  daily  family  devotions  in  every 
home.  The  local  prayer  chairman  should  be  responsible 
for  the  family  worship  emphasis  in  local  councils  regular- 

ly. 

3.  PRAYER  EMPHASIS 

a.  That  each  council  observe  a  special  time  of  prayer 
on  the  15th  day  of  each  month,  using  i\\e  Brethren  Mis- 
sionary Herald  plus  the  requests  sent  to  the  pastors  from 
Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation Department. 

b.  That  each  council  encourage  each  woman  to  be  a 
prayer  warrior  for  a  daily  time  of  prayer.  (Use  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions  prayer  booklets.) 

c.  Pray  for  the  youth  in  your  district  who  have  made 
decisions  for  full-time  service. 

4.  SOUL-WINNING

winner  with  the  prayer  chairman  keeping  a  record  of  all 
souls  saved,  via  children's  Bible  classes,  VBS,  Sunday 
school,  SMM,  and  so  on.

to  serve  as  a  patroness,  assistant,  or  in  any  other  capac- 
ity. 

6.  That  the  women  of  each  council  read  and  use  the 
Pen  Pointers.  We  suggest  an  annual  quiz  in  each  council. 
(More  Pen  Pointers  may  be  obtained  from  the  Brethren 
National  WMC  literature  secretary,  Mrs.  Charles  Koontz,

7.  That  each  WMC  member  give  regularly  as  the  Lord 
leads  and  prospers  her. 

8.  That  we  send  good,  usable  clothing  to  the  follow- 
ing missions  (each  council  be  responsible  for  entire  ex- 
pense).

DISTRICT  OBJECTIVES-

5.  Each  district  shall  contribute  an  annual  free-will 
offering  to  be  used  toward  the  furnishing  and  repair 
of  the  Brethren  foreign  missionary  residences  at  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana.  This  offering  shall  be  sent  to  the  Na- 
tional WMC  financial  secretary-treasurer  by  June  30  and 
used  as  the  committee  in  charge  sees  the  need. 


6.  Each  district  president  will  receive  the  local  annual 
statistical  reports  and  will  compile  the  district  statistical 
report  to  be  sent  to  the  national  secretary  by  July  20. 

7.  Each  district  president  will  stress  the  importance 
of  using  the  Brethren  WMC  program  packets  and  achiev- 
ing our  goals  and  recommendations  in  the  local  council 
to  foster  unity  among  us. 

8.  Every  district  to  be  represented  on  the  national 
board  at  national  conference  by  the  president  or  alter- 
nate. It  is  suggested  that  expenses,  wholly  or  in  part, 
be  paid  by  the  district. 

9.  A  four-minute  written  achievement  report  to  be 
given  by  the  district  president  at  the  national  board 
meeting.  Retiring  president  to  be  responsible  for  it. 

10.  SMM  will  be  recognized  on  the  district  WMC  con- 
ference program.  Each  district  WMC  will  give  financial 
assistance,  if  possible,  so  that  its  district  SMM  patroness 
and/or  president  may  attend  national  conference.

Planning  of  some  kind  is  necessary 
for  an  effective  and  well-rounded  music 
ministry  in  the  local  church.  This  at- 
tractive planbook  is  as  complete  and 
adaptable  as  any  I  have  seen.  Featured 
are  (1)  guides  for  planning  the  church 
music  program  for  a  year;  (2)  monthly 
plan  sheets  with  suggestions  for  re- 
source material  and  discussions  pertain- 
ing to  church  music  at  levels  from  pri- 
mary grades  to  adult  groups;  (3)  week- 
ly agendas  for  an  entire  year  beginning 
with  October,  1968;  and  (4)  hints  on 
establishing,  conducting,  expanding, 
and  improving  the  church's  music  pro- 
gram. 

This  loose-leaf  planbook  has  a  dur- 
able spiral  binding  which  permits  it  to 
lie  open  easily.  All  suggested  materials 
are  Southern  Baptist  publications 
which  are  readily  usable  in  other  evan- 
gelical denominations.  For  its  format, 
suggestions,  and  completeness  it  is  well 
worth  the  small  price  tag.— William 
Schaffer,  Jr. 

Escape  From  Reason 

Francis  A.  Schaeffer  (London:  In- 
ter-Varsity Fellowship,  1968),  96 
pages,  paper,  $.95. 

Dr.  Schaeffer  lucidly  and  concisely 
traces  the  origins  and  development  of 
modern  thought.  Starting  with  Thomas 
Aquinas,  he  shows  how  the  Renaissance 
thinkers  erred  in  beheving  the  Fall  af- 
fected all  of  man  except  his  intellect. 
And  from  the  premise  that  man,  by 
the  use  of  reason  alone,  could  discover 
true  answers  to  the  "big  questions," 
man  traveled  the  road  to  ultimate  pes- 
simism. For  today,  modern  man  has 
discovered  that  the  use  of  reason  alone 
leads  inevitably  to  the  conclusion  that 
there  just  are  no  answers.    There  are 


no  standards,  no  absolutes,  no  truth. 
Faith  becomes  irrational. 

Modern  thought  is  separated  into 
two  divisions-with  no  common  point 
of  reference.  The  lower  division,  the 
rational  thinking  of  modern  science, 
leads  to  despair,  since  it  cannot  offer 
solutions  to  the  basic  problems  of  exis- 
tence. Therefore,  since  men  need  an- 
swers, since  men  want  significance, 
they  must  make  the  "great  leap"  into 
the  upper  level,  from  rationality  to 
irrationality.  This  leap  becomes  man's 
faith.  Thus,  when  Tillich  talks  of  the 
"God  behind  God,"  he  is  insisting  on 
the  complete  nondefmition  of  the  first 
God.  Flis  God  can  be  anything  you 
think  Him  to  be,  or  nothing. 

This  book  will  be  a  great  help  to 
anyone  who  wants  to  communicate 
the  Gospel  in  terms  that  modern  man 
can  understand. -/I HSft>7  Robbins

Here  Come  the  Men! 


Here  come  the  men;  laymen  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  Some 
are  young,  just  getting  established  as  heads  of  households,  and  in 
various  life  activities.  Others  are  middle-aged,  struggling  to  make 
it  big,  or  to  keep  their  heads  above  water  in  the  turbulent  sea  of 
life.  Then  there  are  those  on  the  sunset  side.  Among  them  are 
many  who  are  excitedly  happy  in  "the  last  of  life  for  which  the 
first  was  made";  some  who  have  admitted  defeat  and  are  just  wait- 
ing. 

There  is  nothing  too  unusual  about  the  fact  that  these  men  are 
moving  across  the  stage  of  life;  the  thing  that  can  be  unusual  is 
their  potential  for  the  Lord.  God  needs  men.  First,  men  in  sal- 
vation; men  who  will  accept  Him  as  Saviour  and  Lord.  Then  men 
who  will  dedicate  themselves  completely  to  Him  for  His  service. 

There  are  encouragements.  A  good  example  has  been  set  by 
outstanding  laymen  at  home  and  abroad  as  they  have  made  individ- 
ual accomplishments,  and  as  they  have  banded  together  in  official 
organizations  to  work  as  a  group.  Included  here  are  Brethren  lay- 
men. Brethren  laymen  are  on  the  move.  They  are  strengthening 
their  organization,  thus  expanding  their  outreach.  They  are  be- 
comino;  more  involved  in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  Evidence  of  this 
was  seen  at  the  recent  national  conference,  and  can  now  be  seen 
in  their  goals  and  programs. 

Let  us  commend  and  encourage  our  laymen.  They  deserve  the 
fullest  cooperation  of  all  segments  of  the  denomination,  particular- 
ly as  they  continue  to  strengthen  their  local,  district,  and  national 
organizations,  and  as  they  enlarge  the  outreach  of  the  Christian  fel- 
lowship with  fellow  laymen.  It  is  good  to  see  them  taking  their 
place  in  the  offices  and  work  of  the  church.  Their  sponsorship  of 
many  worthy  projects  is  appreciated.  And  the  bringing  into  ex- 
istence of  various  district  periodicals  to  keep  their  membership  in- 
formed is  great.  Their  close  relationship  with  the  boys'  work  and 
with  the  soul-winning  ministry  of  the  Board  of  Evangelism  are 
gratifying. 

Christ  worked  with  laymen  when  He  was  here  on  earth.  Out- 
standing men  of  God  have  been  raised  up  to  carry  on  this  work 
over  the  years.  May  our  men  continue  to  make  themselves  avail- 
able to  do  His  work  today  and  in  the  future!  ▼ 
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It  DIDLC  gives  clear  evi- 
dence of  tlie  road  that  mission  boards 
must  travel.  To  plan  for  present  needs, 
future  expansions  and  increased  oper- 
ational costs,  there  must  be  a  strong 
motivation  of  faith  in  God  and  His 
promises.  To  care  for  50  mission 
points,  122  mission  personnel  and  gen- 
eral oversight  and  promotion  of  this 
missionary  extension  organization 
takes  a  lot  of  time,  talent  and  funds. 

Stepping  out  upon  the  promises  of 
God  is  not  mere  presumption  or  reck- 
lessness. It  is  in  harmony  with  the 
Word  of  God  for  the  child  of  God, 
His  church  and  its  adjuncts.  The  Bible 
says,  ". .  .  without  faith  it  is  impossible 
to  please  him;  for  he  that  cometh  to 
God  must  believe  that  he  is,  and  that 
he  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently 
seek  him"  (Heb.  11:6).  The  exercise 
of  faith  is  a  necessity  for  the  favor  of 
God.  That  intrinsic  faith  must  be  in 
the  reality  and  ability  of  God.  We 
must  see  God  as  a  real  and  abundant 
provider  for  every  need  which  man 
faces,  action  which  correlates  with  our 
message. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  care- 
fully and  prayerfully  weighed  our  pro- 
gram of  evangelism  for  this  coming 
year.  In  the  face  of  severe  spiraling 
inflation  we  foresee  increased  opera- 
tional and  salary  costs.  Every  tangible 
item  we  use  costs  more  today  than  a 
year  ago.  New  opportunities  constant- 


ly give  us  the  Macedonian  call.  In  1967 
we  entered  the  State  of  Georgia  with 
our  first  church  in  Atlanta.  In  1968 
we  have  taken  a  new  work  in  Cherry 
Hill,  New  Jersey,  thus  entering  another 
new  state.  In  1969  we  anticipate  en- 
tering Alaska,  Nevada,  and  North  Caro- 
lina. To  place  our  first  missionary  in 
Alaska  even  on  a  partial  self  support 
basis  will  cost  approximately  S7,000. 
Salaries,  necessary  building  appropria- 
tions, operational  and  promotional 
costs  produce  an  anticipated  minimum 
budget  of  $350,000.  To  retire  our 
deficit  and  offset  further  inflationary 
costs  we  ought  to  have  $400,000.  We 
believe  in  the  promise  of  God,  ".  . .  my 
God  shall  supply  all  your  need  accord- 
ing to  his  riches  in  glory  by  Christ 
Jesus"  (Phil.  4:19).  In  faith,  we  be- 
lieve that  God's  people  will  respond  to 
God's  direction  and  will  provide  this 
need.  Therefore,  the  Brethren  Home 
Missions'  program  for  1969  is  in  the 
hands  of  God  waiting  for  His  provision. 

Is  Brethren  Home  Missions  a  faith 
organization?  We  have  no  other  creed 
than  the  Word  of  God.  We  have  no 
means  of  coercion  to  force  any  person, 
church,  or  organization  to  support  this 
ministry.  We  believe  God.  We  believe 
in  Brethren  people  and  their  willing- 
ness to  stand  with  our  missionaries  in 
this  vital  work.  We  know  that  God 
will  not  fail  in  answering  prayer  and 
supplying  the  needs. 

We   have   seen  four  home  mission 


church  buildings  finished  and  dedicat- 
ed already  this  year.  Two  more  are 
under  construction.  Three  churches 
have  gone  self-supporting.  Three  are 
anticipated  to  take  this  step  of  faith  in 
'69.  Rev.  Herman  Hein  will  go  to 
Alaska  in  midsummer  of  '69.  Two 
new  works  now  in  the  embryonic  stage 
in  Nevada  and  North  Carolina  will  de- 
mand missionaries  before  the  end  of 
'69.  Other  new  fields  are  beckoning. 
We  can  only  advance  as  God  supplies. 
What  a  challenge  to  be  a  part  of  God's 
supply  chain  to  help  evangelize  with 
the  precious  Gospel  of  His  beloved 
Son! 

More  than  anything  else  our  Board 
of  Directors,  staff  and  mission  person- 
nel desire  to  know  that  God's  people 
are  praying  for  His  work,  for  the  dis- 
semination of  the  Word  of  God,  for 
His  servants,  and  for  the  needs  of  all 
these  fields.  "The  entrance  of  thy 
words  giveth  light;  it  giveth  under- 
standing unto  the  simple"  (Ps. 
119:130).  "But  what  saith  it?  The 
word  is  nigh  thee,  even  in  thy  mouth, 
and  in  thy  heart:  that  is,  the  word  of 
faith,  which  we  preach"  (Rom.  10:8). 
The  power  of  God's  Word  under  the 
direction  and  motivation  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  cannot  be  shackled  by  inactivity 
and  faitlilessness.  We  must  move  as 
God  moves— ever  forward  in  a  ministry 
of  reconciliation,  evangelizing  a  needy 
nation  with  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 
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'n  Sunday,  September  1,  1968,  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Jackson, 
Michigan,  broke  ground  for  an  "up-to- 
date"  church  building  on  the  site  of  an 
"outdated"  one-room  school  building. 
The  first  shovel  of  dirt  was  turned  at 
about  3:15  p.m.  as  Pastor  Gilbert  Haw- 
kins used  the  traditional  chrome-plated 
shovel  from  Brethren  Home  Missions. 
Following  the  pastor  a  number  of  oth- 
er members  of  the  church  took  their 
turn.  From  tiie  start  of  the  service  a 
heavy  cloud  hung  over  the  area  and 
with  the  breaking  of  ground  came  a 
"break"  in  the  sky  and  the  rain  drops 
began  to  fall.  This  sent  everyone 
scurrying  for  shelter  inside  the  old  one- 
room  school  building.  It  literally  be- 
came a  shelter  in  the  time  of  storm. 

Rev.  Randall  Poyner,  pastor  of  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Lansing,  was 
the  dedication  speaker  and  also  pro- 
vided the  special  music.  It  was  at  this 
point  that  the  action  shifted  from  the 
shovel  outside  to  the  pulpit  inside  and 
we  were  challenged  by  a  message  from 
the  Word.  Rev.  Ciiarles  Flowers  of 
Alto  and  laymen  from  other  Michigan 
churches  provided  a  good  district  rep- 
resentation. In  addition  to  the  local 
and  district  members  were  two  repre- 
sentatives from  the  national  office  at 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana;  Mr.  Kenneth 
Rucker  of  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  and  Mr.  Frank  J.  Poland 
of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cU. 

The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Jack- 
son was  started  in  the  fall  of  1961  and 
it  began  in  our  home.  After  about 
two  years  the  Biackman  Township  Hall 
was  secured  and  used  for  the  following 
two  years.  The  church  then  leased  for 
one  year  the  old  one-room  "outdated" 
school  building  located  at  4100  Clinton 
Road.  At  the  end  of  the  one-year 
lease,  the  church  undertook  the  pur- 
chase of  the  school  property  contain- 
ing about  two  acres. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  time 
the  property  was  leased  was  in  the 
twenties.  Now  the  membership  alone 
stands  at  49  and  the  attendances  are 
averaging  higher.  This  growth  has 
taken  place  in  answer  to  prayer  in  a 
school  building— ironic  in  these  days 
when  prayer  in  the  public  school  has 
been  outlawed  by  our  Supreme  Court. 

This  new  "up-to-date"  building,  a 
phase  of  a  ten-year  building  program, 
was  designed  by  the  Brethren  Architec- 
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tural  Service  of  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council.  It  will  be  colonial 
style  of  frame  construction  with  partial 
brick  facing.  It  is  designed  to  accom- 
modate full  brick  veneering  at  a  later 
date.  The  cost  is  to  approximate 
$35,000  with  a  considerable  amount 
of  volunteer  labor  from  the  local  and 
district  areas.  The  construction  is  un- 
derway and  expected  occupation  is 
planned  for  early  spring.  The  present 
"outdated"  school  will  remain  intact 
for  additional  educational  facilities. 

The  building  site  is  in  the  midst  of 
new  housing  developments.  We  antici- 
pate that  in  a  few  short  years  the 
church  will  be  surrounded  by  new 
homes  and  when  this  takes  place  the 
old  school  building  will  have  to  go. 
In  the  meantime,  other  phases  of  the 
church  building  program  will  have  been 
completed  to  provide  the  necessary 
facilities  for  a  Sunday  school  of  over 
200  which  can  be  cared  for  with  our 
first  unit  and  the  old  school  building. 

The  Jackson  work  has  been  one  of 
self-support  from  the  very  beginning 
up  to  this  time.  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  has  given  supervision 
and    the   Michigan   district  has  given 


moral  support  at  all  times.  With  the 
beginning  of  a  building  program  the 
district  is  now  coming  to  the  aid  of 
the  work  with  a  building  appropriation 
and  also  some  salary  support.  Like- 
wise, The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  is  placing  Jackson  in  their  bud- 
get for  1969  to  provide  salary  assis- 
tance. 

Much  seed  has  been  sown  in  the 
Jackson  area  and  the  last  two  years 
have  been  a  season  of  harvesting.  We 
have  seen  about  50  people  come  to 
Christ  during  this  time.  Of  course, 
some  of  these  have  moved  to  other  [ 
cities,  but  this  response  has  led  to  the 
need  for  more  facilities.  The  people 
here  have  prayed,  visited,  and  worked 
faithfully.  They  have  taught  the  Word 
of  God  in  Sunday  school  and  Vacation 
Bible  School.  They  have  worked  with 
inadequate  equipment,  under  difficult 
circumstances,  in  an  unattractive  build- 
ing, and  this  September  1,  1968  was 
truly  a  long-awaited  day  and  one  looked 
forward  to  with  real  enthusiasm.  This 
was  the  day  ground  was  broken  for  an 
"up-to-date"  building  to  eventually  re- 
place the  "outdated"  school  building 
in  Jackson,  Michigan.  ▼ 
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^^ne  Friday  afternoon  while  I  was 
alone  in  our  apartment,  the  doorbell 
rang.  Believing  it  to  be  my  husband,  I 
opened  the  door  wide,  and  there  stood 
a  lady  with  a  big  smile  who  said,  "Avon 
calling."  I  noticed  that  she  was  neat- 
ness personified,  from  the  top  of  her 
head  down  to  her  toes— really,  a  good 
representative  for  her  company.  Being 
a  fan  of  Avon  products,  I  immediately 
invited  her  in.  She  told  me  the  tenant 
before  us  was  a  good  customer  of  hers 
and  she  took  a  chance  today  to  see  if  a 
new  tenant  had  arrived.  After  intro- 
ductions, we  talked  for  a  time  and  in 
the  course  of  our  conversation  I  found 
she  had  been  born  in  Poland  but  had 
left  before  the  trouble  there;  she  dis- 
covered we  had  just  moved  from  Ohio 
and  that  my  husband  was  a  minister. 
She  was  quite  taken  with  the  fact  that 
we  were  new  in  California  and  she  was 
one  of  the  first  to  call  on  us.  During 
our  conversation  she  disclosed  that  she 
was  Jewish.  Before  I  could  give  her  an 
order,  she  leaned  forward  on  our  couch 
and  very  confidentially  asked  me, 
"Dearie,  do  you  know  you  have  moved 
into  a  Jewish  neighborhood?"  I  sup- 
pressed any  visible  signs  of  amusement 
over  this  classic  information  and  an- 
swered, "Yes,  I  know."  (How  well  we 
know,  because  we  have  been  placed 
here  in  order  to  study  their  habits,  and 
so  on.)  She  seemed  rather  surprised 
at  my  answer  but  I  very  calmly  looked 
through  the  pages  of  the  order  book, 
waiting  for  the  next  question.  It  did 
not  come.  Instead,  we  discussed  our 
husbands,  and  as  she  started  to  leave 
she  said,  "I  would  very  much  like  to 
meet  your  husband,"  to  which  I  re- 
plied. "I  would  be  most  happy  to  have 
you  do  this." 

Three  weeks  later,  the  bell  rang  as  I 
was  dressing  for  a  WMC  meeting. 
My  husband  answered  the  door  and 
then  informed  me  the  Avon  lady  had 
come.  As  I  entered  our  living  room, 
I  found  the  two  chatting  as  if  they 
were  old  friends.  When  I  sat  down, 
our  lady  hastened  to  inform  me  that  I 
had  a  very  smart  husband,  and  much 
to  her  astonishment,  I  readily  agreed 
she  was  right.     After  paying  for  our 


order  and  ordering  some  other  sup- 
plies, I  had  to  excuse  myself  explain- 
ing about  our  meeting  and  that  I 
must  continue  dressing.  However,  I 
told  her  not  to  hurry  off  but  to  feel 
free  to  talk  with  my  husband.  It  did 
not  take  long  for  John  to  get  around 
to  spiritual  things  with  this  lady  be- 
cause she  informed  us  she  liked  to  talk 
about  religion  and  politics.  They  had 
a  good  discussion  with  John  doing 
most  of  the  talking  this  time.  When  I 
came  back  into  the  room  I  found  she 
had  been  so  wrapped  up  in  what  my 
husband  was  saying  that  she  had  for-

I  he  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil Board  of  Directors  and  staff  took 
time  out  of  a  busy  schedule  of  board 
meetings  on  Wednesday,  August  7, 
1968,  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Elmer 
Tamkin  who  had  served  so  faithfully 
in  the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation 
for  eleven  years  before  being  laid  aside 
by  a  stroke. 

A  special  "coffee  break"  on  this 
day  included  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tamkin.  In- 
stead of  the  coffee,  punch  and  a  special 
cake  for  the  occasion  were  served.  Then 
followed  three  presentations  to  Mr.

He  entered  the  hospital 
for  surgery  in  November  and  on  De- 
cember 3,  1967  suffered  the  stroke 
that  partially  paralyzed  his  body  and 
has  terminated  his  ministry  for  the 
B.I.F. 

The  board  of  directors  at  its  annual 
spring  board  meeting  voted  Mr.  Tam- 
kin Financial  Secretary  Emeritus  and 
Mr.  Kenneth  Rucker,  the  assistant  sec- 
retary, became  Financial  Secretary. 

Mr.  Tamkin  enjoyed  his  day  very 
much  and  took  it  in  stride  as  he  always 
did  on  every  other  occasion.

Born  to  Climb 


Dick  Hillis  (Waco,  Texas:  Word 
Books,  1967),  157  pages,  $3.50. 

Dick  Hillis  introduces  twenty  men 
and  women,  most  of  them  our  contem- 
poraries, who  have  "climbed  and  con- 
quered." Their  names  appear  in  evan- 
gelical missions  circles  and  their  faces 
are  familiar  in  conference  brochures. 
Now  their  lives  can  be  seen  in  brief 
summary  aside  from  platform  appear- 
ances. 

What  kind  of  people  are  they?  The 
author  wants  the  reader  to  see  them  as 
ordinary  men  from  a  diversity  of  life 
styles  in  recent  American  and  British 
evangelical  culture.  Their  common 
denominators  include  encounter  with 
God's  claims  on  their  hves,  sorting 
through  circumstances  toward  some 
personal  patterns  of  response,  partici- 
pation in  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  to 
some  world  area  in  this  thing  called 
"missions,"  and  becoming  leaders  or 
renowned  men  through  this  process. 

Guidance  from  God,  the  perennial 
search  for  sure  signs  and  "deciding 
straws,"  underlies  the  vignette  of  each 
person.  The  focus  is  on  the  circum- 
stances more  than  the  mind  and  heart 
of  God.  In  the  few  pages  allotted  to 
each,  we  can  observe  fellow  Christians 
living  real  lives,  making  real  decisions— 
and  some  mistakes. 

The  book  will  be  primarily  useful 
to  high  schoolers  and  Bible  college 
students  who  are  involved  in  "the 
search  for  guidance."  It  is  easy  read- 
ing, with  a  combination  of  first  per- 
son quotations  (apparently  gleaned 
through  interview)  and  some  tliird  per- 
son descriptions  of  these  lives.  How 
these  people  were  chosen  for  inclusion 
in  the  series  isn't  suggested.  Neither 
does  Dick  Hillis  explain  why  he  chose 
to  tell  the  story  of  his  twin  brother, 
Don,  in  the  first  chapter  and  his  own 
in  the  last  chapter.  Climbers?— £'va«

Men  Who  Made  Missions 

Leon  McBeth  (Nashville,  Tennessee: 
Broad  man  Press,  1968),  128  pages, 
$1.50. 

This  small  book  gives  a  brief  bio- 
graphical sketch  of  nine  soldiers  of  the 
cross,  beginning  with  the  third-century 
Gregory  and  ending  with  the  Baptist, 
Adoniram  Judson.  It  includes  the 
Catholic  Xavier,  whose  missionary  en- 
deavors included  the  translation  of  the 
Ave  Maria  as  well  as  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

Those  who  read  the  book  will  prob- 
ably wonder  for  what  age  it  was  in- 
tended. The  cover  is  juvenile,  but  the 
vocabulary  and  style  are  much  too 
heavy  for  young  readers.  In  fact,  the 
book  is  a  bit  too  complicated  for  the 
young,  and  a  bit  too  sketchy  for  those 
whose  background  would  enable  them 
to  read  it  with  ease.— Z)ons  Julien

James  D.  Murch  (Giendale,  Cal- 
ifornia: G/L  Regal  Books,  1968),  144 
pages,  paper,  $.95. 

Using  selected  passages  from  the 
Prophets,  as  well  as  Ezra,  Nehemiah, 
Esther,  and  the  Psalms,  this  book  qual- 
ifies as  an  excellent  daily  devotional 
and  study  workbook.  Because  of  its 
necessary  brevity  and  its  lack  of  depth 
I  would  not  recommend  it  for  use  as 
a  Sunday  school  course  or  as  a  basic 
tool  in  inductive  Bible  study.  An  ex- 
ample of  inexact  facts  is  the  identifi- 
cation of  Nebuchadnezzar  as  the  king 
of  Assyria  (page  19). 

A  fine  feature  of  this  book  is  the 
inclusion  of  questions,  with  space  for 
written  answers.  Another  feature  is 
the  contemporary  problem  posed  at 
the  end  of  each  of  the  thirteen  chap- 
ters. The  application  of  Old  Testament 
events  to  current  problems  is  excellent. 
I  have  seen  no  finer  use  of  Old  Testa- 
ment material  in  devotional  aids.-/er-

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THE  STORY  OF  ITS  MINISTRY  •  MESSAGE  •  METHODS 

THE  MINISTRIES  OF  BRETHREN  HOME  MISSIONS 
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The  Brethren  Messianic  Testimony,  the 
ministry  of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  to  the  Jewish  people,  had  its  be- 
ginnings in  1950  under  the  direction  of 
Rev.  Bruce  L.  Button. 

The  work  of  the  Brethren  Messianic 
Testimony  is  based  on  a  home  visitation 
program.  A  portion  of  each  day  is  given 
to  house-to-house  calling.  Whenever  pos- 
sible, a  discussion  about  Jesus  the  Messiah 
is  carried  on  and  a  copy  of  the  mission's 
paper.  The  Mediator,  is  left. 

Other  programs  of  the  Brethren  Mes- 
sianic Testimony  include  the  Wednesday 
Evening  Bible  Class  and  the  Monday  Girls. 
A  special  ministry  for  the  blind  is  also 
carried  on  and  includes  the  Monday  Eve- 
ning Bible  Class  for  the  Blind  and  the  Day 
Meeting  for  Jewish  Blind.

Near  the  north  central  part  of  New  Mexico,  just  twenty  miles 
from  historic  Santa  Fe  lies  the  artist's  center  of  Taos. 

The  Brethren  missionary  endeavor  among  the  Spanish  people 
of  the  Taos  valley  dates  back  to  1946  when  an  independent  work 
was  accepted  by  the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council. 

Sunday  services  as  well  as  daily  programs  entitled  "Chapel 
Time"  are  broadcast  over  KKIT  in  Taos;  a  station  that  reaches 
over  25,000  people. 

One  of  the  outstanding  missionary  programs  has  been  the 
'VBS  which  covers  many  outlying  areas. 
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The  Brethren  Home  Mission  testimony  among  the 
Navajos  was  started  by  Miss  Dorothy  Dunbar  in  1948. 
In  1949  the  first  building  was  under  construction, 
financed  by  Brethren  Minute-Men. 

Presently,  the  mission  staff  has  increased  from 
one  to  fifteen.  New  buildings  and  equipment  have 
been  added  with  much  help  from  the  national  WMC 
and  SMM  and  special  projects.  A  boarding  school  was 
started  which  now  numbers  over  70,  graded  from 
preschool  to  grade  8. 

There  is  a  ministry  to  the  adult  Navajo  as  well. 
This  includes  a  consistent  visitation  program,  and 
public  services  in  which  Mr.  Lee  Trujillo,  the  Navajo 
pastor  proclaims  the  message  of  God  in  the  native 
tongue.  The  mission  also  maintains  a  medical  dis- 
pensary operated  by  a  registered  nurse. 

Mr.  Larry  Wedertz  is  superintendent  of  the  Breth- 
ren Navajo  Mission  work.

The  paramount  reason  for  new  Brethren 
churches  is  to  reach  the  lost  souls  of  America. 
To  do  an  effective  job,  it  is  necessary  to  pro- 
vide new  groups  with  some  help  in  establish- 
ing a  church.  This  can  be  exploratory  work, 
consultation,  financing,  locating  property,  se- 
curing personnel,  organization,  or  many  other 
items. 

The  ministry  of  these  new  churches  is  far- 
reaching.  It  broadens  the  base  of  support  of 
the  foreign  missions  program;  it  increases  the 
potential  for  students  in  Grace  College  and 
Seminary;  it  provides  a  greater  constituency 
for  the  distribution  of  literature,  supplies  and 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald. 
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Kentucky  missions  under  the  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council  began  in 
1939.  Rev.  Sewell  Landrum,  the  first 
pastor,  served  twenty  years  and  after 
a  short  leave  of  absence  returned  as 
pastor  oftheClayhole  Brethren 
Church. 

To  increase  the  Kentucky  ministry, 
Miss  Evelyn  Fuqua  began  a  work  at 
Dryhill  in  1950  where  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Marvin  Lowery  are  now  serving. 


THE  METHOD  OF  BRETHREN  HOME  MISSIONS 


The  Brethren  Construction  Company  was  born  out  of  a  bur- 
den to  see  Brethren  home  mission  dollars  stretched  to  the  ex- 
treme hmit.  With  so  many  opportunities  and  so  few  dollars  to  do 
the  job  a  missionary  builders  group  was  formed  to  build  Brethren 
churches,  and  called  the  Brethren  Construction  Company.  Lay- 
men with  building  experience  and  talent  would  be  working  on  a 
missionary  salary  basis.  It  would  be  advantageous  to  use  all  the 
volunteer  labor  any  church  could  provide,  thus  savings  in  labor 
could  run  into  thousands  of  dollars. 

The  first  project  with  the  Brethren  construction  crew  began 
in  1952  and  now  (1968)  a  total  of  new  churches,  additions  and 
other  mission  buildings  completed  exceeds  30. 

Mr.  Don  Sellers  who  joined  the  crew  in  its  beginning  days  is 
the  present  superintendent.  More  than  a  score  of  Brethren  lay 
families  have  assisted  in  its  work. 

Another  tremendous  advantage  of  the  crew  is  their  spiritual 
ministry  in  providing  Sunday  school  teachers,  VBS  workers, 
child  evangelism  classes  and  other  ministries.  Pray  for  this  im- 
portant area  of  Brethren  Home  Missions.

The  work  of  home  missions  is  guided 
by  a  board  of  directors  whose  job  is  to 
approve  policy  and  give  direction.  The 
Rev.  John  Aeby  is  president  of  the  board. 

The  main  offices  for  the  council  are 
located  in  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  where 
the  Rev.  Lester  Pifer  serves  as  executive 
secretary. 

Mr.  Frank  Poland  is  the  Winona  Lake 
office  manager  and  is  aided  in  his  task 
by  a  group  of  dedicated  office  workers. 

Overseeing  the  western  branch  of  the 
council  from  the  Midwest  district  west- 
ward is  the  Rev.  Robert  Thompson.  The 
western  office  of  the  home  missions  coun- 
cil is  located  in  Westminster,  California. 
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In  this  society  of  commercialism  the  church  nonnally  finds  it 
difficult  to  develop  by  borrowing  from  their  local  lending  institu- 
tions. Thus  the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation  has  met  the  need 
by  providing  funds  from  depositors  who  desire  that  their  money 
be  loaned  through  the  foundation  to  these  churches.  In  turn, 
these  depositors  receive  a  good  income  on  their  investment  and  have 
the  opportunity  to  help  in  the  building  of  new  Brethren  churches. 
These  investments  take  on  added  meaning  in  "eternal  dividends." 

The  Lord  has  blessed  the  foundation  in  a  wonderful  way  and  we 
are  now  approaching  S8  million. 


The  Brethren  Architectural  Service  was  established 
initially  to  help  new  Brethren  churches  by  providing 
professional  services  in  planning  and  constructing 
new  church  facilities.  The  department  has  expanded 
until  services  are  now  provided  for  many  established 
Brethren  churches  and  even  other  evangelical  churches. 

Complete  professional  services  are  available  from 
studying  a  church's  needs  to  include  preliminary  plan- 
ning, designing,  preparation  of  working  drawings  and 
specifications,  and  construction  supervision.  Services 
are  provided  on  a  fee  basis  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the 
local  church.

Isaiah  66:24— "And  it  shall  come  to 
pass  that  before  they  call,  I  will  an- 
swer: and  while  they  are  yet  speaking, 
I  will  hear." 

We  of  the  Winona  board  have  con- 
tinually prayed  that  the  Lord  would 
direct  us  in  an  expanded  use  of  the 
assembly's  facilities.  We  believe  the 
Lord  has  answered  by  leading  the  Wi- 
nona Lake  Christian  Assembly  into  a 
closer  relationship  with  Grace  College 
and  Seminary,  and  we  are  delighted. 
I  have  enjoyed  our  good  association 
with  Dr.  Herman  Hoyt  and  his  excel- 
lent staff  these  past  four  years.  We 
want  to  congratulate  Grace  College  and 
Seminary  on  its  progressive  outlook  in 
educating  young  people  for  the  Lord's 
work. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  recent- 
ly made  with  the  Schools,  the  assembly 
believes  that  the  facilities  can  now  be 
more  fully  utilized  on  a  year-round 
basis.  It  has  been  the  desire  of  the 
assembly  board  to  expand  the  use  of 
Winona  assembly  within  its  corporate 
structure. 

This  year  we  have  had  over  50,000 
people  on  the  conference  grounds- 
many  of  them  teen-agers.  The  Lord 
ministered   to   the   spiritual   needs  of 


many  who  came  to  the  various  con- 
ferences-made possible  because  of  our 
facOities.  It  is  the  intention  of  Grace 
Schools  and  the  Winona  assembly  that 
these  inter-denominational  conferences 
continue  as  in  the  past. 

The  Bible  conference  has  a  ministry 
to  many  pastors  and  Christian  workers 
of  numerous  denominations  who  vaca- 
tion for  a  week  or  two  at  the  confer- 
ence grounds.  We  feel,  in  this  day  of 
spiritual  declension,  that  this  is  an  en- 
couragement to  many  of  them  to  car- 
ry on.  The  conference  doctrinal  state- 
ment calls  for  a  firm  stand  on  the  Bible 
as  the  inerrant  Word  of  God.  Our  min- 
istry is  Bible-centered,  and  it  is  impos- 
sible to  completely  evaluate  its  message 
to  the  visible  audiences,  as  well  as  the 
vast  invisible  audience  reached  through 
the  radio.  Three  different  programs, 
with  the  good  news  of  salvation,  are 
broadcast  daily  to  countless  thousands. 
Only  eternity  will  reveal  the  souls  saved 
and  the  missionaries  sent  forth  as  a  re- 
sult of  this  ministry. 

The  assembly  operates  a  modern, 
fully  carpeted  and  air-conditioned  ho- 
tel with  a  capacity  of  about  150  peo- 
ple. In  addition,  we  have  housing  for 
100  people  in  apartments,  as  well  as 
accommodations  for  another  100  in 
our  motel  on  the  island.  At  the  Wi- 
nona Hotel,"  we  operate  a  dining  room, 
and  on  the  corner  of  Park  Avenue  and 
Administration  Boulevard,  we  have  a 
cafeteria,  known  as  the  Eskimo  Inn. 
The  business  block  on  Park  Avenue  is 
the  property  of  the  Winona  Lake  Chris- 


tian Assembly,  as  well  as  the  Billy  Sun- 
day Tabernacle  and  the  Winona  Audi- 
torium. 

We  trust  that  the  continued  up- 
grading of  the  properties  will  make  an 
expanding  ministry  possible  in  the  fu- 
ture. We  are  sure  the  Lord  led  us  in 
making  all  of  this  available  for  the 
Christ-centered  educational  program  of 
Grace  and  beheve  the  facilities  will 
help  care  for  the  increasing  needs  for 
years  to  come. 

In  my  years  here,  I  am  glad  to  have 
experienced  the  provision  the  Lord  has 
made  to  sustain  this  ministry.  It  is  a 
miracle  about  which  only  the  Lord 
knows.  I  am  sure  that  this  new  expan- 
sion can  be  a  great  step  forward  in  the 
outreach  of  the  Winona  Lake  Christian 
Assembly  and  Grace  College  and  Semi- 
nary. May  we  continually  pray  for  His 
provision  in  the  future  as  in  the  past— 
until  He  comes.  ▼

^Jod  makes  no  mistakes  in  arranging 
the  program  of  events  that  mark  the 
course  of  our  lives.  It  was  so  with  me 
last  June.  I  was  scheduled  to  partici- 
pate in  the  leadership  of  a  flying  semi- 
nar to  Europe  and  the  Holy  Land.  Dr. 
John  Walvoord,  president  of  Dallas 
Theological  Seminary,  and  Dr.  Ralph 
M.  Gade,  executive  director  of  the 
American  Association  for  Jewish  Evan- 
gelism, were  the  other  two  leaders. 
The  flying  seminar  was  arranged  for 


the  entire  month  of  June.  Within  a 
month  of  that  date  it  was  evident  that 
this  trip  would  not  materialize.  Both 
Dr.  Walvoord  and  I  were  relieved,  be- 
cause this  would  give  us  a  breathing 
spell  for  the  many  other  duties  that 
were  converging  upon  us  for  the  sum- 
mer. 

One  such  duty,  which  was  not  in 
my  schedule,  though  it  was  certainly 
in  the  program  of  events  as  ordered 
of  the  Lord,  came  upon  me  on  June 
5-6.  This  developed  in  connection 
with  my  membership  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Winona  Lake  Christian 
Assembly.  Although  I  was  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  executive  committee,  for 
some  time  I  had  been  sitting  with  this 
committee  at  the  request  of  the  execu- 
tive director  of  the  assembly,  Mr.  Wal- 
do Yeager.  An  insistent  caO  from  Mr. 
Yeager  that  I  accompany  the  commit- 
tee to  Chicago  for  a  special  meeting 
came  on  June  4,  and  considering  it  to 
be  the  call  of  the  Lord  I  went  with  Mr. 
Yeager  and  several  others  to  Chicago. 

After  the  evening  meal,  a  number  of 
the  men  belonging  to  the  executive 
committee  gathered  to  map  the  strategy 
for  the  meeting  scheduled  for  the 
morning  of  June  6.  The  discussion 
gathered  about  the  critical  financial 
situation  in  which  the  Winona  Lake 
Christian  Assembly  found  itself.  All 
of  us  were  aware  of  the  seriousness  of 
the  situation,  a  situation  which  had 
persisted  over  a  period  of  many  years, 
but  we  were  not  aware  that  it  was 
growing  steadily  worse  and  there 
seemed  to  be  no  way  by  which  the 
assembly    could    recover    itself.      Mr.

Yeager  and  Mr.  Webb,  both  responsible 
businessmen  who  were  at  the  heart  of 
the  situation,  over  a  period  of  years 
had  organized  the  facts  concerning  the 
status  of  the  assembly,  and  they  had 
finally  been  able  to  put  it  into  perspec- 
tive for  the  other  board  members. 
They  were  now  prepared  to  insist  that 
the  situation  had  reached  an  acute 
state  where  no  further  delay  for  solu- 
tion could  be  permitted. 

After  reviewing  the  financial  state- 
ment, the  members  of  the  executive 
committee  then  present  faced  the  is- 
sue: what  shall  we  do?  As  the  con- 
versation progressed  it  seemed  evident 
that  some  sort  of  liquidation  must  be 
effected.  Either  the  liquidation  must 
come  in  stages  to  meet  some  of  the 
indebtedness,  or  else  there  must  be 
some  sort  of  total  liquidation.  If  liqui- 
dation of  the  assets  were  to  come  in 
stages,  this  would  mean  the  progressive 
sale  of  portions  of  the  property.  The 
sale  of  the  entire  lake  front  property 
could  well  net  a  sum  of  $250,000. 
This  would  enable  the  assembly  to  re- 
tire mortgages  to  that  amount.  The 
sale  of  property  to  the  east  of  the  Wi- 
nona Hotel  would  enable  the  assembly 
to  offset  a  deficit  in  the  current  opera- 
tion, but  these  men  also  recognized 
that  the  sale  of  this  property  might 
bring  into  the  area  uncongenial  ele- 
ments, and  the  loss  of  valuable  pieces 
of  property  would  inevitably  limit  the 
usefulness  of  the  Bible  conference 
grounds.  (Continued  on  page  22) 
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In  the  thinking  of  these  men,  hqui- 
dation  forced  them  to  face  up  to  an- 
other problem.  Who  would  be  hurt 
in  the  eventual  hquidation  and  dis- 
appearance of  this  time-honored  and 
widely  effective  Bible  conference? 
Some  time  was  spent  listing  the  seg- 
ments of  society  that  would  be  affected 
and  how  far-reaching  this  effect  might 
be.  In  the  course  of  this  discussion,  I 
timidly  interrupted  the  conversation  to 
explain  that  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  Grace  College  would  be  hurt. 
I  explained  that  I  was  not  thinking  of 
the  financial  side,  but  rather  the  moral 
and  spiritual.  I  explained  that  one  of 
the  reasons  that  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  had  moved  to  Winona  Lake 
in  1939  was  because  of  the  moral  and 
spiritual  atmosphere  provided  by  this 
great  Bible  conference. 

Mr.  Conner,  a  businessman  from 
Indianapolis,  responded  with  amazing 
pointedness:  "Then,  why  don't  you 
take  it  over?"  I  threw  my  hands  in 
the  air  and  responded  that  this  was 
not  what  I  had  in  mind,  but  the  other 
men  took  up  this  idea.  They  discussed 
it  at  great  length,  and  finally  insisted 
that  I  should  think  the  matter  over 
and  come  back  to  the  meeting  in  the 
morning  with  some  answer.  The  idea 
took  fire  and  was  fanned  by  the  Spirit 
of  God  working  in  these  men.  _  Ex- 
pressions such  as  these  were  made: 
"This  is  a  natural.  Why  didn't  we 
think  of  this  before?"  "How  could 
we  be  so  blind  as  not  to  think  of  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  Col- 
lege, right  here  in  our  front  yard?" 

The  answer  clearly  is  this.  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  Col- 
lege was  not  ready  to  entertain  any 
such  move,  nor  was  the  Winona  Lake 
Christian  Assembly  ready  to  make  such 
a  proposal.  God  has  His  times  for  the 
movement  of  His  people  and  their  pro- 
grams. He  is  never  ahead  of  time,  nor 
behind  time. 

After  retiring,  I  spent  considerable 
time  in  prayer  and  in  reflection  on  the 
possibility  of  using  this  property  in  the 
program  of  Grace  Schools.  I  returned 
to  the  executive  committee  meeting 
next  morning  with  an  answer  in  the 
affirmative.  Already,  Grace  College 
had  outgrown  its  present  living  quarters 
for  students.  We  were  also  in  need  of 
an  auditorium  where  combined  meet- 
ings of  the  college  and  seminary  could 
meet,  and  the  assembly  property  pro- 
vided  immediate   answers  to   these 


needs.  I  further  affirmed  that  Grace 
would  want  to  operate  the  Bible  con- 
ference as  it  had  been  operated  over 
the  years,  and  that  the  sale  of  any 
property  would  limit  the  maximum 
usefulness  of  the  grounds.  Of  course, 
1  insisted  that  I  could  not  make  any 
commitments  without  first  consulting 
my  advisory  committee  and  the  board 
of  trustees. 

This  assurance  was  sufficient  to  lead 
these  men  to  give  Grace  Schools  prior 
listing  in  the  possible  solution  to  the 
present  problems.  Acting  upon  this,  I 
took  the  matter  to  the  advisory  com- 
mittee immediately  upon  my  return 
home.  This  committee  was  excited  by 
the  proposal  and  saw  even  more  uses 
for  the  grounds  than  I  had  envisioned. 
The  next  day  the  advisory  committee 
went  to  Wooster,  Ohio,  for  consulta- 
tion with  about  ten  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees  who  reside  in  that 
general  area.  From  this  meeting  there 
was  an  action  to  continue  negotiations 
and  plan  for  a  full  meeting  of  the 
board  in  Winona  Lake  on  July  9. 

During  the  intervening  month,  law- 
yers were  retained  to  examine  the  legal 
aspects  of  this  transferal  of  property, 
and  the  school  accountant  was  charged 
with  preparing  a  financial  statement 
for  the  board.  After  a  tour  of  the 
grounds  on  July  8,  the  board  of  trust- 
ees met  together.  They  considered  all 
the  facets  of  this  new  venture  and  were 
reasonably  assured  that  this  move  was 
a  good  thing.  Action  was  taken  to  pur- 
sue the  matter  with  the  assembly,  and 
to  have  in  hand  such  agreement  and 
changes  in  the  constitution  of  the  as- 
sembly, so  that  final  action  could  be 
taken  on  August  10  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Grace  board.  In  the  in- 
terim all  the  necessary  legal  matters 
were  prepared  by  the  officers  of  the 
assembly  in  consultation  with  the  offi- 
cers of  Grace  Schools. 

Another  thorough  examination  of 
agreement  and  amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution was  given  by  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  Grace  Schools,  and  then  the 
final  favorable  action  was  taken.  There 
remained  now  only  the  action  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Winona  Lake 
Christian  Assembly  which  was  sched- 
uled for  August  23.  No  difficulty  was 
envisioned  from  them  because  they 
were  responsible  for  initiating  the  pro- 
posal in  the  first  place.  As  it  turned 
out,  the  action  of  the  assembly  board 
was  unanimous.    Moreover,  there  was 


great  rejoicing  because  this  action  of- 
fered a  plan  for  fostering  the  interests 
of  Grace  Schools  and  at  the  same  time 
preserving  this  great  Bible  conference 
for  the  Christian  public. 

This  action  transfers  the  property 
of  the  assembly  into  the  hands  of 
Grace  Schools  for  their  use.  This  prop- 
erty is  not  being  conveyed  to  The 
Brethren  Church.  The  Bible  confer- 
ence will  be  operated  in  essentially 
the  same  manner  as  in  previous  years, 
maintaining  an  interdenominational 
quality  but  adhering  strictly  to  the 
conservative  and  fundamental  tenets 
of  the  Christian  faith.  A  board  of  six- 
teen men  will  be  charged  with  the  re- 
sponsibility of  directing  the  confer- 
ence. Twelve  of  these  men  will  be 
elected  annually  to  this  board  by  the 
Grace  Schools  board  of  trustees,  and 
four  will  be  elected  annually  by  the 
shareholders  in  the  corporation.  The 
new  board  will  meet  annually  to  elect 
an  executive  committee  which  will  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  oper- 
ating the  entire  grounds. 

By  this  action,  property  well  in  ex- 
cess of  a  mOlion  dollars  came  into  the 
hands  of  Grace  Schools,  along  with 
over  a  half-million  dollars  in  liabilities. 
There  is  approximately  25  acres  of 
land  plus  the  following  buildings:  The 
Winona  Hotel,  The  Billy  Sunday  Taber- 
nacle, The  Administration  Building,  an 
air-conditioned  Auditorium,  The  Beyer 
Home,  McKee  Courts,  all  the  business 
district,  The  Turner  Home,  The  Billy 
Sunday  Home,  the  manager's  home, 
The  Lodge,  and  the  Ferguson  Apart- 
ments. This  by  no  means  gives  an  ade- 
quate description  of  all  the  property, 
but  it  will  enable  the  reader  to  get 
some  idea  of  the  possibilities  for  devel- 
opment, both  for  the  Bible  conference 
and  for  Grace  Schools.  Your  prayers 
for  the  new  endeavor  and  your  finan- 
cial support  will  be  needed  and  appre- 
ciated. 

This  action  does  not  envision  the 
interruption  of  the  development  of 
Grace  campus.  It  wUl  supplement  the 
operation  of  Grace  Schools  and  en- 
large its  facilities  for  various  functions, 
but  the  work  of  developing  Grace  cam- 
pus must  go  on.  There  are  certain 
needs  of  the  school  which  can  be  sup- 
phed  in  no  other  way.  As  an  integral 
part  of  this  new  venture,  it  is  planned 
that  the  Winona  Lake  conference 
grounds  will  be  developed  so  that  they 
will  be  operating  the  year-round.        y

Focal  Center  of  Brethren  History

The  Winona  Lake  auditorium  in  which  our  recent  79th  Annual 
Conference  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  was 
held  is  a  comparatively  new  building,  dedicated  in  1959.  However,  it

is  located  on  the  same  spot  where  a 
previous  edifice  was  the  scene  of  many 
conferences  and  actions  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church  and  of  multitudes  of  events 
in  relation  to  other  groups. 

Look  for  a  moment  at  its  history 
apart  from  its  usage  by  The  Brethren 
Church.  In  the  very  descriptive  book. 
The  Story  of  Winona  Lake  by  Vincent 
H.  Gaddis  and  Jasper  A.  Huffman,  Mr. 
Gaddis,  a  long-time  Winona  resident, 
recalls  that  "here  the  oratory  of  WilUam 
Jennings  Bryan,  the  lectures  of  James 
Whitcomb  Riley,  and  the  famed  voices 
of  Madame  Schumann-Heink,  Louise 
Homer  and  Evan  Williams  rang  out  and 
echoed  before  vast  crowds." 

This  volume  also  recalls  that  in  ad- 
dition to  oratorical,  literary  and  musi- 
cal celebrities  there  also  appeared  in 
this  old  building  for  a  period  of  over 
fifty  years  a  large  number  of  the  great- 
est preachers  and  Bible  teachers  in  the 
Christian  world.  The  list  includes  such 
men  as  J.  Wilbur  Chapman,  Billy  Sun- 
day, Wilham  E.  Biederwolf,  G.  Camp- 
bell Morgan,  Reuben  A.  Torrey,  Melvin 
Grove  Kyle,  John  R.  Sampey,  A.  T. 
Robertson,  George  L.  Robinson  and  a 
host  of  others. 

For  us  as  Brethren  people  this  site 
brings  back  many  memories  of  deeply 
important  events.  It  was  here  that  our 
national  conference  began  meeting  in 
1896,  this  being  the  seventh  general 
conference  of  our  denomination  since 
its  beginning  in  1883  at  Dayton,  Ohio. 
Winona  was  then  called  Spring  Foun- 
tain Park  because  of  a  spring  located 
near  the  present  Winona  Hotel.  This 
first  conference  of  the  Brethren  at  Wi- 
nona Lake  was  just  a  year  after  the 
origin  of  the  Winona  Bible  Conference 
in  1895  which  has  blessed  so  many 
thousands  through  all  the  years  that 
have  followed.  Since  that  time  our 
national  conference  has  met  here  each 
year  with  few  exceptions. 

In  the  year  1901  there  was  held  the 
first  corporation  meeting  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  The  Brethren 
Church  in  this  building.    The  society 


had  been  organized  the  year  before 
on  a  knoll  just  north  of  the  auditorium. 
It  was  not  considered  wise  at  that  time 
for  it  to  be  organized  in  the  conference 
itself.  Be  it  said,  however,  that  follow- 
ing the  organization  of  the  society 
"out  under  the  oak  trees"  the  an- 
nouncement of  this  memorable  event 
was  made  in  this  conference  of  1900. 
And  ever  since  that  time  the  annual 
corporation  meetings  of  The  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  have  been  held  dur- 
ing conference  week  and  most  of  them 
in  the  building  we  are  considering. 

Speaking  of  corporation  meetings 
it  should  also  be  noted  that  such  meet- 
ings of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  the  Brethren  Missionary  Her- 
ald, and  Grace  Theological  Seminary 
and  College  have  been  held  annually 
in  this  auditorium  during  conference 
week. 

An  event  of  utmost  importance 
took  place  in  this  auditorium  in  1938, 
namely,  the  adoption  by  the  confer- 
ence of  The  Message  of  the  Brethren 
Ministry.  This  message  had  been  pre- 
viously adopted  by  the  national  minis- 
terium  in  1921  as  the  result  of  winds 
of  heretical  doctrine  which  had  threat- 
ened the  foundations  of  the  church  be- 
ginning about  1914.  This  message  so- 
lidified the  position  of  the  Brethren 
ministry  for  orthodoxy  following  1921 . 
Then  in  1938  when  doctrine  and  prac- 
tical problems  threatened  the  welfare 
of  the  church  the  entire  conference  ex- 
pressed its  approval  of  The  Message  of 
the  Brethren  Ministry  as  its  standard 
of  belief  and  practice.  This  message 
has  since  that  conference  acted  as  a 
chart  and  compass  for  the  whole  church 
as  well  as  the  ministry. 

Lingering  in  memory  with  respect 
to  the  conferences  held  in  this  build- 
ing through  the  years  has  been  the 
practice  of  the  dedication  of  scores  of 
missionaries  for  service  on  the  foreign 
fields.  This  has  customarily  taken 
place  on  the  closing  Sunday  morning 
of  conference  and  is  always  accompa- 
nied with  a  deep  impression  of  dedi- 
cation and  a  challenge  to  greater  in- 
volvement in  the  missionary  enterprise. 

Other  events  too  numerous  to  men- 
tion have  taken  place  in  this  auditorium 


as  Brethren  people  have  assembled 
themselves  together  in  their  annual 
meetings.  It  has  been  the  focal  center 
to  which  multitudes  of  our  constitu- 
ency have  looked  forward  each  year 
for  inspiration,  challenge  and  better 
acquaintance  with  our  total  denomin- 
ational program. 

After  over  half  a  century  of  con- 
tinued usage,  the  auditorium  which 
was  only  a  wooden  structure,  showed 
definite  marks  of  deterioration.  Its 
roof  leaked.  In  times  of  severe  storms 
one  almost  needed  an  umbrella  inside 
the  buUding  to  keep  dry!  The  floors 
creaked.  The  acoustics  were  very  in- 
adequate. Moreover,  it  was  no  longer 
large  enough  to  house  the  increasing 
crowds  that  gathered.  Recognizing 
the  deficiency  of  the  old  building  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Winona  Lake 
Christian  Assembly  in  February  of 
1959  ordered  it  demolished  and  with 
great  rapidity  a  new  auditorium  arose 
in  its  place  and  was  dedicated  in  Au- 
gust of  that  same  year. 

This  new  structure  is  made  of  con- 
crete and  brick  and  has  a  seating  ca- 
pacity of  over  1200.  It  is  both  heated 
and  air-conditioned.  Thus  it  is  a  wor- 
thy successor  to  the  old  auditorium 
and  is  used  both  summer  and  winter. 
The  Lord  willing,  it  will  continue  to 
house  the  annual  conferences  of  The 
Brethren  Church.  Since  1960  it  has 
been  the  scene  of  the  annual  com- 
mencement services  of  Grace  Schools 
and  now  that  Grace  Seminary  and  Col- 
lege are  assuming  the  control  of  the 
Winona  Lake  Assembly  facilities,  it  will 
be  the  scene  of  convocation  services, 
joint  chapels,  musical  programs,  and 
other  events.  The  first  event  of  this 
kind  was  the  joint  convocation  service 
of  Grace  Theological  Seminary  and 
Grace  College,  held  at  the  opening  of 
this  school  year  on  September  10, 
1968,  at  the  regular  morning  chapel 
hour. 

Readers  of  this  article  will  surely 
agree  with  the  writer  that  the  Winona 
Lake  auditorium  has  had  a  hallowed 
history.  May  it  be  true  that  the  past 
was  but  the  harbinger  of  better  and 
more  glorious  things  in  the  future,  if 
our  Lord  tarries  in  His  coming.  T

Billy  Sunday  Tabernacle 


Beyer  Home 


The  Billy  Sunday  Tabernacle,  for 
which  construction  was  started  by  the 
founder  of  Winona,  Dr.  Sol  C.  Dickey, 
was  not  yet  completed  at  the  time  of 
his  death  in  1920.  Only  through  the 
financial  assistance  of  Billy  Sunday 
was  the  Tabernacle  completed  in  1921. 

"Mount  Hood,"  the  modest  home 
built  by  Billy  Sunday  on  Evangel  Hill, 
was  deeded  to  the  assembly  by  "Ma" 
Sunday  as  a  museum  in  memory  of 
her  husband. 

Two  brothers.  Christian  Cyrus  and 
John  E.  Beyer,  built  the  two-family 
Beyer  Home  overlooking  the  hillside 
and  park  in  1881.  Now  the  property 
of  the  assembly,  it  houses  18  men 
from  the  college. 

The  Administration  Building,  com- 
pletely remodeled  in  its  present  colon- 
ial style  about  1922,  originally  extend- 
ed to  the  avenue.  ▼

Eskimo  Inn 


Winona  Hotel 
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McKee  Courts 


The  Eskimo  Inn  and  drugstore  had  origin- 
ally stood  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street 
until  moved  to  its  present  location  to  make 
way  for  the  Billy  Sunday  Tabernacle. 

The  Winona  Hotel,  originally  known  as 
the  Eagle  Lake  Hotel,  was  erected  about 
1890.  E.xtensive  remodeling  has  converted 
the  structure  into  a  modern  air-conditioned 
hotel  with  lovely  dining  facilities. 

McKee  Court,  with  its  20  modern  motel 
suites,  is  located  on  the  island  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  business  section  of  the  town. 

Lakeside  Apartments,  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  modern  business  block,  which  with 
the  new  post  office  was  built  between  1955 
and  1958,  now  houses  40  men  from  the 
college.  ▼

Winona  Beach 


Winona  Lake,  the  905-acre  body  of 
water  once  known  as  Eagle  Lake  be- 
cause it  is  roughly  shaped  like  an  eagle, 
has  been  a  well-known  recreation  spot 
for  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people 
for  more  than  three-quarters  of  a  cen- 
tury. Originally  the  shoreline  came 
up  to  the  roadway  leading  into  Winona, 
until  in  the  early  1930's  sand  and  grav- 
el was  brought  from  a  gravel  pit  north 
of  the  railroad  to  create  the  present 
excellent  beach.  A  200-foot  pier  in 
front  of  the  hotel  was  added  in  recent 
years. 

The  Little  Chapel  by  the  Lake,  lo- 
cated just  north  of  the  Billy  Sunday 
Tabernacle,  was  designed,  erected  and 
furnished  by  the  Endicott  Church 
Furniture  Company  of  Warsaw,  In- 
diana. The  builders  donated  it  to  the 
assembly  on  June  1,  1960  as  a  place 
of  meditation,  prayer  and  worship  for 
all  those  who  enter.  ▼ 


October  19,  1968 
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New  Facilities 

With  the  recent  acquisition  of  the 
facilities  of  the  Winona  Christian  As- 
sembly, much  of  the  pressure  on  Grace 
College  dormitory  facilities  has  been 
temporarily  alleviated.  To  accommo- 
date this  year's  student  body,  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  school, 
several  of  the  assembly  facilities  are 
now  being  used  as  housing  for  college 
men. 

The  Beyer  Home,  a  large  stately 
residence  located  on  Chestnut  Avenue 
directly  behind  the  Billy  Sunday  Tab- 
ernacle, is  currently  housing  18  college 
men. 

The  Lakeside  Apartments,  also  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "Winona  Hotel  Annex" 
and  located  directly  above  the  business 
block  on  Park  Avenue,  are  being  used 
for  approximately  40  college  men. 

Tentative  plans  are  now  being  made 
to  utilize  certain  other  buildings  on 
the  conference  grounds  for  college  use, 
as  well. 

The  Eskimo  Inn  will  probably  be- 
come a  student  center,  with  the  snack 
bar  open  from  7:00-10:00  p.m.  and  on 
weekends  for  student  and  local  pa- 
trons. 

The  present  administration  building, 
the  large  white  building  facing  the  Es- 
kimo Inn,  will  probably  house  either 
the  development  or.  financial  offices  in 
time. 

The  large  air-conditioned  auditori- 
um, seating  approximately  1200  peo- 
ple, is  being  used  when  a  larger  audito- 
rium than  McClain  auditorium  is  in  de- 
mand. In  addition  to  being  used  for 
concerts,  programs  and  meetings  of 
the  combined  student  bodies  such  as 
the  recent  fall  convocation  chapel,  the 
auditorium  will  also  be  used  for  the 
Grace  Bible  Conference  this  coming 
January  28-31,  1969. 

Due  to  the  desire  of  the  new  Chris- 
tian assembly  board  to  continue  to 
operate  the  Bible  conference  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  past  (which  in- 
cludes some  winter  weekend  confer- 
ences), the  Winona  Hotel  is  not  pres- 
ently available  for  either  housing  or 
dining  facilities  for  the  college. 


Record 
Enrollment 

All  previous  records  were  broken 
at  Grace  College  with  the  enrollment 
of  562  students  for  the  fall  semester 
according  to  Ron  Henry,  college  regis- 
trar. This  represents  a  14%  increase 
over  last  year's  enrollment  of  492. 

The  seminary  shows  a  5%  increase 
with  188  students  compared  to  178 
at  this  same  time  last  year  according 
to  Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent,  Sr.,  seminary 
registrar. 


Shuttle  Service 
for  Students 

A  shuttle-bus  service  between  Wi- 
nona Lake  and  Warsaw  for  staff  and 
students  of  Grace  College  and  Semi- 
nary has  been  put  into  operation.  The 
service  arose  from  a  need  for  trans- 
portation for  students  working  in  the 
Warsaw  area. 

Utilizing  a  9-passenger  club  wagon 
now  owned  by  the  school,  the  service 
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will  begin  at  Alpha  Hall  on  the  Grace 
campus.  At  present  the  plans  are  to 
run  routes  to  downtown  Warsaw,  as 
far  north  on  15  as  Uniroyal,  west  on 
30  to  Donnelley's,  and  south  to  Mil- 
ler's Merry  Manor  retirement  village. 

One-way  tickets  for  the  runs  will  be 
25  cents.  ▼

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Only  One  Man 


"Only  one  man  was  lost  in  our  bombing  raids  over  Germany  today."  It  was 
Gabriel  Heater  who  made  this  statement  in  a  World  War  II  era  newscast.  But  in  a 
dramatic  tone  so  characteristic  of  Mr.  Heater  he  went  on:  "Only  one  man?  But 
that  man  was  some  mother's  son,  some  child's  father,  or  some  wife's  all!  One 
man?   Ah,  how  much  better  to  say  'We  lost  a  man  today.'  " 

Mr.  Heater  was  dramatizing  the  worth  of  one  man;  the  value  and  potential  of  a 
single  life. 

It  is  so  easy  to  lose  the  individual  in  the  crowds.  "Attendance  was  down  by  ten 
today";  "All  of  our  boys  showed  up  for  the  club  meeting  except  two."  In  our  day 
of  mass  population  increase  it  is  difficult  to  think  in  terms  of  the  value  of  one  in- 
dividual. 

But  in  God's  program  the  individual  is  all-important.  His  "Whosoever  will  may 
come"  opens  the  door  to  God's  eternal  salvation  and  blessing  to  every  individual 
in  all  of  the  world.  And  it  is  His  desire  that  not  one  will  be  lost.  Even  as  Christ 
dealt  with  individuals  about  the  important  spiritual  truths.  He  expects  us  to  do 
likewise. 

Every  individual  in  our  churches  is  important,  but  I  feel  that  we  must  give 
special  effort  to  the  winning  of  individual  children  and  young  people.  First,  be- 
cause they  need  guidance  and  will  accept  it  better  in  the  early  ages  than  in  later 
life.  Second,  we  need  to  develop  them  for  the  work  of  the  church  in  later  years. 
Commendation  is  due  to  those  who  work  in  the  fine  organizations  in  this  field, 
such  as  SMM,  BYF,  Children's  Church,  Sky  Pilots,  Pioneer  Girls,  and  Christian 
Service  Brigade. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  see  our  Brethren  laymen  stepping  up  their  in- 
terest in  and  support  of  the  boys  clubs  of  the  denomination.  Their  goal  of  work- 
ing closely  with  these  groups  to  get  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  clubs 
is  great.  May  God  bless  them  in  their  effort.  There  is  something  worthwhile  and 
effective  in  men  working  with  boys.  Not  only  are  the  boys  trained,  but  the  men 
are  helped  and  strengthened. 

We  dare  not  neglect  this  vital  ministry.  May  God  grip  our  hearts  with  the  ur- 
gency of  this  need.  I  have  seen  men  weep  for  "their  boys,"  and  because  of  a  lack 
of  help  in  properly  manning  the  training  battle  stations.  I  have  also  seen  men 
stand  and  give  victorious  testimony  of  rich  blessing  received  from  seeing  boys 
come  to  know  Christ  as  Saviour,  and  go  on  with  Him  in  service.  We  need  more 
tears  of  concern  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  Fellowship! 

The  writer  of  the  song  "The  Ninety  and  Nine"  must  have  had  great  concern 
for  individuals  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  for  the  song  speaks  of  extreme  sacrifice  in 
reaching  one  single  lost  sheep.  God  give  to  each  of  us  such  concern  and  dedica-

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YEARS  IN 
AFRICA 


This  issue  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  commemorates 
fifty  years  of  foreign  mission  work  by  The  Brethren  Church  in 
Africa.  The  Brethren  General  Conference  in  1917  approved 
IMorth  Central  Africa  as  a  mission  field,  and  on  January  8, 
1918,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Gribble,  Miss  Estella  Myers,  and  Miss 
Mae  Snyder  sailed  from  New  Orleans  on  the  55  City  of  Cairo 
for  Capetown,  Africa.  It  was  not  until  February  2,  1921,  how- 
ever, that  government  permission  was  finally  granted  for  the 
missionaries  to  proceed  into  their  chosen  field  of  labor. 

We  praise  God  for  entrusting  our  missionaries  with  the  re- 
sponsibility of  evangelizing  in  what  is  now  the  Central  African 
Republic,  and  we  commend  the  dedicated  corps  of  mission- 
aries who  followed  these  faithful  pioneers  in  order  to  establish 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  in  Africa.  The  results  of  their  labors 
speak  for  themselves. 

Note:  The  articles  in  this  issue  were  planned  by  a  committee 
of  missionaries  on  the  field.  One  article,  which  was  written 
concerning  the  medical  aspect  of  the  mission  work,  had  not 
been  received  at  deadline  time  for  the  issue.  Hopefully,  it  will 
be  carried  in  a  later  foreign  missions'  section. 
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THEN 
AND 
NOW 

The  things  I  remember  about  Hfe 
in  Africa  as  a  youngster  going-on-six, 
are  these:  I  remember  Hving  in  tents 
(rooms)  under  thatch  shelters.  Here 
many  prayers  ascended  to  God  while  I 
played  quietly  nearby.  I  remember  a 
rented  termite-riddled  house  where  we 
lived  blowing  down  in  a  bad  storm; 
thunder  that  used  to  drive  me  under 
my  father's  camp  cot  in  fear;  snakes 
in  the  grass  (in  the  roof!);  eating  fried 
locusts  for  supper  beside  the  campfire 
(crispy-good!);  missionaries  telling  the 
Good  News  to  Africans  who  came  to 
the  station.  I  remember  my  mother 
writing  words,  endlessly,  on  little  slips 
of  paper— making  a  dictionary,  she 
said.  I  remember  Estella  Myers  pump- 
ing the  portable  organ;  this  intrigued 
me  as  much  as  the  natives.  I  remember 
seeing  her  and  my  mother  treating  sick 
people  who  came  with  leprosy,  leop- 
ard wounds,  and  less-visible  troubles. 
I  was  with  my  father  so  much  of  the 
time,  hstening  to  him  preach  to  the 
ever-present  group  watching  his  car- 
pentry. He  made  a  very  deep  im- 
pression on  my  young  life. 

In  the  1960's  much  is  different  in 
Central  Africa.  The  thunder  still  rolls, 
and  lightning  has  struck  a  few  of  the 


missionary  dwellings,  but  Al  Balzar's 
houses  are  as  "permanent"  as  any- 
thing can  be  in  the  tropics,  and  they 
don't  blow  down.  In  the  early  days 
MK's  had  to  be  left  in  the  States  when 
they  were  ready  for  the  first  grade— I 
was  the  first.  Now,  for  over  twenty 
years,  a  first-rate  "country  school"  of 
eight  grades  has  kept  the  children  on 
the  field,  and  there  will  be  a  junior 
high  in  the  very  near  future. 

Transportation  also  has  improved. 
Missionaries  in  the  past  rode  "shank's 
horses,"  bicycles,  or  monocycle  chairs 
push-pulled  by  Africans,  but  they  trav- 
el how  in  station  wagons  or  pickups; 
there  are  a  few  small  VW's  for  town 
use  and  small  trips.  From  Bangui  to 
Bozoum  used  to  take  between  ten  and 
fifteen  days;  now  some  make  it  in  six 
hours. 

Lights  used  to  be  candles  or  kero- 
sene lanterns  not  yet  pressurized.  Now 
many  stations  have  generators  for  elec- 
tricity several  hours  a  night.  Where 
the  hospital  and  the  print  shop  are, 
there  is  electricity  for  much  of  the  day, 
althougli  its  domestic  use  must  be  con- 
trolled. In  Bangui  there  is  constant 
electric  power,  so  they  have  electric 
refrigerators  and  other  appliances. 
Housekeeping  is  certainly  much  easier 
in  our  brick  houses  with  cement  floors 
than  it  used  to  be  in  mud-walled, 
thatched-roofed  houses  with  pounded 
mud  floors— or  even  the  better  floors, 
brick  pointed  with  cement,  which 
came  later.  A  few  homes  now  even 
have  glass  windows;  all  the  dwellings 
of  missionaries  have  been  fully  screened

for  about  forty  years. 

The  pioneer  missionaries  had  to 
spend  much  time  in  learning  languages 
from  "scratch"— reducing  them  to  writ- 
ing according  to  French  orthography 
(because  it  was  illegal  then  to  teach 
reading  in  the  vernacular)  so  the  Afri- 
cans could  later  read  the  Word  in  their 
own  tongues.  Many  of  the  Gospels 
were  translated  into  tribal  languages. 
Now  the  whole  Bible  is  in  Sango— with 
marginal  notes  even!  Thank  God  that 
now  language  can  be  used  to  communi- 
cate the  Grace  of  God  in  a  way  never 
before  possible  here,  which  was  prayed 
and  planned-for  then. 

In  those  beginning  days  the  law  for- 
bade missionaries  going  into  the  vil- 
lages to  preach  the  Gospel.  They  could 
tell  the  Good  News  only  to  those  who 
came  to  them.  Later  these  laws  were 
relaxed,  and  for  years  missionaries  itin- 
erated, proclaiming  Christ  in  the  vil- 
lages. Many  churches  exist  in  these  vil- 
lages now  as  a  result  of  missionary 
evangelism.  The  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  the  villages  is  now  almost  done 
entirely  by  African  Christians.  Mission- 
aries are  engaged  mainly  in  teaching 
African  pastors  and  church  leaders, 
producing  readable  literature,  maintain- 
ing the  health  of  African  Christians  and 
others,  laboring  in  youth  and  other 
specialized  programs.  Then  the  prayer 
was,  "Lord,  let  us  enter  into  the  land 
and  begin  Your  work  there."  Now  the 
prayer  is,  "Lord,  let  us  continue  and 
complete  the  work  You  have  given 
Your  foreign  missionaries  in  this  land."

Our  first  missionary  party  was  mov- 
ing up  tire  river  toward  Carnot,  Central 
Africa,  in  September  1919,  when  Mr. 
Gribble  wrote;  "Let  no  one  think  the 
evangelization  of  French  Equatorial 
Africa  will  be  an  easy  task."  Again  he 
wrote:  "Our  going  forth  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  putting  the  Gospel  to  a  test 
among  the  pagan  people  of  Oubangui- 
Chari.  ...  It  is  not  we  who  are  on 
trial,  it  is  the  Gospel  which  we  preach." 

I  am  sure  there  can  be  no  disputing 
that  the  Gospel  has  manifested  its 
power  and  force  in  Central  Africa.  As 
one  travels  through  the  land  today,  he 
sees  many  little  church  buildings  in  the 
villages.  Actually,  there  are  hundreds 
of  them.  Many,  many  people  are 
meeting  for  study  of  the  Word  and  for 
prayer  and  worship.  Thousands  have 
come  into  a  personal  relationship  with 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  In  fact,  the  last 
count  of  the  membership  of  the  Breth- 
ren churches  here  in  Africa  is  about 
double  that  of  the  churches  in  the 
States. 

But  the  growth  of  the  African 
churches  is  not  just  in  numbers  and 


members.  There  also  has  been  a 
growth  in  responsibility.  The  churches 
have  come  a  long  way  from  the  mis- 
sion-paid "catecliiste"  of  the  early 
days.  He  was  wont  to  go  forth  to 
preach  with  royal  pomp,  one  boy  car- 
rying his  books  and  another  his  chair, 
while  he  brought  up  the  rear  dressed 
in  white-man's  clothes  and  walking 
with  regal  dignity.  Now  the  affairs  of 
the  church  are  entirely  in  the  liands  of 
the  local  congregations.  They  call  their 
own  pastor,  and  he  is  a  pastor  among 
them  just  as  the  pastor  in  the  States. 
There  is  a  church  council  which  sets 
up  its  church  program  and  arranges  its 
business  and  financial  affairs. 

A  third  area  of  growth  in  the  Afri- 
can church,  the  most  important,  is  the 
spiritual  growth.  Of  course,  this  is  the 
foundation  for  all  real  growth  in  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ.  There  are  men 
in  the  churches  who  understand  the 
Scriptures  and  have  spiritual  percep- 
tion to  lead  those  churches.  As  late 
as  1946  there  were  only  seven  ordained 
elders  in  the  Brethren  churches  in  Afri- 
ca. Today  there  are  at  least  a  dozen 
times  that  many,  with  as  many  licensed 
men.  And  many  of  the  graduates  of 
our  Bible  Institute  have  been  neither 
ordained  nor  licensed.  Most  of  these 
men  are  doing  a  good  job  of  leading 
their  churches  and  preaching  the  Word. 
There  are  also  many  laymen  and  lay- 
women  who  are  taking  advantage  of 
local  classes  to  study  to  show  them- 
selves approved  unto  God.  These  stand 


with  the  pastor  as  deacons,  deacon- 
esses, counselors  and  group  leaders. 
Consequently,  at  the  center  of  many 
of  the  churches  there  is  now  a  spiritual 
nucleus.  They  have  problems  to  solve 
and  they  do  not  know  all  the  answers. 
The  Spirit  has  much  to  teach  them. 
But  they  will  not  easily  be  led  aside  or 
astray. 

Schaff  wrote  concerning  the  Graeco- 
Roman  heathenism  of  the  first  cen- 
turies after  Christ,  that  it  had  every- 
thing in  its  favor  "and  led  all  into  the 
field  against  the  weaponless  religion  of 
the  crucified  Nazarene.  After  a  con- 
flict of  four  or  five  centuries,  it  lay 
prostrate  in  the  dust  without  hope  of  , 
resurrection."  The  Gospel  has  not  yet 
been  preached  in  Central  Africa  for 
half  a  century.  There  remains  much, 
very  much,  yet  to  be  done.  But  cer- 
tainly the  growing,  thriving  church  of 
Central  Africa  offers  abundant  evi- 
dence of  the  power  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  in  the  lives  of  needy  men  and 
women. 

Mr.  Gribble  once  expressed  a  desire 
that  he  might  sit  at  the  gate  of  heaven 
and  see  the  redeemed  come  in  from 
the  areas  where  he  had  been  a  pioneer 
missionary.  I  am  sure  his  heart  would 
be  filled  with  joy  to  see  the  multitudes 
come  in  from  Central  Africa. 

"Dear  dying  Lamb,  Thy  precious 
blood  shall  never  lose  its  power.

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AAt  the  beginning  of  this  Age  of 
Grace  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  began  giv- 
ing spiritual  gifts  to  the  members  of 
His  body  for  "the  perfecting  (equip- 
ping) of  the  saints  for  tlie  work  of  the 
ministry  for  the  edifying  of  the  body 
of  Christ"  with  the  goal  that  each  be- 
liever might  become  a  strong,  full- 
grown  Christian.  It  follows  then  that 
the  normal  Christian  life  should  be  a 
developing  life  of  continual  growth  in 
the  Lord. 

One  reason  that  the  mission  field 
has  proved  so  exciting  is  that  this  range 
of  spiritual  growth  can  often  be  seen 
to  develop  dramatically.  In  just  fifty 
years,  less  than  a  lifetime,  the  com- 
plete cycle  from  babyhood  to  adult- 
hood has  been  demonstrated  in  the 
lives  of  many  of  our  African  pastors 
and  the  churches  to  which  they  min- 
ister. 

Fifty  years  ago  Brethren  pioneers 
underwent  many  hardships  and  much 
suffering  as  they  pressed  on  into  the 
interior  of  the  little-known  continent 
of  Africa.  After  a  long,  difficult  trip 
by  riverboat,  first  contacts  were  made 
with  the  population  of  Oubangui-Chari, 
contacts  that  were  often  in  the  form 
of  personal  help  as  "boys,"  guides 
and  workmen,  and  yet  to  the  mission- 
ary these  contacts  were  God-given  op- 
portunities to  witness,  to  pray  with 
and  to  lead  a  soul  steeped  in  supersti- 
tion, fear,  and  idolatry  into  a  saving 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  the  growth 
of  these  newborn  babes,  as  the  pioneer 


missionary  carefully  administered  the 
sincere  milk  of  the  Word  to  these 
hungry  ones. 

To  hasten  this  development,  prayer 
groups  were  organized  with  the  be- 
hevers  meeting  in  the  haze  of  the  pre- 
dawn morning  before  going  to  their 
gardens  to  work  through  the  heat  of 
the  long,  hot,  African  day.  From 
among  these  groups  developed  prayer 
leaders  who,  as  opportunity  allowed, 
were  gathered  together  in  Bible  classes

and  the  elementary  principles  of  the 
doctrine  of  Christ  were  clearly  pre- 
sented. In  many  cases  class  instruction 
was  supplemented  by  individual  in- 
struction as  a  hungry  babe  in  Christ 
and  a  missionary  with  the  gift  of  teach- 
ing met  in  some  shady  spot  before  the 
open  Bible.  The  results  then  followed 
naturally  as  these  new  Cliristians,  filled 
with  the  Word  and  rejoicing  in  their 
salvation,  went  forth  into  government 
"postes,"  into  villages  of  ruling  chiefs, 
and  along  winding  paths  through  tall

grass  into  the  "bush"  villages  with  the 
message  of  Life  to  those  who  had  never 
heard. 

As  in  the  days  of  the  evangelist 
Philip,  the  people  "with  one  accord 
gave  heed,"  and  there  was  "great  joy." 
Those  were  the  days  when  the  mere 
announcement  of  a  meeting,  and  the 
beating  of  the  church  drum,  would 
bring  almost  the  entire  village  out  to 
hear  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel. 
Since  he  had  almost  no  formal  training, 
it  was  enough  that  the  African  preach- 
er should  read  a  few  verses  of  Scripture 
and  give  his  personal  testimony,  and 
the  Holy  Spirit  would  touch  hearts 
and  save  souls  with  these  simple  words. 
The  blessing  of  the  Lord  was  evident 
as  the  first  twenty-five  years  ended 
with  7,000  church  members  and  3,000 
converts  in  pre-baptismal  classes.  These 
thousands  were  ministered  to  by  four 
ordained  African  pastors  and  many 
catechists. 

The  second  twenty-five  years  have 
been  characterized  by  a  "going  on" 
unto  full  age  and  more  mature  knowl- 
edge. The  normal  growth  of  the  matur- 
ing shepherd  demanded  less  milk  and 
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more  solid  food  of  the  Word.  Now  the 
gifts  of  the  Spirit  as  given  to  African 
evangehsts,  pastors  and  teachers  were 
recognized  and  cukivated  through  fur- 
ther study  of  the  Word.  Elementary 
Bible  schools  were  organized  on  each 
of  the  ten  mission  stations,  taught  first 
by  the  missionaries  who  were  replaced 
as  rapidly  as  Africans  trained  in  the 
Word  were  available. 

The  first  steps  toward  a  Central 
Bible  School  were  taken  in  1938  when 
eighteen  preachers  were  gathered  at 
the  then-new  Bozoum  station  for  four 
months  of  special  Bible  classes,  and 
then  allowed  to  return  to  minister  to 
their  churches  for  four  months.  This 
part-time  school  was  replaced  in  1946 
by  a  full-time  Bible  Institute  offering 
a  two-year  course  of  study  leading  to 
a  Bible  Institute  diploma.  Men  from 
all  parts  of  the  mission  field  were  care- 
fully selected  and  enrolled.  From  these 
first  classes  have  come  many  of  the 
church  leaders  of  today.  The  Bible 
Institute  course  was  soon  lengthened 
to  three  years,  and  the  effect  of  the 
additional  teaching  of  the  Word  was 


soon  manifested  in  the  hearts  of  the 
church  leaders  who  passed  on  their 
acquired  Biblical  knowledge  to  the 
members  of  the  local  churches.  Dur- 
ing its  first  ten  years  the  Bible  Insti- 
tute graduated  more  than  200  and  sent 
them  into  the  "vineyard."  The  faith- 
ful prayers  and  preaching  of  these 
men  resulted  in  a  doubling  of  the 
membership  during  the  same  ten-year 
period,  resulting  in  14,000  members 
and  6,500  converts.  By  this  time  the 
pastoral  gifts  of  a  number  were  recog- 
nized by  their  churches  and  examin- 
ations were  given  for  ordination. 

The  divine  principle  of  fruit-bearing 
began  to  have  its  full  effect  as  fruit, 
more  fruit,  and  finally  much  fruit  was 
borne.  During  its  twenty-two  years  of 
teaching  Africans,  the  Bible  Institute 
has  been  effectively  used  of  the  Lord 
in  producing  pastors  who  are  also 
teachers  equipped  for  the  edifying  of 
the  body  of  Christ.  More  than  500 
men  have  received  the  much-coveted 
diploma.  In  addition  to  the  Bible  In- 
stitute a  School  of  Theology  was  orga- 
nized in  1963  with  an  entering  class  of 


eight.      These  men  now  occupy  key 
positions  in  the  church. 

The  effect  of  the  faithful  gospel 
preaching  of  these  Bible-trained  pas- 
tors cannot  be  overestimated.  It  is 
clearly  reflected  in  the  statistics  of  the 
church.  The  latest  figure  avaOable 
places  the  membership  of  the  Brethren 
Church  in  Africa  at  61,225.  In  addi- 
tion there  are  other  thousands  of  con- 
verts in  pre-baptismal  classes.  Figures 
show  that  there  are  over  125,000  in 
attendance  each  Sunday  in  Brethren 
churches  in  Africa.  There  are  now 
more  than  500  men  preaching  the  Gos- 
pel each  Sunday,  120  of  whom  are  or- 
dained or  licensed  pastors.  Truly  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  has  given  much 
fruit.  As  we  look  toward  the  second 
fifty  years,  should  our  Lord  tarry,  it 
is  with  the  earnest  desire  that  the  Afri- 
can church  might  attain  unto  maturity 
in  Christ,  "unto  the  measure  of  the 
stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ,"  that 
the  African  part  of  the  body  of  Christ 
might  be  more  worthy  of  its  Head,  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.— .Rev.  S.  Wayne

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THE 
ROLE  OF 
LITERATURE 


The  Brethren  pioneer  missionaries 
who  arrived  in  Africa  while  World  War 
I  was  raging  realized  the  need  for  Chris- 
tian literature.  During  the  first  thirty 
years  mimeographs  and  multigraphs 
were  employed  to  produce  Scripture 
portions,  lesson  booklets  and  Bible 
helps  for  the  young  church.  Toward 
the  end  of  the  third  decade  the  foreign 
board  responded  to  the  plea  from 
African  Christians  for  more  literature. 
Thousands  of  pieces  of  literature  were 
made  available,  but  the  printing  had 
to  be  done  in  some  faraway  country: 
Cameroons,  Europe,  or  America. 

By  1950  the  first  mission  press  was 
in  operation.  Progress  was  being  made. 
One  of  the  first  books  printed  on  this 
small  letterpress  was  a  translation  of 
Dr.  Alva  J.  McC Iain's  Bible  Truths. 

The  first  offset  press  started  produc- 
ing hterature  in  1957.  This  press  was 
more  versatile  and  greater  quantities 
of  hterature  could  be  printed.  We  be- 
gan to  see  the  effects  of  a  concentrated 
literature  program.  But,  this  press  was 
not  adequate  for  the  growing  needs. 

In  1960  a  newly-formed  republic, 
the  Central  African  Republic,  received 
her  independence  from  France.  Edu- 
cation was  being  stressed.  The  need 
for  an  expanded  literature  program  be- 
came more  urgent.  But  this  need  came 
at  a  time  when  our  missionary  society 
was  experiencing  a  financial  crisis.  The 
board  recognized  our  needs  in  the  field

of  printing,  but  funds  were  not  avail- 
able. We  as  a  group  of  missionaries 
cried  out  to  God  in  prayer:  "If  it  is 
Your  will.  Lord,  that  an  expanded  lit- 
erature program  be  established  in  this 
land,  You  provide  the  means." 

God  answered  prayer.  Funds  came 
from  an  unsolicited  source,  and  in  less 
than  three  years  a  new  print  shop  came 
into  being  and  was  furnished  with 
modern  printing  equipment. 

In  November  1966  the  first  copies 
of  the  Sango  Bible  were  made  avail- 
able to  the  people  in  this  area.  While 
the  printing  was  not  done  locally,  the 
literature  program  was  greatly  en- 
hanced  by  its  appearance.  The  New 
Testament  had  been  available  since  the 
1930's  but  now  the  people  had  the 
Word  of  God  in  its  entirety! 

Since  1963  over  200,000  books, 
pamphlets,  and  tracts  have  rolled  from 
the  mission  presses  each  year.  Bible 
school  lessons,  youth  hterature,  adult 


lessons,  songbooks,  Sunday-school 
quarterlies,  monthly  magazines,  tracts, 
and  other  materials  are  in  abundance. 
Forty  bookstalls  have  been  placed  in 
rural  areas.  Christian  bookstores  are 
located  at  three  government  centers. 

In  July  of  this  year  we  launched  a 
correspondence  course  program,  and 
enrollments  are  coming  in.  In  August 
of  this  year  a  new  printer,  Mr.  George 
Peters  and  his  family  arrived  on  the 
field. 

1918-1968:  These  fifty  years  have 
been  years  of  service  for  the  Christ 
who  gave  His  life  for  us.  In  these 
fifty  years  thousands  of  Africans  have 
stepped  from  darkness  into  the  glori- 
ous light  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Liter- 
ature has  had  a  part  in  many  of  these 
decisions. 

We  have  a  great  God.  We  praise

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SCHOOLS-

No  building,  no  books,  no  slates. 
But  a  teacher,  some  children,  and,  be- 
hold, a  school. 

Long  ago  the  teacher  had  heard, 
"Whom  shall  I  send?"  "Send  me,"  he 
answered.  God  heard  him  and  sent 
Iiim  to  this. 

Some  days  the  equatorial  sun  lav- 
ished its  heat  on  the  embryonic  school. 
Some  days  it  withdrew  its  shining  and 
rain  dispersed  the  class.  A  tree  could 
not  always  suffice  for  a  schoolroom. 
Walls  of  wattle  and  mud  replaced  the 
tree.  Grass  overhead  protected  from 
sun  and  rain.  Chalk  and  slates  replaced 
sticks  and  sand.    Books  painfully  pro- 


duced and  reproduced  by  the  teacher 
supplemented  the  slates.  The  school 
was  a  going  concern. 

"In  the  beginning  God,"  the  chil- 
dren read.  "Come  unto  me,"  they 
read.  Struggling  with  their  chalk  and 
slates  they  came.  "Blessed  art  thou,0 
Lord:  teach  me  thy  statutes."  And 
they  learned. 

Years  have  come  and  gone.  The  un- 
daunted teachers  of  such  schools  no 
longer  toil  under  the  tropical  sun.  Bet- 
ter buildings  and  better  books  have  re- 
placed that  early  equipment. 

Where  are  the  pupils?  In  strong 
cities,  and  in  villages  unknown  to  the 
bustling  world.  Some  teach  the  stat- 
utes of  the  Lord,  and  others  live  by 
those  precepts.

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I  he  "vast  regions"  of  bygone  days 
have  become  independent  countries. 
What,  above  all,  are  these  nations 
searching  for  in  the  course  of  develop- 
ment? It  is  education.  Most  of  the 
African  states  set  aside  one-fifth  of 
their  budget  for  the  education  of  their 
youth. 

This  is  a  subject  which  preoccupies 
not  only  the  government  but  also  the 
African  church.  A  missionary  arriving 
in  Oubangui-Chari  fifty  years  ago  was 
equally  faced  with  this  problem.  He 
was  to  preach  the  Gospel,  granted;  but 
how  can  you  help  Christians,  who  do 
not  know  how  to  read  or  write,  prog- 
ress?    By  teaching  them  first  of  all. 

Vernacular  Schools.  Wherever  it  was 
possible,  the  missionaries  began  to 
hold  children's  classes.  They  were 
taught  in  the  local  languages  and  had 
the  purpose  of  teaching  the  children 
to  pray,  sing,  learn  Bible  verses,  and 
read  the  Bible.  But  it  was  very  soon 
insufficient. 


The  Regular  Day  Schools.  As  early 
as  1926,  three  primary  schools  func- 
tioned under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Emmert  and  Miss  Crawford,  Mrs.  Crib- 
ble, and  Mr.  Jobson.  The  results  were; 
immediately  encouraging.  During  va- 
cation the  oldest  students  took  an 
active  part  in  village  evangelization. 
Unfortunately,  difficulties  arose  very 
quickly.  Oubangui-Chari  had  such 
need  of  men  with  a  little  instruction 
that  interesting  financial  opportunities 
were  offered  to  these  pupils,  and  many 
left  the  mission.  This  situation  led  to 
the  closing  of  the  schools.  How  much 
this  hasty  move  was  regretted  later  on! 
Education  is  a  domain  in  which 
patience  and  time  are  necessary  and 
fruit  is  not  seen  until  after  long  years. 
It  may  be  noted,  however,  that  at  least 
five  pastors  now  serving  the  African 
church  were  formed  in  these  begin- 
nings. 

It  was  not  until  December,  1953, 
when  Charles  Taber  arrived,  that  this

type  of  teaching  started  again.  A 
teachers'  training  school  was  opened 
with  the  purpose  of  preparing  capable 
teachers  who  could  begin  classes  them- 
selves. Results  were  slow,  but  con- 
tinued, which  permitted  having  twenty- 
five  classes  with  more  than  one  thou- 
sand pupils  divided  into  the  various  re- 
gions of  the  mission  field. 

In  the  face  of  the  ever-increasing 
demands  of  the  minister  of  education, 
those  responsible  for  the  teachers' 
school  sent  out  a  call  to  Europe  for 
missionaries  with  French  language 
background.  In  1958  my  wife  and  I, 
both  Swiss  teachers,  accepted  the  call 
to  give  our  help  to  this  important  work 
for  the  future  of  the  African  church. 
Two  years  later,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Waridel 
came  to  enlarge  the  number  of  teach- 
ers. Then  the  government  decreed  the 
nationalization  of  the  schools.  This 
brought  with  it  the  close  of  the  teach- 
ers" school. 

Was  this  the  end  of  our  efforts? 
No!  For  this  work  is  not  ours  but 
that  of  the  Lord,  and  He  is  able  to 
open  other  doors.  The  high  school 
for  boys,  which  had  just  been  started, 
could  be  transformed,  with  the  agree- 
ment of  the  government,  to  a  high 
school-seminary  which  was  named  for 
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James  Gribble  in  memory  of  the  pio- 
neer of  the  mission. 

What  Is  the  Situation  In  1968? 

Every  year  hundreds  of  young  men 
want  to  enter  the  higli  school-seminary. 
We  choose  the  forty  best  ones,  and 
most  of  them  stay  tlie  four  years  at 
Yaloke.  What  has  become  of  those 
who  have  already  finished  their  studies? 
The  first  student  who  entered  the 
liigh  school  in  1960  obtained  his  bac- 
calaureat  last  year  and  is  continuing 
his  studies  in  the  United  States  at 
Grace  College  and  then  on  to  medical 
studies.  About  fifty  former  students 
are  teachers,  others  are  in  the  medical 
work  of  the  mission.  Two  students 
have  just  finished  Dr.  Robbins"  dental 
school.  We  do  not  want  to  forget  all 
those  who,  by  means  of  government 
institutions,  are  devoted  to  the  devel- 
opment of  their  country. 

Nevertheless,  we  were  not  satisfied. 
It  was  necessary  that  our  students 
have  the  possibility  of  contributing 
directly  to  the  development  of  the 
African  church.  This  has  been  done 
now.  A  preparatory  school  of  theology 
is  opening  in  October  at  Yaloke  with 
around  ten  students,  almost  all  of  them 
former  students  of  the  high  school- 
seminary.  Now  we  have  hopes  of 
opening  a  theological  school  in  1970. 

We  cannot  finish  without  mention- 
ing the  girls.  Because  of  African  cus- 
toms, nothing  or  very  little  has  been 
organized  in  the  realm  of  schools  for 
them.     How  can  a  nation  progress  if 
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the  woman  is  not  educated?  In  this 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  mission  we 
are  happy  and  grateful  that  the  Lord 
has  permitted  us  to  envision  for  1969 
a  section  for  girls  in  the  high  school- 
seminary.  While  receiving  the  same 
program  as  the  boys,  in  addition  they 


would  have  housekeeping,  sewing,  and 
child-care  classes. 

Full  of  praise  for  that  which  the 
Lord  has  done  in  the  past,  we  turn 
toward  the  future  where  there  remains 
much  to  do,  while  counting  on  Him 
to  direct  us.— Jean-Louis  Steudler      ▼

The  1968  conference  set  new  atten- 
dance records  in  the  number  of  dele- 
gates in  attendance,  those  present  for 
the  CE  convention,  and  the  youth  con- 
ference. Of  greater  importance,  how- 
ever, are  the  lasting  spiritual  benefits 
in  the  lives  of  each  person  who  came. 
Plan  now  to  come  next  year! 
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"Lord,  we  thank  you  for  the  mis- 
sionaries. They  are  like  the  bones  in 
our  bodies,  they  give  strength  to  our 
churches."  This  prayer,  recently  ut- 
tered by  one  African  pastor,  pictures 
in  a  unique  way  the  role  of  the  mis- 
sionary in  Central  Africa  at  present. 

Our  desire  and  goal  for  the  African 
churches  of  the  future  is,  however,  to 


see  African  pastors  replacing  mission- 
aries as  the  bone  and  fiber  that  gives 
strength  to  this  body  of  churches. 
While  the  level  of  education  in  Africa 
rises  rapidly,  the  enemy  is  working 
overtime  to  indoctrinate  the  educated 
African  youth  in  many  philosophies  of 
error:  Catholicism,  Communism,  and 
Mohammedanism,  plus  false  sects  and 
cults  too  numerous  to  mention.  These 
adversaries  accuse  African  Christian 
leaders  of  being  the  unlearned  and  un- 
witting "dupes"  of  the  missionary. 
Our  challenge  for  the  future  is  to  pre- 
pare African  Christian  workers  on  an 
increasingly  higher  educational  and 
spiritual  level.  The  African  churches 
need  Christian  leaders  who  can  stand 
and  gainsay  the  adversaries— those  who 
can  say:  "We  know  and  understand 
your  philosophies,  we  have  weighed 
them  and  found  them  wanting.  We  are 
convinced  that  they  cannot  in  any  way 
compare  with  the  true  philosophy 
found  in  God's  inerrant  Word."  Lead- 
ers like  this  are  the  "African  bones" 
needed  to  strengthen  the  new  genera- 
tion of  African  churches. 

When  this  kind  of  trained  leadership 
is  provided,  more  self-sufficient  Afri- 


can churches  will  be  the  result.  We 
will  see  Africans  preparing  and  pro- 
ducing Christian  literature  that  will 
reach  African  minds.  We  will  see  a  mis- 
sionary program  planned,  directed,  and 
supported  by  Africans,  reaching  out 
to  the  still-unreached.  We  will  see  bet- 
ter-qualified African  teachers  staffing 
the  Bible  schools  to  teach  better-quali- 
fied African  students.  We  will  see  Afri- 
can doctors  and  nurses  reaching  Afri- 
can souls  while  they  heal  their  bodies. 
We  will  see  African  youth  workers 
challenging  African  youth,  even  in  the 
highest-level  schools  of  the  land. 

The  future  for  the  African  Brethren 
churches  is  bright,  its  horizon  limited 
only  by  the  amount  of  faith— theirs  and 
ours— to  believe  God's  promises.  Let 
the  Brethren  churches  of  the  United 
States  demonstrate  their  faith  by  send- 
ing dedicated  Bible-teaching  mission- 
aries to  prepare  tomorrow's  leaders, 
to  counsel  with  them,  and  then  to  re- 
joice with  them  as  together  we  see  the 
African  churches  strengthened  until, 
indeed,  they  are  able  to  "stand  fast 
(with  us)  in  one  spirit,  with  one  mind, 
striving  for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel."

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To  further  her  education  in  the 
things  of  the  Lord,  Miss  Kwang  Ja  Park 
left  her  homeland  in  Korea  and  came 
to  the  United  States.  Now,  through 
His  continued  leading,  she  anticipates 
the  unique  possibility  of  serving  Him 
by  working  with  Japanese  people  who 
hve  in  the  Amazon  area  of  BrazO.

Brazil  is  a  land  with  so  much  un- 
developed promise  that  it  may  some- 
day turn  into  one  of  the  world's  great 
nations.  In  the  twenty-two  states  of 
Brazil  are  thirty-two  cities  with  popu- 
lations over  100,000,  which  shows  the 
capabilities  the  nation  has. 

Most  of  the  wealth  of  Brazil  comes 
from  its  crops  and  mineral  resources. 
It  ranks  first  in  the  world  in  coffee 
production,  and  second  in  cane  sugar, 
cocoa,  and  corn.  Within  the  boundries 
of  Brazil  is  a  great  expanse  of  forest 
and  about  one-third  of  the  world's  iron 
ore  deposits,  plus  rich  preserves  of 
gold,  nickel,  and  semi-precious  stones. 

All  the  statistics,  however,  are  not 
so  bright.  Only  five  per  cent  of  the 
good  farming  land  is  being  put  to  good 
use.  Half  of  the  people  in  the  country 
are  illiterate.  The  average  person's  in- 
come is  only  S200  a  year,  which  does 
little  to  help  the  extremely  high  infant 
mortality  rate. 

Into  this  multi-form,  spectacular 
country.  The  Board  of  Evangelism  sent 
an  evangelistic  team.  For  six  weeks, 
this  team  of  three,  financed  by  gifts 
sent  to  the  board,  declared  the  truth 
that  God  so  loved  the  world  and  that 
He  sent  His  Son  so  that  people  in  Brazil 
could  have  forgiveness  of  their  sins  and 
know  for  sure  that  they  would  spend 
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Tent  meeting  at  Belem— Ralph  Schwartz  standing  at  rear  of  crowd 


eternity  in  heaven.  As  a  result  of  this 
ministry,  one  hundred-and-fifty  Brazil- 
ians made  a  public  decision  to  trust  in 
Jesus  Christ  as  their  own  personal  Sav- 
iour. 

Mr.  Eddie  Miller,  our  contact  man 
in  Brazil  who  serves  as  a  missionary 
under  The  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Brethren  Church  writes:  "The 
team  have  all  been  very  considerate 
and  nice  to  get  along  with.  Many  times 
we  have  had  to  make  long  trips  after 
meetings,  but  we  never  heard  them 
complain.  The  messages  were  good, 
simple,  right  to  the  point,  and  easy  to 
translate.  The  chalk  talks  were  very 
well  liked  since  it  was  a  novelty  and 


helped  attract  large  crowds.  The  peo- 
ple here  want  to  know— when  are  they 
coming  back." 

The  population  of  Brazil  is  pre- 
dominantly Negro  and  white,  with 
about  one-fourth  of  the  people  of 
mixed  races.  Half  of  the  Brazilians  are 
under  eighteen,  and  about  six  million 
children  do  not  attend  school  simply 
because  there  are  not  enougli  schools. 

Brazilians  are  very  warm  and  friend- 
ly, but  they  are  also  careless  in  many

aspects.  Many  things  just  do  not  work 
quite  right.  Traffic  jams  and  parking 
are  enormous  problems  in  the  cities, 
but  the  solution  is  often  a  rash,  spur- 
of-the-moment  decision  by  policemen. 
But  we  believe  that  all  the  effort, 
cost  and  planning  involved  in  having 
our  team  in  Brazil  was  worth  it.  We 
are  thankful  to  God  for  every  soul  that 
was  led  to  Christ  and  for  every  person 
who  was  brought  face  to  face  with  his 
personal  need  of  knowing  Jesus  Christ.

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wome  twenty-five  new  modern 
speech  English  translations  have  ap- 
peared since  1930  out  of  which  about 
twenty  have  survived  to  remain  in 
print  today.  Why  do  we  need  so  many 
or  any  more  new  ones?  Probably  be- 
cause each  author  feels  the  inade- 
quacies of  the  previous  versions  in  cer- 
tain aspects  which  he  in  turn  sets  out 
to  correct. 

Good  News  for  Modem  Man  has 
had  an  unexpected  sales  boom  since  it 
was  published  about  eighteen  months 
ago.  Nearly  one  million  copies  have 
been  sold  and  orders  are  coming  in  at 
the  rate  of  thirteen  thousand  a  day. 
One  supermarket  in  Alabama  had  a 
Bible  "special"  and  sold  more  than 
eight  thousand  copies. 

The  Chicago  Daily  News'  Robert 
J.  Herguth  reported  recently  in  his 
column  this  striking  fact:  "Three  years 
ago  the  favorite  reading  of  the  GI's  in 
Vietnam  was  James  Bond  spy  novels. 
Now  the  top-selling  paperback  is  Good 
News  for  Modem  Man,  a  modern  ver- 
sion of  the  Bible." 

Good  News  for  Modem  Man  steers, 
in  our  opinion,  a  healthy  course  be- 
tvi'een  the  inaccuracies  of  excessive 
paraphrase  that  have  spoiled  so  many 
recent  translations  and  the  obscurity 
of  meaning  in  the  more  literal  versions. 

Good  News  for  Modern  Man  has  the 
combined  strengths  of  general  accuracy 
with  everyday  language,  conservative 
handling  of  the  text,  and  general  theo- 
logical faithfulness  to  the  intent  of 
Scripture.  Interesting  line  drawings 
on  most  every  page,  outlines  and  cross 
references  of  the  general  material,  and 
a  glossary  of  Bible  terms  at  the  rear 
offer  several  added  and  helpful  fea- 
tures to  this  new  translation. 

The  Good  News  for  Modem  Man, 
however,  contains  in  our  judgment 
some  weaknesses  of  various  types 
which  the  reader  should  notice.  While 
interpretive  paraphrase  happily  runs 
low,  the  respected  translator.  Dr. 


Robert  G.  Bratcher,  has  unnecessarily 
biased  the  translation  in  a  few  places 
toward  a  particular  interpretation  of 
the  text.  For  example  in  I  John  5:6, 
"He  came  with  the  water  of  his  bap- 
tism and  the  blood  of  his  death"  has 
interpreted  the  words  "water"  as  his 
"baptism"  and  "blood"  as  his  "death." 
The  different  "tongues"  of  I  Corinthi- 
ans 12  and  14  which  may  well  be 
languages  are  rendered  as  "strange 
sounds,"  which  is  not  justified  by  the 
Greek  text  and  biases  the  interpreta- 
tion toward  ecstatic  utterances. 

Some  criticism  has  been  offered  in 
the  way  the  version  translates  certain 
passages  referring  to  the  "blood"  of 
Christ  by  the  "death"  of  Christ  (cf. 
Eph.  1:7,  Col.  1:20,  Rom.  3:25,  5:9, 
Acts  20:28,  I  Peter  1:19,  Rev.  1:16). 
While  it  would  be  easy  to  accuse  the 
author  of  theological  motives  in  these 
cases,  the  fact  that  in  numerous  other 
places  the  word  "blood"  is  retained 
(cf.  Luke  22:20,  John  6:53-56,  I  Cor. 
10:16,  11:27,  Heb.  9:22)  seems  to 
indicate  the  translator  is  not  opposed 
to  this  concept  but  has  been  motivated 
out  of  concern  for  modern  readers' 
understanding   that   the  "blood"  was 


often  used  as  a  synonym  for  "death" 
in  ancient  days  (cf.  Matt.  27:4,  25). 

Similarly,  the  word  "ransom"  (Mark 
10:45, 1  Tim.  2:6)  is  correctly  rendered 
"to  redeem,"  which  reflects  an  alter- 
nate English  equivalent  of  its  Greek 
base.  It  would  be  unfair  to  accuse  the 
author  of  theological  bias  in  this  type 
of  translation. 

Interestingly,  while  some  versions 
play  down  the  deity  of  Christ,  this  ver- 
sion has  strengthened  one  passage  even 
beyond  the  King  James  Version.  In  II 
Peter  1 : 1  the  "righteousness  of  God 
and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ"  of  the 
KJV  is  the  "righteousness  of  our  God 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ"  in  the  Good 
News  Version. 

Wliile  it  is  difficult  to  confer  upon 
any  modern  version  an  unqualified  en- 
dorsement of  all  its  renderings,  this 
translation  seems  to  be  generally  ac- 
curate, lucid  and  free  from  any  serious 
doctrinal  deviations.  It  should  prove 
helpful  to  many  in  understanding  the 
New  Testament  message  and  worthy 
of  wide  distribution  at  its  nominal 
price.  -Alan  F.  Johnson

open  Letter  to  the 
National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches 


Dear  Brethren  Family: 

If  this  were  an  article  instead  of  a 
letter  I  should  title  it:  Three  Rabbis, 
But  One  Question.  To  the  person  who 
knows  anything  at  all  about  our  Jewish 
friends,  such  a  concept  is  a  real  switch, 
for  it  is  often  lovingly  said:  "Get  three 
Jews  together  and  you  immediately 
have  four  different  opinions."  Yet  just 
last  week  a  rabbi  said  to  us:  "I  know 
that  what  we  three  most  wish  for  is  a 
chance  to  begin  life  over  again."  But 
that's  getting  ahead  of  my  story. 

A  couple  of  years  ago  three  rabbis 
serving  their  synagogue  together  as  the 
preacher,  cantor  and  principal  of  the 
synagogue  school,  began  studying  the 
Talmud  (writings  of  the  Jewish  fathers) 
together.  "At  first  it  was  fun,  but  be- 
fore long  it  became  dull,  boring  and 
irrelevant  to  the  needs  of  people  today. 
So  we  turned  to  a  study  of  the  proph- 
ets. This  raised  so  many  questions  we 
couldn't  answer,  we  decided  to  seek 
help  from  some  representative  of  the 
Christian  religion.  We  spent  hours  in 
secret  meetings  with  a  priest  some  1 50 
miles  from  the  town  where  we  live. 
Before  long  we  discovered  tliis  man 
could  not  answer  many  of  our  ques- 
tions, perhaps  because  he  was  so  hung 
up  on  church  ritual  and  polity  which 


we  could  not  appreciate.  He  even  told 
us  if  we  were  not  happy  with  Judaism 
we  should  renounce  it  and  have  no  re- 
ligion! We  next  turned  to  Jehovah's 
Witness  but  soon  felt  and  saw  its  empti- 
ness. They  certainly  did  not,  nor 
could  they  answer  our  questions  with 
any  degree  of  rationality." 

The  rabbi  was  sitting  across  from 
us  in  our  office  when  he  unfolded  this 
amazing  story.  Now  he  poignantly 
asked:  "Can  you  help  us?  We  need 
counsel  and  guidance.  We  three  are 
convinced  that  Jesus  is  Messiah  (from 
their  own  reading  and  study  of  the 
O.T.)  and  two  of  the  three  wives  are 
also.  We  know  we  will  suffer  social, 
family  and  financial  ostracism  when 
we  convert.  We  have  family  responsi- 
bilities and  will  need  to  get  into  some 
secular-type  business  to  support  them. 

We  cannot  go  on  teaching  and 
preaching  what  we  don't  personally 
believe  or  subscribe  to.  How  can  we 
go  to  the  bedside  of  a  sick  or  dying 
person  and  teH  him  to  have  faith  when 
we  don't  have  it  in  that  religion  our- 
selves? Judaism  is  all  wrong.  How  can 
we  begin  life  over  again?" 

What  a  thrill  it  was  to  tell  these 
men  that  life  begins  again  in  Christ, 
their    Messiah-Saviour,    and    to    help 


them  see  that  Judaism  is  not  all  wrong; 
it  is  just  incomplete.  It  was  also  a 
thrill  to  tell  them  the  "Law  is  a  school- 
master to  bring  (them)  to  Christ." 

This  wonderful  story  is  just  begin- 
ning to  unfold.  As  you  rejoice  in  this 
evident  moving  of  the  hand  of  God, 
will  you  pray  for  us  as  we  counsel  and 
work  with  these  rabbis  and  their  fami- 
lies, as  they  make  this,  the  most  im- 
portant step  they  ever  will  have  taken 
in  their  lives?  Pray  for  their  under- 
standing of  the  Scriptures;  they  have 
as  yet  many  pressing,  unanswered  ques- 
tions. Pray  for  meaningful  work  for 
the  support  of  their  families.  Their 
religious  training  is  sufficient  for  syna- 
gogue service,  but  inadequate  for  most 
secular  jobs. 

Are  you  discouraged?  Re-read  this 
story  and  rejoice  in  the  power  of  God's 
Word.  Use  it  more  and  your  own  word 
less.  "For  the  Word  of  God  is  quick 
and  powerful,  and  sharper  than  any 
twoedged  sword,  piercing  even  to  the 
dividing  asunder  of  soul  and  spirit,  and 
of  the  joints  and  marrow,  and  is  a  dis- 
cerner  of  the  thoughts  and  intents  of 
the  heart"  (Heb.  4:12).

iday  Where  JeQuQ  Walked 


A  dream  is  fulfilled!  Here  we  are  in 
Israel.  I  must  share  with  you  our  very 
first  day  in  Jerusalem! 

Zachariach,  our  Arab  guide,  took  us 
first  to  the  Mt.  of  Olives.  A  small 
"Chapel  of  the  Ascension"  there  is  the 
supposed  spot  our  Lord  went  to  heaven 
and  where  He  will  return  when  He 
comes  back  to  the  earth.  Zech.  14:4, 
"And  His  feet  shall  stand  in  that  day 
upon  the  Mount  of  Olives  which  is  be- 
fore Jerusalem  on  the  east.  . .  ."' 

Looking  across  the  Kidron  Valley 
is  a  most  beautiful  view  of  the  old  city 
of  Jerusalem,  surrounded  by  the  wall. 
The  "dome  of  the  rock,"  often  called, 
"Mosque  of  Omar,"  in  plain  view,  is 
now  a  Mohammaden  Mosque.  Some 
day  the  Jewish  temple  will  be  there. 
The  Golden  Gate  is  still  walled  shut, 
until  opened  when  the  "King  of  Glory 
shall  come  in." 

Then  we  went  to  the  Garden  of 
Gethsemane!  There  are  eight  large  old 
olive  trees  in  the  garden.  These  may 
have  been  there  when  Jesus  prayed 
with  His  disciples.  Gethsemane  means 
"olive  oil  press."  The  garden  probably 
belonged  to  a  friend  of  Jesus,  for  He 
felt  free  to  go  there  to  pray. 

The  "Church  of  All  Nations"  is  in 
the  garden  with  bullet  holes  in  the  ala- 
baster windows.  Wars  always  leave 
scars— in  windows  and  in  hearts. 

Our  next  visit  was  to  the  wailing 
wall-all  that  is  left  of  their  temple- 
the  western  wall.  It  is  a  blessing  to  see 
Jews,  free  to  come  and  go  as  they 
please,  pray,  read  the  Old  Testament 
Scriptures— the  Torah,  write  prayers, 
vows  and  blessings  and  stick  them  in 
the  cracks  of  the  wall.    After  twenty 


years  of  restrictions,  they  count  this 
their  greatest  victory— to  be  able  to  re- 
turn to  the  wailing  wall.  Someone 
said,  "It  is  a  bridge  from  the  glory  of 
the  past  to  the  hope  of  a  glory  in  the 
future"  for  Israel. 

Many  orthodox  and  ultra-orthodox 
Jews  called  Yeshamites  come  daily  to 
pray.  Women  are  on  one  side  of  a 
fence,  men  on  the  other.  The  Yesha- 
mite  men  and  boys  have  short-cropped 
hair,  with  a  little  curl  hanging  down 
each  side  of  their  head  by  the  ear. 
They  wear  large,  black  hats  and  long, 
black  coats. 

A  Jewish  neighbor,  at  home,  asked

for  some  soil  from  Israel.  One  day  we 
took  a  plastic  bag  and  spoon  and  asked 
for  permission  to  take  some  soil  from 
the  wailing  wall.  Our  friend  said  that 
every  Jew  hopes  for  some  soil  from 
Israel  to  be  put  in  his  casket.  Reading 
Psalm  102:14  from  the  Living  Psalius, 
"For  your  people  love  every  stone  in 
her  walls,  and  feel  sympathy  for  every 
grain  of  dust  in  her  streets,"  we  under- 
stood her  desire. 

Calvary's  Hill  (Gordon's  Calvary) 
where  most  Christians  believe  is  the 
probable  place  where  Jesus  was  cruci- 
fied, is  just  outside  the  Damascus  Gate. 
It  is  easy  to  see  the  holes  in  the  hill, 
which  look  so  much  like  a  skull.  Gol- 
gatha  means  "cranium,"  "the  place  of 
the  skull." 

Our  greatest  thrill  was  early  one 
morning  when  we  literally  climbed  the 
hill  of  Calvary!  We  had  missed  the 
path  and  climbed  among  the  Arab 
graves  to  the  top  of  Calvary.  There 
we  stood  and  wept  and  prayed— a 
never-to-be-forgotten  moment!  We 
were  told  it  was  in  the  vicinity  of  Cal- 
vary that  was  the  most  dangerous  spot 
in  the  recent  war. 

Then  we  went  to  the  Garden  Tomb 
which  is  very  near  Calvary.  We  took 
turns,  three  or  four  at  a  time,  as  we 
went  into  the  empty  tomb.  Our  hearts 
were  full  as  we  sang  "The  Old  Rugged 
Cross,"  "In  the  Garden,"  and  "He 
Arose."  Our  group  had  a  brief  ser- 
vice there,  with  all  quoting  scriptures 
concerning  the  resurrection,  and  we 
had  prayer. 

This  is  only  part  of  our  first  day! 
We  wondered  if  it  would  be  possible 
to  ever  have  one  so  wonderful.  T

For  quite  a  tew  years  I  have  been 
acquainted  with  the  work  of  Brethren 
Home  Missions.  I  have  seen  many 
churches  started  by  a  small  group  of 
people  and  I  have  seen  these  churches 
grow.  Some  of  them  are  now  self- 
supporting  and  helping  to  start  other 
new  churches.  But  it  seems  that  the 
greatest  thrill  in  home  mission  work 
comes  when  one  is  right  on  the  field 
starting  and  developing  the  new  church. 
I  am  now  having  that  experience. 

Orange  County  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia has  been  and  is  today  one  of 
the  most  rapidly  growing  areas  in  the 
nation.  From  a  population  of  216,000 
in  1950,  we  now  have  over  1,300,000 
people  in  the  county.  Day  after  day 
thousands  are  moving  into  the  area. 
New  subdivisions  of  houses  are  be- 
ing completed  all  over  the  county.  By 
1970  it  is  predicted  that  there  will  be 


almost  2,000,000  people  in  the  area. 
So  we  feel  that  we  are  in  an  area 
which  will  be  a  growing  mission  field 
as  time  goes  on. 

Seeing  this  great  growth  becomes  a 
challenge  to  evangelize.  Since  there 
were  so  few  Brethren  churches  in 
Orange  County  and  no  home-mission 
churches,  our  family  prayed  about  the 
matter  and  felt  led  of  the  Lord  to 
start  another  church  in  the  eastern  part 
of  the  county.  So  we  made  a  covenant 
with  the  Lord  to  do  this. 

On  Mother's  Day,  May  14,  1967,  we 
rented  the  Y.W.C.A.  in  Santa  Ana  and 
started  a  regular  schedule  of  Sunday 
services.  There  were  no  previous  Bible 
classes  and  no  Sunday  school.  We 
started  "cold."  We  did  not  know  how 
many  to  expect— ten  or  fifty.  We  did 
run  an  advertisement  in  the  local  paper 
and  made  a  few  telephone  calls  with 
the  result  that  we  had  several  families 
in  the  first  Sunday  school  and  church 
service.  We  organized  the  group  at 
once  with  the  help  and  support  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  and 
began  a  visitation  program.  Near  the 
Y.W.C.A.  are  many  offices  and  busi- 
nesses, so  the  response  was  not  very 
good.  Most  people  were  older  church 
members,  yet  it  was  certain  that  many 
of  them  were  not  saved. 

After  several  months  we  began  to 
look  for  a  church  location  and  another 
place  to  meet  in  a  new  area.  When  we 
discovered  the  cost  of  property,  it 
staggered  us!  We  could  not  find  any- 
thing for  under  $30,000  per  acre.  Most 
of  it  was  higher  than  that,  and  only 
larger  plots  of  five  to  ten  acres  were 
available.  After  almost  deciding  that 
the  Lord  did  not  want  us  here  because 
no  property  was  available  to  us,  God 
worked  and  made  it  possible  for  us  to 
purchase  three  acres  right  at  the  inter- 
section of  the  Garden  Grove  and  New- 


port freeways  where  everybody  will  be 
able  to  see  the  church  when  it  is  com- 
pleted.    But  the  cost  was  very  high! 

Then  the  Lord  worked  for  us  again 
and  made  it  possible  to  move  into  a 
beautiful,  English-type  church  just  a 
half  mile  from  our  property.  This  tem- 
porary meeting  place  will  serve  us  un- 
til we  can  get  into  the  first  unit  of  our 
building. 

The  cities  of  Santa  Ana,  Orange  and 
Tustin  join  each  other  at  our  church 
location.  Santa  Ana  is  the  county  seat. 
The  Tustin  and  Villa  Park  areas  are 
called  "the  bedroom  of  Orange  Coun- 
ty" because  of  the  large  number  of 
beautiful  homes.  The  city  of  Orange 
has  the  largest  number  of  orange  groves 
still  remaining  in  the  county.  This  is 
our  immediate  field— this  is  a  great 
challenge! 

Through  our  visitation  program  we 
are  now  slowly  gaining  an  entrance  in- 
to several  new  communities.  The  Lord 
has  given  us  some  great  spiritual  victo- 
ries. Souls  have  been  saved  and  the 
church  has  grown  under  the  blessing 
of  God. 

In  the  meantime,  for  almost  a  year 
we  have  had  a  daily  radio  program  on 
which  the  Gospel  of  John  has  been 
taught  and  which  has  advertised  our 
church.  The  FM  transmitter  is  right  in 
the  center  of  Orange  County. 

It  is  not  easy  to  communicate  the 
Gospel  to  people  in  our  area.  Since  it 
is  a  very  affluent  community  there  is 
little  sense  of  spiritual  need.  But  we 
know  that  God  will  open  doors  for  us 
and  will  give  us  many  souls.  We  would 
covet  the  prayers  of  all  of  our  WMC 
ladies  each  day  that  we  may  have  the 
opportunity  to  give  out  the  Gospel  in 
many  different  ways. 

Just  now  we  are  thinking  about 
starting  our  first  WMC.  Pray  that  the 
Lord  will  give  us  direction  in  this  and 
that  it  may  be  a  means  of  winning 
many  women  to  Christ.  We  will  appre- 
ciate the  continued  interest  of  all  of 
our  WMC's  in  the  Orange  County  work. 

Come  and  visit  us  in  the  orange 
groves!  Many  beautiful  new  homes, 
apartments  and  duplexes  are  being 
built  in  our  immediate  area.  Why  not 
come  out  to  Orange  County  and  en- 
joy the  wonderful  climate  and  help  us 
build  a  home-mission  church!  Oppor- 
tunities for  jobs  or  investment  are  plen- 
tiful-or  if  you  are  thinking  of  retiring 
there  is  no  better  place  to  do  it.  You 
could  help  us  and  we  could  help  you!

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Hi,  girls! 

By  now  school  is  in  full  swing!  That  includes 
classes,  football  games,  school  clubs,  and  home- 
work. Busy,  busy,  busy!  How  wUl  we  ever  find 
time  to  keep  up  with  our  studies  and  do  all  the 
extra  things  we  want  to  do?  All  of  us  face  this 
problem:  little  sisters,  juniors,  middlers,  seniors, 
and  even  college-career  girls. 

Perhaps  one  of  those  extra  things  we  thought 
we  might  like  to  do  was  to  complete  one  of  the 
goals  of  reading  the  Bible  through  or  memorizing 
a  book  of  the  Bible.  But  it  was  just  a  thought 
that  flashed  through  our  minds;  there  was  no 
action.  How  could  we  ever  learn  a  whole  book 
of  the  Bible?  Why,  that  would  be  from  one  hun- 
dred to  two  hundred  verses!  It's  hard  enoua;h 
just  to  learn  one  every  month.  Or  think  how 
much  time  it  would  take  to  read  the  Bible? 
Why,  Genesis  alone  has  fifty  chapters! 

The  hardest  thing  in  the  world  to  do  is  to  get 
started  on  a  project  like  this.  We  would  rather 
put  everything  off  to  the  last  month,  and  how 
can  we  expect  to  do  anything  well  at  that  late 
date?  How  do  we  get  started  and  how  do  we 
continue  after  we  do  get  going? 

I  began  to  do  some  "spying"  on  the  girls 
around  Grace  College,  and  in  the  Winona  Lake 
area  that  had  memorized  Scripture  or  read  the 
Bible  through  at  some  time  or  other.   Here  are  a 


few  of  the  secrets  I  discovered. 

Mary  Knepper,  a  freshman  at  Grace  College, 
used  the  following  steps  to  read  the  Bible  through. 
1.  Have  a  certain  time  and  place  for  reading  the 
•Bible.  2.  Read  to  understand,  not  just  for  the 
sake  of  reading.  3.  Ask  about  things  you  don't 
understand.  Find  out  the  answers.  4.  Do  it  with 
the  intention  of  sticking  to  it. 

Joan  Lesh,  another  freshman,  followed  a  read- 
ing guide  of  reading  three  chapters  each  day  and 
five  chapters  on  Sunday. 

Mrs.  Ralph  Hall,  former  National  SMM  patron- 
ess, confided  a  tip  on  memorizing  that  she  had 
given  her  SMM  group.  The  personal  goal  of  these 
girls  is  to  memorize  I  Timothy.  There  are  six 
chapters,  so  why  not  learn  one-half  of  a  chapter 
each  month.  That  isn't  any  more  than  ten  to 
twelve  verses  each  month. 

One  secret  that  I  could  add  would  be  to  set  a 
definite  goal  of  three  or  four  verses  each  week. 
Memorize  one  every  day  or  every  other  day.  As 
a  new  verse  is  memorized,  review  each  of  the 
others;  thus  slowly  the  book  is  being  memorized. 

So,  girls,  let's  think  once  more  about  our  per- 
sonal goals.  Let's  decide  to  either  memorize  a 
book  or  read  the  Bible  and  then  follow  through. 
Last  year  our  Honor  Roll  had  over  thirty  names: 
let's  try  to  double  this  number  or  even  triple  it 
this  year!    BEGIN!

Abraham  was  living  with  his  family 
and  friends  in  Ur  of  the  Chaldees. 
One  day  God  said,  "Abraham,  come 
out  from  your  people  and  go  with 
Me."  He  didn't  say  where  they  were 
going.  He  simply  said  that  He  would 
show  Abraham  a  good  land  and  would 
prosper  him.  He  promised  to  make 
Abraham's  descendants  into  a  great 
nation.  "Leave  your  home  town,  your 
friends,  your  family,  and  come  along 
with  Me." 

Abraham  went.  The  years  passed, 
and  God  did  bless  him,  and  he  did  be- 
come rich.  But  the  particular  promise 
that  meant  the  most  to  Abraham 
showed  no  sign  of  being  fulfilled. 
Abraham  still  had  no  children. 

As  the  years  passed,  and  he  and 
Sarah  grew  older,  they  probably  be- 
came discouraged  and  thought  God's 
promise  was  just  too  great  for  Him  to 
fulfill.  They  decided  to  try  to  help 
Him  out.  The  thing  they  did  was  a 
very  natural  thing  in  that  day  and  age. 
For  a  little  whOe  a  spark  of  hope  was 
kindled  in  their  hearts,  but  that  spark 
soon  became  a  source  of  fire  in  their 
own  home  and  trouble  in  their  hearts. 

About  twenty-five  years  after  Abra- 
ham had  left  his  people,  God  came  to 
him  one  day  and  said,  "Your  wife 
Sarah  is  going  to  bear  a  baby  boy." 
And  in  due  time  a  son  was  born,  and 
they  called  him  Isaac,  which  means 
"laughter."  He  grew  as  healthy  boys 
do.  He  was  the  pride  and  joy  of  liis 
parents.  All  their  hopes  for  the  future 
were  bound  up  in  the  life  of  that  little 
boy. 

Then  God  came  to  Abraham  and 
said:  "I  want  your  son,  your  only  son, 
the  son  whom  you  love.  Take  him  up 
on  a  mountain  that  I  will  show  you, 
and  offer  him  there  as  a  sacrifice." 

It  just  couldn't  be!  Was  this  some 
other  voice  than  that  of  the  Lord? 
Was  this  Satan  seeking  to  destroy  his 
son?  No,  Abraham  knew  the  Lord, 
and  he  knew  His  voice.  Early  in  the 
morning  he   arose   and   took  his  son 


Isaac  as  the  Lord  had  commanded.  It 
was  no  trouble  for  Abraham  to  wake 
up  that  morning,  for  he  hadn't  slept 
all  night. 

Could  you  do  it?  Could  I?  Perhaps 
the  Lord  is  speaking  to  your  heart  to 
make  some  sacrifice  for  Him— maybe 
even  a  sacrifice  similar  to  the  one  He 
called  Abraham  to  make,  to  give  your 
son  or  your  daughter  for  missionary 
service. 

Perhaps  it  is  your  own  life.  Perhaps 
He  is  asking  you  to  give  up  your  busi- 
ness, your  career,  for  Him.  Perhaps  He 
is  asking  you  to  give  up  something  of 
a  material  nature— that  beautiful  home 
that  you  have  dreamed  about  for  years, 
that  automobile  that  you  have  your 
heart  set  upon. 

You  may  say,  "But  Abraham 
believed  that  God  would  restore  Isaac 
to  him."  Don't  you  believe  that  God 
can  and  will  restore  to  you  that  which 
you  lay  upon  the  altar?  He  says  He 
will.  He  says  He  will  restore  it  many 
times  over. 

God  did  not  fail  Abraham,  and  God 
will  not  fail  you.  He  is  the  same  today 
as  He  was  then. 

He  has  no  way  of  getting  His  work 
done  except  through  us.  Unless  we  re- 
turn to  Him  of  the  abundance  He  has 
so  freely  given  to  us,  there  is  no  way 
for  His  work  to  progress. 

Abraham,  in  his  earlier  days,  would 
have  been  satisfied  to  have  Eliezer,  his 
servant,  to  be  his  seed.  But  God  re- 
fused. Neither  would  He  permit  Ish- 
mael  to  be  the  heir.  God  doesn't  want 
substitutes. 

He  is  asking  us  to  sacrifice  some- 
thing for  Him.  It  is  something  that  is 
precious  to  our  hearts.  If  He  has  given 
it  to  us,  cannot  He  ask  that  we  turn  it 
over  to  Him? 

Let  us  have  the  confidence  of  Abra- 
ham to  believe  that  God  is  able  to  re- 
store to  us  the  things  most  precious  to 
our  hearts,  if  we  will  but  lay  them 
upon  the  altar  for  Him.

"Take  me  to  your  leader,"  a  thought 
taken  from  a  popular  automobile  com- 
mercial is  appropriate  for  today.  For 
months  now,  we  have  been  in  the  pro- 
cess of  choosing  a  president  and  other 
elected  leaders.  The  situation  has  been 
so  confusing  during  this  election  cam- 
paign and  through  the  tragic  months 
preceding,  that  we  need  to  stop  and 
clear  our  minds  through  discussions 
with  these  elected  leaders.  We  should 
not  just  tell  them  what  we  want  them 
to  do,  but  also  we  should  advise  them 
that  we  as  Christians  desire  to  support 
them  as  our  leaders.  Assuming  that  we 
could  be  brought  face  to  face  with 
these  leaders,  here  are  a  few  things 
that  we  possibly  should  say  to  them: 

+  The  Bible  admonishes  us  to  sup- 
port those  who  are  in  authority  over 
us;  we  therefore  respect  you,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident (Governor,  Senator,  Congress- 
man, and  so  on).  We  promise  to  pray 
for  you,  and  to  do  our  part  to  assist 
you  in  your  office  as  you  seek  to 
carry  out  your  mandate  to  administer 
a  government  ".  .  .  of  the  people,  by 
the  people,  for  the  people." 

+  Please  work  for  peace  in  our  land 
that  our  citizens  may  be  able  to  carry 
on  in  an  uninterrupted  manner  our 
various  legitimate  activities. 

+  We  hope  you  endeavor  to  make 
and  keep  our  nation  one  nation,  deny- 
ing to  no  race  or  group  their  inalienable 
rights;  but  not  allowing  the  rights  of 
any  group  to  infringe  upon  the  rights 
of  any  other  group. 

+  Endeavor  to  keep  all  the  people 
equal  as  far  as  our  opportunities  are 
concerned.  Protect  us  against  favori- 
tism so  that  opportunity-wise  some  do 
not  become  "more  equal  than  others." 

+  Guarantee  that  no  one  will  be 
forced  to  embrace  that  which  he  does 
not  want  to  believe,  but  guarantee  the 
inalienable  rights  of  all  who  are  open 
and  interested  in  believing. 


+  Maintain  the  dignity  and  worth  of 
the  individual.

+  Maintain  the  free  enterprise  sys- 
tem, but  protect  us  against  enterprising 
schemers  whether  at  our  front  doors 
or  through  the  mail. 

+  While  we  cannot  e.xpect  our  public 
schools  to  be  religion-dominated,  yet 
we  plead  with  you  to  see  that  we  do 
not  allow  to  be  taken  from  our  chil- 
dren's textbooks  teachings  about  God 
and  thereby  put  anti-God  philosophies 
in  a  favored  position. 

+  It  is  not  likely  that  our  secular 
society  would  adopt  a  spiritual  code, 
yet  let  us  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
many  of  our  laws  have  their  origin  in 
the  Word  of  God. 

+  Fight  godless  communism.  But  at 
the  same  time  e.xert  your  efforts  and 
ours  to  eliminate  those  situations  which 
breed  communism. 

+  Work  for  freedom  and  liberty  for 
all  nations,  discouraging  outside  inter- 
ference such  as  happened  in  Hungary, 
and  in  Czechoslovakia,  for  who  knows 
where  it  might  happen  next! 

.  A    WISH:     May  we  as  loyal 
■/      Americans   not   be  guilty  of 
P^        running  away  from  problems, 
and  then  criticizing  those  we  left  be- 
hind  because   they   cannot   solve  the 
problems. 

A  PRAYER:  God  grant  that 
w/  you  might  give  consideration 
P^  to  God's  plan  for  the  individ- 
ual as  outlined  in  the  Bible;  the  plan 
whereby  God  through  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ  can  change  the  life  of  every  in- 
dividual, giving  him  salvation  eternally, 
and  daily  guidance  for  the  problems 
of  this  life! 
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^^•n  September  22,  at  4  p.m.,  the 
i  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Maitland, 
Florida,  was  dedicated  to  the  Lord. 
Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer,  Executive  Secre- 
jtary  of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  gave  the  dedication  message 
and  several  Brethren  pastors  of  the 
Florida  district  took  part  in  the  ser- 
vice. The  special  music  was  presented 
by  the  Christian  Brethren  Church 
choir,  Okeechobee,  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Randall  Maycumber. 

To  God  must  go  the  praise  for  the 
victories  on  this  climactic  day  in  the 
history  of  this  church.  There  were  213 
people  present  with  building  fund  gifts 
amounting  to  52,122.50.  People  from 
other  Florida  Brethren  churches 
brought  gifts  for  the  building  fund.  It 
was  gratifying  to  note  that  the  greater 
proportion  of  guests  came  from  sur- 
rounding areas  of  the  church.  Refresh- 
ments were  served  after  the  service  and 
the  educational  unit  was  filled  to  ca- 
pacity to  care  for  the  crowd. 

The  history  of  this  church  is  a  mod- 
ern record  of  God's  leading  from  the 
very  beginning  when  three  Brethren 
families  began  weekly  prayer  meetings 
November  29,  1964,  in  the  Hubert 
Finfrock  home  in  Winter  Park.  Later 
Sunday  services  were  started  and  con- 
tinued for  three  months  in  an  Orlando 
bank  building.  Then  the  little  group 
began  meeting  in  the  Dale  Wineland 
home  in  Orlando  for  Sunday  services 
with  midweek  prayer  meetings  in  the 
Finfrock  home.  John  Lapp  and  his 
family  came  from  Lancaster,  Pennsyl- 
vania, to  assist  in  the  work.  He  served 
from  April,  1965,  to  October  as  the 
interim  pastor  until  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Her- 
man Koontz  began  their  pastoral  du- 
ties.    October  17  the  church  was  or- 
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ganized  with  1 3  members  while  still 
meeting  in  the  Wineland  home.  The 
Vernon  Latham  family  has  been  a 
part  of  this  work  from  the  beginning, 
but  at  the  time  of  organization  lived  at 
Melbourne,  about  70  miles  away.  This 
distance  did  not  keep  them  from  reg- 
ular Sunday  morning  attendance.  On 
the  day  the  church  was  organized 
Brother  Lapp  informed  the  congrega- 
tion that  he  and  his  family  would  be 
moving  to  Winona  Lake,  Indiana.  This 
reduced  the  resident  members  to  three 
families  including  Pastor  and  Mrs. 
Koontz.  But  even  with  this  loss  there 
was  no  discouragement  for  all  knew 
that  God  was  going  to  build  a  Brethren 
church  in  Central  Florida  in  His  own 
time. 

The  church  obtained  the  use  of  the 
Maitland  Christian  Day  School  build- 
ing in  December,  1965,  continuing 
there  until  the  building  was  converted 
into  office  space.  A  room  was  made 
available  in  a  new  professional  building 
in  Altamonte  Springs,  north  of  Mait- 
land, at  the  very  time  the  church  had 
to  move. 

It  was  this  month  that  God  revealed 
definitely  to  the  congregation  where  it 
should  locate.  Ground  for  which  the 
owner  had  wanted  S 1 7,000  a  year-and- 
a-half  before,  was  sold  to  the  church 
for  $7,000.  A  driveway  south  of  this 
plot  was  obtained  for  S250,  giving  the 
church  a  little  over  two  and  one-third 


acres  of  choice  land  in  one  of  the  fast- 
est growing  residential  areas  of  Greater 
Orlando  and  close  to  several  major 
highways.  Ground  was  broken  for  the 
present- building  on  October  15,  1967. 
A  goal  of  S7,000  had  been  set  to  com- 
plete the  payment  of  the  land  and  the 
architect's  fee  in  1967.  With  addition- 
al money  given  by  October  1 5  this  goal 
was  reached.  The  building  program 
was  started  the  latter  part  of  February 
1968  and  July  7  the  first  services  were 
held  in  the  educational  unit  of  the  new 
building.  The  latter-part  of  July  the 
church  decided  upon  a  building  fund 
goal  of  S 2,000  to  be  reached  through 
Dedication  Day.  When  the  offerings 
were  totaled  at  the  end  of  Dedication 
Day  the  amount  was  $2,677.50. 

The  building  is  of  concrete  block 
construction  containing  5200  square 
feet.  It  is  fully  carpeted  except  for 
the  foyer  and  hall,  which  are  tiled; 
is  air-conditioned  and  heated  electrical- 
ly. The  sanctuary  has  the  laminated- 
arch  type  ceiling  with  paneling  back  of 
the  pulpit  and  choir  loft.  Other  ceil- 
ings are  of  acoustical  tile.  The  sanctu- 
ary will  seat  240  and  contains  at  the 
present  sufficient  pews  for  the  congre- 
gation. Additional  pews  will  be  added 
as  the  church  grows.  The  inside  walls 
are  an  off-white  and  white  drapes  with 
red  fringe  to  match  the  walls  and  floor 
covering  are  hung  in  front  of  the  bap- 
tistry. An  adequate  church  office  is 
provided  on  one  side  of  the  baptistry 
and  a  choir  room  on  the  other  side. 
The  educational  unit,  witli  the  use  of 
dividers,  can  accommodate  six  class- 
rooms. A  kitchenette  is  recessed  off 
the  Sunday-school  area.  The  back  of 
the  sanctuary  will  be  divided  with  por- 
table partitions  for  more  classrooms. 
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One  of  the  most  attractive  rooms  is 
the  nursery.  A  portico  is  over  the  rear 
entrance.  A  macadam  parking  lot,  ac- 
commodating 60  cars,  surrounds  two 
sides  of  the  building.  The  entire  cost 
of  the  building,  land,  and  so  on,  is  a 
little  under  $70,000  with  a  debt  of 
$49,000.  There  is  a  beautiful  Grace 
Brethren  church  building  today  in 
Central  Florida  because  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council,  the  Florida 
district  mission  board,  a  host  of  friends 
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throughout  the  country  and  a  faithful 
group  of  local  people  were  led  of  the 
Lord  to  give  sacrifically  and  abundant- 

ly- 

The  Brethren  Architectural  Service, 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  supplied  the 
plans  and  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  made  the  necessary  loan. 
Edward  Heinsen,  a  local  contractor, 
erected  the  building  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  church  building  committee 
with  Vernon  Latham  as  the  chairman. 


This  was  an  unusual  dedication  in 
that  Pastor  Koontz  on  this  day  brought 
his  three-year  ministry  to  a  close  and 
Rev.  R.  Paul  Miller,  former  pastor  of 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Mansfield, 
Ohio,  was  presented  as  the  new  pastor. 
If  the  Lord's  coming  is  not  soon  it  is 
our  conviction  that  the  next  few  years 
will  see  a  number  of  new  Brethren 
churches  spring  up  in  Central  Florida 
having  been  started  by  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  of  Maitland.  T

On  behalf  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  missionaries

God  has  abundantly  manifested  His  power  and 
blessing  in  so  many  ways  in  Brethren  Home  Missions 
during  the  past  year.  Souls  have  been  reached, 
churches  became  self-supporting,  new  facilities  were 
dedicated  to  God,  new  fields  were  opened  and  our 
Brethren  people  responded  with  a  fine  increase  in  the 
offering. 

The  Brethren  Church  has  much  for  which  to  ex- 
press Thanksgiving  to  God.  Our  salvation  through 
Christ,  the  message  of  the  Word  of  God,  freedom  of 
worship  and  expression  and  the  joy  of  witnessing  and 


serving  Christ  are  just  a  few  of  the  blessings  we  enjoy 
daily. 

Our  Lord  continues  to  impress  upon  our  minds  the 
urgency  of  the  whitened  harvest  fields  right  here  in 
America.  The  things  that  have  transpired  this  last 
year  in  the  United  States  have  only  emphasized  the 
need  of  evangelism,  revival  and  more  soul-winning 
churches.  We  must  now  look  ahead  and  be  prepared 
for  an  even  greater  attack  by  Satan  himself.  This 
preparation  wiU  mean  greater  personal  dedication, 
deeper  involvement,  greater  burden  for  those  in  need 
of  a  Saviour,  the  devotion  of  more  time  to  prayer 
and  digging  into  our  purses  a  little  deeper.

Brethren  Missionary  Herafd

"Come  over  into  Maitland  and  help 
us,"  was  the  prayer  of  a  smah  group  of 
believers  in  the  rapidly  growing  Orlan- 
do area.  After  we  learned  of  the  need, 
immediately  we  made  every  effort  to 
get  to  Maitland,  convinced  that  the 
Lord  had  called  us  to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel unto  them. 

The  city  of  Maitland  is  not  large, 
but  sizable  new  housing  developments 
are  in  abundance.  One  developer  told 
me  that  his  company  is  building  houses 
at  the  rate  of  nearly  one  every  twenty- 
four  hours.  With  the  coming  of  Disney 
World  (to  be  in  operation  late  1970 
or  early  1971),  just  a  few  miles  south- 
west of  Orlando,  it  has  been  estimated 
that  the  population  of  this  area  wUl 


nearly  double  in  the  next  ten  years. 

People,  people  and  more  people- 
souls  for  whom  Christ  died.  It  is  our 
earnest  prayer  that  many  of  them  will 
be  "born  of  the  Spirit"  through  the 
faithful  witness  of  the  believers  who 
fellowship,  pray  and  work  together  at 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Mait- 
land. 

Maitland  miracles  have  been  many. 
We  need,  pray  for  and  expect  many 
more.  Do  not  miss  having  a  share  in 
what  God  is  going  to  accomplish. 
Prav-Give-tha.t  Brethren  home  mis- 
sions may  continue  this  ministry  of 
helping  get  new  churches  started  in 
strategic  areas  like  this  one.

Can  it 
happen  here? 


In  the  providence  of  God,  I  was 
permitted  to  travel  in  eleven  countries 
this  past  summer.  Our  tour  made  its 
first  stop  in  England  where  we  saw  the 
raw  emaciation  of  English  youth.  Hip- 
pyism,  with  its  long  hair,  and  e.xtreme 
"minism"  was  e.xtant  on  every  hand. 
We  saw  and  heard  the  reports  of  Sena- 
tor Robert  Kennedy's  murder  through 
English  eyes.  We  received  bluntly  the 
sordid  facts  of  crime,  degradation  and 
lawlessness  which  characterizes  the 
most  crime-ridden  nation  on  the  earth, 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Our  tour  continued  into  West  and 
East  Berlin.  We  stood  amazed  at  the 
determination  of  West  Berliners  as 
they  have  made  such  marvelous  recov- 
ery from  almost  total  destruction  in 
the  bombings  of  World  War  IE  New 
modern  highways,  ultra-modern  archi- 
tecture, lovely  city  centers,  latest  shop- 
ping centers  and  progress  was  seen  in 
every  realm.  Crossing  the  Berlin  Wall 
at  "check  point  Charlie"  we  viewed 
East  Berlin,  too,  almost  totally  de- 
stroyed yet  sadly  lacking  in  economic 
and  physical  progress  as  was  seen  on 
the  other  side  of  the  wall.  Impressions 
gained  from  armed  soldiers  who 
checked  our  passports,  our  bus  on  the 
inside  and  out  (even  with  a  mirror  on 
wheels  under  the  bus),  the  outdated 
transportation  system,  the  evidence  of 
poverty,  lack  of  and  ancient  housing, 
closed  churches  and  fear  which  could 
be  seen  on  the  faces  of  the  people, 
pointed  to  the  bondages  and  tyranny

gripping  these  people.  East  Berlin  is 
trying  desperately  to  recover  with  a 
socialistic  communism  of  force  and 
fear.  The  progress  here  speaks  little 
in  favor  of  the  "Red"  philosophy. 

Our  departure  from  East  Berlin  via 
the  Russian  airliner  and  the  trip  to 
Moscow  increased  the  tension  of  rigid 
governmental  power  enforced  by 
armed  soldiers  on  every  hand.  We  were 
forbidden  to  take  pictures  through  the 
windows  of  the  airliner  over  Russia. 
We  were  stopped  from  taking  pictures 
at  the  airport  on  landing,  of  bridges, 
railroad  centers,  and  military  opera- 
tions. We  saw  no  riots  in  the  streets  or 
at  Moscow  University  where  armed 
soldiers  stood  at  the  doors.  There 
were  no  lawless  rebelling  crowds  of 
beatniks,  long-haired  hippies  roaming 
the  streets.  Suddenly,  we  had  come 
into  a  land  of  people,  excited  with  its 
vivid  progress  and  growth  but  domina- 
ted by  a  strong  government  enforcing 
its  objectives  to  the  minutest  degree. 
The  total  capitulation  to  the  commu- 
nist life,  the  lack  of  information  from 
the  Western  World  and  the  utter  sub- 
jection presents  a  dim  possibility  of 
change.  The  Russian  people,  seemingly 
ill-informed,  work  laboriously  on  na- 
tional objectives  plying  every  one  of 
talent,  trade  and  tireless  effort. 

We  were  told  that  there  were  only 
five  churches  permitted  to  hold  regular 
services  in  this  modern  Moscow,  city 
of  six  and  one-half  million  people.  We 
chose  to  visit  on  Sunday  morning  the 


Russian  Baptist  Church  which  in  itself 
is  a  compression  of  all  evangelical 
churches  into  one  body.  Not  one  of 
the  si.x  ta.xi  drivers,  conveying  our 
group,  knew  of  the  location  of  this 
church.  Our  guide  was  greatly  disap- 
pointed at  our  insistance  of  going  to 
church  instead  of  the  tour  inside  the 
Lenin  Memorial.  This  writer  is  aware 
of  the  critical  attitude  held  by  some 
of  this  church,  but  allow  me  to  make 
my  point. 

Our  entrance  to  the  church  gave 
one  of  the  most  startling  discoveries 
of  our  lives.  The  church  was  full. 
More  people  were  standing  than  sitting. 
These  people,  over  two  thousand  in 
that  two-hour  service,  sang  and  gave 
every  evidence  of  earnestness,  the  mov- 
ing of  the  Spirit  and  joy  at  the  hearing 
of  the  Word  of  God.  Two  English  in- 
terpreters and  our  tape  recorder  bore 
evidence  that  the  Gospel  was  preached 
from  the  Word  of  God.  The  "amens" 
and  emotional  responses  coming  at 
definite  points  linked  to  Scripture 
could  not  have  been  rehearsed  or 
planned  by  an  interpreter.  We  were 
thrilled  at  the  movement  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  in  our  hearts,  the  earnestness 
of  these  people  and  the  fact  that  this 
church  has  three  midweek  meetings 
and  three  Sunday  meetings. 

We  were  soon  aware  that  these  peo- 
ple had  no  songbooks,  the  minister 
giving  the  words  to  each  stanza  as  they 
sang.  There  were  no  children  and  few 
young    people    in    that    great   crowd. 
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There  were  no  Bibles,  no  offering 
taken,  no  invitation  to  make  a  public 
decision.  There  was  no  air-condition- 
ing, no  decoration  except  for  freshly- 
cut  leaves  along  the  balcony  and  plat- 
form edges  and  no  public  address  sys- 
tem. We  learned  later  that  they  did 
not  have  songbooks  or  Bibles  and  such 
were  forbidden  to  be  shipped  into  the 
country. 

It  was  quite  apparent  that  Commu- 
nist leaders  have  regulated  and  en- 
forced rules  against  the  Word  of  God 
and  its  propagation.  The  absence  of 
young  people  and  children  probably 
is  attributed  to  what  is  being  taught 
in  the  schools  of  Russia  against  any 
form  of  Christianity.  The  lack  of  phys- 
ical needs,  no  offering  income  could 
spell  out  the  bitter  end  of  the  church 
plant  and  its  ministry.  Though  these 
older  folk  were  still  faithful,  eventually 
it  is  expected  that  the  church  will  die 
out.  With  the  presence  of  a  govern- 
ment "minister"  on  the  platform  at 
every  service,  my  impression  was  that 
this  church  was  locked  in  a  commu- 
nistic vise  impossible  to  release,  even- 
tually terminating  its  effectiveness 
apart  from  a  miracle  of  God. 

This  writer  asked  the  guide,  "What 


is  the  most  exciting  thing  happening 
in  Russia  today?"  The  answer,  "The 
progress  of  the  American  Communist 
Party  in  the  United  States."  Brethren, 
there  must  be  some  correlation  be- 
tween the  decisions  of  our  higli  court 
in  its  treatment  of  the  American  Com- 
munist Party,  the  deterioration  of  gov- 
ernment, law  enforcement,  moral  de- 
cay and  confusion  in  educational  cir- 
cles of  our  nation!  The  Bible  and 
prayer  have  been  removed  from  the 
majority  of  our  schools  whether  by 
direct  law  enactment  or  public  reac- 
tion. The  educational  system  control- 
ling many  of  the  schools  of  higher 
learning  have  made  the  Bible  and  its 
teaching  their  point  of  attack.  Seem- 
ingly, Communistic  influence  coupled 
with  the  sinfulness  of  man  has  succeed- 
ed in  promoting  an  attack  upon  the 
Bible  and  its  authenticity  in  our  na- 
tion's schools  and  churches.  It  is 
frightening  to  learn  that  church  leaders 
have  not  only  condoned  such  action 
but  are  responsible  for  its  advance- 
ment. 

The  Apostle  Paul  writing  to  the 
Ephesians  says  that  the  revelation  of 
the  Grace  of  God,  the  knowledge  of 
the  mystery  of  Christ  was  given  to  him

for  propagation  as  a  special  ministry 
(Eph.  3:1-1 1).  He  says  that  this  glori- 
ous message  was  to  be  made  known 
to  all  by  the  church,  "the  manifold 
wisdom  of  God,  according  to  the  eter- 
nal purpose  which  he  purposed  in  Christ 
Jesus  the  Lord"  (Eph.  3:10-11). 

Yes,  Communism  can  create  such 
confusion  in  our  government,  courts, 
schools  and  churches  that  our  Bibles 
can  be  taken  from  us.  What  has  al- 
ready happened  behind  the  Iron  Cur- 
tain should  be  a  modern  object  lesson 
for  us.  Certainly,  our  home-mission 
goal  to  build  Bible-believing,  preach- 
ing and  teaching  churches  is  vital  and 
very  appropriate  in  this  dark  hour  of 
our  nation's  history.  ▼

I  he  question  "Who  is  Jesus?"  is  of 
vital  importance  in  Jewish  mission  en- 
deavor. While  it  is  of  importance  to 
all  phases  of  Christian  endeavor,  it  is  of 
special  significance  to  those  who  are 
of  the  people  of  Israel  for  in  this  ques- 
tion lies  a  problem,  the  solution  of 
which  few  Jews  are  willing  to  face.  The 
Jew  has  no  great  trouble  seeing  the 
historical  figure,  Jesus.  He  is  all  too 
aware  that  Jesus  of  Nazareth  was  a  real 
tangible  person  in  history.  He  has  had 
much  evidence  of  this  down  through 
the  years,  much  of  this  evidence  being 
harsh  and  unchristian. 

Neither  does  the  Saviourhood  of 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  present  too  much  of 
a  problem  to  the  Jewish  person  when 
he  is  constantly  contacted  with  the 
Gospel  of  salvation.  In  his  more  sane, 
sober  and  honest  moments  he  is  willing 
to  admit  he  is  a  lost  sinner,  separated 
from  God  and  in  need  of  salvation. 
The  evidence  of  his  life  and  the  lives 
of  those  around  him  convince  him  of 
this.  Thus  he  is  able  to  see  the  neces- 
sity of  a  plan  of  salvation  and  associate 
himself  with  such  a  plan. 

Nor  is  the  Messianic  aspect  of  Jesus 
beyond  the  Jew's  abOity  to  understand 
and  accept.  The  Old  Testament  and 
also  his  tradition  has  taught  most  Jews 
to  expect  and  await  the  appearance  of 
some  great  Jew  who  will  lead  Israel  to 
her  greatest  glory  and  at  the  same  time 
crush  those  ungodly  nations  and  peo- 
ple who  would  punish  and  even  ex- 
terminate the  Jew. 

However,  when  you  come  to  the 
Deity  of  Messiah,  you  immediately 
find  another  attitude  on  the  part  of 
the  Jew.  The  mind  of  the  Jew  has 
been  inscribed  with  the  teaching  that 
God  is  a  single  unit.  When  he  thinks 
of  God  he  sees  Him  as  one.  Not  so 
much  the  only  God  (although  he  does 
believe  this)  but  a  God  who  is  single  in 
all  aspects.  Thus  while  the  Anointed 
One  can  be  Messiah  of  Israel,  Saviour 
of  mankind,  and  while  he  can  be  a  fig- 
ure who  entered  the  history  of  the 
world  1968  years  ago,  still  he  cannot 
be  God,  the  Son!  He  cannot  be  Deity 
according  to  the  mind  of  the  Jew.  The 
Jew  can  accept  Jesus  as  Saviour  and 
Messiah,  and  many  of  them  do,  but  to 
accept  Him  as  God  poses  a  real  prob- 
lem. 

In  our  dealing  with  Jewish  people 
we  have  found  a  number  of  them  who 
do  accept  Jesus  as  Saviour  and  Messiah. 


And  these  have  been  looked  upon  as 
'saved  people'  by  other  organizations. 
They  had  been  led  to  a  knowledge  of 
Jesus  as  Saviour  and  Messiah  but  they 
had  never  been  presented  with  the  fact 
of  the  Deity  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  Recent- 
ly it  was  my  privilege  to  deal  with  three 
such  people  here  in  the  mission. 

Mrs.  Elsie  A—,  Mr.  Alan  H-,  and 
Mrs.  Jean  S—  had  attended  our  Bible 
classes  for  a  period  of  several  weeks. 
Mrs.  Elsie  A-  attends  our  Bible  Class 
for  the  Blind  on  Monday  evenings.  Mr. 
Alan  H—  and  Mrs.  Jean  S—  attend  our 
Wednesday  evening  Bible  Class.  All  of 
these  people  were  taught  the  Word  of 
God  to  some  extent.  As  I  talked  with 
each  one  of  them  it  became  evident 
that  not  one  believed  in  Jesus  as  God, 
the  Son.  As  I  discussed  the  matter 
with  each  one  all  said,  "Jesus  is  the 
Son  of  God  but  He  cannot  be  God. 
God  is  one." 

Mr.  H—  had  been  dealt  with  by 
several  different  Christians.  He  had 
been  given  one  of  our  tracts  and 
called  us  by  telephone  and  asked  if  we 
had  other  literature  which  he  could 
have.  We  gave  him  a  New  Testament 
and  several  booklets  and  tracts.  As 
he  read  these  in  the  privacy  of  his  own 
room  he  received  Jesus  as  Messiah  and 
Saviour  but  was  not  led  to  see  Jesus  as 
God.  Some  weeks  later  as  I  dealt  with 
him  in  his  own  home,  he  did  see  the 
truth  of  the  Deity  of  Jesus  and  recog- 
nized Him  as  his  Lord  and  God. 

Mrs.  Jean  S—  came  to  our  meetings 
because  she  had  been  contacted  in  our 
house-to-house  calling  program.  She 
had  already  confessed  Jesus  as  Saviour 
and  Messiah  but  as  we  dealt  with  her 
the  Deity  of  Jesus  was  not  believed. 
She  came  to  our  meetings  at  a  time 


when  we  were  dealing  with  this  truth 
about  the  Lord.  After  several  weeks, 
we  were  taking  her  home  one  evening 
and  as  we  sat  for  a  few  minutes  in 
front  of  her  home  she  said  to  me,  "Pas- 
tor Button,  tonight  I  know  what  you 
mean  when  you  say  Jesus  is  God.  If 
He  were  not  God  I  could  have  no  real 
Saviour.  If  He  were  not  God  He  could 
not  be  the  real  Messiah."  Now  Jean  is 
really  born  again!  She  has  confessed 
Jesus  as  her  Saviour,  Messiali  and  God! 

On  the  second  Monday  of  April  Mrs. 
Elsie  A—  called  to  me  after  the  wor- 
ship portion  of  our  service  was  finished. 
"Pastor  Button,"  she  said,  "can  I  talk 
to  you  for  a  few  moments?"  Elsie's 
questions  concerned  the  Deity  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.  He  could  not  be  God. 
How  could  He?  As  we  discussed  the 
matter  Elsie  assured  me  she  did  be- 
lieve the  Bible  was  God's  Word  and 
that  it  should  be  believed.  I  took  her 
to  God's  Word  and  presented  Bible 
passages  which  set  forth  Jesus  as  God. 
She  was  most  impressed  with  the  ex- 
perience of  Thomas.  "I'm  just  like 
him,"  she  said.  "Then  you  had  better 
do  what  he  did  and  confess  Jesus  as 
your  Lord  and  your  God,"  I  replied. 
And  this  she  immediately  did.  As  she 
left  that  evening  she  said,  "I  have 
found  a  wonderful  truth  this  evening." 
And  thus  Elsie,  too.  has  been  born  into 
the  family  of  God. 

Above  all  else  it  is  necessary  to 
make  sure  the  Jew  (and  the  Gentile, 
too,  for  that  matter)  is  conscious  of 
the  fact  that  Jesus  is  not  just  the 
Saviour  and  the  Messiah;  He  is  more 
than  that.  He  is  the  God  of  creation 
dying  for  fallen  creatures  with  whom 
He  desires  an  eternal  fellowship.  And 
He  makes  this  possible  as  a  free  gift.

lou  a  summer  missionary?  Ha! 
Ha!  You've  got  to  be  l<idding  me." 
So  said  Jill  Boyd's  mother  when  she 
heard  that  her  daughter  and  Janeen 
Markel,  both  from  Ashland,  Ohio,  were 
going  to  Clayhole,  Kentucky,  to  serve 
under  TIME.  "Isn't  it  wonderful?"  was 
a  phrase  most  heard  throughout  the 
six  weeks  that  the  four  young  people 
under  the  TIME  program  were  in  the 
Mexican  border  ministry.  Of  course, 
there  were  other  adjectives  substituted 
by  the  workers  such  as:  "cool,  tuff, 
great/'  and  so  on,  which  I  am  informed 
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The  TIME  team  in  action  in  France . .  .  melting  pot  of  American  and  French  youth. 


convey  the  same  idea  but  in  a  more 
expressive  way  in  their  minds.  Com- 
ments such  as  these  were  typical  of 
the  young  people  and  the  supervisors 
who  participated  in  the  TIME  program 
(Training  In  Missionary  Endeavor)  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1968. 

Why  do  young  people  leave  for  a 
summer  away  from  home?  Some  per- 
haps have  even  been  away  at  school  all 
year.  Ann  Teel  has  expressed  it  this 
way: 

"The  young  people  in  France  are 
now  real  to  me.  They  have  faces  and 
personalities  and  tender  souls.  They 
have  questions  that  Christ  can  answer; 
they  have  needs  that  Christ  can  meet. 

"  'Missionary'  is  not  just  a  word  to 


me  now.  It  is  the  Juliens  and  the  Ren- 
icks,  the  Siggs  and  the  Miesels.  It  is 
missionary  children  absorbing  another 
culture  as  they  grow.  It  is  sensitive 
souls  who  give  their  hearts,  their  lives 
to  serve  a  living  Christ. 

France  is  not  just  de  Gaulle's  coun- 
try now.  It  is  flowers  and  cheese  and 
beautiful  scenery.  It  is  people  far  from 
God  where  missionaries  work  in  spite 
of  problems  and  discouragements  to 
help  a  vision  become  a  reality." 

More  than  three  times  the  number 
that  served  in  1967  were  appointed  to 
serve  under  TIME  during  this  past  sum- 
mer. Twenty  dedicated  young  people 
raised  their  own  support  (ranging  from 
$225  to  $650)  in  order  that  they  might 


serve  Christ  in  eight  fields  at  home  and 
abroad.  Those  fields  represented  this 
year  were  Clayhole  and  Dryhill,  Ken- 
tucky; France,  Mexico  City,  Mexican 
border  area.  Brethren  Messianic  Testi- 
mony, Navajo  Mission  and  Puerto  Rico. 
Ministries  were  wide  and  varied  and 
included  singing,  teaching,  witnessing, 
visitation,  camp  counselor;  yes,  and  it 
was  discovered  that  washing  and  iron- 
ing, dishes  and  housework  are  all  a 
part  of  ministering  for  Christ. 

Meri  Forman  and  Barb  Camp  from 
Columbus,  Ohio,  and  Ashland,  Ohio, 
respectively,  found  the  work  in  Puerto 
Rico  quite  challenging:  "One  of  the 
highlights  was  working  with  the  young 
people  for  two  weeks  at  camp.

kids  were  really  interested  in  the  things 
of  the  Lord.  I  feel  the  greatest  bless- 
ing was  the  privilege  to  work  with  the 
deaf  people  at  their  church  services." 
"Having  to  ask  for  the  milk  and 
sugar  to  put  on  your  cereal  in  Spanish 
is  terrible  the  first  thing  in  the  morn- 
ing. Why  do  you  have  to  wake  up  your 
head  before  breakfast?"  commented 
the  Haags.  This  was  part  of  the  train- 
ing that  was  required  of  Lonnie  Garber 
(Englewood,  Ohio),  Terry  Hollister 
(Syracuse,  New  York),  Bobbie  Estep 
(Dayton,  Ohio),  and  Diane  Clark  (Mar- 
tinsburg,  Pennsylvania).  One  of  the 
major  objectives  of  TIME  is  to  train 
young  people  to  serve  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  and  to  make  a  firsthand  en- 
counter with  the  practical  aspect  of 
ministering  for  Christ.

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I  he  Argentine  Brethren  Church  Lit- 
erature Committee  responded  enthusi- 
astically when  challenged  to  translate 
and  publish  Rev.  Dean  Risser's  tract 
"Have  You  Heard  About  God's  Gift?" 
This  enthusiasm  and  interest  grew  as 
they  saw  the  simple,  positive  message 
of  this  tract  and  endeavored  to  make 
this  message  appropriate  for  the  Span- 
ish-speaking world. 

The  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
Company  had  generously  offered  to 
pay  expenses  for  publishing  this  tract 
in  Spanish  if  the  committee  would  do 
the  work.  That  offer  was  accepted  and 
work  began. 

Each  of  the  four  members  made  a 


translation  of  the  tract  and  offered 
suggestions.  These  translations  with 
suggestions  were  combined  by  the 
bookstore  staff  into  a  single  transla- 
tion. This  translation  was  then  sent  to 
each  of  the  members  for  their  consider- 
ation and  further  suggestions.  They 
were  all  amazed  at  the  many  problems 
involved  in  such  an  effort.  Questions 
such  as:  "Which  version  of  the  Bible 
should  we  use?"  and  "What  is  the 
shortest  way  to  say  'home  church'?" 
Also,  "How  do  you  present  ideas  like 
'after-hfe'  and  'confession  of  sin'  to  a 
Catholic-oriented  people?"  and  many 
others  gave  us  all  much  to  think  about. 
After  deciding  upon  the  final  trans-

lation,  the  actual  work  of  publishing 
began.  Once  again  many  decisions 
needed  to  be  made.  What  format 
should  we  use?  Should  we  try  to  make 
it  a  two-color  job?  How  could  we 
conserve  paper?  How  many  should  we 
print?  Committee  member  Juan  CoUe, 
artist  and  national  pastor,  was  called 
in  several  times  to  work  on  the  layout 
and  final  preparations. 

Recently,  this  tract  was  used  for 
the  first  time  here  on  the  field.  The 
institute  students  had  chosen  to  spend 
their  one-week  vacation  in  a  literature 
campaign  in  Huinca  Renanco  and  Can- 
ada Verde.  This  tract  was  left  in  each 
home  visited  and  was  appreciated  by 
both  the  people  in  general  and  the 
workers  themselves.  The  people  were 
attracted  by  its  modern  style  and  ap- 
peal and  the  workers  appreciated  its 
clear  step-by-step  Gospel  presentation 
as  they  explained  the  Salvation  story 
to  those  interested.  The  supply  of 
tracts  ran  out  several  hours  before  the 
five-day  campaign  finished. 

Now  our  churches  are  asking  for 
quantities  of  this  tract.  The  first  print- 
ing of  5000  is  gone  and  another  order 
for  20,000  has  been  made.  It  is  also 
being  offered  to  other  Spanish-speak- 
ing countries  as  well  as  other  denomin- 
ational groups  here  in  Argentina. 

Once  again  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald,  with  their  foresight  and  the 
gifts  of  God's  people,  has  been  a  genu- 
ine help  in  going  into  all  the  world  and 
preaching  the  Gospel.  Heartfelt  thanks 
to  each  one  who  has  had  a  part  in  this 
gift.  Your  continued  prayers  are  re- 
quested for  the  fruitful  ministry  of 
this  tract.  ▼ 
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I  he  subject  of  the  text  I  am  using 
is  "Wanted  a  man— a  man  who  will 
stand."  We  have  had  men  in  both 
ancient  and  modern  history  who  have 
had  the  courage  to  take  a  stand  and 
stand  firm.  In  Ezekiel  22:30,  the 
Prophet  says:  "And  1  sought  for  a  man 
among  them  who  would  build  up  the 
wall  and  stand  in  the  breach  before  me 
for  the  land,  that  1  should  not  destroy 
it." 

God  is  searching  for  men  who  are 
unique,  thoroughly  saved,  and  filled 
to  running  over  with  His  spirit.  God 
and  the  world  need  men  who  will  stand 
in  the  gap.  Modern  Americans  have 
accepted  and  are  tolerating  conditions 
never  before  permitted  by  any  genera- 
tion of  our  ancestors.  Never  have  so 
many  hated  on  such  flimsy  causes. 
Never    have    so   many   denounced   so 


serve  what  is  transpiring  in  the  churches 
of  God  today.  Even  the  daily  press- 
notoriously  indifferent  to  religious 
news— reports  a  few  lines  on  the  inner 
back  pages  that  tell  us  clearly  how 
growing  numbers  of  Americans  treat 
holy  things  with  irreverence  and  sacred 
things  with  contempt. 

Not  only  have  vast  numbers  of 
Americans  lost  all  sense  of  the  sacred, 
the  moral  and  the  ethical,  but  the 
spiritual  leaders  from  both  the  laity 
and  the  priesthood  are  often  found  in 
the  forefront  of  this  irreligious  pursuit 
of  comfort  rather  than  conviction— of 
accommodation  rather  than  truth— of 
the  pleasant  life  rather  than  the  mean- 
ingful life. 

If  God  is  to  have  men  who  will 
stand  in  the  gap  and  hold  back  the 
flood    of   destructive    emotional    and 


of  meddling  and  interference  with 
God's  natural  law  brings  fearful  con- 
flict, death,  destruction,  riots,  crime 
and  disregard  of  decency  and  principle 
among  our  people. 

Second,  we  live  in  uncertainty  be- 
cause today  there  is  widespread  devo- 
tion to  the  idea  that  nothing,  absolute- 
ly nothing,  can  be  allowed  to  remain 
the  same. 

All  things  must  change,  and  there  is 
practically  no  consideration  given  as  to 
whether  the  change  is  good  or  bad- 
right  or  wrong— easy  or  difficult-nec- 
essary or  unnecessary.  The  doctrine 
of  change  stands  on  just  the  precise 
idea  that  change  is  inevitable.  That  is 
absolutely  true.  Change  of  various 
kinds  and  sorts  takes  place  every  day 
everywhere.  But  irresponsible,  erratic, 
violent   change   only  for  the  sake  of 


many  with  such  little  knowledge.  Nev- 
er has  wild  pleasure  or  physical  aban- 
donment been  considered  fitting  hu- 
man behavior  as  it  is  today.  Never  have 
public  officials  been  so  brazen  and 
open  in  seeking  the  vote  of  the  people 
through  promises  of  things  that  are 
morally  and  spiritually  wrong.  Never 
have  ministers  of  the  Gospel  turned 
their  pulpits  and  their  pastoral  duties 
toward  direction  of  the  social  order  to 
the  near  exclusion  of  the  salvational 
order  as  abounds  in  our  time. 

In  that  same  22nd  chapter  of  Ezek- 
iel, the  Prophet  speaks  of  Israel's  re- 
ligious leaders  in  these  words:  "Her 
priests  have  done  violence  to  my  law 
and  have  profaned  my  holy  things; 
they  have  made  no  distinction  between 
the  holy  and  the  common,  neither  have 
they  taught  the  difference  between 
the  unclean  and  the  clean,  and  they 
have  disregarded  my  Sabbaths,  so  that 
I  am  profaned  among  them." 

Israel's  religious  leaders  of  that 
earlier  time  would  be  appalled  to  ob- 


spiritual  forces,  we  must  first  under- 
stand the  nature  of  the  problem  and 
why  things  are  the  way  they  are. 

There  are  three  major  forces  that 
have  brought  about  the  chaos,  frustra- 
tion, and  anti-Christian  era  in  which 
we  live.  They  touch  both  the  philo- 
sophical and  religious  bases,  were  first 
voiced  by  few  in  number  whose  in- 
tensity deceived  millions,  and  have 
been  permitted  to  flourish  by  both  the 
unwary  and  the  fearful. 

First,  we  live  in  this  age  of  uncer- 
tainty because  we  have  either  accepted 
or  endured  a  doctrine  of  universal  con- 
formity. 

The  forces  that  reduce  the  power 
of  an  influence  of  God  and  Christ  in 
the  lives  of  our  people  are  seeking  to 
become  levelers  of  men.  It  is  their 
conviction  that  only  through  lowering 
mankind  to  a  dependency  upon  the 
ideas,  ideals  and  material  judgments  of 
superior  people  can  we  live  together 
in  harmony  and  peace. 

Evidence  is  rampant  that  this  kind 


making  things  different  is  as  illogical 
and  as  unreasonable  as  it  is  unspiritual. 

No  intelligent  person  argues  against 
the  necessity  of  using  question  marks 
after  many  of  our  inherited  ideas  and 
practices  of  the  past.  But  when  the 
question  mark  is  turned  into  a  totem 
pole  or  a  marble  altar  on  which  the 
people  are  supposed  to  lay  their  sacri- 
ficial offerings,  such  people  have  es- 
caped the  general  limits  of  common 
sense  and  sound  judgment  and  have 
launched  off  into  material  idolatry  and 
a  rushing  toward  a  degree  of  spiritual 
insanity. 

If  human  reason  has  so  totally  lost 
its  respectability  and  no  one  is  allowed 
to  go  from  a  major  and  minor  premise 
to  some  sort  of  orderly  conclusion, 
then  the  welfare  of  our  people  is  en- 
trusted to  the  care  of  strange  and  weird 
people. 

Great  changes  had  to  take  place 
during  these  recent  years,  and  even 
greater  changes  will  have  to  take  place 
in  the  future.    But  no  safe  and  proper 
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change  seen  in  recent  times— and  cer- 
tainly none  of  the  irrational  changes 
that  outnumber  the  sane  ones— can 
justify  the  wholesale  abandonment  of 
the  safe  and  sure  principles  of  God  and 
this  country  which  have  brought  us 
safely  this  far.  In  the  face  of  great 
changes  we  Christians  have  to  remem- 
ber that  we  have  a  firm  point  of  view 
and  that  we  operate  from  certain  un- 
changing foundations. 

We  believe  in  a  God  who  does  not 
change— in  human  nature  which  does 
not  change  except  for  its  accommo- 
dation with  and  acceptance  of  God-in 
standards  of  right  and  wrong  that  do 
not  change— in  death  and  judgment 
which  are  inescapable— and  we  believe 
in  a  truth  that  is  absolute,  not  relative, 
which  is  forever  settled  in  heaven  and 
can  never  pass  away. 

The  Christian  today,  even  in  the 
midst  of  the  erratic  and  erotic  com- 
mitments of  irreligious  leaders,  does 
not  follow  the  failing  steps  of  the 
priests  of  Israel.  Christians  make  a 
clear  distinction  between  the  holy  and 
the  common.  They  teach  the  differ- 
ence between  the  clean  and  the  un- 
clean. They  observe  and  keep  the  Sab- 
bath and  they  do  not  profane  either 
the  name,  the  spirit,  nor  the  power  of 
God. 

The  third  cause  of  our  uncertainties 
in  this  time  is  the  doctrine  of  universal 
criticism. 

Today  man  is  taught  not  to  accept 
anything  until  he  has  first  put  it  under 
strong  and  critical  examination.  Trust 
nobody,  believe  nobody,  have  faith  in 
nothing,  and  accept  no  truth  until  it 
has  been  proved  to  you  with  mathe- 
matical exactness  and  material  demon- 
stration. This  is  the  agony  of  the  hour 
when  the  doctrine  of  criticism  has 
taken  over  our  people. 

You  cannot  pick  up  a  paper,  maga- 
zine, or  a  book  that  is  not  in  and  of  it- 
self critical  of  something  or  somebody, 
even  including  among  its  victims  Al- 
mighty God  himself.  In  truth,  the 
criticisms  of  God  rank  well  above  al- 
most all  other  criticisms  of  the  hour. 
More  people,  in  more  ways  and  on 
more  occasions,  cast  doubt,  hurl  darts 
and  throw  charges  against  God  such  as 
this  country  has  never  seen  in  all  of  its 
history. 

To  accept  the  doctrine  of  universal 
criticism  leaves  us  with  almost  nothing 
that  is  sacred,  almost  nothing  that  is 
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absolute,  and  nothing  that  is  eternal. 
So  real  has  our  acceptance  of  the  doc- 
trine of  criticism  become  that  even  the 
word  "indoctrination"  has  been  turned 
into  an  evil  word  that  must  be  shunned 
like  "discipline,"  "disciple,"  or  "patri- 
otism." 

These  three  doctrines— u  n  iversal 
conformity,  universal  change,  and  uni- 
versal  criticism— have  left  our  nation 
without  moorings  or  anchors.    We  are 
being  tossed  about  in  the  sea  of  doubt 
and  uncertainty  that  is  about  to  sink 
the  ship  of  God  before  our  very  eyes. 
The  world  today  is  looking  for: 
Men  who  are  not  for  sale; 
Men  who  are  honest,  sound  from 
center  to  circumference,  true 
to  the  heart's  core; 
Men  with  consciences  as  steady 

as  the  needle  to  the  pole; 
Men  who  will  stand  for  the  right 
if  the  heavens  totter  and  the 
earth  reels; 
Men  who  can  tell  the  truth  and 
look   the  world  right  in  the 
eye; 
Men  who  neither  brag  nor  run; 
Men  who  neither  flag  nor  flinch; 


Men  who  can  have  courage  with- 
out shouting  it; 
Men   in   whom   the   courage   of 
everlasting  life  runs  still,  deep, 
and  strong; 
Men    who   know  tlieir   message 

and  tell  it; 
Men  who  know  their  place  and 

fill  it; 
Men   who   know   their  business 

and  attend  to  it; 
Men  who  will  not  lie,  shirk  or 

dodge; 
Men   who   are   not  too  lazy  to 
work,   not   too  proud  to  be 
poor; 
Men  who  are  willing  to  eat  what 
they   have   earned   and   wear 
what  they  have  paid  for; 
Men  who  are  not  ashamed  to  say 
"No"  with  emphasis  and  who 
are   not   ashamed   to   say   "I 
can't  afford  it." 
God  is  looking  for  men.    He  wants 
those  who  can  unite  together  around 
a  common  faith-who  can  join  hands 
in  a  common  task-and  who  have  come 
to  the  kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this. 
God  give  us  men!  ▼ 
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I  he  report  of  the  national  statis- 
tician given  at  the  recent  meeting  of 
The  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  provides  interesting  material 
for  reflection.  It  deserves  careful  anal- 
ysis. It  could  very  well  be  that  a  care- 
ful analysis  would  provide  a  sad  com- 
mentary upon  the  genuineness  and 
strength  of  our  testimony.  What  we 
have  actually  done  and  the  measure  of 
progress  we  have  experienced  as  re- 
corded in  the  statistician's  report  may 
be  a  better  system  of  computing  the 
value  of  our  theological  conservatism 
than  the  testimony  of  our  lips.  It  cer- 
tainly would  be  well  for  all  of  us  to 
evaluate  the  meaning  of  these  statistics 
in  relation  to  ourselves  and  our  own 
church. 

But  there  is  one  detail  which  I  feel 
compelled  to  deal  with.  This  is  be- 
cause it  comes  so  close  to  the  business 
in  which  I  have  been  engaged  all  of  my 
life.  And  that  is  the  preparation  of 
men  for  the  ministry.  I  am  concerned 
for  the  way  churches  pay  their  pastors. 
Is  it  possible  that  the  shortage  of  men 
for  the  ministry  may  be  in  a  large  part 
due  to  the  fact  that  men  are  lost  to  the 
ministry,  because  they  cannot  afford 
longer  to  continue  in  the  ministry  if 
they  hope  to  pay  their  obligations  and 
care  for  their  family?  We  are  doing 
our  best  at  the  Seminary  to  prepare 
men  for  the  ministry.  And  we  are  pre- 
paring more  than  ever  before  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  But  after  they 
are  prepared  we  are  losing  them  at  the 
other  end  because  they  cannot  make 
the  grade  in  an  accelerating  financial 
economy.    I  am  concerned!    Are  you? 

The  statistics  reveal  that  the  average 
salary  for  pastors  was  approximately 
$5,000  covering  all  benefits.  Of  course 
there  are  variations  in  salary  from  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars  to  ten  thousand 
or  more.  This  only  makes  the  situation 
more  acute  for  those  in  the  lower 
brackets.  When  this  is  measured  in  re- 
lation to  the  average  salary  of  wage 
earners  across  the  United  States,  it  be- 
comes quite  appalling.  That  average  is 
now  more  than  $7500  per  year.    Is  it 
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possible  that  pastors  can  live  on  less 
than  is  being  paid  to  the  average  wage 
earner?  If  you  were  faced  with  this 
problem,  how  would  you  solve  it  in 
the  light  of  the  economic  frame  of  ref- 
erence in  which  you  must  live? 

There  is  a  price  tag  on  the  ministry. 
This  is  true  in  the  very  nature  of  the 
case,  not  because  pastors  create  it. 
We  are  living  in  the  greatest  inflation- 
ary period  in  the  history  of  our  coun- 
try. Whether  pastors  like  it  or  not, 
they  must  pay  the  rent,  buy  the  food, 
purchase  the  clothing,  pay  for  the  utili- 
ties at  the  prices  being  charged.  In 
most  cases  demands  are  placed  upon 
them  because  of  the  very  nature  of 
their  work  that  call  for  an  even  greater 
outlay  of  expense  than  the  average  lay- 
man. These  he  cannot  escape  for  the 
reason  that  he  lives  in  this  society. 
Where  the  salaries  of  liis  people  are 
up  to  the  average,  this  in  itself  creates 
the  context  in  which  he  must  live.  Un- 
less he  can  live  in  that  context  on  the 
salary  he  receives  from  the  people  of 
God,  then  he  must  turn  elsewhere  in 
order  to  discharge  his  financial,  moral, 
and  personal  obligations  in  society. 
Pastors  who  fail  at  this  are  under  severe 
criticism  from  the  members  of  their 
congregation. 

Writing  to  Timothy  the  apostle  Paul 
laid  down  a  rule  of  measure  for  the 
congregation  in  paying  its  ministry. 
"Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be  count- 
ed worthy  of  double  honor,  especially 
they  who  labor  in  the  word  and  doc- 


trine. For  the  scripture  saith,  Thou 
shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  that  treadeth 
out  the  corn.  And,  The  laborer  is 
worthy  of  his  reward"  (I  Tim.  5:17- 
18).  Instead  of  double  honor  in  the 
Brethren  Church  we  are  counting  our 
pastors  as  worthy  of  scarcely  half 
honor.  Could  this  evaluation  of  the 
ministry  be  one  of  the  primary  factors 
why  we  are  losing  pastors  from  the 
ministry  and  the  church  is  not  growing 
as  it  should?  Is  it  possible  that  pastors 
who  spend  seven  of  the  years  and  more 
of  their  lives  in  education  above  high 
school  for  the  ministry  are  worth  less 
than  others  who  spend  no  years  in 
higher  education,  or  in  the  area  of 
public  school  teaching  only  four  years 
above  high  school?  What  is  our  answer 
to  these  questions? 

Without  in  any  sense  desiring  to 
boast,  but  certainly  to  make  a  clear 
observation  of  the  facts  in  the  case, 
there  is  no  denomination  that  is  more 
greatly  blessed  with  able  and  amply- 
prepared  ministers  of  the  word  of  God. 
We  do  not  have  liberal  or  apostate  men 
standing  in  the  pulpit.  However,  the 
men  who  do  stand  in  the  pulpit  do  not 
need  to  take  second  place  to  any,  so 
far  as  their  preparation  for  an  able, 
expository  ministry  of  the  Bible.  This 
being  true,  there  is  reason  for  Brethren 
people  to  place  a  new  value  upon  these 
men  who  are  the  gifts  of  God  to  the 
church,  and  to  demonstrate  that  evalu- 
ation by  caring  financially  for  their 
pastors  in  accordance  with  the  word 
of  God  and  commensurate  with  the 
salaries  of  laymen.  Try  it.  You  will 
be  surprised  how  good  it  makes  you 
feel,  and  you  will  be  surprised  how 
much  more  devoted  your  pastor  will 
be.  This  is  one  way  to  help  meet  the 
need  for  more  pastors  and  to  stimulate 
growth  in  the  church.  What  is  even 
more  important  in  days  like  these, 
the  crying  need  of  the  hour  is  men  of 
God  who  know  and  preach  the  word 
of  God  in  order  to  stem  the  tide  of 
moral  and  spiritual  declension.  Think 
on  that  in  relation  to  our  responsibility 
to  keep  men  in  the  ministry.  ▼ 
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I'm  talcing  it  for  granted  that  the 
United  States,  in  fact  the  whole  world, 
is  in  prophecy.  But  is  our  nation  spe- 
cifically singled  out  in  prophetic  Scrip- 
tures for  some  special  function  or 
place? 

Let's  review  what  the  Bible  prophe- 
sies about  the  nations  of  the  world. 
First,  the  Bible  has  a  lot  to  say  about 
the  prophetic  place  of  the  nation  of 
Israel,  for  God's  program  for  the  future 
centers  around  that  people  which  He 
has  chosen  to  be  His  own.  In  His 
grace  and  sovereign  election  Israel  oc- 
cupies a  very  prominent  place  in  the 
prophetic  scheme. 

Then,  there  is  a  succession  of  world 
powers.  Daniel's  prophecy  of  Gentile 
world  dominion  beginning  with  Nebu- 
chadnezzar is  outlined  under  four  great 
empires:  Babylon,  Medo-Persia,  Greece 
and  Rome,  followed  by  the  Kingdom 
of  God  on  earth  which  shall  not  be  de- 
stroyed. Four  of  these  empires  have 
passed,  and  the  fifth  has  not  yet  come, 
so  we  talk  about  a  revived  Roman  em- 
pire. 

What  is  the  reason  back  of  this  idea 
that  the  Roman  empire  will  be  revived? 
To  put  it  simply,  Rome  is  to  be  the 
one  in  control  at  the  time  when  the 
Messiah  first  appears.  Daniel  pictures 
this  same  empire  in  control  when  the 
Messiah  comes  to  set  up  His  kingdom. 
Since  Rome  has  historically  passed  off 
the  scene,  we  must  assume  therefore 
that  this  kingdom  will  again  appear  on 
the  scene  in  the  end  times.  The  form 
of  this  Roman  empire  in  the  end  times 
is  represented  by  a  beast  with  ten 
horns.  According  to  the  book  of 
Revelation  there  are  to  be  ten  kings, 
so  it  would  appear  that  the  Roman  em- 
pire in  its  last  days  will  manifest  itself 
in  the  form  of  a  ten-kingdom  confed- 
eracy. 

This  final  appearance  of  human  gov- 
ernment is  described  as  iron  mingled 
with  clay,  probably  referring  to  the 
strength  of  iron,  indicative  of  the 
strength  and  power  that  was  charac- 
teristic of  the  Roman  empire.  "Min- 
gled with  clay,"  would  indicate  the 
weakness  of  democracy  and  perhaps 
communism  mingled  with  it  so  that  it 
is  partly  strong  and  partly  brittle. 

There  is  also  a  special  picture  of 
the  rise  of  Antichrist,  one  with  great 
power  who  arises  and  quickly  destroys 
some  of  the  ten  kings,  takes  over  the 
Roman  empire  and  becomes  its  head. 
Now    this    is    the   picture   which   the 
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Bible  gives  of  the  succession  of  world 
empires.  Significantly,  the  United 
States  is  not  there. 

Other  nations  also  figure  in  the  pro- 
phetic Scriptures.  For  example,  in  the 
book  of  Ezekiel,  chapters  38  and  39, 
we  have  a  prophecy  of  an  invasion  that 
will  come  to  the  land  of  Palestine  from 
the  north.  It  is  associated  with  such 
names  as  Gog,  Magog,  Meschech  and 
Tubal,  Persia,  Ethiopia  and  Lydia. 
Now  it  has  been  rather  assumed  with- 
out much  actual  proof  that  this  refers 
to  Russia.  Some  rather  superficially 
convincing  arguments  favor  that.  For 
instance,  Meschech  sounds  a  little  like 
Moscow  and  Tubal  sounds  a  little  like 
Tobolsk,  another  one  of  the  Russian 
cities.  However,  if  you  consider  these 
and  some  other  names  in  the  context, 
it  becomes  clear  that  the  identification 
is  by  no  means  certain.  These  are  the 
names  of  peoples  that  were  known. 
Primarily,  they  did  not  occupy  that 
region  we  call  Russia,  but  that  land  to 
the  south  of  Russia,  north  of  Palestine, 
including  Turkey  and  the  regions  east 
of  Turkey.  I  am  not  at  all  implying 
that  this  does  not  refer  to  Russia,  1  am 
simply  saying  that  we  cannot  prove 
from  the  words  that  it  is  Russia.  This 
is,  however,  a  mighty  power  that  comes 
down  from  the  north  to  invade  Pales- 
tine  in   the   end   times. 

In  the  book  of  Daniel  we  also  have 
a  conflict  described  between  the  king 
of  the  north,  Syria;  and  Egypt,  the 
king  of  the  south;  both  elements  in  the 
Roman  empire.  It  is  in  the  midst  of 
the  chaos  and  political  confusion  that 
arises  in  that  area  which  was  once  the 
Roman  empire  that  Antichrist  comes 
into  power. 

Daniel  also  tells  of  tidings  out  of 
the  East,  while  in  the  book  of  Revela- 
tion (16:2)  it  speaks  of  the  river  Eu- 
phrates being  dried  up  to  prepare  the 
way  for  the  kings  of  the  East.  It  has 
been  surmised  with  some  reason  that 
this  may  refer  to  China  or  Japan.  This 
would  seem  logical  in  our  framework 
of  things. 

While  no  mention  is  made  of  the 
United  States,  some  attempts  have 
been  made  to  identify  it  in  prophecy. 
The  most  direct  of  these  is  found  in 
Isaiah  18:1-3  where  we  read,  "woe  to 
the  land  shadowing  with  wings."  Some 


say  this  refers  to  the  American  eagle 
with  its  wings  outspread.  Other  coun- 
tries have  the  eagle  as  a  symbol,  but 
not  with  its  wings  outspread.  So, 
"shadowing  with  wings,"  is  said  to  re- 
fer to  the  American  eagle.  Or  maybe, 
as  some  suggested,  it  refers  to  the  air- 
plane since  the  United  States  was  the 
country  which  invented  the  airplane. 

The  next  phrase,  "which  is  beyond 
the  rivers  of  Ethiopia,"  is  also  used  to 
support  this  view.  However,  upon 
looking  at  a  map  of  Africa  for  Ethiopia 
and  a  little  beyond,  from  the  stand- 
point of  Palestine,  one  will  probably 
come  up  with  the  Sudan  or  the  region 
south  of  Egypt.  But  one  of  the  defend- 
ers of  this  position  says  that  the  words, 
"beyond  the  rivers  of  Ethiopia"  in  the 
original  Hebrew  always  means  "west 
of."  Now  it's  rather  strange  that  in 
many  of  the  places  where  the  word 
occurs,  it  refers  to  the  "east." 

The  expression  in  Isaiah  18:2, 
"sendeth  ambassadors  by  the  sea,"  is 
sometimes  misquoted  "seven  seas,"  as 
if  to  include  all  the  oceans,  so  that  the 
United  States  is  the  great  ambassador- 
sending  nation.  In  fact,  one  of  the  sup- 
porters of  this  particular  view  felt  that 
the  ambassadors  involved  were  the 
American  soldiers  of  World  War  I  who 
were  sent  across  the  seas  in  order  to 
act  as  ambassadors  to  Kaiser  Wilhelm. 

Some  supposed  Hebrew  scholars  say 
that  the  word  "bulrushes"  in  this  pas- 
sage means  "water-drinking";  there- 
fore, these  are  "water-drinking"  vessels 
and  that  can't  mean  anything  but 
steamboats.  So  in  their  minds,  this  is 
a  prophecy  of  steamboats,  referring  to 
the  great  ocean  liners  that  drink  up  the 
water  and  make  it  into  steam.  Rather 
strangely,  they  forgot  to  notice  that 
this  is  the  same  word  that  is  used  of 
the  ark  in  which  Moses'  mother  put 
her  little  boy  when  she  put  him  in  the 
river. 

These  messengers  are  to  go  to  "a 
nation  scattered  and  peeled,"  which  in 
the  margin  reads,  "outspread  and  pol- 
ished." Some  translate  this  "straight 
and  smooth,"  but  I  am  at  a  loss  to 
know  why  this  should  refer  to  the 
American  people  any  more  than  others. 
So  this  is  an  example  of  the  way  they 
try  to  find  the  United  States  in  this 
passage. 

Further,  it  speaks  of  "a  nation 
meted  out  and  trodden  down."  Sup- 
porters of  this  view  say  that  the  United 
States  is  a  nation  that  is  measured  out. 
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because  early  in  its  history  tliey  passed 
a  regulation  requiring  that  the  entire 
nation  be  surveyed  and  laid  off  in 
mile  square  sections.  I  suppose  then, 
that  "trodden  down"  would  refer  to 
the  condition  in  our  big  cities.  I  think 
that  the  very  reading  of  the  argument 
for  such  identification  is  sufficient  to 
point  out  its  utter  foolishness. 

The  most  round-about  method  of 
finding  the  United  States  in  prophecy 
is  based  upon  a  series  of  Scripture. 
Reference  is  made  to  Isaiah  60:9  which 
speaks  of  the  "ships  of  Tarshish,"  sug- 
gesting some  great  naval  power.  By 
their  interpretation,  Tarshish  is  none 
other  than  England,  that  great  naval 
power  which  helped  the  Jews  return 
to  Palestine  during  the  mandate  period 
when  England  had  control  over  that 
land.  In  Isaiah  23:6,  7,  we  are  told 
that  Tarshish  inhabits  an  island.  They 
say  this  means  Great  Britain,  that  great 
world  power  which  inhabits  an  island 
in  our  day. 

For  another  step  in  the  series  look 
at  Ezekiel  38:13,  which  speaks  of  "the 
merchants  of  Tarshish,  with  all  the 
young  lions  thereof."  Obviously,  Tar- 
shish is  the  old  lion,  England.  For 
England  has  been  characterized  by  a 
figure  of  a  lion  just  as  the  United 
States  is  by  the  eagle  and  Russia  by 
the  bear.  Since  the  lion  represents 
England,  the  young  lions,  therefore, 
would  be  the  English  colonies  and  the 
United  States  is  an  English  colony,  so 
it's  one  of  the  young  lions.  Now  in 
answer  to  this  particular  attempt  to 
identify  the  United  States  in  prophecy, 
Tarshish  is  associated  in  many  Bible 
prophecies  with  the  city  of  Tyre  and 
was  evidently  a  part  of  the  vast  Phoe- 
nician commercial  system  of  the  Medi- 
terranean, not  a  reference  to  England. 
And  none  today  would  think  of  Eng- 
land as  a  major  naval  power;  certainly 
they  would  not  call  the  United  States 
an  English  colony. 

Probably  the  wildest  view  is  that 
which  attempts  to  identify  the  United 
States  with  the  Israelites.  Basically, 
this  is  the  view  that  the  ten  northern 
tribes  of  Israel  were  lost  sight  of  after 
the  captivity,  were  carried  away  into 
Assyria  and  never  came  back.  Even- 
tually, they  migrated  into  England  and 
became  the  ancestors  of  the  English- 
speaking  peoples.  England  then,  is 
Ephriam  and  the  United  States  is  Ma- 
nasseh  and  that  settles  it.  All  state- 
ments then,  about  Manasseh,  are  ac- 


tually talking  about  the  United  States. 
The  English  monarchy  is  the  throne 
and  house  of  David.  Now  the  Jews, 
that's  Judah,  the  two  southern  king- 
doms or  tribes,  proved  unworthy.  God 
rejected  them,  set  them  aside,  and 
God's  purposes  for  Israel  are  now  be- 
ing carried  out  by  the  ten  northern 
tribes,  that  is  Ephriam  and  Manasseh, 
which  according  to  this  view  is  Eng- 
land and  the  United  States.  So  when 
Jesus  Christ  comes  back  to  earth,  He 
will  come  to  England  and  the  United 
States. 

The  answers  to  this  view  are  mani- 
fold. For  one  thing,  there  is  not  a 
shred  of  historical  evidence  for  such 
a  migration  or  of  such  an  identification 
either  historical  or  ethnic,  despite  the 
fact  they  might  come  up  with  some 
fanciful  and  non-sensical  arguments  to 
try  and  prove  it. 

The  second  and  main  answer  is  that 
the  ten  tribes  were  never  lost.  Wlien 
they  were  carried  into  captivity  into 
Assyria,  many  of  them  who  were  left 
behind  went  on  to  join  Judah.  The 
Bible  tells  us  so.  Those  who  were 
carried  into  Assyria  (Assyria  was  later 
swallowed  up  by  Babylon)  simply  be- 
came a  part  of  the  Babylonian  captivi- 
ty which  came  along  a  little  bit  later. 
When  the  people  came  back  from  the 
Babylonian  captivity  we  are  specifical- 
ly told  that  there  were  some  from  all 
of  the  tribes  there  and  the  name,  Jews, 
came  to  be  a  general  tenn  for  the  en- 
tire group.  After  the  captivity  the  Jews 
included  people  from  all  the  twelve 
tribes. 

As  we  come  to  the  New  Testament, 
again  and  again  these  two  terms,  Jews 
and  Israel  are  equated.  Jesus  told  His 
disciples  to  go  to  "the  lost  sheep  of 
the  house  of  Israel."  We  read  that  the 
"Jews"  were  gathered  together  on 
Pentecost  and  Peter  got  up  and 
preached  to  the  "men  of  Israel."  Again 
and  again  these  terms  were  used  inter- 
changeably. Also  there  is  no  evidence 
that  Judah's  riglits  to  the  throne  were 
ever  surrendered  or  transferred  to 
Israel.  Yet  this  is  part  of  the  British- 
Israel  view.  There  are  many  other  fan- 
ciful identifications  that  we  will  not 
deal  with.  We  can  simply  conclude 
that  insofar  as  anyone  is  able  to  de- 
tect, the  United  States  does  not  appear 
in  prophecy.  Except  of  course,  as  a 
part  of  the  rest  of  the  world  that  will 
go  through  the  events  of  the  end  times. 

We  now  come  to  the  most  impor- 


tant question  of  all.  How  do  we  ac- 
count for  the  fact  that  a  nation  with 
the  significance  and  importance  of  the 
United  States  should  be  omitted  from 
the  prophetic  picture?  The  usual  an- 
swer has  been  that  the  United  States 
is  far  from  the  scene  of  the  events  of 
the  end  times  which  centers  around 
Palestine  and  the  Mediterranean.  We 
are  halfway  around  the  world  from 
there,  so  there's  no  particular  reason  to 
mention  the  United  States.  There  was 
some  plausibility  back  of  that  argu- 
ment in  the  days  of  isolationism  when 
the  United  States  was  satisfied  to  stay 
in  its  own  part  of  the  world  and  let  the 
rest  of  the  world  alone.  But  certainly 
that  can't  be  said  today  because  the 
United  States  is  involved  very  directly 
in  that  area  of  the  world.  We  have  a 
navy  there,  a  fleet  in  the  Mediterranean 
and  evidence  of  this  fact  was  that  dur- 
ing the  six-day  war,  one  of  our  navy 
ships  was  bombed. 

Frankly,  when  Dr.  John  F.  Wal- 
voord,  president  of  Dallas  Theological 
Seminary,  spoke  here  at  our  Grace 
Bible  Conference  last  winter  he  men- 
tioned a  possibility  which  I  had  not 
thought  of.  But  I  have  thought  of  it 
a  great  deal  since  and  it  sobers  me.  His 
suggestion  for  the  reason  why  the 
United  States  is  not  mentioned  in 
prophecy  may  be,  "because  it  simply 
isn't  here  anymore  or  because  it  is  no 
longer  a  world  power."  That's  rather 
sobering.  It's  rather  shocking  to  think 
that  this  nation  which  we  hold  so  dear 
may  not  even  be  around  to  participate 
in  the  events  of  the  end  times  which 
we  believe  to  be  so  very  near  at  hand. 
But,  it's  possible,  even  probable,  that 
the  United  States  may  go  down  like 
the  great  powers  of  the  past  have  done. 
The  advanced  marks  of  moral  and 
spiritual  degeneracy  are  on  every  hand; 
the  same  as  those  which  marked  the 
days  before  the  Flood,  the  conditions 
of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  the  final  de- 
cline of  Egypt,  Greece  and  Rome. 

Can  America  be  saved?  Can  Ameri- 
ca escape  her  doom?  Perhaps  for  a 
time,  but  the  only  thing  that  would 
do  it  would  be  a  real  revival  of  genuine 
spiritual  Christianity.  And  so  far  as  I 
can  see,  there  is  not  a  glimmer  of  hope 
that  it  will  happen. 

Personally,  we  need  to  ask  our- 
selves the  question,  "Would  I  be  ready 
if  the  Lord  should  come  just  now?"  ▼

♦Jtretching  1 17  miles  along  the  east- 
ern sliore  of  the  Meditei'ranean  Sea  is 
the  small  country  of  Israel.  In  keeping 
witii  the  decision  of  the  United  Na- 
tions General  Assembly,  Israel  was  pro- 
claimed a  sovereign  state  in  May  of 
1948.  Since  that  time,  the  transforma- 
tion of  the  land  has  been  spectacular. 

Enthusiastic  Israel! 

Thinking  about  agriculture  in  the 
United  States,  one  can  feasibly  picture 
the  flat,  fertile  farmlands  of  Iowa,  In- 
diana and  Ohio.  My  first  impression 
of  Israel  reminded  me  of  agricultural 
California-30  years  ago.  Every  plant 
grown  in  California  can  be  grown  in 
Israel.  The  eucalyptus,  fig,  pepper  and 
citrus    trees    are    in    abundance. 

In  order  that  the  lowlands  (even 
though  often  rocky)  can  be  reserved 
for  tillage,  most  of  the  buOding  in 
Israel  is  done  on  the  mountains.  The 
cooperative  settlement  known  as  the 
kibbutz,  is  the  enthusiastic  pride  of 
Israel.  This  farming  community  is  also 
involved  in  industry  wherein  the  fami- 
lies live  and  work  on  the  village  estate. 
All  work  is  on  an  equal  status.  Doctor 
and  tractorist,  cowhand  and  manager, 
teacher  and  cook-all  enjoy  the  same 


standards  of  living.  They  eat  similar 
food,  dwell  in  similar  apartments,  and 
have  an  equal  voice  in  running  the 
kibbutz.  The  spirit  that  governs  these 
communities  is  one  of  brotherhood. 
Some  80,000  live  in  kibbutzim,  and 
there  are  228  different  kibbutzim  in 
Israel.    Israel  is  an  enthusiastic  nation. 

To  view  Mount  Carmel  where  Elijah 
confounded  the  priests  of  Baal;  Mount 
Gilboa  where  Saul  and  Jonathan  met 
their  deaths;  Mount  Tabor,  where  De- 
borah and  Barak  routed  Sisera  and 
which  is  the  traditional  site  of  the 
Transfiguration— such  experiences 
make  the  Bible  live. 

Of  Israel's  two-and-a-half  million  en- 
thusiastic inhabitants,  less  than  50,000 
profess  Christianity,  and  fewer  still 
give  indication  of  the  regenerative 
power  of  God  in  their  lives  througli 
faith  in  Christ.  The  common  greeting 
in  Israel  is  shalom  meaning  peace,  yet 
Israel  is  the  land  where  the  Prince  of 
Peace  does  not  rule  in  the  hearts  of 
the  people. 

Exotic  Turkey! 

From  Tel  Aviv  our  plane  took  us  to 
the  Isle  of  Cyprus,  Istanbul  (formerly 
Constantinople),  and  to  Izmir  (former- 
ly Smyrna).  Turkey  has  been  the 
cradle  of  several  civilizations,  the  melt- 
ing pot  of  history,  and  the  bridge  be- 
tween Europe  and  Asia.    In  Turkey, 


we  toured  the  sites  of  the  seven 
churches  named  in  Revelation  2  and 
3— Ephesus,  Smyrna,  Pergamos,  Thya- 
tira,  Sardis,  Philadelphia,  and  Laodicea. 
The  breathtaking  colors  of  the  land; 
the  natural  beaches,  the  bazaar  of 
4,000  shops  under  one  roof;  the  camel 
fights-all  these  are  exotic.  Yet  the 
preaching  once  heralded  by  the  seven 
churches  of  Asia  has  long  been  silenced. 

Enchanting  Greece! 

From  Izmir,  Turkey  we  flew  to 
Athens,  Greece.  The  vision  of  Athens 
has  enchanted  the  heart  of  man  from 
ancient  times.  Unique  in  the  history 
of  mankind,  Athens  has  remained  a 
symbol  of  intellect,  art,  and  beauty 
through  the  centuries. 

By  bus  we  rode  to  ancient  Corinth. 
Here  we  viewed  the  vestiges  of  a  world 
confined  within  itself.  From  early 
times,  Corinth  was  a  great  commerical 
center  known  for  its  wealth,  attributed 
by  abundant  water,  fertile  soil  and 
waterways  connecting  to  the  sea  near- 
by. Although  Corinth  was  once  a  great 
city  in  Greece,  she  became  involved  in 
the  Achean  League,  and  as  a  great 
political  city,  she  clashed  with  Rome. 
When  the  conflict  had  ended,  Corinth 
disappeared.  About  52  AD  the  Apostle 
Paul  came  to  preach  in  the  revived 
City  of  Corinth,  but  it  was  known  as 
the  most  frivolous  and  corrupt  com- 
munity of  the  pagan  world.  The  Holy 
Spirit  established  the  church  at  Corinth 
so  that  the  church  might  take  the  City 
of  Corinth,  but  instead,  the  City  of 
Corinth  took  the  church. 

Not  only  were  we  privileged  to  visit 
Corinth,  but  also  the  cities  of  Thes- 
salonica  (present-day  Salonika),  Nea- 
polis  (present-day  Kavalla),  Colosse 
and  Philippi.  Wliile  in  Greece,  we  were 
only  a  few  miles  from  Bulgaria,  Yugo- 
slavia, and  Czechoslovakia.  Our  stay 
in  Kavalla  was  during  the  Russian  in- 
vasion of  Czechoslovakia,  and  the 
NATO  forces  were  on  maneuvers. 

The  Word  of  God  takes  on  new  un- 
derstanding in  our  minds  and  hearts  as 
we  read.  However,  every  place  we 
visited  made  us  realize  what  can  hap- 
pen—for although  in  these  places  the 
early  Christian  churches  flourished,  to- 
day the  Christian  influence  has  dis- 
appeared. From  all  we  could  learn, 
these  cities  with  their  culture,  intellect 
and  licentiousness,  took  the  churches, 
instead  of  the  churches  taking  the 
cities  for  Christ.  T

^^ctober  18,  1966,  will  probably  not 
ring  any  bells  in  your  mind  as  a  great 
day  in  history.  But  for  me  it  was  the 
greatest  day  of  my  life.  It  was  the  day 
that  I  opened  my  heart  to  Jesus  Christ. 

I  was  raised  in  a  very  strong  Rornan 
Catholic  background.  I  spent  twelve 
years  in  Catholic  schools  and  nineteen 
years  in  a  Catholic  home,  the  oldest 
child  in  a  family  of  thirteen.  I  remem- 
ber growing  up  with  a  feeling  of  terri- 
ble distaste  for  family  life,  and  a  gener- 
al rebellion  built  up  within  me.  I  had 
to  share  my  possessions  with  others  in 
the  family  as  we  grew  in  numbers.  All 
my  troubles  were  their  fault  and  I  was 
going  to  escape  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  March  1964,  my  dreams  came 
true  when  my  father  showed  me  the 
door.    I  was  almost  nineteen  years  old 


at  the  time,  and  I  did  not  live  with  my 
family  again  until  I  was  twenty-two.  I 
went  to  live  with  some  of  my  friends 
after  leaving  home  and  drifted  from 
one  home  to  the  next  for  several 
months.  In  the  summer  of  1964  I 
went  to  Ontario,  Canada,  but  after 
having  no  success  at  finding  a  job,  I 
went  back  to  Indianapolis,  my  home 
town.  I  lived  with  my  grandparents 
until  I  started  working  at  the  Ford 
Motor  Company  plant  in  late  August 
1964.  I  worked  there  for  nine  months 
until  I  left  Indianapolis  once  again,  this 
time  for  St.  Petersburg,  Florida. 

St.  Petersburg,  I  found,  was  a  ter- 
rible place  for  me  to  find  work,  espe- 
cially since  my  work  record  proved 
that  I  was  a  drifter.  Almost  broke,  I 
went  west  to  find  work.  My  car  broke 
down  SLXteen  miles  east  of  New  Or- 
leans. 

There  had  been  more  than  two 
years  elapsed  since  I  had  graduated 
from  high  school.  I  seldom  went  to 
Mass  and  never  went  to  confession,  or 
communion.  It  had  become  meaning- 
less to  me  in  the  first  place.  1  had 
more  recently  become  interested  in  as- 
trology, and  spiritism  fascinated  me 
tremendously.  I  was  searching  for 
truth,  but  I  was  just  looking  in  the 
wrong  place.  I  don't  remember  ever 
having  read  John  14:6  up  to  this  par- 
ticular time. 

I  stayed  in  New  Orleans  and  sold 
my  car.  I  found  a  room  in  a  flop- 
house on  Girod  Street  and  got  a  job 
as  a  waiter  on  Bourbon  Street,  in  the 
heart  of  New  Orlean's  French  Quarter. 

Sin  is  easy  to  find  anywhere  in  the 
world  because  the  heart  of  man  is  "de- 
ceitful above  all  things  and  desperately 
wicked."  But  in  the  French  Quarter 
it  seemed  that  I  could  almost  feel  the 
presence  of  Satan,  and  I  wasn't  even  a 
Christian!  Yet,  there  is  pleasure  in  sin 
for  a  season,  and  I  was  making  the  best 
of  it.  My  search  for  truth  had  been 
temporarily  postponed  in  favor  of  a 
search  for  pleasure. 

Almost  everything  I  ever  did  before 
1  received  Christ  as  Saviour  was  done 
on  the  "spur-of-the-moment."  With 
this  flighty  attitude,  I  left  New  Orleans 
for  Wichita,  Kansas,  but  did  not  stay 
for  long.  Uncle  Sam  was  calling  and 
on  September  2,  1965,  I  was  inducted 
into  the  army. 

Eight  months  after  my  entrance  in- 
to the  army,  I  found  myself  in  Air- 
borne School  at  Fort  Benning,  Georgia. 
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I  had  decided  to  go  on  to  Officer  Can- 
didate School  and  get  a  commission 
as  an  army  officer.  But  God  had  a 
different  plan  for  me.  In  late  May 
1966,  I  received  orders  for  Vietnam. 

It  was  sometime  between  my  first 
jump  from  an  airplane  and  my  arrival 
in  Vietnam  that  I  began  to  seriously 
wonder,  "What  would  happen  to  me  if 
I  died  right  now?"  I  didn't  believe 
that  hell  existed  as  a  literal  place,  but 
what  if  it  did?  What  then?  Never  be- 
fore had  death  frightened  me  as  it  did 
then. 

When  I  arrived  in  Vietnam  my  mind 
became  open  as  it  had  never  been  be- 
fore. I  didn't  expect  to  see  home 
again.  On  my  third  day  in  Vietnam, 
I  received  my  assignment.  A  head- 
quarters unit!  I  didn't  have  to  go  to  an 
airborne  unit  after  all!  I  could  still  see 
a  faint  glimmer  of  hope  for  my  sur- 
vival. 

The  same  day  I  received  my  unit 
assignment  I  met  a  few  of  the  guys 
who  would  be  my  buddies  for  the 
next  year.  "The  Greek"  had  been  a 
friend  of  mine  at  jump  school.  He 
suggested  that  Mike  and  I  go  out  to 
one  of  the  tents  with  him  and  play  a 
few  hands  of  rummy.  And  so  we  did. 
Then  there  was  Dave.  Dave  didn't 
want  to  play  rummy.  Dave  was  differ- 
ent indeed.  And  yet,  Dave  was  not 
really  a  bad  fellow.  He  was  big  and 
strong  looking,  like  a  fullback  for  the 
Chicago  Bears.  And,  as  I  found  out, 
he  was  a  college  graduate.  He  had  just 
graduated  the  year  before  from  Grace 
College  in  Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 

Four  months  passed  rather  quickly. 
But  pressure  began  to  mount.  Our  unit 
was  a  group  of  "sitting  ducks,"  as  they 
say.  What  a  drag!  Sitting  around 
drinking  beer  was  our  favorite  pastime. 
"Everybody's  doing  it,"  I  thought. 
Everyone  but  Dave.  He  was  one  of 
those  religious  fanatics.  Dave  never 
seemed  to  have  any  fun.  He  didn't 
drink,  smoke,  play  cards,  swear,  or  do 
anything  else  that  the  rest  of  us  did. 
He  just  never  had  any  fun.  But  there 
was  one  thing  that  Dave  did  have. 
Dave  had  joy.  He  was  almost  always 
smiling.  Fun  or  not,  Dave  Mitchell 
was  the  most  peaceful  man  in  our 
160-man  unit. 

In  early  October  1966,  I  was  called 
before  the  battery  commander.  He 
had  found  out  that  I  had  applied  to 
go  to  Officer  Candidate  School  seven 
months  earlier.    He  asked  me  if  I  still 


wanted  to  go.  I  said  that  I  would  con- 
sider it  and  inform  him  of  my  decision 
within  a  month. 

One  Sunday  afternoon  Dave  asked 
if  I  would  like  to  go  to  church  with 
him  that  evening.  I  hadn't  planned 
anything  else  so  1  went.  I  remember 
that  the  sermon  was  a  good  one  and 
God  really  spoke  to  me.  I  was  im- 
pressed. I  was  searching  again.  This 
time,  I  was  searching  in  the  right  place. 

The  next  day  I  thought  about  God 
and  my  need.  I  didn't  have  any  an- 
swers. I  was  at  the  mercy  of  God  if 
He  was  really  there.  And  the  very  fact 
that  I  didn't  know  for  sure  made  me 
feel  very  insecure.  What  if  I  died?  The 
thoughts  of  judgment  and  punishment 
for  sin  were  not  going  to  go  away  this 
time. 

I  approached  Dave  that  night  and 
asked  to  talk  with  him.  I  was  troubled 
and  Dave  knew  it.  He  told  me  that 
Jesus  was  the  only  One  who  could  take 
care  of  my  needs.  After  a  three-hour 
walk  up  and  down  a  little  dirt  road  in 
front  of  our  compound,  Dave  asked 
me,  "Wouldn't  you  like  to  receive 
Christ  as  your  own  Saviour?"  Dave 
didn't  know  it,  but  five  minutes  before 
I  had  asked  Jesus  to  save  me.  I  told 
him,  "I  just  did,  Dave,  about  five 
minutes  ago."  I  took  the  pack  of 
cigarettes  out  of  my  pocket  and  threw 
them  on  the  ground.  That  package  of 
cigarettes  weighed  about  five  million 
pounds.  I  knew  I  was  free  from  all 
my  sins. 

The  next  day  I  told  some  of  the 
guys  about  Jesus.  Somebody  said,  "I 
told  ya'  Eddie  would  be  the  first  to 
crack."  But  that  didn't  stop  me  from 
telling  them  every  day  about  Jesus.  I 
finally  knew  the  truth,  and  for  the  first 
time  in  my  life  I  knew  that  I  was  right. 
And  the  truth  had  set  me  free. 

A  short  time  later,  I  felt  the  Lord 
was  calling  me  into  full-time  service  for 
Him.  Today,  almost  two  years  later, 
that  same  calling  is  the  power  of  Christ 
in  my  life. 

I  was  called  before  the  battery  com- 
mander about  two  weeks  after  I  re- 
ceived Christ,  and  I  had  made  my  de- 
cision. Christ's  commission  meant 
more  to  me  than  any  commission  the 
army  could  give. 

When  I  arrived  home  from  Vietnam 
I  ran  into  great  opposition  from  my 
parents.  But  I  was  prepared.  I  had 
spent  a  great  amount  of  time  studying 
God's  Word  while  I  was  in  Vietnam

because  I  knew  that  this  opposition 
would  be  awaiting  my  return.  I  had 
to  "study  the  Word  to  show  myself 
approved."  As  much  as  I  wanted  to 
please  my  parents  I  remembered  that 
Jesus  said,  "He  that  loveth  father  or 
mother  more  than  me  is  not  worthy 
of  me.  ..."  I  had  already  made  that 
choice. 

In  August  1967,  Pastor  Jerry  Young 
of  the  Indianapolis  Grace  Brethren 
Church  came  to  see  me.  He  invited  me 
to  go  to  church  with  him.  In  Septem- 
ber I  was  baptized.  It  was  at  a  three- 
fold communion  service  the  next  week 
that  I  met  Peggy,  the  girl  who  is  now 
my  wife.  The  Lord  has  blessed  in  in- 
numerable ways  and  it  is  interesting  to 
compare  my  former  life  with  my  new 
life  in  Christ.  If  only  the  unsaved 
could  know!  ▼ 
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^Irace  Schools  officially  assumed

Four  of  the  new  directors  are  for- 
mer members  of  the  Winona  Lake 
Christian  Assembly  board.  They  are 
Paul  Johnson,  a  contractor  from  De- 
troit who  was  formerly  president  of 
the  assembly  corporation;  Roy  Le- 
Tourneau  of  the  LeTourneau  Indus- 
tries in  Longview,  Texas;  Waldo  Yeager, 
a  retired  businessman  from  Toledo, 
Ohio,  who  was  formerly  executive  di- 
rector of  the  conference;  and  Pat  Zon-

dervan,  president  of  the  Zondervan 
Publishing  House  of  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan. 

The  remaining  twelve  directors  were 
selected  from  the  administration  of 
Grace  Schools  and  from  the  existing 
board  of  trustees  of  the  schools. 

The  seven-man  executive  committee 
of  the  new  board  includes  Dr.  Herman 
A.  Hoyt,  president  of  Grace  College

lil  There  is  so  much  hate  in  the  world, 
)  uch  dissatisfaction,  an  emptiness  in  the 
31  ;s  of  multitudes,  a  lack  of  purpose  and 
r  tion,  so  much  of  sin,  suffering,  and 
>i>w.    A  verse  of  Scripture  that  provides 

i  ting  background  for  this  theme  is  the 


word  concerning  our  Lord  in  Matthew 
9:36  who,  when  He  saw  the  multitudes, 
"was  moved  with  compassion  on  them,  be- 
cause they  fainted,  and  were  scattered 
abroad,  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd."  It 
has  been  said  that  a  crowd  is  the  saddest 
sight  the  eye  can  look  upon— a  crowd  with 
people  in  sin,  in  sickness,  with  burdens, 
sorrows,  disappointments,  many  without 
God,  living  in  a  way  that  does  not  lead  to 
heaven.  With  a  heart  like  Christ  has,  it  is 
no  wonder  that  when  He  looked  upon  the 
crowd,  knowing  each  individual  and  his 
need.  He  had  compassion  upon  them.  He 
saw  them  as  sheep  needing  desperately  the 
care  of  a  shepherd. 

The  more  we  have  the  mind  and  like- 
ness of  Christ,  the  more  of  this  same  at- 
titude we  shall  possess  as  His  followers. 
"Let  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also 
in  Ciirist  Jesus"  surely  has  an  application 
broad  enough  to  cover  deep  compassion  for 
a  world  in  need.  In  the  face  of  millions 
adversely  affected  by  reason  of  bloody  war- 
fare, in  the  face  of  multiplied  millions  who 
suffer  from  malnutrition  as  far  as  the  physi- 
cal body  is  concerned,  (more  than  a  million 
will  die  in  Biafra  before  summer's  end),  in 
the  face  ot  a  nation  torn  by  bitter  racial 
strife,  in  the  face  of  a  rising  crime  wave  that 
is  sweeping  across  our  nation  as  well  as  oth- 
er nations,  and,  most  serious  of  all,  in  face 
of  an  emaciated  Gospel  that  is  being 
preached  across  the  world  in  the  forms  of 
liberalism,  neo-evangelicalism,  and  ecumen- 
icalism,  leaving  multitudes  without  a  solid 
foundation  for  their  faith,  surely  the  need 


of  the   affected  multitudes  demands  our 
compassion  and  vital  concern. 

Various  aspects  of  the  conference  theme 
will  be  considered  in  the  Bible  hour  during 
the  week.  And  may  it  be  true  that  in  all  of 
our  dehberations  it  may  be  evident  that  we 
do  have  a  concern  for  a  needy  world  which 
lies  in  the  lap  of  the  Wicked  One,  for  our 
nation  in  this  dark  hour,  for  the  extension 
of  the  Gospel,  for  our  church  in  all  its  needs 
and  problems,  and  for  one  another. 

I  call  you  to  a  moment  of  retrospection. 
Let  us  pause  to  reflect  upon  the  goodness 
of  God  shown  to  us  since  last  we  met  as  a 
national  conference.  Through  the  kindness 
of  our  national  statistician.  Brother  Ken- 
neth Herman,  I  have  been  given  a  little  pre- 
view of  the  report  which  he  will  be  giving 
you  in  detail  later  this  week.  For  one  thing, 
it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  Lord  has 
given  us  a  sizable  increase  in  our  total  mem- 
bership, a  membership  in  excess  of  3  per 
cent  above  the  total  of  last  year's  statisti- 
cal report.  The  report  shows  a  total  of  over 
1,900  who  came  into  the  church  by  bap- 
tism, which  indicates  a  healthy  evangelistic 
appeal  resulting  in  many  conversions.  Our 
total  membership  now  amounts  to  well  over 
30,000,  and  for  the  increase  represented 
we  certainly  have  reason  to  thank  God  and 
take  courage.  I  feel  inclined  to  include  in 
our  total  membership  the  70,000  plus  in 
our  foreign  membership.  Brethren,  the 
time  has  come  to  consider  our  foreign 
Brethren  of  whatever  race  or  language  a 
more  integral  part  of  our  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches. 

Encouraging  as  is  our  membership 
growth,  there  is  a  sober  reflection  that 
should  be  made  with  respect  to  our  mem- 
bership in  the  United  States,  and  that  is 
the  fact  that  the  present  30,000-plus  total 
is  approximately  the  total  of  our  member- 
ship before  the  division  of  1939,  at  the  time 
of  the  Ashland-Grace  controversy.  It  has 
taken  us  twenty-eight  years  to  bring  our 
membership  to  coincide  with  the  figure  at 
the  time  of  the  division.  In  view  of  the 
length  of  time  it  has  taken  to  retrieve  our 


numerical  losses  whatever  they  have  'a 
due  to  division,  and  reach  the  30,000  Ml 
we  ought  to  reflect  on  the  tragic  resujsi 
division  and  to  determine  by  God's  h(r 
preserve  our  unity  lest  there  be  a  duiic 
tion  of  past  divisiveness. 

A  look  at  our  giving  for  denominaii) 
enterprises  during  1967  gives  reason  f  e 
couragement.  In  all  our  major  enterjis 
save  one  there  were  sizable  gains  in  j'/ii 
during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  fc;;i| 
missions  for  the  first  time  we  wentiw 
the  half-million  dollar  mark  for  the  supo 
of  our  seven  fields  of  endeavor.  Withaii 
in  the  other  evangelistic  and  outreachn 
of  our  church  it  is  evident  that  our  deioi 
ination  has  given  serious  attention  ttl 
Great  Commission  of  our  Lord.  ^^  ( 
have  some  compassion,  some  concer;'f 
the  lost.  Of  course,  inflation  and  |Sii 
costs,  which  seem  to  be  ever  present,vj 
us,  tend  to  make  the  gains  reflected  tl 
statistical  report  less  significant  thanihi 
first  appear.  However,  let  us  thank  Gc'  £ 
what  gains  there  are.  They  are  evidhc 
of  God's  blessing  upon  us. 

As  you  will  be  listening  to  Brothedi 
man's  statistical  report  relating  to  jte 
dance  at  the  various  services  of  the  chirc 
I  think  you  will  be  both  encouragecat 
sobered.  You  will  be  encouraged  b;tl 
fact  that  an  increase  is  noted  in  most  c  tl 
services  of  the  church,  such  as  the  SiW 
morning  and  evening  worship  service;,  tl 
Sunday  school,  evangelistic  meetings,  ib 
conferences,  and  communion  services.lt 
impressive  to  note  that  close  to  2<,3( 
of  our  members,  or  84  per  cent,  atten|t| 
morning  worship  services,  a  slight  incji^ 
over  the  previous  year.

Will  The  Brethren  Church  remain  true  to 
her  Lord  and  to  the  motto  she  has  adopted, 
"The  Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing 
but  the  Bible"? 

We  are  living  in  perilous  times— perilous 
times  for  our  nation  and  the  nations  of  the 
world  and  perilous  times  for  the  church. 
These  perilous  times  for  the  church  involve 
compromise  with  the  truth,  a  turning  aside 
from  many  of  the  basic  truths  of  the  Word 
of  God.  Talk  of  ecumenical  union  in  the 
church  is  heard  on  every  hand  these  days. 
Just  this  past  March  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  a 
meeting  was  held  looking  toward  the  speedy 
union  of  some  ten  Protestant  denomina- 
tions with  more  than  25,000,000  members. 
Since  that  meeting  two  of  those  ten 
churches  have  consummated  a  merger.  This 
united  church  will  be  broad  enough  to  in- 
clude clergymen  such  as  Bishop  James  Pike 
and  Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  who  reject 
such  doctrines  as  the  Trinity,  the  deity  of 
Christ,  the  Virgin  Birth,  the  physical  resur- 
rection of  Christ,  and  the  final  authority 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Already  some 
churches  have  had  their  doors  locked  by 
denominational  authorities  because  they 
have  not  been  willing  to  go  along  with  the 
merger.  And  the  end  is  not  yet! 

Our  church  is  not  involved  in  anything 
like  this,  for  which  we  thank  God.  But  we 
need  to  be  on  guard  lest  some  of  the  sub- 
tleties of  this  movement  affect  us  in  one 
way  or  another.  A  good  layman  of  our 
Fellowship  who  has  made  distinct  contri- 
butions in  various  ways  to  our  Brotherhood 
wrote  me  a  letter  a  short  time  ago  bemoan- 
ing the  ecumenical  spirit  which  he  feels  is 
already  entering  our  Fellowship.  He  didn't 
identify  specifically  what  he  meant.  Was 
he  thinking  of  certain  expressions  concern- 
ing baptism  that  he  had  heard,  or  new  ideas 
on  the  basis  of  church  membership,  or 
something  else?  I  do  not  know.  But  of 
this  I  am  persuaded:  this  is  a  good  time  to 
emphasize  anew  the  great  absolutes  of  our 


faith  and  to  determine  tiiat  we  will  not  be 
turned  aside  by  the  strange  winds  of  doc- 
trine now  blowing  across  the  world,  espe- 
cially in  the  professing  church.  In  any 
action  that  we  may  take  with  respect  to 
ne  Message  of  the  Brethren  Ministry,  let 
me  urge  you  to  keep  this  in  mind. 

We  are  living  in  a  day  when  there  is  a 
widespread  idea  that  notliing,  absolutely 
notliing,  can  be  allowed  to  remain  the 
same.  There  must  be  change  in  every 
realm.  There  are  no  absolutes.  From  this 
viewpoint  we  must  dissent.  Though  there 
are  many  evident  changes  and  develop- 
ments in  the  world,  yet  there  are  some  eter- 
nal verities.  Some  of  these  are  clearly  set 
forth  in  The  Message  of  the  Brethren  Minis- 
try'. They  gather  around  the  eternal  Word 
of  God  and  the  eternal  Son  of  God:  "For 
ever,  0  Lord,  thy  word  is  settled  in  heav- 
en," and,  "Jesus  Christ  the  same  yesterday, 
and  to  day,  and  for  ever."  Let  us  continue 
to  hold  fast  to  these  eternal  truths.  It  is 
only  as  we  are  firmly  established  on  the 
rock  of  evangelical  truth  that  we  shall  be  in 
a  position  to  manifest  a  deep  compassion 
toward  those  who  are  in  hopelessness  and 
despair. 

In  such  a  time  as  this,  when  there  is  un- 
rest, unbelief,  and  uncertainty  on  every 
hand,  there  is  offered  to  us  an  unparalleled 
opportunity  to  hold  fast  uncompromising- 
ly to  the  faith  "once  for  all  delivered  unto 
the  saints."  Already  we  have  experienced 
the  coming  into  our  Fellowship  of  whole 
groups  from  those  churches  who  have  de- 
parted from  the  faith  or  compromised 
therewith.  Their  reason  has  been  that  they 
have  desired  to  be  part  of  a  denomination 
which  stands  unwaveringly  upon  the  whole 
Word  of  God.  I  am  sure  it  is  our  desire  as 
a  Fellowship  not  to  disappoint  such  as 
these.  It  may  be  unwise  and  possibly  dan- 
gerous to  say  that  "we  have  come  to  the 
kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this,"  but  it 
certainly  seems  to  me  that  a  great  chal- 
lenge faces  us  as  a  denomination  to  present 
a  solid  evangelical  testimony  in  this  hour. 
This  is  no  time  to  retract  or  compromise. 


Akin  to  such  a  testimony  is  the  m;|ti 
of  denominational  loyalty,  which  I  fe| 
needs  to  be  stressed.  In  the  midst  ollh 
ecumenical  atmosphere  which  is  so  p:^^ 
lent  today  there  is  a  tendency  to  beltli 
the  importance  of  denominational  afji^ 
tions.  We  hear  it  said  again  and  aj|in 
"The  matter  of  denominational  affilicjoj 
doesn't  make  any  difference  to  me.  [» 
so  I  belong  to  the  one  true  church,  thfj 
all  that  matters."  Now,  of  course,  it  joj 
vital  and  primary  unportance  to  belor|t^ 
the  one  true  church,  which  is  the  myspa 
body  of  Christ.  But  since  The  Bretief 
Church  embraces  all  the  Scripture  pas;ge 
that  reveal  the  great  truths  about  the  Id; 
of  Christ  and  has  professed  a  vital  fail  ii 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Head  ofh 
church,  it  is  a  definite  part  of  the  boc,o 
Christ.  It  is  a  group  of  His  brethren  eii 
lished  to  bear  witness  for  Him  in  the  wid 
a  fellowship  banded  together  to  for' in 
His  work  in  this  dispensation. 

Unless  we  have  a  true  concern  f, 
strong  loyalty  and  strong  devotion  to  ill 
Brethren  Church,  we  shall  be  deficieiji 
our  calling.  In  these  days  there  is  a  -ii 
lenge  in  many  areas  of  life  to  stan(U| 
and  be  counted.  This  is  true  in  the  polfl 
area;  it  is  true  in  the  educational  realrrlij 
on  the  industrial  scene.  However,  irlj 
Christian  realm  too  often  there  is  ncjfl 
sire  to  be  counted.  There  are  no  deep  a 
victions,  no  solid  doctrinal  beliefs,  hi 
attitude  is  resulting  in  many  mergers  les 
days  with  attending  compromising  aei 
ments.  All  of  this  seems  to  fit  intcili 
prophetic  picture  of  a  united  worli  n 
ligious  organization  of  the  last  days  (e' 
17). 

Your  moderator  believes  this  is  a  ,n| 
when  Brethren  people  ought  to  be  wiii 
to  declare  their  stand.  We  have  confi^ 
faith  in  the  whole  Word  of  God.  We  piu 
it  and  teach  it.  We  have  different  orii 
zations  and  departments  in  our  Fellowi 
all  with  a  definite  spiritual  purpose, 
which  are  established  in  harmony  wit! 
daring  the  Gospel.    The  program  of  ii 


is  designed  to  exalt  our  Lord  Jesus 
ist.  Wliy  shouldn't  each  member  of  The

)me  to  Grace  all  at  once!  The  campus 
isi  d  be  more  than  saturated.     But  the 
would  manage  in  a  phenomenal  way, 
oubt.    Seriously,  we  do  not  expect  all 
young  people  to  come  to  Grace  Col- 
but  the  number  of  322  among  1,500 
seem  a  little  out  of  proportion.  Breth- 
do  these  figures  indicate  the  direction 
ywitl  nay  be  going?    Nor  do  we  expect  that 
jjof  per  cent  of  all  giving  to  missions  will 
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be  to  Brethren  causes.  Surely  there  are 
many  worthy  causes  in  the  missionary  realm 
that  need  to  be  supported.  But  our  first 
responsibility  is  to  care  for  the  enterprises 
which  we  have  established  in  our  own  de- 
nomination. It  is  like  parents,  whose  first 
responsibility  is  to  their  own  children,  even 
though  they  may  have  proper  interests  and 
concern  for  others  outside  the  immediate 
family  circle.  A  similar  relationship  Breth- 
ren people  bear  to  their  own  institutions. 
The  challenge  of  loyalty  comes  to  us  all. 
Without  it  we  cannot  expect  our  Fellow- 
ship to  prosper. 

In  this  connection,  also,  there  seems  to 
be  an  exodus  of  another  sort.  Some  of  our 
senior  constituency  are  giving  up  their  resi- 
dences and  seeking  retirement  in  good 
homes,  which,  quite  naturally,  cannot  pro- 
vide Brethren  atmosphere.  Many  such  per- 
sons have  given  lifelong  fidelity  to  Brethren 
interests,  but  the  time  has  come  for  them 
to  separate  themselves  from  Brethren  con- 
tacts in  order  to  secure  physical  care  for 
themselves.  This  sets  up  a  financial  drain 
from  our  church  interests,  also.  I  would 
urge  that  this  matter  be  given  more  im- 
mediate and  accelerated  consideration  than 
the  present  committee  has  been  able  to 
give.  If  funds  are  needed  for  further  study 
and  finalization  of  plans,  we  should  provide 
such.  Possibly  the  committee  should  be  en- 
larged to  include  one  representative  mem- 
ber from  each  district.  This  exodus  gap 
can  be  closed  either  on  district  or  national 
levels  or  both.  Brethren,  we  need  to  exer- 
cise more  compassion  in  this  area.  This 
whole  matter  has  been  brought  to  my  at- 
tention during  the  past  year  as  I  witnessed 
elderly  persons  being  moved  to  homes  out- 
side our  Fellowship.  Brethren,  we  have  al- 
ready been  far  too  slow  in  caring  for  this 
need.  I  recommend  that  more  aggressive 
attention  be  given  to  this  matter  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Since  we  are  thinking  about  the  matter 
of  denominational  loyalty  and  urging  that 
we  never  lose  sight  of  our  only  creed  ex- 
pressed in  our  motto,  "The  Bible,  the  whole 


Bible,  and  nothing  but  the  Bible,"  perhaps 
we  ought  to  give  definite  heed  to  sugges- 
tions that  have  come  to  me  during  the  past 
year:  namely,  that  we  adopt  a  denomina- 
tional emblem  or  insignia  for  use  in  many 
realms— on  stationery,  publicity  brochures, 
Sunday-school  quarterlies,  specifically  de- 
signed for  impressionable  young  people.  I 
have  received  some  very  excellent  and  artis- 
tic designs  which  are  worthy  of  consider- 
ation. I  hereby  recommend  that  a  commit- 
tee be  appointed  to  consider  this  matter 
and  bring  a  recommendation  to  conference 
after  careful  study. 

As  we  look  toward  the  future  in  our 
National  Fellowship  a  matter  of  concern 
has  to  do  with  more  dedicated  and  pre- 
pared young  men  to  pastor  our  churches. 
Again  and  again  we  hear  about  the  dearth 
of  pastors  in  our  denomination.  Every  year 
about  commencement  time  we  hear  the 
question  asked.  Why  doesn't  Grace  Semi- 
nary graduate  more  Brethren  ministers? 
This  is  a  cause  of  real  concern  to  the  semi- 
nary as  well  as  to  the  church,  but  the  fact 
of  the  matter  is  that  the  seminary  can  only 
train  the  students  that  are  sent  to  it  by 
Brethren  churches  across  the  land.  This 
past  semester  the  seminary  enrollment  sta- 
tistics show  that  there  were  only  forty-nine 
Brethren  students  enrolled  out  of  the  total 
172.  This  means  that  it  took  more  than 
three  churches  in  our  Fellowship  to  provide 
one  student  for  our  seminary.  On  this  basis 
our  churches  are  not  beginning  to  provide 
for  their  own  replacements,  to  say  nothing 
about  providing  pastors  for  new  churches 
in  an  expanding  church  program.  I  am  not 
unmindful,  of  course,  of  the  fact  that  there 
are  some  of  our  young  men  who  are  receiv- 
ing their  seminary  training  in  other  institu- 
tions besides  Grace  Seminary.  But  the  situ- 
ation is  still  serious. 

What  is  the  cause  for  this  situation  fac- 
ing us  today?  Is  it  lack  of  dedication  on 
the  part  of  our  young  people?  Is  it  the  lure 
of  better  paying  positions  or  materialism? 
We  have  seen  some  who  have  turned  away 
from  commitments  to  Christian  service  and 


into  more  lucrative  fields.  The  Lord  m 
judge  as  to  the  justification  of  such  chail8| 
Has  the  pastorate  lost  its  appeal  for  st  o 
Has  the  glory  of  the  pastoral  ministry  f  ei 
in  the  minds  of  many?  One  seminary  aj 
remarked  that  he  was  not  going  intc  Ij 
pastorate  because  "there  are  too  rn 
problems  there."  He  did  not  want  tcj 
come  involved.  i 

Whatever  the  reason  may  be,  the 
faces  us  that  there  is  a  dearth  of  y 
men  who  are  dedicating  themselves  t( 
pastorate  and  to  the  mission  field.  Le 
l5e  a  definite  matter  of  prayer  at  this 
ference.  Furthermore,  I  would  recomi 
that  our  pastors  give  definite  attentic 
this  matter  in  their  local  churches  w 
passionate  effort  to  challenge  their  y 
people  and  particularly  their  young  m 
definite  Christian  service.  There  is  a 
in  the  dike"  somewhere  that  needs  1 
remedied.

This  will  result  in  holy  living, 
evangelistic  fervor,  missionary  zeal. 

Let  us  determine,  therefore,  that  more 
than  ever  we  will  be  a  Bible-believing,  a 
Bible-preaching  and-practicing  people,  thus 
making  our  motto,  "The  Bible,  the  whole 
Bible  and  nothing  but  the  Bible,"  a  living 
reality.  One  good  brother  of  long  years' 
standing  recently  wrote  me  a  letter  in 
which  he  said,  "1  am  of  the  conviction  that 
we  need  a  great  emphasis  on  walking  in 
truth,  which  John  emphasizes  so  strongly 
in  his  second  and  third  epistles.  We  have 
lost  much  of  our  emphasis  in  this  area,  in 
my  opinion.  The  price  we  are  paying  is 
frightening  to  me."  Let  us  heed  such  warn- 
ings as  this  and  in  this  conference  experi- 
ence a  new  passion  for  God  and  the  things 
of  God  and  a  compelHng  compassion  for  a 
world  groping  in  darkness.  May  we  demon- 
strate in  every  possible  way  in  this  confer- 
ence of  1968  that  we  do  have  a  concern.

4.  Review  and  revise  certain  areas  for  clarifi- 
cation and  consistency, 

5.  Strengthen  the  Statement  in  its  purpose  to 
present  the  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God, 

6.  Be  careful  to  keep  the  wording  clear,  posi- 
tive, and  grammatical. 

Much  work  has  been  done,  but  your  commit- 
tee believes  much  more  work  should  be  done  be- 
fore a  Statement  of  such  wide  import  is  presented 
for  final  consideration.  Your  committee  there- 
fore recommends  that  it  be  continued  for  the 
work  hoping  to  be  able  to  present  a  Statement 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Conference  in  1969. 
In  the  immediate  future  it  is  the  purpose  of  the 
committee  to  send  copies  of  our  present  findings 
to  each  member  of  the  National  Ministerium  by 
mail  for  private,  careful  and  prayerful  consider- 
ation, and  report  back  to  the  committee.  Ques- 
tionnaires will  be  included  for  this  purpose.  The 
committee  will  then  carefully  reconsider  the 
Statement  now  prepared  in  light  of  all  the  re- 
sponses.

REPORT  OF  THE 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  BOARD 


In  the  gracious  providence  of  God,  it  is  our 
I  ivilege  to  report  to  this  conference  for  the 
]  )ard  of  Christian  Education.  Since  the  scope  of 
i  tivities  of  this  board  are  so  varied  and  exciting, 
i  becomes  essential  that  we  shall  limit  ourselves 
the  report.  This  is  never  an  easy  task,  for  Chris- 

tm  education  is  at  the  very  heart  of  the  work 
'every  one  of  our  churches. 
(  Statistical  Review:  The  statistician  of  this 
inference  has  just  reported  his  findings,  and  we 
I  not  intend  to  duplicate  that  which  he  has  so 
ly  done.  However,  we  do  desire  to  call  atten- 
m  to  a  few  facts  from  that  report,  which  call 
tention  to  some  other  desires  which  are  ours 
aboard. 

Sunday  schools:  The  report  of  the  statistician 
r  1967  indicates  that  we  had  an  overall  increase 
average  attendance  approximating  2%.     For 
is  we  praise  God,  for  we  are  living  in  a  day 
ten  in  many  denominations  and  fellowships  this 
not  the  picture.   There  is  a  subtle  attack  being 
ide  upon  the  Sunday  school  which  is  causing 
me  to  ask  questions  concerning  its  effectiveness, 
e  are  convinced  that  this  teaching  arm  of  the 
lUrch  is  more  essential  in  our  day  than  ever  he- 
re. 
]     Let  me  add  to  this  report  of  the  statistician 
St  a  few  observations.    One  hundred  and  six  of 
It  schools  showed  increases  while  83  showed 
'  Isses.     Fifteen  remained  static,  and  we  added 
')f':ven  new  schools  to  our  rosters  this  past  year, 
]:  r  a  total  of  215  schools.    The  encouraging  fac- 
;    r  in  the  2%  increase  is  that  45  of  our  schools 
:     about   20%   showed  a  higher  average  atten- 
nce  in  1967  than  in  any  previous  year  of  their 
:orded  history.    In  addition,  several  others  tied 
evious  records  of  attendances  and  at  least  two, 
-hough  reporting  lower  averages,  actually  gave 
nucleus  of  their  people  to  begin  new  Sunday 
lools  and  churches.  We  believe  that  all  of  these 
lurches  should  have  special  commendation  for 
ob  well  done. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture  is  the  fact 
at  42  of  our  schools  reported  less  than  50  in 
erage  attendance,  60  additional  were  under  100, 
d  46  more  were  under  150.  This  means  that 
i8  of  our  schools  or  68.83%  of  our  schools 
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26  average  less  than  150  each  Sunday. 

We  rejoice  in  every  individual  in  every  church 
and  Sunday  school,  but  we  continue  to  encourage 
and  urge  our  schools  to  do  everything  in  the  area 
of  Sunday  school  to  show  continuous  growth.  We 
believe  Sunday  schools  should  continue  to  be  an 
outreaching  arm  of  the  church. 

Brethren  Training  Hour:  This  is  the  new  name 
for  the  former  Brethren  Youth  Fellowship  pro- 
gram. Without  doubt,  there  is  some  confusion 
in  the  reporting  of  this  area  of  our  work,  but  we 
have  discovered  some  facts  to  share: 

In  total  attendance,  we  have  a  decrease  from 
4,575  persons  to  4,287  from  1966  to  1967.  Six- 
ty-eight churches  showed  gains,  while  62  showed 
losses  in  this  department  of  our  work,  with  8  re- 
maining static.  With  the  present  program  of 
Brethren  Training  Hour  placing  emphasis  upon 
the  training  aspect,  at  every  age  level  we  are  plan- 
ning to  help  churches  in  this  area  of  the  work  in 
the  next  year. 

Vacation  Bible  Schools:  This  is  an  encourag- 
ing report  in  many  aspects.  Our  attendances  have 
increased  every  year  in  this  program.  In  1967, 
we  had  a  daily  average  of  20,259  in  the  program. 
One-hundred  and  seventy-five  of  our  schools  re- 
ported conducting  schools.  The  one  trend  that 
we  should  like  to  see  reversed  is  the  trend  to  5-day 
schools.  We  believe  a  ten-day  school  ought  to  be 
carried  on  even  though  the  cost  in  time  and 
money  may  be  greater.  We  want  to  get  infor- 
mation a  bit  quicker  on  our  schools,  and  so  very 
shortly,  we  will  be  suggesting  to  our  churches 
a  reporting  of  their  school  for  1969  at  an  earlier 
date.  Watch  for  this  additional  report  that  we 
desire  to  upgrade  our  keeping  touch  with  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools,  Our  churches  were  a  part  of 
a  survey  made  this  past  year,  and  we  expect  to 
follow  this  up  in  another  year  in  even  greater 
fashion. 

Christian  Day  Schools:  A  total  of  16  schools 
were  reported  by  our  churches  in  1967.  These 
had  various  groupings  of  age  from  pre-school 
through  kindergarten  and  including  then  the  12th 
grade.  Our  enrollment  for  1967  showed  a  total 
of  2,450  pupUs,  with  112  teachers  in  1966  as 
over  against  136  in  1967.  Your  Christian  Edu- 
cation Department  continues  its  research  in  this 
area  of  our  work  so  that  we  might  more  aggres- 
sively promote  and  encourage  Christian  Day 
School  work. 

Boys'  and  Girls'  Work:  One-hundred  and 
twenty-two  of  our  churches  reported  having  SMM 
groups,  and  here  again  these  vary  from  one  group 
to  four  in  a  local  church.  In  addition,  14  of  our 
churches  now  report  having  Pioneer  Girls  Clubs, 
and  one  having  an  Awana  Gu:ls  Club.  This  means 
that  137  of  our  churches  have  at  least  one  or 
more  girls'  work  programs  in  their  churches  in 
addition  to  Sunday  school. 

Boys'  work  is  less  in  that  we  have  5  churches 
reporting  Brethren  Boys  Clubs,  15  have  Battalion, 
and  an  "additional  25  have  both  Stockade  and 
Battalion-or  a  total  of  40  have  reported  Battal- 
ions, with  9  having  only  Stockade.  Two  churches 
have  additional  boys  work-one  reported  conduc- 
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ting  theii  own  boys  club,  and  one  in  Sky  Pilots  of 
America.  This  means  56  of  our  215  churches 
have  a  boys  work  beyond  Sunday  school. 

Camp:  The  reports  on  our  camps  indicate 
that  we  are  making  progress  in  the  area  of  camp- 
ing, particularly  as  it  relates  to  youth.  Fifty- 
two  weeks  of  camp  were  held,  with  117  teachers, 
an  additional  278  counsellors,  and  162  other 
workers,  who  served  2,521  people  in  camp.  This 
is  in  addition  to  our  National  Youth  Conference 
and  other  camps  where  our  churches  were  in- 
volved. One-hundred  and  fifty-nine  churches  re- 
ported having  young  people  in  attendance  at  sum- 
mer camps. 

Publications:  A  continuing  program  of  reach- 
ing our  constituency  with  publications  is  carried 
on  through  the  Leaders  paper,  "Succeed,"  which 
now  has  a  mailing  of  approximately  5,000.  Our 
new  youth  paper,  "Accent,"  published  monthly 
in  cooperation  with  the  Foreign  Missions  Society 
of  our  church,  is  going  to  more  than  7,200  youth 
and  their  leaders.  "Hot  Line"  is  a  new  one-page 
publication  going  to  all  Christian  education  lead- 
ers for  the  express  purpose  of  carrying  one  idea 
each  month,  and  is  included  with  the  mailing  of 
contest  standings  for  the  month. 

The  Training  Hour  Handbook  is  now  available, 
having  been  a  major  publication  during  this  past 
year. 

Training  In  Missionary  Endeavor- T-l-M-E: 
Perhaps  the  most  exciting  program  of  our  depart- 
ment at  the  moment  is  our  "TIME"  program,  be- 
cause of  the  20  young  people  that  are  just  return- 
ing from  their  summer  assignments.  \Ve  met  yes- 
terday afternoon  with  several  of  the  missionaries 
who  have  had  these  young  people  working  with 
them  during  these  last  weeks,  and  the  reports  are 
glowing.  This  was  a  major  undertaking  on  the 
part  of  our  department,  and  we  are  happy  to  re- 
port good  success. 

Christian  Education  and  Brethren  Youth  Con- 
ference: You  were  here,  and  are  here  now,  observ- 
ing our  young  people  in  attendance  at  the  youth 
conference.  Our  Christian  Education  Convention 
brought  large  groups  of  people  together  to  study 
the  "How  To"  part  of  doing  the  work  of  Chris- 
tian education.  The  youth  conference  continues 
with  their  program  for  us  on  Saturday  night.  Ap- 
proximately 325  youth,  plus  their  counsellors  are 
in  attendance. 

Brethren  Student  Life  Volunteers-B.S.L.Y.: 
This  program  is  to  be  put  into  active  program- 
ming by  the  first  of  October.  We  are  urging  every 
church  to  be  involved  in  this  program  which  will 
give  guidance  and  help  to  all  who  yield  their  lives 
to  Christ  for  service  as  He  shallgive  direction. 
We  are  ready  to  move  on  this  program,  and  you 
will  have  a  supply  of  material  in  your  church  in 
early  fall. 

Our  board  has  made  definite  and  positive  pro- 
grams and  set  into  the  production  mill  the  mate- 
rials that  will  help  to  meet  the  challenges  of 
1968  and  into  the  1970's.  We  believe  the  future 
of  The  Brethren  Church  lies  in  its  adoption  of  an 
aggressive  program  of  Christian  education  at  the 
level  of  the  local  church. 

Financial:    Our  financial  statement  for  1967

REPORT  OF  THE 
ENDORSING  AGENT 

Participation  in  the  denominational  program 
on  the  part  of  Brethren  military  chaplains  is  grow- 
ing. At  the  1965  conference  one  of  the  signifi- 
cant papers  presented  was  one  on  the  chaplaincy 
by  Chaplain  OrviUe  Lorenz.  In  1966  Chaplain 
James  Hutchens  arrived  back  in  the  United  States 
from  Vietnam  just  in  time  to  make  a  presentation 
to  the  conference.  There  were  two  chaplains 
present  for  the  1967  conference.  Chaplain  John 
Schumacher  (U.S.  Army),  who  had  just  returned 
from  Vietnam,  and  Chaplain  Carlton  Fuller  (U.S. 
Air  Force),  who  had  just  arrived  back  in  the 
States  after  a  one-year  tour  of  duty  in  Alaska. 

In  this  1968  conference  four  chaplains  have 
spent  at  least  some  time  on  the  grounds.  Three 
of  these  have  been  present  for  most  of  the  con- 
ference so  far.  Chaplain  John  Talley  had  been 
out  of  Vietnam  less  than  two  weeks  when  he  ar- 
rived at  the  conference.  These  chaplains  have 
attended  sessions  of  conference  and  the  minis- 
terium,  and  have  participated  in  various  parts  of 
the  program  of  these  two  organizations.  All  of 
this  makes  for  good  fellowship,  as  well  as  for 
closer  ties  between  our  chaplains  and  the  denom- 
ination. For  the  first  time  in  several  years  a  chap- 
lain will  be  bringing  one  of  the  major  messages  of 
the  conference  program,  as  Chaplain  John  Talley 
speaks  on  Friday  morning  in  the  Bible  hour. 

It  was  my  privilege  as  endorsing  agent  to  make 
a  trip  to  Vietnam  in  January,  1968.  This  was  an 
official  trip  in  that  it  was  authorized  by  the  1967 
conference.  It  was  underwritten  by  private  funds. 
Somewhere  enroute  to  Vietnam,  in  Vietnam,  or 
in  Germany  after  leaving  Vietnam,  I  had  the 
privilege  of  fellowshiping  with  six  of  our  active- 
duty  chaplains,  two  Brethren  men  in  the  inactive 
reserves,  one  retired  chaplain,  and  one  staff 
specialist.  Please  accept  my  thanks  for  the  priv- 
ilege of  making  this  trip.  I  feel  that  it  was  very 
worthwhile,  not  only  for  contact  with  Brethren 
men,  but  also  with  those  of  other  denominations, 
as  well  as  for  a  study  of  the  chaplains'  program 
in  general.  Chaplains  all  along  the  route  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  national  conference,  and  in- 
dicated that  they  felt  that  it  was  a  forward  step. 
It  gave  opportunity  for  the  endorsing  agent  to 
see  our  men  on  duty  on  their  posts  around  the 
world.  In  Vietnam,  Chaplain  John  Talley  served 
as  my  official  escort.  He  and  I  had  the  opportun- 
ity of  spending  one  night  with  Chaplain  Dale 
Brock  at  his  Marine  base  near  DaNang,  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  dedication  of  a  chapel  on  the 
base.     I  was  privileged  to  have  a  personal  inter- 
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view  with  General  William  C.  Westmoreland,  and 
I  received  briefings  from  top  officials  of  the  three 
branches  of  the  service.  After  I  had  offered 
prayer  to  God  for  wisdom  and  guidance  for  Gen- 
eral Westmoreland,  he  expressed  his  appreciation 
and  asked  that  I  personally  thank  our  Brethren 
churches,  particularly  the  ministers.  So  it  is  my 
privilege  to  now  thank  each  of  you  for  your 
participation  in  prayer  for  all  those  connected 
with  the  war  effort  in  Vietnam. 

We  still  have  eight  men  in  the  U.S.  Army 
Chaplaincy,  three  in  the  Navy,  and  one  in  the 
U.S.  Air  Force.  Chaplain  Dale  Brock  continues 
his  ministry  in  Vietnam  for  a  few  months,  Chap- 
lains Lindberg  and  Emlyn  Jones  are  serving  in 
Germany,  and  Chaplain  Orville  Lorenz  is  now  on 
the  island  of  Okinawa. 

As  a  result  of  the  trip  around  the  world,  and 
messages  presented  by  chaplains  in  the  present 
conference,  profitable  discussions  have  been  held 
with  ministers  and  lay  people  on  how  to  work 
better  with  our  service  personnel  and  chaplains 
to  make  the  time  of  our  young  men  in  military 
service  more  profitable  and  worthwhile. 

The  chaplains  time  and  time  again  have  ex- 
pressed great  appreciation  for  the  prayers  and 
loyal  support  for  their  ministry  by  the  members 
of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches. 
We  should  continue  to  pray  for  them,  particularly 
as  they  continue  to  win  souls  to  Christ.  They  re- 
port that  the  number  of  decisions  has  been  high. 
May  we  be  challenged  to  ask  God  for  a  continu- 
ing and  increasing  number  of  decisions. 

Six  of  the  chaplains  who  were  not  able  to 
attend  the  present  conference  have  sent  letters 
of  greetings  to  the  conference.  I  shall  read  ex- 
cerpts from  these  to  you.

'    Preamble:     We  the  duly  authorized  delegates

of  the  79th  Annual  Conference  of  the  Brethren 
Church  convening  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  Au-- 
gust   12-18,  1968,  do  resolve,  subscribe  to,  and 
purpose  to  encourage  the  following: 

In  view  of  the  changing  positions  and  thought 
in  theology,  and  in  view  of  the  need  to  spell  out 
our  basic  positions  clearly  for  our  own  assistance 
and  edification,  and  realizing  the  need  to  imple- 
ment the  theme  of  our  conference  in  our  lives, 
TO  BE  CONCERNED,  we  hereby  set  forth  the 
following  resolutions: 

RESOLVED:  That  we  express  our  concern 
over  the  subtle  denials  in  contemporary  theology 
relative  to  the  doctrine  of  the  verbal  plenary  in- 
spiration of  scripture,  and  that  we  declare  our 
time-honored  position  on  the  Scriptures  that  the 
Bible  in  its  totality  is  without  error  in  its  original 
autographs. 

RESOLVED:  That  we  are  concerned  that  each 
member  of  our  Fellowship  share  the  message  of 
the  Scriptures  with  men  through  personal  witness- 
ing and  supporting  all  our  missionary  agencies, 
thus  fulfilling  our  Lord's  command  in  the  great 
commission  in  Matthew  28:19,  and  in  so  doing 
stem  the  tide  of  godlessness  throughout  the 
world. 

RESOLVED:  In  the  light  of  unprecedented 
pressures  upon  our  youth  by  the  media  of  this 
present  world  system,  we  demonstrate  our  con- 
cern as  a  Fellowship  in  the  nurture  and  care  of 
the  talented  and  promising  youth  God  has  en- 
trusted us  with  and  that  we  pledge  them  our  love 
and  encouragement. 

RESOLVED:  Our  concern  over  the  fragmen- 
tation of  the  lives  of  God's  people  where  good 
things  take  precedent  over  the  best.  That  we 
reaffirm  the  primacy  of  the  local  church  as  God's 
divinely  appointed  organism,  urging  local  mem- 
bers everywhere  to  express  loyalty  to  God's  Word 
and  work  with  faithful  and  actively  deep  involve- 
ment in  the  ministry  of  the  local  church. 

RESOLVED:  That  we  are  concerned  about 
the  lack  of  sound  doctrine  in  denominational 
circles  today  and  that  we  reaffirm  our  recognition 
of  the  Message  of  the  Brethren  Ministry  as  the 
statement  which  sets  forth  our  beliefs  and  prac- 
tices. 

RESOLVED:  That  we  are  concerned  about 
the  present-day  apostacy  and  unbiblical  forms  of 
ecumenicity  for  a  one-world  church  and  that  we 
declare  our  complete  separation  from  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  and  the  World  Council 
of  Churches. 

RESOLVED:  That  we  register  our  concern  for 
the  prevalent  lawlessness,  violence,  racism,  crime, 
and  breakdown  in  law  enforcement  and  that  we 
admonish  our  churches  to  be  reminded  according 
to  Romans  13:1-7  that  we  are  to  pray  for  our 
civil  leaders  and  be  in  subjection  to  the  powers 
that  be,  and  also  be  reminded  that  the  church  of 
Christ  is  a  living  body  without  racial  or  social 
distinction. 

RESOLVED:  That  we  be  more  concerned 
about  the  growing  forces  of  godless  communism 
and  its  ambition  to  govern  the  peoples  of  the 
world,  and  clearly  expose  its  errors  to  our  people. 
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RESOLVED:  That  we  be  deeply  concerned 
about  our  lacking  appreciation  for  our  God-given 
heritage  as  Americans  in  voting  and  taking  an 
active  part  in  democratic  privileges. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  an  election  year, 
we  encourage  all  qualified  in  our  churches  to 
cast  their  vote  for  a  national  leader  who  will 
guide  our  nation  in  the  way  of  righteousness  and 
peace  in  these  perilous  times.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
MODERATOR'S  ADDRESS 

The  Committee  on  the  Moderator's  Address 
for  this  79th  Annual  Conference  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church  wishes  to  commend  our  moderator 
for  his  heart-directed  message  to  us  in  which  he 
identified  us  as  a  "blessed  people  who  are  the  re- 
cipients of  manifold  blessings  even  since  we  met 
in  conference  a  year  ago." 

We  further  commend  him  for  the  careful  man- 
ner in  which  he  applied  our  conference  theme, 
"We  have  a  concern,"  to  the  record  we  have 
written  as  a  fellowship  this  past  year.  We  join 
him  in  gratitude  to  God  for  these  increases.  We 
join  him  in  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  for  the 
nineteen  hundred  who  came  into  our  churches 
by  baptism.  Let  us  work  and  pray  that  an  even 
greater  number  may  be  reached  this  next  year  as 
we  demonstrate  our  concern.  May  it  please  the 
Lord  to  grant  us  continued  and  increased  growth. 

Our  moderator  has  called  to  our  attention 
the  wisdom  of  thinking  of  our  denomination  in 
regard  to  our  international  program.  He  has  sug- 
gested it  is  time  to  consider  our  brethren  of  what- 
ever race  or  language  an  integral  part  of  our  fel- 
lowship. With  70,000  plus  in  our  foreign  mem- 
bership, as  compared  with  30,000  plus  at  home, 
this  is  a  fitting  admonition.  Let  us  as  individuals 
discipline  ourselves  to  think  of  our  church  in  this 
broader  context  and  watch  for  means  to  develop 
closer  working  ties  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  the 
Lord's  work  everywhere. 

Your  committee  finds  great  interest  in  the 
moderator's  revelation  of  the  fact  that  we  have 


grown  to  the  extent  that  our  numbers  now  c  aei 
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respond  to  the  size  of  the  membership  befi 
the  division  of  1939.  He  has  called  us  to  reme 
ber  the  tragic  results  of  division  and  in  his  wori 
"determine  by  God's  help  to  preserve  our  unl 
lest  there  be  a  duplication  of  past  divisiveness.' 

With  regard  to  our  moderator's  remarks 
the  subject  of  giving,  we  sincerely  join  with  h 
in  gratitude  to  God  for  the  encouragement 
feel  because  of  the  increases  in  1967.  Let 
recognize  how  inadequate  they  are,  however,  a 
seek  for  greater  increases  throughout  our  enli 
fellowship  this  coming  year. 

Further   cause   for   rejoicing   is   seen   in 
growth  of  our  fellowship  in  most  of  our  regu 
service  schedule.    He  has  called  to  our  attenti 
one  tragic  lack  of  growth.     This  committee 
alarmed  at  the  drop  in  prayer  meeting  attendanim 
There  is  no  area  so  sacred  to  Brethren  as  c  :

Let  us  go  home  determined  to  chaijtn 
this  matter,  for  growth  here  is  foundational  to 
growth.    To  neglect  this,  in  the  spiritual  sensej&t" 
denominational   suicide.     This  cannot  be  ovpfcthi 
emphasized! 

Several  recommendations  were  brought  to 
Of  these  we  now  speak: 

1.  With  regard  to  the  seemingly  improj 
balance  of  our  giving  to  interests  outside  our  o 
fellowship,  we  recommend  increased  factual  p  (p| 
sentation  by  all  our  interests  and  the  faithful  p 
sentation  of  our  own  responsibilities  by  our  loi 
churches.  Since  the  pastor  is  the  key  to  t 
problem  of  enlightening  our  people  about  c 
own  works,  let  each  pastor  prayerfully  underta 
to  acquaint  and  sell  our  folks  on  our  prograi 
during  this  year,  realizing  that  there  is  no  supp(  ' 
for  Brethren  causes  except  Brethren  people. 

2.  It  was  called  to  our  attention  that 
many  of  our  college-age  youth  attend  otf 
schools  than  our  own  Grace  College.  It  wot; 
seem  that  increased  efforts  to  steer  our  youth 
Grace  College  must  be  undertaken  by  both  t  *' 
school  and  the  local  church.  Best  success  in  c< 
reeling  this  will  come  in  full  and  harmonic 
cooperation  between  the  two. 

3.  We   agree   that   the   matter   of  the  seni 
citizen's   home  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  is 
utmost  concern.     We  encourage  all  the  effoi 
now  being  expended  in  this  regard  and  call  f 
increased  study  and  planning  to  bring  this  to 
early   conclusion.     The  efficiency  of  our  coi 
mittee  would  be  increased  with  the  addition  o:  B 
member  from  each  district  as  our  moderator  h 
suggested.     We  concur  that  this  should  be  co 
sidered  by  the  conference. 


4.  Our  moderator  has  suggested  the  use  oi  te 
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denominational  insignia.    We  appreciate  this  su 
gestion   and   recommend    that   a   committee 
appointed  to  present  such  to  next  year's  conf^'iei 
ence. 

5.  With  regard  to  the  insufficient  number 
ministerial  candidates  in  our  seminary  for  tl 
Brethren  ministry,  we  propose  an  increased 
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i»c|nsive  in  three  ways: 

a.  Additional  attention  to  this  matter  by  our 
national  boards,  especially  the  Christian 
Education  Department,  and  we  commend 
them  for  the  revival  of  the  Brethren  Stu- 
dent Life  Volunteers. 

b.  Increased  emphasis  on  the  call  of  God  to 
the  ministry  by  our  pastors  to  our  youth. 
Let  us  be  careful  to  present  the  ministry  in 
its  best  light  and  not  dwell  on  the  problems 
and  inadequacies. 

c.  Continued  promotion  by  the  seminary  it- 
self in  reaching  potential  candidates  for  the 
ministry  and  meeting  their  needs  better  by 
constant  improvement  of  our  school  to  bet- 
ter train  our  men  in  a  changing  world. 

In  conclusion,  we  agree  with  our  moderator 
lat  we  do  have  a  concern.  Surely  it  is  true  that 
e  need  more  concern.  Yet  we  have  been  blessed 
id  we  want  to  register  before  the  throne  of  God 
ipj|ir  thankfulness  to  Him  for  the  way  He  has 
essed  our  concerned  efforts  by  His  Spirit.  Your 
Dmmittee  would  like  to  call  to  your  attention  a

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  SELECTIVE  SERVICE 

Due  to  the  present  world  unrest  morally, 
oiritually,  socially,  and  especially  politically. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Selective  Service,  de- 
ire  to  place  the  following  recommendations  be- 
ore  this  Conference: 

1.  That  we  renew  our  historic  stand  with  re- 
ition  to  war:  namely,  that  The  Brethren  Church 
rem  her  origin  has  been  utterly  opposed  to  the 
ise  of  violence  or  any  physical  forces  as  a  means 
D  an  end  on  the  part  of  the  children  of  God. 
/e  regard  the  governments  of  the  world  system 
5  being  yet  unregenerate,  and  their  methods  of 
iolence  contrary  to  the  methods  God  has  autho- 
red His  children  in  the  present  age  to  use.  We 
iaffirm  that  while  war  as  a  possible  method  for 


the  attainment  of  justice,  or  the  securing  and 
maintenance  of  human  liberty,  may  at  times  be 
deemed  necessary  among  the  unregenerate  of  this 
world  system,  yet  according  to  the  teaching  of 
our  common  Lord  and  Master,  we,  as  His  chil- 
dren, do  not  belong  to  this  world's  system  and 
its  methods  are  not  our  own.  We  are  in  the  world, 
but  not  of  it,  as  our  Master  taught  (John  17:14), 
and  we  must  maintain  our  pilgrim  character  (Heb. 
11:8-16).  We  recognize  and  appreciate  the  pro- 
tection of  the  flag  of  the  United  States  as  the 
nation  God  has  ordained  (Rom.  13:1-7)  to  afford 
us  protection.  We  gladly  offer  our  service,  time, 
money,  and  life  itself  if  necessary  to  bind  up  its 
wounds  or  heal  its  sorrows,  by  any  means  or 
methods  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  approved  for 
the  use  of  those  who  follow  Him. 

2.  That  copies  of  the  above  recommendation 
be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  Defense  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Selective  Service  Board. 

3.  That  we  recommend  to  all  our  pastors  that 
they  keep  themselves  and  their  constituencies 
fully  informed  as  to  this  time-honored  position 
of  The  Brethren  Church. 

The  following  recommendations  were 
given  by  the  Brethren  Laymen  of  the 
NFBC: 

1 .  "Whereas,  through  the  diligent  efforts 
of  our  Brethren  pastors  and  teachers,  the 
Lord  has  raised  up  a  doctrinally  sound  and 
spiritually  sensitive  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Laymen  who  are  vitally  involved  in  the 
NFBC,  I  move  that  the  Committee  on  the 
Message  of  the  Brethren  Ministry  include 
two  additional  non-ministerial  members, 
and  that  discussion  be  encouraged  by  pas- 
tors and  their  laymen  throughout  the  com- 
ing year  on  considered  changes  in  the  Breth- 
ren message." 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  ac- 
cept this  recommendation. 

2.  "The  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Laymen  is  prepared  to  submit  two 
names  if  this  is  the  pleasure  of  the  confer- 
ence. They  are:  Dr.  Glenn  Baker,  a  medical 
doctor  from  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  and  Dr. 
Lloyd  Fish,  a  clinical  psychologist,  from 
Roanoke,  Va. 

This  motion  was  accepted  and  these 
men  declared  elected  to  the  committee. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  Committee  on  Home  for 
the  Aged: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGED 

For  several  years  it  has  been  the  function  of 
this  committee  to  assist  districts  or  churches  in 
establishing  homes  for  the  aged.  The  committee 
has  endeavored  to  encourage  any  group  whenever 
contacted  by  supplying  available  information, 
suggestions  and  in  a  few  cases  preliminary  sketches 
and  cost  estimates. 

Attempts  have  been  made  in  two  or  three 
districts  which  have  been  unsuccessful  and  have 
been  discontinued.  One  contact  has  been  made 
during  the  last  year  indicating  interest  in  another 
district  at  the  present,  but  very  little  progress 
has  been  made  as  yet  except  preliminary  study. 

It  was  the  committee's  opinion  and  recom- 
mendation at  last  year's  conference  that  the  ini- 
tial financial  expenditure  is  great  enough  that  this 
factor  has  made  it  very  difficult  for  a  district  to 
undertake  such  a  project.  In  view  of  this  fact, 
last  year  this  committee  recommended  that  some 
national  organi2ation  with  more  financial  re- 
sources be  encouraged  to  consider  such  a  project. 

Since  that  time  the  committee  has  observed 
an  increased  interest  in  such  a  home.  Several 
individuals  have  said  this  is  a  growing  need.  Sev- 
eral of  our  members  and  leaders  have  entered 
other  homes  for  the  aged  during  the  past  year 
which  has  pin-pointed  this  need  to  many.  Others 
who  are  reaching  the  age,  where  within  a  few 
years  will  be  needing  such  facihties,  have  ex- 
pressed a  real  interest  in  such  a  project  almost  to 
the  point  of  saying  how  unfortunate  it  is  that 
such  a  project  has  not  already  been  undertaken. 
A  few  individuals  have  even  indicated  that  they 
would  be  interested  in  serving  as  staff  personnel. 

Also,  our  moderator.  Dr.  Homer  Kent,  Sr., 
has  pointed  out  this  growing  need  in  his  modera- 
tor's address  and  recommended  that  more  posi- 
tive steps  be  taken  to  establish  such  a  home. 
Our  committee  would  whole-heartedly  agree  and 
recommend  that  definite  steps  be  taken  to  es- 
tablish such  a  home  at  Winona  Lake,  Ind. 

This  committee  again  recommends  that  defi- 
nite steps  be  taken  to  encourage  one  of  our  ex- 
isting national  organizations  to  foster  such  a 
home  or  that  a  separate  board  of  directors  be 
established  to  implement  the  establishment  of 
such  a  home.  Inasmuch  as  this  need  has  been 
recognized  by  and  an  interest  has  been  expressed 
by  the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  and 
Brethren  Investment  Foundation  in  such  a  home 
that  this  conference  consider  encouraging  these 
organizations  to  pursue  definite  steps  toward  es- 
tablishing such  a  home  and  that  this  conference 
pledge  its  help  in  giving  toward  such  a  project  to 
provide  the  necessary  funds.  This  recommenda- 
tion is  not  intended  to  recommend  any  particular 
plan  of  financial  aid,  but  merely  to  request  this 
conference  to  indicate  their  interest  and  willing- 
ness to  support  such  a  project  if  these  organiza- 
tions are  encouraged  to  undertake  it. 

Again  this  committee  offers  its  help  in  any 
way  possible  to  assist  any  group  interested  in  de- 
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veloping  such  a  home.  j

COMMITTEE  ON  PASTORLESS  CHURCHES

Churches  seeking  pastors  who  requested  in- 
formation about  available  men-fourteen.  Four 
of  these  were  helpful  to  reply  when  negotiations 
were  completed  and  a  pastor  secured. 

Pastors  requesting  information  about  churches 
with  pulpit  vacancies— nine.  Two  of  these  re- 
turned information  they  accepted  calls.  Surely 
others  made  permanent  contacts  not  revealed  to 
the  committee.  The  ratio  is  about  that  of  the  ten 
lepers.  One  out  of  the  ten  returned  to  give 
thanks. 

The  retiring  chairman  of  the  committee  would 
like  to  suggest  that  the  moderators  of  the  dis- 
tricts who  comprise  the  committee  get  the  infor- 
mation to  the  central  office  as  soon  as  possible. 
In  the  new  year  it  will  be  that  of  Rev.  Arnold 
Kriegbaum.  A  revised  Ust  will  need  to  be  made 
soon  after  conference. 

More  churches  should  write  when  a  pastor 
has  been  secured;  otherwise  the  church  name 
will  continue  to  go  out  as  having  a  vacancy. 
Likewise,  pastors  need  to  let  the  committee 
chairman  know  as  soon  as  they  agree  upon  a 
move. 

One  more  suggestion.  I  believe  more  use 
could  be  made  of  this  committee  at  conference 
time.  Church  representatives  looking  for  a  pas- 
tor, might  see  this  committee  and  have  a  per- 
sonal meeting  with  the  man  God  may  have  in 
mind  for  their  pulpit.

Alva  Conner  presented  the  following 
Statistical  Review  Report  which  was  adopt- 
ed as  given: 

REPORT  OF  THE 
STATISTICAL  REVIEW  COMMITTEE 

We  preface  our  report  by  giving  gratitude  to 
God  for  blessed  memories  of  the  faithful  hfe  and 
service  to  our  Lord  of  the  selected  chairman  of 
our  committee.  Brother  Earle  Cole,  who  this  past 
year  was  ushered  into  the  immediate  presence  of 
Christ.  We  thank  the  Lord  for  our  departed 
brother's  faithful  service  in  the  realm  of  statistics 
in  our  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches. 

As  we  review  the  statistics  of  the  year  that 
has  passed,  we  are  very  cognizant  of  the  fact  that 
we  are  speaking  of  people  .  .  .  people  in  the  Breth- 
ren Church  .  .  .  people  and  their  eternal  destinies 
and  service  to  Jesus  Christ,  people  and  their 
faithfulness  in  attending  the  fellowship  we  hold 
dear;  and  people  in  their  dedication  of  their 
finances  to  our  Lord. 

As  we  scan  the  statistical  report  for  1967,  we 
are  grateful  to  our  Lord  for  the  growing  num- 
ber of  churches  in  our  fellowship  ...  a  total  of 
220  in  1967.  Six  new  ones  have  been  added  to 
our  fellowship  at  this  conference,  making  a  total 
of  226.  A  new  milestone  was  reached  in  mem- 
bership also,  and  we  praise  God  for  the  fact  that 
we  have  gone  over  the  30,000  mark  with  a  total 
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of  30,650  persons  in  our  fellowship.  Sunday 
school  enrollment  and  attendance  also  reached 
new  highs;  the  increases  in  these  areas  were  more 
than  double  the  increases  for  1966;  and  the  in- 
crease in  church  membership  was  almost  double 
the  amount  for  1966. 

We  note  that  total  additions  to  the  NFBC 
totaled  2,855  last  year,  and  we  believe  this  figure 
is  significant.  Losses  totaled  1,854  during  the 
year,  but  the  net  membership  gain  of  1,087  is  al- 
most three  times  the  1966  gain  of  356.  Our 
statistician  reported  that  the  number  of  trine 
immersed  members  should  actually  be  29,811, 
after  checking  with  a  number  of  churches  who 
did  not  report  on  this  particular  item. 

An  increase  of  $50,000  in  offerings  for  others 
was  noted  in  the  past  year,  and  of  course  the 
report  reflects  only  the  funds  channeled  through 
the  local  church.  We  believe  that  we  are  a  "build- 
ing church,"  as  the  report  reflects  an  increase  of 
$1,700,000  in  two  years  in  expenditures  for  new 
buildings  and  improvements.  Pastors'  salaries, 
however,  during  the  same  two-year  period  reflect 
httle  increase,  and  we  urge  our  constituency  to 
examine  their  pastor's  salary  arrangement,  par- 
ticularly in  this  period  of  time  when  the  cost  of 
living  is  rising  so  rapidly.  The  amount  expended 
for  youth  camps  increased  considerably  last  year, 
indicating  a  good  interest  in  this  area.  Total 
church  expenditures  increased  from  $5,456,550 
in  1965  to  $7,565,482,  an  increase  of  over 
$2,000,000,  and  we  believe  this  is  reason  to  praise 
God.  Total  valuation  of  properties  rose  from 
$15,000,000  to  over  $20,000,000,  a  very  wonder- 
ful increase;  and  our  assets  now  amount  to  more 
than  $26,000,000. 

We  rejoice  in  the  increase  in  attendance  at  the 
morning  and  evening  worship  services,  but  are 
concerned  in  the  drop  in  prayer  meeting  atten- 
dance. We  encourage  our  pastors  to  promote 
this  all-important  service,  and  urge  our  people  to 
attend  this  "hour  of  power."  The  1967  report 
also  reflects  decreased  activity  on  the  part  of 
many  of  our  auxiliary  organizations,  although 
VBS  attendance  was  up  slightly  over  1966. 

Our  per  capita  giving  reflects  significant  in- 
creases in  the  past  four  years,  and  our  people 
are  to  be  commended  for  their  faithful  steward- 
ship. 

A  number  of  suggestions  were  made  by  pas- 
tors and  church  secretaries  concerning  changes 
which  could  be  considered  in  the  statistical  form, 
and  we  are  recommending  a  couple  of  changes 
this  year,  and  asking  next  year's  statistical  review 
committee  to  consider  additional  changes  as 
needed. 

We  note  that  in  Item  II,  "Local  Expendi- 
tures," item  4-a-3;  "Estimated  parsonage  rental"; 
an  actual  expenditure  of  money  is  not  involved. 
We  recommend  that  next  year's  statistical  re- 
view committee  study  a  change  in  this  area. 

Again  in  Item  II,  "Local  Expenditures,"  we 
recommend  that  "Board  of  Ministerial  Relief 
be  added  in  area  4,  and  made  item  6,  inasmuch 
as  many  churches  have  expenditures  to  this 
board.

The  business  session  was  called  to  order 
by  the  chairman.  Dr.  Bess.  Minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  chairman  opened  the  meeting  with 
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a  discussion  on  the  race  relations  question. 
After  a  brief  discussion,  the  following  sub- 
stitute motion  was  offered:  "That  the  na- 
tional ministerium  call  upon  the  minister- 
ium  of  the  Southern  California-Arizona 
District,  in  consultation  with  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  Home  Missions  and  the  Direc- 
tor of  Development  of  Grace  Schools,  to 
study  and  recommend  to  this  body  at  its 
next  session  some  definite  action  in  estab- 
lishing a  scholarship  and  for  other  areas  of 
involvement  to  find  and  encourage  negro 
young  men  to  enter  Grace  Seminary  for  the 
purpose  of  pastoring  evangelical  churches, 
particularly  churches  in  the  N.F.B.C,  or 
as  God  directs."  The  substitute  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed. 

The  treasurer  presented  his  report,  cover- 
ing the  period  of  August  14,  1967  through 
August  17,  1968.  Motion  prevailed  to  ac- 
cept the  report. 

A  report  was  heard  from  the  committee 
on  licensure  and  ordination  procedure, 
composed  of  the  chairmen  and  secretaries 
of  examining  boards  of  all  districts. 

A  motion  prevailed  "That  the  committee 
on  licensure  and  ordination  be  continued 
for  another  year,  and  that  said  committee 
come  prepared  to  present  to  the  national 
ministerium  in  1969  a  suggested  manual  of 
procedure  deliniating  the  following: 

1 .  Pre-examination  procedures 

2.  Written  examination  forms 

3.  Oral  examination  procedures 

4.  Inter-church  and  inter-district  rela- 
tionships. 

The  licensure  and  ordination  committee 
is  encouraged  to  solicit  the  help  of  chair- 
yien  and  secretaries  of  district  examining 
boards  in  carrying  out  their  work.  The 
committee  is  further  directed  to  send  the 
gathered  material  to  each  pastor  at  least  30 
days  before  conference  for  their  consider- 
ation." 

A  motion  to  adjourn  prevailed.  Chair- 
man Bess  closed  the  meeting  with  prayer.

didn't  have  time  to  do  much 
)lanning  for  this  meeting,  but  God  has 
werruled  and  blessed  with  a  great  ser- 
ice."  We  hear  this  type  of  comment 
00  often  in  the  cause  of  Christ.  An 
inplanned  meeting-some  call  such  a 
'happening,"—!  call  it  a  "happen- 
tance"— turned  out  well  in  spite  of 
iverything,  so  all  seems  well.  It  is  good 
o  give  God  the  credit,  but  what  would 
lave  been  the  explanation  if  the  meet- 
ng  had  turned  out  differently? 

Church  planning  and  programming 
s  serious  business.  God  being  One 
vho  desires  that  things  be  done  "de- 
;ently  and  in  order"  expects  that  His 
;hildren  shall  work  very  diligently  at 
t.  For  shame  upon  us  if  we  fail  to 
)ut  sufficient  time  into  plans  for  every 
)hase  of  His  work,  for  His  work  is  just 
00  important  for  us  to  do  anything 
ess  than  our  very  best. 

Not  nearly  so  much  depends  upon 
he  outcome  of  planning  in  the  secular 
vorld,  but  contrast  their  methods  with 
)urs.  Have  you  ever  seen  a  football 
)lay  like  this?  The  team  is  going  for 
he  point-after-touchdown  when  they 
re  behind  14  to  12.  Everything  is  set 
or  the  kick;  the  ball  is  passed  to  the 
Lolder.  Instead  of  kicking,  the  team 
;oes  for  the  pass  play.  The  receiver 
i  in  the  right  place  in  the  end  zone 
t  the  right  time  and  they  make 
wo  points  instead  of  one.  The  score 
'ccomes  14  to  14  instead  of  the  ex- 
j'lected  14  to  13!    Then  to  hear  some 
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spectator  say  "How  lucky  can  you 
get!"  That  wasn't  a  "luck"  play;  it 
was  one  that  the  team  had  gone  over 
time  and  time  again  in  practice  so  that 
they  would  have  it  for  just  such  an 
occasion  as  this. 

To  be  successful  there  must  be  good 
planning.  The  world  in  its  operation 
for  profit  can't  afford  to  fail.  Yet,  too 
often,  in  our  more  important  work 
for  the  eternal  God  we  do  fail  from 
lack  of  planning.  There  are  too  many 
happenstances  in  the  cause  of  Christ! 
And,  really,  there  is  no  excuse.  Just 
to  think  that  we  have  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  lead  us  in  our  planning  sessions,  and 
then  to  direct  and  bless  as  the  plans 
are  carried  out! 

God  forgive  us  for  such  statements 
as  "Maybe  you're  wondering  why  I'm 
leading  singing  tonight.  Well,  our  song- 
leader  didn't  show  up  and  I  am  pinch- 
hitting.  Don't  mind  if  I  make  a  'goof 
or  two!"  Better  never  said,  even  if 
that  was  the  situation.  Or,  "Are  there 
any  other  announcements  from  the 
floor  before  we  proceed?  Seems  like 
I'm  forgetting  something.  Maybe  you 
can  help  me."  Who  is  in  charge?  Why 
hadn't  the  pastor  planned  his  announce- 
ments? How  would  such  antics  impress 
unsaved  successful  businessmen  in  the 
audience?  And  we  wonder  why  we 
don't  get  more  businessmen  in  our  ser- 
vices! The  classic,  ever-present  ex- 
ample is  the  Sunday  school  teacher 
who  grabs  up  Bible  and  quarterly  at 


10:30  Saturday  night  to  prepare  for 
tomorrow's  lesson.  Face  the  facts;  it's 
an  impossibility!  And  to  think  there 
will  be  unsaved  people  and  people  with 
other  weighty  problems  in  that  class 
waiting  for  spiritual  help  and  guidance 
from  that  teacher!  This  business  is  too 
important  to  fool  around  with.  No 
woman  would  wait  until  returning 
from  church  on  Sunday  morning  to 
start  roasting  a  chicken  for  dinner,  or 
making  pies  for  dessert!  The  ladies  are 
too  smart  for  that;  they  want  a  good 
meal  and  a  good  meal  requires  lots  of 
planning! 

Some  good  advice  is:  "Let's  get 
with  it!"  This  is  God's  work  which 
we  are  doing;  it  is  not  ours.  Long- 
range  planning  is  an  absolute  must  if 
we  are  to  please  Him  and  get  results. 
Whether  it  is  a  series  of  evangelistic 
meetings,  a  homecoming  service,  a 
Sunday-school  lesson,  a  slide  produc- 
tion, or  a  youth  meeting,  if  it's  worth 
having,  it's  worth  planning.  And,  if  it 
is  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Lord,  it  is 
worth  having.  Let  us  pray  about  it, 
plan  it  well,  and  then  pray  over  those 
plans.  Then,  as  we  are  faithful  to  carry 
forward  the  planned  program,  we  will 
see  God's  blessing.  And  what  joy  there 
is  in  seeing  fruit  from  our  labors  for 
Him!

For 
years  this  questfon  has  weighed  heav^ 
ly  on  the  consciences  of  many  in  our 
Fellowship.  Our  existence  as  a  denom- 
ination as  well  as  the  spiritual  blessings 
enjoyed  by  us  today  have  come  as  a 
result  of  the  faith  and  coorag'e^of  a^^ 
little  group  of  German  Christians  who 
were  determined  to  ^ey  the  tead^pgs 
of  the  New  Testament. 

Wl^  one  views  the  Beautiful  and 
peaceful  valley  tfujpuAt  which  flows 
the  Eder  River  in  ^Hfc^enau,  it  is 
not  dfeicult  to  imagine  the  anguish 
felt  by  those  forced  to  make  the  de- 
cision which  would  s^arate  them  for- 
ever from  this  lovely Ifeid.,  But  make 
it,  they  did! 

The  religious  persecutions  of  We 
1700'^n  Europgrtjeft  th%m  no  choice 
if  the^^ta^  to  reSain  true  to  their 
Lord.  triTJ'lS,  and  again  in  1729, 
groups  of  Brethren  left  for  America. 
In  so  doing  they  left  behind  no  orga- 
nized group  of  Chilians  who  were 
like-minded.  Thus,  The  Brethren 
Church  is  relatively  unknown  in  Europe 
today!^*t  is  onlf^ight  tJia£ltow,  260 
years  later,  we  should  go  D^fe  to  con- 
tribute to  the  spiritual  welfi 
many.

Thus,  on  September 
18,  Brethren  Herman  Schumacher, 
Roggr  Peugh,  and  John  Zielasko  met 
Missiwary  Tom  Julien  in  Luxembourg 
and  IjMgan  a  tour  which  covered  over 
3,4fl^%ilometers  in  Germany.  These 
brethren  visited  jriajor  cities  over  the 
leftgth  and  breadth  t»f  the  coutitry  and 
ha^ntervlews  with  more  than  twenty 
reRgrous  leaders,  including  both  mis- 
sionary and  national  personnel.  Every- 
where they  found  genuine  Christian 
tjpspiwiity  and  an  earnest  attempt  to 
suppl^the  information  requested. 
Now'-me  foreign  mission  board  is  evalu- 
ating reports  and  a  strategy  for  Ger- 
niany  will  soon  be  formulated.

years  in  press.  It  was  not  until  1771- 
72  that  the  first  American  edition  of 
the  Bible  in  the  English  language  was 
printed.  Christopher  Sauer  was  born 
at  Laasphe,  not  far  from  Schwarzen- 
au,  and  came  from  a  Reformed  Lu- 
theran home.  He  followed  the  Breth- 
ren to  Germantown  in  1724,  and 
there  he  purchased  six  acres  of  land 
and  built  a  large  house  of  two  stories 
and  an  attic.  The  lower  floor  was  his 
shop  for  his  many  activities— those  of 


optician,  apothecary,  clockmaker, 
tailor,  surgeon,  botanist,  cabinetmak- 
er, wire  and  lead  drawer,  paper  and 
type  maker,  ink  manufacturer,  manu- 
facturer of  stoves,  newspaper  editor, 
bookbinder,  and  printer.  Sauer's 
house  had  a  large  upper  floor  with 
movable  partitions  so  that  the  room 
could  be  used  for  meetings.  In  1738 
Sauer  launched  a  business  that  be- 
came the  outstanding  press  in  colonial 
America.      The  printing  press  itself 


came  from  Burloburg,  near  Schwarz- 
enau.  The  Sauer  press  served  the  Ger- 
man population  of  the  entire  Atlantic 
seaboard,  and  rivaled  the  famous 
press  of  Benjamin  Franklin.  It  pro- 
duced three  editions  of  the  Bible- 
1743,1763,1776.  The  Bible  shown 
on  the  cover  is  a  1763  edition  (only 
2,000  of  these  were  printed),  and  is 
the  property  of  Grace  Seminary  and 
College.

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GERMANY 
AND  THE 
GOSPEL  OF  CHRIST

ivilization  and  culture  are  Chris- 
tianity."   "Church  membership  makes     i 
ope  a  Christian."  Many  sincere  people 
feel  that  these  two  statements  are  true        .^ 
and  many  of  them  live  in  Western  Ger- 
many.   As  you  read  ahead,  notice  how       * 
these  statements  apply  to  Germany.     ■"  -      j^^ 

When  one  looks  at  the  civilization  and  living  standard  of  WestUermany, 
he  is  forced  to  recognize  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  advanced  nations  in 
t  the  world!    Economically  the  nation  is  in  a  state  of  prosperity  not  hereto- 

fore seen  in  German  history.  German  money  is  among  the  soundest  in  the 
world  and  Germany  has  no  large  national  debt.  The  unemployment  rate 
''"is  very  low  and  nearly  a  million  southern  Europeans  are  employed  in  Ger- 
man factories  and  offices  because  there  are  not  enough  Germans  to  do  the 
work.  Adolf  Hitler's  dream  of  a  Volkswagen  (People's  Car)  in  every  garage 
is  fast  becoming  a  reality  nearly  twenty-five  years  after  the  fall  of  the  Third  Reich.  Be- 
cause of  this  all-time  high  in  prosperity,  much  extra  time  and  money  is  available  for 
travel,  luxuries,  and  the  fine  arts,  not  true  in  the  reconstruction  years  just  after  the  last 
World  War.  This  affluence  is  producing  in  its  wake  an  attitude  of  materialism  nearly  as 
critical  as  that  in  our  own  land.  Germany  does  not  lack  for  culture  and  civilization. 

But,  what  about  religion?  Statistics  from  many  sources  show  that  in  Western  Germany, 
the  "State"  Church  counts  nearly  95  percent  of  the  sixty  million  population  in  its  mem- 
bership. The  Catholics  and  Protestants  (Lutheran  and  Reformed)  make  up  this  "State" 
Church,  Prote^ants  showing  a  slight  edge  over  the  Catholics.  Perhaps  a  word  of  explana- 
tion should  be  made  to  say  that  the  term  "State"  Church  is  a  poor  one.  The  church  has 
nothing  to  say  to  the  state  and  the  reverse  is  also  true.  The  church  is  linked  to  the  state 
only  through  the  church  tax,  which  amounts  to  about  ten  percent  of  a  person's  income 
tax  (one  in  the  twenty-percent  bracket  would  pay  about  two  percent  of  his  income  to  the 
church).  The  percentage  may  vary  slightly  from  state  to  state,  but  it  is  this  tax  which 
gives  the  "State"  Church  (Staatskirche)  its  name. 

Besides  the  "SiSite"  Church,  about   (Article  continued  on  next  page) 
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one  percent  of  the  population  claims 
membership  in  one  of  Germany's 
"Free"  Churches  (Moravians,  Metho- 
dists, Baptists,  Plymouth  Brethren,  Old 
Catholic,  Old  Reformed,  Mennonite, 
Assembly  of  God,  and  several  others). 
These  churches  do  not  have  the  link 
with  the  state  through  the  church  tax 
but  are  financially  supported  like 
churches  here  in  the  United  States,  and 
hence  the  term  "Free"  Church.  The 
interesting  but  rather  disappointing 
thing  is  that  the  national  average  of 
church  attendance  in  Germany  is  little 
better  than  five  percent.  In  some  areas 
it  falls  as  low  as  two  percent.  A  casual 
observer  of  these  figures  can  easily 
conclude  that  the  tie  which  the  average 
German  feels  with  his  church  is  mostly 
cultural.  Vibrant,  living.  New  Testa- 
ment Christianity  is  a  rather  rare  thing 
to  be  seen  in  Germany. 

There  are  some  good  reasons  for 
this  poor  involvement  in  the  church. 
One  already  mentioned  is  the  great  af- 
fluence of  the  society,  producing  an 
attitude  of  materialism.  Little  explan- 
ation needs  to  be  added  here,  for  the 
U.S.  is  in  the  same  dilemma,  only 
deeper.  Another  reason  for  the  dis- 
interest in  the  church  is  that  it  general- 
ly has  no  living  message  to  give  to  the 
people.  Theologians  of  the  last  cen- 
tury such  as  Graf,  Wellhausen,  Noth, 
and  others,  began  calling  into  ques- 
tion many  parts  of  God's  Word.  They 
said  that  it  was  not  God's  revelation 
to  man,  but  man's  record  of  what  he 
imagined  God  to  be,  if  there  was  a 
God.  The  Bible  no  longer  could  be 
trusted  as  being  historical,  they  said, 
but  was  merely  a  collection  of  interest- 
ing myths  to  illustrate  a  moral  point. 
These  higher  critics  erased  the  gains  of 
Martin  Luther  and  the  other  reformers 
in  Germany,  so  that  today  the  message 
is  dead.  These  comments  refer  primar- 
ily to  the  Protestant  "State"  Church, 
for  several  of  the  "Free"  churches 
preach  a  message  which  is  very  much 
Scriptural  and  alive. 

These  observations,  among  others, 
were  made  by  a  team  of  Brethren  men: 
Rev.  John  Zielasko,  Foreign  Secretary 
of  our  Foreign  Missionary  Society;  Mr. 
Herman  Schumacher,  board  member 
of  the  FMS;  Rev.  Thomas  Julien,  Mis- 
sionary in  France;  and  Rev.  Roger 
Peugh.  These  four  men  made  a  trip  of 
investigation    through    Germany    this 


past  September,  traveling  nearly  two 
thousand  miles  in  ten  days,  speaking 
to  leaders  inside  and  outside  the 
"State"  Church,  including  both  Ger- 
mans and  American  missionaries  work- 
ing there.  This  investigation  was  made 
prior  to  the  entrance  of  The  Brethren 
Church  into  Germany  as  a  mission 
field,  for  it  was  felt  very  unwise  to  at- 
tempt any  new  task  without  first  as- 
sessing the  need,  seeing  what  was  al- 
ready being  done  to  meet  that  need, 
and  hoping  to  determine  a  possible 
method  and  location  for  beginning  a 
new  testimony  there. 

The  need  has  already  been  men- 
tioned. Civilization  and  culture  are 
not  Christianity,  and  mere  church 
membership  is  not  that  which  gives 
eternal  life.  What,  then,  is  presently 
being  done  to  meet  this  need?  It  was 
found  that  there  are  many  missions  at 
work  in  Germany,  more  than  thirty  in 
some  capacity  or  another.  A  few  mis- 
sions (about  six  or  seven)  have  the  goal

of  starting  new  churches  because  of 
the  deadness  of  the  existing  church. 
Due  to  the  above  mentioned  cultural 
tie  with  the  "State"  Church,  the 
growth  of  such  works  has  been  very 
slow.  Germans  just  do  not  seem  to 
want  to  identify  with  a  new  church 
when  they  have  had  the  attachment 
with  the  "State"  Church  for  so  long. 
It  is  a  situation  similar  to  that  of  born- 
again  believers  in  the  U.S.  who  grew  up 
in  a  church  which  has  now  become 
liberal.  Many  of  these  were  "Sunday- 
morning-liberals"  and  "Sunday-night- 
fundamentalists"  for  years  before  they 
broke  with  the  liberal  church.  All  of 
their  relatives  are  members  of  the  liber- 
al church,  and  their  parents  may  have 
donated  the  church  organ,  or  some- 
thing similar.  This  cultural  tie  bound 
them  there,  even  though  they  knew 
full  well  that  the  message  was  dead. 
This  problem  is  not  unique  to  Ger- 
many! 

Most  of  the  remainder  of  the  mis- 
sions in  Germany  are  in  service  minis- 


tries to  the  existing  churches.  Some 
seek  to  direct  converts  only  into  funda- 
mental "Free"  churches,  while  others 
make  Uttle  distinction  between  liberal 
and  fundamentalist  churches,  as  long 
as  they  get  converts.  No  matter  who 
was  approached  by  the  team,  the  opin- 
ion was  unified  that  there  is  much  yet 
to  be  done,  in  spite  of  the  work  pres-  ■ 
ently  going  on  there. 

Lest  you  think  that  all  is  gloom  and 
that  The  Brethren  Church  is  foolish  for 
seeking  to  enter  such  a  difficult  field, 
it  must  be  said  that  there  are  some 
great  positive  factors  for  work  there. 
The  biggest  positive  element  is  that 
many  Germans  have  a  hunger  for  God's 
Word,  preached  in  an  authoritative 
manner.  In  some  other  European 
countries,  also  supposedly  "Christian," 
this  is  not  true.  In  Germany  large 
crowds  have  been  gathered  for  evange- 
hsm  where  popular  entertainers  have 
barely  drawn  a  handful.  Missionaries 
told  the  team  about  Bible  classes  which 
have  seen  great  success  in  some  places. 

Although  this  investigation  trip 
yielded  much  very  helpful  information, 
the  place  for  beginning  a  Brethren  testi- 
mony has  not  yet  been  finally  decided. 
A  number  of  areas  were  suggested  by 
those  interviewed,  but  the  final  deci- 
sion will  probably  be  made  after  furth- 
er investigation  while  the  first  mission- 
ary couple  is  in  language  study.  Pres- 
ently there  is  one  couple  under  ap- 
pointment with  the  FMS  to  Germany, 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Roger  Peugh.  This  fall 
they  have  been  helping  in  missionary 
conferences  in  the  East,  and  next 
spring  they  plan  to  be  on  the  West 
Coast,  presenting  the  challenge  of  this 
new  work.  They  hope  to  arrive  in  Ger- 
many in  June  of  1969  to  pursue  lan- 
guage study. 

Please  pray  earnestly  as  The  Breth- 
ren Church  returns  to  the  land  of  its 
origin.  Pray  that  God  will  overcome 
the  barriers  which  exist  and  that  peo- 
ple will  be  saved  and  grow  in  their 
Christian  lives,  winning  others  to  Him. 
It  was  a  humble  beginning  back  in 
1708  in  Schwarzenau,  and  it  may  seem 
like  a  very  humble  thing  in  1969,  but 
our  God  has  chosen  the  weak  things 
of  this  world  to  confound  the  wise.  As 
you  pray,  claim  the  great  promises  of 
God's  Word,  and  expect  to  hear  of 
answered  prayer  in  the  days  to  come.

A  Friar's  Promise— 

Sebastian  and  Joaquina  had  a  new 
baby  to  "baptize"  every  year,  come 
February.  For  the  morally-upright  and 
respected  blacksmith,  this  once-a-year 
visit  to  his  church  was  all  that  was 
necessary,  although  he  did  desire  to 
read  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  himself. 
For  three  consecutive  years  at  the 
baptism  of  his  newest  child,  he  asked 
the  Italian  friar  for  a  Bible;  always  he 
was  promised  that  one  would  be  avail- 
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able  by  the  time  of  his  next  visit-but 
the  promise  never  materialized. 

Throughout  his  corner  of  Brazil's 
jungle,  Senhor  Sebastian  is  recognized 
as  the  finest  of  gunsmiths,  his  speciality 
being  the  muzzle-loading  shotguns,  and 
he  hand-produces  the  most  beautiful 
and  highly-polished  hardwood  gun- 
stocks  manufactured  in  any  of  the 
local  shops.  In  addition,  he  owns  an 
average-size  family  farm  producing 
corn,  beans,  rice,  manioc  and  jute,  the 
last  being  the  "money"  crop.  Pro- 
gressive by  nature,  he  also  owns  a 
couple  of  dugout  canoes  which  boat- 
less  neighbors  borrow  to  paddle  down 
Fish  River  a  few  hours'  journey  to  the 
South  Atlantic  Ocean.  The  boats  are 
"rented"  for  a  certain  percentage  of 
the  catch,  thus  providing  fish  to  go 
along  with  the  beans  and  rice  at  meal 
time. 

Gospel  /[/leetings  at  the  Witcli  Doctor's 
l-louse— 

More  than  three  years  ago  Senhor 
Sebastian  began  hearing  some  talk 
about  an  American  who  was  holding 
meetings  and  selling  Bibles  in  various 
farm  homes  of  the  area.  When  invited 
to  attend  one  of  the  meetings  at  the 
home  of  Senhor  Pordencio  of  the  next 
farm  (the  missionary  at  that  time  ha,d 
no  idea  that  the  lady  of  the  house  was 
a  witch  doctor!),  the  blacksmith 
brought  his  family  to  the  Sunday  after- 
noon meeting,  bringing  also  ample  cash 
to  purchase  a  large-print  New  Testa- 
ment. (Once,  during  such  a  meeting  at 
this  home,  a  little  girl  came  to  the  door 
with  her  sick  brother's  shirt  in  her 
hand,  interrupted  the  meeting,  and 
told  the  doctor  that  "Mother  sent  this 
shirt  for  you  to  bless!"  Sr.  Pordencio, 
greatly  embarrassed,  immediately  sent 
the  child  home,  adding,  "There  is  no 


one  here  who  understands  these 
things.") 

Sebastian  began  immediately  to 
read  his  New  Testament.  The  meetings 
became  of  outstanding  importance  in 
his  weekly  schedule,  and  he  soon  re- 
fused to  receive  customers  or  to  do 
any  work  in  his  shop  on  Sundays. 
Since  his  own  farm  was  more  central 
for  the  families  attending,  the  meetings 
were  transferred  to  the  gunshop.  A 
couple  dozen  shotguns  hang  on  one 
wall,  various  cattle  brands  are  burned 
into  the  door,  and  his  work  bench  is 
right  in  the  middle  of  it  all-and  yet 
the  shop  still  offers  cramped  shelter 
from  the  tropical  sun  and  rain  for  the 
ten-or-so  families  of  believers  who  at- 
tend the  meetings  three  times  a  week. 
(The  missionary  jeeps  the  ten  miles 
from  Quatipuru  for  the  Sunday  after- 
noon and  Tuesday  night  meetings,  and 
Sebastian  himself  now  teaches  a  Sun- 
day morning  Bible  study.) 

Baptisms  and  communion  are  held 
four  times  a  year,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two  of  the  wives,  the  en- 
tire families  of  the  congregation  at 
Agua  Boa  ("Good  Water")  are  believers. 
Christian  young  people  marry  other  \ 
believers  within  the  congregation  in 
what  are  probably  among  the  most 
beautiful  and  holy  ceremonies  this 
jungle  has  ever  seen. 

World's  Oldest  Bible  School- 

To  readers  of  ihe  Missionary  Herald, 
it  should  be  interesting  to  note  how 
this  has  come  about.  The  reasons  are 
many,  among  them  the  following:  (1) 
From  the  beginning  of  this  work,  the 
missionary  (as  Saint  Paul  himself)  has 
"determined  not  to  know  any  thing 
among  you,  except  Jesus  Christ,  and 
Him  crucified."  This  means  that  there 
is  no  free  food  or  clotliing  from  the 
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Alliance  for  Progress,  no  fancy  music 
or  other  "attractions";  just  the  simple 
teaching  of  the  Word  as  in  the  days 
of  Ezra  and  Nehemiah  when  "they 
read  in  the  book  in  the  law  of  God  dis- 
tinctly, and  gave  the  sense,  and  caused 
them  to  understand  the  reading."  (2) 
This  systematic  Bible  teaching  is  di- 
rectly coupled  to  a  conscious  reali- 
zation on  the  part  of  the  teacher  that 
he  who  deals  with  the  Word  of  God, 
deals  with  the  miraculous.  Thus,  we 
actually  expect  God  himself  to  give 
growth  to  the  seed  planted.  (3)  As  in 
the  case  of  Sr.  Sebastian,  many  were 
already  hungry  for  the  Word,  and, 
therefore,  (4)  they  were  ready  to  obey 
its  exhortations.  And  (5)  one  of  the 
most  important  and  practical  exhor- 
tations ever  given  to  parents  anywhere 
has  been  understood  and  adopted  in 
most  of  the  homes.  In  Deuteronomy 
6  God  instructs  parents  to  teach  the 
statutes  of  the  Lord  to  their  children 
daily,  morning  and  night,  when  seated 
in  the  house  and  when  walking  along 
the  road.  It  even  says  to  hang  Bible 
verses  on  the  wall  for  ready  memori- 
zation—and this  they  also  obey. 

It  is  the  conviction  of  this  writer 
that  these  things  are  not  peculiar  to  a 
jungle  people,  for  the  promises  of  this 
chapter  were  given  thousands  of  years 
ago  to  all  children  of  God  who  de- 
sired that  He  should  fill  their  homes 
full  of  all  good  things— including  Chris- 
tian daughters-in-law!  Here,  then,  is 
the  world's  oldest  Bible  school:  the 
old-fashioned  family  altar,  every  day. 
Evidently,  Mother  and  Dad  are  ex- 
pected to  read  and  teach  the  Word  to 
their  own  children,  rather  than  to  leave 
it  up  to  the  Sunday-school  teacher  for 
an  hour  a  week!  This,  at  least,  has 
been  the  case  at  Agua  Boa-and  with 
very  pleasing  results.  y 
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(FMS  editor's  note:  In  the  Nov.  2  issue  of 
the  Missionary  Herald  the  main  theme  of 
the  foreign  missions  section  was  a  commem- 
oration of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
Brethren  Africa  mission.  Reference  was 
made  to  an  additional  article  to  be  carried 
in  a  later  issue:  this  is  that  article.) 


AA Streetcar  motorman,  a  lady  doc- 
tor, and  two  nurses.  Not  a  preacher  in 
the  party.  Was  ever  a  mission  so  over- 
loaded with  medical  workers  .  .  . 

.  .  .  And  what  of  the  fruit  after  fifty 
years? 

Self-governing,  self-supporting,  self- 
propagating  churches  in  which  African 
pastors  shepherd  70,000  members,  or- 
ganized into  district  conferences  and  a 
general  conference  with  committees 
and  boards  that  oversee  the  different 
branches  of  the  work  of  the  denomin- 
ation. 

Can  the  medical  work  claim  to  have 
brought  all  this  about?  Of  course  not. 
But  the  medical  workers  have  had  a 
part  in  bringing  this  about,  and  this  is 
something  which  only  the  Lord  can 
evaluate. 

For  the  medical  workers  have  never 
thought  of  the  medical  work  as  an  end 
in  itself,  but  as  a  by-product  and  a 
means. 

A  by-product  of  the  Gospel.  The 
Gospel  produces  compassion,  and  med- 
ical work  is  one  of  the  best  ways  of 


showing  compassion. 

A  means  of  propagating  the  Gospel. 
When  the  heathen  see  compassion  in 
action,  it  helps  them  to  believe  in  the 
love  of  God.  And  manifesting  the 
glory  of  Christ  is  the  primary  purpose 
of  every  Christian  black  or  white,  yel- 
low or  brown.  So  medical  work  gives 
an  ideal  outlet  for  the  newborn  com- 
passion in  the  heart  of  the  believer. 

This  is  true  of  the  individual  African 
medical  worker,  and  also  of  the  African 
church  as  a  whole;  for  the  General 
Conference  of  Brethren  Churches  gov- 
erns the  medical  work  by  setting  up  a 
board  for  that  purpose.  And  the  Afri- 
can churches  are  right  now  discussing 
the  question  of  whether  it  is  a  function 
of  the  church  to  run  a  medical  work. 
It  is  always  healthy  for  a  mission  or  a 
church  to  discuss  this  question,  for  it 
makes  people  think  about  the  real  pur- 
pose of  a  Christian  medical  work  and 
prevents  its  being  done  mechanically. 
To  do  mechanically  perfect  medicine 
is  no  function  of  a  Christian  organi- 
zation—but to  do  mechanically  perfect 
medicine  with  compassion  is  one  of 
the  highest  functions. 

Do  you  want  proof  that  our  African 
medical  workers  do  their  work  from 
compassion?  They  refused  a  raise  in 
salary  that  was  voted  by  the  govern- 
ment because  they  realized  that  the 
people  of  the  bush  would  not  be  able 
to  pay  for  medical  care  at  the  increased 
rate. 

And  do  you  want  to  know  how  the 
Board  of  Directors  faces  its  problems? 
Read  the  open  letter  addressed  by  the 
president  of  the  board  to  Brother  Zie- 
lasko. 

What  a  thrill  for  the  pioneer  mis- 
sionaries to  see  the  results  after  fifty 
years!  Their  ministry  was  limited  to 
bedside  nursing  of  one  patient  at  a 
time,  with  their  own  hands.  Now  the 
main  job  of  the  missionary  is  to  train 
79  medical  assistants,  of  whom  seven- 


teen are  medical  evangehsts,  each  one 
capable  of  running  a  dispensary  and 
giving  the  Gospel  to  the  surrounding 
population.  And  there  is  an  African 
Board  of  Directors  capable  of  evalu- 
ating the  personnel  needs  of  the  work 
and  of  taking  the  initiative  of  sending 
an  appeal  to  the  churches  in  the  home- 
land.

You  already  know  these  things  well.  There  is  a  hospital,  but  there  is  a 
great  need  for  doctors  to  work  in  it. 

Dr.  H.  Mason  has  gone  on  furlough.  Dr.  A.  Robbins  has  gone  also.  Dr.  F. 
Taber  has  returned;  that  is  a  great  reason  for  thanksgiving.  And  we  hear  that 
there  is  another  one  who  wants  to  come.  That  gives  us  great  joy.  But  that  is 
not  enough.  We  are  very  anxious  to  receive  something  like  four  doctors  who 
are  apt  to  teach,  and  also  some  nurses  who  can  teach.  That  way  when  the 
time  comes  for  them  to  leave,  the  work  will  not  fall  down.  For  by  that  time 
they  will  have  trained  personnel  well  capable  of  caring  for  the  work. 

It  is  also  necessary  to  find  surgeons;  perhaps  three,  so  that  when  one  goes, 
the  others  will  remain  to  do  the  work,  so  that  the  work  will  continue  to 
function  well. 

The  affair  of  teaching  classes  is  very  important. 

This  is  what  we  ask  at  your  hands.  We  hope  you  will  put  your  strength 
into  it  to  send  out  word  so  that  the  affair  of  this  letter  will  spread  among  all 
the  churches  in  America,  and  they  may  be  able  to  help  us  in  this  matter.  If 
God  calls  them  out  for  His  work,  we  board  members  will  be  most  happy  to 
have  them  among  us. 

With  the  passing  days,  new  needs  will  arise;  and  God  knows  all  about  it, 
so  He  is  continually  caUing  workers. 

Yes,  truly,  in  the  heart  of  the  board  members  we  want  this  work  to  con- 
tinue to  expand,  and  not  to  fall. 

We  thank  Dr.  Taber  very  much,  because  he  is  like  the  key  that  has  opened 
the  door.  He  is  the  one  who  came  among  us  with  the  work  of  medicine.  We 
see  that  he  puts  his  strength  into  it  much,  and  his  heart  does  not  faint,  fol- 
lowing this  way  until  he  has  become  an  old  man  in  it.  If  he  is  upheld  by 
others,  it  will  give  him  strength  and  the  work  will  go  well.   So  we  ask  that 
others  may  follow  his  example,  and  to  come  and  help  us  with  all  their 
strength.

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■  opular  topic  of  conversation  in 
evangelical  Christian  circles  today  is 
Christian  literature.  This  is  good  and 
proper.      But   talking  is  not  enough. 

I'd  like  to  ask,  "What  are  you  doing 
about  it?" 

So  vast  is  the  subject  of  Christian 
literature  and  so  vital  has  it  become 
that  it  affects  all  walks  of  life.  Pastor, 
missionary.  Christian  worker,  layman- 
no  matter  who  we  are,  we  are  all  in- 
volved. In  missionary  circles,  it  is  pro- 
viding fresh  incentive  for  the  thrust  of 
the  Gospel  in  our  day.  In  desperate 
haste,  mission  boards  are  setting  up 
literature  committees,  launching  liter- 
ature studies. 

On  the  field,  low  cost,  popularly 
slanted  magazines  are  being  started  by 
the  missionaries  to  reach  the  man  on 
the  street.  On  their  pages,  the  Gospel 
is  plainly  presented,  along  with  prac- 
tical suggestions  on  health,  baby  care, 
and  brightly  written  news  and  feature 
material. 

At  home,  farsighted  churches  and 
church  organizations  are  picking  up  the 
torch.  Some  are  writing  missionary 
literature  into  their  budgets.  Others 
are  seeing  that  the  potential  of  Chris- 
tian literature  is  presented  in  their  mis- 
sionary conferences  and  conventions. 

A  few  Christian  colleges  and  Bible 
institutes  and  seminaries  are  recogniz- 
ing the  need  for  providing  courses  on 
subjects  relating  to  Christian  literature. 


Although  their  number  is  still  small, 
more  are  seeing  the  need  each  year. 

One  well-known  college  has  set  up  a 
major  in  Christian  literature.  It  has 
been  my  privilege  to  teach  Christian 
journalism  the  past  five  years  in  a  con- 
centrated missionary  literature  program 
during  the  summer  term  at  Moody 
Bible  Institute.  Several  Bible  institutes 
are  seriously  considering  opening  clas- 
ses on  various  phases  of  Christian 
journalism. 

The  Christian  literature  snowball 
process  started  several  years  ago  on  the 
mission  field  where  missionaries  sud- 
denly discovered  that  a  rising  tide  of 
nationalism  was  curtailing  their  activi- 
ties. 

Previously,  they  had  found  that 
natives  were  willing  to  put  up  with 
their  poor  efforts  at  the  language  or 
read  hastily  translated  English  books 
on  the  Gospel,  in  order  to  hear  what 
the  foreigner  had  to  say.  Now  they 
had  discovered  that  the  proud  national 
wants  to  read  or  hear  his  language  in 
the  true  idiom  of  his  own  people.  He 
is  no  longer  interested  in  the  white 
man's  culture; he  wants  his  own.  More- 
over, in  some  areas  the  missionaries' 
abihty  to  travel  the  areas  where  the 
Gospel  had  not  been  preached  is  limit- 
ed by  government  restrictions.  Here, 
literature  often  proves  to  be  the  only 
means  by  which  the  message  of  Christ 
can  be  proclaimed. 


At  the  same  time.  Christians  at 
home  have  come  to  the  staggering  real- 
ization of  the  peril  of  obnoxious  liter- 
ature in  their  homes  and  churches. 
Suddenly  engulfed  by  the  miasma  of 
smutty,  obscene  and  objectional  liter- 
ature that  floods  the  newsstands,  book- 
stores and  mails,  some  have  struck  out 
blindly.  Still  others,  with  the  help  of 
churches  and  civic  organizations,  have 
seen  fruit  for  their  labors. 

In  a  few  cities,  vigilant  committees 
have  been  able  to  stem  the  tide.  But 
often  for  every  newsstand  that  is 
cleaned  up  or  pornographic  pubhsher 
put  out  of  business,  a  dozen  spring  up 
in  other  places. 

Meanwhile,  in  some  homes  and 
churches,  determined  efforts  have  been 
made  to  replace  objectional  literature 
with  Christian  books  and  magazines. 

All  of  this  is  encouraging.  But  all 
too  often,  the  individual  Christian 
hides  behind  the  cloud  of  dust  stirred 
up  by  such  activity.  A  few  Christian 
leaders  here  and  there  have  been  roused 
into  action.  But  the  subject  is  so  vast 
that  to  successfully  employ  the  tre- 
mendous potential  of  Christian  litera- 
ture today  complete  mobilization  of 
the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  must  be  ac- 
compUshed. 

This  means  that  each  individual 
Christian  has  a  responsibility.  Here  is 
what  you  can  do  about  it. 

First,  begin  at  home  and  with  the 
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Word  of  God. 

See  to  it  that  you  have  regular  daily 
personal  devotions  centered  on  the 
Word  of  God  with  the  use  of  other 
Christian  hterature. 

Subscribe  to  one  or  more  Christian 
magazines  for  yourself  and  your  fami- 
ly. Begin  a  regular  program  of  build- 
ing a  Christian  library  for  yourself  and 
your  family. 

Second,  see  that  your  church  has  a 
program  to  advance  the  cause  of  Chris- 
tian literature. 

This  means  a  well-staffed  and  sup- 
plied Christian  library.  It  also  means 
emphases  on  Christian  reading  from 
the  pulpit  and  in  the  Sunday  school. 
Here  again,  the  balanced  program  in- 
cludes Christian  magazines  and  the 
basic  old-time  Christian  books  as  well 
as  current  late  titles. 

Third,  see  that  the  newspapers  ser- 
ving your  community  carry  news  and 
feature  articles  on  the  activities  of  the 
evangelical  churches— others  as  well  as 
your  own.  This  means  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  publicity  chairman  in  your 
church  who  knows  how  to  write  and 
understands  how  to  prepare  material 
for  the  press.  If  other  churches  do  not 
have  quaUfied  persons,  you  or  someone 
else  who  has  real  vision  for  this  minis- 
try can  soon  make  yourself  so  invalu- 
able to  the  local  newspaper  that  you 
may  find  yourself  the  religious  corres- 
pondent   or    religious   editor   for   the 


paper.  If  you  have  the  desire  but  not 
the  knowledge  or  experience  for  such 
a  task,  you  will  find  books  available  in 
the  library  on  journalism.  Also,  at 
least  one  correspondence  course  in 
Christian  journahsm  is  available.  (The 
Christian  Writers  Institute,  33  South 
Wacker  Drive,  Chicago  6,  Illinois.) 

Fourth,  become  informed  yourself 
on  the  wider  aspects  and  opportunities 
of  Christian  literature,  particularly  on 
the  mission  field.  Your  own  mission 
board  as  well  as  Evangelical  Literature 
Overseas,  Wheaton,  Illinois,  a  non- 
profit agency  serving  all  mission  boards 
will  be  glad  to  provide  you  with  help- 
ful background  material.  As  you  read 
about  this  exciting  new  development, 
you  will  be  led  of  the  Lord  to  pray  and 
contribute  to  Christian  evangelism  and 
thus  have  a  definite  part  in  its  spread. 

Fifth,  use  all  the  means  of  mass 
communications  open  to  you  to  pre- 
sent the  cause  of  Christian  literature. 
This  means  writing  letters  to  your  local 
newspaper  editor  when  you  see  the 
Gospel  abused.  Do  not  write  carping 
critical  letters  but  friendly  constructive 
ones  point  out  that  the  Bible  and  Chris- 
tian literature,  presenting  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  cure  to  the 
troubles  of  men  and  nations. 

Write  letters  to  magazine  editors 
also  when  you  see  articles  that  chal- 
lenge your  thinking. 

Above  all,  compliment  editors  when 


material  appearing  in  their  newspapers 
and  magazines  is  helpful  to  the  spread 
of  the  Gospel.  You  will  be  amazed  at 
the  fruit  from  this  seemingly  insignifi- 
cant exercise. 

Radio  station  managers,  motion  pic- 
ture operators  and  managers  as  well 
are  susceptible  to  the  voice  of  the 
public. 

You  are  the  pubhc.  Too  long, 
Christians  who  make  up  this  public 
have  remained  silent  and  allowed  Satan 
to  dominate  this  mass  media  techniques, 
which,  in  turn,  so  mightily  influence 
the  mind  of  the  public. 

Christian  hterature  is  nothing  more 
nor  less  than  communication.  As 
Christians,  we  are  called  upon  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  be  "ready  always  to  give 
an  answer  for  the  hope  that  is  in  us." 
This  means  that  we  must  not  only 
speak  up  as  individuals  in  testimony 
to  what  God  has  done  for  us.  It  means 
also  that  we  must  use  the  mass  media 
available  to  us  by  which  our  testi- 
mony for  Christ  is  multipUed  by  the 
hundreds  and  thousands  and  millions. 

These  are  the  reasons  why  Christian 
literature  today  is  so  significant  a  sub- 
ject. These  are  the  reasons  also  why 
you  and  I  must  participate— not  only 
in  talking  about  it  but  in  doing  some- 
thing about  it.  Let  us  do  it  now.       y

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Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain 
With  the  Lord 

Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain,  founder 
and  president  emeritus  of  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  and  College, 
was  taken  to  be  with  his  Lord  on 
Nov.  11,  1968,  after  a  prolonged 
illness.  Dr.  McClain  was  80  years 
of  age.  He  and  Mrs.  McClain  had 
been  residing  at  Friendship  Village 
Retirement  Home  in  Waterloo, 
Iowa,  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Dr.  McClain  was  born  in  Au- 
relia,  Iowa,  on  April  11,  1888. 
His  faithful  and  long  service  to 
the  Lord  began  with  his  conver- 
sion to  Christ  under  the  ministry 
of  Dr.  Louis  S.  Bauman. 

In  1937  Dr.  McClain,  along 
with  Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  the 
current  president  of  Grace  Schools, 
founded  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  Akron,  Ohio,  with  39  stu- 
dents. Moving  to  Winona  Lake  in 
1939,  Dr.  McClain  guided  the 
founding  of  Grace  College  in  1948 
and  served  as  president  of  both 
schools  until  his  retirement  in 
1962. 

He  was  the  theological  voice  of 
The  Brethren  Church,  being  instru- 
mental in  its  successful  struggle  in 
"defense  of  the  faith."  The  docu- 
ment known  as  "The  Message  of 
the  Brethren  Ministry"  was  largely 
the  work  of  Dr.  McClain  and  sets 


forth  the  fundamentals  of  the 
Christian  faith  as  understood  by 
the  Brethren.  His  book  The  Great- 
ness of  the  Kingdom  is  regarded  as 
the  most  definitive  work  on  the 
subject  today. 

In  a  memorial  service  on  Nov. 
14,  Dr.  Orville  D.  Jobson,  who 
went  to  the  mission  field  under 
Dr.  McClain's  ministry,  delivered 
the  sermon.  Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent, 
Sr.,  presided  over  the  service,  and 
tributes  to  Dr.  McClain  were  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt, 
Dr.  Kenneth  Ashman,  Dr.  Russell 
Barnard,  Dr.  J.  Palmer  Muntz,  and 
Dr.  Paul  R.  Bauman. 

The  final  resting  place  of  Dr. 
McClain  is  the  Oakwood  Cemetery 
in  Warsaw,  Ind. 

Coming  in  the  Dec.  28  issue  of 
the  Missionary  Herald  will  be  sev- 
eral pages  of  tribute  covering  the 
life  and  ministry  of  Dr.  McClain, 
including  excerpts  from  the  me- 
morial service.

On  behalf  of  your  national  WMC  officers,  may  Christmas 
bring  its  blessing  of  Peace  and  Hope  to  you  and  yours. 
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re  were  much  impressed  with 
the  guides  that  were  provided  and  the 
information  that  they  gave  us  on  our 
recent  trip  to  Bible  Lands.  Zachariah, 
our  Arab  guide  in  Old  Jerusalem,  talked 
hke  a  Christian,  quoted  Scripture  both 
Old  and  New  Testament  perfectly,  but 
he  was  a  Moslem.  It  reminded  me  of 
some  people  who  live  without  reproach 
but  are  not  real  children  of  God,  not 
having  been  born  into  the  famOy  of 
God.  Nevertheless,  Zachariah  enjoyed 
the  singing  and  services  which  were 
held  at  different  spots  where  we 
stopped  in  Jerusalem.  Pray  with  us 
for  him— he  promised  to  read  the  tract, 
"Have  You  Heard  About  God's  Gift?" 
given  to  him.  In  fact,  every  guide,  bus 
driver,  airline  pilot  or  stewardess  and 
steward,  waiter  and  waitress  was  given 
one.  Our  prayers  follow  them. 

After  we  left  Jerusalem  our  Jewish 
guide  was  Alan.  He  told  us  so  many 
interesting  facts  concerning  the  Bible 
lands.  He  was  born  in  India  and  edu- 
cated in  a  mission  school  but  still  clung 
to  the  Jewish  faith.  This  reminds  us 
how  important  it  is  that  every  child 
that  comes  under  our  teaching  is  given 
the  opportunity  to  know  how  to  accept 
Christ  as  Saviour.  Alan  lived  in  a  kib- 
butz. Immigrants  from  aU  over  the 
world  come  to  Israel  and  live  in  these 
settlements.  There  are  997  kibbutzim 
in  Israel. 

We  were  privileged  to  visit  an  Orth- 
odox Jewish  kibbutz,  called  "Lavi," 
which  means  "Young  Lion."  Our  guide 
here  had  a  beard  and  wore  the  little 
black  skull  cap  of  the  Orthodox  Jew. 
Three  hundred  immigrants  in  17  years 
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actually  made  a  bit  of  the  desert  (4,000 
acres)  to  blossom  as  a  rose. 

The  government  gives  the  land  and 
machinery  to  get  a  group  started  in  a 
community.  It  took  3  years  to  get  the 
rocks  picked  up  before  any  building  or 
planting  could  be  done.  All  the  while 
they  Uved  in  little  shanties.  Now  nice 
homes  are  there.  Gardens,  orchards, 
lovely  citrus  groves,  cattle,  cotton  and 
sunflower  seeds  are  a  few  speciahties 
of  this  kibbutz.  In  this  kibbutz  the 
families  hve  together  (not  usually  so). 
Forty-three  families,  many  unmarried 
young  people  live  in  dormitories. 

The  special  project  of  the  kibbutz 
is  building  synagogues.  They  first  built 
their  own,  and  as  other  kibbutzim  re- 
quested synagogues,  they  built  theirs. 
They  have  now  finished  forty.  Some 
are  fishermen,  farmers,  carpenters,  cat- 
tle raisers,  citrus  growers,  and  so  forth. 

Any  male  over  thirteen  can  conduct 
a  service  in  the  synagogue.  The  rabbi 
performs  only  at  hatches  (births), 
matches  (marriages),  and  dispatches 
(deaths)— a  quote  by  the  guide. 

The  kibbutz  is  ruled  by  general  as- 
sembly, and  a  chairman  is  appointed 
every  three  months.  Quote-"Each 
man  gives  the  best  of  his  abilities,  re- 
ceives all  his  needs  supplied." 

Young  people  learn  responsibility 
and  learn  to  work  early  in  life. 

The  kibbutz  pays  back  to  the  govern- 
ment for  land  and  equipment  from  the 
fruits  of  the  land. 

Israel  is  now  a  secular  state.  They 
have  festivals  and  offerings,  but  no 
sacrifice  now.  Pray  for  Israel. 
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This  1968-69  "birthday  missionary"  says 
the  only  thing  in  her  life  which  seems 
important  at  all  is  .  .  .

What  the

One  of  the  very  fortunate  ones  who 
cannot  remember  the  time  she  was 
born  again,  any  more  than  she  can  re- 
member her  first  birth,  is  Marguerite 
Gribble  Dunning.  She  knows  that  she 
is  physically  and  spiritually  alive  only 
by  the  evidences  of  life,  and  she  knows 
what  family  she  belongs  to  because  of 
her  birth  certificate.  She  has  a  birth 
certificate,  too,  with  God's  name  on 
it  as  her  Father:  John  1:12,  20:31, 
I  John  3:1,2,  and  other  Scriptures. 
This  last  certificate,  written  in  her 
heart  as  well  as  on  paper,  is  the  most 
important  credential  she  has;  it  is  the 
only  one  that  matters  eternally. 

For  eight  or  nine  years  in  her  young 
life  Marguerite  went  through  a  period 
of  great  spiritual  insecurity.  She  was 
proud  to  be  the  daughter  of  James  and 
Florence  Gribble,  born  in  Chicago  on 
their  furlough  from  Africa,  and  nothing 
pleased  her  more  than  to  be  told  that 
she  resembled  her  father.  She  heard 
this  often  from  many  people  who  were 
kindly  interested  in  the  little  mission- 
ary girl  who  had  been  left  at  the  age 
of  six  in  the  home  of  John  and  Hattie 
Weed  in  Sunnyside,  Washington.  After 
her  father  died  the  next  year,  her 
thoughts  were  often  turned  heaven- 
ward where  she  knew  he  was.  About 
the  same  time  she  began  to  realize 
more  and  more  that  she  was  not  al- 
ways "the  good  little  girl"  Jesus  and 
her  daddy  wanted  her  to  be.  Much  as 
she  loved  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weed  and  her 
own  mother,  she  could  not  confide 
this  problem  to  them,  for  she  felt  she 
would  be  such  a  disappointment  to 
them  and  many  others  if  they  knew 
she  wasn't  so  "good"  as  they  seemed 
to  think  she  was.  She  tried  harder, 
while  knowing  she  could  not  make  her- 
self resemble  God,  her  Father,  any 
more  than  she  could  by  her  own  doing

make  herself  look  like  her  father  James 
Gribble. 

On  her  mother's  next  furlough, 
when  Marguerite  was  ten,  she  asked 
many  questions  to  learn  details  con- 
cerning the  promise  her  father  had 
claimed  from  God  on  the  night  she 
was  born:  that  if  the  Lord  tarried  she 
would  carry  the  gospel  story  overseas, 
and  that  if  He  did  not,  she  would  be 
one  of  His  own  at  Flis  coming.  She 
thrilled  at  this  oft-repeated  story.  But 
what  if  her  loving  and  wonderful  father 
had  been  mistaken?  What  if  he  had 
wanted  it  so  much  that  he  only  thought 
God  had  promised  it?  She  had  to 
make  sure  for  herself!  Some  days  she 
felt  happy  and  knew  she  belonged  to 
God,  other  days  she  was  very  conscious 
of  her  failures  and  lack  of  peace. 
There  would  be  times  when  she  would 
go  forward  in  revival  meetings,  yet  she 
knew  things  were  the  same.  It  is  im- 
possible to  depend  on  God  and  love 
Him  more  than  with  your  whole  heart, 
and  this  she  had  always  done!  Other 
times,  at  her  bedside  she  would  pray: 
"Dear  Lord  Jesus,  if  You  know  I  am 
Yours  and  You  want  to  come  tonight, 
it  is  all  right.  /  don't  have  to  know,  I 
trust  You.  But  please,  please,  don't 
come  until  I  am  Yours!"  This  childish 
prayer  was  the  only  thing  that  could 
give  her  peace  to  sleep,  even  in  her 
high  school  years.  (And  she  always 
slept  well!) 

After  her  high-school  graduation 
the  Lord  worked  it  out  that  Marguerite 
went  to  Moody  Bible  Institute.  There 
He  became  very  precious  to  her  as  she 
saw  His  loving  and  tender  provision 
for   all   her  needs  in  those  depression 


years.  Yet  she  couldn't  feel  sure  she 
belonged  to  Him!  In  Personal  Evan- 
gelism class  none  of  the  cases  seemed 
to  parallel  hers.  One  night  she  deter- 
mined to  remain  on  her  knees  until 
she  felt  the  peace  of  God  in  her  heart. 
She  considered  again  John  3:16,  and 
very  soon  she  felt  better.  The  next 
morning,  after  a  good  night's  sleep,  she 
wondered  if  she  had  just  rationalized 
herself  into  going  to  bed.  "The  heart 
is  deceitful  and  desperately  wicked," 
so  could  she  trust  that  feeling  of  peace 
she  had  had?  So  she  struggled  on.  One 
day  she  blurted  out  to  her  dearest 
friend,  Ruth:  "I  don't  even  know  if 
I'm  saved!"  Marguerite  remembers 
well  the  shocked  look,  and  the  answer: 
"Why,  of  course  you're  saved,  if  you 
trust  Jesus  the  way  you  say  you  do. 
If  you  think  you  are  not,  you  are  say- 
ing God  is  a  liar!"  So  Marguerite  be- 
lieved what  it  said  on  the  birth  certifi- 
cate even  if  she  didn't  yet  feel  she  be- 
longed. Gradually  the  Lord  led  her  to 
see  that  if  her  own  experience  and  feel- 
ings seemed  to  disagree  with  His  Word, 
the  only  secure  side  to  be  on  was  the 
unalterable  facts  of  the  Word  of  God. 

She  has  also  learned  that  being  spiri- 
tually healthy  does  not  mean  constant- 
ly looking  at  herself  to  see  how  she  is 
progressing,  because  one  can't  keep  her 
eyes  on  the  Lord  Jesus  (Heb.  12:1-2) 
and  on  herself  at  the  same  time.  He 
has  promised  to  care  for  us;  (And  how 
"saintly"  the  Devil  lets  us  feel  when 
we  can  claim  that  promise  only  for  our 
temporal  needs  and  not  for  our  eternal 
ones!)  God  has  said  that  He  holds  our 
lives  in  His  hands,  and  our  feet  to  the 
path  (Psalm  66:9).  Just  as  a  physically 
healthy  person  is  energetically  doing 
things  instead  of  always  taking  her 
pulse  and  checking  her  temperature, 
so  will  one  with  spiritual  good  health 
be  using  all  her  strength  and  every  op- 
portunity to  obey  the  Lord's  com- 
mand to  tell  the  Good  News  every- 
where. 

It  was  at  Moody  that  Marguerite 
met  Harold.  He  had  entered  school, 
coming  from  New  Jersey,  the  same 
month  she  had.     He  saw  her  first  in

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music-conducting  class,  maneuvered  an 
introduction,  and  their  first  date  was 
on  her  nineteenth  birthday;  so,  she  is 
one  woman  who  makes  a  real  cele- 
bration out  of  each  birthday. 

In  1937  when  Dr.  Gribble  was  in 
the  States  for  the  last  time,  Harold  and 
Marguerite  were  married.  Then  came 
three  years  at  Grace  Seminary.  The 
next  year  found  them  unexpectedly  in 
Africa!  Unexpected,  because  Europe 
was  at  war  and  ways  to  get  to  French 
Africa  seemed  closed.  Three  weeks  be- 
fore they  sailed,  Harold  had  been  pas- 
toring  the  Clayton,  Ohio,  Brethren 
Church  with  absolutely  no  hopes  of 
being  able  to  go  to  Africa  soon. 

Less  than  a  year  after  the  Dunnings 
were  in  Africa,  their  first  daughter, 
Ruth,  was  born-contrary  to  medical 
opinions.  But  Dr.  Gribble  was  not  just 
a  disinterested  physician— she  wanted 
to  be  a  grandma!  So  she  had  con- 
tinued praying  long  after  Harold  and 


Marguerite  decided  to  accept  what 
God  withheld  as  well  as  what  He  gave. 

The  end  of  four  years  found  the 
Dunnings  bound  for  furlough  with  a 
daughter  and  a  stowaway,  which  was 
later  revealed  to  be  Verna.  They  had 
left  Africa  with  heavy  hearts,  for  it  was 
doubtful  if  they  could  return,  for 
Marguerite  seemed  to  be  afflicted  with 
TB.  Again  the  Lord  undertook.  After 
furlough  and  some  months  in  France, 
they  went  back  to  Africa  for  a  second 
period  of  four  years.  During  this  time 
Bertamae  was  born. 

The  Dunnings  spent  the  first  term 
on  Yaloke  station  and  the  second  term 
opening  Bossembele  and  M'Baiki  sta- 
tions. During  the  third  term  they  went 
to  the  Bible  Center,  where  they  taught 
in  the  Bible  Institute.  When  at  the  end 
of  the  four  years  they  returned  home, 
Harold  was  ill,  recovering  from  hepati- 
tus.  Again  it  seemed  doubtful  that 
they  could  return:  and,  indeed,  they

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (EP)-The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled  uncon- 
stitutional an  Arkansas  law  which  forbade  the  teaching  of  any  theory 
that  man  evolved  from  other  species  of  life. 

In  an  unanimous  decision  the  Court  said  that  when  the  state  en- 
forced the  1928  law  it  was  not  being  neutral  with  respect  to  religion 
and  ostensibly  was  showing  favor  toward  fundamentalist  points  of 
view  on  the  origin  of  man,  taught  by  a  literal  interpretation  of 
Genesis. 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (EP)-Utah  voters  have  defeated  a  proposal  to 
legalize  the  sale  of  liquor  by  the  drink. 

The  proposal  had  drawn  opposition  from  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  (Mormon),  which  had  unsuccessfully  tried 
to  keep  the  referendum  off  the  November  ballot. 

Defeat  of  the  proposal  means  that  Utah  will  retain  its  present  li- 
quor laws,  which  forbid  sale  of  beverages  by  the  drink  having  more 
than  3.2  percent  alcohol,  in  restaurants  and  bars. 

MONROVIA,  Calif.  (EP)— A  new  missionary  motion  picture,  filmed  entirely  in  Vietnam  under  combat 
newsreel  conditions,  has  been  released  by  World  Vision  under  the  title,  "No  Greater  Love." 

The  film  has  been  produced  by  Larry  Ward  and  Ron  Plant.  According  to  World  Vision  executive  vice 
president  Ted  W.  Engstrom,  it  will  be  made  available  by  the  missionary  service  agency  for  showings  begin- 
ning January  1,  1969. 

MUSKEGON,  Mich.  (EP)-The  feature-length  dramatic  film  "FHp  Side"  is  being  shot  by  Gospel  Films 
which  allegedly  takes  a  candid  look  at  the  youth  of  North  America. 

Says  GF  president  Billy  Zeoli,  "These  young  people  are  different.   Raised  in  a  society  where  drinking 
has  become  a  status  symbol  and  sex  jokes  the  'norm'  of  mixed  company  parties,  they  have  been  offered 
birth  control  pills,  LSD  and  the  atomic  bomb.  They  dare  to  question  education  and  religion  and  defy 
traditional  codes  of  behavior.  Their  trademark  is  a  'cool  resistance'  to  any  approach  from  their  elders  in 
order  that  they  might  work  out  their  own  moral  standards  apart  from  restrictions  and  rules  established 
by  an  earlier  generation."  (This  film  is  available  on  a  rental  basis  through  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
Company.) 

LOCKING  THE  CROSS  AND  THE  SICKLE.  The  inauguration  of  Communist-Christian  dialogue 
started  in  Denmark  in  1968  has  been  termed  "significant."  It  does,  however,  make  us  wonder  which  side 
has  the  most  to  gain,  which  the  most  to  lose. 

Li  Wei  Han,  Red  Chinese  strategist  said  regarding  the  "counter-revolutionary  Church"  in  the  Minds- 
zenty  Report: 

"We  shall  be  able  to  destroy  the  Church.   But  if  we  were  to  attack  it  frontally  and  strike  it  overtly 
while  we  are  still  ill-equipped  and  have  not  educated  the  masses  properly,  the  only  result  would  be  to  give 
the  Church  a  greater  sway  over  the  masses.   .  .  .  The  line  of  action  to  be  followed  consists  of  instructing, 
educating,  persuading,  convincing,  and  little  by  little  awakening  and  completely  developing  the  poHtical 
consciousness  of  Cathohcs  by  securing  their  participation  in  study  circles  and  political  activities. 

"We  must  set  about  .  .  .  (to)  gradually  transform  the  false  conscience  of  the  (Church),  to  the  true  con- 
science, so  that  they  will  eventually  come  around  to  destroying,  by  themselves  and  for  themselves,  the  di- 
vine images  which  they  had  themselves  created." 

If  conversation  is  what  each  side  wants,  then  the  parties  must  have  a  common  terminology.  But 
Christians  have  none  with  dialecticians  who  proclaim  peaceful  coexistence  while  insidiously  subverting  a 
nation. -NBR.

The  most  outstanding  trip  of  ex- 
ploration since  Columbus;  a  147-hour 
period  said  by  some  to  equal  three 
centuries  of  scientific  study;  it  was 
that  kind  of  mission!  Everything  had 
gone  well  with  Borman,  Lovell,  and 
Anders  from  blast-off  at  the  Cape  all 
the  way  to  the  moon.  Even  the  moon 
orbit  had  been  executed  perfectly. 
Now  the  astronauts  in  the  moon  orbit 
were  communicating  with  earth  in 
those  hours  previous  to  the  beginning 
of  their  240,000-mile  trip  back  to  the 
earth. 

Loud  and  clear  came  the  voice  of 
Anders:  "We  are  now  approaching  the 
lunar  sunrise  and  for  all  the  people 
back  on  earth,  the  crew  of  Apollo  8 
has  a  message  that  we  would  like  to 
send  to  you: 

'In  the  beginning  God  created  the 
heaven  and  the  earth.  And  the  earth 
was  without  form,  and  void:  and 
darkness  was  upon  the  face  of  the 
deep.  And  the  Spirit  of  God  moved 
upon  the  face  of  the  waters.  And 
God  said.  Let  there  be  light:  and 
there  was  hght.  And  God  saw  the 
light,  that  it  was  good:  and  God 
divided  the  light  from  the  darkness.'  " 

How  exciting  and  exhilarating  to 
the  millions  of  people  around  the  world 
as  they  then  listened  to  Astronaut 
Lovell  as  he  read: 

"And  God  called  the  light  Day,  and 
the  darkness  he  called  Night.  And 
the  evening  and  the  morning  were 
the  first  day.  And  God  said.  Let 
there  be  a  firmament  in  the  midst  of 
the  waters,  and  let  it  divide  the 
waters  from  the  waters.  And  God 
made  the  firmament,  and  divided  the 
waters  which  were  under  the  firm- 
ament from  the  waters  which  were 
above  the  firmament:  and  it  was  so. 
And  God  called  the  firmament  Heav- 
en. And  the  evening  and  the  morn- 
ing were  the  second  day." 
Two  additional  verses  were  read  by 
Borman: 


"And  God  said.  Let  the  waters  under 
the  heaven  be  gathered  together  unto 
one  place,  and  let  the  dry  land  appear: 
and  it  was  so.  And  God  called  the 
dry  land  Earth:  and  the  gathering  to- 
gether of  the  waters  called  he  Seas: 
and  God  saw  that  it  was  good." 

Their  message  was  perfectly  timed. 
Every  detail  of  the  trip  had  been 
planned  to  meet  the  perfect  movement 
of  a  universe  that  could  have  come 
only  from  the  hand  of  the  God  of 
creation.  We  had  heard  the  astronauts 
discuss  these  detailed  plans  which  ma- 
terialized to  perfection.  Now  they 
were  ready  to  return  home  via  the 
tricky  re-entry  route  into  the  earth's 
atmosphere.  Then  it  was,  at  the  very 
heart  of  the  mission  their  message 
came,  "In  the  beginning  God  created 
the  heaven  and  the  earth.  .  .  ." 

How  different  from  the  atheistic 
Russian  astronaut  who,  having  experi- 
enced an  earth-orbital  mission  a  hun-

dred  and  fifty  or  so  miles  out  in  space, 
reported  that  God  was  not  out  there 
for  he  looked  everywhere  and  could 
not  see  Him.  And  now  since  the  com- 
pletion of  our  Apollo  8  mission,  there 
has  come  the  asinine  statement  by 
Madalyn  Murray  O'Hair  that  she  is 
starting  a  campaign  to  outlaw  prayers 
and  the  reading  of  the  Bible  such  as 
Borman,  Lovell,  and  Anders  had  made 
from  space. 

But  fear  not,  the  God  who  created 
the  universe  and  controls  it  will  con- 
tinue to  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  brave 
men  everywhere  to  give  forth  the  mes- 
sage, "In  the  beginning  God  created 
the  heaven  and  the  earth,"  and  "All 
things  were  made  by  him;  and  without 
him  was  not  any  thing  made  that  was 
made."  And  after  all,  it  is  recorded 
permanently  in  the  Book  of  Books, 
"The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God; 
and  the  firmament  sheweth  his  handy- 
work."  Y

Sunshine 
Amidst 
The 
Rain

In  the  middle  of  three  days  of 
rain  came  the  afternoon  that  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Minerva,  Ohio,  had 
selected  for  a  ground-breaking  service. 
That  afternoon  the  Lord  held  back  the 
rain.  It  was  on  Sunday,  November  17, 
and  fifty  members  and  friends  gathered 
at  our  new  church  site. 

As  pastor  I  turned  the  first  shovel- 
ful of  ground.  Then  followed  the  vice- 
moderator,  the  Sunday-school  superin- 
tendent, and  the  WMC  president. 

Our  new  building  will  be  financed 
through  the  Brethren  Investment  Foun- 
dation, and  its  financial  secretary,  Mr. 
Kenneth  Rucker,  was  present  for  this 
important  day  in  our  church's  history. 
Mr.  Rucker  also  represented  the  Breth- 
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Present  meeting  place  of  the  Minerva  church. 


ren  Home  Missions  Council,  which  is 
sponsoring  our  church.  As  representa- 
tive of  these  two  organizations  Mr. 
Rucker  was  granted  the  honor  of  tak- 
ing a  turn  with  the  shovel. 

We  are  grateful  that  the  Lord  in 
leading  us  to  a  location  also  led  us  to 
a  Christian  property  owner  who  was 
vitally  interested  in  having  a  church  in 
the  new  housing  area.  This  property 
owner  sold  us  the  two-acre  location 
for  $9,900  and  has  given  us  an  option 
to  purchase  another  one  and  one-half 
acres.  He  was  present  for  the  turf- 
turning  event  and  made  his  contribu- 
tion by  taking  a  turn  with  the  shovel. 

It  has  been  only  ten  months  since 
the  purchase  of  our  property,  and  in 
these   few  months  we  have  seen  the 


property  debt  reduced  from  59,900 
to  $3,800.  This  was  made  possible 
by  the  generous  giving  of  our  thirty- 
eight  members  and  the  tremendous  re- 
sponse we  received  from  the  district. 
During  this  same  period  expenditures 
were  made  in  preparation  for  our  new 
building,  and  payments  were  made  on 
our  architectural  service  fees.  A  fur- 
ther indication  of  our  people's  response 
was  a  $308  offering  taken  at  the 
ground-breaking  service. 

The  building  plans  for  the  new 
church  are  complete  and  have  been 
provided  by  the  Brethren  Architectural 
Services,  of  which  Rev.  Ralph  Hall  is 
the  supervisor.  We  have  chosen  Early 
Arherican  for  the  church  design,  and 
the  present  unit  will  be  the  first  in  a 


three-unit  building. 

We  are  expecting  the  Brethren  Con- 
struction Crew  to  move  here  sometime 
after  the  first  of  the  year,  but  in  the 
meantime  some  of  the  crew  members 
will  begetting  the  building  started  here 
while  they  are  finishing  up  the  Lexing- 
ton, Ohio,  structure. 

God  has  done  great  things  for  us, 
and  we  are  thankful.  We  believe  He  is 
going  to  continue  doing  great  things. 
A  hundred  new  homes  are  going  into 
the  area  immediately  around  our  new 
church,  giving  us  new  opportunities 
and  contacts.  As  our  building  begins 
to  take  shape  here,  we  believe  God  is 
going  to  add  many  people  from  the 
Minerva  community  to  His  church,  the 
body  of  Christ.  ▼

God's  supreme  sacrifice  for  sin,  His 
marvelous  provision  for  man's  redemp- 
tion and  reconciliation,  not  only  dealt 
with  the  past  and  present  but  also  has 
provided  for  the  glorious  future  of  the 
children  of  God.  "For  God  so  loved 
the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  be- 
gotten Son,  that  whosoever  believeth 


in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have 
everiasting  life"  (John  3:16).

The  matchless  grace  and  love 
of  God  and  the  sacrifice  of  Christ 
should  thrill  our  hearts  anew  every 
time  we  read  this  blessed  story.

90'Year-Old 
Building 


By  Donald  W.  Farner 


Ninety  years  ago  a  group  of  German 
Methodists  built  a  church  in  Winona, 
Minnesota.  After  using  it  for  twenty- 
five  years,  they  turned  it  over  to  Ger- 
man Baptists.  Next  came  the  Church 
of  the  Brethren,  which  used  it  for  over 
thirty  years.  Then  the  Evangelical  Free 
Church  made  use  of  the  building  un- 
til it  was  sold  to  the  Grace  Brethren. 
By  the  grace  of  God  there  is  still  a 
lighthouse  on  the  corner  of  Ewing  and 
Wabasha  Streets. 

Mrs.  Farner  and  I  arrived  at  Winona 
in  December  of  1965  for  the  purpose 
of  pastoring  the  church  and  remodel- 
ing the  old  church  building.  The  proj- 
ect has  taken  nearly  three  years,  as  we 
have  been  partially  self-supporting. 
Members  of  the  congregation,  includ- 
ing the  women,  helped  in  pouring  con- 
crete, applying  the  roof,  finishing 
woodwork,  painting,  and  cleaning.

We  received  help  on  the  project 
from  the  district  in  both  finances  and 
labor,  and  this  help  came  from  both 
pastors  and  laymen.  Our  son,  Don, 
Jr.,  and  his  wife  helped  us  one  sum- 
mer when  Don  was  in  seminary.  It 
has  taken  many  hands  to  accomplish 
this  remodeling  program. 

It  was  not  easy  to  take  a  building 
erected  in  1878  and  modernize  it  into 
a  1968  model.  And  in  the  planning  we 
considered  the  future  as  well  as  the 
present  use.  Assisting  in  the  building 
program  were  the  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees  as  well  as  Mr.  Everett 
Bearden,  Mr.  Wihiam  Roth,  and  Mr. 
Eldon  Putzier,  who  composed  the 
building  committee. 

The  original  $5,000  property  now 
has  a  valuation  of  $20,000.  On  Dedi- 
cation Day  the  property  debt  stood  at 
$8,200.  The  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  made  possible  our  re- 
modeling program,  and  we  appreciate 
Brethren  people  who  helped  us  by  in- 
vesting in  the  foundation. 

With  our  present  facilities  we  are 
able  to  accommodate  at  least  one 
hundred  people.     We  have  a  total  of 


3,136  square  feet  of  floor  space.  In- 
cluded are  meeting  rooms,  a  narthex, 
a  furnace  room,  and  a  study.  The  new 
look  inside  and  out  also  includes  new 
light  fixtures,  a  new  heating  system, 
a  new  ceiling,  and  new  carpeting. 

Dedication  Day  was  set  for  October 
12,  1968.  A  Saturday  date  was  chosen 
to  make  possible  a  greater  representa- 
tion from  the  district  churches,  and  it 
worked  out  very  well.  Pastors  from 
seven  of  the  nine  churches  in  our  Iowa 
District  participated  in  the  special  ser- 
vice. Our  main  speaker  was  Rev. 
Robert  Thompson,  Western  field  secre- 
tary for  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council. 

It  is  a  wonderful  thing  to  see  the 
Lord  work  as  He  did  right  here  in  Wi- 
nona. We  have  these  facilities  because 
of  the  cooperative  effort  of  our  people, 
the  Iowa  District,  and  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council.  This  kind  of 
cooperative  effort  throughout  our  Fel- 
lowship could  increase  our  testimony 
for  Christ  and  deserves  our  whole- 
hearted support.  It  is  our  desire  to  see 
this  work  grow  and  prosper  until  Jesus 
comes.  Y

This  was  my  problem  as  I  considered 
the  lesson  for  our  ladies'  luncheon- 
discussion  meeting.  We  had  arrived

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You  should  have  heard  the  com- 
ments! They  really  thought  I  had 
some  affair  planned.  At  least  I  had 
them  thinking  until  we  came  to  our 
discussion  time.  After  a  few  words  of 
explanation  regarding  the  make-believe 
invitation,  I  asked  them  how  they 
would  have  answered  the  following 
questions  should  the  invitation  have 
been  authentic. 

1 .  Would  you  want  to  attend? 

2.  Would  you  want  to  know  why 
you  were  invited? 

3.  Would  you  go  as  you  are? 

4.  Would  you  make  some  special 
preparation? 

5.  Would  you  find  out  what  to  wear? 

6.  Would  you  prepare  cosmetically? 

7.  Would  you  learn  about  court  eti- 
quette? 

8.  Would  you  be  afraid? 

9.  Would  you  feel  honored? 

10.  Would  you  tell  others  about  it? 

After  they  had  answered  the  ques- 
tions, we  discussed  them.  The  general 
agreement  was  "yes"  to  all  questions 
except  number  three. 

If  we  would  make  such  preparation 
to  appear  before  an  earthly  monarch, 


how  dare  we  think  we  could  appear 
as  we  are  before  the  King  of  kings! 
God  demands  preparation.  The  Book 
of  Leviticus  presents  what  God  re- 
quires under  the  Old  Testament  Law. 
I  then  read  to  them  the  entire  six- 
teenth chapter,  which  deals  with  Yom 
Kippur,  the  Day  of  Atonement.  This 
is  one  holy  day  all  Jews  know  about, 
though  much  of  what  is  observed  is 
traditional.  The  Lord  required  that 
even  the  high  priest  appear  before  Him 
in  the  holy  of  holies  on  a  certain  day, 
in  certain  dress,  and  by  a  certain  way. 
I  gave  examples  of  Aaron's  sons  (Lev. 
10: 1-3)  and  Uzzah  (II  Sam.  6;  1-7). 

I  linked  the  sacrifices  for  the  Day 
of  Atonement  to  Leviticus  17:11  and 
John  1:29.  God  has  provided  His 
Lamb,  who  not  only  shed  His  blood 
for  payment  of  our  sins  but  also  bore 
them  away. 

God  extends  a  personal  invitation 
to  come  into  His  presence,  as  is  evi- 
denced in  Isaiah  55  and  Revelation 
22:17.  All  of  us  must  one  day  stand 
before  the  King  of  kings,  but  only 
those  who  are  properly  attired  in  His 
righteousness  will  be  accepted.    I  read 


part  of  Matthew  22:1-14.  Were  we 
prepared  to  appear  before  Him? 

In  the  discussion  time  that  followed, 
Mrs.  S-  asked  if  children  bore  the  guilt 
for  the  sin  of  the  parents.  This  was  a 
little  off  the  subject,  so  I  told  her  I 
would  talk  with  her  later  about  this. 
Several  days  later  on  the  phone  I  asked 
her  to  read  Jeremiah  31:27-40  and 
Ezekiel  18. 

The  following  week  Mrs.  Button 
and  I  visited  Mrs.  S-.  We  discussed  the 
fact  that  though  one's  sins  may  affect 
the  lives  of  others,  in  relationship  to 
God  each  will  give  account  only  for 
his  own  sin.  Mrs.  S-  asked  other 
questions,  which  were  also  answered 
from  the  Word.  During  our  visit  we 
were  able  to  present  the  Lord  Christ  as 
the  fulfillment  of  the  Old  Testament 
promises. 

Two  of  the  ladies  who  regularly  at- 
tend our  day  meeting  are  out  of  town, 
one  in  Chicago,  the  other  in  Israel.  I 
wrote  to  them  about  the  meeting  and 
used  this  invitation  with  questions  and 
explanation   to   testify  also  to  them.

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"A  Prince  Has  Fallen" 

(A  10-page  Memorial  Section  on  Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain) 


"A  prince  and  a  great  man  has  fallen."  A  deeply  impressive  memorial  ser- 
vice was  held  for  Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain  on  November  14,  1968,  in  the  Winona 
Lake  Auditorium.  An  estimated  900  persons  attended. 

The  service  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent,  Sr.,  vice  president  of 
Grace  Schools.  Scripture  was  read  by  Dr.  S.  Herbert  Bess,  teacher  of  Hebrew 
and  the  Old  Testament  at  Grace  Seminary,  followed  by  prayer  from  Rev. 
John  M.  Aeby,  pastor  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Waterloo,  Iowa. 

The  Grace  College  Choir,  Professor  Donald  Ogden,  director,  sang  "Jesus, 
the  Joy  of  Man's  Desiring"  by  Bach,  immediately  following  Pastor  Aeby's 
prayer.  Tributes  were  given  by  Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  president  of  Grace 
Schools  and  upon  whom  in  a  very  real  sense  Dr.  McClain's  mantle  of  service 
has  fallen;  Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Ashman,  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Grace  Schools;  Dr.  Russell  D.  Barnard,  moderator  of  the  National  Fellowship 
of  Brethren  Churches;  Dr.  J.  Palmer  Muntz,  a  former  official  of  the  Winona 
Lake  Christian  Assembly;  and  Dr.  Paul  R.  Bauman,  administrator  at  Le- 
Tourneau  College. 

Dr.  Orville  D.  Jobson,  a  close  friend  of  the  McClains  and  one  who  was 
largely  influenced  by  Dr.  McClain  to  serve  the  Lord  on  the  foreign  mission 
field  of  Africa,  delivered  a  triumphant  message. 

The  Grace  Choir  and  special  chorus  victoriously  climaxed  the  service  by 
singing  the  "Hallelujah  Chorus"  from  Handel's  Messiah.  Dr.  Hoyt  closed 
with  prayer. 

The  burial  service  took  place  at  Oakwood  Cemetery  in  Warsaw,  with  the 
committal  service  being  conducted  by  Dr.  Kent,  Sr. 
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DR. 
McCLAIN 
-HIS  LIFE 


Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain,  founder  and 
president  emeritus  of  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  and  Grace  College,  died 
at  3:15  a.m.,  November  1 1,  at  Friend- 
ship Village,  Waterloo,  Iowa. 

Born  in  Aurelia,  Iowa,  on  April  1 1 , 
1888,  he  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Walter 
and  Mary  McClain.  On  June  7,  1911, 
at  Yakima,  Washington,  he  married 
Josephine  Gingrich. 

His  formal  education  was  received 
at  the  following  schools:  University  of 
Washington  and  Antioch  College;  A.B., 
(Phi  Beta  Kappa),  Occidental  College; 
Graduate  with  Diploma  in  Theology, 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary;  Th.M., 
ibid;  D.D.,  Bible  Institute  of  Los  An- 
geles; LL.D.,  Bob  Jones  College. 

He  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  of 
The  Brethren  Church  in  1917,  and  pas- 


tored  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Philadelphia  for  eight  years. 

He  was  on  the  faculties  of  these  in- 
stitutions: Philadelphia  School  of  the 
Bible,  Ashland  College,  Bible  Institute 
of  Los  Angeles,  and  Ashland  Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 

In  1937  Dr.  McClain,  along  with 
Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  the  current  presi- 
dent of  Grace  Schools,  founded  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  in  Akron,  Ohio, 
with  thirty-nine  students.  In  1939  the 
school  was  moved  to  Winona  Lake.  Dr. 
McClain  guided  the  founding  of  Grace 
College  in  1948  and  served  as  president 
of  both  schools  until  his  retirement  in 
1962.  McClain  Hall,  the  administra- 
tion and  seminary  classroom  building 
on  Grace  campus,  was  named  in  his 
honor  in  1966. 

He  served  for  fifty  years  on  the 
board  of  the  Brethren  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,  having  been  appointed  as 
recording  secretary  to  the  board  in 
1917.  He  was  elected  moderator  of 
the  general  conference  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church  in  1930  and  1934,  and 
served  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Winona  Lake  Christian  Assembly  since 


1942.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Evan- 
gehcal  Theological  Society,  the  Nation- 
al Association  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and 
was  listed  in  Who 's  Who  in  America. 

He  has  authored,  along  with  numer- 
ous articles  and  monographs  in  reli- 
gious publications,  four  books.  They 
are:  Outline  and  Argument  of  St.  Paul's 
Epistle  to  the  Romans,  1928;  Daniel's 
Prophecy  of  the  Seventy  Weeks,  1930; 
Law  and  the  Christian  Believer  in  Re- 
lation to  the  Doctrine  of  Grace,  1954; 
and  The  Greatness  of  the  Kingdom, 
1959.  A  short  booklet  entitled  Bible 
Truths  has  been  reprinted  ten  times 
and  translated  into  four  foreign  lan- 
guages. 

He  also  served  ten  years  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  revision  committee  for  the 
New  Scofield  Bible  which  was  pub- 
lished by  Oxford  in  1967. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Jose- 
phine ;  and  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Mary  Miller 
of  Long  Beach,  California,  and  Mrs. 
Ruth  Ashman  of  West  Covina,  Cali- 
fornia. The  McClains  left  Winona  Lake 
to  reside  in  Friendship  Village  in  March 
of  1968.— £)/•.  Homer  A.  Kent,  Sr,  vice

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L^r.  Alva  J.  McClain  was  the  lead- 
ing educator  in  the  area  of  theological 
education  within  The  Brethren  Church 
for  more  than  thirty-five  years.  He  was 
an  able  and  proficient  scholar,  known 
outside  his  own  denomination  and 
throughout  theological  conservatism 
across  the  United  States. 

He  was  a  painstaking  scholar.  There 
was  no  effort  too  great  to  spend  in  de- 
veloping a  system  of  theology  that  has 
blessed  every  student  sitting  under  his 
ministry  and  the  thousands  who  have 
benefited  indirectly  through  that  min- 
istry. He  possessed  the  ability  to  take 
the  abstruse  teachings  of  the  Scriptures 
and  make  them  plain  to  the  average 
believer  in  Christ;  yet  in  doing  so  he 
never  sacrificed  the  profundity  and 
depth  of  Bibhcal  truth. 

It  was  under  his  leadership  that  the 
first  graduate  school  of  theology  in 
The  Brethren  Church  was  organized  at 
Ashland,  Ohio,  in  1930.  That  school 
was  perpetuated  in  substance  in  Grace 
Theological  Seminary,  which  was  or- 
ganized under  his  direction  as  president 
in  1937.  This  school  began  its  session 
in  Akron,  Ohio,  and  two  years  later 
moved  to  Winona  Lake,  where  it  estab- 
lished permanent  quarters.  Even 
though  the  first  fourteen  years  of  its 
ministry  were  in  rented  quarters,  the 
school  continued  to  grow,  until  at  last 
it  was  necessary  to  move  to  a  campus 
of  its  own.  During  this  time  a  four- 
year  liberal  arts  college  was  started, 
and  both  schools  grew  to  about  350 
during  Dr.  McClain's  presidency. 

In  addition  to  the  fact  that  his  in- 
fluence will  be  felt  in  The  Brethren 
Church  for  years  to  come  as  its  chief 
theologian,  he  has  left  a  heritage  of 
hterature  from  his  pen  that  is  superb 
in  content  and  expression.  In  some 
ways,  perhaps,  his  greatest  contribu- 
tion to  the  field  of  Christian  literature 
is  to  be  measured  by  his  part  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Revision  Committee  of  the 
Scofield  Reference  Bible. 


It  has  often  been  said  that  an  in- 
stitution is  the  lengthened  shadow  of 
a  man.  Certainly  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  is  that.  But  what  is  even 
greater  is  the  lengthened  shadow  of 
this  man  in  the  hundreds  of  students 
who  have  sat  under  his  ministry.  Al- 
most instantly  they  were  aware  that 
they  were  sitting  under  a  master  teach- 
er. There  was  something  about  this 
man  that  captured  the  attention  of  the 
student  and  made  him  thrill  to  the 
message  of  the  Scriptures.  Clarity  of 
thought  and  the  vivid  influence  of  god- 
hness  made  an  indeUble  impression 
upon  the  student,  so  that  memories  of 
the  classroom  became  motivating  fac- 
tors in  his  life.  There  were  a  thrill  and 
an  attraction  about  his  lectures  that 
drew  one  irresistibly  to  the  classroom, 
and  the  hour  passed  as  if  it  were  but 
a  few  minutes. 

His  devotion  to  the  Word  of  God  is 
amply  demonstrated  in  the  system  of 
theology  which  he  developed,  the  di- 
gest of  which  constitutes  the  statement 
of  faith  for  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  Grace  College.  In  this  sys- 
tem of  theology,  as  well  as  in  his  life 
and  ministry,  it  was  evident  that  Jesus 
Christ  was  given  preeminence.  Those 
who  knew  him  best  soon  learned  that 
there  were  two  motivating  factors  in 
his  hfe,  foreign  missionary  service  and 
the  blessed  hope.  His  great  delight  was 
the  number  of  students  who  were  com- 
mitted to  foreign  missionary  service. 
He  lived  from  day  to  day  in  the  hope 
that  Jesus  might  come  at  any  moment. 
In  the  power  of  this  persuasion  he 
wrote  a  classic  of  this  generation.  The 
Greatness  of  the  Kingdom,  about  the 
kingdom  Jesus  Christ  will  establish  at 
His  coming.  Today  he  is  with  the 
Lord.  He  is  in  the  presence  of  that 
One  whom  he  constantly  reminded  us 
is  "full  of  grace  and  truth." 

I  am  debtor  to  this  man  far  beyond 
what  I  can  ever  tell.  I  came  to  know 
him   forty   years   ago.      One  message 
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alone  was  enough  to  seal  a  bond  of 
admiration.  Two  years  later  we  were 
thrown  into  direct  association.  In  an 
ever  growing  intimacy  I  have  been  as- 
sociated  with  him  for  thirty-eight 
years:  as  student,  colleague,  fellow 
worker,  friend,  and  brother  in  Christ. 
Together  we  joined  in  the  labors  of 
launching  Grace  Theological  Seminary 
and  Grace  College.  We  joined  hands 
in  the  many  duties  attendant  upon  an 
educational  institution.  Many  were 
the  hours  we  spent  together  discussing 
the  problems  of  the  school  and  deliber- 
ating upon  the  best  solution.  Even 
though  he  retired  in  1962  from  active 
duty  after  twenty-five  years  as  presi- 
dent and  professor  of  Christian  theol- 
ogy, he  did  not  cease  to  show  intense 
interest  in  the  progress  of  the  school. 
His  counsel  during  these  years  was  an 
invaluable  assistance  to  me.  Almost 
all  that  I  am  under  God  I  owe  to  tliis 
man. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  testimony 
without  pointing  out  something  that  I 
knew  better  than  any  other.  His  good 
wife  stood  by  him  in  all  those  days  of 
ministry,  sharing  the  burden  and  heat 
of  the  day  that  The  Brethren  Church 
might  have  an  educational  institution 
for  the  training  of  its  young  people. 
For  this  pecuharly  fitted,  self-effacing, 
and  self-sacrificing  saint  of  God  and 
his  wife.  The  Brethren  Church  must 
be  eternally  grateful.  This  man  pro- 
vided the  intellectual  leadership  neces- 
sary to  guide  The  Brethren  Church 
through  the  peril  of  apostasy  and  has 
given  to  the  denomination  an  educa- 
tional institution  standing  for  "the 
faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints."— 
Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  President,  Grace 
Schools  ▼ 
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The  debt  of  love  I  owe  to  Dr.  Alva 
J.  McClain  can  never  be  paid.  He  was 
my  spiritual  father,  teacher,  and  pastor, 
beginning  when  I  was  but  twenty  years 
of  age.  He  performed  my  baptism  and 
ordained  me  to  the  gospel  ministry.  I 
shall  never  forget  his  interest  in  me  as 
a  young  missionary  candidate,  and  Ws 
counsel  and  advice  in  the  years  that 
followed  were  priceless  indeed.  One 
of  the  most  precious  volumes  in  my 
library  is  autographed,  "To  my  own 
son  in  the  faith,"  and  signed,  "Alva  J. 
McClain."  And  yet  I  am  only  one  of 
hundreds  who  rise  up  to  call  this  man 
blessed. 

And  now  our  beloved  Dr.  McClain 
has  been  loosed  away  upward;  his  long 
night  of  suffering  is  over,  and  he  is  at 
home  with  the  Lord.  During  the 
months  of  his  confinement  he  had  the 
best  of  loving  care.  His  devoted  wife 
was  constantly  at  his  side  to  minister 
to  his  every  need,  and  now  he  is  safe 
in  the  arms  of  Jesus. 

Scripture  does  not  leave  us  in  doubt 
at  this  point,  for  it  is  written  that  to 
be  absent  from  the  body  is  to  be  pres- 
ent with  the  Lord.  This  is  a  supreme 
comfort  to  all  of  us  who  knew  him  in- 
timately and  loved  him  dearly.  To  de- 
part and  be  with  Christ  is  far,  far  bet- 
ter. To  the  very  end  he  was  a  living  ex- 
ample of  the  Word  of  God  which  he 
firmly  believed  and  clearly  taught. 
God,  whom  he  faithfully  preached  to 
others,  did  not  fail  him  in  his  hour 
of  need.  The  Lord's  grace  was  suf- 
ficient. What  patient  waiting  for  re- 
lease, what  complete  resignation  to  the 
holy  will  of  God,  what  marvelous 
grace! 


Dr.  McClain  was  a  special  gift  of 
God  to  The  Brethren  Church.  He  was 
richly  endowed  with  many  talents,  and 
he  used  them  all  for  his  Lord  and  the 
church.  None  was  greater  than  that 
of  teaching.  He  had  a  special  dispen- 
sation committed  to  him  from  the 
Lord  for  this  ministry,  and  all  who 
benefited  from  his  ministry  across  this 
land  and  on  foreign  soil  will  be  eternal- 
ly grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having 
sat  at  his  feet. 

His  Ufe  as  well  as  his  teaching  was 
a  sweet  savor  to  Christ;  the  Lord  he 
loved  and  proclaimed  was  manifested 
in  his  daily  hfe  and  walk— so  much  so 
that  he  could  have  said  as  did  the 
Apostle  Paul,  "Be  ye  followers  of  me 
even  as  I  also  am  of  Clirist." 

But  we  know  that  Dr.  McClain 
would  want  this  memorial  service  to 
include  exhortation  to  steadfastness 
and  faithfulness  to  those  of  us  who 
follow  in  his  train.  I  have  chosen  by 
the  direction  of  the  Spirit  of  God  the 
passage  in  I  Corinthians  chapter  15, 
verses  51  to  58:  "Behold,  I  shew  you 
a  mystery;  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but 
we  shall  all  be  changed,  in' a  moment, 
in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last 
trump:  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound, 
and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorrupti- 
ble, and  we  shall  be  changed.  For  this 
corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption, 
and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortal- 
ity. So  when  this  corruptible  shall 
have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this 
mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality, 
then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  say- 
ing that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed 
up  in  victory.  0  death,  where  is  thy 
sting?  0  grave,  where  is  thy  victory? 
The  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the 
strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But  thanks 
be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  There- 


fore, my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  sted- 
fast,  unmoveable,  always  abounding  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye 
know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain 
in  the  Lord." 

The  particular  verse  on  which  I  have 
been  led  to  comment  is  verse  58.  It 
seems  very  fitting  here  at  the  close  of 
this  great  chapter  on  the  resurrection 
of  the  body  and  immediately  after  the 
mention  of  the  Rapture  and  Paul's 
shout  of  victory  over  death  and  the 
grave  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
It  seems  fitting,  also,  as  a  timely  mes- 
sage to  us  who  this  day  pay  tribute  to 
the  founding  father  of  Grace  Schools 
and  long-time  spiritual  leader  in  The 
Brethren  Church.  I  believe  it  is  what 
he  would  want  to  say  to  each  one  of 
us.  "Thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth 
us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved  breth- 
ren, be  ye  stedfast,  unmoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  for- 
asmuch as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is 
not  in  vain  in  the  Lord." 

The  Apostle  introduces  this  fifty- 
eighth  verse  with  a  "therefore,"  indi- 
cating, of  course,  that  this  is  a  practical 
exhortation  growing  out  of  the  doc- 
trine of  the  verses  just  preceding.  Had 
it  not  been  for  Christ's  death  for  sin, 
death  would  have  reigned  forever  over 
our  fallen  race.  But,  thanks  be  to  God, 
Christ  has  given  the  victory.  There- 
fore, because  Christ  gives  the  victory 
over  sin  and  death,  Paul  says,  "I  ex- 
hort you,  my  beloved  brethren." 

In  calling  the  Corintliian  Christians 
his  beloved  brethren,  the  Apostle  was 
declaring  his  tender  love  for  those 
whom  he  had  begotten  in  Christ,  even 
though  they  were  carnal  and  confused. 
This  same  tenderness  was  very  often 
manifested  by  our  departed  brother. 
Many  of  us  have  heard  him  address  his 
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congregations  as  "my  beloved  breth- 
ren." As  a  faithful  under  shepherd  he 
loved  the  flock  of  God  and  desired  to 
present  every  man  perfect  in  Christ 
Jesus.  His  love  for  the  brethren  was 
genuine  and  Christlike. 

The  exhortations  we  have  here  in 
this  passage  are  three:  First,  be  ye  stead- 
fast; second,  be  ye  unmoveable;  and 
third,  be  abounding  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord.  And  now  I  am  sure  you  under- 
stand why  we  have  chosen  this  Scrip- 
ture. This  is  what  I  believe  he  would 
say  to  us. 

Be  ye  steadfast.  Mature  Christians 
should  be  firm  and  settled,  always 
bearing  a  positive  testimony.  Such 
steadfastness  comes  only  from  an  inti- 
mate knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  His 
Word.  To  this  end  Dr.  McClain  placed 
in  high  priority  the  teaching  of  the 
Word  of  God  in  the  church,  in  the  col- 
lege, and  in  the  seminary.  Training 
men  to  rightly  divide  the  Word  of  truth 
is  the  way  to  make  mature  Christians 
who  stand  fast  in  the  Lord. 

Be  ye  unmoveable.  There  were 
those  in  Corinth  who  denied  the  resur- 
rection of  the  dead  and  were  introduc- 
ing heresies  into  the  church.  Satan  was 
at  work  even  in  the  New  Testament 
church.  A  similar  situation  exists  in 
the  church  today.  Men  are  departing 
from  the  faith  and  giving  heed  to  se- 
ducing spirits  and  doctrines  of  demons. 
The  last  days  are  upon  us  when  men 
will  no  longer  endure  sound  doctrine. 
Liberalism  and  all  sorts  of  false  teach- 
ings threaten  the  life  of  the  church  to- 
day. But  we  are  exhorted  to  stand  un- 
moveable in  our  profession  of  faith  and 
in  our  labor  of  love.  We  must  resist 
every  attempt  to  overthrow  the  funda- 
mentals of  the  faith.  We  must  main- 
tain Grace  College  and  Seminary  as 
Bible-believing,  Christ-centered  schools 


clinging  to  the  fundamentals  of  the 
Christian  faith.  Evangelical  America 
needs  the  testimony  of  our  schools  to- 
day. The  founding  fathers  have  be- 
queathed to  us  a  heritage  of  sound 
doctrine  to  which  we  must  be  true. 

And  then  Paul  exhorts  that  we 
should  abound  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord.  This  is  no  day  for  lethargy;  the 
king's  business  requires  haste.  The 
night  comes  when  no  man  can  work. 
We  must  give  the  Lord  the  best  we 
have  and  increase  more  and  more  in 
our  labor  for  him. 

The  work  of  the  Lord  referred  to 
in  this  passage  is  twofold:  His  work  in 
the  world  and  His  work  in  His  people. 
God's  purpose  in  the  world  today  is  to 
gather  up  a  people  for  His  name.  This 
is  done  by  world  evangelization,  which 
includes  everything  that  is  involved  in 
the  spread  of  the  gospel  message: 
namely,  the  calMng,  the  training,  and 
the  sending  of  laborers  into  the  harvest 
field.  The  field  is  the  world,  so  we  are 
to  witness  to  Christ  both  in  our  Jeru- 
salem and  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth.  Through  that  witness  Jesus 
Christ  will  call  out  His  own.  This  is 
one  aspect  of  the  work  in  which  we 
are  exhorted  to  abound. 

Then  there  is  God's  work  in  His 
people.  This  has  to  do  with  the  pro- 
gressive work  of  sanctification,  the  de- 
velopment of  spiritual  life  in  each  in- 
dividual believer.  We  are  exhorted 
elsewhere  in  the  Word  to  grow  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord. 
This  means  that  we  are  to  grow  less 
like  the  world  and  more  like  our  lovely 
Lord  Jesus.  We  are  to  be  filled  with 
the  Spirit  and  to  be  constantly  bearing 
His  precious  fruit  in  our  lives.  This, 
too,  is  the  Lorfi^s  work;  it  is  what  He 
does  in  us. 

To  these  exhortations  the  Apostle 


affixes  the  little  word  "always."  Al- 
ways abounding.  Perseverance  should 
characterize  our  labor  for  the  Lord. 
We  are  to  be  never  weary  in  well  do- 
ing, never  giving  up  the  fight,  but  go- 
ing on  and  on  until  the  battle  is  won 
or  we  have  finished  our  course. 

"Ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in 
vain  in  the  Lord."  There  is  nothing 
empty  about  serving  the  Lord.  God 
honors  those  who  honor  Him.  What- 
ever we  do  in  word  or  in  deed  is  to  be 
done  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 
We  are  neither  to  seek  our  own  glory 
nor  yet  to  trust  the  arm  of  flesh,  but 
to  have  an  eye  single  for  His  glory.  In 
this  self-seeking  world  today  we  must 
manifest  a  disinterestedness  as  we 
abound  in  the  work  of  the  Lord;  other- 
wise, it  is  not  the  work  of  the  Lord 
but  the  work  of  man. 

These  brief  exhortations  come  to  us 
afresh  today  and  at  a  very  favorable 
moment  to  quietly  dedicate  ourselves 
anew  to  the  Lord  and  to  His  work,  as 
did  our  beloved  teacher.  He  has  come 
to  the  end  of  his  labors;  he  fought  the 
good  fight  and  finished  his  course;  he 
kept  the  faith.  Henceforth  there  is 
laid  up  for  him  a  crown  of  righteous- 
ness, which  the  Lord,  the  righteous 
judge,  will  give  him  at  that  day— and 
not  to  him  only,  but  to  all  them  who 
love  the  Lord's  appearing. 

It  was  the  glorified  Lord  who  said, 
"To  him  that  overcometh  will  I  grant 
to  sit  with  me  in  my  throne,  even  as  I 
also  overcame,  and  am  set  down  with 
my  Father  in  his  throne."  Surely  our 
brother  has  had  a  triumphant  and  vic- 
torious entrance  into  the  presence  of 
the  Lord  whom  he  loved  and  served, 
and  this  by  the  matchless  grace  of 
God— Dr.  Orville  D.  Jobson,  veteran 
missionary  and  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Grace  Schools  T 
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TALL 
IN  THE 
SHOCK" 


From  the  Book  of  Job  we  glean  a 
timely  truth:  "Thou  shalt  come  to  the 
grave  in  full  age,  as  a  shock  of  corn 
Cometh  in  his  season"  (Job  5:26).  The 
tragedy  of  history  is  that  too  few  come 
to  that  fullness  of  age,  nor  to  any  ap- 
preciable season  of  fruitfulness.  Of 
our  beloved  teacher,  counselor,  and 
fellow-laborer,  Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain,  no 
such  negative  testimony  could  possibly 
be  imagined.  Of  a  certainty,  he  came 
to  fullness  of  age-he  was  allotted  his 
four-score  years.  But  his  fullness  of 
age  was  more  than  in  chronological 
years-he  came  to  age  in  person,  in 
wisdom,  in  love,  and  in  service  to 
God  and  man.  Duration  means  noth- 
ing unless  there  is  contribution-he 
made  that  contribution  in  a  multitude 
of  ways.  He  lived  his  life  and  we  have 
all  benefitted  from  that  living. 

The  Job  passage  speaks  of  a  shock 
of  corn.  A  shock  is  made  up  of  more 
than  one  stalk.  There  is  a  significance 
here.  A  truly  great  man  is  one  who 
not  only  stands  tall  himself,  but  helps 
others  to  stand  tall  with  him.  As  a 
stalk  in  the  shock,  he  stood  with  others 
of  our  dedicated  men,  who,  in  times  of 
crisis,  became  the  founders  and  pro- 
genitors of  our  beloved  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches,  and  of  Grace 
Schools.  Most  of  these  fruitful  "stalks" 
have  now  been  garnered  into  the  heav- 
enly places;  a  few  remain  with  us  to- 
day. We  thank  God  that  there  has 
been  a  fruitful  "shock"  made  up  of 
dedicated  "stalks." 


God  lays  His  hands  upon  men  for 
two  reasons:  holiness  and  usefulness. 
The  price  of  holiness  and  the  price  of 
usefulness  is  to  "be  crucified  with 
Christ."  This  was  true  of  our  brother- 
he  laid  his  all  "on  the  altar  of  sacrifice" 
for  his  Lord.  For  to  him  ".  .  .  to  live 
is  Christ,  and  to  die  is  gain." 

Several  of  us  were  among  the  first 
students  of  tliis  blessed  teacher  at 
Grace  Theological  Seminary.  The  in- 
tellectual atmosphere  in  which  this  re- 
lationship first  existed  was  one  of 
spiritual  fog.  The  approach  to  the 
Bible  for  us  was  with  a  big  "If— //the 
Bible  is  true,  (/  there  is  a  virgin  birth, 
(/  there  is  a  second  advent,  //"there  is 
any  moral  obligation  laid  upon  man  in 
the  sight  of  God.  He  changed  all  that 
with  a  positive  declaration  of  "Since"— 
since  these  things  be  so,  therefore,  cer- 
tain things  must  follow  and  certain  re- 
sponses are  obligatory.  He  was  to  us, 
in  those  early  years  of  uncertainty,  all 
that  the  radar  beam  is  to  the  pilot 
when  visibility  is  zero.  He  stood  in 
opposition  to  apostasy  in  theological 
matters.  One  cannot  magnify  Christ  in 
such  sacrificial  service  and  holy  living 
without  opposition.  Out  of  the  op- 
position he  experienced  was  born  Grace 
Schools.  In  every  crisis,  God  has  his 
man  and  his  men.  In  that  time  it  was 
Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain,  and  those  stal- 
warts of  the  faith  connected  with  him. 
He  was  a  leader  for  God  and  for  good. 

Personally,  in  my  relationship  with 
this  man,  as  student,  as  fellow-elder, 
as  co-administrator-and  I  speak  for 
others  who  have  shared  these  cherished 
relationships,  I  have  found  him  to  be 
one  who  revealed  many  of  the  charac- 
teristics that  made  Bible  personalities 
worth  remembering.  Like  as  was  said 
by  David,  we  might  say  of  him:  "I  de- 


light to  do  thy  will,  0  my  God."  He, 
like  Paul,  "was  set  for  the  defense  of 
the  gospel."  He  had  the  same  attitude 
as  John,  who  declared;  "He  must  in- 
crease and  I  must  decrease."  Paul 
wrote:  "Whatsoever  things  are  true, 
whatsoever  things  are  honest,  whatso- 
ever things  are  just  .  .  .  pure  .  .  .  lovely 
...  of  good  report;  if  there  be  any  vir- 
tue, and  if  there  be  any  praise,  think 
on  these  things."  To  think  of  Dr.  Mc- 
Clain was  to  truly  "think  on  these 
things." 

We  have  appreciated  Dr.  McClain  as 
a  man  of  holiness— we  have  benefitted 
therefrom.  We  have  seen  this  man, 
small  of  stature  and  many  times  weak 
of  body,  stand  tall  and  straight  in  the 
pulpit,  vigorously  wielding  the  Sword 
of  the  Spirit,  defending  the  truth-thus 
we  have  been  influenced  to  be  dogmat- 
ic and  decisive.  We  have  seen  him  sit 
quietly  behind  the  desk,  expounding 
with  clarity  some  baffling  portion  of 
the  Scriptures  on  justification,  sancti- 
fication,  predestination,  eschatology— 
and  thus  we  have  discovered  that  there 
is  truth;  there  are  answers.  We  have  sat 
with  him  alone  in  the  counseling  ses- 
sion and  have  benefitted  from  his  un- 
derstanding, loving  admonitions— and 
thus  we  have  learned  that  there  is  vic- 
tory in  Christ.  We  have  stood  beside 
him  on  these  platforms  as  he  received 
the  plaudits  of  others,  and  was  the  re- 
cipient of  earned  honors;  all  of  which 
he  received  as  unto  the  glory  of  his 
Lord.  Thus  we  have  become  aware  of 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  comely  dignity 
that  results  from  humility.  He  could 
safely  say  unto  us  all:  "What  things  ye 
have  seen  in  me,  do!" 

The  last  visit  Mrs.  Ashman  and  I 
were  privileged  to  make  with  the  Mc- 
Clains  was   somewhat   different   than 
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previous  visits.  His  holiness  had  been 
proved,  his  usefulness  had  been  dem- 
onstrated, and  he  was  aware  that  the 
day  of  his  sharing  with  the  glory  of 
Christ  in  the  heavenlies  was  not  too 
far  distant.  And,  while  he  clung  to  the 
hope  that  the  rapture  would  occur  be- 
fore his  departure,  he.  nonetheless, 
made  this  no  matter  of  great  concern. 
He  had  been  given  an  assignment  in 
the  school  of  history;  his  aspirations 
had  become  accomphshments;  he  was, 
therefore,  ready  to  march,  robed  in 
righteousness,  into  the  commencement 
exercises  in  the  presence  of  the  Master 
Teacher;  there  to  receive  the  full  au- 
thority of  his  heavenly  degrees.    Like 


David  he  seemed  to  say:  "Now,  Lord, 
what  wait  I  for?  my  hope  is  in  thee" 
(Psa.  39:7).  And  so,  the  Lord  called 
him  home.  To  us,  we  weep— "Sunset." 
To -him,  he  exclaims,  "Dawn!" 

Dr.  McClain  was  "a  burning  and 
shining  light."  It  is  therefore  fitting 
that  his  good  wife  should  have  the 
privilege  of  throwing  the  switch  for 
the  campus-lights  ceremony  to  flood 
Grace  campus  with  physical  light,  even 
as  he  flooded  the  same  campus  with 
spiritual  light. 

It  is  my  privilege  to  announce  that 
a  suitable  memorial  fund,  honoring  Dr. 
McClain,  will  be  established. 

Consciously,  or  unconsciously. 


every  one  of  us  follows  another.  We 
become,  to  a  degree,  copies  of  that 
which  we  follow.  Since  this  is  true,  we 
first  follow  Christ,  and  then  follow 
someone  who  is  Christlike.  Obviously, 
we  should  choose  one  of  the  Lord's 
masterpieces  for  a  pattern— anything 
less  would  keep  us  from  coming  to  full- 
ness of  age  and  would  make  us  less 
than  fruitful  in  our  season.  Having  had 
the  privilege  of  knowing  Dr.  Alva  J. 
McClain,  we  are  glad  to  accept  him  as 
one  of  our  earthly  patterns  to  follow. 
As  Timothys,  we  aspire  to  be  like  him, 
our  Paul.— Z)r  Kenneth  B.  Ashman,

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IN  THE 
FAITH 
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Although  more  than  200  young 
men  probably  went  out  into  Christian 
service  under  the  ministry  of  my  father 
(the  late  Louis  S.  Bauman),  yet  of  all 
those  there  was  one  who  was  undoubt- 
edly his  own  son  Timothy  in  the  faith, 
and  that  was  Dr.  McClain. 

I  remember  my  father  speaking  on 
one  occasion  of  the  day  of  Dr.  Mc- 
Clain's  conversion.  It  was  in  a  little 
church  in  Sunnyside,  Washington,  in 
the  northwestern  part  of  the  United 
States.  Dr.  McClain  had  been  brought 
up  in  a  godly  home,  but  had  for  a 
season  rebelled  and  resisted  the  teach- 
ing. He  was,  however,  attracted  by  the 
preaching  of  prophecy  in  the  evangelis- 
tic meeting  my  father  was  conducting. 
Probably  the  teaching  of  the  Book  of 
Daniel,  as  much  as  anything  else, 
helped  to  direct  him  back  into  the 
channels  in  which  he  had  been  reared. 
Always  a  logical  thinker,  and  the  evi- 
dence was  overwhelming;  he  was 
brought  under  deep  conviction.  As  he 
came  down  the  aisle  a  woman  in  the 
back  of  the  audience  literally  threw  up 
her  hands  and  said,  "If  the  Lord  can 
save  Alva  McClain,  He  can  save  any- 
body." Well,  the  Lord  did  save  Alva 
McClain. 

From  the  time  of  their  conversion, 
Dr.  McClain  and  liis  wife  began  to  grow 
spiritually,  as  they  followed  my  father 
to  Long  Beach,  CaHfornia,  where  he 
was  then  in  the  earUest  years  of  his 


great  pastorate  in  that  city. 

Actually,  my  father  was  a  one-man 
theological  seminary  to  three  young 
men  who  were  converted  almost  at  the 
same  time.  These  men  gathered  to- 
gether as  a  school  in  some  of  the  eve- 
ning hours  of  the  week,  and  he  taught 
them  as  he  saw  their  hunger  for  an 
understanding  of  the  Word. 

One  was  a  man  who  had  been  saved 
from  a  life  of  deep  sin  as  dope  had 
fastened  its  hold  on  his  body.  His 
name  was  Francis  J.  Reagan.  After  his 
salvation,  he  attended  Xenia  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  to  further  prepare  for  the 
Lord's  work. 

In  these  training  classes,  along  with 
Dr.  McClain  and  Rev.  Francis  Reagan, 
was  Dr.  Stewart  McClennan,  who  later 
became  the  pastor  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Hollywood. 

Occasionally  Dr.  Bauman  would 
have  one  of  these  men  speak  before 
the  congregation.  Two  of  them  spoke 
with  some  degree  of  eloquence  and 
made  a  physical  appearance  which  im- 
pressed people.  One  day  one  of  the 
leading  members  of  the  church  came 
to  my  father  and  said,  "Brother  Bau- 
man, two  of  those  men  I  think  you 
ought  to  encourage,  but  I  don't  know 
if  tliis  young  chap  Alva  McClain  will 
make  it."  It  was  not  because  of  what 
he  said,  but  because  he  was  short  of 
stature,  and  these  other  men  were  over 
six  feet  tall.  I  remember  my  father 
said,  "You  leave  Alva  McClain  alone. 
I'm  not  a  prophet,  but  I'll  make  this 
prediction:  he  will  pass  both  of  the 
other  men." 


It  was  in  1946,  I  think,  when 
Dr.  McClain  first  contacted  me  relative 
to  coming  to  Grace  Seminary.  It  was 
my  happy  privilege— one  of  the  choice 
memories  of  my  life— to  have  spent 
fourteen  years  serving  as  a  colleague  of 
his. 

Dr.  McClain's  ministry  has  extended 
far  beyond  the  borders  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church  and  will  continue,  not  only 
in  LeTourneau  College,  with  whom  I 
am  now  associated,  in  Longview,  Tex- 
as, but  in  many  other  institutions 
across  this  country.  It  suddenly  oc- 
curred to  me  that  we  have  on  our 
faculty  and  staff,  ten  who  have  come 
under  the  impact  of  his  ministry  and 
were  greatly  influenced  by  his  teach- 
ing. The  words  in  the  Book  of  He- 
brews in  tribute  to  Abel,  "He  being 
dead  yet  speaketh,"  are  so  true  of  Dr. 
McClain. 

Dr.  Raymond  Gingrich,  who  is  as- 
sociated as  teacher  in  theology  and 
Bible  at  LeTourneau  College  and  who 
was  pastor  of  the  church  in  Akron 
which  mothered  this  infant  school  at 
its  beginning,  said  to  me  yesterday:  "I 
wonder  if  Dr.  McClain  and  your  father 
have  gotten  together  yet."  Riding  up 
here  this  morning  my  daughter  said 
the  same  thing  to  me.  The  two  sisters 
of  Dr.  McClain  also  spoke  of  that  meet- 
ing which  they  felt  had  undoubtedly 
taken  place.  My  answer  in  each  case 
was  this,  "I  am  sure  they  have."  If 
only  the  veil  could  be  lifted  from  our 
eyes,  we  could  see.— Dr.  Paul  R.  Bau-

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CONTENDER 
FOR  THE 
FAITH 


The  phrase,  "Only  be  strong  and  of 
a  good  courage"  is  repeated  four  times 
in  chapter  one  of  Joshua.  Over  a 
period  of  some  forty-five  years  I  have 
had  very  close  friendship  with  Dr.  Alva 
J.  McClain,  and  I  have  concluded  that 
no  one  was  stronger  in  defense  of  the 
Gospel  and  more  courageous  in  its 
presentation  than  he.  Truly  he  was 
"strong  and  of  a  good  courage." 

Those  who  know  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches  today 
might  say,  "Well,  they're  a  wonderful 
fellowship  of  churches  standing  so 
sohdly  for  evangehcal  Christian  faith." 
And  so  far  as  I  know,  not  a  minister 


or  leader  in  The  Brethren  Church 
denies  any  of  the  fundamentals  of 
the  Christian  faith.  That  was  not 
always  so.  The  first  quarter  of  this 
century  was  a  period  of  grave  denials 
and  great  conflict  in  The  Brethren 
Church  and  especially  from  about  the 
years  of  1910  to  1920  or  1925.  In 
1915  a  man  stood  on  the  podium  of 
the  Winona  Lake  Auditorium  and  said 
that  it  was  not  necessary  to  believe  in 
the  deity  of  Christ  or  the  virgin  birth 
to  be  in  good  standing  in  The  Brethren 
Church  and  in  her  ministry.  Years  of 
contention  followed,  and  Dr.  McClain 
was  one  of  two  or  three  who  led  in 
contending  for  the  faith.  As  a  result, 
in  1921  the  national  conference  ap- 
proved a  statement  known  as  the  Mes- 
sage of  the  Brethren  Ministry.  Dr.  Mc- 
Clain  prepared   the   original   copy  of 


this— the  only  statement  of  faith  of 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches. 

I  rejoice  in  the  privilege  of  having 
had  fellowship  with  this  man  of  God 
in  the  pastorate,  in  the  work  of  foreign 
missions,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Grace  Schools. 

When  I  desired  personal  counsel  and 
advice  in  critical  situations,  Dr.  Mc- 
Clain provided  it.  I  never  went  away 
disappointed.  I  rejoice  in  the  friend- 
ship of  tills  man  of  God. 

There  is  one  portion  of  Scripture 
that  I  would  like  to  use  from  the  pen 
of  the  great  Apostle,  who  wrote, 
"Copy  me  as  I  copy  Christ."  Dr.  Mc- 
Clain copied  Christ.
